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FOREWORD 


The  years  from  1809  to  1822  comprise  a  transition  period  in  the  life 
of  the  Moravians  of  Wachovia,  more  significant  than  they  themselves 
could  have  realized. 

For  the  first  three  years  life  followed  in  general  the  pattern  of  the 
preceding  decades.  Much  attention  was  given  to  the  schools,  especially 
the  growing  Boarding  School  for  girls  in  Salem.  The  mission  to  the 
Cherokee  Indians  continued;  as  did  the  fraternal  service  rendered  to 
near-by  churches  of  other  denominations.  A  church  was  consecrated 
in  Bethania :  a  house  was  built  in  Salem  for  the  Inspector  of  the  Board- 
ing School;  another  house  was  bought  and  arranged  as  a  Widows 
House. 

Then  came  the  War  of  1812,  with  the  economic  troubles  in  which  the 
Brethren  of  Wachovia  shared.  Then  also  prayers  were  offered  for  their 
beloved  "fatherland" — America  now — though  they  never  lost  interest 
in  the  world-wide  Unity  of  Brethren. 

In  the  first  year  of  this  war  a  new  pastor  came  to  Salem,  and  a  new 
administrator  to  Wachovia.  The  travel  diary  of  the  Rev.  Ludwig 
David  von  Schweinitz  gives  a  thrilling  picture  of  war  experiences  on 
the  high  seas  in  his  day.  An  able  executive,  a  consecrated  minister 
of  the  Gospel,  a  trained  scientist  in  the  field  of  botany,  he  brought  to 
North  Carolina  much  more  than  appears  on  the  surface,  including 
acquaintance  with  many  outstanding  men  at  home  and  abroad.  Born 
in  America,  steeped  in  the  history  of  the  Unitas  Tratrum,  von  Schweinitz 
made  the  historical  address  at  many  a  church  anniversary,  including 
the  Jubilee  of  the  founding  of  Salem,  which  was  observed  in  1816. 

During  the  years  preceding  the  General  Synod  of  1818  the  progres- 
sive Brethren  in  Pennsylvania  and  in  North  Carolina  worked  out 
various  changes  which  they  desired  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Unity,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  lot.  Synod  accepted  these  sugges- 
tions, and  made  it  unnecessary  to  use  the  lot  in  many  matters  which 
were  thereafter  committed  to  the  judgment  of  the  church  boards.  It 
was  also  dropped  in  connection  with  marriages,  except  in  the  case  of 
ministers,  or  when  personal  request  was  made  for  its  use. 

The  Negro  question  comes  into  prominence  during  this  period. 
More  individuals  were  desirous  of  employing  or  owning  slaves;  the 
church  boards  feared  the  effect  upon  the  youth  of  the  church  if  they 
saw  slaves  learning  trades  or  doing  other  work  which  the  leaders  wished 
their  young  people  to  regard  as  honorable.  Rules  were  adopted  greatly 
restricting  the  employment  of  slaves  in  Salem;  but  their  numbers  in- 
creased nevertheless.    While  the  rules  regarding  slave-holding  were 
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stringent,  the  Brethren  showed  continued  interest  in  the  Negroes  in- 
dividually and  as  a  race.  By  the  close  of  1822  definite  plans  had  been 
made  to  evangelize  them,  with  a  view  to  the  organization  of  a  Negro 
congregation.  So  far  as  the  records  show  this  plan  originated  in  Salem — 
there  is  no  reference  to  similar  work  being  done  by  any  other  Church 
in  North  Carolina. 

During  this  period  a  beginning  was  made  with  the  abrogation  of  the 
lease  system  in  Wachovia.  Conditions  in  Bethania  made  it  advisable 
to  commence  there,  and  the  residents  of  that  town  exchanged  their 
leases  for  fee  simple  deeds,  paying  for  their  land  at  a  price  agreed  upon 
by  themselves  and  the  administrator.  It  was  recognized  that  the  church 
boards  thereby  lost  the  power  absolutely  to  control  the  character  of  the 
residents  in  the  town,  which  some  regretted,  but  it  was  felt  that  the 
advantages  of  the  change  were  greater  than  the  loss. 

All  of  these  changes  were  made  so  quietly,  with  such  general  ap- 
proval, that  they  caused  no  excitement,  and  were  accepted  as  placidly 
as  was  the  abrogation  of  the  Old  Oeconomie  of  Bethabara  when  Salem 
was  founded. 


PART  I 


Account  of  the  Journey  of  Br.  Ludwig  von  Schweinitz  and  his  Wife  from 
Herrnhut  to  Bethlehem  in  Pennsylvania,  from  June  -4  to  Sept.  16, 1812. 

[Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz  was  born  on  Feb.  13,  1780,  in  Bethle- 
hem, Pennsylvania,  where  his  father,  the  Rev.  Hans  Christian  Alex- 
ander von  Schweinitz,  was  serving  as  representative  of  the  TJnitas 
Fratrum  in  the  administration  of  the  American  estates  of  the  Unity. 
When  H.  C.  A.  von  Schweinitz  was  recalled  to  Europe  for  service  there, 
the  family  accompanied  him;  and  Ludwig  David  completed  his  educa- 
tion, was  ordained  to  the  ministry,  and  was  serving  as  vorsteher  at 
Gnadau  when  he  was  selected  to  go  to  America  to  take  charge  of  the 
Unity  estates  in  North  Carolina. 

His  wife  was  Louisa  Amalia,  maiden  name  Ledoux,  born  May  18, 
1791,  in  Stettin,  whither  the  Ledoux  family  had  fled  during  one  of  the 
persecutions  of  the  Huguenots  in  France.  They  were  married  in  1812, 
just  before  setting  out  on  this  most  adventurous  trip  to  America. 

The  diary  of  their  journey  is  filed  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives, 
and  is  translated  in  full.] 

Thou  hast  set  my  feet  in  a  large  room. 

So  with  joy  I  tread  the  pathway 
Leading  onward  to  my  home. 

So  ran  the  encouraging  Old  Testament  text1  with  which  we  set  out 
from  Kleinwelke  on  June  5th,  1812.  That  was  the  last  Lusatian2 
congregation  which  we  would  see,  and  the  real  beginning  of  our  pil- 
grimage; and  in  truth  we  had  a  lively  conviction  that  it  was  the  Lord 
our  Saviour  who  had  called  us  to  such  a  journey  in  such  unusual, 
critical,  and  peculiar  times  ;  and  we  owe  it  to  the  peace  of  God  alone 
that  we  can  truly  say  that  with  joy  we  could  follow  our  dangerous  way, 
for  His  peace  never  failed  us  through  all  our  testings  and  experiences. 
We  were  under  the  protecting  hand  of  Him  who  rules  the  wind  and 
wave,  who  will  do  all  that  He  has  promised  to  His  children,  and 
neither  human  wisdom  nor  wickedness  can  hinder  His  work.  So,  un- 
harmed and  well,  in  a  shorter  time  than  seemed  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  we  reached  the  place  to  which  we  had  been  called. 

Nothing  was  known  in  Herrnhut3  of  the  war  between  the  United 
States  and  England,  which  broke  out  soon  after  our  departure,  but  we 
had  reason  to  expect  unusual  difficulties  on  land  because  of  the 
threat  of  war,  and  to  fear  the  privateers  that  infested  the  sea.    For  a

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long  time  we  did  not  know  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  us  to  under- 
take the  journey,  for  in  spite  of  all  efforts  the  Unity  Elders  Conference 
could  hear  of  only  one  single  ship,  destined  for  America  and  able  to 
take  passengers.  This  ship,  the  Minerva  Smyth,  Captain  Charles 
Mann,  lay  at  Kiel,  in  Holstein,  on  the  East  Sea,4  and  was  destined  for 
Philadelphia,  but  it  appeared  impossible  to  reach  it  in  time. 

Fortunately,  in  the  middle  of  May  word  was  received  that  its  sailing 
had  been  postponed  to  the  15th  of  June,  and  in  the  greatest  haste  we 
prepared  to  do  our  utmost  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  This 
was  a  special  providence  of  God,  for  as  events  showed  this  was  indeed 
the  only  ship  that  sailed  from  outside  Gothenberg;5  and  of  the  ships 
lying  at  Gothenberg,  destined  for  America,  there  was  not  one  which 
really  reached  America,  for  of  those  which  sailed  some  turned  back 
and  others  were  captured  by  the  English. 

After  taking  a  tender  farewell  from  the  Brethren  of  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  and  from  our  relatives  and  friends,  we  began  our 
journey  early  in  the  morning  of  June  J+th.  Toward  noon  we  reached 
Kleinwelke6  and  spent  a  happy  afternoon  there,  taking  leave  of  our 
numerous  relatives  and  friends. 

Very  early  on  the  5th  we  left  for  Dresden,  accompanied  by  our 
younger  brother,  for  we  had  decided  to  hurry  forward  day  and  night 
in  order  not  to  miss  the  ship.  Because  of  this  need  of  haste  we  traveled 
by  extra  post,  in  a  chaise  bought  for  the  purpose,  which  was  so  arranged 
that  we  could  take  our  baggage  with  us. 

In  Dresden  we  must  stop  a  while  to  bring  into  order  the  passes 
for  our  trip,  which  under  existing  circumstances  was  a  difficult  but 
essential  business.  We  hoped  to  find  it  all  arranged  through  the  good- 
ness of  the  minister,  Count  von  Hohenthal,  to  whom  I  had  written  asking 
for  a  royal  Saxon  Cabinet  pass.  When  I  waited  upon  him  I  learned 
to  my  great  distress  that  he  had  attended  to  the  matter  properly,  but 
had  sent  my  pass  to  Herrnhut.  It  was  impossible  to  get  another,  as  the 
minister  assured  me,  and  to  send  back  for  that  one  was  equally  out 
of  the  question,  because  of  the  time  that  would  be  lost.  Therefore  I 
decided  to  venture  in  the  name  of  God  to  use  my  old  pass  as  vorsteher 
of  Gnadau,  although  it  did  not  mention  my  intended  journey  to 
America.  Time  showed  that  Ave  had  cause  to  thank  the  Lord  for  this, 
for  it  would  have  been  very  difficult  to  cross  the  French  border  with 
the  avowed  intention  of  going  to  America;  because  of  conscription

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there  was  the  greatest  care  that  no  one  should  leave  the  country.  We 
were  in  Dresden  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  took  a  tender  leave  of 
our  brother,  and  then  traveled  all  night. 

We  stopped  for  just  a  few  hours  in  Leipzig  in  the  evening  of  the 
6th,  again  drove  all  night,  and  arrived  in  Gnadau7  at  noon  on  the  7th. 
We  were  received  with  much  love  by  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and 
spent  the  following  day  resting.  This  little  congregation  had  become 
dear  to  me  because  of  my  many  years  of  service  there,  and  the  mem- 
bers showed  their  affection  in  many  ways. 

On  the  morning  of  June  9th  we  left,  Br.  and  Sr.  Seidel  and  Br. 
Burkhard  accompanying  us  to  Wansleben.8  Because  of  our  long  halt 
we  were  afraid  to  go  to  Magdeburg.  In  Wansleben  we  took  leave  of 
our  dear  ones,  after  dining  together  in  the  post-house;  and  resolved  to 
proceed  to  Altona  without  stopping  anywhere  or  spending  the  night  in 
an  inn.  In  Altona  we  hoped  to  hear  definitely  whether  we  would  find 
our  ship  at  Kiel. 

In  Braunsweig9  we  received  the  credible  information  that  without 
the  signature  of  the  French  ambassador  at  Cassel  no  one  could  pass 
through  French  territory  on  a  Westphalian  pass.  This  disturbed 
us  greatly,  but  trusting  solely  to  the  assistance  of  the  Lord,  though 
not  without  anxiety  because  of  the  much  baggage  we  had  with  us,  we 
decided  to  risk  it,  so  as  not  to  miss  the  ship. 

It  was  the  morning  of  the  11  tin  of  June  when  our  coach  entered 
French  territory,  one  hour's  journey  from  Liineburg;  and  we  prayed 
fervently  to  the  Lord  as  we  reached  the  first  customhouse.  I  suc- 
ceeded in  persuading  the  officers  to  examine  the  baggage  here  and 
then  to  seal  all  the  packages,  whereby  I  hoped  to  pass  through  the  other 
nine  customhouses  without  hindrance.  In  Liineburg  my  pass  was 
countersigned  without  protest,  the  ofiicer  apparently  considering  the 
signature  of  the  governor  of  Magdeburg  sufficient  to  allow  us  to  enter 
French  territory,  though  the  signature  had  been  affixed  long  before. 

We  drove  on  thankfully,  and  indeed  passed  the  other  customhouses 
without  inspection.  When  we  crossed  the  Elbe  the  toll-collector  de- 
tained us  so  long  that  it  was  about  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  when 
we  reached  the  gate  of  Hamburg.  All  the  information  we  could  gather 
convinced  us  that  it  would  be  unpleasant  and  take  a  long  time  if  we 
drove  into  the  town  that  night,  for  there  was  no  chance  of  passing 
through  to  Altona,  to  which  point  we  had  engaged  the  post,  without 
securing  permission  from  the  police  department.  The  postillion  offered 
to  spend  the  night  with  us  at  his  own  expense  and  without  additional

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pay,  and  to  try  to  take  us  through  the  town  early  in  the  morning,  to 
Altona.  We  decided  to  accept  this,  and  spent  the  night  in  a  rather 
poor  tavern  outside  the  gate. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  we  set  out  early.  At  the  gate  of  the 
suburbs  we  were  not  searched,  though  the  customs  officer  cut  open  our 
roll  of  bedding,  but  did  not  go  through  it.  In  spite  of  all  protests 
he  cut  the  seals  from  all  our  chests  and  coffers,  whereby  he  exposed 
us  to  a  new  and  usually  very  stringent  investigation  at  the  other 
gate,  in  an  unnecessary  and  illegal  manner.  We  now  drove  to  the 
police  bureau,  but  no  business  was  transacted  until  nine  o'clock,  so  we 
spent  the  time  in  an  inn.  At  the  appointed  hour  we  drove  again  to  the 
police  bureau,  to  secure  the  endorsement  of  my  pass,  without  which 
we  could  not  drive  out  of  the  city.  I  alighted,  and  with  much  politeness 
was  taken  by  the  attendant  into  the  room  of  the  secretary  who  transacted 
business.  More  than  forty  well-dressed  gentlemen  and  ladies  were  be- 
hind the  barrier  seeking  vainly  to  secure  attention.  The  secretary 
took  my  pass  at  once,  looked  at  it,  and  told  me  rather  curtly  that  it  was 
not  good.  I  replied  that  I  had  already  traveled  a  long  way  with  it,  and 
must  go  to  Altona  today;  without  further  objection  he  validated  it  for 
that  distance;  and  in  a  few  minutes  I  could  continue  my  journey.  I 
list  this  as  an  outstanding  instance  of  the  help  of  God,  for  in  the  present 
time  a  man  considers  himself  fortunate  if  he  can  accomplish  this  in 
two  or  three  days — as  everybody  assured  us  afterwards — even  when  the 
pass  is  as  unquestionable  as  mine. 

A  new  and  no  less  thankworthy  experience  of  the  help  of  the  Lord 
came  to  us  at  the  gate  of  the  city  on  the  side  toward  Altona.  The 
lieutenant  of  the  customhouse  there  allowed  us  to  pass  unhindered  and 
unsearched  when  I  told  him  how  the  seals  had  been  cut  from  our 
packages  at  the  other  customhouse.  This  was  the  more  unexpected 
as  we  could  see  with  our  own  eyes  how  sharply  others  were  treated, 
even  having  all  their  pockets  turned  inside  out,  before  they  were 
allowed  to  leave  the  town.  We  had  special  reason  to  fear  for  some 
books  which  we  had  with  us,  for  without  express  permission  from 
Paris  no  books  at  all  were  allowed  to  pass  through  French  territory. 
The  more  thankful  were  we  to  the  Saviour  when  we  found  ourselves  in 
Altona. 

In  Altona  Br.  and  Sr.  Staehlin  received  us  with  much  love.  Br. 
Staehlin  had  letters  from  Kiel  which  indicated  that  we  must  go  thither 
the  same  evening  in  order  to  catch  the  ship;  so  I  found  myself  obliged 
to  return  to  Hamburg  immediately  to  secure  the  vise  of  the  Danish 
General  Consul  to  my  pass,  without  which  the  President  of  Altona 
could  not  give  me  a  Danish  pass  which  was  necessary  for  our  further 
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journey  in  Holstein.  Br.  Staehlin  accompanied  me  back  to  Hamburg. 
The  Consul  made  some  objections  because  my  present  pass  bad  been 
issued  too  long  ago,  but  was  persuaded  to  grant  my  request.  Tbe  post 
tbat  day  brougbt  word  from  Kiel  that  we  would  reach  there  in  time, 
and  we  were  very  glad  to  have  a  day  of  rest  with  our  Brethren  in 
Altona,  who  showed  us  much  love. 

On  this  day  of  rest,  the  13th,  we  waited  upon  the  President  the  first 
thing  in  the  morning,  to  secure  the  necessary  pass  to  America.  Our 
distress  may  be  better  imagined  than  described  when  he  informed  us 
that  it  was  positively  forbidden  to  issue  passes  to  America !  Finally 
the  President  himself  remarked  that  he  did  not  know  whether  this 
prohibition  included  Kiel,  and  offered  to  give  us  a  pass  to  that  place, 
and  to  write  to  the  officers  there  on  our  behalf;  an  offer  which  we  ac- 
cepted with  thanks. 

Early  on  the  llfth  we  took  our  way  to  Kiel,10  much  concerned  over 
reports  that  probably  the  same  order  was  effective  in  that  port.  "We  had 
an  unpleasant  delay  in  Langenfelde,  where  our  baggage  underwent  a 
rather  sharp  investigation,  among  other  things  a  box  of  Gemein 
!N~achrichten  was  completely  unpacked,  and  some  wool  which  we  had 
bought  in  Altona  was  taken  from  us  because  we  did  not  have  the 
necessary  certificate.  Because  of  this  delay  it  was  nearly  midnight 
when  we  reached  Kiel. 

The  next  morning  we  were  joined  by  the  young  Br.  Koehler,11  who 
was  minded  to  make  the  journey  with  us,  and  who  from  now  on  belonged 
to  our  party.  Prom  him  we  learned  to  our  great  joy,  that  it  was  not 
positively  forbidden  to  leave  here  for  America;  and  on  the  next  day 
we  were  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  the  necessary  pass.  Immediately  we 
supplied  ourselves  with  provisions  and  made  other  arrangements  for 
our  voyage. 

Captain  Mann  was  uncommonly  courteous,  and  invited  us  to  go  on 
board  the  Minerva  on  the  16th  to  see  the  accommodations.  She  was  an 
unusually  pretty,  three-masted  ship,  well  arranged,  and  we  could  be 
accommodated  to  our  complete  satisfaction.  Besides  ourselves  and 
Br.  Koehler,  the  cabin  passengers  were  a  French  gentleman  and  his 
wife,  their  six-year-old  son,  and  the  lady's  sister ;  also  a  young  merchant 
from  Hanover.  In  the  steerage  there  was  a  rather  large  group  of  glass- 
blowers,  with  their  wives  and,  little  children,  of  which  the  number  was 
increased  during  the  voyage  by  the  birth  of  another  child.  There  was 
also  an  American  captain,  John  Ashley,  and  his  mate,  whose  ship

u  Daniel  Kohler,  who  became  pastor  of  Salem,  North  Carolina. 
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had  been  taken  by  privateers,  and  who  were  now  going  home.  With 
all  of  these  we  became  well  and  pleasantly  acquainted  during  the  voyage, 
and  especially  with  the  uncommonly  friendly  Captain  Mann,  who 
showed  us  nothing  but  courtesy.  Among  the  others  were  very  brave 
and  Christian  persons.    Captain  Ashley  was  outstanding  in  this  respect. 

We  soon  learned  that  although  the  daily  report  was  that  we  were 
about  to  sail,  and  that  we  must  hold  ourselves  in  readiness,  there  were 
in  fact  grave  difficulties  in  the  way.  Two  years  previously  the  ship 
Minerva  Smyth  had  been  brought  illegally  into  Kiel  as  the  prize 
of  a  Danish  privateer,  and  although  after  a  long-drawn-out  suit  the 
rights  of  Captain  Mann  had  been  established  the  defendants  were  con- 
stantly trying  some  new  chicanery  to  reverse  the  decision.  So  it 
came  to  pass  that  after  we  had  been  in  Kiel  for  fourteen  successive 
days  the  suit  over  the  ship  was  again  laid  before  a  commission  for 
decision,  and  had  the  result  been  unfavorable  it  would  have  made  our 
voyage  impossible.  However,  it  was  decided  that  no  further  obstacles 
might  be  laid  in  the  way  of  her  sailing.  Unpleasant  and  expensive  as 
the  delay  had  been  we  saw  later  that  it  had  important  and  desirable 
results  for  us.  In  the  first  place  it  was  possible  for  us  to  receive  a  letter 
from  Br.  von  Forestier,  reporting  the  home-going  of  Br.  Herbst  and 
the  appointment  of  Br.  Van  Vleck  as  his  successor ;  and  then  the  delay 
delivered  us  from  what  seemed  an  inescapable  danger. 

Soon  after  our  arrival  in  Kiel  two  Trench  privateers  came  in,  one 
after  the  other,  and  boldly  declared  that  they  would  sail  out  with  us 
from  the  harbor,  and  capture  our  ship  so  soon  as  we  reached  the  open 
sea.  Such  boats  are  openly  privateers,  and  are  strongly  manned ;  under 
the  protection  of  the  Trench  name  they  board  vessels  with  practically 
no  distinction  as  to  the  flags  under  which  they  sail,  and  always  know 
how  to  secure  their  condemnation.  Not  long  before  seven  Danish  ships 
had  been  captured  in  Danish  harbors,  and  decision  was  rendered  from 
Paris.  In  the  judgment  of  our  captain  the  only  chance  to  escape  from 
them  was  to  sail  in  so  strong  a  wind  that  they  could  not  board  us; 
but  such  a  wind  was  dangerous  for  vessels  in  the  Belt. 

Because  of  the  long  delay  one  of  the  privateers  was  forced  to  leave 
the  harbor  before  us,  having  run  out  of  money,  and  we  were  saved 
from  the  other  by  something  that  occurred  the  last  evening  before  we 
sailed.  The  privateer  had  pushed  out  from  land,  with  a  boatswain  on 
board,  prepared  to  sail  with  us;  but  on  that  last  evening  a  fight  oc- 
curred on  shore  between  their  men  and  some  sailors  from  an  American 
ship,  in  which  an  American  sailor  was  badly  wounded.  The  official 
investigation  of  the  incident  caused  the  privateer  to  be  placed  under 
arrest,  and  it  dared  not  leave,  so  we  could  set  out  unhindered. 
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Moreover  we  not  only  received  much  friendship  and  love  from  the 
family  of  Herr  Sedin  Lorenze,  a  brother  of  the  widowed  Sr.  Drudea 
Hiibner,  during  the  otherwise  very  tiresome  time  of  waiting  in  a 
totally  strange  place,  but  by  chance  we  made  very  pleasant  acquaintance 
with  a  goodly  number  of  professors  in  the  Kiel  University,  who  showed 
us  all  possible  kindness.  They  were  interested  in  our  journey  in  these 
critical  days;  and  we  sought  opportunity  to  tell  them  about  the  con- 
gregations and  constitution  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  in  the  various 
conversations  we  had  with  them. 

With  fervent  prayer  to  the  Lord  who  alone  could  protect  us,  and 
with  childlike  faith  in  Him,  we  finally  went  aboard  the  Minerva 
Smyth  during  the  morning  of  July  2nd,  and  toward  noon  lifted 
the  anchor  with  a  favorable,  fresh,  and  much  desired  wind.  Un- 
fortunately, we  lost  this  good  wind  about  five  o'clock,  at  the  fort 
which  guards  the  harbor,  where  we  were  suddenly  forbidden  to  leave, 
and  we  were  forced  to  drop  the  anchor  as  the  ship  nearly  ran  aground 
when  an  attempt  was  made  to  keep  it  in  a  circle.  The  unfortunate 
stopping  of  the  ship  was  due  to  a  misunderstanding,  which  was  cleared 
by  the  messengers  hurriedly  sent  the  eight  English  miles  to  the  city, 
and  toward  evening  we  could  run  into  the  open  sea,  and  by  morning 
found  ourselves  beyond  Nyborg  in  the  Great  Belt.12 

Unfortunately  here  there  was  a  calm,  quickly  followed  by  a  con- 
trary wind,  which  interfered  with  our  progress  more  than  usual, 
and  was  the  more  dangerous  in  the  Belt  because  we  had  heard  reports 
that  in  it  there  were  a  number  of  French  privateers  like  those  which 
had  caused  us  so  much  anxiety  at  Kiel.  Our  ship  had  the  lines  of  a 
warship,  and  had  really  been  built  to  carry  cannon,  though  we  had 
none,  and  we  hoped  this  would  give  us  some  protection;  but  this  ap- 
pearance was  the  reason  that  about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
fifteen  armed  Danish  boats  came  from  the  Seeland13  harbor  Calund- 
borg14  to  investigate  us.  Through  this  the  many  French  privateers, 
who  were  really  lying  in  the  harbor,  would  learn  the  truth  about  us. 
When  the  Danish  officer  learned  that  we  were  unarmed  he  came  on 
board,  and  informed  us  that  he  could  protect  us  only  if  we  came 
into  the  harbor  or  if  we  ran  under  a  battery  on  the  Seeland  coast. 
The  captain  thought  it  most  doubtful  whether  we  should  run  into  the 
harbor  of  Calundborg,  for  when  we  wished  to  sail  we  would  be  in  the 
same  situation  as  with  the  privateers  at  Kiel,  and  he  believed  little 
would  be  gained  by  waiting  there.

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In  order  to  reach  the  promontory  of  Reefnas,15  in  Seeland,  where 
there  was  a  battery,  we  were  forced  to  anchor,  for  the  wind  was  con- 
trary and  made  it  impossible  to  go  there.  We  continued  to  lie  idle 
the  entire  following  day,  July  l±th,  in  no  little  anxiety  lest  we  be 
seized.  The  following  day  was  a  little  better  and  we  made  a  new 
attempt  to  reach  the  battery,  and  finally  approached  it.  We  had  much 
cause  to  thank  the  Saviour  that  the  captain  had  decided  to  make  the 
attempt,  for  in  the  afternoon  not  one  but  two  French  privateers 
ran  out  under  full  sail  to  keep  us  from  the  land  if  possible.  At  the 
same  moment  a  Danish  warship  came  out,  to  give  us  at  least  some 
protection,  the  chief  officer  planning  that  if  the  privateers  overhauled 
us  before  we  reached  the  battery  he  would  take  charge  of  our  ship's 
papers,  in  which  case  there  would  be  a  long  delay  but  it  might  be 
expected  that  ultimately  the  ship  would  be  freed. 

Fortunately  we  were  already  under  the  guns  of  the  battery  when 
the  privateers  sailed  by,  close  under  our  bowsprit.  In  Calundborg 
they  had  claimed  the  American  ship  as  a  prize;  and  with  the  inten- 
tion of  besieging  us  they  anchored  so  far  from  land  that  the  battery 
could  not  protect  us.  Thankful  as  we  were  for  our  escape,  our  situa- 
tion was  unpleasant,  for  we  could  not  see  how  we  might  evade  the 
privateers,  and  though  the  wind  was  favorable  in  the  evening  we  dared 
not  avail  ourselves  of  it.  Our  captain  indeed  came  to  the  dangerous 
determination  that  if  the  favorable  wind  was  strong  enough  he  would 
steer  directly  for  the  privateers,  try  if  possible  to  sink  one  of  them, 
and  to  keep  men  from  the  other  from  boarding  us  by  arming  our 
sailors  with  handspikes.  Great  kettles  of  boiling  water  were  also  to 
be  prepared,  to  use  to  prevent  boarding.  The  anxiety  that  these  prepara- 
tions caused  us  may  easily  be  imagined,  for  in  case  of  miscarriage 
such  measures  would  bring  us  a  sad  fate.  We  were  very  thankful 
that  the  wind  was  not  strong  enough  to  make  the  plan*  possible ;  thank- 
ful also  that  the  Danish  officer  ordered  a  warship  to  protect  us  during 
that  day  and  the  following  night,  so  that  the  privateers  might  be 
prevented  from  cutting  our  anchor  loose  during  the  night. 

This  sad  situation  continued  through  the  6th  and  7th  of  July.  The 
privateers  lay  there  and  we  must  do  the  same.  The  only  prospect 
that  there  was  of  our  being  set  free  was  that  the  next  north  wind 
might  bring  an  English  convoy,  whose  near  approach  the  telegraph16 
on  the  fort  had  signaled.  This  convoy  consisted  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  sail,  protected  by  a  considerable  number  of  warships,  and  we 
expected  that  these  would  drive  away  the  privateers.    But  even  this

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hope  brought  with  it  its  own  danger,  for  we  could  not  tell  how  the 
English  might  treat  us;  and  from  the  side  of  the  Danish  officers  we 
had  been  told  that  if  we  sailed  out  toward  the  English  fleet  this  would 
be  taken  amiss  and  might  result  in  the  taking  of  our  ship  by  the  Danes. 
If  we  lay  still,  and  the  English  sent  in  a  boat  to  examine  our  papers 
as  usual,  we  might  expect  to  be  between  two  fires.  When  the  north 
wind  began  to  blow  on  the  evening  of  July  7th,  we  lay  down  to  rest, 
full  of  anxiety  but  trusting  in  the  Lord  who  was  able  to  save  us  from 
this  dire  danger. 

July  the  8th  dawned,  a  strong  wind  blew  from  the  north,  and  all  was 
full  of  anxious  waiting.  About  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  first 
English  warship  came  in  sight,  and  immediately  a  Danish  officer  came 
on  board  bringing  us  the  most  definite  orders  that  we  must  at  once 
run  into  Calundborg,  or  go  out  to  the  fleet,  for  the  commander  of  the 
battery  would  be  obliged  to  fire  on  the  ship  if  the  English  tried  to 
come  on  board.  In  the  greatest  uncertainty  as  to  what  should  be  done, 
the  captain  decided  to  go  out  to  the  fleet,  and  ordered  the  anchors  lifted. 
No  sooner  were  they  clear  than  the  ship  was  driven  toward  the  nearby 
rocks  with  such  irresistible  force  that  the  two  anchors  could  scarcely 
be  lowered  quickly  enough,  and  nothing  could  be  done  except  lie  scarcely 
the  length  of  an  anchor-rope  from  the  reef,  unless  the  ship  was  to  be 
wrecked.  This  brought  us  much  nearer  the  guns — some  eight  or  nine 
hundred  paces  from  the  battery. 

Soon  the  whole  vast  fleet  was  visible,  and  approached  us  in  beauti- 
ful order,  truly  a  majestic  spectacle.  So  soon  as  the  advance-guard 
was  opposite  us  we  heard  a  signal  shot  from  the  admiral's  ship,  and 
immediately  an  armed  brig  steered  toward  us,  stopped  just  outside  gun- 
shot range,  and  sent  a  boat  to  search  us.  Scarcely  had  this  been  seen 
at  the  fort  when  the  entire  garrison  manned  the  walls,  the  Danish  flag 
was  run  up,  and  the  first  forty-eight-pound  cannon-ball  whistled  fright- 
fully between  our  two  rear  masts.  It  is  impossible  to  describe  the  terror 
that  pervaded  the  ship.  All  fled,  but  none  knew  where  to  go,  for  in 
every  spot  the  danger  was  equally  great.  At  the  first  shot  we  had  retired 
to  the  steerage,  behind  the  main  mast,  but  were  earnestly  warned  of 
the  danger  from  splinters  if  the  mast  were  struck;  so  with  the  women 
and  other  cabin  passengers  we  stood  in  the  cabin  gangway.  Each  new 
ball  whistled  more  terribly,  and  nearer  to  us,  and  with  each  new 
shot  we  expected  that  the  ship  would  be  struck,  for  the  approaching 
British  boat  apparently  sought  to  shelter  itself  behind  our  ship,  forc- 
ing the  horrible  thought  that  the  next  shot  would  be  sent  directly  into 
the  ship  if  the  British  boarded  us.  In  the  midst  of  our  distress  we 
looked  to  the  Saviour,  commended  to  Him  our  lives,  and  felt  a  child- 
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like  submission  to  His  will,  be  that  whatever  He  desired,  and  found 
the  unspeakable  comfort  that  only  that  thought  can  give.  He  did 
not  put  our  trust  to  shame,  and  sustained  our  sinking  courage,  and  after 
a  Danish  ball  had  fallen  very  close  to  the  English  boat  we  heard  with 
the  greatest  joy  a  signal  shot  from  the  fleet,  recalling  the  boat,  and  im- 
mediately were  informed  that  it  really  had  turned  around  after  coming 
within  about  two  hundred  paces  of  us.  The  greater  the  danger  the 
more  sincere  was  our  gratitude  for  this  rescue,  though  we  were  not 
entirely  relieved  from  anxiety,  for  the  wind  became  lighter,  and  the 
passing  of  the  fleet  continued  until  afternoon,  though  no  new  attempt 
was  made  to  distress  us.  In  the  evening  they  anchored  within  sight 
of  us,  and  they  and  we  spent  the  following  day  completely  becalmed. 

It  gave  us  pleasure  that  the  French  privateers  who  were  besieging 
us  had  disappeared,  so  that  on  the  morning  of  July  10th  we  were  able 
to  raise  our  sails,  under  cover  of  a  thick  fog  which  also  concealed 
us  from  the  fort,  and  gladly  and  thankfully  finally  make  our  escape, 
with  a  wind  that  at  least  was  not  contrary.  On  the  same  day  we  ran 
out  of  the  Belt  into  the  Cattegat,  but  there  must  fight  for  several  days 
with  a  contrary  storm  of  varying  intensity,  which  sometimes  drove 
us  ratber  dangerously  near  the  shallows  and  the  island  of  Anholt. 
Most  of  the  company  became  very  seasick;  my  wife  had  a  bad  attack, 
which  returned  with  every  storm  during  the  voyage;  I  was  so  fortunate 
as  to  be  entirely  free  of  this  malady. 

Our  captain  tried  to  reach  the  tip  of  Jutland,  where  he  wished  to 
land  the  boatswain  brought  from  Kiel,  but  this  was  impossible  be- 
cause of  the  contrary  wind.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  12th  we  were 
stopped  by  an  English  cruiser,  whose  men  went  through  our  ship's 
papers  but  were  very  friendly;  and  they  advised  our  captain  to  steer 
for  the  Swedish  coast,  for  there  were  French  privateers  at  the  tip 
of  Jutland,  with  whom  the  cruiser  had  fought  the  preceding  day. 

The  Swedish  coast  was  reached  early  in  the  morning  of  the  11+th,  and 
through  the  almighty  protection  of  God  the  ship  was  with  much  dif- 
ficulty extricated  from  the  rocks  among  which  the  wind  and  current 
had  driven  her  during  the  hours  of  darkness,  a  danger  of  which  we 
were  not  aware  until  it  was  over.  We  found  ourselves  near  the  entrance 
to  the  Gothenberg  roadstead,  and  as  there  was  every  prospect  of  a 
hard,  contrary,  storm,  our  captain  decided  to  enter  rather  than  fight 
it  in  vain  in  this  dangerous  sea.  At  the  usual  signal  a  Swedish  pilot 
came  on  board,  and  quickly  took  our  ship  through  the  dangerous  rocks 
which  form  the  entrance  to  the  roadstead.  "We  were  the  more  thankful 
for  our  safety  during  the  following  night  when  a  storm  raged  about 
us.    Before  we  could  anchor  we  had  the  usual  visitation  from  one 
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of  the  English  warships,  many  gathered  in  the  roadstead  under  Admiral 
Saumarez,  but  we  were  politely  treated  and  no  obstacles  were  thrown  in 
our  way. 

The  contrary  wind  continued  during  the  following  days,  and  there 
could  be  no  thought  of  proceeding ;  I  took  the  opportunity  of  going  with 
the  captain  and  other  gentlemen  to  the  city  of  Gothenberg,  ten  miles 
away.  We  passed  rapidly  up  the  bay,  and  could  not  sufficiently  ad- 
mire the  enormous,  bare,  stone  mountains  of  which  this  part  of  the 
Swedish  coast  is  composed.  Since  T  was  entirely  unfamiliar  with 
the  language,  and  wished  to  find  Br.  Stare,  I  had  written  his  address, 
which  I  showed  to  people  from  time  to  time,  and  was  fortunate  in 
finding  the  place  correctly.  His  unusually  affectionate  reception  was 
a  great  encouragement  to  me,  and  I  found  by  experience  that  the  bond 
of  love  which  unites  our  Brethren  is  precious  and  sweet  even  if  there 
has  been  no  former  personal  acquaintance.  On  another  day  I  repeated 
this  visit,  with  my  wife,  who  no  less  than  I  enjoyed  the  friendliness 
and  love.  On  the  first  visit  the  company  tarried  so  long  that  we  did 
not  reach  the  harbor  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  then  it  de- 
veloped that  the  provisions  which  had  been  bought  had  so  loaded  the 
little  fishing-boat  in  which  we  had  come  that  in  view  of  the  strong  con- 
trary wind  part  of  the  group  must  remain  behind.  I  decided  to  ac- 
company the  captain  on  the  next  trip  to  the  ship,  but  when  we  were 
half-way  there  the  waves  broke  over  the  boat  so  terribly  that  the 
captain  declared  it  was  dangerous  to  go  further,  so  we  returned  to  the 
suburbs  of  Gothenberg.  It  was  nearly  eleven  o'clock  when  we  arrived, 
and  the  only  inn  in  that  place  refused  to  admit  us  for  lack  of  room. 
(To  return  to  the  city,  one  English  mile  away,  was  not  possible  be- 
cause the  gate  was  closed.)  I  had  made  up  my  mind  to  spend  the 
cold  night  under  the  open  sky,  when  several  other  passengers  and  I 
finally  found  shelter  in  a  private  house.  Next  morning  about  ten 
o'clock  we  reached  the  ship. 

The  length  of  our  stay  in  this  roadstead,  caused  by  the  wind,  was 
noteworthy,  not  only  because  of  the  unnecessary  waste  of  food  but  from 
another  side  also.  On  July  19th  we,  and  the  many  other  Americans 
in  the  roadstead,  were  greatly  disturbed  by  the  news  the  English  admiral 
gave  us  of  the  threatened  outbreak  of  war  between  England  and  the 
United  States.  This  shocked  us  the  more  because  we  had  hoped  that 
the  revoking  of  the  Orders  in  Council  would  avert  this  crisis.  The 
American  newspaper  which  the  admiral  showed  us  carried  items  as 
late  as  the  10th  and  12th  of  June,  and  left  almost  no  doubt  that  war 
would  be  declared.  Our  only  hope  rested  on  the  chance  of  leaving 
European  waters  before  the  news  reached  the  many  British  cruisers 
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which  guarded  the  North  Sea.  It  seemed  unavoidable  also  to  escape 
falling  into  the  hands  of  the  English  cruisers  on  the  coast  of  America. 

This  not  only  forced  the  captain  to  consider  seriously  whether  he 
should  continue  the  voyage,  but  I  also  spent  the  night  between  the 
19th  and  20th  of  July  in  careful  consideration  of  what  we  ought  to 
do.  The  danger  of  being  captured  and  treated  as  enemies  and  prisoners 
of  war  appeared  so  great,  the  consequences  and  expense  which  would 
arise,  and  the  difficulty  we  would  experience  in  totally  strange  places 
such  as  Hallifax  in  New  Scotland17  in  procuring  money  for  our  further 
journey,  seemed  so  threatening,  that  I  almost  believed  I  had  sufficient 
grounds  to  put  off  any  further  travel  until  I  had  received  the  advice 
of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference.  But  when  I  considered  my  personal 
feelings,  and  the  voice  of  the  Lord  in  my  heart,  I  found  full  freedom 
to  venture  in  His  name,  for  He  had  given  to  me  and  to  my  wife  the 
conviction  that  whatever  befell  us  came  from  His  gracious  hand,  and 
if  difficult  it  could  surely  be  borne  in  His  strength.  In  accordance 
with  that  we  decided  to  follow  the  fortunes  of  the  ship;  and  if  the 
captain  decided  to  venture  we  would  not  hold  back. 

Early  on  the  20th  a  favorable  wind  rose  and  a  number  of  American 
captains  gathered  on  the  Minerva  Smyth,  to  decide  what  to  do,  especially 
as  it  was  believed  that  a  packet-boat  from  England  had  arrived  during 
the  night,  arousing  the  greatest  fear  of  the  English  fleet  in  the  outer 
harbor,  and  no  one  wanted  to  be  the  first  to  become  their  prize.  It 
was  finally  decided  to  sail,  and  about  ten  o'clock  the  anchor  was  lifted, 
while  we  prayed  earnestly  that  it  might  not  be  dropped  again  until 
we  were  safe  in  a  harbor  in  our  fatherland,  a  prayer  which  was  heard 
by  the  Lord  in  Whom  we  placed  our  trust,  little  probability  as  there 
seemed. 

Added  to  all  the  other  difficulties  was  the  likelihood  that  the  good 
wind  would  not  last  long,  and  that  we  would  be  forced  to  turn  back  to 
this  roadstead.  All  nerves  were  tense  as  we  sailed  out  of  the  harbor, 
and  we  were  heartily  thankful  when  the  English  stopped  but  did  not 
hold  us.  By  noon  we  had  lost  sight  of  the  coast  of  Sweden,  and  saw 
the  tip  of  Jutland,  but  in  the  afternoon  the  wind  changed,  and  until 
the  25th  we  had  continuous  contrary  winds,  and  on  the  21st,  22nd,  and 
21±th,  must  face  hard  storms,  which  were  at  times  so  severe  that  we 
must  take  in  all  sails,  and  must  lie  by,  driven  by  the  wind.  Our  situa- 
tion was  critical,  in  the  dangerous  Skagoe  Rack18  between  Norway  and 
Jutland,  and  more  than  once  we  approached  dangerously  near  the 
terrible  rocks  on  the  coast  of  Norway;  and  by  the  morning  of  the  25th

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we  were  no  further  along  than  on  the  first  day  when  we  left  Gothenberg. 
In  spite  of  this  the  captain  could  not  decide  to  turn  back,  as  most  of  the 
ships  which  came  out  with  us  had  done,  but  resolved  to  go  on,  and  on 
the  25th  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a  good  wind,  which  before  noon  took 
us  by  the  southwest  point  of  Norway  into  the  North  Sea.  At  this  point 
we  were  again  stopped  by  an  English  squadron,  but  were  treated  with 
much  courtesy. 

We  crossed  the  North  Sea  with  unusual  speed,  so  that  on  the  27th 
we  approached  the  Scotch  islands  at  the  tip  of  Scotland,  but  until  the 
30th  were  unable  to  pass  through  the  channel  between  them  and  the 
Orknees  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  On  that  day  we  managed  it,  and 
although  we  met  an  English  ship  which  caused  new  excitement  it  had 
no  ill  result. 

The  wind  forced  us  to  cruise  about  the  Scottish  islands  for  several 
days,  and  not  until  the  2nd  of  August  did  we  lose  sight  of  them;  but 
then  the  desired  wind  began  to  blow  and  swiftly  we  proceeded  on  our 
way.  On  the  6th  we  had  a  severe  storm,  but  it  came  from  the  right 
direction  and  while  it  gave  us  little  rest  we  endured  it  gladly  for  the 
joy  of  at  last  making  progress. 

During  the  afternoon  of  August  8th  the  thick  fog  with  which  we 
had  been  covered  for  a  while,  suddenly  lifted,  and  with  terror  we 
perceived  that  we  were  in  the  midst  of  an  English  fleet  from  the  West 
Indies,  which  would  be  the  worse  for  us  because  they  were  coming 
from  America  and  necessarily  knew  more  than  we  about  the  war.  It 
was  not  long  before  a  cannon-shot  from  a  warship  forced  us  to  lie 
by.  Erom  the  uncertain  behaviour  of  the  officer  who  came  on  board 
we  saw  immediately  that  an  actual  declaration  of  war  was  not  known 
in  the  fleet ;  but  that  did  not  prevent  them,  after  some  consultation,  from 
giving  us  positive  orders  to  follow  the  fleet  to  England,  and  that 
we  raust  keep  close  to  the  lee  side  of  the  ship  which  had  stopped  us. 
We  had  reason  to  believe  that  only  the  large  number  of  men  aboard 
the  Minerva,  and  the  rough  sea,  prevented  them  from  at  once  sending 
a  prize-master  on  board,  a  circumstance  which  made  our  escape  easier. 
Our  captain  must  indeed  obey  the  order,  but  soon  noted  the  fact  that 
the  .Minerva  sailed  more  rapidly  than  the  British  warship  ;  then  the 
darkness  was  increased  by  rain,  and  he  decided  to  try  to  slip  away 
during  the  night.  One  can  imagine  the  anxious  thoughts  which  this 
decision  awakened  in  view  of  the  consequences  of  failure,  for  the 
Britons  did  not  hesitate  to  warn  us  with  a  cannon-ball  if  we  fell  a 
couple  of  ship's  lengths  behind  them.  There  was  also  the  danger  that 
in  the  complete  darkness  we  might  run  afoul  of  one  of  the  other  vessels 
in  the  fleet. 
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About  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  all  lights  were  extinguished,  the 
better  to  conceal  our  flight,  and  order  was  given  to  turn  the  ship. 
From  the  bottom  of  our  hearts  we  cried  to  Him  who  could  save  us 
and  give  us  His  protection;  and  we  found  no  little  comfort  in  the 
beautiful  text  which  we  had  drawn19  that  morning :  Thou  art  my  hiding- 
place;  Thou  shalt  preserve  me  from  trouble;  Thou  ^shalt  compass  me 
about  with  songs  of  deliverance.  Such  an  experience  leads  us  to  praise 
the  manifold  and  inexpressible  comfort  which  in  all  difficulties  we 
have  found  in  the  precious  collections  of  Old  Testament  texts.  Truly- 
only  those  who  have  themselves  been  in  danger  and  difficulty  can 
understand  the  voice  of  God,  which  such  a  word  reveals  to  the 
childlike  heart,  and  can  know  how  to  prize  the  comfort  which  in  it  lies. 
It  served  us  in  our  need,  we  did  not  discard  our  faith,  and  early  in  the 
morning  we  found  ourselves  rescued,  and  our  hearts  were  thankful,  as 
the  text  had  said.  We  were  entirely  out  of  sight  of  the  fleet,  and  could 
proceed  on  our  way  with  the  favorable  wind,  unhindered. 

During  the  following  week  we  had  alternately  fine  weather  and 
severe  storms,  but  had  made  such  progress  that  we  hoped  in  a  few  days 
to  see  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland.  During  this  period  I  became  inti- 
mate with  the  dear  Captain  Ashley,  who  belonged  to  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  who  revealed  himself  to  me  in  the  happy  light  of  a 
true  child  of  God.  His  exemplary  behaviour,  his  lovable  character, 
his  motherly  care  for  the  sailors  if  they  were  ill,  won  for  him  the  love 
and  respect  of  everybody.  Even  the  rough  men  with  whom  he  lodged 
in  the  steerage  avoided  evil  speech  in  his  presence  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. He  showed  us  a  German  "watchword"  which  had  been  given  to 
him  in  Denmark  but  which  he  had  little  understood.20  He  declared 
that  it  gave  him  inexpressible  pleasure  to  learn  that  we  felt  as  he  did, 
and  also  to  learn  that  in  Germany  there  were  entire  congregations 
and  many  scattered  children  of  God,  for  he  had  believed  that  in  those 
lands  religion  had  almost  died  out. 

On  Sunday,  August  16th,  another  terrifying  experience  was  pre- 
pared for  us.  Soon  after  midday  a  sail  was  described,  and  soon  a 
warship  with  sixteen  cannon  and  flying  the  British  flag  was  near  us, 
and  a  shot  ordered  us  to  lie  by.  After  the  customary  question : 
Whence  and  whither?  the  terrifying  order  was  given  through  the 
speaking-trumpet  that  we  must  haul  down  our  flag  and  surrender,

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from  which  we  knew  that  war  had  truly  broken  out,  and  could  assume 
that  we  were  prisoners.  It  is  impossible  to  describe  the  sadness  which 
came  over  every  one.  An  officer  came  on  board  with  a  number  of 
armed  men,  ordered  our  sailors  to  prepare  to  go  to  the  warship,  and 
informed  our  captain  and  us  that  on  the  18th  of  June  Congress  had 
declared  war  against  England;  that  we  had  been  captured,  and  would 
be  taken  to  Bermuda.  The  fate  that  awaited  us  on  that  island,  with 
its  known  poverty  and  climate,  and  the  very  weak  hope  that  we  could 
leave  there,  seemed  at  least  less  trying  than  what  we  gathered  from 
stories  of  the  officers  and  what  we  heard  later,  which  was  that  most 
likely  our  ship  would  be  burned,  and  no  matter  how  well  we  were 
treated  our  baggage  would  be  lost,  and  who  knew  how  long  we  might 
be  on  the  ocean  in  a  warship,  with  many  discomforts,  and  even  dangers 
in  probable  battles.  The  cargo  of  the  Minerva  was  of  little  value,  two- 
thirds  ballast,  there  were  many  American  privateers  who  might  try 
to  recapture  the  prize,  and  in  such  cases  it  was  the  usual  custom  to  burn 
a  ship,  and  captains  expected  it. 

The  officer  ordered  our  captain  to  take  his  papers  on  board  the 
privateer,  himself  remaining  on  our  ship.  With  what  thankful  joy 
we  heard,  in  the  midst  of  our  entire  hopelessness,  from  the  lips  of  the 
aforesaid  officer,  so  soon  as  he  saw  that  our  captain  was  on  the  priva- 
teer, that  the  report  of  war  was  only  too  well  founded,  but  this  time 
we  were  not  captured,  for  the  British  flag  and  the  treatment  we  had 
received  were  but  a  mask,  and  his  ship  was  really  an  American  privateer, 
the  Yankee,  Captain  "Wilson.  It  was  the  intention  that  our  captain 
should  show  his  English  license,  if  he  had  one,  the  possession  of  which 
would  have  condemned  the  ship.  In  fact,  we  soon  saw  the  American 
flag  raised  on  the  privateer,  and  our  captain  returned  contentedly,  and 
we  were  able  to  continue  our  voyage  rejoicing  over  this  unexpected 
change.  Our  anxiety,  however,  had  been  increased  beyond  description, 
by  the  report  of  the  privateer  that  there  was  much  doubt  whether  an 
American  vessel  could  enter  an  American  port  because  of  the  numerous 
English  cruisers.  Thoughts  of  Philadelphia  must  be  abandoned, 
and  it  would  be  necessary  to  enter  the  first  harbor  for  which  the 
wind  served;  Philadelphia  was  certainly  blockaded. 

Our  captain  was  advised  not  to  follow  the  usual  course  from  the 
Banks  of  Newfoundland,  but  to  go  directly  south  in  the  Gulf  Stream, 
usually  avoided  if  possible,  because  there  probably  was  much  less 
danger  of  meeting  the  cruisers.  Of  course  we  might  expect  the  storms 
which  were  usual  in  the  Gulf  Stream,  and  the  disadvantage  of  the 
east  current,  but  under  the  circumstances  this  was  better  than  to  risk 
being  seized  on  the  usual  course.    The  Yankee  remained  in  our  sight 
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that  day  and  the  next,  and  as  she  was  also  homeward  bound  we  hoped 
for  some  protection  from  her  against  small  privateers ;  but  in  the 
morning  of  August  18  th  we  saw  a  signal  from  the  Yankee,  and  at  once 
saw  her  go  before  the  wind  under  full  sail,  as  though  in  flight.  We 
concluded  that  an  enemy  was  approaching,  and  orders  were  at  once 
given  that  the  Minerva  should  follow  her  example,  for  which  the  wind 
was  most  favorable,  and  fortunately  it  did  not  take  us  far  out  of  our 
course.  All  sails  were  set  that  could  be  used;  as  the  fog  lifted  the 
man  on  the  masthead  saw  through  the  spy-glass  a  squadron  of  five 
ships,  which  came  after  us.  The  unbelievable  speed  with  which  we 
were  sailing  (thirteen  and  four-fifths  English  miles  per  hour)  gave 
us  at  first  a  hope  that  we  might  outsail  them;  but  by  eleven  o'clock  a 
squadron  of  three  large  frigates  and  two  smaller  war  ships  could  be 
seen  from  the  foredeck,  and  we  knew  certainly  that  we  would  be 
seized  before  night  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  escape.  No  one  doubted 
that  the  pursuing  squadron  was  English,  for  no  one  could  expect  so 
many  American  ships  at  this  distance  from  the  land  and  coming 
from  the  direction  of  England.  Each  one  began  to  consider  himself 
captured  and  to  make  what  preparations  he  could.  Everyone  put  on 
his  best  clothes,  and  tried  to  place  articles  of  value  in  a  safe  place. 
"We  did  the  same,  and  packed  together  our  most  necessary  things  in 
such  a  way  that  we  could  take  them  with  us  if  we  had  to  leave  the 
ship.  Then  we  waited  with  a  truly  comforting  feeling  of  submission 
to  the  leading  of  the  Lord,  if  not  without  uneasiness  over  what  might 
be  intended  for  us.  About  five  o'clock  the  leading  frigates  came  so 
near  that  a  shot  warned  us  to  lie  by.  Waiting,  we  stood  on  the  foredeck, 
as  the  first  frigate,  which  had  been  directly  behind  us,  sailed  by  and 
everybody  recognized  the  American  flag.  A  shout  of  joy  echoed  over 
the  entire  ship,  and  in  a  few  minutes  a  lieutenant  was  on  board.  He 
told  us  that  this  was  the  American  squadron  of  Commodore  Rogers, 
returning  from  a  fruitless  chase  after  the  West  Indian  English  con- 
voy. Captain  Mann  must  indeed  go  aboard  the  frigate  Congress 
which  was  nearest  us,  but  he  soon  returned,  well  content.  The  officer 
of  this  ship  also  advised  us  as  to  the  difficult  crossing  of  the  Gulf 
Stream,  in  which  we  could  go  to  within  a  few  day's  travel  of  the  coast 
and  then  must  try  to  reach  the  nearest  harbor  when  the  wind  served. 
He  confirmed  the  fear  that  the  ship  would  be  burned  if  we  were  cap- 
tured, because  of  the  small  value  of  the  cargo.  We  had  opportunity 
to  give  some  fresh  meat  to  the  sick  on  the  frigate;  and  we  separated 
before  dark,  full  of  praise  and  gratitude  to  the  Lord  who  again 
had  tested  our  faith,  but  had  saved  us  from  all  harm. 
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On  the  selected  course  we  came  the  next  day  to  the  Gulf  Stream. 
As  is  known,  this  is  a  current  flowing  from  the  Bay  of  Mexico  directly 
across  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  which  sets  back  two  to  four  miles  an  hour 
the  ships  sailing  toward  America,  and  it  is  very  dangerous  for  ship- 
ping became  of  the  many,  sudden,  short  but  destructive  storms  (squalls). 
From  the  19  th  to  the  25th  of  August  we  had  a  number  of  experiences 
with  these  storms.  Often  sails  must  be  taken  in  four  or  five  times 
in  one  night,  and  the  sailors  were  quite  worn  out  with  this  unceasing 
toil  and  with  the  dampness,  for  each  squall  brought  heavy  rain.  Be- 
tween the  squalls  there  was  often  a  total  calm,  though  the  sea  re- 
mained rough  and  distressed  us  pitifully.  The  worst  was  that  we  made 
so  little  progress. 

On  the  25th  there  was  at  last  a  favorable  and  sufficient  wind,  which 
filled  us  with  hope,  though  we  suffered  somewhat  from  the  humid  heat 
following  the  almost  unbroken  cold  which  we  had  had.  This  good 
wind  continued  to  the  26th,  which  opened  with  so  beautiful  a  morning 
that  we  dreamed  of  nothing  less  than  of  the  terror  the  day  was  to 
bring. 

The  morning  was  pleasant,  and  I  had  an  intimate  conversation  with 
Captain  Ashley  concerning  the  happiness  of  a  Christian  called  sud- 
denly from  this  world.  He  said  that  in  spite  of  his  firm  faith  in  the 
saving  mercy  of  his  Saviour,  he  did  not  have  that  joy  in  the  thought 
of  a  sudden  death  which  he  had  often  heard  described  as  a  sign  of  a 
true  child  of  God,  and  which  often  threatened  him  in  his  calling.  He 
wanted  to  know  my  opinion,  and  I  replied  that  for  my  part  I  could  say 
as  little  that  I  desired  a  sudden  call  out  of  this  life  and  the  breaking 
of  many  dear  and  holy  ties.  Also  that  such  a  desire  seemed  to  me 
unnatural  and  contrary  to  the  intent  of  God,  who  had  planted  a  love 
of  life  as  an  essential  emotion  in  the  heart.  However,  I  thanked  Him 
from  my  heart  that  I  believed  unquestionably  that  if  His  good  will 
for  me  designed  something  of  that  kind  I  could  submit,  that  when  the 
inevitable  struggle  of  nature  against  decease  had  been  fought  through 
in  His  strength,  I  could  with  joy  exchange  my  mortal  for  the  eternal 
life,  in  full  knowledge  that  I  had  been  saved  by  Jesus,  and  that  this 
seemed  to  me  sufficient  and  that  in  it  I  might  calmly  rest.  He  assured 
me  that  my  opinion  was  a  great  comfort  to  him;  and  I  little  thought 
how  near  was  the  testing  of  my  faith;  nor  can  I  sufficiently  thank  the 
Saviour  that  He  held  fast  to  me  and  to  my  wife  in  this  trial. 

Before  midday  the  aspect  of  the  heavens  had  greatly  changed.  Black 
clouds  rested  on  the  southern  horizon  as  though  they  could  not  move, 
and  everything  portended  an  unusually  severe  storm.  Preparations 
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were  made  to  meet  it,  all  openings  into  the  ship  were  made  as  fast  as 
possible,  the  upper  spars  were  lowered,  and  toward  six  o'clock  all  sails 
were  taken  in  and  the  ship  laid  by.  The  first  squall  passed  quickly, 
so  that  we  could  eat  supper  quietly.  Soon  after  eight  o'clock  a  hur- 
ricane struck,  far  worse  than  anything  we  could  have  imagined,  even 
in  consideration  of  the  precautions  taken  against  the  devastation  of 
a  storm  at  sea,  or  our  previous  experiences.  All  that  we  had  hitherto 
known  of  the  howling  of  the  wind,  and  the  rage  of  mountain-high 
waves,  seemed  as  nothing  in  comparison  with  this,  and  all  the  sailors 
said  they  had  never  seen  anything  like  it.  The  most  awful  thunder 
rolled,  the  most  terrible  lightning  flashed  over  the  raging  waves,  and  a 
hail-storm  almost  interfered  with  the  work  of  the  sailors.  The  waves 
poured  alarmingly  over  the  foredeck  and  threatened  to  wash  everything 
away.  Soon  the  ship  could  no  longer  lie  by,  but  slipped  into  the  deep 
trough  between  the  waves,  which  was  considered  so  extremely  danger- 
ous that  Captain  Mann,  with  the  approval  of  Captain  Ashley,  decided 
to  turn  the  ship  from  the  wind  and  let  her  be  driven,  though  without 
sails.  This  greatly  increased  the  danger  of  being  driven  ashore  or 
capsized,  and  all  axes  in  the  ship  were  sought  out,  so  that  in  case  the 
latter  terrible  thing  happened  the  masts  could  be  cut.  In  the  con- 
fusion only  two  axe-heads  could  be  found,  and  they  without  handles, 
so  that  the  first  thing  to  do  was  to  hew  handles  in  the  cabin. 

With  unbelievable  speed  the  ship  was  driven  through  the  waves. 
The  two  most  able  seamen  were  lashed  to  the  steering-wheel,  and  for  a 
while  were  so  fortunate  as  to  be  able  to  avoid  the  pursuing  waves. 
Finally  the  force  of  the  storm  became  so  great  that  the  ship  was  covered 
with  water  to  the  mid-mast,  and  the  rudder  was  in  the  air,  which  made 
it  impossible  to  steer. 

Our  feelings  under  these  circumstances  can  not  be  described.  All 
the  passengers  were  gathered  in  the  cabin,  in  solemn  silence,  broken 
only  by  expressions  of  faith  in  the  help  of  God,  and  submission  to  the 
will  of  the  Lord.  It  was  nearly  ten  o'clock  when  I  rose,  planning 
to  take  a  flask  of  rum  to  the  exhausted  sailors.  A  terrible  shock  fol- 
lowed, throwing  me  to  the  floor;  everything  was  drenched,  and  we 
could  hardly  realize  what  had  happened.  The  side  of  the  ship,  where 
my  wife  and  I  and  Br.  Koehler  had  been  sitting,  had  become  the 
floor  of  the  room,  the  floor  had  become  a  side,  and  we  were  convinced 
that  since  the  ship  remained  in  that  position  we  had  capsized,  and  so 
far  as  man  could  see  the  solemn  hour  of  our  end  had  come. 

The  awful  shock  had  carried  away  the  little  boat  securely  fastened 
at  the  stern,  and  all  the  top-gallant  masts.  A  general  shout  arose 
for  axes  to  cut  the  masts  as  the  only  hope  of  escape,  terrible  as  that 
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was  in  itself.  The  man  at  the  wheel  left  his  post,  to  die  in  his  berth, 
he  said ;  and  doubts  filled  the  minds  of  all  the  rest. 

Our  sensations  in  the  first  moments,  and  as  we  believed  that  we 
must  bid  each  other  farewell,  were  heart-rending,  but  immediately 
such  a  realization  of  the  peace  of  God  filled  our  souls,  and  we  could  send 
so  lively  and  trustful  a  glance  into  the  future  confronting  us,  that  we 
felt  ashamed  and  abased.  Our  companion,  Br.  Koehler,  expressed 
the  same  thought,  and  we  agreed  simply  to  commend  ourselves  to  the 
Lord,  and  await  His  gracious  will  for  us,  and  to  ask  that  the  text  we 
were  to  draw  might  strengthen  us.  Who  can  describe  how  powerfully 
we  were  touched  as  we  read  the  text  for  the  16th  of  October,  which  we 
had  drawn:  7s  my  hand  shortened  at  all,  that  I  have  no  povier  to  re- 
deem? or  have  I  no  power  to  deliver?  with  the  verse : 

Help  will  be  provided, 

So  that  we  may  say : 
All  the  names  we  give  to  Jesus 

Are  proved  true  for  us  today. 

If  an  angel  from  heaven  had  spoken  the  contents  of  that  verse  into 
our  hearts  it  could  not  have  been  more  convincing  than  to  receive 
such  a  word  from  the  Lord  at  such  a  time ;  indeed  we  needed  to  remem- 
ber that  we  dared  not  consider  this  an  absolute  assurance  of  deliver- 
ance from  our  present  danger,  for  in  our  short-sightedness  we  could 
not  know  whether  the  deliverance  promised  by  the  Lord  meant  this  or 
not.  We  spent  the  rest  of  our  time  of  utter  peril,  which  lasted  about 
twenty  minutes,  in  affectionate  conversation,  and  in  a  continuing  sense 
of  the  peace  of  God,  fully  as  we  realized  that  the  next  great  wave 
which  struck  the  ship  would  completely  turn  us  over  and  sink  us, 
for  as  the  ship  lay  on  her  side  her  keel  was  on  the  surface  of  the  sea, 
and  water  came  alarmingly  through  every  crack. 

Meanwhile  Captain  Mann  did  all  he  could  to  pursuade  the  sailors 
not  to  cut  the  masts  at  the  deck,  but  higher,  at  the  first  yard ;  but  they 
would  not  hear  of  it  in  view  of  the  danger  of  going  overboard  with  the 
mast.  Captain  Ashley  had  helped  throughout,  with  the  most  beautiful 
calmness  and  alacrity,  and  finally  he  seized  an  axe,  climbed  the  rope- 
ladder  of  the  foremost  mast,  and  in  a  few  minutes  one  heard  it  go 
with  a  terrific  splash  into  the  sea,  and  without  doing  any  damage 
except  take  the  bowsprit  along.  With  the  same  courage  Captain  Ashley 
climbed  the  main  mast,  and  under  his  blows  this  also  crashed  into  the 
sea  with  all  its  sails  and  ropes.  The  next  moment  a  terrible  wave 
went  over  the  ship,  greatly  alarming  us  in  the  cabin,  for  a  shutter 
split  and  water  poured  in  as  though  coming  from  a  fire-engine.  Captain 
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Ashley  believed  that  no  one  on  the  foredeck  had  escaped;  and  every 
one  realized  that  had  not  the  two  masts  been  overboard  already  the 
shock  would  assuredly  have  turned  our  ship  over  completely.  But  she 
remained  on  her  side,  and  Captain  Ashley  climbed  the  third  mast, 
to  cut  it  in  the  same  way.  Before  he  could  do  this  a  third  shock  of 
wind  and  wave  struck  the  ship,  and  broke  this  mast  in  the  middle 
so  that  it  went  overboard  of  itself.  Immediately  the  ship  righted  her- 
self, floated  on  even  keel,  and  we  could  hope  for  escape. 

All  the  masts  which  had  gone  over  struck  with  unbelievable  force 
against  the  side  of  the  ship  and  there  was  danger  that  the  side  might 
be  stove  in,  and  a  cry  was  raised  that  all  the  ropes  which  held  them 
might  be  cut  so  that  they  would  float  away.  Both  Captain  Mann  and 
Captain  Ashley  adjured  the  men  to  ascertain  first  how  the  masts  lay 
by  the  ship,  as  it  was  most  important  for  our  further  voyage  to  secure 
as  much  as  possible  of  the  ropes  and  spars  and  sails.  Thank  God,  the 
flashes  of  lightning  made  it  possible  to  see  plainly  that  all  the  masts 
lay  lengthwise  by  the  ship,  which  was  declared  to  be  almost  unbelievable. 
Had  they  been  at  right  angles  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  cut 
them  loose  for  they  would  have  driven  holes  in  the  side  of  the  ship. 
Encouraged  by  this  discovery  the  men  used  all  their  strength  to  fasten 
them  closely  against  the  side  of  the  ship,  and  after  a  time  they  suc- 
ceeded. Before  midnight  the  captain  came  to  the  cabin  and  told 
us  that  the  hurricane  had  broken  and  we  could  thank  God  for  our 
escape,  which  was  done  with  deep  feeling,  and  with  the  knowledge  that 
we  had  been  joined  in  friendship  by  our  common  danger. 

Trying  the  ship's  pump  made  our  joy  complete,  for  it  proved  that 
the  ship's  hull  had  not  been  injured.  The  poor  sailors,  completely 
worn  out,  excited  general  sympathy,  and  were  called  into  the  cabin 
one  by  one,  and  were  given  such  nourishment  as  we  could  manage; 
not  the  least  reason  for  our  gratitude  to  God  was  that  not  one  of  them 
had  been  hurt,  which  was  a  wonder  when  one  considered  the  endless 
waves  which  had  swept  over  the  ship. 

Toward  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  27th  quiet  had  been 
so  far  restored  that  one  could  go  to  bed.  Before  doing  this  I  could 
not  refrain  from  going  to  the  foredeck,  and  I  cannot  describe  how  I 
felt  when  I  saw  our  beautiful  ship,  now  such  a  wreck.  In  the  clear 
moonshine  I  could  see  the  waves,  still  running  mountain  high,  covered 
with  ropes  and  sails,  so  that  the  sea  around  the  ship  truly  made  one 
shudder,  and  indescribably  affected  a  soul  already  deeply  moved  by 
joy  and  gratitude  over  our  deliverance.  Of  sleep  there  could  be  little, 
for  deprived  of  her  masts  there  was  much  motion  of  our  ship. 
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Very  thankful  were  we  the  following  morning  when  beautiful  weather 
came,  and  the  sea  became  more  smooth.  Because  of  this  the  day- 
could  be  given  to  the  important  work  of  saving  the  masts,  spars,  sails, 
and  ropes  floating  about  us,  made  very  difficult  by  the  unbelievable 
confusion  of  the  ropes,  for  the  foremast  had  gone  under  the  ship, 
and  was  behind  the  rudder,  and  the  mainmast  had  gone  in  the  exactly 
opposite  way.  All  lent  a  hand,  especially  the  mate  who  was  a  passenger 
with  Captain  Ashley,  for  he  swam  about  in  the  sea  cutting  knots  with 
his  hatchet.  Before  night  all  had  been  taken  on  board,  and  a  sail  had 
been  rigged  on  the  foremast,  and  while  it  was  insufficient  yet  it  made 
it  possible  to  take  advantage  of  the  favorable  wind. 

One  sad  result  of  our  accident  was  that  while  we  were  driven  about 
during  the  last  twenty-four  hours  we  had  been  set  back  more  than 
common  by  the  Gulf  Stream,  and  moreover  had  lost  all  certainty  as 
to  our  longitude,  and  thereafter  remained  in  a  depressing  uncertainty. 

On  the  other  hand,  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  of  August,  we  again 
had  cause  to  wonder  over  the  leading  of  the  Lord,  who  is  often  so 
gracious  as  to  make  plain  His  wise  designs  to  those  who  trust  in  Him, 
and  to  let  them  perceive  that  things  which  they  thought  misfortunes, 
in  which  they  could  not  help  themselves,  were  really  for  their  good. 
For  example,  as  that  morning  dawned,  a  sail  was  spied,  and  toward 
eight  o'clock  had  come  so  near  that  we  could  plainly  see  a  large 
frigate.  We  thought  it  was  British,  and  learned  afterwards  that  it 
must  have  been,  as  none  of  the  few  American  frigates  was  in  that  neigh- 
borhood at  that  time.  We  again  prepared  to  be  captured,  but  when 
the  frigate  was  about  three  miles  from  us  she  lay  by,  appeared  to  ob- 
serve us  closely,  then  changed  her  course  and  left  us.  Unquestionable 
our  apparently  helpless  plight  kept  her  away,  for  from  a  wreck 
they  could  expect  nothing  except  to  have  to  rescue  the  sailors.  Other- 
wise the  day  was  spent  in  restoring  the  ship  to  a  usable  condition,  a 
matter  made  much  easier  by  the  fact  that  we  had  new  mast  timbers 
on  board.  In  addition  all  the  sails  and  spars,  and  most  of  the  rope, 
had  been  saved  from  the  sea  in  fairly  good  condition. 

By  September  1st  the  Minerva  had  been  furnished  with  topmasts 
and  enough  sails  to  venture  to  approach  the  American  coast.  Very 
thankful  were  we  that  no  new,  severe  storms  were  our  portion,  but  the 
uncertainty  as  to  our  position  caused  us  no  small  anxiety.  The  ship's 
reckoning  was  lost,  but  there  were  many  signs  that  we  were  still  in  the 
Gulf  Stream,  and  when  we  approached  the  shore  there  was  every  prob- 
ability that  we  would  meet  British  cruisers. 

Finally,  on  September  3rd  and  Jfth  we  had  reason  to  believe  that 
we  were  out  of  the  Gulf  Stream,  and  on  this  basis  set  our  course  to- 
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ward  the  Nantucket  Shoals  in  Massachusetts,  in  the  hope  that  from 
there  we  might  be  able  to  make  either  Boston  or  Newport. 

It  was  about  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  September  6th  when 
we  finally  found  bottom,  after  the  lead  had  been  tried  unsuccessfully- 
many  times.  Immediately  a  favorable  and  strong  wind  arose  by  which 
we  could  run  for  Newport.  The  previous  evening  a  number  of  the 
sailors  had  heard  cannon  shots,  and  we  could  conclude  that  warships 
were  in  the  neighborhood,  and  we  were  the  more  grateful  to  the  Lord  that 
all  that  day  Ave  were  in  a  thick  fog  which  covered  us  like  a  veil  under 
which  we  had  little  to  fear. 

According  to  our  reckoning  we  would  see  land  on  the  morning  of 
September  7th,  and  this  day  would  decide  our  fate,  a  doubly  important 
day  for  us  because  it  was  our  first  Choir  festival.21  From  five  o'clock 
on  everything  was  lively,  the  fog  had  lifted,  and  toward  eight  o'clock 
we  could  recognize  the  island,  called  Block  Island,  opposite  Newport. 
Joy  was  tempered  by  uneasy  thought  of  the  English  cruisers  which 
should  be  here.  Meanwhile  the  favorable  wind  bore  us  toward  the 
land,  nothing  alarming  or  inimical  appeared,  and  before  midday  we 
were  between  Block  Island  and  the  firm  land.  Now  an  American 
pilot  came  on  board,  and  when  we  inquired  he  told  us  that  we  had 
nothing  more  to  fear,  for  the  English  blockade  flotilla  had  left  the 
neighborhood  three  days  before.  Our  joy  and  thankfulness  were  the 
greater  because  they  had  been  delayed  so  long.  We  will  never  forget 
the  impression  made  upon  our  hearts  by  the  remarkable  protection 
which  we  had  experienced,  and  especially  the  blessedness  and  wonder 
of  this  festal  day. 

Now  the  wind  changed,  but  was  so  favorable  that  the  plan  to  run 
into  Newport  was  exchanged  for  another  much  better  for  us,  which 
was  to  go  through  Long  Island  Sound  to  New  York,  which  could  be 
done  with  entire  safety.  It  also  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  see  and 
admire  one  of  the  most  charming  regions  in  all  America,  for  the 
Sound  was  so  narrow  that  we  could  view  both  sides.  The  wind  was 
so  good  that  we  might  have  reached  New  York  that  night,  had  it  been 
wise  to  pass  through  the  whirlpool  at  Hurl-Gate  (usually  called  Hell- 
gate)  during  the  night.  Because  of  that  we  lay  by  some  miles  above  it, 
but  without  anchoring.  All  the  passengers,  indeed  all  the  sailors, 
united  with  us  in  gratitude  for  our  deliverance,  and  we  had  a  pleasant 
conversation  with  Captain  Ashley  about  it,  and  also  with  a  rather 
rough  young  man,  who  belonged  to  the  ship  though  he  had  no  definite 
position.    He  spoke  German  well,  and  told  us  in  detail  what  the  ex-

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perience  had  meant  to  him.  Among  other  things  he  said  that  in  the 
most  dangerous  moments  he  had  depended  upon  our  prayers,  and  when 
he  had  seen  our  use  of  the  Text  Book  he  had  borrowed  Captain 
Ashley's,  had  used  it  secretly,  and  not  seldom  had  found  much  en- 
couragement in  its  beautiful  texts.  He  knew  well  that  he  had  not 
asked  much  after  God,  but  could  not  believe  that  the  Merciful  would 
entirely  reject  him,  and  give  him  no  part  in  the  comfort  of  His  word. 
This  young  man  came  from  a  Quaker  family.  It  was  also  edifying 
that  the  pilot  who  came  on  board  admonished  the  entire  company  to 
give  thanks  to  God  who  had  brought  us  through  in  such  dangerous 
times.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  a  few  days  later  the  newspapers 
reported  that  the  English  cruisers  had  again  appeared  off  Block 
Island,  and  had  made  it  impossible  to  enter. 

On  September  8th  the  remaining  voyage  to  New  York  was  like  a 
pleasure  trip  through  the  most  beautiful  gardens;  and  about  eleven 
o'clock  we  anchored  at  New  York.  Heartily  thankful  again  to  set  foot 
on  my  fatherland,  I  went  at  once  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Molther.22  In  the 
afternoon  I  took  my  wife  there,  and  we  were  given  a  most  affectionate 
reception. 

We  were  delayed  nearly  eight  days,  looking  after  our  baggage,  but 
the  stay  was  pleasant.  On  the  15th  we  left  in  the  post-stage  for 
Bethlehem,  by  way  of  Morristown.  In  Easton,  on  the  evening  of  the 
16th  of  September,  we  had  the  joy  of  seeing  Br.  Cunow,23  who  had 
come  to  meet  us,  and  with  him  we  arrived  in  Bethlehem  that  same 
evening  about  eight  o'clock.  All  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  there 
received  us  with  hearty  love,  and  among  them  I  found  many  of  the 
valued  friends  and  acquaintances  of  my  youth,  so  that  there  and  in 
Nazareth  we  had  a  pleasant  season  of  recuperation  before  setting  out 
for  Carolina.

History  of  the  Building  of  the  Place  Congregation  Salem,  written  for  the 
Celebration  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  February  19,  1816} 

[Compiled  by  Rev.  Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz.] 

Twelve  years  had  elapsed  since  the  arrival  of  the  first  twelve  Brethren 
on  November  17,  1753,  on  the  land  called  Wachovia,  when  the  plan 
contemplated  from  the  first  to  establish  a  congregation  place,2  as  nearly 
as  possible  in  the  center  of  Wachovia,  was  carried  into  execution.  In 
1763  Br.  Fred.  William  Marshall  was  commissioned  by  the  directors 
of  the  Unity  to  select  as  speedily  as  possible  a  suitable  location;  for 
which  purpose  he  came  from  Bethlehem  to  Wachovia  in  October,  1764, 
on  a  visit  in  the  first  instance,  and  February  lk,  1765,  the  spot  was 
determined  in  conference  by  appointment  of  our  dear  Lord.  The  name 
SALEM  was  given  to  the  new  place  congregation  by  an  order  which 
Count  Zinzendorf  had  given  previous  to  his  decease  in  1760. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  following  year  the  work  was  taken  resolutely 
into  hand.  A  road  was  first  cut  out  thither  from  Bethabara.  January  6 
twelve  Brethren  partly  from  Bethabara  and  partly  from  Bethania 
repaired  to  the  spot  in  company  with  the  Brethren  Ettwein  and  Lash 
in  order  to  fell  trees  for  the  first  house.  Next  day  they  commenced 
raising  and  on  the  11th  the  rafters  were  up. 

On  the  19th  of  February  eight  single  Brethren:  Petersen,  Praezel, 
John  Schmidt,  Barkardt,3  Steiner,  Holder,  Rasp,  and  Ziegler,  ac- 
companied by  the  Brn.  Lorenz  Bage  and  Loesch,  repaired  to  the  build- 
ing place  and  took  possession  of  the  above  mentioned  first  little  house 
up  the  West  run,  as  a  temporary  dwelling.  On  the  way  they  had  shot 
two  deer.  Bro.  Petersen  was  charged  with  the  kitchen,  and  he  and 
Bro.  Praezel  held  the  morning  and  evening  devotions. 

Thus  the  beginning  of  a  little  household  was  made,  for  which  they 
obtained  two  cows  in  April  from  Bethabara.  On  Sundays,  festivals 
and  communion  days  the  Brethren  went  to  Bethabara,  and  they  were 
frequently  visited  by  the  choir  laborer4  Bro.  Lorenz  Bage.

It  contained  church,  Choir  houses,  schools,  various  professions  and  handicrafts,  all 
supervised  by  duly  elected  or  appointed  church  boards  and  officials.  According  to  the 
Results  of  the  Synod  of  1764,  "a  Gemein  Ort  is  a  product  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
So  far  as  history  shows  it  has  not  existed  hitherto."  Apparently,  it  was  an  invention  of 
the  Unitas  Fratrum  or  Moravian  Church  in  the  early  years  of  its  renewal  at  Herrnhut, 
and  the  "place  congregations"  became  centers  of  activity  of  that  church  in  Europe  and 
in  America.  In  the  United  States  the  "place  congregation"  as  such  no  longer  exists. 
In  Europe  a  few  remained  until  recent  years,  but  most  of  those  were  so  utterly  de- 
stroyed during  World  War  II  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  could  be  revived  along 
the  old  lines.

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On  the  12th  of  February  Bro.  Reuter  completed  the  staking  off  of 
the  highway  from  North  to  South,  he  had  also  measured  off  two  squares 
of  400  by  300  feet,  one  of  which  was  afterwards  made  the  principal 
square.  In  March  he  was  employed  to  examine  three  springs,  in  order 
to  ascertain  whether  they  could  be  conducted  into  the  town.  On  the 
10th  of  March  more  than  40  young  peach  trees,  the  first  in  Salem,  were 
planted. 

In  this  year  the  houses  on  the  road  from  North  to  South  were 
begun  to  be  built.  On  the  6th  of  June  the  first  was  laid  in  the  presence 
of  IS  Brethren  after  a  short  address  by  Bro.  Graff  and  amidst  singing, 
closing  with  prayer.  In  August  they  had  progressed  so  far  that  the 
apartment  in  it  designed  for  a  temporary  place  of  worship  was  com- 
pleted all  to  cleaning  out — on  the  18th  it  was  dedicated  in  the  presence 
of  Brn.  Etwein,  Graff,  and  Schropp,  and  some  Sisters,  besides  the 
resident  Brethren,  by  a  happy  lovefeast.  In  October  another  room 
was  so  far  completed  as  to  admit  of  Bro.  Praezel's  putting  up  his 
weaver's  loom  in  it,  and  in  November  a  third  in  which  Bro.  Charles 
Holder  began  the  saddler  trade. 

On  the  1st  October  the  foundation  was  laid  for  the  2nd  house  of 
two  stories  high.   In  this  summer  a  well  was  also  dug  46  feet  deep. 

In  the  following  year  1767  the  above  mentioned  two-story  house  was 
raised  on  February  2nd,  and  three  houses  besides  were  begun  (Clauder's, 
Herbst's,  Holland's)5  and  one  was  made  habitable. 

The  first  wheat  harvest  on  Salem  land  yielded  22  shocks. 

The  county  court  in  Salisbury  granted  three  public  roads  leading 
from  Salem  to  the  Town  fork  and  Dan  River,  to  Beloe's  creek  and  to 
the  Cape  Fear  road,  and  one  southwardly  to  the  Uwharee. 

In  1768  a  house  and  shop  for  a  pottery  and  also  one  for  the  smith 
were  erected. 

"August  3  the  cornerstone  of  the  single  Brethren's  house  was  laid, 
and  the  next  year  1769  the  solemn  dedication  of  it  took  place  December 
27  when  16  Brethren  and  4  youths  moved  into  it.  From  Pennsylvania 
the  following  greater6  boys  had  arrived  at  Bethabara  in  January, 
viz.  Sam  Stotz,  Gottlieb  Schober,  Martin  Schneider,  Gottlieb  Strehle, 
Peter  Glotz,  and  from  Europe  the  Brn.  Steinmann  and  Walther.  In 
the  same  year  a  house  and  shop  for  the  tannery  were  built  (Brietz's). 

In  1770  the  first  married  couple  moved  from  Bethabara  to  Salem, 
Utleys  (Bro.  Utley  to  keep  the  meetings),  Dan  Schnepfs  and  Matthew 
Micksh  with  their  child,  4  single  Brethren,  3  youths,  and  from  Europe

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came  4  single  Brethren  John  Klein  and  Muschbach  in  March  and 
Nissen  and  Brosing  in  September.  The  former,  John  Klein,  who  was 
appointed  to  be  Warden7  in  Salem,  was  unfortunately  drowned  on  the 
22nd  of  August  in  attempting  to  ride  through  Little  river,  at  high 
water,  when  on  a  journey  to  Cross  Creek;  the  melancholy  intelligence 
reached  here  on  September  2.  His  remains  rest  in  the  graveyard  of 
this  place  since  November  1772. 

On  the  other  hand  the  two  Brn.  Toege  Nissen  and  Andrew  Brosing 
experienced  a  miraculous  preservation  of  their  lives  on  the  way  from 
Salisbury  to  Salem.  The  following  is  the  account  of  it  in  the  Diary: 
They  had  hired  a  wagon  at  Salisbury.  On  their  arrival  at  the 
Yadkin  it  was  found  that  the  ferry  boat  had  been  cut  loose  and  carried 
off.  The  driver  determined  notwithstanding  the  dissuasions  of  the 
people,  as  the  river  was  very  high,  to  drive  through.  But  he  had  hardly 
entered  the  river  before  the  horses  began  to  swim  the  wagon  turned 
over  twice  and  the  driver's  boy  with  3  horses  was  drowned,  but  the 
two  Brethren  each  time  that  the  wagon  turned  over  came  to  stand  on 
top  of  it ;  at  length  the  wagon  stood  firm  but  in  this  situation  they  were 
obliged  to  spend  nearly  two  hours  until  they  were  taken  off  by  a 
canoe  and  brought  to  land  and  taken  into  a  house,  where  they  dried 
clothes  and  the  letters,  all  of  which  they  had  saved.  A  friend  at  Salis- 
bury hearing  of  the  accident  hastened  to  them  and  aided  them  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  journey  to  Salem,  where  they  arrived,  in  his  com- 
pany, September  11th. 

September  17th  of  this  year  the  cornerstone  of  the  Gemein  Haus 
was  laid;  a  one-story  house  (Sr.  Boner's)  was  built;  the  spot  for  a 
graveyard  cleared  and  surrounded  by  a  fence;  two  new  roads  to  Salis- 
bury and  Cross  Creek  opened;  and  the  farm  near  Salem  towards  the 
East  occupied  by  Bro.  and  Sr.  George  Holder,  whose  infant  son,  born 
March  5,  was  the  first  child  born  here.  At  the  close  of  1770  Salem 
numbered  36  inhabitants  and  one  couple  auswartige  with  one  child. 

In  1771  the  Gemein  Haus  was  so  far  completed  as  to  the  point  of 
dedication  of  the  Chapel  in  it  on  the  13th  of  November  (lovefeast — 
baptism  of  the  negro  John  Sam — cup  of  the  covenant — 300  persons 
present  members  and  friends).  Hitherto  the  meetings  had  been  held 
in  the  two-story  house.  In  the  latter  the  store  was  afterwards  tempo- 
rarily kept,  and  in  the  following  year  a  building  was  put  up  opposite 
mainly  for  keeping  the  hides  in  which  a  brisk  trade  was  then  carried 
on.     (Belo's  house.) 

The  erection  of  a  public  house  was  also  completed;  also  a  new  bridge 
over  the  Wach,  the  former  having  been  carried  away  by  a  freshet  in 


T  Vorsteher. 
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May  though  only  built  in  March.  Further  the  building  of  a  mill  was 
begun  2  miles  below  Salem  at  the  great  fall  in  the  Wach,  and  the  dwell- 
ing attached  made  ready  for  Bro.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Steiner. 

June  6,  the  graveyard  was  dedicated  by  the  burial  of  the  body  of 
the  Single  Bro.  John  Burkhead,  a  native  of  Yorkshire. 

The  year  1771  was  further  signalized  by  the  first  visit  from  the 
U.E.G.8  since  the  establishment  in  Wachovia,  by  the  Brn.  Christian 
Gregor  and  John  Lorenz  in  company  of  Bro.  Ettwein  from  September 
15  -  November  9.  Bro.  Imdwig  Meinung  also  came  with  them  from 
Bethlehem  and  was  employed  in  bookkeeping  and  surveying.  Bro. 
Hans  Alex  Schweinitz  with  his  wife  had  arrived  June  28  on  a  visit 
to  their  parents,  Bro.  and  Sr.  Marshall,  and  the  congregation  at  this 
place.  They  made  the  future  external  as  well  as  internal  welfare 
especially  of  the  new  place  congregation  of  Salem  an  important  subject 
of  their  consideration.  The  winding  up  of  the  economy  at  Bethabara 
and  Salem  was  discussed  and  in  consequence  Salem  obtained  its  own 
Diacony,  in  pursuance  of  an  arrangement  made  to  that  effect.  Bro. 
Marshall  now  took  upon  him  the  office  of  congregation  helper9  in 
Salem;  he  and  his  wife  also  had  charge  of  the  married  Choir,  Bro.  and 
Sr.  Graff  still  living  in  Bethabara.  Bro.  Paul  Tiersch  who  had 
arrived  in  the  spring  with  his  wife  and  8  others  from  Pennsylvania 
commenced  the  duties  of  a  preacher  at  Salem,  and  Br.  TJtley  attended 
to  the  office  of  congregation  warden  ad  interim. 

In  1772  the  congregation  of  Salem  received  a  great  accession;  7 
married  couples,  2  widows,  12  Single  Brethren,  3  boys,  17  Single 
Sisters  and  6  girls  having  moved  hither  from  Bethabara.  The  Single 
Sisters  and  girls  were  accommodated  in  the  Gemein  Haus.  Three 
more  Single  Brethren,  viz.  John  Christian  Fritz  from  Europe  and 
Peter  Rose  and  Andrew  Glotz  from  Bethlehem  were  added  to  them. 
Salem  now  received  its  constitution  conformably  to  Synodal  rule  by 
the  formation  of  an  Elders  Conference,10  an  Overseers  College,11  the 
great  Helpers  Conference,12  and  the  Congregation  Council.  Six  Brethren 
and  5  Sisters  were  appointed  Chapel  servants.13 

In  this  year  Bro.  and  Sr.  Reuter's  house  was  built  and  occupied; 
and  the  first  marriage  was  solemnized,  between  the  Single  Bro.  John 
George  Stockburger  and  the  Single  Sr.  Catherine  Christman  on  Sunday, 
March  1.

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At  the  close  of  the  year  Salem  had  120  inhabitants,  an  increase  of 
56  persons  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

1773.  This  year  the  first  ordination  took  place  in  Salem  October 
15,  the  2  Brn.  Bachhof  and  Ernst  being  ordained  Deacons  by  Bro. 
Graff,  who  had  been  consecrated  on  June  6  at  Bethlehem  a  Bishop  of 
the  Brethren's  Church. 

May  12  the  first  rules  and  regulations  for  Salem  were  subscribed. 

In  1774  the  store  building  was  erected,  and  a  house  built  by  Bro. 
Triebel.  A  nightwatch  was  also  formed  with  which  Bro.  Zillman  was 
charged. 

In  1775  Bro.  Marshall  with  his  wife  set  out  from  Salem  February  8 
to  attend  a  Synod  of  the  Brethren's  Unity. 

In  the  following  years  of  the  Revolutionary  war  the  further  enlarge- 
ment of  Salem  was  much  retarded,  and  there  was  no  lack  of  various 
trying  circumstances,  hardships,  and  days  and  hours  of  fear,  trouble 
and  danger,  as  also  considerable  losses  to  the  as  yet  weak  Diaconies 
and  many  of  the  members,  but  neither  were  proofs  wanting  of  the 
wonderful  aid  and  deliverance  of  our  dear  Lord.  Under  these  circum- 
stances a  visit  from  our  dear  Bro.  John  Fred.  Reichel  of  the  U.E.C. 
from  June  15-October  5,  1780,  was  greatly  encouraging  and  profitable 
to  the  congregation. 

In  the  previous  year  1779,  at  the  beginning  of  November,  Bro.  and 
Sr.  Marshall  had  returned  to  Salem,  after  an  absence  of  nearly  5  years, 
whereupon  the  results  of  the  Synod  of  1775  were  communicated  to  the 
congregation. 

"We  have  further  to  remark  that  in  1775  the  store  building  and  a  new 
dwelling  were  occupied;  that  in  1778  the  waterworks  were  completed; 
that  Bro.  Henry  Herbst  undertook  the  office  of  congregation  warden 
ad  interim  in  place  of  Bro.  Reuter  deceased  till  Bro.  Jeppe  Nilson 
arrived  as  Warden  in  1780  in  company  of  Bro.  and  Sr.  Reichel  but  he 
finished  his  course  in  14  days,  whereupon  Bro.  Herbst  continued  the 
duties  of  Warden. 

In  1781  the  first  inoculation  of  the  small  pox  took  place.  In  Novem- 
ber of  this  year  the  greater  part  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
staid  3  weeks  in  Salem,  which  was  the  case  also  in  January  of  the  fol- 
lowing year.  This  became  the  occasion  by  a  more  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  Brethren  to  remove  many  prejudices  against  them. 

Bro.  Praezel  was  made  congregation  Warden  and  in  his  place  Bro. 
Ludwig  Christian  Benzien  was  appointed  Single  Brothers  laborer. 

In  this  year  the  congregation  lost  their  physician,  Jacob  Bonn,  after 
a  faithful  service  of  many  years;  his  place  was  afterwards  filled  by 
Bro.  John  Lewis. 
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In  1782  the  departure  of  the  Bro.  John  Michael  Graf  on  the  29th 
of  August  created  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  preacher  in  Salem,  which 
was  filled  temporarily  by  Bro.  John  Friedrich  Peter. 

Bro.  Marshall  was  well  received  in  April  by  the  Assembly,  in  Hills- 
borough, where  he  went  in  the  concerns  of  the  Wachovia  Tract  and 
obtained  an  act  of  Assembly  securing  the  Brethren  in  the  possession 
of  it. 

1783  was  the  much  desired  year  of  peace.  On  the  4th  of  July  a 
joyful  day  of  thanksgiving  was  held. 

In  December  a  new  family  dwelling  was  finished  and  occupied. 

A  town  school  for  boys14  was  begun  in  this  year.  In  the  beginning 
of  1784  the  measles  spread  in  the  neighborhood.  In  Salem  there  were 
101  persons  attacked,  of  whom  one  child  only  died. 

On  January  31st  between  2  and  3  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  public 
house15  was  destroyed  by  fire,  but  no  one  was  badly  injured.  Bro.  and 
Sr.  Meyer  who  occupied  it  at  the  time,  having  been  roused,  when  the 
danger  had  already  become  great,  were  enabled  to  save  themselves 
and  their  children  Bro.  Holland  with  some  few  of  their  effects.  The 
kitchen  building  was  also  reduced  to  ashes,  but  the  stabling  and  other 
outbuildings  were  saved.  Measures  were  immediately  taken  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  public  house  and  as  the  material  for  building  a  Single 
Sisters  house  was  ready  for  use,  they  were  taken  and  in  December  the 
new  building  was  occupied. 

September  25  Bro.  and  Sr.  Kohler  arrived  as  married  choir  laborers 
and  Bro.  Kohler  as  preacher  having  had  a  very  perilous  passage  and 
suffered  shipwreck.  They  came  in  company  of  Bro.  and  Sr.  John  and 
Benigna  Watteville16  and  Bro.  and  Sr.  Simon  Peter  from  Bethlehem, 
all  sick.  The  summer  was  oppressively  hot,  there  were  heavy  thunder- 
storms with  violent  rain  and  hail  and  frequent  inundations  followed 
by  obstinate  fevers  and  diseases  of  the  throat  throughout  the  country. 

The  Synodal  results  of  1782  were  communicated  to  the  congrega- 
tion in  this  year  and  its  conferences  renewed  according  to  them. 

On  March  31,  1785,  the  cornerstone  of  the  Single  Sisters  house  was 
laid  and  on  the  19th  of  August  the  roofing  was  put  up. 

A  new  family  house  was  built  and  occupied  October  14.  Two  fire 
engines  were  procured  and  new  fire  regulations  introduced. 

October  23  Bro.  John  Watteville  arrived  here  with  his  wife  for  a 
visitation.    They  tarried  in  Wachovia  till  April  28  of  the  next  year. 

"The  school  for  little  boys  was  reorganized.   It  had  begun  in  1772. 
15  Salem  tavern. 

18  Daniel  Kohler  crossed  the  ocean  with  Bishop  von  Watteville  and  his  wife,  but  preceded 
them  to  North  Carolina.  After  a  visit  in  Pennsylvania  they  followed  him  to  Wachovia; 
see  item  under  date  of  October  23,  1785. 
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A  General  Conference17  was  established  consisting  of  the  Brn.  Marshall, 
Kohler,  Praezel  and  Benzien. 

April  5,  1786,  the  new  Single  Sisters  house  was  dedicated  and  oc- 
cupied by  37  Single  Sisters  and  great  girls.  The  beginning  of  the 
choir  was  made  in  Wachovia  20  years  before  (1766)  on  October  31 
with  3  Single  Sisters  and  12  great  girls  who  had  come  from  Bethlehem 
and  lived  first  in  Bethabara,  and  it  was  increased  from  time  to  time 
by  arrivals  from  Pennsylvania  and  Europe  and  by  additions  from  the 
vicinity.  Since  April  1,  1772,  they  had  lived  in  a  part  of  the  Gemein 
Haus.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  choir  32  were  married  and  one  died, 
Sr.  Anna  Miinster. 

April  8  the  cornerstone  of  an  addition  to  the  choir  house  of  the 
Single  Brethren  was  laid  by  Bro.  Johannes.18  In  digging  the  founda- 
tion the  painful  occurrence  took  place  that  the  Single  Bro.  Andreas 
Kremser  was  buried  in  the  night  between  the  25th  and  26th  of  March 
by  the  caving  in  of  the  ground  which  had  been  undermined.  And  al- 
though all  means  were  used  to  save  his  life  he  survived  only  a  few 
hours. 

The  widowed  Sisters  celebrated  their  first  choir  festival  in  Salem, — 
five  in  number. 

Of  30-odd  adults  and  children  who  had  been  inoculated  with  the  small- 
pox one  child  died. 

The  public  house  was  again  threatened  with  a  conflagration,  the 
smoke  house  adjoining  the  main  building  taking  fire  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  and  being  only  discovered  when  it  stood  in  full  blaze. 

A  reservoir  was  formed  in  the  square  opposite  the  store.  Also  a  new 
bridge  was  built  over  the  Wach. 

In  1787  on  the  6th  of  May  during  a  violent  storm  of  thunder  and 
lightning  the  house  of  Bro.  and  Sr.  Miksch  was  struck, — however  with- 
out taking  fire.  The  flash  came  down  the  chimney,  passed  through 
the  room  and  out  through  a  pane  of  glass.  Many  things  were  shattered 
and  their  grown  daughter  stunned,  however  without  further  consequences. 

We  experienced  a  similar  preservation  on  July  21,  when  the  lightning 
struck  the  pottery,  and  shattered  many  things,  without  however  in- 
juring any  one. 

These  occurrences  were  the  occasion  of  introducing  lightning  rods. 

Two  family  houses  were  built  and  occupied  this  year. 

In  1788  the  office  of  Warden  again  became  vacant  by  the  demise  of 
Bro.  Praezel,  the  duties  of  it  were  temporarily  entrusted  to  several 
Brethren.

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June  19  the  first  meeting19  of  members  of  the  society  for  the  propaga- 
Hon  of  the  Gospel  among  the  heathen,  formed  at  Bethlehem,  was  held 
in  Salem. 

In  September  Bro.  Christian  Ludwig  Benzien  set  out  from  here  as 
deputy  of  Wachovia  to  the  approaching  Synod.  Bro.  Kramsch  from 
Bethlehem  came  here  in  his  place  as  choir  laborer  of  the  Single  Brethren. 

In  this  year  the  town  was  increased  by  the  building  of  one  dwelling 
house. 

In  1789  a  dyeing  establishment  and  fulling  mill  were  erected. 

1790,  June  1,  Bro.  Benzien  arrived  in  Salem  with  his  wife,  as  as- 
sistant congregation  helper,  with  Bro.  Christian  Frederic  Schroder  as 
Single  Brethren's  laborer,  from  the  Synod  held  the  preceding  year, — the 
results  of  which  were  communicated  to  the  congregation. 

Bro.  Kohler  had  travelled  in  April  to  Pennsylvania  and  on  the  9  of 
July  was  consecrated  at  Lititz  by  the  Brn.  Ettwein  and  Hiibner  a  bishop 
of  the  Brethren's  church. 

Bro.  William  Hesfsler20  was  appointed  congregation  warden. — Bro. 
Kramsch  Inspector  of  the  boys  school. 

In  February  Salem  was  again  provided  with  a  town  physician  in  the 
person  of  Bro.  Vierling. 

In  1791  Salem  was  honored  by  a  visit  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  George  Washington,  on  his  return  from  a  visit  to  the 
Southern  states.  The  intelligence  being  received  here  on  the  31st  of 
May,  that  he  was  on  his  way  from  Salisbury  to  this  place,  the  Brn. 
Marshall,  Kohler,  and  Benzien  went  on  horseback  to  meet  him  and  at 
his  approach  the  sound  of  trombones,  trumpets  and  french  horns  was 
alternately  heard.  Having  learned  that  the  governor  of  this  state, 
Alexander  Martin,  had  intended  to  meet  him  here  on  the  following  day, 
he  determined  to  spend  the  first  of  June  here,  and  accompanied  by  his 
secretary  and  several  Brethren  he  visited  the  branches  of  business, 
the  choir  houses  and  other  institutions  of  the  place  and  expressed  his 
pleasure  especially  with  the  water  works.  An  address  was  presented 
to  him,  in  the  name  of  the  Brethren  in  Wachovia,  which  was  replied 
to  by  him  in  very  friendly  terms.  Six  of  the  Brethren  dined  with 
him.  His  excellency  the  President  and  his  secretary  and  the  Governor 
who  arrived  here  towards  evening,  attended  a  singing  meeting  with 
pleasure,  and  continued  their  journey  on  the  2nd  of  June,  accompanied 
by  the  Brn.  Marshall  and  Benzien  as  far  as  the  line  of  Wachovia.

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The  building  of  a  Paper  mill  on  Peters  creek  not  far  from  Salem 
was  completed  and  the  begininng  of  the  manufacturing  of  paper 
made. 

A  chop  mill  was  also  built  and  a  town  clock  put  up. 
The  town  was  enlarged  by  one  dwelling. 

Bro.  Christian  Thomas  Pfohl  came  from  Europe  being  called  as 
Inspector  of  the  boys  school  and  assistant  in  the  ministry. 

Bro.  Samuel  Stotz  for  11  years  warden  of  the  Single  Brethren  re- 
ceived a  call  as  warden  of  the  congregation  here.  Bro.  Gambold  from 
Pennsylvania  filled  his  place. 

As  early  as  January,  1792,  an  epidemic  disease  made  its  appearance 
with  swelling  of  the  throat  and  a  scarlet  fever,  and  in  February 
and  March  spread  further  and  further  around.  Young  persons  and 
children  in  particular  were  attacked  with  the  greatest  violence,  and  in 
Salem  lJf  persons  finished  their  course,  some  scarcely  survived  to  the 
third  day.  The  sickness  did  not  abate  before  April,  after  an  ex- 
perienced physician  (now  resident,  anno  1816,)  had  been  called  in.  The 
mechanics  of  trade  suffered  considerably  under  these  circumstances, 
in  as  much  as  strangers  and  neighbors  shunned  the  place  as  much  as 
possible  for  fear  of  the  contagion. 

In  this  year  the  mail  rider  began  to  pass  through  this  place  once  a 
fortnight,  which  greatly  facilitated  correspondence.  Bro.  Schober  was 
appointed  in  July  postmaster  here. 

From  the  inn  to  the  creek  an  alley21  was  planted,  and  another  dwelling 
put  under  roof  and  tenanted  next  year. 

In  1793  not  a  single  person  died  here  in  this  congregation. 

May  1,  1794,  the  cornerstone  of  a  schoolhouse  for  the  boys  was  laid, 
and  it  was  occupied  December  8.  In  it  the  beginning  was  made  with 
5  boys  to  instruct  them  at  least  till  to  their  14th  year  in  useful  sciences. 

1795.  March  22,  Sr.  Marshall  finished  her  course,  after  having 
spent  27  years  in  the  service  of  the  Wachovia  congregations. 

On  the  25  of  June  the  Wach  rose  higher  than  it  had  ever  done  before 
since  the  commencement  of  Salem  and  more  so  still  August  13,  when 
the  mill  stood  under  water  to  the  beams  of  the  lower  story. 

The  graveyard  was  enlarged  and  newly  fenced  in. 

January  17,  1796,  the  Viach  rose  to  a  very  great  height,  in  con- 
sequence of  a  three  days'  heavy  rain,  on  which  occasion  the  melancholy 
casualty  occurred  that  the  Single  Bro.  William  Hall  terminated  his 
life,  having  attempted  with  another  Brother  to  ride  to  the  Salem  Mill, 
but  being  driven  to  one  side  by  the  force  of  the  current,  he  caught 
hold  of  a  tree  and  called  out  for  help.    Several  Brethren  exposed  them-

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selves  to  imminent  danger  in  order  if  possible  to  save  him,  but  in  vain, 
and  one  of  them,  Bro.  Jacob  Rchaub,  swam  to  him,  ascended  the  same 
tree,  and  tried  to  keep  at  least  his  head  above  water  until  he  could  be 
taken  away,  which  was  effected  with  great  difficulty  after  2  hours, 
when  Bro.  Hall  was  already  dead  and  Bro.  Schaub  himself  near  his 
end.  All  attempts  to  bring  the  former  to  life  again  were  in  vain.  The 
other  Brother  who  had  been  in  company  with  Bro.  Hall  had  got  across, 
altho'  he  was  in  the  greatest  danger,  and  had  then  made  several  fruitless 
attempts  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  Bro.  Hall. 

In  October  Bro.  Hans  Christian  Alex  Schweinitz  accompanied  his 
eldest  son  hither ;  the  latter  to  be  employed  in  the  boys  school  and  other 
business  under  the  direction  of  his  grandfather  Bro.  Marshall.  The 
father  continued  here  until  November  21. 

In  1797  a  new  house  for  the  congregation  warden  and  one  for  Bro. 
Christopher  Vogler  were  built  and  occupied. 

In  1798,  June  1st,  the  cornerstone  of  a  new  church  was  laid. 

In  the  middle  of  the  town  an  improvement  of  the  road  was  under- 
taken. 

In  1799  the  church  edifice  was  roofed  and  an  organ  begun  to  be 
built  by  Bro.  Bachman. 

Bro.  Abraham  Steiner  in  company  with  Bro.  Frederic  Schweinitz 
took  a  journey  into  the  country  of  the  Cherokees,  with  a  view  to  a 
future  mission  among  them. 

Bro.  Dahlman  in  company  with  Bro.  Eberhard  arrived  from  Europe, 
for  the  service  of  the  boys  school  here. 

In  1800  two  houses  were  commenced,  one  for  a  bakery. 

On  the  9  and  13  of  November  was  the  solemn  dedication  of  the  new 
church,  and  on  the  last  day  the  Lord's  Supper  with  all  the  communi- 
cants from  all  the  Wachovia  congregations,  who  were  able  to  attend. 

After  the  return  of  the  Brn.  Abraham  Steiner  and  Frederic  Schweinitz 
from  a  second  journey  into  the  Indian  country,  the  place  for  a  com- 
mencement of  a  mission  among  the  Cherokees  was  determined  and  after- 
wards called  Spring  Place. 

In  September  Bro.  and  Sr.  Kohler  and  Bro.  Charles  Frederic 
Schroter  had  started  from  here  on  their  journey  to  the  Synod  to  be 
held  next  year. 

In  place  of  Bro.  Traugott  Bagge  who  died  April  1,  after  having 
conducted  the  store  of  the  congregation  for  more  than  30  years,  Bro. 
Conrad  Kreuser  took  charge  of  it. 

We  entered  upon  the  year  1801,  as  the  commencement  of  a  new 
century,  with  feelings  of  special  gratitude  to  our  blessed  Saviour  for 
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the  proofs  of  his  fathfulness  during  the  18th  century  towards  the 
Brethren's  Unity  at  large  and  the  congregations  here  in  particular. 

At  the  Synod  held  this  year  Bro.  and  Sr.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel 
were  appointed  to  the  service  of  the  congregations  in  Salem  and  Wacho- 
via in  place  of  Br.  Kohler  ;  he  was  ordained  at  Bethlehem  before  the 
end  of  the  year  by  Bro.  Ettwein,  who  departed  this  life  soon  after,  a 
Bishop22  of  the  Brethren's  church. 

Bro.  Abraham  Steiner  travelled  a  third  time  in  company  of  Bro. 
Byhan  into  the  Indian  Country,  where  they  remained  for  several 
months,  in  order  to  make  the  most  necessary  arrangements  for  a  Mis- 
sion Establishment. 

After  their  return  Bro.  and  Sr.  Byhan,  accompanied  by  Bro.  Jacob 
Wohlfahrt,  were  dispatched  thither  in  November.  The  latter  con- 
tinued there  till  21  of  January  of  the  following  year. 

On  February  11,  1802,  Bro.  Frederic  William  Marshall  entered 
into  his  everlasting  rest  in  the  eighty-second  year  of  his  age,  having 
served  the  congregation  in  Salem  for  more  than  30  years  with  great 
faithfulness  and  devotion. 

May  30  Bro.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel,  called  as  congregation  helper  and 
preacher  and  with  his  wife  as  laborers  of  the  married  choir,  arrived 
at  Salem  with  his  wife  and  other  company,  among  whom  was  Bro. 
Christian  Henry  Rude  appointed  as  laborer  of  the  Single  Brethren. 

In  October  the  results  of  the  Synod  held  the  year  before  were 
communicated  to  the  congregations  and  the  conferences  were  newly 
organized. 

Bro.  John  Gambold  was  appointed  assistant  congregation  warden, 
and  Bro.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  came  here  from  Hope,  Bro.  Kramsch  as 
assistant  in  the  office  of  preacher,  Inspector23  of  the  boys  school  and  of 
a  contemplated  Boarding  school  for  young  ladies.  Bro.  and  Sr.  Pfohl 
on  the  other  hand,  after  a  faithful  service  of  10  years  in  the  congrega- 
tion at  Salem,  were  called  as  laborers  to  Bethany.24 

In  this  year  two  visits  were  paid  to  Springplace  from  Salem,  and 
in  November  Bro.  and  Sr.  Wohlfahrt  who  had  been  appointed  for  the 
service  of  that  mission  were  dispatched  thither. 

The  celebration  of  the  13  of  August  was  solemnized  by  the  ordination 
through  Bro.  Beichel  of  Bro.  Simon  Peter  a  presbyter  and  Brn.  Gambold 
and  Buchholz  Deacons ;  as  also  the  13th  of  November  by  the  ordination 
of  Bro.  Abraham  Steiner  a  Deacon.

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A  number  of  persons  in  Salem  were  attacked  by  an  epidemic  disease 

prevalent  throughout  the  country.    In  the  months  of  June  and  July 

80  persons  were  inoculated. 

In  1803  Bro.  Simon  Peter  entered  as  a  member  of  the  P.  H.  C.25 

On  March  25,  125  adults  and  children  in  Salem,  who  had  recovered 

from  the  measles,  offered  their  tribute  of  thanks  to  the  Lord  in  a 

lovefeast. 

October  6  the  cornerstone  was  laid  for  a  Boarding  school  for  young 
ladies. 

A  new  market  and  engine  house  at  the  West  end  of  the  square,  and  a 
new  corpse  house  at  the  North  side  of  the  church  were  built. 

On  November,  17th,  50  years  since  the  arrival  of  the  first  Brethren 
on  the  Wachovia  land  and  the  beginning  of  Bethabara  having  elapsed, 
the  event  was  solemnized  and  joyfully  commemorated  in  Salem  by 
all  the  members  of  the  Wachovia  congregations. 

In  May,  1804,  the  first  J/,  pupils  arrived  for  the  female  (boarding 
school)  academy  and  were  placed  temporarily  in  a  part  of  the  Gemein 
Haus, — soon  after  k  more  were  added. 

The  Brn.  Abraham  Steiner  and  Nathaniel  Schober  travelled  into  the 
country  of  the  Creeks,  in  order  to  consult  with  Col.  Benjamin  Hawkins, 
whom  Bro.  Steiner  had  been  to  see  the  year  before  from  Springplace, 
and  from  whom  he  had  met  with  a  friendly  reception,  relative  to  an 
attempt  for  a  mission  among  the  Creek  nation. 

1805  a  new  dwelling  house  was  occupied,  and  a  fulling  mill  (for  the 
Weissgarbery)  put  up  at  the  mill  stream. 

July  16th,  IS  boarders  from  abroad,  2  congregation  children,  and  U 
Sisters  moved  into  the  newly  erected  building  for  a  Female  Academy. 

September  17,  Bro.  and  Sr.  John  Gambold  set  out  for  their  station 
to  Springplace  to  relieve  Bro.  and  Sr.  Wohlfahrt,  who  arrived  here  in 
November. 

In  1806  Bro.  Hulthin  undertook  the  office  of  Warden  in  the  Single 
Brothers  House;  Bro.  Seidel  that  of  laborer.  Bro.  Gotthold  Benjamin 
Reichel  entered  as  teacher  in  the  boys  school,  and  Bro.  Steiner  under- 
took the  Inspection  and  care  of  the  female  Boarding  school. 

After  the  lapse  of  21  years  the  congregation  at  Salem  received  a  visit 
out  of  IT.  E.  C.  Bro.  and  Sr.  Verbeeks  and  Forestiers  having  arrived 
here  October  25,  which  visit  was  profitable  and  encouraging  to  the 
congregation.  The  celebration  of  the  Elder's  and  congregation  festival 
on  November  1326  our  dear  Lord  made  a  day  of  distinguished  grace

and  blessing  and  of  the  renewing  of  their  fellowship  in  love  among 
each  other. 

The  Single  Brn.  Burkhardt  and  Petersen  who  had  come  with  them 
from  Europe,  for  an  attempt  to  commence  a  mission  among  the  Creeks, 
began  their  journey  to  Springplace  March  31,  accompanied  by  Bro. 
Zevely,  where  they  remained  till  October  30  and  then  began  their 
journey  to  the  Creek  agency,  where  they  were  cordially  received  by 
Colonel  Hawkins. 

On  the  15  of  August  was  the  ordination  by  Bro.  Reichel  of  Bro. 
Christian  Thomas  Pfohl  laborer  in  Bethany  a  Presbyter  of  the  United 
Brethren'  church. 

In  the  year  1808  was  the  marriage  of  the  first  couple  of  which  both 
parties  were  born  in  Salem:  viz.  the  Single  Bro.  C.  F.  Meinung  and 
the  Single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Pr'dzel. 

In  1809  Bro.  Hulthin  took  the  office  of  laborer  of  the  Single 
Brethren's  choir,  Bro.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  was  appointed  as- 
sistant laborer,  and  in  his  place  Bro.  John  Gottlob  Kummer  was  engaged 
in  the  boys  school. 

December  27  the  Brn.  Schumann  and  John  Holland  went  to  our 
Brethren  in  the  Creek  country,  who  were  very  sick ;  the  former  to  serve 
them  with  medical  advice,  the  latter  to  stay  with  them  some  time  for 
their  assistance. 

1810.  In  Springplace  our  missionaries  had  the  happiness  to  bap- 
tize the  widow  of  J ames  Vann,  as  the  firstling  of  the  nation,  on  the  13th 
of  August  into  the  death  of  Jesus  by  the  name  of  Margaret  Ann. 

In  1811  Bro.  and  Sr.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel,  he  having  served  the 
congregation  of  Salem  faithfully  for  a  period  of  9  years,  set  out  on 
their  journey  to  Bethlehem,  where  they  had  been  called,  and  in  their 
place  Bro.  and  Sr.  Herbst  from  Lititz  came  here,  after  Bro.  Herbst  had 
been  ordained  there  a  Bishop  of  the  Brethren's  church. 

On  the  13  of  November  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  away  into  the 
joy  of  his  Lord  our  Bro.  Christian  Lewis  Benzien  after  a  faithful 
service  of  30  years  here;  and  8  weeks  after  on  the  15  January  1812  our 
dear  Bro.  J ohn  Herbst  followed  him  to  the  grief  of  the  congregation  to 
his  everlasting  home.  On  27  December  1811  Bro.  Gotthold  Reichel 
had  been  ordained  by  him  a  Deacon.  Bro.  and  Sr.  Simon  Peter  had 
come  to  Salem  after  the  death  of  Bro.  Benzien,  Br.  Peter  to  assist  in 
keeping  the  meetings,  and  both  to  assist  in  the  service  of  the  married 
choir. 

To  fill  the  place  of  our  departed  Bro.  Benzien  in  the  discharge  of 
the  business  of  the  Administration  of  the  Unity  and  for  assistance  in 
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the  services  of  the  church  Bro.  Lewis  David  Schweinitz  in  Gnadau  was 
called  and  having  been  united  in  matrimony  with  the  Single  Sr. 
Louisa  Amelia  Ledoux  they  began  their  journey  to  America,  during 
which  they  experienced  by  sea  and  land  wonderful  and  signal  assist- 
ance and  deliverance  at  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  war  having  broken  out 
between  the  United  States  and  England;  and  arrived  safely  at  Salem 
in  company  of  Bro.  and  Sr.  Jacob  Van  VlecJc — for  whom  they  had 
brought  a  call  in  place  of  Bro.  and  Sr.  Herbst — on  the  14  November 
1812,  precisely  one  year  after  the  death  of  Bro.  Benzien. 

The  P.  H.  C.  consisting  of  the  Brn.  Jacob  Van  Vleck,  Simon  Peter 
and  Schweinitz  were  thus  enabled  again  to  transact  their  business. 

On  the  17th  March  a  house  which  had  been  adapted  for  several 
widows  was  occupied  by  five  Sisters. 

On  the  17th  of  February  in  the  morning  there  was  a  very  perceptible 
and  prolonged  shock  of  an  earthquake,  by  which  most  of  our  people 
were  awakened  out  of  their  sleep. 

In  the  year  1813  so  fearful  to  the  country  at  large  and  also  for 
some  of  our  German  congregations,  on  account  of  the  war,  we  were 
preserved  notwithstanding  the  warlike  movements  in  our  country,  from 
severe  trials,  which  was  the  case  also  in  1814,  and  we  were  thankful 
to  have  it  in  our  power  to  contribute  something  according  to  the  willing- 
ness of  our  hearts  towards  the  relief  of  our  suffering  Brethren  in 
Germany. 

But  our  Brethren  in  the  Creek  country  found  their  situation  so  alarm- 
ing and  unsafe  that  the  P.  H.  C.  thought  it  advisable  to  recall  them. 

In  this  year  Bro.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  took  charge  of  the 
Single  Brethren's  choir. 

In  1814  Bro.  Peter  Wolle  entered  as  teacher  in  the  boys  school. 

A  species  of  influenza  attacked  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Salem 
violently  and  120  persons  had  the  measles. 

The  place  was  enlarged  by  two  dwelling  houses. 

In  February,  1815,  we  received  the  joyful  intelligence  of  the  ratifica- 
tion of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  England  and  on  the 
13  of  April  we  celebrated  a  joyful  festival  of  thanksgiving. 

A  number  of  adults  and  children  in  Salem  were  attacked  by  a  fever 
which  had  prevailed  since  August. 

Since  the  beginning  of  Salem  there  were  baptized  143  boys  and  132 
girls,  viz.  179  in  town  and  96  out  of  town.

The  number  of  persons  belonging  to  the  congregation  in  Salem  is

Besides  the  church,  the  Gemein  Haus,  the  two  Academy  buildings, 
and  two  Choir  houses,  Salem  numbers  36  dwelling  houses.

[In  Europe,  Napoleon  was  continuing  his  career  of  aggression  and 
personal  aggrandizement.  Austria  rose  against  him,  hut  was  again 
defeated  in  July. 

James  Madison,  elected  in  the  fall  of  1808,  took  office  as  President 
of  the  United  States  in  the  spring  of  1809.  He  and  the  British  minister 
at  Washington  entered  into  an  agreement  that  the  non-intercourse  act, 
which  had  superseded  the  embargo,  should  be  suspended  as  to  Great 
Britain,  and  American  trade  became  brisk  for  three  months.  It  flagged 
again  when  it  was  learned  that  Great  Britain  had  refused  to  approve 
the  agreement;  and  feeling  against  Great  Britain  became  more  bitter. 

The  currency  of  the  United  States  in  dollars  and  cents  was  recog- 
nized as  the  lawful  currency  of  North  Carolina,  but  the  change  from 
pounds  and  shillings  to  dollars  and  cents  was  not  made  obligatory.  In 
December  the  legislature  re-elected  David  Stone,  of  Bertie  County, 
as  governor  of  the  state.]

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Memorabilia  of  the  Congregations  of  the  Brethren  in  Wachovia 
for  the  Year  1809. 

[Translated  in  full.] 

With  deeply  moved  hearts  we  praise  the  goodness  of  our  Lord,  Who 
during  the  present  sad  times  in  the  world  and  the  continuing  distress 
of  war  in  so  many  of  the  lands  of  the  earth,  again  has  graciously  helped 
us  through  a  year,  and  has  given  to  His  Unity  of  Brethren  so  many 
evidences  of  His  faithful  love  and  tender  care  in  spiritual  and  material 
things,  whereof  the  Congregations  here  have  received  their  share 
through  grace. 

In  the  course  of  this  year  we  often  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving 
letters  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  and  we  saw  from  them  that 
in  spite  of  the  distressing  times  all  parts  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
have  progressed  without  serious  interruption,  and  that  from  all  sides 
effective  sympathy  has  been  given  to  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  suffering 
need  because  of  the  war,  especially  in  Neusalz,  Berlin,  and  Rixdorf, 
as  was  affectionately  shown  in  our  congregations  here. 

Our  dear  Br.  Christian  Gottlieb  Hiiffel  has  taken  the  place  of  the 
departed  Br.  Duvernoy1  as  a  member  of  the  Vorsteher  department  of 
the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  with  the  approval  of  the  Lord  and  with 
our  hearty  wish  for  a  blessing  in  his  task. 

Our  dear  Br.  Johann  Friedrich  Reichel  had  for  six  years  carried 
on  the  correspondence  with  the  congregations  of  Wachovia,  as  he  had 
done  a  number  of  years  earlier  and  always  with  love  and  faithfulness, 
and  we  pray  that  the  Lord  will  look  upon  him  with  favor.  And  to  our 
dear  Br.  von  Forestier2  who  takes  his  place  as  our  correspondent  we 
wish  the  gracious  support  of  the  Saviour  in  his  task,  with  loving  con- 
fidence on  our  part  toward  him.  We  also  take  intimate  interest  in 
the  election  and  consecration3  of  our  Brn.  Johann  Gottfried  Cunow 
and  Herrman  Richter  as  bishops  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  and  wish 
for  them  a  blessing. 

The  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  to  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenzen  and  Aufseher  Collegia  of  the  congregations  of  the  Brethren, 
dated  September  17,  1807,  was  not  received  until  July  of  this  year. 
It  was  considered  with  the  deepest  interest  before  our  Lord  by  the 
Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze,  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  and  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  here.  Its  contents  brought  from  the  servants  of 
the  local  congregations  sorrowful  acknowledgment  of  their  sins  and

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shortcomings,  and  painful  concern  over  those  in  our  congregations  who 
have  turned  away  from  the  true  spirit  of  Christ  and  the  Unity.  As 
recommended  by  this  letter,  the  ministers  at  once  repledged  themselves 
before  the  face  of  Jesus  to  a  faithful  keeping  of  the  principles,  rules, 
and  discipline  which  have  been  given  to  us,  with  filial  prayer  to  the 
Lord  and  Elder  of  His  poor  Brethren  that  He  would  again  seek  them 
in  grace  and  pour  out  His  Spirit  upon  them,  and  especially  upon  the 
Unity  Elders  Conference  in  its  important  and  difficult  task  of  watch- 
ing over  the  whole  and  its  many  troubles  concerning  the  spiritual  and 
material  condition  of  the  congregations  of  the  Brethren,  and  would 
support  it  with  His  grace  and  power. 

Among  the  officials  of  the  local  congregation  the  following  changes 
have  taken  place : 

Br.  Carl  Eriedrich  Seidel,  who  for  more  than  a  year  and  a  half 
had  been  pfleger  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren,  and  had  proclaimed 
the  Gospel  in  our  congregations  and  at  other  places  with  blessing,  was 
called  as  inspector  of  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth,  and  married  the 
Single  Sister  Sophia  Dorothea  Reichel,  who  had  given  seven  years  of 
faithful  service  in  the  town  girls  classes  and  the  Boarding  School. 
They  left  here  on  the  20th  of  June,  accompanied  by  her  father,  Br. 
Carl  Gotthold  Reichel,4  who  took  occasion  to  visit  a  number  of  the 
congregations  in  Pennsylvania,  and  on  July  31,  in  Bethlehem,  was 
married  to  the  Single  Sister  Catharina  Fetter,  who  had  been  pflegerin 
of  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  in  Lititz.  They  arrived  here  on  August 
27,  after  a  fortunate  journey  thither  and  back. 

Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  for  girls, 
and  his  wife  Catharina,  became  members  of  the  Salem  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz  in  June. 

Br.  Magnus  Hulthin  became  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren,  retaining 
his  office  as  vorsteher;  and  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel,  who  had 
served  for  three  years  in  the  Anstalt  and  classes  for  the  little  boys, 
was  appointed  associate  pfleger.  Both  were  installed  at  the  anniversary 
of  the  Choir  on  August  29,  and  the  latter  was  blessed  for  his  office,  and 
also  became  secretary  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  Aufseher  Colle- 
gium, succeeding  Br.  Seidel. 

By  order  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conferenz,  written  ordination  as  a 
deacon  was  prepared  by  Br.  Reichel  and  sent  to  Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan 
at  Springplace  in  June;  and  in  November  similar  written  ordinations 
as  deacon  were  sent  to  the  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burkhardt  at  Flint  River. 
The  first  was  presented  to  Br.  Byhan  in  a  solemn  manner  at  a  meeting 


*  His  first  wife  died  in  Salem,  Aug.  15,  1806.    His  daughter,  Sophia  Dorothea  Reichel,  had 
been  keeping  house  for  him,  in  addition  to  teaching  in  the  Boarding  School  for  girls. 
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of  the  missionaries  on  the  22nd  of  July,  and  our  Brethren  and  Sisters 
there  took  that  occasion  to  covenant  together  for  renewed  faithfulness 
in  their  calling  to  spread  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  Cherokee  nation. 

Mr.  James  Yann  died  in  February  of  this  year.  He  had  shown  much 
kindness  at  the  beginning  of  our  mission,  and  interest  in  its  progress, 
especially  since  the  school  was  established.  Since  his  death  the  mis- 
sionaries have  noticed  a  work  of  grace  in  his  widow,  which  leads  them 
to  hope  that  she  may  soon  become  a  part  of  the  congregation  of  Jesus 
through  holy  baptism.  In  the  children  in  their  school,  committed 
to  their  care,  they  often  see  signs  of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Who 
seeks  to  reveal  to  them  Jesus  as  their  Creator  and  Saviour. 

The  good  wishes  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  was  mani- 
fested by  the  gift  of  $100  toward  their  school.  Friendship  was  shown 
by  the  agent  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  Colonel  Meigs,  through  whom  this 
gift  was  received;  and  he  also  presented  them  with  Bibles  and  other 
books  for  their  school.  The  approval  of  the  nation  and  their  chiefs 
has  continued.  The  blessing  of  the  Lord  has  rested  upon  their  material 
affairs  and  they  have  enjoyed  good  health,  and  with  thankful  hearts 
they  acknowledge  all  these  as  benefits  from  the  Lord. 

Our  Brethren  in  the  Creek  country  suffered  much  from  fever  in 
August,  September,  and  October,  during  which  time  Colonel  Hawkins 
did  them  friendly  service,  not  only  with  medical  advice  and  aid  but 
also  with  food.  By  the  end  of  October  they  had  so  far  recovered  that 
they  could  again  begin  their  housekeeping  and  other  work,  though  in 
great  weakness,  and  they  thanked  the  Lord  from  their  hearts  for  His 
help  in  their  sore  time  of  sickness  and  suffering.  In  October  they  were 
overjoyed  by  the  safe  arrival  of  things  sent  from  here  and  from  Phila- 
delphia, including  Communion  bread  and  wine,  so  that  they  will  be 
able  to  hold  the  Holy  Communion  from  time  to  time,  and  thereby  be 
strengthened  in  their  faith,  love  and  hope.  (Inserted.  A  letter  was 
received  on  Dec.  26,  dated  Dec.  2,  and  we  were  much  concerned  to  learn 
that  they  were  again  very  ill,  and  in  their  great  need  implored  help 
from  us.  The  Brn.  Friedrich  Heinrich  Schumann  and  Johann  Fried- 
rich  Holland  were  sent  on  the  27th  to  give  them  advice  and  assistance, 
and  the  latter  will  remain  with  them  two  or  three  months  to  help  them, 
or  as  long  as  circumstances  require.  Br.  Schumann  plans  to  return 
as  soon  as  possible.) 

During  this  year  it  has  been  our  earnest  prayer  that  the  Saviour 
would  bless  the  stay  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  among  the  Cherokee 
and  Creek  Indians,  and  in  His  own  time  receive  from  among  them  a 
rich  reward  for  His  sufferings;  also  that  He  would  give  a  new  period 
of  grace  to  the  congregations  gathered  from  among  the  northern  Indians, 
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now  reduced  to  two  congregations  since  most  of  those  who  believe  have 
moved  from  Pettquotting  to  Fairfield  and  Goshen  because  the  land  on 
which  they  dwelt  was  sold  to  the  whites.  Privately  and  unitedly  we 
have  laid  this  request  upon  His  heart,  especially  on  August  21,  the 
anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  foreign  missions  by  the  Brethren  and 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen,  which  on  this  day  received  Br.  Friedrich 
Christian  Meinung  as  a  new  member.  We  took  this  opportunity  to  lay 
before  the  Lord  the  entire  mission  work  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
and  all  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  serving  therein,  seeking  for  them  a 
blessing ;  in  the  same  way  we  commended  to  Him  all  His  followers  who 
with  us  seek  to  promote  His  kingdom  among  the  heathen  by  teaching 
them  of  the  Gospel ;  and  we  prayed  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  many 
faithful  workers  into  His  great  harvest  field. 

Right  heartily  we  rejoice  that  the  number  of  witnesses  to  the  death 
of  Jesus;  the  number  of  those  in  christian  denominations  who 
truly  know  evangelical  truth,  their  loving  union  with  each  other 
and  with  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  their  efforts  to  place  the  Bible 
into  the  hands  of  those  who  have  not  this  precious  treasure,  have  greatly 
increased  in  these  our  days.  Recently  in  Philadelphia  a  Bible  Society 
has  been  organized,  patterned  after  those  already  established  in  Eng- 
land and  Germany,  and  a  number  of  us  have  joined  the  Philadelphia 
Society. 

It  was  also  important  and  pleasant  that  we  were  able  to  continue 
to  proclaim  the  Gospel  at  nearer  and  farther  points,  in  churches  and 
in  private  houses,  for  instance  beyond  Muddy  Creek,  near  Lexington, 
at  Opossumtown,  in  and  near  Germanton,  on  Deep  Creek,  etc.  At 
the  request  of  Pastor  Storch,  Br.  Seidel  preached  in  two  of  his  churches 
in  the  Salisbury  neighborhood,  and  gave  him  satisfaction.  He  told 
us  himself  on  a  subsequent  visit  to  Salem  that  here  and  there  in  his 
congregations  there  was  an  awakening  and  an  earnest  desire  for  salva- 
tion, especially  among  the  young  people.  As  the  Brn.  Reichel  and 
Seidel  traveled  to  Pennsylvania  Pastor  Hinckel  invited  them  to  preach 
in  his  church  in  New  Market,  Virginia,  and  there  to  bear  witness  to 
the  love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 

For  the  protection  of  God  during  unusually  severe  storms  this 
summer,  with  hard  rain  and  hail;  for  His  rich  blessing  on  the  fruits 
of  field,  orchard,  and  garden,  in  spite  of  damage  done  here  and  there 
by  the  storms;  for  unusually  good  health  in  all  our  towns;  for  supplying 
our  needs  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  trade  and  the  scarcity  of  money; 
that  we  continue  to  enjoy  the  blessing  of  peace  in  our  land;  for  all 
these,  with  fervent  hearts,  we  bring  our  thank-offering  to  our  Lord  and

His  and  our  Father;  and  beseech  Him  to  bring  to  an  end  the  war 
which  continues  in  other  lands,  to  re-establish  friendly  intercourse 
among  countries  and  peoples;  and  especially  we  pray  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  our  country  may  be  blessed  with  wisdom  and  power,  that  it 
may  plan  and  further  the  best  interests  of  our  land  under  His  guidance. 

Humbly  conscious  of  our  many  defects  and  shortcomings,  how  can 
we  feel  worthy  of  the  refreshing  enjoyment  of  the  love  and  care  of 
our  Father,  the  grace  and  mercy  of  our  Redeemer,  and  the  nurture 
and  comfort  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  given  to  all  those  among  us  who 
heartily  wish  to  do  the  will  of  God  and  to  live  to  His  honor  and  joy? 
This  have  they  felt  in  their  own  spiritual  life;  in  the  services  of  the 
congregation  (in  which  for  lack  of  written  Unity  News  printed  ma- 
terial has  been  used  with  pleasure  and  blessing,  especially  Br.  Risler's 
stories  of  the  history  of  the  Brethren)  ;  on  the  festal  and  memorial  days 
of  the  Christian  Church,  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  and  its  Choirs; 
and  especially  when  they  shared  in  the  sacrament  of  the  body  and 
blood  of  Jesus  in  the  Holy  Communion,  and  through  the  forgiveness 
of  their  sins  received  anew  the  hope  of  eternal  life.  Our  hearts  are 
praying:

Salem  Diary,  1809 

[In  January  and  July  all  references  to  services  are  translated,  to  show 
the  schedule  in  winter  and  summer ;  in  other  months  only  special  services 
are  mentioned,  the  regular  services  being  understood.  A  few  items  of 
general  interest  are  also  translated.] 

Jan.  1.  Sunday.  The  first  preaching  of  the  year  in  the  morning  at 
10  o'clock,  by  Br.  Reichel,  was  attended  by  many  visitors.  In  the  after- 
noon each  Choir  of  the  congregation  presented  itself  before  the  Lord 
in  the  Anbeten,5  seeking  a  blessing. 

In  Friedland,  Br.  Johann  Lanius,  Sr.,  was  elected  steward  in  the 
place  of  Br.  Philip  Krohn,  after  which  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the 
Society  and  congregation.

Jan.  2.  In  the  evening  reading  meeting  Br.  Reichel  read  from  Br. 
Risler's  History  of  the  Brethren's  Church. 

Jan.  3.  In  the  morning  at  9  o'clock  the  ministers  of  Wachovia  and 
their  wives,  and  the  members  of  the  congregation  boards  of  Salem, 
assembled  for  a  liturgical  opening  of  the  Conferences. 

In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers 
met;  then  all  the  ministers  and  their  wives  had  a  happy  lovefeast. 

In  the  evening  at  7  o'clock,  in  the  presence  of  ministers  and  parents, 
the  Christmas  dialogue  was  repeated. 

Jan.  If..  The  Brn.  Pfohl  and  Peter  attended  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Sisters  House,  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  all 
the  officers  of  the  Sisters  Choir,  during  which  the  pastor  urged  them 
to  further  the  good  of  the  Choir  faithfully  and  diligently,  through  the 
grace  of  Jesus. 

The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  it  began  to  snow. 

Jan.  5.  Br.  Beichel  led  the  liturgy  for  the  communicants. 

Jan.  6.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Beichel  read  the  thoughts  of 
the  Ordinarius  concerning  the  complete  surrender  of  the  heart  to  the 
Saviour.6 

Jan.  7.  The  singstunde  was  omitted  because  of  bad  weather. 

Jan.  S.  Sunday.  In  the  post  celebration  of  our  mission  festival  we 
remembered  all  our  congregations  from  among  the  heathen. 

In  Salem  two  Unity  Day  readings  were  given  to  the  diaries  of  our 
Indian  congregations  at  Goshen  and  Fairfield.  In  the  former  we  heard 
of  the  calling  home  on  the  17th  of  November  last  year  of  our  dear 
Br.  David  Zeisberger,  in  the  eighty-eighth  year  of  his  age,  after  many 
years  of  faithful  and  blessed  service  in  the  Indian  mission  in  North 
America.  The  news  of  this  departure  had  reached  us  on  January  6, 
the  actual  anniversary  day  of  our  missions.  We  were  deeply  touched, 
and  wished  for  him  sweet  and  gentle  rest  in  the  arms  of  Jesus  after 
so  much  work,  effort  and  anxiety.  Today  a  letter  arrived  from  Br. 
Heckewalder,  written  from  Gnadenhutten  on  November  21,  last  year, 
giving  us  details  concerning  the  home-going  and  burial  of  this  faithful 
servant  of  the  Lord.

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In  the  German  preaching  Br.  Reichel  spoke  on  Isiah  52  :7, 
How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that 
bringeth  good  tidings,  that  publisheth  peace;  that  bringeth 
good  tidings  of  good,  that  publisheth  salvation;  that  saith 
unto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth! 

Many  visitors  attended  the  gemeinstunde  in  the  evening. 
Jan.  9.  Because  of  snow  there  could  be  no  services. 

Jan.  10.  This  morning  the  Aufseher  Collegium  had  the  first  meeting 
of  the  year.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  was  present,  the  Single  Br.  John 
Yogler  was  received  as  a  new  member,  and  the  instructions  for  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  were  read. 

The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  snow  and  rain. 

Jan.  11.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  Bible  reading;  Br.  Benzien  led  the 
liturgy  for  the  Single  Sisters,  and  Br.  Seidel  the  liturgy  for  the  Single 
Brethren. 

Jan.  12.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour,  and  Br.  Benzien  led 
the  liturgy  for  the  communicants. 

Jan.  13.  Br.  Seidel  held  the  children's  hour.  A  reading  meeting 
was  held  in  the  evening. 

Jan.  11/..  Br.  Steiner  held  the  singstunde. 

Jan.  15.  Sunday.  Br.  Benzien  prayed  the  litany  with  the  congrega- 
tion. Br.  Reichel  preached  in  German.  In  the  afternoon  at  1  o'clock 
a  mission  report  was  read.  In  the  meeting  for  communicants  Br. 
Benzien  spoke  on  the  text  for  the  day,  and  announced  the  Lord's  Supper 
for  the  21st  of  this  month.  In  the  evening  the  congregation  sang 
liturgy  No.  17.7 

Jan.  16.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  children's  hour  in  English.  Br.  Reichel 
held  the  reading  meeting  in  the  evening,  and  Br.  Stotz  held  the 
singstunde. 

Jan.  17.  Br.  Reichel  led  the  liturgy  for  communicants.  He  also 
attended  the  first  house-conference  of  the  year  in  the  Boarding  School, 
closing  it  with  a  lovefeast.

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Jan.  18.  ~No  evening  service  because  of  rain. 

Jan.  19.  Br.  Heinze  held  the  children's  hour,  Br.  Reichel  the  evening 
liturgy  for  communicants,  and  Br.  Seidel  the  singstunde. 

Jan.  20.  Reading  meeting  in  the  evening,  followed  by  the  Passion 
Liturgy.8 

Jan.  21.  The  Communion  lovefeast  at  6  o'clock  was  followed  at  half 
past  seven  by  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  older  girl,  Louise  Charlotte 
Kramsch,  observed  as  a  candidate. 

Jan.  22.  Sunday.  Br.  Benzien  held  the  Communion  for  the  officials; 
Br.  Stotz  led  the  thanksgiving  liturgy.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  German. 
At  1  o'clock  the  children's  hour  was  in  English.  A  memoir  was  read 
in  the  service  that  followed.  The  evening  meeting  fell  out  because 
of  rain. 

Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  today  in  German  and  in  English  in  a 
German  Lutheran  and  Reformed  church,  called  Sauers  Church,  eighteen 
miles  from  here  in  Rowan  County.  He  went  by  invitation  of  the  resi- 
dents there,  who  gathered  in  fairly  large  numbers  in  spite  of  the  rain. 

Jan.  23.  In  the  English  children's  hour  Br.  Reichel  read  from  the 
Periodical  Accounts.  In  the  evening  meeting  he  read  from  Br.  Risler's 
history  of  the  Ancient  Church  of  the  Brethren. 

Jan.  21/..  In  the  evening  Br.  Reichel  held  the  service  for  members 
of  the  Hourly  Intercession,  in  which  their  regular  exchange  of  hours 
took  place. 

Jan.  25.  The  Brn.  Pfohl  and  Peter  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz,  in  which  permission  was  given  to  Johannes  Todd 
to  live  in  Salem. 

Br.  Benzien  held  the  Bible  reading.  Br.  Reichel  led  the  Choir 
liturgy  of  the  Single  Sisters  and  Br.  Seidel  that  of  the  Single  Brethren. 

Jan.  26.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour.  In  the  evening  at  7 
o'clock  the  Heifer  Conferenz  met. 

Jan.  27.  The  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  met  in  the  morning. 
A  reading  meeting  in  the  evening. 

Jan.  28.  No  evening  meeting  because  of  bad  weather. 

Jan.  29.  Sunday.  Br.  Stotz  prayed  the  litany  with  the  congregation. 
Br.  Benzien  preached  in  English.  Soon  after  twelve  o'clock  Br. 
Steiner  held  the  quarter-hour  service  for  the  older  girls,  and  at  one

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o'clock  the  German  children's  hour.  In  the  meeting  which  followed  a 
memoir  was  read. 

Br.  Benzien  held  the  service  for  the  married  people,  during  which 
Sr.  Anna  Catharina  Brietz  made  her  first  appearance  with  her  infant 
and  received  the  blessing.  He  also  read  a  communication  from  the 
Stewards  of  the  Widows  Society  of  Bethlehem,  dated  May  11,  1808, 
and  the  request  therein  contained  that  more  Brethren  would  join  this 
society  was  laid  upon  their  hearts. 

Toward  evening  it  began  to  snow  heavily,  so  the  gemeinstunde  could 
not  be  held. 

Br.  Kluge  preached  today  in  Germanton;  Br.  Seidel  in  the  church 
beyond  Muddy  Creek;  and  Br.  Reichel  in  the  church  at  Opossumtown, 
where  Pastor  Hinckel  formerly  lived.  In  spite  of  the  bad  weather 
about  two  hundred  persons  were  present,  who  listened  attentively.  At 
present  there  is  no  pastor  at  this  church. 

Jan.  30.  Reading  meeting  in  the  evening. 

Jan.  31.  In  the  meeting  of  communicants  Br.  Benzien  made  an  ad- 
dress on  the  text  for  the  day. 

Feb.  3.  The  evening  meeting  was  attended  by  a  German  merchant 
named  Oehler.  He  regretted  that  he  could  not  remain  over  Sunday, 
as  he  would  have  liked  to  hear  a  German  sermon.  He  was  born  at 
Frankfurt-am-Main,  has  been  in  this  country  about  six  years,  and  lives 
in  Milledgeville,  Georgia.  A  few  years  ago  he  was  with  Colonel  Haw- 
kins on  Flint  River,  and  met  our  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burkhardt. 

By  request,  Br.  Reichel  visited  two  patients  who  are  here  in  the 
care  of  our  doctor.  The  one,  Mr.  John  Johnson,  last  week  was  brought 
fifty  miles  from  his  home  in  Randolph  County,  this  state,  that  he 
might  undergo  an  operation  for  the  removal  of  a  growth  in  his  left 
side.  Br.  Yierling  cut  it  out  yesterday,  and  it  weighed  two  and  a 
half  pounds.  The  sick  man  was  very  thankful  that  the  operation  went 
so  well.  The  doctor  in  his  neighborhood  had  given  him  no  hope. 
He  is  over  sixty  years  old,  and  is  a  school-teacher. 

The  other,  Anna  Hart  by  name,  lives  ninety  miles  away,  near 
Hillsborough  in  this  state.  During  these  days  a  cancerous  sore  has 
been  removed  from  her  tongue.  She  is  about  fifty  years  old,  has  had 
thirteen  children,  of  whom  eleven  are  living.  Two  children  are  mar- 
ried, the  rest  are  living  at  home.  One  daughter  came  with  her  to  wait 
on  her.  She  and  her  husband  showed  themselves  very  thankful  for  the 
visit. 

Feb.  k>  In  the  afternoon  at  half  past  one  Br.  Benzien  held  the 
quarter-hour  service  for  the  widows. 
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Feb.  8.  The  single  man,  Johann  Simon  Leicht,  received  from  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  permission  to  become  a  resident  of  Salem.  He 
was  born  in  Saxe-Coburg,  and  is  a  turner  by  trade.  He  came  to  this 
country  four  years  ago,  and  became  a  member  of  the  Friedberg  Society 
last  year.  He  gave  his  hand  in  pledge  that  he  would  obey  the  rules  of 
the  congregation. 

Feb.  12.  As  we  entered  the  Passion  season  it  was  the  prayer  of  all 
our  congregations  that  this  might  be  a  time  of  grace  and  blessing  for 
all  the  people  of  the  Lord,  and  for  us  and  our  children. 

The  Brn.  Seidel  and  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  today  in  Leonhards 
Church  near  Lexington  in  Rowan  County.  The  former  spoke  in  Ger- 
man and  the  latter  in  English. 

Feb.  IJf.  In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  performed  the  marriage  cere- 
mony for  the  widower  Br.  Johann  Fischel,  of  Friedberg,  and  the 
single  Sr.  Maria  Catherine  Fielder. 

Feb.  19.  Br.  Seidel  preached  in  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek. 

Feb.  23.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers 
and  masters  to  discuss  what  could  be  done  to  prevent  disorder  at 
Easter  in  view  of  the  attendance  of  so  many  visitors. 

Feb.  21/-.  Because  of  a  hard  snow-storm  the  evening  service  was 
omitted. 

Feb.  26.  The  gemeinstunde  was  omitted  because  of  rain. 

March  1.  On  this  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  years  ago  we  remembered  with 
gratitude  all  the  mercy  and  faithfulness  of  the  Saviour  since  its 
founding. 

The  Choir  quarter-hour  meeting  of  the  Single  Sisters  was  held  by 
Br.  Benzien;  that  of  the  Single  Brethren  by  Br.  Seidel. 

March  2.  Last  night  we  had  a  hard  storm,  with  hail.  Some  of  the 
stones  were  as  large  as  a  hickory  nut  or  walnut.  In  a  number  of  houses 
many  panes  were  broken  in  windows  on  the  north  side.  No  services 
could  be  held  today  because  of  the  continuous  rain. 

March  k.  Our  dear  children  had  their  first  Unity  Day  of  the  year. 
In  their  lovefeast  they  were  told  one  and  another  thing  about  the 
Christmas  celebration  with  the  school-children9  in  Springplace. 

March  5.  Sunday.  Br.  Seidel  preached  today  in  Sauers  Church 
eighteen  miles  from  here.    Br.  Beichel,  Jr.,  preached  in  Adam's  house,

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on  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober's  farm  eleven  miles  from  here,  to  a  numer- 
ous and  attentive  audience. 

March  9.  The  widowed  Sr.  Sarah  Buttner  moved  today  from  Salem 
to  Bethabara,  where  she  will  live  in  future. 

March  11.  Five  Cherokee  Indians  were  here  on  their  way  to  Wash- 
ington. They  were  shown  everything  in  town  that  was  worth  seeing, 
and  were  treated  with  love  and  friendship.  In  the  church,  in  the  Board- 
ing School  for  girls,  and  in  the  Sisters  House  they  were  entertained 
with  music  and  song,  to  their  great  delight.  In  the  evening  they 
attended  the  singstunde. 

March  12.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  in  English  in  the  courthouse 
in  Germanton. 

March  26.  Sunday.  The  anniversary  of  the  Incarnation  was  observed 
in  all  our  congregations  with  a  sermon  on  the  great  gospel :  God  is  made 
manifest  in  the  flesh. 

It  was  also  the  beginning  of  the  Passion  Week,  and  in  the  evening 
at  8  o'clock  we  began  to  read  the  story  of  the  week. 

Br.  Seidel  preached  in  German  and  in  English  in  the  church  near 
Opossumtown. 

March  29.  Last  night  there  was  a  very  hard  frost,  which  injured 
the  fruit  trees  here  and  there.  The  Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at 
18°  this  morning. 

March  SO.  On  Maundy  Thursday  we  read  the  High-Priestly  prayer 
of  Jesus,  etc.  At  four  o'clock  the  communicants  had  a  special  service 
in  preparation  for  the  Lord's  Supper.  Because  of  the  cold  weather, 
and  because  many  of  the  members  were  suffering  from  a  catarrhal 
affection,  there  was  no  Pedilavium.  The  Communion  was  held  at  8 
o'clock  in  the  evening. 

April  1.  At  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Great  Sabbath  the  love- 
feast  was  held,  a  new,  printed  ode  being  used.  After  this  the  married 
people  and  widows  had  a  service  remembering  Jesus'  rest  in  the  grave. 
At  5  o'clock  a  similar  service  was  held  for  the  boarding  pupils  and 
town  girls  of  our  Boarding  School;  and  in  the  evening  also  in  the 
Sisters  House,  in  the  Brothers  House,  and  in  the  boys  schoolhouse. 

April  2.  Sunday.  Because  of  the  disorder  in  recent  years  the  pray- 
ing of  the  Easter  Litany  was  omitted  in  Salem  this  year.  This  was 
announced  in  advance  by  an  Advertisement,10  and  those  who  wished 
to  visit  us  at  Easter  were  asked  to  behave  in  a  .quiet  and  orderly 

»  See  below,  Part  III. 
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manner.  In  spite  of  this  notice  about  five  hundred  visitors  gathered, 
who  attended  the  English  preaching  in  the  morning  at  9  o'clock,  and 
were  reverent  and  attentive.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Benzien  read  the 
story  of  the  resurrection  of  Jesus,  and  many  visitors  came  to  this 
service  and  to  the  one  in  the  evening.  The  entire  day  was  more 
orderly  and  quiet  than  in  many  years,  which  may  possibly  have  re- 
sulted from  the  fact  that  after  4  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon  no 
strong  drink  was  given  or  sold  in  town.  This  was  heartily  approved 
by  our  Christian  members,  neighbors,  and  friends.  Many  declared 
that  never  before  had  they  spent  Easter  here  with  so  much  satisfac- 
tion. Mr.  Mendenhall,  a  Quaker  from  Guilford  County,  who  loves 
Jesus  and  is  a  true  friend  of  the  Brethren,  came  with  his  wife  to 
spend  the  Passion  Week  and  Easter  here,  and  attended  all  the  services. 
They  brought  a  child  whom  they  are  raising,  Lydia  Thornbury,  and 
placed  her  in  the  Boarding  School  here. 

April  3.  Today  a  letter  was  received  from  the  missionaries  to  the 
Cherokees,  giving  an  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Vann.  Under 
date  of  February  23,  Br.  Gambold  wrote :  "On  the  19th  of  February 
our  neighbor,  Mr.  James  Yann,  was  shot  in  Thomas  Buflington's 
house,  about  fifty-six  miles  from  here.  It  is  not  known  definitely 
who  shot  him,  but  every  one  thinks  it  was  Mr.  Alex.  Saunders,  formerly 
Mr.  Vann's  best  friend,  who  had  become  his  enemy.  Mr.  Vann  had 
said  many  harsh  things  about  him,  and  had  abused  him  that  very 
evening.  So  the  end  has  come  for  this  man,  far-famed,  little  beloved, 
and  greatly  feared  by  the  entire  Cherokee  nation.  His  end  was  sudden, 
for  no  sign  of  life  showed  after  the  shot. 

"With  a  company  from  the  so-called  Light  Horse  Regiment,  he  was 
riding  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  Cherokee  land,  arresting  and 
punishing  thieves.  Many  were  severely  whipped,  one  was  beaten  al- 
most to  death.   One  who  resisted  arrest  was  shot. 

"We  owe  very  special  thanks  to  God  our  Saviour  that  from  the 
first  this  man  has  been  favorable  to  us.  It  is  a  sign  that  He  is  Lord  of 
all,  and  holds  in  His  hand  even  the  wildest  men. 

"About  us  everything  is  in  the  utmost  confusion.  All  minds  are 
shocked  by  this  death,  and  filled  with  fear  of  the  things  which  may 
follow.  Some  of  the  Negroes  are  excited,  others  have  gone  wild.  Mr. 
Zephaniah  Coody,  who  came  recently  as  overseer,  does  not  know  whether 
he  can  continue  his  work  or  whether  it  would  be  better  for  him  to  go 
on  to  Natchez.  He  is  a  cousin  of  Mr.  Yann,  and  has  three  nice  children 
who  attend  our  school. 
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"Oh,  how  we  have  wished  that  the  love  and  friendship  which  Mr. 
Vann  has  shown  us  may  have  gained  for  him  a  place  in  the  houses 
of  peace.  We  pray  the  Saviour  to  remember  the  promise  He  gave  in 
Matthew  x,  42. 

"We  have  called  on  Mrs.  Vann,  and  have  given  her  what  comfort 
we  could.  As  you  may  imagine,  she  is  in  the  deepest  trouble;  and  she 
could  not  speak  for  weeping.  We  commend  her,  and  ourselves,  and  our 
brown  children,  to  the  prayers  of  our  Brethren." 

April  5.  In  the  Choir  meeting  of  the  Single  Sisters  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  twenty-three  years  ago  they  took  possession  of 
their  Choir  House. 

April  7.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  held  the  children's  hour  in  German. 

Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  Joh.  Jacob  Sponhauer's  settlement  to  a  large 
congregation. 

April  8.  In  Hope,  Brother  Strohle  held  the  monthly  preaching 
service  in  Br.  Martin  Hohns'  house. 

April  9.  In  Hope,  Br.  Reichel  preached,  and  read  a  selection  from 
the  Periodical  Accounts.  Br.  Strohle  held  the  service  for  Negroes  and 
baptized  a  Negro  child. 

April  12.  Br.  Reichel  read  the  account  of  the  forty  days  after 
Easter  ending  with  the  Ascension  of  Jesus. 

April  16.  The  evening  liturgy  was  attended  by  Mr.  Wright,11  one 
of  the  judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  Mr.  Jones,12  the  solicitor  general 
of  this  state,  and  other  lawyers,  all  on  their  way  to  Superior  Court  at 
Germanton. 

April  23.  Sunday.  The  English  preaching  was  attended  by  Mr. 
Jones,  the  solicitor  general  of  this  state,  Mr.  Murphy,13  and  other 
gentlemen,  who  are  returning  to  Raleigh  from  Superior  Court  in 
Germanton. 

This  afternoon  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  left  with  Mr.  Murphy  for 
Statesville  to  attend  the  Superior  Court  of  Iredell  County,  in  the  case 
concerning  the  land  in  the  Mulberry  Fields.  Mr.  Murphy  is  our  at- 
torney in  the  suit. 

Br.  Seidel  preached  in  German  beyond  Muddy  Creek.  Br.  Kluge 
preached  in  Germanton.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  English  in  Mr. 
East's  house. 

April  27.  Br.  Schober  returned  today  from  Statesville,  in  Iredell 
County.  The  case  was  not  finished  at  this  court,  but  was  referred  to 
the  next  Supreme  Court  in  Raleigh.

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April  29.  Captain  Forsyth14  came  from  Germanton  with  a  recently 
enlisted  volunteer  company  of  riflemen,  who  will  soon  go  to  New  Bern 
and  from  there  to  New  Orleans.  The  captain  wished  to  give  his 
company  the  pleasure  of  seeing  our  town,  and  at  the  same  time  show 
us  their  new  uniforms  and  military  drill.  They  marched  into  town  in 
military  order,  with  trumpet  and  fife,  and  paraded  and  drilled  in 
the  Square  in  front  of  the  Boarding  School. 

April  30.  Sunday.  Our  dear  widows  observed  their  covenant  day. 

The  riflemen  have  camped  near  the  town,  by  the  Wach.  Last  evening 
their  officers  let  it  be  known  that  their  men  wished  to  attend  preaching 
today,  and  asked  that  the  service  might  be  held  in  English.  When 
the  bell  rang  at  ten  o'clock  for  preaching  the  company  marched  from 
the  tavern  to  the  church.  The  officers  and  several  other  visiting  gen- 
tlemen were  given  seats  on  the  ministers'  bench.  The  soldiers  were 
placed  on  the  first  five  benches  in  the  church. 

After  singing:  Come  sinners  to  the  gospel  feast,  accompanied  by 
the  organ  and  the  trombones,  Br.  Reichel  spoke  on  the  great  love  of 
Jesus  for  us  poor  lost  sinners.  The  soldiers  were  very  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  most  of  them  listened  with  reverence  and  attention. 

After  the  service  they  marched  to  the  tavern  in  the  same  military 
order.  In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  they  paraded  and  drilled 
in  the  Square  in  front  of  the  Gemein  Haus.  Then  their  officers  and 
under-ofncers  were  shown  through  the  Sisters  House  and  the  Boarding 
School.  The  entire  company  was  then  entertained  in  the  church  with 
sacred  music,  which  they  enjoyed;  and  most  of  them  attended  the 
evening  meeting. 

May  1.  The  company  of  riflemen  paraded  and  drilled  on  the  Square; 
and  as  they  left  they  fired  three  rounds  with  their  guns,  one  in  front 
of  the  Sisters  House,  one  before  the  Boarding  School,  and  one  at  the 
Gemein  Haus ;  then  they  departed  for  Germanton,  content  and  thankful 
for  all  that  they  had  seen,  heard,  and  enjoyed.  Many  of  our  members 
provided  them  with  food  and  drink  while  they  were  here.  Many  de- 
clared that  they  would  never  forget  Salem.  The  officers  also  expressed 
their  thanks,  especially  the  captain,  Mr.  Forsyth;  Colonel  Murfree, 
who  served  under  General  Washington  and  is  instructing  these  young 
recruits  and  supervising  their  drill;  and  Major  Cloud,  the  sheriff  of 
our  county,  who  was  most  helpful  in  their  parades  and  drills.  Every- 
body was  surprised  at  the  progress  they  had  made  under  this  instruc- 
tion. From  our  hearts  we  hope  that  their  service  may  never  be  needed 
for  the  good  of  our  land,  and  that  God  may  preserve  our  honorable

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peace.  On  this  account  we  saw  with  much  joy  and  gratitude  in  the 
newspaper  that  the  differences  between  the  United  States  and  England 
have  been  adjusted,  and  that  the  President  has  issued  a  proclamation, 
dated  April  19,  announcing  that  on  June  10  the  Embargo  will  be  lifted 
as  regards  England,  and  intercourse  and  trade  with  that  country  and 
its  colonies  will  again  be  opened. 

May  Jf.  The  Single  Sisters  observed  their  covenant  day.  Br.  Pfohl 
preached  at  Joh.  Jacob  Sponhauer's.  Br.  Seidel,  accompanied  by  the 
single  Br.  Yogler,  went  to  visit  Pastor  Storch. 

May  7.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  in  Friedland.  In  Hope  the 
Negroes  had  their  monthly  meeting.   Br.  Seidel  preached  in  Salisbury. 

May  8.  Br.  Strohle  visited  the  families  of  our  members  and  friends 
who  live  on  the  Yadkin.  He  preached  in  Br.  Joseph  Boner's  house, 
and  baptized  the  child  of  a  neighbor. 

May  9.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  a  hard  rain. 

May  11.  Thursday.  The  Ascension  of  our  Lord  was  remembered  in 
Salem  in  services  at  nine  o'clock  and  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

May  13.  In  the  lovefeast  for  communicants  it  was  announced  that 
because  of  advancing  age  and  increasing  weakness  Br.  Johann  Heinrich 
Herbst  had  asked  to  be  relieved  from  his  office  of  curator  of  the  Single 
Sisters,  and  that  the  Sisters  had  chosen  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser  to  succeed 
him. 

Br.  Seidel  returned  from  his  visit  to  Pastor  Storch,  and  gave  the 
following  account  of  his  trip. 

"Among  the  persons  whom  I  learned  to  know  in  and  around  Salis- 
bury I  mention  the  Presbyterian  preacher,  Mr.  Brown,  who  was  very 
friendly,  and  more  particularly  Mr.  Storch,  an  Evangelical  Lutheran 
preacher,  who  has  been  in  America  for  twenty-one  years. 

"He  studied  in  Helmstadt,  and  was  one  of  the  preachers  sent  to 
North  Carolina  by  the  Consistory  of  Hanover  at  the  request  of  the 
now  departed  Pastor  Nussman.  Under  a  special  commission  from  the 
Duke  of  Braunsweig,  the  well-known  Abbot  Velthusen  ordained  him 
expressly  for  the  service  of  the  Gospel  in  North  Carolina;  at  the  same 
time  a  definite  promise  was  given  to  him  that  he  could  count  on  a  posi- 
tion in  the  fatherland  if  he  did  not  like  it  in  America  and  returned 
to  Germany. 

"The  humility  of  this  dear  man  was  apparent  in  his  speech,  and 
quickly  drew  us  together  in  hearty  love,  so  that  the  days  which  I  spent 
in  his  house  were  pleasant  to  my  heart. 
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"At  his  request  I  preached  on  Sunday,  Rogate,  in  the  so-called 
Irish  Settlement  Church;  and  on  Ascension  Day  in  his  chief  church, 
called  the  Organ  Church.  The  latter  is  a  stone,  two-story,  huilding, 
nicely  finished  inside  and  painted  white,  and  it  is  without  doubt  the 
best  Lutheran  church  in  North  Carolina. 

"Although  it  could  not  have  been  known  that  a  visiting  preacher 
would  be  there,  between  three  and  four  hundred  persons  were  present 
in  each  church.  The  quiet  and  good  order  and  the  sweet  singing  were 
the  more  agreeable  because  in  this  land  one  so  seldom  finds  as  well 
organized  a  congregation.  The  reverence  of  all  those  who  were  there 
and  their  good  attention  convinced  me  that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
has  not  been  preached  in  vain. 

"When  I  spoke  of  this  to  Mr.  Storch  he  told  me  that  our  Lord  has 
many  souls  in  his  congregations,  and  that  this  has  been  his  greatest 
encouragement  in  continuing  from  year  to  year  to  carry  out  his  com- 
mission and  in  all  simplicity  to  proclaim  the  Crucified  Saviour.  'And 
this',  he  added,  'I  know  from  my  own  experience  to  be  the  only  thing 
that  will  powerfully  affect  the  hearts  of  poor  men/  For  a  considerable 
time  many  of  his  church-children  have  been  holding  group  meetings, 
in  which  together  they  sing  and  read  the  Bible  to  edify  and  encourage 
each  other. 

"The  field  which  Mr.  Storch  serves  is  truly  large.  Three  congrega- 
tions he  serves  regularly,  namely  the  two  already  mentioned  and  a 
third  on  Buffalo  Creek.  But  in  addition  he  often  preaches  in  Reformed 
churches  in  the  neighborhood,  especially  at  funerals.  Many  of  the 
Reformed  members  have  their  children  confirmed  by  him,  as  they 
have  no  pastors  at  present.  The  number  of  those  in  his  three  congrega- 
tions who  have  been  confirmed  is  now  between  seventy  and  eighty.  ~No 
one  is  accepted  by  him  into  these  classes  who  cannot  read  and  under- 
stand German,  which  is  not  difficult  because  the  Germans  in  this 
neighborhood  insist  on  good  schools. 

"Pastor  Storch  is  often  feeble,  and  has  much  trouble  with  his  eyes, 
so  he  longs  for  associate  preachers,  of  the  same  mind  as  himself.  At 
present  he  sees  no  prospect  of  securing  such,  though  there  would  be 
work  enough  for  two.  Love  for  his  congregations  has  hitherto  held 
him  to  his  first  charge,  although  advantageous  proposals  have  come 
to  him  from  Maryland  and  South  Carolina. 

"In  addition  to  Mr.  Storch  I  have  learned  to  know  a  schoolmaster 
named  Ruckert,  who  has  been  authorized  by  the  Evangelical  Ministerium 
to  make  addresses  and  hold  funeral  services  here  and  there.  He  is  a 
truly  awakened  man,  who  loves  the  Saviour  heartily,  and  he  assured 
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me  that  lie  considered  it  a  privilege  to  tell  others  what  the  Saviour 
had  done  for  his  soul." 

May  14.  Br.  Strohle  yesterday  went  from  Hope  to  Deep  Creek  in 
Surry  County,  and  preached  in  the  home  of  Br.  Friedrich  Lang. 

In  Huntsville,  near  the  Yadkin,  many  have  expressed  a  wish  that 
Br.  Strohle  would  preach  for  them  also. 

May  15.  In  Friedland  the  single  women  and  older  girls  celebrated 
their  Choir  festival,  with  a  morning  blessing,  lovefeast,  and  address 
to  their  Choir. 

May  21.  On  Whit  Sunday  all  our  congregations  remembered  with 
gratitude  and  joy  the  out-pouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  Apostles. 
Br.  Kluge  preached  the  monthly  German  sermon  at  Germanton. 

May  27.  Today  there  was  the  formal  close  of  the  Examinations 
which  have  been  held  in  the  Boarding  School  and  day  school  classes 
during  the  past  week.  The  exercises  have  been  attended  by  members 
of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  parents  of  the  girls,  and  many  Brethren 
and  Sisters.  Also  present  were  General  Davie,  General  Wellborn,  and 
other  parents  and  relatives  of  our  out-of-town  boarding  pupils.  All 
noted  with  pleasure  the  progress  made  by  the  pupils.  General  Davie 
said,  among  other  things:  "It  is  almost  too  beautiful  to  see  so  many 
children  together,"  adding :  "It  reminds  me  of  the  word  of  our  Saviour, 
'Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven'." 

May  29.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Single  Brethren  and  boys  it  was  an- 
nounced that  their  pfleger,  Br.  Seidel,  had  received  a  call  to  become 
inspector  of  the  Paedagogium  at  Nazareth,  and  that  he  had  accepted. 

June  2.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  monthly  preaching  at  Johann  Jacob 
Sponhauer's  above  Bethania. 

June  Jf..  Br.  Seidel  preached  in  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek,  and  took  leave  of  this  congregation  which  he  has  served  monthly 
with  the  gospel  for  a  year  and  a  half. 

June  6.  Mr.  Bloomfield,  who  lives  on  the  Tombigbee  River  in  the 
Mississippi  Territory,  brought  us  letters  from  our  Brn.  Petersen  and 
Burkhardt  on  Flint  River,  and  also  their  diary  from  November,  1807, 
to  May,  1809.  He  had  been  for  a  while  at  the  Creek  agency,  and  could 
give  us  verbal  report  of  their  situation. 

June  12.  In  Hope  the  unmarried  women  and  older  girls  observed 
their  Covenant  Day,  for  which  they  had  been  prepared  by  Sr.  Krieger. 
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June  IS.  This  afternoon  we  had  a  very  severe  storm,  with  heavy 
rain  and  hail.  Some  of  the  stones  were  as  large  as  hickory  nuts  or 
walnuts.  Many  windowpanes  on  the  north  side  of  houses  were  broken, 
and  much  damage  was  done  in  field,  garden,  and  orchard. 

June  16.  The  Brn.  and  Srs.  Rude  and  Buchholz  attended  the  Con- 
ference of  Country  Ministers  this  morning. 

Mr.  Anthony  Walk,  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  was  here  for  several  days, 
and  took  his  sister,  Mary  Walk,  back  with  him  for  a  visit. 

June  18.  Sunday.  In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Reichel  spoke  on  the 
Text  for  the  day.  He  also  referred  to  the  memorial  day  yesterday, 
the  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Herrnhut  eighty-seven  years  ago. 

June  20.  At  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  our  dear  Br.  Reichel 
left  for  a  visit  in  our  Pennsylvania  congregations,  accompanying  Br. 
and  Sr.  Seidel,  who  have  been  called  to  Nazareth.  With  them  went 
the  single  Br.  John  Vogler,  who  will  drive  the  horses;  and  the  boy 
Carl  Friedrich  Leinbach,  of  Bethania,  who  will  remain  in  Pennsyl- 
vania.   Several  Brethren  accompanied  them  as  far  as  Germanton. 

The  single  man,  Jacob  Fetter,  severed  his  connection  with  our  con- 
gregation and  left  Salem. 

June  2Jf.  Our  little  boys  had  their  covenant  day. 

June  25.  Br.  Strohle,  of  Hope,  held  a  service  in  the  house  of  Br. 
and  Sr.  Martin  Hohns,  and  baptized  the  child  of  a  neighbor. 

June  28.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  a  storm, 
which  cooled  the  air  a  little.  For  some  time  the  thermometer  has  stood 
almost  constantly  at  96°. 

We  were  grieved  that  the  older  girl  Maria  Kuschke  left  the  congrega- 
tion and  the  town. 

June  30.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month  the  heat  was  modified  by 
many  showers.  A  number  of  our  members  had  attacks  of  the  epidemic 
diarrhea,  which  was  severe  but  did  not  last  long. 

July  1.  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  went  with  Br.  John  Holland,  Sr.,  and 
Mr.  Waters,  to  Raleigh,  on  business  connected  with  the  suit  about 
the  Mulberry  Fields. 

Br.  Stotz  held  the  singstunde. 

July  2.  Sunday.  Br.  Benzien  prayed  the  church  litany  with  the 
congregation.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  in  German.  In  a  meeting 
of  the  older  girls  Br.  Benzien  spoke  of  the  distressing  things  which 
had  happened  in  their  Choir,  and  urged  them  to  seek  the  grace  of  open- 
heartedness.   In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  Nachrichten  were  read  in 
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a  members'  meeting.  Immediately  thereafter  there  was  a  meeting 
of  communicants,  in  which  the  approaching  Communion  was  an- 
nounced.   Then  he  confirmed  the  youth,  Joh.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt. 

By  today's  post  we  finally  received  letters  and  packages  which  left 
Europe  in  July,  1808,  which  we  had  considered  lost. 

July  3.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  held  the  children's  hour  in  English.  In 
the  evening  Br.  Benzien  read  from  Br.  Risler's  Erzahlungen  aus  der 
neuern  Bruder  Geschichte. 

July  J/..  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  rain. 

July  6.  Br.  Heinze  held  the  liturgy  for  the  children.  In  the  evening 
Br.  Benzien  sang  Liturgy  'No.  2  with  the  communicants,  and  spoke 
of  the  martyrdom  of  John  Hus  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  years  ago. 

July  7.  Several  members  of  Congress,  returning  from  Washington, 
stopped  here  on  their  way  to  Georgia  and  South  Carolina.  In  the 
evening  they  attended  the  Passion  Liturgy,  which  Br.  Stotz  held. 

July  8.  The  Choir  of  boys  closed  their  Choir  year  in  an  evening 
meeting. 

At  the  Communion  lovefeast  at  six  o'clock  Br.  Benzien  read  extracts 
from  the  letters  recently  received  from  Europe.  On  November  8,  last 
year,  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  wrote  concerning  the  great  need  of 
certain  German  congregations,  and  commended  them  to  our  affectionate 
sympathy.  It  was  announced  that  during  the  next  days  the  leaders 
of  the  various  Choirs  would  take  up  a  collection  for  these  sufferers, 
and  active  sympathy  was  recommended. 

At  eight  o'clock  the  Lord's  Supper  was  held,  and  the  boy  Thomas 
Wohlfahrt  partook  for  the  first  time.  The  Single  Br.  Johannes 
Nathanael  Todd  looked  on  for  the  first  time  as  a  candidate. 

Pastor  Storch  made  a  short,  friendly,  visit  here. 

July  9.  Br.  Benzien  held  the  post  Communion;  Br.  Stotz  the  Com- 
munion liturgy;  and  at  ten  o'clock  Br.  Steiner  preached  in  German. 

Our  youths  and  boys  celebrated  their  covenant  day,  with  a  festal 
morning  blessing,  a  sermon,  and  a  lovefeast;  and  in  the  evening  the 
congregation  sang  verses  of  blessing  for  these  Choirs  throughout  the 
Unity  of  Brethren. 

Br.  Kluge  preached  in  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy  Creek. 

July  10.  In  the  evening  Br.  Benzien  read  from  Br.  Risler's  history. 

July  11.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  storm,  with  high  wind,  hard 
rain,  and  hail.    It  did  much  damage  in  the  fields  and  gardens. 
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In  the  evening  the  members  of  the  association  for  Hourly  Interces- 
sion gathered  for  their  quarterly  change  of  turns;  then  they  had  the 
Anbeten. 

July  12.  The  Single  Brethren  and  Single  Sisters  had  their  Choir 
liturgies.  Otherwise  there  was  no  service  because  of  the  rain,  of  which 
there  is  much  these  days. 

July  Ik.  In  the  morning  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  met. 
In  the  evening  Br.  Benzien  read  from  Count  Zinzendorf's  Thoughts 
concerning  Prayer  and  Intercession. 

July  16.  In  the  morning  Br.  Benzien  prayed  the  litany  with  the 
congregation  and  Br.  Gotthold  Reichel  preached  in  English.  In  the 
afternoon  the  children's  hour  was  held  in  German.  Br.  Benzien  read 
a  report  from  the  Preachers'  Conference  in  1806. 

Today  we  were  happy  to  receive  a  letter  from  Pastor  Paul  Hinkel, 
of  New  Market,  Virginia,  in  which  he  said  that  our  Br.  Reichel  and 
his  party  reached  there  in  the  morning  of  the  29th  of  last  month.  At 
the  invitation  of  Pastor  Hinkel  and  his  wife  they  spent  the  rest  of  the 
day  there,  and  in  the  evening  the  Brethren  Reichel  and  Seidel  preached 
in  his  church  in  the  English  and  German  languages. 

Br.  Kluge  held  the  monthly  German  preaching  in  Germanton. 

J idy  17.  Br.  Schober  and  his  party  returned  from  the  Supreme 
Court  in  Raleigh.  The  suit  concerning  the  Mulberry  Fields  was  not 
concluded. 

Br.  Gotthold  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour  in  English.  In  the 
evening  Br.  Benzien  read  from  Br.  Risler's  history. 

The  single  Benigna  Christmann  left  the  congregation  today  to  marry 
Jacob  Fetter,  who  came  to  take  her  away. 

July  18.  A  young  man,  Mr.  Edward  Page,  spent  several  days  here. 
Two  years  ago  he  came  from  England,  with  the  intention  of  proclaim- 
ing the  gospel  to  the  heathen.  He  has  been  in  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
learned  to  know  some  of  the  Brethren,  and  received  a  good  impression 
of  the  Unity  so  that  he  would  like  a  position  in  one  of  our  mission 
stations.  He  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  Indians,  and  wrote  from 
here  to  Mr.  Gideon  Blackburn,  in  Maryville,  Tennessee,  to  see  whether 
he  could  get  a  place  as  school-teacher  among  the  Cherokees.  He  seems 
to  have  a  true  and  humble  heart,  and  a  real  desire  to  spread  the  king- 
dom of  Jesus  among  the  heathen. 

July  19.  In  the  evening  there  was  reading  from  the  historical  books 
of  the  Old  Testament. 
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July  20.  Br.  Benzien  held  the  liturgy  for  communicants. 
July  21.  Br.  Stotz  sang  the  Passion  Liturgy  No.  31  with  the  con- 
gregation. 

July  22.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  singstunde. 

July  23.  Sunday.  On  our  Unity  Day  there  were  meetings  in  the 
morning  and  afternoon,  in  which  memoirs  were  read  of  members  who 
had  departed  in  Bethlehem.  Br.  Benzien  preached  in  German  on  the 
gospel  for  the  day.  In  the  evening  at  eight  o'clock  there  was  gemein- 
stuhde. 

July  2U.  Br.  Gotthold  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour  in  English. 
The  evening  reading  was  from  Br.  Risler's  history. 

July  25.  There  was  a  liturgy  for  the  association  for  Hourly  Inter- 
cession. 

July  26.  The  reading  was  from  the  Auszug  der  historischen  Biicher 
des  alten  Testament.  The  Single  Sisters  and  the  Single  Brethren  had 
their  Choir  liturgies. 

July  27.  Br.  Gotthold  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour.  The  eve- 
ning meeting  was  omitted  because  of  a  storm. 

July  28.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  children's  hour  in  German. 

In  the  evening  we  had  a  severe  storm,  with  hard  rain  and  hail  and 
heavy  thunder.  Lightning  struck  a  tree  near  the  house  of  our  Br. 
Christ.  This  rain  brought  the  highest  water  we  have  had  in  a  number 
of  years.  The  storm  was  particularly  bad  in  Friedland,  where  the 
rain  and  hail  did  much  damage.  The  oldest  inhabitants  did  not 
remember  so  severe  a  storm. 

July  29.  Br.  Stotz  led  the  singstunde. 

July  30.  Sunday.  Br.  Stotz  prayed  the  church  litany  with  the  con- 
gregation. Br.  Benzien  preached  in  German.  In  the  children's  hour 
in  the  afternoon,  Br.  Benzien  baptized  the  child  of  the  Negro  members, 
Peter  and  Christine  Oliver. 

Br.  Steiner  kept  the  reading  meeting;  and  Br.  Benzien  led  the  con- 
gregation in  singing  Liturgy  No.  18. 

July  31.  Br.  G.  B.  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour  in  English.  In 
the  evening  Br.  Benzien  read  from  Br.  Risler's  history  of  the  Brethren. 

Aug.  2.  A  company  of  militia,  belonging  to  Captain  Murphy's  mili- 
tary school,  held  their  drill  in  Salem  today. 

Aug.  5.  The  singstunde  was  omitted  because  of  a  severe  storm. 

Br.  Stohle  preached  in  German  in  the  house  of  the  widowed  Sr. 
Buttner.  The  meeting  had  been  announced  in  advance,  and  fairly 
many  attended. 
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Aug.  6.  Sunday.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  in  the  church  at 
Leonard's,  not  far  from  Lexington. 

Aug.  7.  The  Single  Brethren  were  informed  that  Br.  Magnus  Hulthin, 
their  vorsteher,  had  been  called  to  serve  also  as  their  pfleger ;  and  that 
Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  would  be  associate  pfleger. 

Aug.  10.  The  annual  election  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  state  was  held  in  Salem  for  the  residents  of  this  district. 

Aug.  12.  Saturday.  Friedberg,  Friedland,  and  Hope  celebrated  the 
Thirteenth  of  August  festival  today. 

Aug.  13.  This  important  festal  day  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  was 
observed  in  Salem,  Bethabara,  and  Bethania. 

In  Friedland  the  children's  festival  was  combined  with  the  other 
anniversary,  fifty-five  children  being  present. 

Aug.  17.  In  Salem  the  little  girls  observed  their  Choir  festival. 
At  the  first  service  Br.  Benzien  reminded  them  of  the  origin  of  this 
festival,  eighty-two  years  ago,  and  wished  for  them  the  grace  that  the 
little  girls  received  in  1727.  At  ten  o'clock  there  was  a  sermon  for 
children,  and  during  that  service  the  little  boys  sang  verses  of  blessing 
for  the  little  girls.  The  festal  lovefeast  was  held  at  two  o'clock,  and 
was  followed  by  the  Anbeten.  The  wet  weather  of  the  afternoon 
interfered  with  certain  pleasures  which  had  been  promised  to  the  chil- 
dren; but  in  the  early  evening,  in  the  Boarding  School,  they  sang  their 
praises,  accompanied  by  several  wind  instruments.  Rachel  Clark, 
a  former  boarding  pupil,  came  the  previous  day  on  a  visit,  and  shared 
in  their  festal  joy. 

Aug.  25.  Mr.  Bloomfield  was  here  on  his  way  back  to  the  Tombigbee 
in  Mississippi  Territory.  We  accepted  his  offer  to  take  letters  and 
other  things  to  our  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burkhardt. 

Aug.  26.  The  congregation  of  Hope  celebrated  its  congregation  an- 
niversary today,  combining  with  it  the  annual  festal  day  of  their 
children. 

Aug.  27.  In  a  meeting  of  the  congregation  Br.  Benzien  brought  to 
remembrance  the  beginning  of  the  Hourly  Intercession  eighty-two 
years  ago. 

At  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  we  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming 
Br.  and  Sr.  Reichel,  the  Single  Sister  Sally  Fetter,  the  older  girl 
Maria  Fetter,  and  Br.  John  Yogler,  after  their  successful  journey  from 
Pennsylvania. 

In  Friedland  this  afternoon  there  was  doctrinal  instruction  in  Br. 
Conrad  Krohn's  house. 
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Aug.  29.  The  Single  Brethren  observed  the  covenant  day  of  their 
Choir. 

Sept.  3.  Sunday.  The  congregation  of  Friedland  celebrated  its  con- 
gregation festival. 

In  Hope,  in  addition  to  the  regular  services,  there  was  the  monthly 
meeting  for  Negroes. 

Br.  Kluge  held  the  monthly  preaching  in  the  church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek. 

Sept.  J+.  Sr.  Salome  Fetter,  who  came  from  Lititz  to  take  the  place 
of  Sr.  Sophia  Dorothea  Reichel  in  our  Boarding  School,  was  installed 
today  in  the  First  Boom. 

Sept.  7.  The  married  people  observed  their  covenant  day. 

Sept.  8.  Many  visitors  attended  the  evening  meeting,  so  instead  of 
reading  there  was  a  singstunde. 

Sept.  10.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  monthly  German  preaching  at  Ger- 
manton. 

Sept.  16.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  the  Conference  of  Country 
Ministers,  and  the  Heifer  Conferenz  of  Salem,  observed  the  covenant 
day  of  the  ordained  servants  of  the  Unity  in  the  usual  manner. 

Sept.  20.  Because  of  the  many  visitors  there  was  a  singstunde  in- 
stead of  Bible  reading. 

Sept.  26.   Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  held  the  singstunde  for  the  first  time. 

Sept.  27.  Pastor  Hinkel,  of  New  Market,  Virginia,  who  has  been 
visiting  in  the  neighborhood  for  some  time,  preached  today  in  the 
Friedland  settlement  on  Br.  George  Lagenauer's  plantation. 

Sept.  29.  We  remembered  with  thankful  joy  the  service  of  the  holy 
angels,  which  believers  and  especially  children  receive. 

The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  serve 
among  the  children  shared  the  Cup  of  Covenant. 

Oct.  6.  Br.  Jacob  Loesch,  of  Bethania,  and  his  son  Heinrich  Jacob, 
left  today  with  an  organ  which  Br.  Loesch  has  made.  It  has  been  bought 
by  Pastor  Storch,  and  will  be  set  up  in  his  house  near  Salisbury. 

In  Hope  the  married  people  observed  their  covenant  day. 

Oct.  8.  Many  visitors  attended  the  gemeinstunde. 

In  Hope  the  unmarried  men  and  boys  observed  their  covenant  day. 

Oct.  llf.  The  married  people  of  Friedland  observed  their  Choir 
Festival.

Oct.  15.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  in  Leonhard's  Church,  eighteen 
miles  from  here,  near  Lexington. 

Oct.  31.  In  the  meeting  of  the  association  for  Hourly  Intercession 
it  was  announced  with  thanks  to  our  Lord  that  the  single  Br.  Johann 
Christian  Wilhelm  Fries,  from  Herrnhut,  had  arrived  in  good  health 
after  a  very  pleasant  journey  by  land  and  sea.  He  has  come  with  the 
approval  and  recommendation  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference.  It 
was  wished  for  him  that  the  Saviour  would  bless  his  coming  to  our 
congregation,  and  that  his  residence  among  us  might  be  good  for  him, 
soul  and  body. 

Today,  three  Cherokee  Indians  from  Highwassee  Garrison  passed 
on  their  way  to  Washington.  They  were  shown  through  the  Boarding 
School,  to  their  great  delight.  They  had  recommendations  from 
Colonel  Meigs  and  other  gentlemen. 

Nov.  1.  In  blessed  remembrance  of  the  church  which  is  above,  our 
fellowship  with  them,  and  the  hope  that  through  grace  we  may  some 
day  join  them,  we  sang  the  Hymn  of  the  Church  Triumphant,  No.  64. 
The  same  was  done  in  Bethabara  and  Bethania. 

Nov.  10.  The  evening  meeting  was  attended  by  many  visitors, 
among  them  a  number  of  those  who  on  every  fourth  Friday  and  Satur- 
day have  their  military  drill  here  under  Colonel  Murphy.  The  colonel 
also  was  present. 

Nov.  11.  Several  days  were  spent  here  by  Dr.  Smelt,  of  Augusta, 
Georgia,  a  representative  in  Washington,  who  was  on  his  way  to 
Congress ;  and  by  Dr.  Couzin,  of  the  Federal  City,  to  whose  oversight 
the  government  has  committed  the  post  on  the  great  road  leading  from 
Washington  to  New  Orleans.  Dr.  Couzin  was  on  his  way  to  Athens 
on  business  for  the  post.  Dr.  Smelt  is  beloved  in  his  neighborhood, 
and  is  known  and  honored  for  his  writings.  His  wife  is  a  relative 
of  our  Sr.  Kramsch;  her  parents  belonged  to  the  congregation  in  New 
York. 

Dr.  Couzin  was  asked  by  us  to  request  the  postmaster-general,  Mr. 
Granger,  to  alter  the  great  post-road  from  Washington  to  New  Orleans, 
which  now  runs  nine  miles  from  our  town,  so  that  it  may  pass 
through  Salem.  He  was  not  unwilling  to  do  this,  but  gave  little  hope 
that  the  change  would  be  made  at  this  time. 

Nov.  13.  Salem  today  celebrated  its  congregation  anniversary  and 
also  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder. 

Nov.  16.  The  singstunde  was  attended  by  many  visitors,  among  them 
members  of  Congress  and  of  the  Assembly  of  this  state,  who  were  on 
their  way  to  Washington  and  to  Raleigh. 
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Nov.  19.  Sunday.  The  post-celebration  of  the  festival  of  the  Chief 
Elder  was  held  in  Hope. 

Nov.  23.  The  first  snow  of  the  winter  fell  today,  so  no  service  could 
be  held. 

Dec.  3.  As  we  entered  the  Advent  season  and  the  new  Church  Year 
we  brought  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  thanks  and  adoration  for  His 
coming  in  the  flesh. 

Dec.  10.  In  a  meeting  of  the  married  people  there  was  the  election 
of  a  member  of  Congregation  Council  to  succeed  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser, 
who  as  curator  of  the  Single  Sisters  has  become  a  member  of  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  and  of  Congregation  Council.  Br.  Friedrich 
Bolow  received  the  most  votes. 

Then  the  Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  masters  of 
the  businesses  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  congregation  and  Single 
Brothers  diaconies  had  a  lovefeast. 

In  Hope  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  to  discuss  certain 
repairs  needed  at  the  Gemein  Haus.  The  Gemein  Haus  at  Friedland 
was  also  re-covered. 

Dec.  13.  The  Single  Brethren  elected  a  new  member  of  Congrega- 
tion Council  to  take  the  place  of  Van  Zevilly.  Br.  Nathanael  Schober 
received  the  most  votes. 

Dec.  17.  It  was  announced  that  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  dis- 
cussed the  Congregation  Council  and  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  as  it  had 
been  seven  years  since  there  was  a  general  election  for  either.  Further, 
that  the  Lord  had  directed  that  the  Congregation  Council  should  stand, 
but  that  there  should  be  a  new  election  for  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 
The  rules  of  Synod  governing  such  an  election  were  read,  and  the  Breth- 
ren were  asked  to  give  their  best  judgment  to  the  selection  of  five 
Brethren  from  the  Married  Choir  and  two  from  the  Choir  of  Single 
Brethren,  and  were  given  until  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  prepare 
their  ballots. 

Dec.  21.  We  remembered  today  the  grace  which  the  apostle  Thomas 
enjoyed,  when  he  saw  the  Saviour  after  His  resurrection. 

Dec.  21+.  In  the  service  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  Br.  Benzien 
announced  that  the  Lord  had  approved  the  seven  Brethren  who  received 
the  largest  number  of  votes  in  the  recent  election  for  Aufseher  Col- 
legium, namely,  the  married  Brn.  Christian  Winkler,  Christopher  Yogler, 
Johannes  Leinbach,  Johann  Christoph  Reich,  and  Rudolph  Christ,  and 
the  Single  Brn.  Johannes  Yogler  and  Johann  Christian  Blum. 
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At  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  a  happy 
Christmas  lovefeast  with  the  little  children  and  their  mothers.  In  the 
evening  there  was  the  Christmas  lovefeast  for  the  congregation,  includ- 
ing the  older  children. 

In  Friedland  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  the  morning. 
In  the  evening  there  was  a  Christmas  service,  with  an  address,  the  read- 
ing of  the  Christmas  story,  and  prayer. 

At  Hope  in  the  evening  the  children  had  a  happy  Christmas  lovefeast. 

Dec.  25.  At  ten  o'clock  Br.  Reichel  preached  the  festal  sermon  in 
Salem.  In  Friedberg  and  Friedland  the  children  had  a  happy  lovefeast 
after  the  preaching  service. 

Dec.  26.  The  pupils  in  our  Boarding  School  and  the  little  girls  who 
attend  as  day  scholars  had  an  English  and  German  Christmas  dialogue, 
in  the  Saal  in  the  Gemein  Haus,  where  there  was  a  pretty  illumination. 
Yesterday  all  the  Sisters,  and  today  all  the  Brethren,  attended  this 
dialogue. 

Dec.  27.  Br.  Schumann  from  Bethania  and  the  single  Br.  Johann 
Friedrich  Holland  left  for  Flint  Kiver.  The  former  will  give  medical 
advice  to  our  Brethren  there,  and  the  latter  will  stay  two  or  three  months 
to  help  them. 

Among  the  friends  and  visitors  who  attended  our  Christmas  services 
were  Mr.  Mendenhall,  his  wife  and  daughter,  from  Guilford  County, 
and  Mr.  George  Waterson,  from  Lincoln  County,  this  state.  Also  a 
preacher  of  the  Congregationalists,  named  Philander  Blake,  from  the 
Missouri  in  upper  Louisiana.  The  latter  had  several  conversations 
with  the  Brn.  Reichel  and  Benzien,  informing  himself  concerning  our 
doctrine  and  organization.  For  fifteen  years  he  has  lived  in  Upper 
Louisiana,  not  far  from  St.  Louis,  below  the  junction  of  the  Missouri 
and  Mississippi.  He  was  sent  thither  from  Connecticut  as  a  missionary 
to  the  white  people,  most  of  whom  had  gone  from  the  New  England 
states.  At  present  he  has  three  congregations  of  the  Congregational 
Church.  (Note.  The  Congregationalists,  who  are  numerous  in  ~New 
England,  agree  in  doctrine  with  the  Presbyterians,  but  differ  in  their 
church  organization.)  A  few  years  ago  he  began  to  preach  to  the 
Indians,  through  an  interpreter.  At  present  there  is  much  eagerness 
in  Upper  Louisiana  to  extend  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  among  the 
heathen.  To  that  end  a  society  has  recently  been  formed,  under  the 
name:  St.  Louis  Missionary  Society.  The  purpose  of  the  society  is  to 
take  the  Gospel  to  the  Indian  nations  living  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
and  also  to  the  Chickasaws  and  Choctaws  on  the  east  side  of  the  river; 
to  teach  them  agriculture  and  manufacturing,  and  to  establish  a  school

in  which  young  Indians  can  be  trained  to  assist  in  teaching  and  in 
preaching  the  Gospel  to  their  people.  The  society  has  already  secured 
six  young  white  men,  each  of  whom  will  learn  a  different  Indian  lan- 
guage, so  that  they  may  be  able  to  translate  the  Bible  and  proclaim 
the  Gospel.  The  society  will  not  confine  itself  to  any  one  denomination 
in  selecting  its  missionaries,  but  true  followers  of  Jesus  in  any  denomina- 
tion who  will  dedicate  themselves  to  this  work  will  be  acceptable. 

Mr.  Blake  was  commissioned  to  secure  members  and  contributions  in 
all  the  states  in  the  Union.  He  plans  to  spend  the  winter  in  the 
southern  states,  and  the  summer  in  the  northern,  and  thinks  that  his 
trip  will  take  a  year.  When  he  learned  that  the  Brethren  have  mission- 
aries to  support  he  decided  not  to  ask  gifts  in  our  town,  though  he  was 
given  permission  to  do  it  if  he  chose.  He  said  a  number  of  times  that 
he  had  not  expected  to  find  such  a  town  in  this  neighborhood. 

Dec.  31.  In  the  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  our  children  who  attend 
school  and  the  younger  boarding  pupils  closed  the  year  with  a  love- 
feast.  At  eight  o'clock  the  congregation  had  a  lovefeast,  in  which 
Br.  Beichel  mentioned  the  personal  changes  which  had  taken  place  during 
the  year.  At  ten  o'clock,  in  a  members'  meeting,  the  Memorabilia  of 
the  congregations  of  the  Brethren  in  Wachovia  for  1809  was  read.  At 
half  past  eleven  Br.  Benzien  held  the  service  for  the  close  of  the 
year,  which  was  attended  by  many  visitors. 

In  Friedland  the  closing  meeting  of  the  year  was  held  in  the  evening 
at  seven  o'clock. 

In  Hope  there  was  a  lovefeast  at  nine  o'clock,  during  which  the 
Memorabilia  of  that  congregation  was  read.  At  ten  o'clock  the  Memora- 
bilia of  Wachovia  was  presented.  The  closing  meeting  was  at  half 
past  eleven  o'clock. 

[The  following  items  regarding  visitors  to  Salem  are  copied  from  a 
diary  kept  by  Mrs.  Kramsch,  who  was  Fremdendienerin,  charged  with 
looking  after  ladies  visiting  the  town.  The  diary  is  written  in  English 
and  is  reproduced  verbatim.] 

January,  1809.  On  Newyears  day  or  one  day  after  Mr.  Johnson  and 
Mr.  Quay  attended  the  dialogue  the  latter  took  his  daughter  home. 

February.    Mrs.  Nash  came  to  see  her  children. 

March.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Thorn  brought  a  Daughter  Eliza  to  School,  they 
were  very  much  pleased  with  everything  here,  &  attended  a  concert  in 
the  Brethren's  house. 

March  11.  5  Cherokee  Indians  were  here  on  their  way  to  Wash- 
ington. 
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April  12.  A  gentleman  from  Baltimore  was  here  by  whom  I  wrote  to 
Polly  Cox. 

29  &  30th.  Mr.  Forsyth's  Soldiers  were  here,  &  very  well  satisfied 
with  the  usage  in  this  place. 

May  2d.  Mrs.  Phinehas  &  Elis.  Thornton  were  here  on  their  visit  to 
the  Northern  States,  they  intend  to  pass  thro'  Bethlehem  &  Salem  back 
to  Camden  in  the  fall. 

In  this  month  was  a  widow  Gale  here,  she  passed  thro'  to  Tennessee, 
was  very  much  pleased,  (from  the  jN"orfleet  neighborhood.) 

May  27th,  was  the  school  examination  attended  by  General  Davie, 
Mr.  &  Mrs.  Latta,  Senr.,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Latta,  Junr.,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Wellborn. 
After  these  was  Mr.  Crawford  a  member  of  the  Senate  here. 

June.  A  Mr.  Bloomfield  brought  letters  from  the  Creek  Missionaries 
&  took  a  view  of  Salem. 

July  7.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Taylor  from  Columbia,  Mr.  Crawford  &  Dr. 
Bibb  were  here,  returning  from  Congress  they  were  very  much  delighted, 
&  attended  Priday  Liturgy. 

July  17.  These  days  a  Mr.  Edward  Page  was  here,  who  should  like  to 
live  in  Salem,  but  he  intends  to  go  to  the  Indians  to  teach  them. 

July  18.    Mrs.  JSTash  fetched  her  two  daughters  home. 
August  13th.    Mr.  Glover  was  here  with  his  2  daughters  from 
Charleston,  was  much  pleased  with  every  thing. 

19th.  Mr.  Adamson  Junr  &  Mr.  English,  with  both  their  wives  were 
here,  likewise  Amelia  Adamson. 

2Jf.  Mr.  Seth  Scarborough  was  here  several  days,  at  same  time  a 
company  of  Gentlemen  &  Ladies. 

25.  Mr.  Baldrick  with  his  family  arrived,  but  went  soon  to  Mr. 
Bagge's  to  stay  a  few  weeks. 

29th.  Mr.  Brevard  brought  his  daughter  to  School,  they  went  to 
meeting,  likewise  a  company  from  Charlotte,  who  brought  a  girl  to 
school. 

Sept.  3d.  Mr.  Salmons  from  Germantown  brought  their  daughter  to 
school. 

20  &  21.  Mr.  Philip  Porchee  &  his  Lady  &  Daughter,  both  named 
Catherine,  besides  a  small  daughter  Maryann  were  here,  they  live  near 
Charleston.  In  their  company  was  Mrs.  Rebecca  Cordes  &  her  daugh- 
ter Eliza.  They  were  very  much  delighted  with  every  thing  here.  I 
went  with  them  to  the  paper  mill. 
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Nov.  11.  Dr.  Smelt  from  Augusta  paid  us  a  visit  &  ate  supper  with 
us  &  was  very  much,  pleased  with  Salem. 

llfth.  A  Mrs.  Taylor  &  Mrs.  Robeson  with  their  company  passed 
thro'  from  Virginia  to  Georgia  &  were  much  delighted  with  every  thing 
they  saw. 

16th.  Mr.  Pannill  &  his  Lady  with  all  their  children  were  here  3  days, 
I  walked  with  them  about  &  went  in  the  coach  to  the  paper  mill  &  ate 
supper.  Mrs.  Pannill  will  come  again  for  she  not  satisfy  herself  with 
every  thing  she  saw,  she  went  2  evenings  to  meeting. 

Dec.  3d.  Mr.  Henry  &  Mrs.  Ella  Tunstall  from  Kentucky  were  here 
on  his  travels  for  his  health;  they  live  in  Kentucky.  She  gave  me  2 
feather  hyacinth  roots. 

Salem  Board  Minutes,  1809. 

Jan.  10.  (Aufseher  Collegium)  Br.  Friedrich  Meinung  asked  for  a 
conference  concerning  his  work  as  road-master.  His  main  purpose  was 
to  ask  the  Collegium  to  find  some  way  by  which  he  could  put  the  roads 
in  good  order,  as  the  contributions  are  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense. 

Jan.  11.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Br.  Below  has  accepted  the  proposal 
that  he  become  one  of  the  church  diener.15  Br.  Meinung  will  play  the 
organ  for  one  week  in  turn. 

Jan.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Sr.  Justine  Graff16  has  repeated  her 
request  to  be  allowed  to  move  into  the  Sisters  House.  Her  wish  is 
granted,  and  she  will  move  from  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Kuschke  into 
the  Sisters  House.  Because  of  ill  health  she  can  no  longer  support 
herself,  and  the  Salem  Sustentation  Fund  will  pay  for  her  noon  dinner, 
and  she  will  be  relieved  of  dues  to  the  congregation  and  Sisters  House 
diaconies. 

Jan.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  few  days  ago  Br.  Oehler  told  his  Choir 
pfleger  that  he  wished  to  move  away  from  Salem,  and  had  bought  a  lot 
on  the  Friedland  road,  not  far  from  Charles  Bagge. 

Br.  Samuel  Schulz  wishes  to  carry  on  the  shoemaker's  shop  in  the 
Brothers  House  in  Br.  Oehler's  place. 

Br.  John  Vogler,  for  lack  of  another  place,  has  been  carrying  on  his 
work  as  a  clockmaker  and  silversmith  at  the  home  of  his  uncle,  Christo- 
pher Yogler.  He  has  long  wished  to  move  his  shop  into  the  Brothers 
House,  and  place  for  that  will  be  available  since  Br.  Oehler  is  leaving.

18  Daughter  of  Bishop  Johann  Michael  Graff.   Special  help  was  given  in  view  of  her  father's 
valuable  service  to  the  church. 
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Jan.  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Vogler  agrees  to  leave  the  making 
and  repairing  of  wall-clocks  to  Br.  Eberhardt. 

Feb.  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  [After  a  discussion  of  the  financial  difficul- 
ties of  a  Brother.]  Conferenz  believes  that  it  will  have  to  be  satisfied 
for  the  present  with  this  promise,  for  because  of  the  political  situation 
in  which  America  finds  herself  all  trade  has  ceased  and  a  great  shortage 
of  money  is  felt. 

Feb.  6.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  In  a  letter  to  Br.  Benzien, 
Br.  Cunow  of  Bethlehem  reports  on  his  visit  to  "Washington,  where  he 
met  Colonel  Meigs  and  thanked  him  for  his  kindness  to  our  Brethren  and 
Sisters  in  Springplace.  Br.  Cunow  noticed  that  the  nearness  of  Mr. 
Vann  to  our  station,  and  his  kindness  to  our  missionaries,  had  made  an 
unfavorable  impression  upon  the  leaders  of  the  government,  as  Vann 
constantly  sets  himself  against  the  rules  laid  down  by  government  for 
the  Cherokee  nation.  The  secretary  of  war,  Mr.  Dearborn,  complained 
that  we  did  not  give  any  information  to  government  about  what  we  were 
doing,  citing  the  Quakers  as  an  example  of  the  opposite  custom.  We  do 
not  see  how  we  can  do  more  than  we  have  been  doing,  for  our  Brethren 
are  in  constant  touch  with  Colonel  Meigs,  the  agent  of  the  government, 
and  have  done  nothing  without  consulting  him ;  and  he  certainly  should 
know  that  our  friendship  with  Mr.  Vann  goes  no  further  than  a  quiet  and 
modest  demeanor  toward  him. 

Br.  Steiner  reported  that  one  of  our  representatives  in  Congress  had 
suggested  that  we  send  a  petition  to  Congress  asking  that  the  post  might 
come  and  leave  Salem  twice  each  week. 

Feb.  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  regard  to  the  sending  of  a  petition  to  the 
postmaster-general  the  Collegium  thinks  that  the  sooner  this  is  done 
the  better,  for  two  posts  each  week  would  be  very  good  for  the  town  and 
for  individuals. 

Feb.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  noted  that  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs 
Ganze  had  ruled  that  in  each  congregation,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year,  the  pastor  should  prepare  a  list  of  the  congregation  and  Society 
members  liable  for  militia  service;17  that  this  list  should  be  discussed 
with  the  local  Committee,  and  then  in  the  Conference  of  Country  Minis- 
ters ;  then  it  should  be  signed  by  the  pastor  and  given  to  the  captain  of 
the  militia  district.  The  Collegium  does  not  think  that  such  a  list  is 
really  necessary  for  Salem,  but  it  will  be  better  to  prepare  one  and  have 
it  ready  if  needed. 


17  The  list  was  to  inform  the  militia  captain  which  men  were  exempt  under  the  law  that 
freed  Moravian  members  from  personal  service. 
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Feb,  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  letter  from  Br.  Pfohl  was  read.  He 
stated  that  lie  had  been  obliged  to  give  certificates  of  membership  to  Br. 
J  oh.  Daniel  Sponhauer  and  Br.  J  acob  Sponhauer,  and  that  he  had  done 
this  with  the  approval  of  the  Bethania  Committee.  They  had  been  ordered 
to  attend  muster  on  the  18th,  where  those  who  were  to  march  from  this 
district  to  the  army  were  to  be  drawn  or  elected,  and  without  the  certifi- 
cates their  names  would  be  placed  on  the  list,  even  though  they  were  not 
present  in  person,  and  it  might  happen  that  their  names  would  be  drawn. 

Mr.  Mendenhall  wishes  to  place  a  fifteen-year-old  girl,  Lydia  Thorn- 
bury,  in  service  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Eberhardt,  so  that  she  may  attend  our 
school.  We  see  no  objection  to  this,  which  will  not  establish  a  prece- 
dent, for  there  are  few  well-to-do  parents  who  wish  to  place  their  daugh- 
ters in  service.  Br.  Steiner  is  willing  to  permit  her  to  attend  the  reading 
and  writing  classes  for  one  shilling  a  week. 

Bethabara  reports  that  the  Committee  there  has  presented  its  militia 
list  to  the  captain  of  the  district. 

March  21.  Next  winter  the  water-beeches  in  the  middle  of  the  Square 
shall  be  removed,  and  their  places  filled  with  poplars,  which  shall  be 
planted  to  edge  walks  across  the  Square. 

March  23.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  diener  who  prepare  the 
lovefeasts  want  a  linen  bag  for  straining  the  coffee ;  also  a  large  coffee- 
can,  two  or  three  tea-canisters,  and  several  teaspoons. 

April  10.  (H.  C.  f.  G.)  The  petition  sent  from  here  to  the  post- 
master in  Washington  has  not  received  a  favorable  reply. 

April  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  well-house  in  the  Square  is  beginning  to 
rot.  Instead  of  building  another  it  will  be  better  to  close  the  top  and 
put  a  small  roof  over  it. 

There  was  much  discussion  over  the  bad  condition  in  which  the  meat- 
market  is  kept. 

It  has  happened  often  that  visitors  try  to  play  on  our  organ  and 
injure  it  more  Or  less  because  they  have  not  the  slightest  idea  how  such 
an  instrument  should  be  handled.  Steps  of  some  kind  must  be  taken 
to  prevent  this. 

May  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  speaking  before  the  Single  Sisters 
covenant  day  Sr.  Anna  Elizabeth  Schulz18  stated  that  Joseph  Stock- 
burger  wished  to  marry  her,  and  that  she  was  not  opposed  to  the 
proposal,  only  she  did  not  wish  to  forfeit  membership  in  the  Unity 
through  this  step.  If  this  marriage  takes  place,  and  is  properly 
conducted,  and  in  future  she  continues  to  act  as  a  Sister,  the  Con- 

18  She  was  a  member  of  Bethania  congregation,  where  the  rules  regarding  marriage  had 
been  somewhat  relaxed.

ferenz  does  not  object,  and  she  may  be  considered  a  received  member  of 
the  Bethania  congregation.  In  similar  cases  this  has  been  permitted 
often  in  the  Pennsylvania  congregations  where  members  have  married 
persons  who  do  not  belong  to  us,  but  having  given  due  notice,  and 
having  received  the  consent  of  the  Conferenz,  they  have  not  been  cut  off 
from  the  congregation. 

May  18.  (H.  C.  f.  G.)  Br.  Benzien  reported  that  the  clothing  and 
other  things  wanted  by  the  Brn.  Burkhardt  and  Petersen,  weighing  one 
hundred  and  sixty  pounds,  have  been  shipped  by  way  of  Charleston  and 
Savannah. 

May  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  Much  butter  is  being  brought  into  town,  and 
we  think  the  price  can  be  reduced  to  ten  pence  per  pound. 

June  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Zaeslein  writes  from  Philadelphia  that 
under  certain  conditions  Bibles  and  New  Testaments  can  be  secured 
from  the  Bible  Society  for  Indians,  Negroes,  and  poor  white  people. 

June  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Nathanael  Schober  was  suggested  as  sec- 
retary of  the  Collegium,  but  he  cannot  serve  because  each  Tuesday  he 
must  make  up  the  post. 

June  llf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  present  dwelling  for  the  inspector  of 
the  Boarding  School  is  inconveniently  located,  and  Br.  Steiner  ex- 
pressed a  wish  that  he  could  live  elsewhere.  At  the  moment  no  other 
place  is  available. 

July  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  older  girl,  Polly  Kuschke,  has  left  the 
congregation  and  has  married  an  outsider,  named  Cooper,19  who  worked 
for  a  while  for  her  father. 

Our  friend,  Mr.  E.  Mendenhall,  would  like  permission  to  become  a 
resident  of  Salem,  as  he  likes  to  be  with  us,  and  agrees  with  us  in  doc- 
trine. His  wife  would  come  with  him,  but  would  continue  to  hold  with 
the  Methodists.  They  also  want  to  bring  two  of  their  Negroes  with 
them.  The  Collegium  would  like  to  accommodate  Mr.  Mendenhall,  but 
thinks  it  unwise,  on  account  of  his  wife's  position,  the  Negroes  he  wants 
to  bring,  and  the  fact  that  he  does  not  understand  the  language  in  which 
services  are  held  and  would  receive  little  good  from  them. 

July  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Eberhardt  will  be  relieved  from  charge 
of  the  fire-engines,  and  Br.  John  Yogler  will  succeed  him. 

Aug.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Schober  states  that  his  daughter  Jo- 
hanna Sophia  and  the  single  Br.  Vaniman  Zevily  do  not  wish  to  give  up 
each  other.    Much  as  he  regrets  the  situation  he  wishes  that  they  may 

19  James  Cooper.  He  and  his  wife  settled  in  Germanton.  Two  children  born  there  were  sent 
back  to  Salem  to  be  raised  and  educated.

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be  allowed  to  marry  in  orderly  fashion.  They  have  said  that  they  did 
not  wish  to  leave  the  congregation,  and  he  wishes  that  they  might  be 
considered  as  auswartige20  members. 

Aug.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Zevily  wishes  to  move  to  the  paper-mill, 
and  be  counted  an  auswartige  Brother.  Whether  he  can  be  so  called 
will  depend  on  circumstances. 

They  both,  and  her  father  also,  wish  that  the  banns  may  be  published 
and  the  wedding  take  place  in  a  meeting-hall  with  one  of  the  Brethren 
officiating,  but  this  cannot  yet  be  discussed. 

Aug.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Two  years  ago  the  Assembly  laid  a  tax  on 
houses  which  many  of  our  residents  find  oppressive.  It  was  suggested 
that  we  might  send  a  petition  to  the  next  Assembly  asking  that  it  be 
changed. 

Aug.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Zevily  has  turned  over  to  Br.  Hulthin 
the  cabinet  shop  in  the  Brothers  House,  and  has  gone  to  Salisbury  on 
business  for  two  or  three  weeks. 

Aug.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Concerning  the  matter  of  the  marriage  of 
the  single  Br.  Vaniman  Zevily  and  the  single  Sr.  Johanna  Sophia 
Schober,  after  carefully  considering  all  the  circumstances  the  Con- 
ferenz  believes, 

(1)  That  the  marriage  cannot  be  prevented. 

(2)  That  both  might  be  counted  auswartige  members. 

The  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  to  decide 
whether  it  is  necessary  to  try  the  lot. 

Aug.  31.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  discussed  the 
intended  marriage  of  Yaniman  Zevily  and  Hannah  Schober.  The  unani- 
mous decision  of  the  Collegium  was  that  if  this  marriage  took  place 
the  Boards  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
cannot  refuse  to  support  the  Collegium,  so  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  will 
be  told  that  Under  all  the  circumstances,  and  the  consequences  that  are 
to  be  feared,  the  Boards  can  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  marriage  of 
his  daughter  to  Vaniman  Zevily,  and  that  if  it  is  carried  out  they  can  not 
be  rated  as  auswartige  members  of  this  congregation,  but  it  will  be  un- 
derstood that  they  have  left  our  fellowship.21 

Aug.  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  letter  from  Br.  Forestier  was  read.  In  it 
we  learned  that  the  single  Br.  Ch.  Wilhelm  Fries,  of  Herrnhut,  plans 
to  come  here,  at  his  own  expense.    He  will  support  himself  as  a  cabinet-

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maker,  but  hopes  that  in  the  future  he  may  perhaps  be  able  to  serve  the 
Saviour  among  the  heathen. 

Sept.  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  Van  Zevily  has  moved  away  the  car- 
penter shop  is  without  a  master. 

Oct.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  letter  from  Bethlehem  announces  the 
arrival  of  Br.  Wilhelm  Fries  after  a  very  quick  voyage  of  five  weeks. 

The  wish  was  expressed  that  the  evening  schools  for  the  boys  and  for 
the  older  girls  might  begin  again.  Br.  Steiner  said  that  he  was  willing  to 
give  four  evenings  a  week  to  teaching  English  grammar,  geography,  and 
history  to  teachers  in  the  Boarding  School,  and  such  older  girls  as  give 
promise  of  being  competent  to  teach  in  the  future. 

Br.  Benzien  has  prepared  a  petition  for  the  Single  Sisters  to  send 
to  the  Assembly,  asking  that  their  Sisters  House  be  released  from  the 
house  tax.  Br.  Steiner  has  prepared  a  petition  to  be  signed  by  the  town 
residents  in  Stokes  County,  asking  for  a  reduction  of  the  house  tax. 

Oct.  19.  (Cong.  Council.)  The  accounts  were  presented  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  congregation  diaconie,  the  town  and  the 
meeting-hall  expense  accounts,  the  music  fund,  the  lovefeast  fund,  and 
the  waterworks.    Thanks  were  given  to  the  Lord  for  His  help. 

The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Aufseher  Collegium  have  decided 
that  it  will  be  well  to  have  more  lights  in  town.  Lanterns  will  be 
placed  in  front  of  the  Gemein  Haus,  before  the  Sisters  House  and  the 
Boarding  School,  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Square,  and  on  the  cross 
street  by  Br.  Below's. 

A  house  for  the  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  is  to  be  built  on 
the  vacant  lot  between  the  church  and  the  boys  school.  The  Boarding 
School  will  bear  the  expense. 

Oct.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  plan  for  the  house  to  be  built  for  the 
inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  was  presented  to  Conferenz  and 
approved.  The  house  will  be  48  feet  long  and  33  feet  wide,  one  story 
high,  built  of  brick.  There  will  be  a  9-foot  passageway  across  the 
middle,  with  a  living  room  and  bedroom  on  the  east  side,  and  a  living 
room  and  kitchen  on  the  west  side.  Under  the  west  rooms  there  will 
be  a  cellar,  reached  by  a  stairway  from  inside,  and  reached  also  from 
outside.    Another  room  can  be  arranged  under  the  roof. 

Oct.  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  wish  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  that  corn- 
huskings  be  held  in  the  daytime  is  not  practicable,  as  no  one  can  go  to 
help  at  that  time.  Since  they  must  be  held  at  night  our  boys  positively 
must  not  be  allowed  to  attend. 
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Nov.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Fries  has  begun  work  as  a  joiner  in  the 
Brothers  House. 

Nov.  14.  (Auf.  Col.)  So  far  as  possible  the  price  of  food  should  be 
kept  uniform,  and  Collegium  believes  that  the  present  price  of  two  shil- 
lings per  bushel  for  corn,  and  Sy2  to  4  dollars  per  hundred  pounds  for  hog 
meat  should  be  held. 

Br.  Vierling  gives  notice  that  a  certain  Mr.  Thomas  More,  of  Ruther- 
ford County,  N".  C,  is  under  his  care,  and  is  staying  at  the  home  of 
Br.  Yolz. 

Nov.  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Brn.  Stotz,  Hulthin,  and  Christ,  as  fire 
inspectors,  will  make  the  rounds  of  the  town  this  week. 

Dec.  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  fire  inspectors  report  that  there  is  danger 
from  the  bake-oven  which  Br.  Meinung  has  recently  built  in  his  yard. 
The  Collegium  will  instruct  him  to  dig  a  hole  in  the  ground  in  front  of 
the  oven ;  the  coals  to  be  emptied  into  this  hole  and  covered  with  a  stone 
slab. 

Dec.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Steiner  asks  permission  to  use  the 
Saal  in  the  Gemein  Haus  again  for  the  Christmas  putz  and  dialogue 
of  the  Boarding  School.    Permission  granted. 

Bethabara,  1809 

[The  Bethabara  diary  contains  only  a  schedule  of  services.  They 
follow  those  in  Salem,  and  need  not  be  repeated.] 

From  Bethabara  Memorabilia.  In  accordance  with  a  wish  of  the 
house-fathers,  our  congregation  festival  was  celebrated  on  November  17, 
instead  of  November  26,  and  with  it  was  combined  our  post  observance 
of  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder. 

During  this  year  we  lacked  Nachrichten,  so  on  week  days  instead  of 
the  historical  articles  we  read  from  the  Erz'dhlungen  aus  der  alten  und 
neuen  B  ruder geschichte;  and  instead  of  the  sermons  we  read  from  Count 
Zinzendorf's  Gedanken  uber  verschiedene  evangelischen  Wahrheiten. 

Through  the  continuing  and  renewed  warlike  conditions  in  Europe 
we  have  often  been  forced  to  think  of  the  critical  situation  of  this 
country,  the  inward  and  outward  needs  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and 
the  work  of  God  among  Christians  and  heathen  which  has  been  com- 
mitted to  it. 

Concerning  our  temporal  affairs:  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  short- 
age in  currency  has  seriously  hampered  trade  and  commerce.  Yet  in 
general  we  can  say,  to  the  glory  and  praise  of  our  good  Lord,  that  no 
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one  among  us  has  really  suffered  for  need  of  food  or  clothing.  Fields, 
orchards,  and  gardens  have  all  done  well.  We  also  have  much  reason  to 
praise  the  goodness  of  God  for  general  good  health,  and  for  protection 
from  harm  and  accident,  especially  during  the  severe  hail  storms. 

Bethania  Diary,  1809. 

[In  Bethania  also,  the  schedule  of  church  services  followed  the  famil- 
iar lines.    Other  extracts  translated.] 

Jan.  2.  In  the  evening  there  was  the  quarterly  exchange  among  the 
members  of  the  Hourly  Intercession. 

Jan.  3.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  Salem  to  the  formal  opening  of  the  Con- 
ferences of  this  year.  Sr.  Pfohl  could  not  attend  this  time  because 
her  youngest  daughter  has  taken  the  blue-cough  or  whooping  cough, 
which  was  epidemic  in  our  neighborhood  last  year  and  has  now  begun  to 
show  itself  in  our  town. 

J  an.  If..  This  afternoon  we  had  the  first  snow  of  the  winter  which  lay 
on  the  ground. 

J  an.  9.  It  snowed  all  day,  and  melted  the  next  day,  making  the  roads 
so  wet  and  bad  that  no  evening  meetings  could  be  held. 

Jan.  15.  Sunday.  It  rained  so  steadily  that  few  of  our  members 
living  outside  the  village  could  come  to  us. 

Jan.  22.  It  rained  all  day  and  into  the  night.  There  has  been  so 
much  heavy  rain  recently  that  the  roads  are  bottomless. 

/ an.  29.  In  the  afternoon  Congregation  Council  met  for  the  first  time 
this  year.  Br.  Reichel  explained  that  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had 
considered  the  affairs  of  this  congregation,  and  had  decided  that  it  would 
be  well  to  elect  a  new  Committee,  as  this  one  had  served  six  years.  He 
stated  that  the  election  would  follow  the  rule  set  by  Synod,  namely, 
that  all  the  communicant  Brethren  in  the  village  should  vote  for  four 
members.  He  reminded  them  not  to  vote  for  the  pastor  or  for  Br. 
Johann  Christian  Loesch,  who  would  belong  to  the  Committee  by 
virtue  of  their  offices. 

After  separating  for  a  few  minutes  the  Brethren  gathered  again,  the 
votes  were  taked  up,  counted,  and  read.  Br.  Reichel  stated  that  the 
result  would  be  referred  to  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  where  our  Lord 
would  be  asked  to  signify  which  of  the  Brethren  were  approved  as  future 
members  of  the  Committee. 

Br.  Reichel  held  the  service  for  the  Negroes,  largely  singing,  with 
a  short  address.  The  singing  of  the  women,  especially,  was  quite  agree- 
able. 
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In  the  afternoon  it  began  to  rain  heavily,  and  continued  all  night,  so 
no  evening  service  could  be  held. 

Feb.  2.  Congregation  Council  met,  and  it  was  announced  that  the 
Lord  had  approved  the  four  Brethren  who  received  the  largest  votes  in 
the  recent  election,  Johannes  Transou,  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser,  Isaac 
Boner,  and  Abraham  Transou. 

Feb.  5.  Through  the  rain  which  began  yesterday  morning  and  con- 
tinued until  noon  today  the  roads  have  become  as  bad  as  they  can  be. 

Feb.  12.  The  house-fathers  discussed  the  work  which  must  be  done  to 
finish  our  church  building. 

Feb.  13.  Monday.  Most  of  the  Brethren  were  busy  breaking  stone,  or 
digging  away  the  ground  around  the  church  and  making  it  smooth,  and 
this  work  continued  until  Friday  evening,  when  it  began  to  rain,  and 
stopped  the  work  for  the  week. 

Feb.  22.    In  the  latter  part  of  this  week  it  rained  continuously. 

Feb.  26.  In  the  afternoon  the  bell  was  rung  for  the  service  for 
Negroes,  but  it  rained  heavily  and  not  one  of  them  came. 

March  2.  At  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  there  was  a  hard  storm,  with 
hail,  but  it  did  no  damage. 

March  10.    This  week  our  organ  was  moved  into  our  new  church.22 

March  19.  Sunday.  This  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  public  con- 
secration of  our  new  church.23  Most  of  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  and  many  other  Brethren  and  Sisters  came  from  Salem,  and 
so  many  visitors  gathered  that  our  new  church  could  not  hold  them  all. 
The  German  sermon  was  preached  in  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock  by  Br. 
Reichel;  and  Br.  Benzien  preached  in  English  at  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

In  the  evening,  when  the  visitors  had  departed,  the  congregation  sang 
the  Te  Deum  with  grateful  hearts. 

March  20.  The  congregation  celebrated  its  jubilee  anniversary,  post- 
poned from  yesterday  which  was  the  proper  date.  The  members  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  who  could  not  be  present  yesterday,  and  many  other 
members  from  Salem  and  other  local  congregations,  came  to  be  with  us. 

Br.  Reichel  held  the  first  service  at  ten  o'clock.  In  the  afternoon 
at  half  past  one  was  the  festal  lovefeast,  for  which  a  special  ode  had  been 

22  This  organ,  built  in  1773,  was  used  continuously  in  Bethania  until  Nov.  3,  1942,  when

prepared  and  printed.  This  was  followed  by  a  meeting  of  communicants 
in  which  the  Cup  of  Praise  and  Thanksgiving  was  shared. 

March  26.  There  was  the  first  baptism  in  our  new  church.  The 
infant  son  of  Br.  Adam  and  Sr.  Magdalena  Butner  received  the  name 
J  ohn. 

April  2.  Sunday.  At  half  past  five  we  gathered  in  the  church  for 
the  Easter  greeting.  After  singing  a  hymn  we  went  to  God's  Acre  and 
prayed  our  Easter  litany.  The  weather  was  fine.  So  many  neighbors 
came  to  the  English  preaching  that  our  church  was  crowded. 

April  7.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  visited  Joh.  Jacob  Sponhauer  and  his 
wife.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  to  a  large  gathering,  and  baptized  three  chil- 
dren. On  their  way  home  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  stopped  at  the  farm  of 
Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Beroth,  where  our  old  Br.  and  Sr.  Johannes  Beroth 
are  living. 

April  27.    After  a  rather  long  dry  spell  we  had  rain  today. 
April   SO.   Our  widows   observed   their   Ohoir   covenant    day  in 
Bethania. 

May.  In  the  earlier  days  of  this  month  much  rain  prevented  the 
holding  of  evening  services. 

May  6.  Sister  Margaretha  Krieger  came  from  Salem,  and  began  the 
individual  interviews  with  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls. 

May  8.  The  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls  of  Bethabara  and  Bethania 
observed  their  covenant  day  here.  The  Single  Sisters  met  at  half  past 
ten,  and  three  older  girls  were  received  into  their  Choir.  The  older 
girls  met  at  half  past  eleven,  and  ten  younger  girls  were  received  into 
their  Choir.  In  the  afternoon  at  half  past  one  there  was  the  festal  love- 
feast  for  both  groups. 

June  13.  The  hay  harvest  is  beginning,  and  will  be  followed  by  the 
gathering  of  grain,  so  as  usual  the  evening  services  will  be  dropped  for 
some  weeks. 

June  17.  During  this  week  rain  nearly  every  day  has  hindered  the 
harvest  work. 

During  this  week  the  old  meeting  hall  in  the  Gemein  Haus  has  been 
divided  into  rooms  and  a  small  chapel. 

July  5.  We  had  a  short,  friendly,  visit  from  Pastor  Storch,  of  the 
Salisbury  neighborhood. 

July  9.  In  the  Communion  lovefeast  a  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference  was  read.    It  was  dated  November  8  of  last  year,  and  de- 
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scribed  the  destitution  which  two  years  of  war  have  brought  upon  our 
congregations  of  Neusalz,  Berlin,  and  Rixdorf,  whose  members  do  not 
have  even  the  most  common  and  most  necessary  food.  It  was  an- 
nounced that  our  Committee  had  authorized  the  gathering  of  contribu- 
tions for  our  needy  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  that  Br.  Pfohl  would  col- 
lect the  gifts. 

July  16.  The  Single  Brethren,  youths  and  boys  met  in  the  chapel, 
which  will  be  used  for  Choir  meetings,  children's  services,  and  gather- 
ings for  doctrinal  instruction. 

July  24.  The  Single  Brethren,  youths  and  boys  came  from  Bethab- 
ara  to  join  those  here  in  observing  their  covenant  day. 

Aug.  10.  This  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  election  of  members  of 
the  Assembly  of  this  state.  Part  of  our  Brethren  went  to  Salem,  part 
to  Germanton,  and  part  to  Bruxtown. 

Aug.  19.    Our  children  celebrated  their  Choir  festival. 

Sept.  11.    The  married  people  observed  their  covenant  day. 

Sept.  17.    The  meeting  for  Negroes  was  unusually  well  attended. 

Sept.  19.    Our  evening  services  began  again. 

Oct.  3.    It  rained  all  day. 

Oct.  12.  Last  night  thieves  broke  into  our  store  and  took  a  consider- 
able amount  of  money  and  some  other  things. 

Oct.  21.  The  Brethren  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze,  their 
wives,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Stotz,  came  to  visit  us  and  take  part  in  the 
celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Br.  Pfohl.  In 
the  afternoon  they  attended  a  little  lovefeast,  which  Br.  Pfohl  had 
arranged,  and  rejoiced  with  him  over  the  grace  and  mercy,  forbearance 
and  patience,  which  the  Saviour  had  shown  to  him  for  fifty  years,  and 
gave  him  many  good  wishes  for  further  grace,  and  the  guidance  of  the 
Saviour  and  of  His  Spirit  in  heart  and  oflice. 

Oct.  25.  About  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  it  pleased  the  Saviour 
to  take  to  Himself  the  boy  Heinrich  Jacob  Loesch.24 

Oct.  28.  Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Hauser  (saddler)  left  for  Cross  Creek 
with  a  load  of  flax  seed  to  be  exchanged  for  salt. 

Oct.  29.  In  the  house  of  our  Br.  Isaac  and  Sr.  Dorothea  Elizabeth 
Boner,  Br.  Pfohl  baptized  their  little  son,  born  this  morning,  the  child

receiving  the  name  J oshua.  The  infant  was  so  weak  that  his  departure 
was  expected  every  minute,  indeed  several  times  it  appeared  that  it  had 
ceased  to  live.  Through  the  faithful  and  tireless  efforts  of  the  doctor, 
Br.  Schumann,  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  it  revived  toward  evening, 
giving  hope  that  it  would  live;  and  during  the  following  days  it  recov- 
ered entirely.25 
Heavy  rain  today. 

Oct.  31.  Today,  in  the  graveyard  at  our  mill,  there  was  the  funeral 
of  the  married  Jacob  Schor,  who  fell  asleep  in  our  neighborhood  yester- 
day morning.  He  was  the  son  of  our  old  Br.  Heinrich  and  Sr.  Barbara 
Schor. 

Nov.  2,  3.    Continuous  rain. 

Nov.  5.  Sunday.  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  preached  in  Eng- 
lish. He  brought  with  him  the  single  Br.  Joh.  Christian  Wilhelm  Tries, 
who  arrived  in  Salem  a  few  days  ago. 

Nov.  11.    Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Hauser  returned  from  Cross  Creek. 

Nov.  23.    It  snowed  heavily  all  day. 

Dec.  1.  The  rain  which  began  last  evening  continued  through  today. 
Dec.  8.    Today  it  rained  continuously. 

Dec.  26.  This  afternoon  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Beichel  came  from 
Salem  and  brought  to  Br.  Schumann  a  request  from  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz  that  he  would  prepare  medicine  for  our  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burk- 
hardt  on  Flint  River  in  the  land  of  the  Creek  Indians.  A  letter  was 
received  in  Salem  today  saying  that  the  Brethren  were  very  ill  and 
miserable,  and  it  was  planned  that  Br.  Johann  Friedrich  Holland  should 
take  the  medicine  to  them  and  remain  with  them  for  some  time  as 
assistant.  Br.  Schumann  was  not  willing  to  send  medicine  without 
knowing  more  about  the  illness  of  our  Brethren,  and  at  once  decided  to 
go  himself  if  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  approved,  and  give  them  medical 
advice  and  help.  He  left  this  evening  for  Salem.  On  the  28th  we 
heard  that  the  preceding  day  he  had  set  out  with  Br.  Holland  for  the 
land  of  the  Creeks. 

In  the  evening,  as  we  were  holding  the  closing  service  of  the  Christ- 
mas season,  there  was  a  hard  thunderstorm,  though  little  rain  fell.

Friedberg  Diary,  1809. 

[The  Friedberg  diary  contains  little  besides  a  mere  outline  of  tbe 
church  services.    A  few  extracts  are  translated.] 

Jan.  7.  There  was  doctrinal  instruction  at  the  home  of  Philip  Roth- 
rock,  and  after  it  the  little  daughter  of  a  neighbor  was  baptized. 

Feb.  11.  During  the  lovefeast  reports  were  given  concerning  our 
missions,  and  Br.  Rude  commended  the  mission  collection  to  the  liberal- 
ity of  the  congregation. 

March  3.  Br.  Rude  held  the  funeral  of  a  neighbor,  named  Heinrich 
Muller. 

March  5.  In  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  and  house-mothers  it  was 
announced  that  the  Conferences  in  Salem  asked  that  none  of  our  young 
people  come  to  Salem  on  Easter  Sunday.  If  any  wish  to  come  on  Good 
Friday  they  are  requested  to  behave  in  an  orderly  manner. 

March  12.  Sunday.  This  was  our  congregation  anniversary.  A 
new  steward  was  elected,  namely  Andreas  Wesner. 

April  2.  The  congregation  assembled  in  the  meeting-hall  for  the 
Easter  greeting;  then  went  to  God's  Acre  where  the  Easter  litany  was 
prayed. 

April  15.  Doctrinal  instruction  was  held  for  the  first  time  at  the 
home  of  Br.  Christian  Zimmerman,  six  miles  from  Friedberg,  on  Reedy 
Creek.  All  of  the  members  living  in  that  neighborhood  sent  their 
children,  of  whom  nineteen  were  present.  Some  of  the  parents  also 
came. 

April  16.  The  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  serve  in  the  meeting-hall, 
the  Brethren  of  the  Committee  and  the  Stewards  and  their  wives,  and 
all  who  have  been  received  into  the  congregation  since  Easter  of  last 
year,  had  a  happy  lovefeast. 

May  llf.  There  was  a  discussion  with  the  house-fathers  who  wish  to 
send  their  children  to  the  schoolhouse  soon  to  be  built  in  this  neighbor- 
hood. They  were  glad  to  hear  that  their  children  would  have  the 
advantage  of  doctrinal  instruction  and  singing  class. 

June  5.  Instruction  and  the  singing  class  were  held  here;  and  on 
the  10th  at  Christian  Zimmerman's. 

Aug.  21f.  Sr.  Rude  and  her  four-months-old  child  had  a  narrow 
escape.  She  had  gone  on  horseback  to  visit  a  mother  and  infant,  and 
as  she  was  returning  some  horses  behind  her  began  to  prance.  Her 
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horse  did  the  same,  and  when  she  tried  to  seat  herself  more  firmly  the 
stirrup  broke  and  she  and  the  child  fell  on  the  right  side  under  the 
horse.  She  fell  on  her  head  but  was  able  to  rise  immediately, 
and  look  after  the  child,  finding  to  her  joy  that  it  was  not  hurt.  She 
noted  no  injury  to  herself,  and  as  she  was  but  one  mile  from  home  she 
took  the  child  on  her  arm,  and  led  the  horse  by  the  bridle  till  she 
reached  the  house,  where  she  and  her  husband  gave  heartfelt  thanks  to 
the  Lord  for  her  protection. 

Oct.  29.  Sunday.  It  rained,  so  no  cne  came  except  the  members  of 
the  Committee,  with  whom  there  was  a  discussion  concerning  the 
church  roof. 

Dec.  25.  Many  came  to  the  Christmas  service.  After  the  festal 
sermon  the  house-fathers  met;  then  the  children  had  their  lovefeast. 
Two  couples  had  narrow  escapes  on  their  way  to  church.  They  came 
in  their  chairs  by  Br.  Lazarus  Hege's,  where  two  wagons  had  stopped 
to  feed  their  horses.  The  teams  had  just  been  re-harnessed,  and  as  the 
chairs  passed  they  took  fright  and  ran  away.  The  chairs  were  in  a 
lane,  and  there  was  barely  room  for  them  to  turn  into  fence  corners  and 
let  the  runaways  pass  at  full  gallop.  The  wagons  and  harness  were 
broken  to  pieces.  One  of  the  drivers,  seeing  the  danger,  tried  to  hold  the 
horses,  but  was  thrown,  and  a  wheel  passed  over  his  arm.  Fortunately 
the  ground  was  soft  and  the  arm  was  not  broken. 
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[Napoleon  divorced  Josephine,  and  took  as  wife  a  daughter  of  the 
imperial  house  of  Austria.  French  and  English  ships  continued  to 
seize  American  vessels  whenever  they  could;  hut  popular  indignation 
in  the  United  States  was  more  hitter  against  England  than  against 
France. 

A  third  census  of  the  United  States  was  ordered  by  Congress. 
General  Benjamin  Smith  of  Brunswick  County  was  elected  governor 
of  North  Carolina.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregations  of  the  Brethren  in  Wachovia 
for  the  Year  1810. 

[Beginning  with  this  year  only  extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  are 
translated.  All  the  Memorabilia  follow  the  general  pattern  of  the 
Memorabilia  of  1809  which  was  translated  in  full.] 

In  all  our  congregations,  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  more 
important  parts  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Synod  of  1801  were  read  again, 
together  with  the  letter  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  of  Sept.  17, 
1807.  This  reminded  the  adult  communicants  of  our  call  of  grace,  and 
the  love  which  has  been  shown  by  our  Lord  to  His  poor  Brethren.  Many 
comments  of  the  members  have  shown  that  the  reading  was  a  blessing  to 
them,  and  that  some  gained  a  clearer  insight  into  our  constitution. 

Among  the  ministers  in  our  local  congregations  there  have  been  no 
changes  during  the  past  year,  and  none  have  been  prevented  by  illness 
from  continuing  their  work. 

Our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Springplace  had  the  pleasure,  on 
August  13,  of  baptizing  the  first-fruits  of  their  work  for  the  Cherokee 
nation.  It  was  the  widow  of  James  Vann.  In  baptism  she  received 
the  name  Margarethe  Ann.  According  to  custom  in  the  Cherokee  nation 
she  is  no  longer  known  by  the  name  of  the  husband  who  has  died,  but 
by  her  own  family  name  of  Scott. 

Many  evidences  of  the  work  of  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit  are  noticed 
in  the  children  in  the  school  which  our  Brethren  conduct  in  Springplace. 
The  number  of  pupils  has  increased  this  year.  Government  has  again 
given  evidence  of  its  interest  in  the  school  by  a  gift  of  $100  for  it, 
secured  through  the  good  offices  of  Colonel  Meigs. 

Brother  and  Sister  Byhan  visited  in  Wachovia  from  October  11  to 
November  16,  and  left  their  two  older  children,  Nathanael  and  Sophia 
Dorothea,  to  be  brought  up  in  Salem.  Their  younger  daughter,  Ke- 
becca  Elisabeth,  returned  with  them  to  their  post  in  Springplace.

The  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burkhardt  in  the  land  of  the  Creeks  profited 
by  the  visit  of  Br.  Schumann,  who  was  with  them  from  the  7th  to  the 
20th  of  January.  Br.  Johann  Friedrich  Holland  stayed  with  them 
until  the  first  of  September.  In  the  fall  both  the  Brethren  were  sick 
again,  as  we  heard  through  their  letters,  and  also  from  Mr.  Linbach,  the 
assistant  agent  of  the  United  States  among  the  Creeks,  who  stopped 
here  on  his  way  to  Washington.  By  advice  of  Colonel  Hawkins  they 
plan  to  give  up  field  work  and  limit  themselves  to  their  garden  and  to 
their  handicrafts,  which  are  going  very  well.  We  hope  this  will 
improve  their  health. 

We  have  been  happy  this  year  to  receive  a  good  supply  of  Nach- 
richten  which  have  informed  us  of  the  wonderful  help  of  God  given  to 
our  European  congregations  and  friends  amid  the  calamities  of  war; 
also  of  the  blessed  progress  of  our  mission  work. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November  a  thanksgiving  sermon 
was  preached  in  each  of  our  congregations,  in  recognition  of  the  blessing 
which  our  beneficent  God  has  laid  upon  our  fields  and  gardens,  our 
general  good  health,  and  other  temporal  blessings.. 

During  this  year  fifty-two  pupils  from  outside  have  come  to  our 
Boarding  School  for  girls,  and  thirty-nine  have  returned  to  their  homes. 
At  present  there  are  forty-eight  girls  from  elsewhere  and  two  from  our 
congregation  in  the  Boarding  School,  thirteen  more  than  last  year.  The 
number  of  day  pupils  who  attend  classes  in  the  Boarding  School  is 
thirteen. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  wished  that  we  might  have  a  boarding 
school  for  boys,  to  which  might  be  sent  the  sons  of  our  members  in 
North  Carolina  and  also  the  sons  of  those  who  do  not  belong  to  us.  In 
November  it  was  decided  to  prepare  for  opening  such  a  school  and 
Brother  Steiner  was  appointed  inspector ;  but  nothing  can  be  done  until 
the  new  house  for  the  inspector  of  the  girls  Boarding  School  is  finished 
and  occupied. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Lehnert,  who  have  had  charge  of  the  Salem  tavern  for 
three  years,  have  asked  to  be  released  on  account  of  the  illness  of  Sr. 
Lehnert.  Br.  Johann  Christian  Blum  was  appointed  to  succeed  Br. 
Lehnert  and  was  married  to  Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth  Transou. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  our  former  Brother,  Gottlieb  Schober, 
has  found  himself  moved  to  enter  the  service  of  the  gospel  in  the  Luth- 
eran Church,  and  to  that  end  was  ordained  by  a  Lutheran  preacher  in 
October,  thereby  leaving  our  church.  We  remember  with  gratitude  his 
many  years  of  service  of  this  congregation  in  music  and  in  other  lines. 
We  wish  for  him  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  and  commend  him  to  the  Lord 
and  to  the  Holy  Spirit  in  his  present  work. 
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Extracts  from  Salem  Diary,  1810. 

Jan.  1.  Praying  that  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  may  this  year  be 
crowned  with  results;  praying  also  for  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  all  officials  of  this  state,  and  asking  that  they  may  be  given 
thoughts  of  peace,  ...  we  entered  the  new  year. 

In  Friedland  the  married  Br.  John  Holder  was  elected  steward. 

Jan.  3.  The  Christmas  dialogue  was  repeated  in  the  presence  of  the 
ministers  and  the  parents  of  the  girls. 

Jan.  8.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Reichel  read  from  Br.  Risler's 
Erzahlungen  aus  der  Geschichte  der  Mission  auf  die  Danischen  West- 
indischen  Inseln.1 

The  first  house  conference  of  the  year  was  held  in  the  Boarding  School. 

Jan.  11/..  Sunday.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  monthly  preaching  beyond 
Muddy  Creek. 

Jan.  22.    This  morning  the  Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  zero. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  former  Mary  Walk,  a  Single  Sister  of 
this  congregation.  Last  year  she  went  to  her  relatives  in  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  to  see  about  an  inheritance.  She  wrote  that  she  had  mar- 
ried a  merchant,  Mr.  Drayton  Curtis,  and  thereby  had  left  our  church, 
but  she  wished  to  remain  one  with  us  in  spirit,  as  she  and  her  husband 
honestly  desire  to  live  for  the  Saviour. 

Jan.  30.  This  morning  we  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  our  Br. 
Schumann  back  from  his  journey  to  the  land  of  the  Creeks.  Our  Brn. 
Petersen  and  Burkhardt  had  not  entirely  recovered  from  their  attacks 
of  fever,  and  he  had  left  the  necessary  medicine  with  them  and  had  given 
them  instructions  for  its  use.  With  him  we  deeply  regret  that  the 
mission  house  was  built  in  an  unwholesome  place,  on  low  ground  near  a 
swamp  and  millpond. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Strohle  and  his  wife,  of  Hope,  visited  members  on  the 
Yadkin,  and  Br.  Strohle  preached  in  the  house  of  Br.  Christopher  Elrod. 
On  the  way  home  Sr.  Strohle  had  an  accident.  Her  horse  shied  and  threw 
her,  her.  foot  caught  in  the  stirrup,  and  she  was  dragged  several  feet, 
receiving  injuries  on  arms  and  legs.  She  was  taken  to  the  home  of  Br. 
Koch,  where  examination  showed  that  she  was  not  hurt  as  badly  as  cir- 
cumstances indicated. 

When  they  reached  home  the  next  day  they  heard  the  sad  fact  that  dur- 
ing the  preceding  night  fire  had  destroyed  the  home  of  a  neighbor,  the 
widow  of  Joseph  Markland.

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In  a  letter  from  Flint  River  some  particulars  of  their  illness  were 
given  by  Br.  Burkhardt.  .  .  .  For  some  days  both  he  and  Br.  Petersen  had 
been  unconscious,  and  neither  could  wait  on  the  other.  Colonel  Hawkins 
and  his  Lady  (Mrs.  Lavinia)  cared  for  them  faithfully;  and  when  Br. 
Burkhardt  was  very  weak  and  near  his  end  Colonel  Hawkins  put  Span- 
ish flies  on  his  hands  and  feet  and  head,  which  had  a  good  effect.  Colonel 
Hawkins  sent  his  Negroes  to  help  them;  and  saw  to  it  that  one  of  the 
white  men  living  there,  watched  by  them  each  night,  which  they  did 
willingly. 

Feb.  2.    Because  of  snow  there  could  be  no  evening  meeting. 
Feb.  11.    General  Lenoir,  of  Wilkes  County,  spent  several  days  in 
Salem  taking  depositions  regarding  the  Mulberry  Fields  suit. 

Feb.  19.  Br.  Reichel  began  to  read  from  Br.  Risler's  Erzahlungen  von 
der  Geschichte  der  Mission  in  Gronland.2 

Feb.  25.  Sunday.  The  Methodists  held  a  big  meeting  in  their  new 
church  near  the  Yadkin,  and  as  usual  a  great  crowd  of  neighbors 
gathered. 

Feb.  27.  Captain  Locust,  one  of  the  Upper  Cherokees,  and  thirteen 
other  Indians  of  the  same  tribe  passed  through  Salem  on  their  way  to 
Richmond,  Virginia.  They  had  several  letters  of  recommendation,  say- 
ing that  they  were  Indians  of  good  character,  who  treated  the  white  set- 
tlers in  their  neighborhood  well ;  and  all  white  people  whom  they  met  on 
their  way  were  asked  to  treat  them  kindly  and  give  them  food  without 
charge.  It  was  stated  that  they  had  business  of  importance  with  the 
government  of  Virginia.  They  were  provided  with  food  and  drink,  and 
were  taken  to  the  church,  the  Boarding  School,  and  the  Sisters  House. 
The  playing  of  the  organ,  and  the  singing  of  the  schoolgirls  and  of 
the  Sisters,  gave  them  much  pleasure.  Several  of  them  had  been  here 
before.    Most  of  them  had  pleasant  faces. 

March  1.  Because  of  continuing  rain  there  could  be  no  evening 
service. 

March  11.  Many  visitors  attended  the  evening  liturgy,  among  them 
Major  Frederic  Nance,  vice-governor  of  South  Carolina,  who  has  a 
daughter  in  the  Boarding  School. 

March  29.  In  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy  Creek,  Br.  Kluge 
held  the  funeral  of  a  son  of  Johann  Gerber,  in  whose  house  the 
Brethren  who  preach  there  are  accustomed  to  stop.  The  boy  had  been 
sick  most  of  his  life. 
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A  single  man,  Johann  Nielson,  who  formerly  belonged  to  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  bnt  was  dismissed  because  of  his  misuse  of  strong  drink,  was 
found  dead  today  in  a  shed  on  a  plantation  near  Bethabara.  On  the 
31st  Br.  Kluge  held  his  funeral  in  the  parish  graveyard  near  Bethabara. 

April  1.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  a  lovefeast  with  the  Brethren 
and  Sisters  who  serve  as  Fremdendiener  and  Saaldiener,  as  nurses,  and 
with  music.  They  were  given  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  congregation  for 
what  they  are  doing. 

April  5.  Mr.  George  Waterson,  of  Lincoln  County,  this  state,  who 
has  spent  some  time  here,  left  today  for  Norfolk.  From  there  he  will 
return  to  Ireland,  and,  God  willing,  will  bring  his  family  to  America. 
Our  best  wishes  go  with  him. 

April  15.  In  Bethabara  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters  who  serve  the  congregation  in  any  way. 

April  20.  Good  Friday.  The  services  were  attended  by  many  mem- 
bers from  our  country  congregations,  and  numerous  other  visitors.  Dur- 
ing the  evening  meeting  there  was  a  hail  storm,  but  it  did  not  last 
long  and  did  little  damage. 

April  22.  Easter  Sunday.  In  the  morning  directly  after  five  o'clock 
Br.  Reichel  prayed  the  Easter  litany  with  the  congregation  on  God's 
Acre.  The  weather  was  unusually  fine  and  mild.  Several  hundred 
visitors  attended,  quietly  and  reverently. 

Among  the  visitors  was  Judge  Lowrie  of  this  state,  Mr.  Jones  the 
solicitor  general,  Major  Williams  of  Raleigh,  and  our  friend  Menden- 
hall  from  Guilford  County. 

April  26.  Dr.  Hall,  a  Presbyterian  preacher,  with  four  preachers  and 
elders  of  that  church  in  this  state  and  South  Carolina,  passed  today  on 
their  way  to  Pennsylvania.  They  are  delegates  from  the  Synods  of 
North  and  South  Carolina  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  United  States,  held  annually  in  May  in  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
Hall  appeared  not  unacquainted  with  the  Unitas  Fratrum,  and  had  read 
a  number  of  our  books.  He  expressed  great  appreciation  of  Count  Zin- 
zendorf  as  an  instrument  chosen  of  God  for  the  furtherance  of  His 
kingdom. 

April  27.  Br.  Friedrich  Meinung  returned  from  Iredell  County;  the 
suit  was  postponed  to  the  next  court.  Br.  Schober  went  from  court  to 
Pastor  Storch,  with  whom  he  will  visit  South  Carolina. 

April  29.  A  big  Methodist  meeting  was  held  in  the  Hope  neighbor- 
hood. 
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April  30.  The  Brn.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  and  ISTathanael 
Schober  left  today  for  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Brethren  on  Flint  River,  giving  an 
account  of  a  hurricane  on  March  28  which  unroofed  their  house  and  did 
much  damage  in  the  neighborhood. 

May  2.    There  was  no  evening  meeting,  as  the  church  is  being  cleaned. 

May  6.  The  married  Brethren  belonging  to  the  congregation  met. 
They  were  informed  that  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium had  approved  the  founding  of  a  Poor  Fund  for  the  married  and 
widowed  members  of  the  congregation.  The  Brethren  accepted  the  pro- 
posal and  elected  the  Brn.  Christian  Winkler  and  John  Leinbach  to 
assist  the  ministers  in  the  distribution  of  alms. 

Several  Germans  from  Pastor  Storch's  church  near  Salisbury  attended 
the  services  yesterday  and  today.  One  of  them  leads  the  singing  in  that 
congregation.  They  had  business  in  town  and  purposely  arranged  the 
visit  to  be  here  over  Sunday. 

May  11.  General  Moore,  a  Congressman  from  Georgia,  and  other 
visitors  attended  the  evening  meeting. 

May  13.  Sunday.  Several  French  gentlemen  attended  the  German 
preaching. 

During  the  lovefeast  it  was  announced  that  Br.  Yaniman  and  Sr. 
Johanna  Sophia  Zevily  had  been  admitted  to  the  congregation  as  auswar- 
tige  members. 

May  llf.  We  had  a  visit  from  a  preacher  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
Jacob  Rebhas  by  name,  from  Wythe  County,  Virginia.  He  was  born  in 
Switzerland,  studied  in  Basel,  and  has  been  in  this  country  more  than 
forty  years.  He  served  the  Reformed  Church  many  years  in  Pennsyl- 
vania; now  has  four  congregations  in  Virginia.  As  the  Reformed 
congregations  in  our  part  of  North  Carolina  have  no  settled  preachers, 
he  has  come  by  invitation  to  preach  in  their  churches  and  hold  Com- 
munion for  them. 

May  20.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  Sunday  Services  in  Hope,  as  Br. 
Strohle  and  his  wife  had  gone  to  visit  our  friends  on  Deep  Creek.  Br. 
Strohle  preached  today  in  the  house  of  our  Br.  Friedrich  Lang  to  a  large 
gathering  from  many  denominations,  chiefly  Methodists. 

May  26.  Today  the  public  Examination  in  our  Boarding  School  and 
the  day-school  classes  came  to  a  close.  All  present  rejoiced  over  the 
progress  in  learning  that  has  been  made. 

May  29.  Br.  Reichel  today  had  a  pleasant  conversation  with  a 
Methodist  preacher  named  Samuel  Gerrard,  a  Presiding  Elder  from 
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Orange  County  in  this  state.  Br.  Reichel  met  him  in  Virginia  last 
year  while  on  his  way  to  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Gerrard  came  from  a  "big  meeting"  of  the  Methodists,  which  was 
held  from  the  25th  to  the  28th  of  this  month  in  the  so-called  "Walnut 
Grove  on  the  Yadkin,  and  was  attended  by  about  twenty  preachers.  At 
this  place  they  meet  yearly  in  the  shade  of  the  trees,  all  underbrush 
having  been  cleared  from  ten  acres.  In  the  middle  is  a  Square,  sur- 
rounded by  wagons  and  tents.  At  the  four  corners  of  the  Square  great 
fires  of  pine  logs  burn  all  night;  and  watchmen  are  appointed  to  make 
the  rounds  and  prevent  disorder.  Morning  and  evening,  and  often  dur- 
ing the  night,  there  is  singing  and  praying  in  the  tents.  During  the  day 
there  is  much  preaching.    The  Lord's  Supper  is  also  celebrated. 

June  1.  In  the  afternoon  at  six  o'clock,  on  our  graveyard  for  strang- 
ers, Br.  Steiner  held  the  funeral  of  a  married  man,  John  Hays,  who  died 
yesterday  at  the  home  of  Br.  Samuel  Schulz.  He  came  to  our  doctor  from 
Wilkes  County,  for  attention  to  an  injury  to  his  leg  received  by  the 
kick  of  a  horse.  He  was  about  fifty-four  years  old,  and  left  a  wife  and 
children. 

June  8.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the 
married  Br.  Johann  Matthaeus  Miksch,  who  fell  asleep  peacefully  on  the 
sixth. 

June  29.  The  Brn.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  and  Nathanael 
Schober  returned  today  from  Pennsylvania. 

July  If.  At  the  beginning  of  the  evening  service  Br.  Reichel  stated 
that  on  this  day  we  remember  gratefully  the  many  kindnesses  which  God 
our  Saviour  has  shown  in  a  conspicuous  manner  to  this  land  and  to 
those  who  dwell  therein,  and  especially  we  prize  the  priceless  gift  of 
honorable  peace  which  we  have  enjoyed  for  many  years.  We  prayed 
that  God  would  continue  to  give  us  peace;  that  He  would  bless,  lead 
and  protect  us  and  our  fellow-citizens  and  give  us  grace  and  power; 
preserve  for  us  civil  and  religious  liberty ;  and  that  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  might  continue  to  spread  in  our  land  among  Christians  and  heathen. 
Then  we  rendered  due  thanks  in  hymns  of  praise.  The  choir  sang: 
Lobsinget  Gott;  lobsinget  unserm  Konige,  and  Sing  and  rejoice  0  daugh- 
ter of  Zion.  Most  of  the  other  stanzas  were  taken  from  !N*o.  57  in  the 
English  Liturgy  Book.  The  congregation  gathered  in  large  numbers, 
and  a  fine  spirit  of  thankfulness  was  apparent.  The  day  was  quiet  and 
orderly. 

July  16.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  a  hard  rain 
storm.  For  several  days  it  has  been  very  hot,  the  thermometer  standing 
between  90°  and  100°,  so  the  rain  was  welcome  and  refreshing.

Aug.  21.  There  was  the  annual  meeting  in  Salem  of  the  Wachovia 
members  of  the  North  American  Brethren's  Society  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen.  Friedrich  Heinrich  Schumann  of 
Bethania,  and  Joh.  Chr.  Wilhelm  Fries,  Joh.  Gottlob  Kummer,  and 
Christian  Gottfried  Schulz  of  Salem,  were  received  as  new  members. 

Aug.  2Jf..  After  a  long  dry  spell  we  have  had  a  good  rain,  which 
began  in  the  afternoon  and  continued  into  the  night. 

Aug.  27.    The  congregation  of  Hope  celebrated  its  anniversary. 

Aug.  29.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  the  German  settlement  at  the  home  of 
Jacob  Sponhauer. 

Sept.  3.  The  congregation  in  Friedland  celebrated  its  anniversary. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Beichel  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Benzien  attended  from  Salem. 

Sept.  13.  Today  we  had  a  fine  rain,  greatly  desired  because  of  the  dry 
weather  we  have  had. 

Sept.  19.    Evening  meeting  omitted  because  of  rain. 

Sept.  21.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of 
the  married  Br.  Johannes  Reuz,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  18th.  After  the 
interment  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  the  family,  all  the  musicians,  and 
those  who  waited  on  the  Brother  during  his  last  illness  and  helped  at  his 
funeral  had  a  lovefeast,  during  which  special  reference  was  made  to  the 
thirty  years  of  service  with  the  music  of  the  congregation  which  the 
deceased  had  given  to  the  church. 

Sept.  23.  Sunday.  Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  preached  today  in  Leonhards 
Church  near  Lexington;  and  Br.  Kluge  in  the  church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek. 

Sept.  30.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the 
Negro  Br.  Peter  Oliver,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  28th.  In  addition  to  our 
members  and  visitors,  a  large  number  of  Negroes  attended,  and  they 
were  given  the  front  benches.  Br.  Reichel  spoke  on  the  text  for  the 
day,3  and  led  the  liturgy  on  God's  Acre.  The  coffin  was  carried  by 
Negroes. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Kreuser,  and  Br.  Friedrich  Leinbach  of  Bethania,  left  for 
Pennsylvania,  where  they  will  make  a  visit. 

•The  Text  Book  of  the  Moravian  Church  has  been  issued  annually  since  1732. 
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Oct.  7.  Because  of  the  many  visitors  Br.  Benzien  held  a  singstunde 
in  the  evening  instead  of  gemeinstunde. 

Oct.  11.  This  afternoon  Br.  Gottlieb  and  Sr.  Dorothea  Byhan,  and 
their  three  children,  arrived  from  Springplace.

Meinung,  who  has  been  to  Statesville,  in  Iredell 
County,  about  the  law  suit,  returned  today.  The  case  was  referred  to 
the  Supreme  Court  which  will  be  held  in  Raleigh  in  J uly  of  next  year. 

Oct.  29.  In  the  Aufseher  Collegium  eight  young  Single  Brethren  gave 
their  hands  in  pledge  that  they  would  obey  the  rules  of  the  congregation, 
which  had  been  read  to  them. 

Nov.  k>  In  most  of  our  congregations  we  brought  to  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  and  His  and  our  Father  our  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  rich  harvest 
given  to  us  in  field  and  garden  this  year. 

Nov.  6.  Br.  Thomas  and  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Buttner,  and  their 
four  children,  who  have  been  living  near  Salem,  moved  today  to  the  farm 
they  have  bought  near  Bethabara.  They  will  now  be  counted  auswartige 
members  of  Bethabara. 

Nov.  9.    Because  of  a  hard  rain  there  was  no  evening  meeting. 

Nov.  13.  The  congregation  of  Salem  observed  its  anniversary,  and 
with  it  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder.4 

Nov.  16.  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  and  their  younger  daughter  left  for 
Springplace. 

Dec.  2.  Mr.  Linbach,  under  agent  of  the  United  States  to  the  Creek 
nation,  who  arrived  here  on  the  28th  of  November,  left  today  for  Wash- 
ington and  Pennsylvania. 

Dec.  3.  The  Brn.  Reichel  and  Benzien  had  a  friendly  visit  from  Mr. 
Caldwell,5  president  of  the  university  of  this  state  which  is  located  at 

4  On  September  16,  1741,  the  directors  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  meeting  in  London,  had 
a  remarkable  experience  leading  them  to  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Chief  Elder  of 
the  Unity,  the  human  office  of  chief  elder  being  abolished.  On  November  13  of  the 
same  year  the  individual  congregations  of  the  Unity  ratified  this  action.  Salem  congre- 
gation was  organized  on  November  13,  1771,  so  that  date  has  a  double  significance  for 
that  congregation. 

6  Joseph  Caldwell,  D.D.,  was  president  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  1804-1812  and 
1816-1835. 
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Chapel  Hill  in  Orange  County,  eighty  miles  from  here.  They  found  in 
him  a  true  lover  of  the  Saviour,  who  is  not  only  interested  in  spreading 
learning  in  this  state  but  also  desires  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of 
God.

The  out-of-town  girls  and  our  town  girls  gave  their  Christ- 
mas dialogue  yesterday  and  today  in  the  prettily  decorated  Saal  in  the 
Gemein  Haus. 

Mrs.  Kramsch's  Diary  of  Visitors  to  Salem,  1810. 

[All  entries  are  in  English  except  that  of  Oct.  13,  which  was  probably 
written  by  Mr.  Kramsch.  Reproduced  verbatim.] 

January.  Mrs.  Eliza  Baird  from  Abbyville  brought  a  niece,  Mary 
Maxwell,  to  School,  took  particular  notice  of  everything.  At  the  same 
time  Mr.  Allison  iun,  visited  his  sisters  at  school. 

J  any.  10th.  Mr.  Henry  Izard  just  come  from  London  was  conducted 
about  the  town  to  his  satisfaction — Sfamuel]  Kframsch]  has  promised 
to  procure  hemp  seed  for  him,  as  much  as  can  be  got. 

Febr.  11th.  Mr.  Mumford  &  his  wife  Hetty — Mr.  Kelly  &  his  wife, 
were  here  on  a  visit,  &  Dr.  Watkins  from  Tennessee  were  in  their  com- 
pany, I  went  with  them  to  every  particular  place. 

April  the  25th.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Slaughter  here  with  their  children  from 
Augusta  (Georgia)  going  to  Virginia.  In  the  evening  several  Presby- 
terian ministers  attended  meeting  with  S.K. 

May  11th.    Mr.  Pearsall  took  a  packet  to  Mrs.  Gambold  to  Tennessee. 
The  same  day  Messrs.  Moore,  Crawford,  &  Bibb,  likewise  Fait  were 
here  on  their  return  from  Congress.

Jan.  If..  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Consideration  was  given  to  the  dis- 
order on  New  Year's  Eve,  when  several  young  Brethren  shot  a  number 
of  times  in  town,  disturbing  the  residents,  and  greatly  offending  them. 
"We  think  that  simply  to  suspend  them  from  Communion  would  be  too 
light  a  punishment  for  their  misdeeds,  which  caused  a  general  sensation 
among  the  members,  and  it  is  necessary  to  make  an  example  of  them 
as  a  warning  to  others,  so  they  will  be  excluded  from  all  congregation 
privileges. 

Jan.  9.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  Br.  Schober  has  resigned  his  office 
as  justice  of  the  peace.  It  would  be  well  to  have  another  Brother 
appointed,  but  this  can  not  be  done  until  the  next  session  of  the 
Assembly. 
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Jan.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  petition  sent  to  the  Assembly  in  the 
name  of  the  Single  Sisters  has  been  granted,  and  their  House  has  been 
freed  from  taxation.  We  wish  that  the  same  privilege  could  be  granted  the 
Brothers  House,  but  this  seems  impossible  for  the  part  of  the  House  in 
which  handicrafts  are  carried  on,  so  we  will  ask  only  for  the  exemption 
of  the  addition  in  which  there  is  the  meeting-hall. 

Jan.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  "We  read  the  list  of  militia-age  Brethren 
belonging  to  the  congregation  of  Bethania,  that  is  the  men  between 
eighteen  and  forty-five  years  old.  The  list  will  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  militia  captains. 

Jan.  (Aelt.  Conf.)    The  Single  Society  Br.  George  Vogler;6 

belonging  to  the  Friedland  congregation,  is  working  for  his  uncle,  our 
Br.  Christoph  Vogler. 

Br.  Reichel,  Jr.,  was  commissioned  to  write  to  Br.  John  Holland,  in 
the  Creek  land,  and  ask  him  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  flying  shuttle 
there  used  in  weaving.  "With  the  help  of  our  missionaries  we  wish  him 
to  make  a  drawing  of  it,  and  write  a  description,  so  that  it  can  be  made 
here. 

Jan.  31.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  "We  read  the  list  of  Brethren  of  militia  age 
in  Bethabara. 

Feb.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  IsTathanael  Todd  becomes  one  of  the  bel- 
lows blowers  in  place  of  Samuel  "Wohlfahrt. 

Br.  Stotz  reported  that  he  could  not  plant  the  double  row  of  Italian 
poplars  across  the  middle  of  the  Square  as  had  been  wished,  because  of 
the  water  pipes,  and  the  diagonal  walk  will  be  a  few  feet  east  of  the 
center. 

Feb.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Steiner  stated  that  he  wanted  a  vaulted 
ceiling  to  the  cellar  in  the  inspector's  house,  which  is  approved  by  the 
Conferenz. 

Feb.  22.  (Congregation  Council.)  Since  poplars  have  been  planted 
across  the  Square  turnstiles  shall  be  placed  at  either  end  of  the  walk, 
and  the  larger  entrance  shall  be  closed  with  bars. 

The  road  between  Br.  Eberhard's  house  and  the  tavern  has  been 
raised  with  earth  from  the  'cellar  of  the  new  house  for  the  inspector  of 
the  Boarding  School. 

Feb.  26.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  In  a  letter  dated  January 
4,  Br.  Gambold  writes  that  the  Indian  school,  which  fell  off  badly  after 
the  death  of  Vann,  has  been  increased  by  the  coming  of  two  boys,  Andrew

Ross,  grandson  of  Mrs.  McDonald,  and  a  boy  named  Johnson.  Mrs. 
Vann  will  lodge  and  feed  the  former,  and  our  Brethren  will  take  care 
of  the  latter. 

Br.  Gambold  also  sent  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Major  W.  P.  Anderson, 
from  Cumberland.  The  gentleman  sought  to  persuade  our  Brethren 
to  leave  their  present  post  and  take  charge  of  a  boarding  school  to  be 
established  on  land  owned  by  the  United  States,  where  the  necessary 
buildings  will  be  erected.  The  terms  offered  were  very  advantageous. 
Br.  Gambold  has  replied  that  he  could  leave  his  present  place  only  by 
order  of  those  who  sent  him  thither.  We  believe  it  will  do  no  harm 
if  Br.  Gambold  informs  himself  about  the  buildings  and  other  matters 
suggested,  for  we  understand  that  the  so-called  Federal  Bottom  is  so 
situated  that  work  among  the  Cherokees  could  be  continued  from  there, 
and  besides  doubts  have  already  been  expressed  concerning  the  mission 
establishment  in  Springplace. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  from  Bethlehem  that  our  Heathen  Society7  has 
been  incorporated  in  Ohio  also. 

Feb.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  outside  pupils  in  our  Boarding  School 
shall  attend  the  children's  Unity  Day  only  once  a  quarter,  and  then  the 
service  shall  be  held  in  English. 

March  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Schroeter  does  not  understand  the  care 
of  the  lamps,  and  they  do  not  burn  well  because  the  wicks  are  too  thick 
and  the  lamps  go  out  quickly.  Br.  Stotz  will  instruct  him  to  make 
the  wicks  thinner. 

March  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Benzien  has  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Curtis  from  Norfolk,  in  which  he  states  his  willingness  to  attend  to 
commissions  there  for  the  Brethren  for  2y2  per  cent.  We  think  it  would 
be  well  to  test  the  trade  in  that  city,  since  it  is  a  seaport  and  should  be 
more  advantageous  than  Petersburg,  and  it  is  only  one  day's  journey 
farther  from  here.  Br.  Stotz  was  instructed  to  send  a  load  of  meal 
from  our  mill,  to  exchange  for  other  necessary  things. 

Conferenz  approves  the  suggestion  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  that  a 
lantern  be  hung  in  front  of  the  tavern. 

March  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  No  strong  drink  shall  be  dispensed  in  or 
near  the  town  on  Good  Friday,  the  afternoon  of  Great  Sabbath,  or  on 
Easter  Sunday.  We  can  base  this  action  on  a  recent  act  of  Assembly 
which  prohibits  the  sale  of  strong  drink  near  places  where  service  is 
being  held. 


7  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen. 
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Aprils.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Vogler  reports  that  Br.  Eberhard  lias 
turned  over  to  him  all  the  work  on  watches,  and  that  he  has  bought  Br. 
Eberhard's  stock  of  watch  works,  faces,  and  glasses. 

April  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  wish  greatly  that  the  shortage  in  small 
change  might  be  relieved  by  ordering  small  silver  coins  from  the  mint. 
We  fear,  however,  that  it  would  quickly  leave  our  neighborhood. 

May  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Brethren  who  have  been  shooting  at  mark 
in  town  shall  be  told  that  it  positively  must  stop. 

The  Brothers  House  conference  agrees  with  the  Collegium  that  bath- 
ing8 on  Sunday  is  unnecessary  and  shall  remain  forbidden. 

Until  a  supply  of  small  silver  coins  can  be  secured  the  little  paper 
tickets  shall  continue  to  pass  among  us,  but  they  shall  not  be  given  to 
outsiders. 

May  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  has  written  to  Br. 
Benzien  from  Statesville,  saying  that  he  feels  an  inner  urge  to  accom- 
pany Pastor  Storch  on  a  trip  to  South  Carolina,  to  preach  to  the  Ger- 
mans there  and  seek  out  awakened  souls. 

May  17.  (Heifer  Conferenz.)  We  wish  that  children  and  young 
people  would  cease  shooting  with  arrows  in  town.  Recently  one  of  the 
Sisters  here  was  badly  hurt  by  an  arrow  that  struck  her  head,  and  she 
might  easily  have  been  killed. 

May  23,  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  widowed  Sr.  Biewighaus  will  move  into 
the  house  with  Sr.  Ernst,  and  the  widowed  Sr.  Steiner  will  take  Sr. 
Biewighaus's  rooms. 

June  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  has  requested  that  he 
be  allowed  to  attend  Communion,  and  we  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to 
refuse  him.  His  proposal  to  play  the  organ  for  Communion  is  approved, 
as  then  he  will  not  be  so  much  in  the  eye  of  the  congregation.  This  gives 
an  opportunity  to  request  him  not  to  preach  in  the  neighborhood  of  our 
congregations. 

June  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  is  only  fair  that  the  Single  Sisters  who  work 
all  day  in  town  and  have  the  noon  meal  with  a  family  should  be 
excused  from  paying  for  dinner  in  the  Sisters  House,  but  only  when 
they  notify  the  cook  in  advance. 

It  is  to  be  wished  that  Br.  Winkler  would  buy  cattle  or  sheep  often 
and  butcher  them,  so  that  the  town  might  be  better  supplied  with 
fresh  meat. 


8  Bathing  in  the  creek. 
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June  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johann  Simon  Leicht  has  expressed  a 
wish  to  establish  himself  in  Salem,  and  has  been  advised  to  wait  pa- 
tiently, with  which  he  seems  not  content.  We  would  like  to  have  his 
craft  as  a  turner  established  in  town,  but  he  has  not  been  a  resident 
long,  and  seems  not  well  informed  as  to  what  would  be  expected  of  him, 
and  we  are  not  sure  that  he  would  be  willing  to  submit  to  the  leading 
of  the  Lord  in  all  things.    "No  fault  can  be  found  with  his  conduct. 

July  Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Some  of  the  Brethren  have  wished  that  the 
4th  of  July  might  be  observed  publicly  by  the  congregation,  in  mem- 
ory of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  whereby  to  the  present 
time  we  have  enjoyed  quiet  and  peace.  We  think  that  it  may  be  worth 
while  to  grant  their  wish,  and  to  that  end  appoint  a  singstunde  with 
instrumental  accompaniment  for  this  evening. 

In  future  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Sisters  shall  pay  $18  a  year  to 
the  waterworks  and  it  shall  be  charged  to  their  kitchen  account.  The 
Sisters  who  live,  sleep,  and  eat  in  the  Sisters  House  shall  pay  three 
pence  each  four  weeks  instead  of  six  pence.  No  charge  for  water  shall 
be  made  to  those  Sisters  who  teach  in  the  girls  school  or  serve  in 
families. 

The  Single  Sisters  who  work  in  the  Gemein  Haus  or  in  town,  and 
the  Sisters  who  have  their  meals  with  their  parents  but  sleep  in  the 
Sisters  House,  shall  pay  one  shilling  each  four  weeks  for  house-rent 
instead  of  two  shillings. 

July  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Beichel,  Jr.,  has  returned  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  will  again  write  the  minutes  of  this  Collegium. 

The  Sisters  shall  be  asked  how  much  each  can  give  every  four  weeks 
to  the  congregation  fund;  hitherto  each  has  been  assessed  eight  pence. 
In  like  manner  each  shall  be  asked  how  much  she  is  willing  to  con- 
tribute annually  to  suffering  congregations, 

July  12.  (Helf.  Conf.)  In  the  writing  class  for  our  little  boys  it 
would  be  well,  instead  of  the  usual  lines  which  they  copy,  to  teach  them 
useful  forms  by  having  them  copy  receipts,  notes  of  hand,  bonds,  and 
the  like. 

July  21f.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  general  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States  has  been  ordered  by  Government,  and  will  be  begun  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August.  We  read  the  rules  for  it  in  the  National 
Intelligencer,  and  after  discussing  the  best  method  for  our  town  decided 
to  do  as  was  done  in  the  last  census  and  prepare  a  proper  list  of  our 
residents,  which  can  be  handed  to  the  official  and  will  spare  him  any 
further  trouble. 
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Aug.  1.  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  Schober  lias  resigned  his  position  in  the 
matter  of  the  law  suit  of  the  Unity  Administration.  Br.  Friedrich 
Christian  Meinung  is  best  acquainted  with  the  circumstances,  and  will 
look  after  this  business  in  connection  with  our  attorneys.  Br.  Schober 
offers  to  assist  with  good  advice. 

Aug.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Hulthin  reported  that  Br.  Simon 
Leicht  has  bought  land  in  the  Friedberg  settlement  to  which  he  plans 
to  move.  He  wishes  to  know  how  long  he  may  remain  in  the  Brothers 
House.  Br.  Hulthin  shall  tell  him  that  we  would  be  glad  to  have  him 
remain  with  us,  but  if  he  is  determined  to  move  it  will  be  better  to  go 
soon. 

Sept.  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Clauder  asks  for  a  change,  as  he  cannot 
support  himself  in  the  still-house  and  his  wife's  health  is  poor.  It  is 
suggested  that  he  assist  the  congregation  vorsteher,  and  when  not 
needed  there  he  can  work  for  the  Single  Sisters  diaconie.  He  might 
live  in  the  former  Holder  house,  which  belongs  to  the  congregation 
diaconie.  Br.  Christ  offers  to  let  him  make  clay  pipes  during  the  long 
winter  evenings  and  on  rainy  days. 

The  boy,  Daniel  Wohlfahrt,  has  entered  the  cabinet-maker's  shop  in 
the  Brothers  House  on  trial. 

Sept.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Kreuzer  has  been  consulted  about  the 
marriage  of  Br.  Jacob  Blum  and  his  dwelling  place  and  salary.  After 
his  marriage  Br.  Blum  will  receive  a  salary  of  £500  a  year,  and  Br. 
Kreuzer  offers  to  give  him  a  part  of  each  year's  profit  in  the  store. 
Br.  Blum  will  live  in  the  store,9  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Kreuzer  will  move  to 
the  house  that  belongs  to  the  store.10 

Sept.  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  are  willing  to  take 
little  Nathanael  Byhan,  when  his  parents  bring  him  here,  and  will  give 
him  food  and  care  for  the  usual  cost. 

Oct.  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  order  to  continue  blue-dyeing  in  the  Broth- 
ers House,  Br.  Mattheus  Reuz  shall  be  asked  whether  he  will  undertake 
this  business  in  addition  to  his  work  as  maker  of  leather  goods,  and  his 
copying  of  music. 

Oct.  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  has  approved  the 
suggestion  of  this  Conferenz  that  the  house  of  the  departed  Br.  Reuz 
shall  be  bought  by  the  congregation,  and  adapted  for  use  as  a  Widows 
House.11 

9  The  south  side  of  the  store  building  was  arranged  as  a  residence. 

10  Diagonally  across  the  street  from  the  store.    Unfortunately  this  quaint  stone  house,  built 

by  Traugott  Bagge,  has  been  torn  down. 

11  The  Reuz  house  stood  on  the  southwest  corner  of  what  are  now  Main  and  Bank  streets. 

It  was  removed  many  years  ago  to  make  place  for  the  brick  building  now  standing. 
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Oct.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Byhan's  elder  daughter,  Sophia  Doro- 
thea, will  be  taken  in  charge  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Schroeter. 

The  Brn.  Winkler  and  Briez  each  wishes  to  hire  a  Negro  girl  to  take 
care  of  his  children.  The  Brethren  shall  be  asked  to  keep  the  Negro 
girls  at  home  as  much  as  possible,  and  supervise  them  carefully. 

Nov.  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  On  October  21  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober  was  or- 
dained a  Lutheran  minister.  We  believe  that  by  this  step  he  has  left 
our  church,  but  for  the  sake  of  his  family  he  will  be  permitted  to  con- 
tinue to  live  in  Salem,  so  long  as  no  ill  results  appear. 

Nov.  21.  (H.C.f.G.)  It  has  often  been  wished  that  a  boarding  school 
for  boys  might  be  established  in  Salem.  The  question  was  prepared: 
Does  the  Saviour  approve  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  establish  a  board- 
ing school  for  boys  in  Salem?  Answer:  Yes.  Br.  Steiner  will  try  to 
procure  an  outline  of  the  plan  followed  in  the  school  at  Nazareth. 

Nov.  29.  (Helf.  Conf.)  Br.  L.  E.  has  been  misusing  strong  drink, 
and  recently  he  wantonly  rang  the  bell  at  the  wrong  time.  A  committee 
from  the  Aufseher  Collegium  has  notified  him  that  he  is  excluded 
from  congregation  fellowship. 

Dec.  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Winkler  asks  whether  he  may  use  the 
vacant  lot  north  of  the  church  as  a  feeding  place  for  the  cattle  which  he 
buys  from  time  to  time  for  butchering?    No  objection  was  made. 

Dec.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Our  town  girls  have  been  attending  the 
music  and  drawing  classes  in  the  Boarding  School  without  charge.  It 
seems  unnecessary  that  all  of  them  should  have  this  instruction.  A 
former  rule  is  revived  that  the  congregation  children  also  shall  pay  a 
moderate  fee  when  they  take  music  or  drawing.  If  a  child  shows 
special  talent  and  a  promise  of  future  usefulness  circumstances  shall 
decide  whether  she  shall  have  lessons  free  if  her  parents  are  too  poor 
to  pay. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Becker  and  their  four  children  have  moved  to  Friedland. 

Br.  Steiner's  wish  is  granted  that  the  Christmas  putz  of  the  Board- 
ing School  may  be  made  in  the  Saal  in  the  Gemein  Haus,  and  the 
dialogue  may  be  given  there  as  last  year. 

Dec.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  writings  of  Professor  Jung12  are 
having  a  bad  effect  on  weak  minds  in  our  and  other  congregations, 
and  our  members  shall  be  warned  against  them.  They  are  being  dis- 
tributed through  Br.  Kramsch,  who  shall  be  asked  not  to  handle 
them. 

12  Johann  Heinrich  Jung,  1740-1817,  generally  called  Stilling.  A  German  mystic.  Professor 
of  the  University  of  Marburg,  1787-1803.  Specimens  of  his  work,  preserved,  in  the 
Salem  Archives,  show  a  strong  religious  bent,  which  was  combined  with  belief  in  dream3 
and  apparitions. 
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Dec.  llf.  (Auf.  Col.)  Because  of  the  illness  of  his  wife,  Br.  Lehnert 
finds  himself  obliged  to  give  up  the  tavern.  It  shall  be  proposed  to  Br. 
Johann  Christian  Blum  that  he  take  charge  of  it. 

When  vendues  are  held  in  town  care  must  be  taken  that  strong 
drink  is  not  misused. 

Dec.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  footpaths  in  town  are  bad  in  wet  weath- 
er, and  tanbark  shall  be  hauled  for  them.  A  new  fence  must  be  built 
around  the  Square. 

Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1810. 

Jan.  11  and  16.    No  evening  meeting  because  of  rain. 

Jan.  21.  Because  of  the  extreme  cold  very  few  members  came  to  the 
Sunday  services.  That  evening,  also  the  22nd  and  23rd,  there  could  be 
no  meetings,  partly  because  of  the  cold,  partly  because  of  rain. 

Feb.  16.  There  was  the  monthly  speaking  in  preparation  for  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Feb.  20.    The  weather  was  raw. 

Feb.  27.    It  rained. 

March  1,  25.    No  evening  meetings  because  of  rain. 
April  2.  Rain. 

June  If.  During  the  long  summer  days  the  evening  meetings  will  be 
omitted  on  week-days. 

Aug.  13.  The  congregation  celebrated  this  notable  anniversary  of  the 
Unity  of  Brethren.  Eighty-three  years  ago  the  congregation  of  Herrn- 
hut  received  a  special  outpouring  of  grace  during  the  Communion  in 
the  church  at  Berthelsdorf. 

Nov.  If..  After  praying  the  church  litany,  a  thanksgiving  harvest 
sermon  was  preached  on  Romans  viii,  32. 

Nov.  9.    After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  hard  rain. 

Nov.  11.  On  our  Unity  Day  there  were  three  reading  meetings.  A 
report  was  read  from  our  mission  among  the  free  Negroes  in  South 
America;  also  reports  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  and  a 
memoir. 

Nov.  17.  Combined  with  our  congregation  festival  was  our  remem- 
brance of  the  origin  of  the  Chief  Eldership  of  Jesus  in  the  Unity  of 
Brethren. 

Nov.  25,  26,  27.    No  evening  services  because  of  rain. 
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Dec.  16.  Sunday.  In  addition  to  the  regular  services,  namely, 
litany,  preaching,  children's  hour,  and  reading  meeting,  there  was  a 
gathering  of  communicants  in  which  announcement  was  made  of  the 
last  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  for  the  year.  All  these  services 
were  held  by  Br.  Kluge,  and  Br.  Peter  preached  in  the  church  beyond 
Muddy  Creek.    Singstunde  in  the  evening. 

Dec.  26.  On  second  Christmas  day  there  were  two  reading  meet- 
ings in  the  morning,  with  reports  from  St.  John's,  Antigua,  for  1805. 
The  gemeinstunde  in  the  evening  must  be  omitted  because  of  rain ;  which 
happened  also  on  the  27th  and  28th. 

Dec.  31.    We  had  the  first  snow  of  the  winter. 

Bethabara  Memorabilia  extracts.  We  regret  that  our  neighbors  do 
not  attend  the  services  at  Bethabara  as  frequently  as  formerly. 

Our  children  have  been  glad  that  this  year  more  Unity  Days  were 
held  for  them.  We  hope  that  these  days,  the  children's  hours,  and  the 
instruction  meetings  will  be  for  them  a  blessing. 

The  attempt  this  year  to  continue  the  school  through  the  summer 
did  not  succeed  as  well  as  we  had  hoped ;  perhaps  it  will  go  better  when 
the  children  in  our  town  are  older. 

In  regard  to  our  temporal  affairs  we  find  much  cause  to  thank  the 
Giver  of  all  good,  and  bring  to  Him  our  praise  and  thanks.  In  spite  of 
a  long  drought  in  summer  the  harvest  of  winter  and  summer  grain  turned 
out  better  than  was  expected.  Fruit  also  was  plentiful.  Again  this 
year  we  enjoyed  the  blessing  of  good  health;  and  we  were  preserved 
from  harm  and  accident  during  the  severe  storms  of  the  summer. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1810. 

J  an.  7.  In  a  meeting  of  the  married  people,  they  were  urged  to  bring 
up  their  children  before  the  Lord. 

Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Hauser  (saddler)  left  for  Virginia  with  a  wagon- 
load  of  brandy. 

Jan.  15.  In  the  German  church  at  Beaver-Dam  Br.  Pfohl  held  the 
funeral  of  the  widow  Catharina  Maria  Krieger,  who  fell  asleep  day 
before  yesterday.  She  was  the  mother  of  Heinrich,  Jacob,  and  Joh. 
George  Krieger,  who  belong  to  this  congregation. 

Jan.  18.  We  had  a  severe  storm,  which  began  in  the  morning  and 
continued  into  the  night.  The  wind  was  so  high  that  on  the  hills 
great  stretches  of  fence  were  blown  down.  In  town  bricks  were  blown 
from  chimney-tops  and  many  shingles  were  torn  from  the  older  roofs. 
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Jan.  20.  Some  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  are  ill  with  a  kind  of 
influenza  which  is  going  around. 

Jan.  21.  It  was  very  cold.  Br.  Heinrich  Hauser  returned  from 
Virginia. 

Jan.  26.    It  rained  all  day  and  there  was  some  glaze  ice. 

Feb.  2.    Toward  evening  it  snowed  heavily. 

Feb.  i.    The  melting  snow  has  made  the  roads  wet  and  muddy. 

Feb.  6.  We  were  delighted  to  receive  from  Salem  our  Daily  Text 
Books  for  this  year.  For  two  days  we  have  been  obliged  to  omit  the 
evening  meetings  because  of  the  bad  roads. 

Feb.  22.  Br.  Buchholz  came  from  Friedland  to  consult  our  doctor, 
Br.  Schumann,  about  his  wife  who  is  ill. 

Feb.  27.    The  children  had  their  doctrinal  instruction. 

March  1.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  at  Joh.  Jacob  Sponhauer's  in  the 
German  settlement.    The  attendance  was  the  largest  he  has  had. 

March  11.  The  house-fathers  met  to  plan  the  grading  and  enclosing 
of  the  ground  around  the  church,  and  the  improvement  of  the  path  to 
God's  Acre. 

March  22.  Our  auswartige  single  Br.  Johannes  Krieger13  (son  of 
Jacob)  was  married  today  by  the  justice  to  the  single  Elisabeth 
Sponhauer  (daughter  of  Joh.  Jacob)  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 

April  12.  The  single  Sr.  Anna  Elisabeth  Schulz  was  married  today 
to  the  single  Joseph  Stockburger,  who  does  not  belong  to  us.  The 
marriage  was  performed  by  our  justice  of  the  peace,  Br.  Joh.  Christian 
Loesch. 

May  5.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  farm  of  Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  and  Sr. 
Verona  Beroth,  eight  miles  from  here,  and  by  request  held  the  funeral 
of  their  little  daughter,  born  on  April  27.  Because  of  circumstances 
it  had  not  been  possible  for  the  child  to  receive  baptism. 

May  10.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  hail  storm.  Fortunately 
the  stones  were  not  large  and  little  damage  was  done. 

May  25.  As  no  organist  was  at  home  the  usual  liturgy  could  not  be 
held. 

May  29.  The  single  Sr.  Anna  Justina  Seiz,  belonging  to  our  congre- 
gation, was  married  today  by  our  justice,  Br.  Christian  Loesch,  to  the 
single  Christoph  Schaub. 

13  He  did  not  lose  membership,  having  given  due  notice.   As  the  lot  was  not  tried  and  his 
bride  was  not  a  member,  a  justice  of  the  peace  officiated  at  the  wedding. 
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July  15.  Our  Single  Brethren  and  older  boys  requested  that  there 
might  be  a  formal  closing  of  their  Choir  year,  which  had  not  hitherto 
been  held  here,  so  Br.  G.  B.  Beichel  held  the  service  for  them  in  the 
afternoon  at  five  o'clock. 

July  16.  The  local  Single  Brethren,  youths  and  boys,  with  those  from 
Bethabara,  celebrated  their  Choir  festival  with  the  usual  services. 

Aug.  19.  Sunday.  There  was  no  preaching  here,  as  nearly  all  our 
members  had  gone  to  Shores  Town14  to  hear  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober,  from 
Salem,  who  was  recently  given  permission  by  the  Lutheran  Ministerium 
to  preach  in  this  neighborhood. 

In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock,  in  the  graveyard  at  our  mill,  Br. 
Pfohl  held  the  funeral  of  William  Carney,  son-in-law  of  our  old  Br. 
Friedrich  Leinbach,  whose  life  ended  in  a  sad  fashion  during  the 
night  between  the  17th  and  18th  of  this  month.  With  his  apprentice 
he  had  gone  to  the  woods  some  miles  from  here  to  burn  charcoal  for 
his  smithy.  He  built  the  usual  shelter,  under  which  they  might  sleep 
at  night,  but  was  not  sufficiently  careful  to  support  the  roof  of  rails, 
covered  with  leaves  and  earth.  .  .  .  During  the  night  the  roof  collapsed, 
and  the  weight  ended  his  life.  His  apprentice  had  a  wonderful 
escape,  for  the  roof  twisted  a  little  as  it  fell,  and  only  caught  his  legs, 
so  that  with  much  difficulty  he  was  able  to  work  his  way  out.  ...  As 
soon  as  he  was  free  he  gave  the  alarm  at  a  farm  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
away.  Carney  and  his  family  came  from  Pennsylvania  about  two 
years  ago.  .  .  .  About  four  hundred  persons  came  to  his  funeral. 

Sept.  9.  Br.  G.  B.  B-eichel  held  the  service  for  the  Negroes  in  the 
church,  and  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  Choir  meeting  for  the  Single  Brethren 
and  boys  in  the  chapel. 

Sept.  18.  Only  a  few  girls  came  to  the  doctrinal  instruction,  as 
nearly  all  the  little  boys  are  attending  the  school  kept  by  Thomas 
Yarrell. 

Oct.  9.  Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Hauser  (saddler)  left  today  for  Cross 
Creek  with  a  load  of  wheat. 

Oct.  15.  The  Brn.  Pfohl  and  Joh.  Chr.  Loeseh  went  to  Salem  for  a 
conference  with  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  about  our  congrega- 
tion diaconie  and  store. 

"Deeds  in  Stokes  County,  North  Carolina,  show  that  the  Shores  Town  of  1810  was  "a 
little  village  next  to  and  southwest  of  the  town  of  Bethania,  on  the  public  road  leading 
from  said  town  to  the  Shallowford  on  the  Yadkin  River."  Peter  Shore,  son  of  Heinrich 
Schor  of  Bethania,  bought  a  tract  from  Peter  Pfaff,  Sr.,  and  about  1804  began  to 
divide  it  into  town  lots.  Joseph  Stockburger,  the  widow  Johanna  Schaub,  Christopher 
Schaub,  Jacob  Schaub,  John  Karney,  Andreas  Werner,  Peter  Pfaff,  Jr.,  and  Peter 
Shore  and  wife  appear  as  early  residents. 
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Oct.  16.  Br.  Isaac  Boner  left  today  for  South  Carolina  with  a  load 
of  hats.  Br.  Wilhelm  Grabs  left  for  Cross  Creek  with  a  load  of  meal 
and  flaxseed. 

Oct.  20.  Br.  Joseph  Hauser  set  out  for  Cross  Creek  with  a  load  of 
flaxseed. 

Oct.  28.  Sunday.  In  our  congregation  this  was  the  appointed  Day 
of  Thanksgiving  for  the  harvest  which  has  been  garnered  successfully. 

We  also  remembered  the  Reformation  begun  by  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
293  years  ago. 

Nov.  1.  Each  evening  this  week  one  or  another  family  has  had  a 
cornhusking,  so  the  evening  meetings  must  be  omitted. 

Nov.  11.  Sunday.  In  the  first  service  a  report  was  read  from  the 
Negro  congregation  in  Paramaribo. 

Nov.  13.  The  Brn.  Gottlob  Ranck  and  Joh.  Heinrich  Hauser  (son 
of  George)  left  today  for  Norfolk  with  two  wagons  loaded  with  flour. 

Nov.  18.  Br.  Pfohl  baptized  two  daughters  of  the  married  Negro 
couple,  Joseph  and  Coelia  (he  belongs  to  Mr.  Nathan  Chaftin  in 
Huntsville,  and  she  belongs  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Schumann). 

Nov.  25.  We  regretted  that  the  heavy  rain  and  bad  roads  prevented 
a  number  of  members  from  attending  the  services.  Twenty  were 
wanting  in  Communion. 

Nov.  29.  There  was  a  conference  with  the  fathers  who  have  children 
of  school  age,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  bring  our  town  school  back 
into  proper  order,  and  prevent  sending  the  children  to  an  outside 
school-teacher  in  the  neighborhood.  The  end  was  not  fully  gained,  as 
only  eight  children  were  promised  for  our  town  school,  and  the  rest 
will  continue  to  attend  the  outside  school. 

Dec.  6.  Br.  Friedrich  Leinbach  returned  from  his  visit  to  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Dec.  7.  In  the  evening  we  sang  a  Passion  liturgy.  The  service  was 
attended  by  Professor  Caldwell,  his  wife  and  son,  and  a  lady  from 
Raleigh,  who  arrived  today  on  their  way  to  the  Pilot  Mountain. 

Dec.  23.  Sunday.  In  the  first  service  we  had  a  liturgy.  In  the 
second,  instead  of  preaching  we  read  the  memoir  of  Sr.  Catharina 
Steiner,  maiden  name  Beroth,  who  fell  asleep  in  Salem  on  the  5th  of 
July,  and  the  memoir  of  the  departed  Br.  Johannes  Reuz,  also  of  Salem. 
In  the  afternoon  we  read  the  memoir  of  the  Negro  Br.  Peter  Oliver,  of 
Salem,  and  the  memoir  of  Br.  Peter  Frey,  of  Friedberg. 

Dec.  30.  In  the  afternoon  it  rained  heavily,  then  turned  to  sleet  and 
snow,  and  by  the  31st  the  snow  was  fairly  deep. 
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Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1810. 

Jan.  1.  Following  the  preaching  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  con- 
gregation and  Society,  and  then  a  service  in  which  the  Memorabilia  of 
this  congregation  and  of  Wachovia  were  read. 

Feb.  10.  In  the  Friedberg  settlement  there  was  a  sad  accident  near 
the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Frey.  A  married  woman  about  fifty  years  old, 
who  lived  on  the  Yadkin,  was  returning  from  a  visit  to  relatives.  She 
stopped  at  the  house  of  Br.  Frey  to  light  her  pipe  and  warm  herself. 
Shortly  afterwards  men  saw  smoke  on  the  road,  some  distance  from  the 
Frey  house,  and  when  they  hurried  to  the  place  they  found  her  lying  in 
the  road,  dead,  and  her  horse  nearby.  Presumably  a  coal  from  her  pipe 
had  been  blown  by  the  wind  into  the  kerchief  which  was  wrapped  around 
her  head  and  throat,  and  from  that  her  cotton  dress  caught.  Her  face 
and  the  upper  part  of  her  body  were  terribly  disfigured,  and  her  cloth- 
ing almost  entirely  destroyed.  A  number  of  our  Brethren  and  neigh- 
bors were  called  together  for  the  investigation  prescribed  by  law  in  such 
cases.    The  remains  were  interred  near  her  home,  without  ceremony. 

March  12.  We  were  happy  to  welcome  Brethren  and  Sisters  from 
Salem  and  Hope  to  our  congregation  festival. 

March  SO.  Our  old  Br.  Peter  Frey  departed  this  life  at  the  age  of 
80  years,  4  months,  and  15  days. 

May  6.  Those  who  have  been  received  into  the  congregation  during 
the  year  had  a  lovefeast  with  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  their 
wives,  the  stewards,  and  those  who  serve  in  the  meeting-hall. 

Aug.  12.  The  old  Tunker  bishop,  Jehu  Burkhart,  attended  the  preach- 
ing service. 

Nov.  11.  The  sermon  for  our  harvest  thanksgiving  was  preached  on 
Ps.  xxiii,  1. 

Nov.  25.  Our  people  are  busy  working  the  roads,  so  the  services  were 
poorly  attended.

[There  was  little  change  in  the  situation  in  Europe,  except  that  a 
spirit  of  revolt  against  Napoleon  spread  in  Spain  and  Prussia. 

British  and  French  ships  continued  to  impress  American  seamen. 
Non-intercourse  with  Great  Britain  was  revived.  War  broke  out 
with  the  Shawnee  Indians  who  were  believed  to  be  under  English  influ- 
ence. General  William  Henry  Harrison  led  his  troops  against  the 
Indians  and  defeated  them  in  an  engagement  on  Tippecanoe  River. 

North  Carolina  felt  the  drift  of  public  opinion  toward  war.  William 
Hawkins  of  Warren  County  was  elected  governor.  On  December  23 
an  earthquake  was  felt  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  Wachovia,  1811. 

During  this  year  we  were  richly  supplied  with  Nachrichten,  the  read- 
ing of  which  encouraged  all  those  who  have  at  heart  the  spread  of  the 
kingdom  of  Jesus  to  pray  for  the  messengers  and  witnesses  and  the  con- 
gregations gathered  from  among  the  heathen.  No  less  have  we  been 
impelled  to  make  our  calling  and  election  sure  through  grace  as  we  read 
the  memoirs  of  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  have  been  called  home ;  and  as 
we  have  listened  to  the  outpouring  of  the  hearts  of  converted  heathen. 

The  observance  of  the  church  and  congregation  festivals  was  blessed 
this  year.  Participation  in  the  Lord's  Supper  served  to  strengthen  us 
in  faith,  hope,  and  love.  We  wish  that  our  week-day  services  might  have 
been  better  attended,  for  our  Lord  promised  His  presence  in  such  gath- 
erings and  gladly  would  keep  His  promise. 

Three  times  during  the  year  we  heard  from  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference through  our  correspondent,  Br.  Eorestier.  We  sympathize  deeply 
with  them  in  their  activities  in  our  widespread  Unity  under  the 
conditions  now  existing  in  the  world. 

For  the  blessing  of  peace  in  our  land  during  this  year  we  bring  our 
Lord  heartiest  thanks,  and  pray  that  He  will  continue  this  favor. 

We  also  praise  and  thank  God  for  the  rich  harvest  this  year ;  for  His 
blessing  on  the  work  of  our  hands;  and  that  in  most  of  our  towns  the 
members  have  enjoyed  good  health.  We  gave  sorrowful  sympathy  to  our 
Brn.  Strohle  and  Buchholz  when  they  were  ill,  and  to  many  of  our 
members  in  Hope,  where  a  bad  type  of  fever  was  epidemic,  and  we  are 
grateful  for  their  recovery,  even  though  it  has  been  slow. 

Among  the  ministers  of  our  congregations  the  following  changes  have 
taken  place.  Br.  Carl  Gotthold  Beichel  was  called  to  Pennsylvania  as 
president  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  and  as  pastor  and  preacher 
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in  Bethlehem.  In  his  place  came  Br.  Johannes  Herbst,  from  Lititz,  to 
be  pastor  and  preacher  here,  after  he  had  been  ordained  a  bishop  of  the 
Brethren's  Church  on  May  10,  by  the  Brn.  Loskiel  and  Reichel. 

On  November  13  it  pleased  our  Lord  to  call  into  eternal  joy  our  Br. 
Christian  Ludwig  Benzien,  who  had  served  in  our  local  congregations  for 
more  than  thirty  years,  first  as  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren,  then  as 
assistant  pastor  of  the  congregation  and  for  a  while  pfleger  of  the 
married  people,  and  then  in  the  administration  of  the  Wachovia  Unity 
business,  to  which  he  gave  never-to-be-forgotten  faithfulness.  Until 
his  place  can  be  filled  by  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  Br.  and  Sr.  Simon 
Peter  have  come  hither  from  Bethabara,  Br.  Peter  to  assist  in  the  hold- 
ing of  services,  and  both  of  them  to  help  with  the  married  people.  For 
the  time  being  Br.  and  Sr.  Johann  Peter  Kluge  have  taken  charge  of 
Bethabara. 

Under  Br.  Benzien's  will  Br.  Johann  Gebhard  Cunow1  becomes  pro- 
prietor of  the  Unity  estates  in  North  Carolina,  and  until  instructions  can 
be  received  from  the  Unity  Yorsteher  Collegium  the  Brn.  Herbst,  Stotz, 
and  Friedrich  Christian  Meinung  will  carry  on  the  business. 

Our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Springplace  had  the  pleasure  on  Maundy 
Thursday  of  admitting  Sr.  Margaret  Ann  Scott  to  the  Lord's  Supper, 
the  first  from  the  Cherokee  nation.  The  missionaries  regret  that  some 
of  their  most  promising  scholars  have  been  taken  home  by  their  rela- 
tives, but  hope  that  the  good  seed  planted  in  their  hearts  may  not 
be  lost. 

Our  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burkhardt  and  their  neighbors  have  suffered 
from  fever  again  this  year,  but  in  general  had  better  health  than  last 
year.  Many  of  the  Negroes  belonging  to  Colonel  Hawkins  attended  their 
meetings  and  listened  attentively.  Several  times  Indians  were  quiet 
listeners.  Br.  Petersen  made  two  visits  into  the  Indian  country,  and 
was  well  received  everywhere.  Br.  Burkhardt  came  to  Salem  for  four 
weeks,  and  conferred  with  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  over  the 
plan  for  their  work,  and  conditions  on  Flint  River. 

We  wish  a  special  blessing  from  the  Lord  on  the  Colonels  Meigs  and 
Hawkins  for  their  loving  and  friendly  assistance  to  our  Brethren  in 
Springplace  and  on  Flint  River. 

The  Wachovia  branch  of  the  Society  of  the  Brethren  for  Propagating 
the  Gospel  Among  the  Heathen  met  on  August  21.  The  Brn.  David 
Blum,  Matthaeus  Reuz  and  Johann  Christian  Lehmann  were  received 
as  new  members. 

We  consider  our  Boarding  School  for  girls  as  a  nursery  for  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  wish  that  all  our  pupils  may  receive  into  their 

1  Of  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania. 
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hearts  the  knowledge  that  through  the  blood  of  Jesus  they  have  been 
dearly  bought,  and  that  they  owe  Him  their  bodies  and  souls.  During 
the  year  seventy-one  have  entered  the  Boarding  School,  and  forty-nine 
have  returned  to  their  homes.  The  present  number  in  the  school  is 
seventy.  Twelve  girls  from  our  congregation  attend  classes  in  the 
Boarding  School. 

The  dwelling  for  the  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  has  been 
finished  and  occupied. 

If  the  Lord  permits  we  will  try  next  year  to  establish  a  boarding 
school  for  boys  in  Salem. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Diary,  1811. 

Jan.  1.  In  Friedland  a  new  Committee  was  elected,  consisting  of  the 
Brn.  Johann  Lanius,  Philip  Krohn,  George  Friedrich  Lagenauer,  and 
Conrad  Krohn.  Br.  Christian  Nissen  was  elected  steward  for  the 
coming  year. 

/ an.  3.    The  girls'  Christmas  dialogue  was  repeated. 

Jan.  6.  In  Hope,  Br.  Strohle  married  the  single  Society  member 
Joseph  Elrod  to  the  single  Society  member  Rosina  Beroth,  in  the  house 
of  her  parents. 

Jan.  16.  In  the  evening  Br.  Reichel  commenced  to  read  the  story  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  from  the  Harmony  of  the  Four 
Gospels. 

Jan.  21.  Today  we  were  glad  to  receive  from  Pennsylvania  the 
printed  Texts  for  this  year. 

Feb.  11.  A  few  days  ago  Mr.  Linbach  returned  from  his  visit  to 
Pennsylvania,  much  pleased  with  the  reception  given  to  him  in  the 
congregations  of  the  Brethren  there.  He  left  today  for  Flint  River, 
giving  aifectionate  promises  that  he  would  do  his  best  to  promote  our 
mission  there. 

Feb.  16.  In  the  Communion  lovefeast  in  the  evening  a  letter  was  read 
from  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  of  Konigsfeld,2  asking  a  contribution  to 
the  building  of  their  church,  and  the  request  was  commended  to  the 
loving  sympathy  of  those  present. 

Feb.  22.  The  deepest  snow  that  we  have  had  this  winter  fell  last 
night. 

Mr.  "Winston  passed  on  his  way  from  Natchez  to  "Washington.  He  had 
visited  our  Brethren  on  Flint  River,  and  brought  letters  and  their  diary. 


a  A  new  settlement  of  the  Brethren  in  Wiirttemberg,  south  Germany. 
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Feb.  23.  Last  week  the  weather  was  the  coldest  we  have  had  this 
winter.  Often  in  the  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  four  above 
zero. 

March  10.  Br.  Reichel  and  his  wife  visited  the  German  Church 
beyond  Muddy  Creek,  where  he  preached,  and  they  took  an  affectionate 
leave  of  the  congregation. 

March  llf.  Near  the  mill  beyond  Bethania  Br.  Pfohl  held  the 
funeral  of  Samuel  Meyer,  who  died  on  the  12th  of  this  month.  He  was 
born  on  Oct.  10,  1775,  in  Salem.  .  .  . 

March  17.  Br.  Reichel  and  his  wife  visited  Friedland,  where  he 
preached  and  held  a  gemeinstunde.  He  took  this  occasion  to  bid  fare- 
well to  this  congregation. 

March  31.  Yesterday  Br.  Reichel  and  his  wife  made  their  last  visit 
to  Hope,  and  took  leave  of  the  members  there. 

April  1.  Br.  Carl  Gottlob  and  Sr.  Maria  Christina  Opiz,  who 
belonged  to  the  Friedberg  congregation,  have  lived  in  Salem  for  a  year 
and  a  day  taking  care  of  the  now  departed  Br.  and  Sr.  Miksch.  Today 
they  moved  to  the  farm  near  Salem  where  the  departed  Negro  Br. 
Peter  Oliver  lived,  and  they  will  now  be  counted  auswartige  members 
of  Salem  congregation. 

April  5.  Twenty-five  years  ago  today  the  Sisters  House  was  conse- 
crated and  occupied.  This  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  this  Choir,  to- 
gether with  the  Older  Girls  and  the  married  members  of  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz,  had  a  memorial  lovefeast.  Of  the  twenty-nine  Single  Sis- 
ters and  six  Older  Girls  who  were  there  at  the  consecration  of  the 
House,  four  Single  Sisters  were  present  today. 

April  7.  Sunday.  We  entered  the  Passion  Week.  ...  In  the  evening 
Br.  Reichel  began  to  read  the  story  of  this  week.  George  Waterson  and 
his  wife  Martha  received  permission  to  become  auswartige  members  of 
Salem  congregation. 

April  11/..  Sunday.  On  first  Easter  day,  Br.  Reichel  prayed  the 
Easter  litany,  in  English,  with  the  congregation  on  God's  Acre  at  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  many  hundreds  of  visitors  from  near  and 
far  listened  to  the  prayers  quietly  and  attentively. 

April  17.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Reichel  read  the  story  of  the  ap- 
pearances of  J esus  after  His  resurrection ;  also  held  the  quarter-hour  for 
the  Single  Brethren,  taking  affectionate  leave  of  this  Choir. 

Mr.  Miller,  a  Lutheran  preacher  from  Burke  County  in  this  State, 
came  yesterday  on  a  visit.  He  informed  himself  concerning  our  consti- 
tution, and  left  today  with  expressions  of  friendship.

April  20.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  our  Board- 
ing School  has  made  it  necessary  to  open  a  fourth  room,  which  has  been 
done  today,  with  the  two  Single  Srs.  Maria  Steiner  and  Friederica 
Vierling  in  charge  of  it. 

April  21.  Br.  Reichel  preached  his  farewell  sermon.  ...  In  the 
evening  Br.  Reichel  held  his  last  gemeinstunde.  Br.  Benzien,  in  the 
name  of  the  congregation,  thanked  Br.  Reichel  and  his  wife  for  their 
work  in  this  field,  and  assured  them  of  the  interest  which  would  follow 
them  in  their  further  blessed  service  in  the  house  of  the  Lord.  Then  the 
communicants  had  a  meeting  in  which  they  shared  the  Cup  of  Cove- 
nant. 

April  22.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  a  lovefeast  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
Reichel  before  their  departure.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  came  from  Bethania 
to  share  in  it. 

April  23.  Br.  and  Sr.  Reichel  left  today  for  Bethlehem,  taking  with 
them  the  older  girl  Maria  Fetter,  who  will  remain  there.  The  Single 
Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  went  on  a  visit  to  the  Pennsylvania  congrega- 
tions. Br.  Samuel  Strub,  of  Bethania,  went  as  driver.  Many  members 
of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  accompanied  them  as  far  as  Br.  Schober's 
inn,3  eleven  miles  from  here. 

April  27.  After  something  of  a  drought  we  had  a  much  desired  rain, 
because  of  which  the  singstunde  must  be  omitted. 

April  28.  Sunday.  In  the  Unity  Day  services  memoirs  were  read  of 
two  European  members  of  the  Unity.    Br.  Reichel  preached  in  German. 

May  5.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Benzien  baptized  Elise  Wilhelmine, 
infant  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Vierling,  born  this  morning.  Because  of 
the  continuous  rain  the  evening  liturgy  was  omitted. 

Because  of  rain  the  services  in  Bethabara  and  Friedland  were  poorly 
attended,  and  instead  of  preaching  a  sermon  was  read.  In  Friedberg 
and  Hope  no  one  went  to  church.  In  the  meeting  of  communicants  in 
Bethania  notice  was  given  of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  the  following 
Saturday. 

May  25.  Saturday.  During  this  week  the  inspector  of  the  Boarding 
School  has  been  holding  the  Examination  of  the  boarding  and  town 
pupils.    The  closing  exercises  took  place  today  in  the  presence  of  the 

'Stokes  County  records  (Deed  Books  5/121,  7/151,  10/352)  show  that  on  October  25, 
1813,  Gottlieb  Schober  bought  from  William  Dobson,  Sr.,  and  William  P.  Dobson,  1032 
acres  "at  the  cross  roads,"  the  land  lying  on  waters  of  Muddy  Creek,  Deep  River,  Haw 
River,  and  Abbotts  Creek.  .Gottlieb  Schober  evidently  transferred  this  property  to  his 
son,  Nathaniel  Schober,  for  on  November  14,  1817,  Nathaniel  Schober  sold  the  1032 
acres  to  Joseph  Kerner.  On  January  18,  1833,  the  executors  of  Nathaniel  Schober 
canceled  the  mortgage  which  Joseph  Kerner  had  given  when  he  purchased  the  land 
which  had  passed  to  Kerner's  heirs.  The  site  of  the  store  and  inn  upon  this  tract,  later 
known  as  Kerner's  Cross  Roads,  is  now  occupied  by  the  filling  station  in  the  center 
of  Kernersville. 
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Aeltesten  Conferenz,  of  other  members,  of  parents,  and  a  considerable 
number  of  visitors.  There  were  three  sessions  in  the  morning  and  three 
in  the  afternoon.  In  the  first  hour  of  the  morning  the  local  girls  were 
examined  in  German.  In  the  five  following  sessions  the  boarding 
pupils  were  examined  in  the  various  branches,  the  English  language 
being  used.  They  exhibited  specimens  of  their  writing  and  drawing, 
also  of  their  sewing  and  embroidery.  At  the  beginning  and  close  of  each 
session  there  was  singing;  and  in  the  last  session  sonatas  and  duets 
were  played  on  the  pianoforte.  Several  of  the  pupils  read  compositions 
which  they  themselves  had  composed.  Br.  Steiner  closed  with  an  address 
and  the  New  Testament  benediction.  The  number  of  boarding  pupils 
present  was  sixty-four,  of  day  pupils  ten,  total  seventy-four. 

May  29.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  Br.  and  Sr.  Herbst  arrived 
after  a  successful  journey  of  fifteen  days.  With  them  came  the  Single 
Sr.  Maria  Wittar,  and  their  driver,  Br.  Samuel  Strub.  Formal  notice  of 
their  coming  was  given  by  the  trombonists,  and  members  greeted  them 
heartily  in  their  rooms. 

May  30.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  a  lovefeast  to  welcome  Br.  and 
Sr.  Herbst,  and  to  it  came  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  from  Bethabara  and  Br. 
Pfohl  from  Bethania. 

June  2.  Whitsunday.  Br.  Benzien  told  the  story  of  the  outpouring 
mi  the  Holy  Spirit.  He  also  welcomed  Br.  Johannes  Herbst  in  the 
name  of  the  congregation.  At  ten  o'clock  Br.  Herbst  preached  his 
introductory  sermon.  At  two  o'clock  the  congregation  had  a  lovefeast 
to  welcome  Br.  and  Sr.  Herbst.  At  eight  o'clock  Br.  Herbst  sang  with 
the  congregation  the  Hymn  of  Praise  to  the  Holy  Ghost. 

June  3.    On  our  Unity  Day  we  read  reports  from  Liefland.4 

June  Jf.  In  Hope  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br.  John 
Padget  who  went  home  blessedly  day  before  yesterday.  For  many  years 
he  had  been  well  known  and  highly  prized  in  the  entire  neighborhood, 
and  a  large  number  of  members  and  friends  attended  the  service. 

June  11.  Pastor  Hinkel  stopped  in  passing  and  visited  the  Brn. 
Herbst  and  Benzien. 

June  15.  Br.  Herbst  held  the  singstunde,  which  was  attended  by  many 
visitors. 

June  28.  Br.  Herbst  held  the  evening  service,  and  baptized  the 
infant  son  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Below,  born  yesterday.  The  child  received  the 
name  Friedrich  Edward.5

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July  1.  Br.  Herbst  held  the  evening  meeting  and  finished  reading  the 
report  from  the  Negro  congregation  in  Paramaribo6  for  the  year  1806. 

July  4-  On  this  memorial  day  of  our  country  Br.  Steiner  spoke  in 
English  on  some  outstanding  kindnesses  of  God  our  Saviour.  From  the 
founding  of  the  United  States  to  the  present  time  we  have  enjoyed  His 
favor,  under  the  protection  of  the  rulers  of  our  land.  Suitable  hymns 
were  sung  and  instrumental  music  was  rendered  in  a  thankful  and  happy 
program  of  praise. 

/ uly  13.  Our  Brn.  Benzien,  Stotz,  and  Meinung  returned  today  from 
Raleigh.  The  suit  concerning  the  Mulberry  Fields  was  not  decided  at 
this  term  of  the  Supreme  Court.  During  their  stay  in  that  city  they 
made  pleasant  acquaintances  among  the  officials,  with  several  ministers, 
and  with  a  number  of  private  persons.  On  their  way  back  they  stopped 
in  Chapel  Hill  and  called  on  the  president  and  teachers  in  the  Acad- 
emy there. 

July  16.  A  Methodist  named  Berger  preached  this  morning  out  of 
doors  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Square  near  the  Gemein  Haus. 
Many  local  residents  and  a  considerable  number  of  visitors  attended. 
After  the  sermon  another  man  of  the  same  persuasion  offered  the  closing 
prayer. 

July  21.  The  interesting  memoir  of  our  departed  Br.  David  Zeis- 
berger  was  read  in  three  Unity  Day  sessions. 

Aug.  6.  Yesterday  General  Wade  Hampton  stopped  on  his  return 
from  the  seat  of  government  of  the  United  States.  He  looked  about  our 
town  with  approval  and  today  left  for  his  home  in  South  Carolina. 

Aug.  8.  Many  Brethren  from  our  various  congregations,  and  many 
outsiders,  came  as  usual  to  the  election  of  officials  for  this  state. 

Aug.  9.  After  the  evening  meeting  a  Presbyterian  preacher  named 
Reed,  from  South  Carolina,  gave  an  evangelical  testimony  in  the  entry 
to  the  tavern,  many  of  our  members  going  to  hear  him. 

Aug.  13.  All  our  congregations  observed  the  anniversary  of  the 
blessed  Communion  of  the  Herrnhut  congregation  eighty-four  years 
ago. 

Aug.  18.  On  this  Unity  Day  Br.  Benzien  read  a  report  from  the 
Negro  congregation  in  Gracehill,  Antigua,  for  the  year  1806. 

Aug.  26.  The  congregation  of  Hope  observed  its  congregation  festi- 
val, and  was  happy  to  have  Br.  Herbst  present  for  the  first  time. 


•  A  mission  to  Negroes  in  Surinam,  on  the  northern  coast  of  South  America. 
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Aug.  30.  This  afternoon  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  a  happy  love- 
feast  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Steiner,  in  honor  of  their  moving  into  their  new 
house. 

Sept.  3.  In  Friedland  the  congregation  festival  was  observed  with 
blessing.    For  lack  of  room  the  lovefeast  was  served  in  two  sections. 

Sept.  6.  In  Friedland  the  ten-year-old  son  of  Br.  George  Seiz  had 
a  remarkable  escape.  He  and  his  father  were  in  the  cart,  which  was 
loaded  with  meal.  As  the  father  started  to  drive  off  the  boy  fell  from 
the  cart  in  such  a  way  that  the  wheel  rolled  over  his  right  arm.  He 
screamed,  and  the  father,  in  an  attempt  to  rescue  him,  pulled  the  horses 
back,  with  the  result  that  the  wheel  went  over  the  arm  a  second  time. 
Misunderstanding  the  well-meant  shout  of  the  miller  the  father  tried  to 
go  forward  again  and  the  child  had  the  same  experience  for  the  third 
time,  and  yet  he  was  not  seriously  hurt. 

Sept.  9.  Br.  Christ,  the  widowed  Sr.  Blum,  and  the  Single  Sisters 
Benigna  and  Catharina  Transou,  left  today  for  a  visit  to  our  congre- 
gations in  Pennsylvania,  Br.  Samuel  Strub  of  Bethania  going  as  driver. 
With  them  went  the  Single  Sr.  Catharine  Wittar,  who  came  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Herbst. 

Sept.  11.  IN o  evening  meeting  could  be  held  because  of  the  continu- 
ous rain  and  strong  wind.  The  storms  of  yesterday  and  today  have 
done  much  damage  to  the  crops  in  our  neighborhood,  and  in  the  woods 
trees  have  been  uprooted.  Later  we  saw  in  the  newspapers  that  it  had 
been  a  hurricane  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  terribly  destruc- 
tive. In  its  path  dwelling  houses  and  barns,  indeed  everything  the 
wind  struck,  were  partly  or  entirely  torn  to  pieces,  many  persons  suf- 
fered bodily  injury,  and  some  lost  their  lives. 

Sept.  16.  The  special  day  of  remembrance  for  the  ministers  of  the 
Unity  was  observed  by  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  the 
Heifer  Conferenz,  and  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

Sept.  17.  Today  there  was  a  noteworthy  eclipse  of  the  sun,  which  be- 
gan at  noon  and  ended  about  three  o'clock. 

Sept.  19.  The  secretary  of  this  state,  Mr.  White,  his  daughter,  and 
son-in-law  arrived  today  and  left  the  following  day.  They  had  taken 
a  journey  for  Mr.  White's  health,  but  it  had  not  had  the  desired  result. 

Sept.  22.  Br.  Reichel  went  yesterday  to  our  friends  on  Deep  Creek, 
and  today  preached  in  a  Methodist  church  there  to  a  large  number  of 
persons.    By  request  of  the  residents  he  held  another  service  in  the 
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evening  in  a  private  house.  He  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  number  of 
awakened  souls,  who  thanked  him  for  coming  and  asked  him  to  repeat  the 
visit. 

Oct.  Jf.  Br.  Benzien  held  the  evening  meeting,  and  commended  to 
the  blessing  of  the  congregation  the  betrothal  today  of  the  Single  Br.  Joh. 
Chr.  Wilhelm  Tries  and  the  Single  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Mssen. 

Oct.  13.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Fries  and  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth 
Nissen  were  married  by  Br.  Herbst.  Then  with  their  relatives,  the 
members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conf  erenz,  and  several  guests,  they  had  a  happy 
lovefeast. 

Oct.  25.  This  morning  Br.  Burkhardt  arrived  on  a  visit.  He  left 
the  Creek  land  on  the  7th  of  this  month,  but  because  of  sickness  had  to 
stop  on  the  way  for  eight  days. 

Nov.  3.    Br.  Benzien  held  the  services  in  Hope,  and  came  home  sick. 

Nov.  12.  Br.  Herbst  held  the  meeting  for  the  members  of  the  Hourly 
Intercession,  and  commended  to  their  prayers  our  sick  Br.  Benzien. 

Nov.  13.  In  the  sixth  hour  of  the  morning  that  faithful  servant  of 
Jesus,  our  beloved  Br.  Christian  Ludwig  Benzien,  ended  his  blessed 
journey  here  below,  rested  from  his  labors,  and  went  to  receive  the  reward 
promised  to  the  servants  of  God.  This  touching  event  was  announced 
to  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  the  first  meeting  of  this  day's  observance 
of  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder  and  our  congregation's  anniversary. 
In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast,  for  which  a  new,  printed  ode 
had  been  prepared.  Br.  Stotz  held  the  service  and  Br.  Herbst  played 
the  organ.7 

Br.  Christ  and  his  party  returned  from  Pennsylvania,  and  with  them 
came  Sr.  Paulina  Schober. 

Nov.  16.  This  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  our 
dear  Br.  Benzien.  Br.  Herbst  spoke  earnestly  on  the  words  of  Jesus, 
John  vii,  24,  and  read  extracts  from  his  memoir.  In  spite  of  the  raw, 
rainy  weather  a  large  number  of  members  and  friends  gathered,  who 
loved  our  Brother,  regretted  his  departure,  and  will  hold  him  in  blessed 
remembrance.  His  widow  has  resigned  her  service  of  the  congregation. 
She  and  her  children  were  commended  to  the  comfort  of  the  Saviour. 

Nov.  22.  This  morning  at  three  o'clock  we  felt  an  earthquake,  which 
was  particularly  noticeable  in  the  country  around  us.  No  damage  was 
done.

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Nov.  2J/..    Br.  Herbst  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon. 

Nov.  25.    Br.  Burkhardt  left  for  his  post  in  the  Creek  country. 

Dec.  1.  The  beginning  of  the  Advent  season  and  of  the  new  Church 
Year.  The  gemeinstunde  was  opened  with  an  anthem,  and  the  Hosannah 
was  sung. 

Dec.  3.  Br.  Simon  and  Sr.  Martha  Peter  moved  from  Bethabara  to 
Salem. 

Dec.  llf.  Today  in  Friedland  Br.  Jacob  and  Sr.  Elisabeth  Barbara 
Ried  celebrated  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  their  wedding  in  a  solemn  and 
blessed  manner.  All  their  relatives,  and  all  the  married  Brethren  and 
Sisters  belonging  to  that  congregation,  were  in  attendance,  and  Br.  and 
Sr.  Herbst,  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter,  and  several  Sisters  from  Salem  went  by 
invitation.  Their  little  grandson,  son  of  Br.  Carl  Ludwig  and  Sr. 
Rahel  Ried,  who  was  born  on  the  4th  of  the  preceding  month,  was 
baptized  by  Br.  Herbst  with  the  name  Charles  Levin.  As  the  mother 
does  not  understand  German  the  service  was  in  English.  During  a 
happy  lovefeast  there  was  a  short  address,  and  a  hymn  was  sung  that 
had  been  composed  for  the  occasion;  then  the  jubilee  couple  received 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord. 

Dec.  15.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  children's  hour.  Br.  Herbst  finished 
reading  the  report  of  the  Hottentot  congregation  of  Gnadenthal8  for 
the  year  1806-7. 

Dec.  16.  In  the  third  hour  of  the  morning  there  was  a  fairly  strong 
earthquake  shock,  which  was  repeated  in  the  eighth  hour,  but  much  less 
severely. 

Dec.  26.  On  this  Unity  Day  there  were  two  reading  meetings  in  the 
morning  during  which  the  interesting  memoir  of  Br.  Christian  Ludwig 
Benzien  was  presented.  In  the  afternoon  the  newest  Nachrichten  from 
the  Unity  Elders  Conference  were  read.  At  four  o'clock  Br.  Herbst 
held  the  gemeinstunde,  and  after  a  short  address  on  the  Text  for  the 
day  he  ordained  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  a  deacon  of  the  Unity 
of  Brethren. 

The  boarding  pupils  and  the  girls  from  this  congregation  who  attend 
the  school  gave  their  dialogue  on  the  festal  subject  in  the  Gemein  Saal 
around  the  pretty  illumination  there.  Yesterday  the  Sisters  attended, 
and  today  the  Brethren.  The  dialogue  and  their  singing  gave  much 
pleasure  to  those  attending. 

Dec.  27.  There  was  the  first  snow  of  the  winter ;  the  evening  meeting 
was  dropped. 

8  Otherwise  known  as  Bavienskloof,  in  South  Africa,  in  the  Cape  Town  district. 
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Dec.  31.  This  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  the  school  children  and  little 
girls  from  the  Boarding  School  closed  the  year  with  a  lovefeast.  In 
the  evening  at  eight  o'clock  was  the  lovefeast  for  the  adult  congregation 
including  the  older  girls  from  the  Boarding  School.  Br.  Peter  presided 
and  Br.  Herbst  played  the  organ.  At  ten  o'clock  there  was  the  reading 
of  the  Memorabilia  of  the  congregations  of  Wachovia  in  general  and 
Salem  in  particular;  then  announcement  was  made  of  the  news  re- 
ceived by  post  today  that  our  honored  and  beloved  Br.  Jeremias  Risler, 
a  member  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  had  been  called  home  on 
August  23. 

Mrs.  Kramsch's  Diary  of  Visitors  to  Salem,  1811. 
[Reproduced  verbatim.] 

Jan.  3.  Mr.  Wimbish  &  Lady  (which  was  Becky  Williams)  were 
here  &  brought  his  two  Sisters  to  school. 

A  German,  Orelli,  &  company  attended  the  Christmas  dialogue. 

Feb.  10.    Mr.  Limbach  returned  from  Pensylvania. 

March  10.  Mr.  Jesse  Harper  with  his  2  sisters  &  another  Gentleman 
visited  here,  the  Ladies  lodged  at  Schroters  a  few  days. 

12th.  Mr.  Latta  was  here,  &  Mr.  Leigh  from  Augusta  fetched  his 
daughter  from  school,  home. 

March  21.  Mr.  Connor  &  Lady  brought  a  daughter,  Mr.  Key  &  Lady 
2  daughters  to  school.  In  company  of  the  latter  was  a  gentleman  named 
Edmund  McGegee  —  they  were  all  very  much  pleased  here. 

April  7th.  A  gentleman  and  Lady  from  Baltimore  attended  the 
meeting  at  night  at  the  entrance  of  the  holy  week  before  Easter. 

12.    Mr.  Bed  &  part  of  his  family  staid  a  few  days  here. 

13  &  1J/-.  Mr.  Bouchett  (Dr.)  and  his  Lady  were  here  to  visit  their 
daughters  at  school.    Mr.  Hay  brought  children. 

26.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Aitkin  &  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Dietrich  from  Tenysee  staid 
here  a  week. 

May.  At  the  School  examination  26  attended  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Wimbish 
Senr,  Mrs.  Wimbish  jun.,  Mrs.  Bickley,  &  Mr.  Bickley,  Mr.  Latta,  &c.  &c. 
to  their  satisfaction. 

About  this  time  several  gentlemen  boarded  at  Schroters. 

June  3d  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Wimbish  Senr.  &  Mrs.  Wimbish  jun.  returned  to 
Virginia.    Col.  Williams  accompanied  them  as  far  as  this  place. 
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July.  In  the  beginning  of  this  month  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Phinizzy  &  daugh- 
ter were  here.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  jr  Ware  brought  2  children,  &  a  Mr. 
Martin  one,  I  dined  with  them. 

Soon  after  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Beaty  came  to  see  their  daughters.  Mr. 
Saxon  &  his  Lady  brought  2  children,  Mr.  Calhoun  came  to  see  his 
daughter.  Mr.  Quay  &  his  daughter  Peggy  visited  here.  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Bowie  brought  a  daughter,  this  month. 

Betsey  Fullen wider,  now  Burton,  &  Sally  Alexander  were  here  on  a 
visit.  Likewise  in  this  month  Polly  Fullenwider  &  Clementine  Brown 
(now  Golding). 

July  29  &  30.  Mr.  Guyon  &  Sr  (Governor  Williams'  niece)  &  Mr. 
Nixon,  daughter  &  sister  were  here  to  see  the  place. 

At  the  same  time  Mr.  Sanders  &  his  mother,  the  latter  sickly  were 
here. 

Aug.  1.  Hyder  &  Elis.  Davis  passed  thro  on  their  way  to  S.  Caro- 
lina. 

k.  Two  Gentlemen,  I  heard  not  their  names,  were  here,  one  was  very 
hoarse. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1811. 

Jan.  I/..  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  It  was  noted  with  special  pleasure 
that  this  time  there  was  not  the  slightest  disturbance  on  New  Year's 
Eve. 

Br.  Wilhelm  Fries  has  accepted  appointment  as  supervisor  of  one 
of  the  rooms  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Br.  Mattheus  Beuz  has  moved  into  the  sick-room  at  the  Brothers 
House.  He  will  continue  to  make  leather  goods  and  copy  music,  which 
he  has  hitherto  done  at  the  home  of  his  parents,  and  he  will  also  conduct 
the  blue-dyeing  for  the  benefit  of  the  Brothers  House. 

Jan.  8.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  Again  this  year  the  books  contain- 
ing the  Daily  Texts  are  late  in  arriving.  This  is  because  after  they  are 
printed  in  Philadelphia  they  are  sent  to  Bethlehem  to  be  bound.  We 
will  ask  that  hereafter  our  books  may  be  bound  in  Philadelphia. 

The  pastor  and  the  congregation  vorsteher  shall  have  a  conference 
very  soon  with  Br.  Joh.  Christian  Blum,  who  has  married  the  single 
Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth  Transou.  On  the  2nd  of  this  month  they  took 
charge  of  the  tavern,  in  the  place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Lehnert,  who  have 
moved  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Winkler. 

If  the  boy  Benjamin  Waterson  is  bound  to  them  for  service  in  the 
tavern  he  should  not  keep  the  tips  he  may  receive  but  should  turn  them 
over  to  Br.  Blum  to  be  taken  care  of  for  him. 
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There  was  a  discussion  of  what  should  be  done  about  the  single  Negro 
Br.  John  Emanuel,  who  appears  to  have  taken  a  liking  to  the  widow 
Oliver,  and  has  given  some  offense  by  his  indiscreet  behaviour.  There 
is  doubt  whether  the  congregation  conferences  should  approve  their 
marriage,  since  he  is  a  slave  and  she  a  free  Negress.  It  would  be  well 
for  them  to  marry  each  other,  but  it  too  early  to  decide  about  that; 
it  will  depend  on  their  future  conduct,  and  Br.  Hulthin  will  speak 
to  him  about  that.  It  appears  that  the  fact  that  he  is  a  slave  would 
not  offer  an  insurmountable  difficulty,  as  Br.  Stotz  said  he  would  be 
willing  to  allow  him  two  days  each  week  to  look  after  his  household 
affairs. 

Br.  Senseman  says  that  since  he  released  the  young  man  who  has 
been  working  for  him  he  needs  help,  since  he  cannot  do  his  work  alone. 
He  asks  permission  to  hire  a  Negro  who  knows  something  about  black- 
smithing,  and  if  this  is  permitted  he  will  lodge  and  board  him  at  Br. 
Holland's.  The  Collegium  has  no  objection,  on  the  usual  condition  that 
if  the  man  does  not  behave  well  he  shall  be  sent  away. 

Br.  Josua  Reuz  has  entered  Br.  Boner's  hat-making  shop,  and  has 
moved  into  the  Brothers  House. 

The  boy  Chr.  Daniel  Welfare  has  become  an  apprentice  in  the 
joiner's  shop  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Br.  Kreuser  asks  the  opinion  of  the  Collegium  in  regard  to  a  sug- 
gestion of  the  officers  of  the  Single  Sisters  Choir.  The  Sisters  House 
has  a  tile  roof  and  they  suggest  sheathing  the  roof  with  boards  and  then 
replacing  the  tiles,  to  keep  out  the  snow.  Collegium  entirely  approves 
the  suggestion ;  also  their  proposal  to  build  a  brick  smokehouse,  sixteen 
feet  square,  in  their  garden  between  the  weave-house  and  the  shed. 

Jan.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  members  of  the  Bible  Society  have  met, 
and  as  a  result  of  their  discussion  they  have  decided  to  ask  their  propor- 
tionate share  of  Bibles,  two-thirds  in  English  and  one-third  in  German. 
When  the  Bibles  arrive  the  group  will  meet  again  to  decide  how  they 
shall  be  distributed. 

In  the  conference  with  Br.  Christian  Blum  the  following  points  were 
stressed : — 

That  he  should  see  that  visitors  did  not  get  too  much  strong  drink  in 
the  tavern;  and  that  local  persons  should  get  none. 

That  he  should  co-operate  with  the  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School 
in  regard  to  the  going  of  boarding  pupils  to  the  tavern  when  their  par- 
ents and  relatives  are  there.  It  is  a  rule  that  none  of  the  girls  from 
the  Boarding  School  may  sleep  at  the  tavern  unless  their  mothers  are 
there,  and  unless  they  have  asked  permission  from  the  inspector. 
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That  so  far  as  possible  he  shall  prevent  the  gathering  and  loitering 
in  the  tavern  of  Brethren  from  the  town. 

Br.  Hulthin  reported  that  he  had  spoken  with  the  Negro  Br.  John 
Emanuel,  and  had  asked  him  to  be  careful  in  regard  to  the  widow  Oliver ; 
and  had  also  told  him  that  if  he  thought  of  marrying  her  he  should 
mention  it  to  the  proper  persons. 

Jan.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  John  Vogler  would  like  to  establish 
himself9  in  our  town,  and  proposes  to  buy  the  Ludwig  Eberhard  house. 
Conferenz  has  no  objection,  but  thinks  the  purchase  should  wait  until  it 
can  be  seen  what  is  done  about  his  marriage. 

For  certain  reasons  we  read  the  selection  from  the  published  Rules 
of  the  Unity,  VI,  6,  concerning  "The  reading  of  books  and  papers  through 
which  simple  faith  in  Christ  J esus  may  be  affected."  The  Choir  officials 
and  the  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  were  asked  to  see  that  no 
such  books  circulate  among  us. 

Jan.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Samuel  Wohlfahrt  wishes  to  visit  our 
Brethren  in  the  land  of  the  Creeks.  Conferenz  does  not  object,  but  it 
would  be  proper  for  him  to  discuss  it  with  Br.  Reich,  by  whom  he  is 
employed. 

Jan.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  does  not  object  to 
the  establishing  of  Br.  John  Vogler,  and  his  purchase  of  the  Eberhard 
house,  so  Conferenz  took  up  the  matter  of  his  marriage.  He  has  sug- 
gested the  single  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober,  and  the  Conferenz  had  no 
hesitation  in  submitting  the  proposal  to  the  Lord.    The  answer  was  No, 

Jan.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Mattheus  Reuz  complains  that  Br.  Gott- 
fried Schulz  is  ordering  leather  gloves  from  the  Sisters  House  and  is 
selling  them  through  Br.  Kramsch,  which  is  injuring  his  business.  He 
proposes  that  he  shall  order  the  gloves  from  the  Sisters  House  and  sell 
them  through  Br.  Kramsch.  Collegium  thinks  it  fair  that  Br.  Schulz 
shall  stop  ordering  gloves,  which  belong  to  Br.  Reuz'  leather  goods  busi- 
ness, but  on  the  other  hand  thinks  that  Br.  Reuz  should  buy  the  leather 
from  Br.  Schulz  and  not  elsewhere.  To  prevent  difficulty  in  ordering 
and  in  delivering  the  gloves  Br.  Kreuser  has  offered  to  let  the  cut 
leather  pieces  be  brought  to  his  house,  and  he  will  deliver  them  to  the 
Single  Sisters;  then  the  finished  gloves  can  be  brought  to  him  to  be 
delivered  to  Br.  Reuz. 

Jan.  23.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  Br.  Gambold  writes  from 
Springplace  that  Ridge's  son  John  has  been  brought  to  their  school,  and 
that  Ridge's  brother  plans  to  bring  his  son  Buck. 


8  The  diaries  always  use  this  term  to  indicate  that  a  man  marries,  rents  or  buys  a  house, 
and  becomes  a  responsible  citizen  of  the  community. 
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Jan.  SO.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Forestier  wrote  that  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  approved  our  plan  in  regard  to  Br.  Gottlieb  Schober, 
namely,  that  so  long  as  he  merely  worked  among  awakened  souls  in  this 
neighborhood  he  should  be  counted  as  belonging  to  us,  but  if  he  became 
an  ordained  minister  it  would  be  understood  that  he  had  left  our  de- 
nomination. 

We  read  with  approval  a  printed  circular  letter  from  the  Lutheran 
ministers  of  our  state  to  the  congregations  in  their  denomination. 

The  congregation  pastor  and  vorsteher  have  inspected  the  house 
recently  bought  for  a  Widows  House,10  and  recommend  a  number  of 
changes.  .  .  .  Nine  widows  can  be  accommodated,  each  with  a  separate 
room.  .  .  .  Conferenz  reserves  the  right  to  allot  the  rooms  in  the 
Widows  House  according  to  its  best  judgment. 

Br.  Fries  is  not  content  with  his  present  situation,  and  wishes  to  buy 
land  and  farm  it,  while  continuing  to  carry  on  his  cabinet-making.  We 
do  not  believe  that  he  has  the  necessary  knowledge  of  farming,  and 
therefore  are  reluctant  to  help  him  carry  out  this  plan.  If  after  full 
consideration  he  still  wishes  a  change  his  Choir  pfleger  shall  suggest  that 
he  go  to  Bethabara,  where  he  could  work  at  his  trade  and  do  a  little 
farming. 

Feb.  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Kreuzer  reports  that  he  is  willing  to  sell 
leather  gloves  in  the  store  for  Br.  Reuz,  and  without  commission,  in 
order  to  assist  a  beginner  in  business. 

Br.  Lehnert  is  willing  to  cut  out  garments  for  the  tailoresses  in  the 
Sisters  House  to  make. 

Br.  Kreuzer  reported  that  Br.  G.H.  of  Bethania  has  a  debt  at  our 
local  store  on  which  he  is  making  no  payments,  and  he  believes  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  take  legal  action.  Before  he  takes  this  step  Col- 
legium advises  that  in  accordance  with  our  rules  he  mention  the  matter 
to  the  Committee  in  Bethania,  and  set  a  proper  time  for  the  payment  of 
the  debt. 

Feb.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Fries  has  considered  the  plan  for  Beth- 
abara and  approves,  and  asks  that  his  marriage  may  now  be  considered. 

Br.  JSTathanael  Schober  has  told  his  Choir  pfleger  that  he  wishes  to 
establish  himself  on  his  farm  eleven  miles  from  here,  and  Conferenz 
sees  that  it  will  be  to  his  advantage.  He  has  also  said  that  he  wishes  to 
marry  according  to  the  rules  of  a  town  congregation,  so  that  in  future, 
if  he  wishes,  he  may  return  to  Salem.  He  suggested  the  single  Sr. 
Susannah  Elisabeth  Peter,  and  her  parents,  who  were  present,  gave 
their  consent,  although  they  had  some  doubts  because  of  the  distance  of 

M  At  the  southwest  corner  of  Main  and  Bank  streets.   It  was  taken  down  in  1847,  when 
the  present  brick  house  was  built. 
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the  place  from  Salem,  and  the  work  of  conducting  the  inn  which  he 
has  along  with  his  store.  The  question  was  therefore  asked:  Does  the 
Lord  approve  that  the  single  Br.  Nathanael  Schober  marry  the  single 
Sr.  Susannah  Elisabeth  Peter?    Answer:  No. 

Feb.  7.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  announcement  thought  nec- 
essary by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  was  made,  namely  that  none  of  the 
residents  of  Salem  should  attend  the  drills  and  musters  held  in  our 
neighborhood,  and  still  less  that  they  should  give  opportunity  to  the  per- 
sons in  charge  to  complain  about  them. 

Feb.  IS.  (H.C.f.G.)  [After  discussing  a  journey  into  the  Indian 
land  to  be  made  by  Br.  Petersen.]  It  was  recommended  to  the  Brother 
that  he  ask  Colonel  Hawkins  for  a  letter  of  recommendation  to  the 
Mr.  Marshall  who  lives  on  the  Chatahouchee  River ;  also  that  he  note  in 
detail  everything  that  happens  on  the  journey,  and  remarks  made  by  the 
Indians,  and  by  the  white  and  Negro  residents;  make  a  daily  report; 
and  send  the  report  to  us. 

Br.  Gottfried  Haga,  in  Philadelphia,  has  contributed  $100  toward  the 
expenses  of  the  school  in  Springplace,  for  which  our  heartiest  thanks 
are  due. 

Feb.  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Pries  has  an  opportunity  to  settle  in 
Bethabara,  but  prefers  to  establish  himself  in  Salem  and  here  carry  on 
his  joiner's  shop;  and  he  would  like  to  buy  the  former  Becker  house.11 
Collegium  does  not  think  that  at  this  time  it  would  be  wise  to  open  a 
third  joiner's  shop,  as  it  could  not  be  hoped  that  all  would  have  work 
enough.  Br.  Holland  does  not  wish  to  remain  master  of  the  joiner's 
shop  in  the  Brothers  House,  and  Br.  Pries  has  also  suggested  that  he 
might  succeed  him  there.  He  would  be  satisfied  with  the  present  salary 
of  the  master,  £50  a  year  and  one-third  of  the  profits,  and  a  free  residence. 
Br.  Steiner's  present  dwelling12  was  suggested  as  a  convenient  place. 

The  Collegium  discussed  what  was  best  to  be  done  with  the  Negro 
J ohn  Emanuel,  who  belongs  to  the  tanyard.  In  spite  of  repeated  warn- 
ings he  has  been  going  to  the  widowed  Mulatto  Oliver  at  night,  and  has 
thereby  given  much  offense.  Both  he  and  the  Mulatto  have  been 
expelled  from  the  congregation.  Under  such  circumstances  the  congre- 
gation conferences  cannot  possibly  approve  their  marriage,  nor  allow  him 
the  two  days  a  week  for  five  years  which  his  master  had  suggested. 

Feb.  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Holland  does  not  wish  to  remain  master 
of  the  Brothers  House  joinery  longer  than  the  end  of  April,  and  Br. 
Pries  has  accepted  the  proposal  that  he  succeed  him.    We  believe  that

uln  the  congregation  account  books  it  stands  as  "the  house  near  the  potter." 
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it  will  be  best  to  wait  with  bis  marriage  until  be  is  settled  in  bis 
bouse,  so  tbat  as  a  single  man  be  can  take  cbarge  of  tbe  joinery  in  the 
Brothers  House. 

The  bad  behaviour  of  John  Emanuel  and  the  widow  Oliver  makes  it 
impossible  to  allow  both  to  live  here.  The  Mulatto's  lease  on  her  farm 
shall  be  cancelled,  and  in  that  way  she  will  be  forced  to  leave  our 
neighborhood.  The  Negro  shall  be  told  that  we  are  considering  selling 
him  and  sending  him  away.  If  he  begs  to  stay  and  promises  better 
behaviour  we  will  consider  whether  we  can  keep  him. 

Feb.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  gallery  on  the  front  of  the  church  needs 
repairs.  It  was  suggested  that  it  might  be  better  to  remove  it.  This  was 
not  approved,  and  it  was  decided  to  keep  it  and  repair  it.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  it  might  be  safer  to  fasten  it  to  the  wall  with  iron  stays. 

Feb.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  older  town  girls  are  permitted  to  attend 
the  singing  class  of  the  boarding  pupils  from  three  to  four  o'clock. 

Br.  George  Hauser,  of  Bethania,  says  he  is  thinking  of  giving  up  his 
public  tavern,  and  conducting  instead  a  private  lodging  place  for  trav- 
elers, to  which  Conferenz  has  no  objection. 

March  \.  (H.C.f.G.)  The  last  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference states  that  divine  sanction  has  been  given  to  Br.  Priedrich 
Christian  Meinung  to  serve  as  assistant  in  the  business  of  the  Unity 
Administration  in  Wachovia. 

Br.  Joseph  Zaeslein,  of  Philadelphia,  writes  that  the  wish  of  the  local 
members  of  the  Bible  Society  for  a  number  of  Bibles  for  the  Indian 
school  in  Springplace  and  for  poor  persons  here  had  been  received  by 
the  managers  with  sympathy,  and  on  motion  of  the  treasurer,  Mr. 
Ralston,  it  had  been  decided  to  send  fifty  copies. 

March  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  Tanbark  shall  be  hauled  to  improve  the  foot- 
way13 between  Kreuser  and  Landmann.  Br.  Hulthin  plans  this  year 
to  pave  with  stone  the  footway  between  the  Brothers  House  and  the 
store. 

March  6.  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  Peichel  wishes  to  visit  each  congregation 
outside  Salem  before  leaving.  In  Priedberg  and  Bethania  the  best  time 
will  be  their  congregation  festivals  on  the  12th  and  19th  of  this  month ; 
for  the  other  congregations  the  following  Sundays  are  appointed — for 
Priedland  the  17th,  for  Bethabara  the  24th,  and  for  Hope  the  31st.  Next 
Sunday  he  will  hold  the  monthly  preaching  in  the  church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek.

March  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Tomorrow  the  new  Evangelical  church14 
at  Rippel's  in  the  Friedberg  settlement  will  be  consecrated.  Our  musi- 
cians will  attend  with  their  wind  instruments,  and  probably  a  number 
of  Brethren  and  Sisters  will  go,  so  instead  of  preaching  a  children's 
hour  will  be  held. 

March  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Sr.  Paulina  Schober  wishes  to 
visit  Pennsylvania,  going  north  this  spring  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Reichel 
and  returning  in  the  fall  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Kreuser.  Conferenz  agrees 
to  the  wish  which  she  and  her  parents  have  expressed,  on  condition  that 
she  bear  her  share  of  the  journey  expense  and  pay  a  small  sum  for  her 
seat  in  the  stage. 

The  small  house  to  be  built  in  the  yard  of  the  inspector's  house  shall 
be  placed  between  the  boys  Anstalt  and  the  inspector's  house. 

Mr.  James  Kenyon,  a  young  man  of  nineteen  years,  living  in  Surry 
County,  and  belonging  to  the  Methodists,  has  told  the  officers  of  the 
Single  Brethren's  Choir  that  he  would  like  to  join  the  Unity.  He  has 
worked  in  Salem  several  times,  so  knows  something  about  us.  He  would 
like  to  work  in  Br.  Boner's  hatshop.  There  is  no  objection  to  letting 
him  come  on  trial,  which  will  give  us  opportunity  to  know  him  better 
and  for  him  to  learn  more  about  us. 

March  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Letters  from  the  Creek  country  announce 
the  safe  arrival  of  Br.  Samuel  Wohlfahrt,  but  say  that  he  has  gone  to 
Milledgeville  for  a  month  to  work  with  a  smith,  after  which  he  will 
return  to  the  mission. 

Br.  Hulthin  suggests  that  when  the  footway  from  the  Brothers  House 
to  the  Gremein  Haus  has  been  improved,  posts  shall  be  set  on  the  side 
toward  the  street  to  prevent  people  from  driving  over  it.  Approved. 

The  steps  in  front  of  the  inspector's  house  must  be  so  placed  that 
they  do  not  take  too  much  of  the  footway.  The  steps  shall  not  be 
longer  than  three  feet  and  six  inches.15 

To  beautify  God's  Acre  on  the  east  Br.  Christ  shall  plant  cedar  trees 
at  the  corners  of  the  squares. 

April  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  When  the  boys  Anstalt  is  opened  to  board- 
ing pupils  their  meals  shall  be  brought  from  the  Brothers  House.  Their 
washing  shall  be  done  at  the  Sisters  House. 

April  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  Regular  smallpox  has  broken  out  in  our 
neighborhood,  and  inoculation  with  the  protective  pox  has  been  neg- 
lected for  some  time.    Members  of  the  Collegium  are  asked  to  remind

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parents  whose  children  have  not  had  the  latter  to  protect  them  in  time 
against  the  former. 

Complaints  have  been  made  about  the  Negro  Dick,  who  belongs  to  the 
congregation  diaconie,  and  who  lives  alone  about  a  mile  from  our  town. 
It  would  be  wise  to  sell  him;  or  else  to  arrange  for  oversight  from 'one 
of  his  neighbors,  if  one  can  be  found  who  is  willing  to  undertake  it. 

April  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  Boarding  School  for  girls  seems  to  make  it  necessary  to  open  a 
fourth  room.  It  can  be  placed  in  the  first  story,  in  the  room  now  used 
for  the  day-pupils  classes ;  the  day-pupils  can  be  moved  into  the  smaller 
room  opposite.  For  this  the  School  will  need  two  more  Sisters,  and 
Maria  Steiner  and  Friederica  Vierling  were  suggested  as  suitable. 

April  2Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Boarding  School  Sisters  have  been  ar- 
ranged in  the  following  order — in  the  first  room  the  Srs.  Sally  Fetter 
and  Elisabeth  Nissen;  in  the  second  room  Susanna  Praezel  and  Maria 
Steiner ;  in  the  third  room  Susanna  Peter  and  Friederica  Yierling ;  and 
in  the  fourth  room  Philippine  Christmann  and  Rebecca  Hartmann. 

May  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Joh.  Simon  Leicht  suddenly 
decided  to  take  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania,  and  has  already  set  out  on  foot. 
He  asked  that  on  his  return  he  might  be  allowed  to  stay  here,  and  we 
think  this  may  be  allowed  him. 

The  married  Negro  Sam,  who  belongs  to  Bethabara,  has  been  un- 
faithful in  that  he  has  cut  and  sold  wood  without  permission  from  the 
place  where  he  has  been  allowed  to  live.  For  the  present  he  must  stay 
away  from  the  Lord's  Supper. 

May  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Christoph  Reich  asked  the  advice  of  the 
Collegium  regarding  a  request  from  a  young  man  from  Yorktown,  who 
comes  with  a  recommendation  from  Pastor  Hinkel.  He  wishes  to  work 
for  two  or  three  months  in  his  copper-smith  shop,  to  perfect  himself  in 
some  parts  of  the  craft.  Collegium  is  willing,  provided  Br.  Reich  has 
work  for  him  without  interfering  with  Br.  Samuel  Wohlf ahrt,  whom  he 
promised  to  take  back  when  he  returns  from  the  Creek  land. 

May  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  sent  us  a  letter  from  Bethlehem 
which  he  had  received  from  Mr.  John  P.  Martin,  of  Lumberton,  this 
state.  Mr.  Martin  had  asked  Br.  Reichel's  friendly  help  in  regard  to 
his  sons,  John  and  James.  Although  the  elder  is  only  seven  years  old 
and  the  younger  five  he  would  like  to  place  them  in  the  Nazareth 
Paedagogium,  or  at  least  in  some  family  there.  When  he  visited  here 
last  year  Mr.  Martin  expressed  a  wish  that  he  could  bring  his  sons 
here,  as  it  was  so  much  closer  home  than  Nazareth,  so  it  was  decided 
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to  write  to  him  about  our  plan  to  open  a  boarding  school  for  boys, 
and  then  if  he  wishes  he  can  apply  to  the  proper  person  about  his  sons. 
Br.  Benzien  will  write  to  him. 

May  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  boarding  pupils  from  the  School  may 
attend  the  lovefeast  given  to  welcome  Br.  and  Sr.  Herbst. 

Br.  Bagge,  from  Friedland,  wishes  permission  from  Conferenz  to  send 
his  son  Carl,  six  years  old,  here  to  school,  and  to  place  him  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Vierling  for  care.  Conferenz  has  some  fear  that  because  of 
their  large  family  Br.  and  Sr.  Vierling  cannot  give  such  a  child  the 
proper  care,  but  we  knew  no  other  place  to  suggest,  so  gave  consent  on 
condition  that  when  the  child  is  eight  years  old  he  shall  move  into  the 
Anstalt. 

May  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Stotz  presented  the  wish  of  Br.  Christian 
Blum  that  steps  be  taken  to  make  it  easier  to  care  for  visitors  when 
they  come  in  large  numbers.  He  suggests  that  a  two-story  house  be  built 
near  the  tavern,  where  a  married  couple  can  live  and  carry  on  their  own 
affairs,  but  when  many  visitors  stay  here  they  can  lodge  them,  getting 
their  meals  from  the  tavern  and  receiving  pay  for  their  services.  Br. 
Blum  does  not  think  that  an  addition  to  the  tavern  would  give  him 
the  needed  relief,  although  it  might  add  to  the  convenience  of  the  visitors. 

June  5.  (H.C.f.G.)  In  a  letter,  Br.  Byhan  mentions  the  great 
scarcity  of  grain  in  the  neighborhood  of  Springplace.  One  barrel  of 
meal  costs  $8.00.  It  is  a  great  hardship  for  our  Brethren  and  Sisters 
there  that  the  mills  in  the  neighborhood  are  either  ruinous  or  cannot  be 
used  and  they  must  go  thirty-five  miles  to  their  nearest  mill. 

June  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Boarding  School  Sisters  believe  that 
they  cannot  teach  the  sewing  and  knitting  classes  for  the  town  girls, 
and  take  them  to  services  on  Sunday  and  in  the  evening,  and  they  ask 
that  a  Sister  be  secured  to  teach  those  classes  and  take  the  girls  to 
church.  .  .  .  The  widowed  Sr.  Praezel  was  selected  [and  agreed  to  serve]. 

June  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Because  of  his  age  Br.  Herbst  asks  assist- 
ance with  the  groups  for  doctrinal  instruction.  .  .  .  Br.  Herbst  will  teach 
the  older  girls  once  a  month;  Br.  Steiner  the  younger  girls  and  the 
boarding  pupils;  Br.  Reichel  the  boys  and  the  little  boys. 

June  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Joh.  Jacob  Krause,  of  Bethlehem,  has 
come  for  a  while  and  is  working  with  Br.  John  Yogler  in  the  Brothers 
House. 

After  full  consideration  the  Collegium  decided  that  the  building  of  a 
boarding  house  near  the  tavern  would  not  be  satisfactory.  .  .  . 
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June  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  local  members  of  tlie  Pennsylvania 
Bible  Society  met  to  divide  the  Bibles  recently  received.  It  was  decided 
that  each  member  should  have  four  to  give  away ;  Pastor  Schober  should 
have  five  for  the  same  purpose;  and  of  the  rest  part  should  be  sent  as  a 
gift  to  the  Indian  School  at  Springplace,  and  the  others  should  be  sold 
to  cover  cost  of  transportation  from  Philadelphia  to  Salem. 

July  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  order  to  gain  a  separate  dining  hall  and 
more  rooms  at  the  tavern  Collegium  suggests  that  an  addition  be  built 
on  the  west  side,  in  line  with  the  kitchen,  an  open  passage  to  be  left 
between  it  and  the  kitchen.  The  dining  hall  shall  be  in  the  lower  story, 
opposite  the  kitchen  and  only  a  short  distance  from  it.  In  the  upper 
story  of  the  addition  there  shall  be  three  rooms  in  an  east  and  west  line. 
Doors  on  the  north  side  will  open  into  a  passage  leading  from  the 
main  building  and  lighted  by  several  windows.  There  will  be  windows 
on  the  south  side  of  the  rooms,  and  the  end  room  will  also  have  a  window 
to  the  west. 

In  regard  to  the  fourth  of  July  it  was  noted  with  regret  that  shooting 
as  a  sign  of  rejoicing,  which  we  had  tried  to  prevent,  was  carried  on 
by  several  of  the  young  Brethren  of  the  town,  who  late  in  the  evening 
returned  from  their  pleasure-walk  carrying  torches,  which  was  both 
worldly  and  dangerous. 

In  the  present  shortage  of  small  change  the  due  hills  and  small  notes 
which  the  Academy  at  Raleigh  has  the  privilege  of  issuing  shall  be 
allowed  to  circulate  here. 

Br.  John  Yogler  reports  that  he  has  taken  the  boy  Traugott  Leinbach 
on  trial  in  his  silversmith  and  watch  shop.  Br.  Christoph  Vogler  makes 
similar  report  for  his  son  Gottlieb  Yogler ;  and  Br.  Christoph  Reich  for 
his  son  Philip ;  each  to  learn  his  father's  craft. 

July  17.  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  Gambold  writes  from  Springplace  that  at 
the  request  of  the  Cherokee  nation  the  government  of  the  United  States 
has  sent  a  company  of  soldiers  to  go  through  the  Cherokee  land  and  force 
white  settlers  to  leave  unless  they  are  there  with  the  consent  of  the 
Cherokee  nation  or  are  married  to  Indians.  Col.  Meigs  thinks  that 
Springplace  is  not  in  danger. 

July  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  Preparations  shall  be  made  this  fall  for  the 
building  of  the  addition  to  the  tavern. 

In  place  of  the  departed  Br.  John  Holland,  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  Sr., 
shall  be  asked  to  take  charge  of  God's  Acre.  Prices  for  digging  graves 
shall  be:  for  a  grown  person,  twelve  shillings;  for  not  grown,  ten  shil- 
lings; for  a  child,  eight  shillings. 
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Aug.  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  boarding  pupils  shall  not  attend  the  love- 
feast  of  August  Thirteenth,  but  only  the  children  of  the  congregation. 

A  Negro,  Sam,  has  been  rented  for  a  year  by  Br.  Kreuser  as  curator  of 
the  Single  Sisters.  The  Negro's  master  plans  to  move  away,  and  wishes 
to  sell  him,  and  as  the  man  is  much  needed  for  work  on  the  farm  of  the 
Single  Sisters  Br.  Kreuser  proposes  to  buy  him  on  his  own  account  and 
hire  him  to  the  Single  Sisters  diaconie.  Conferenz  approves  on  condi- 
tion that  permission  for  him  to  work  in  town  be  asked  each  year. 

Aug.  1^.  (H.C.f.G.)  According  to  the  rules  of  the  Heathen  Society 
Gottlieb  Schober  is  no  longer  a  member.  If  he  asks  to  continue  as  an 
honorary  member  he  shall  be  reminded  that  this  gives  him  no  vote. 

Aug.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  is  danger  that  the  Negro  Sam,  re- 
cently bought  by  Br.  Kreuser  to  be  hired  to  the  Single  Sisters  diaconie, 
may  make  the  acquaintance  of  the  Negro  girl  bought  by  Br.  Steiner  for 
use  in  the  Boarding  School.  Both  are  unmarried,  and  in  spite  of  strict 
orders  there  is  danger  that  they  would  have  opportunity  for  association 
that  would  make  it  necessary  to  send  both  of  them  away.  It  will  be 
wise  to  sell  the  Negress,  as  the  service  of  the  Negro  Sam  will  benefit 
both  the  Sisters'  diaconie  and  the  Boarding  School. 

The  boy,  Carl  Bagge,  will  come  here  to  school,  and  for  the  present  will 
be  carried  for  by  the  widow  Reuz. 

If  possible,  it  will  be  well  to  sell  the  Negro  Dick,  and  get  him  and  his 
wife  out  of  the  neighborhood. 

Aug.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  That  both  local  and  outside  boys  are  to  be 
taken  in  the  Anstalt  when  it  becomes  a  boarding  school  seems  to  offer 
no  difficulty,  if  only  teachers  can  be  secured.  There  will  be  the  usual 
classes  in  the  languages,  mathematics,  music,  and  drawing.  While  the 
improvements  are  being  made  in  the  Anstalt  House  the  boys  school  shall 
be  held  in  the  house  across  the  street,  which  is  not  occupied  at  present. 

Sept.  Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  establishing  of  Br.  Wilhelm  Fries  in 
our  town  was  discussed  some  time  ago,  but  was  postponed  until  the 
inspector's  house  was  finished  and  occupied.  The  house  in  which  Br. 
Steiner  has  been  living  needs  repairs  and  whitewashing  inside,  and  the 
outside  must  be  covered  with  clapboards.  Before  more  is  done  about  his 
marriage  Br.  Fries  shall  be  asked  whether,  while  work  is  being  done  on 
the  other  house,  he  would  be  willing  to  occupy  the  vacant  residence  in 
the  Brothers  House  brewery. 

Sept.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Fries  says  that  if  his  marriage  can  be 
arranged  he  is  willing  to  occupy  the  rooms  at  the  brewery  until  the 
house  assigned  to  him  is  ready.    He  has  proposed  the  name  of  Sr. 
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Susanna  Elisabeth  Peter,  and  her  parents  are  willing  that  the  Lord 
shall  be  consulted.  The  question :  Does  the  Saviour  approve  that  we 
take  up  the  matter  of  the  marriage  of  Br.  Fries  to  Sr.  Peter  f  received 
the  affirmative  answer. 

Single  Sisters  here  are  often  invited  to  baptisms  in  other  congrega- 
tions or  at  the  home  of  neighbors,  and  are  asked  to  stand  sponsor  at  the 
baptism.  This  should  be  restricted  as  much  as  possible  in  other  con- 
gregations, and  forbidden  in  the  case  of  those  who  are  not  members. 

Sept.  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Negro,  Emanuel,  will  again  serve  as 
chimney-sweep. 

Sept.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth  Peter  is  unwilling 
to  accept  the  proposal  of  marriage  made  to  her  in  the  name  of  Br. 
Eries.  His  second  suggestion,  Sr.  Agnes  Susanna  Praezel,  was  nega- 
tived, as  was  his  third  choice,  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Reuz.  This  will  be 
reported  to  Br.  Fries  and  his  consent  asked  for  further  consideration 
of  his  marriage. 

Br.  Herbst  read  the  ode  which  he  has  prepared  for  the  Thirteenth  of 
November;  it  will  now  be  printed. 

Oct.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  At  the  express  wish  of  Br.  Fries  the  pro- 
posal to  Sr.  Peter  has  been  repeated,  but  again  she  has  refused.  Br. 
Eries  has  no  further  suggestion  to  make,  but  leaves  the  selection  entirely 
to  Conferenz.  The  name  of  the  single  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Mssen 
received  an  affirmative  lot.  Br.  Fries  will  be  asked  to  consider  this,  and 
if  he  approves  the  proposal  will  be  made  to  Sr.  Nissen. 

Oct.  Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  betrothal  of  Br.  Wilhelm  Fries  and  Sr. 
Johanna  Elisabeth  Nissen  will  take  place  this  evening. 

Oct.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Reuz  has 
accepted  the  call  to  serve  as  teacher  in  the  Boarding  School.  She  will 
be  in  the  room  with  the  largest  girls. 

The  single  Sr.  Maria  Schmidt  has  served  faithfully  and  without 
recompense  in  the  care  of  the  corpses  in  fche  room  assigned  to  them.  To 
prevent  misunderstanding  in  future  it  is  now  resolved  that  she  shall 
feel  obligated  to  serve  only  in  the  case  of  Sisters.  In  the  case  of 
deaths  in  other  Choirs  she  shall  help  only  when  expressly  asked.  Rela- 
tives, and  members  of  the  married  people  and  the  Choir  of  Single 
Brethren,  and  especially  the  sick-nurses  Br.  Christ  and  Br.  Mattheus 
Reuz,  should  be  careful  to  see  that  bodies  are  cared  for  properly  and 
watched. 

Conferenz  approves  that  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  shall  apply  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  permission  to  qualify  under  the  act  which  limits 
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to  educational  institutions  the  right  to  issue  due  bills  and  small  notes.  If 
this  is  granted  for  our  Boarding  School  he  shall  issue  notes  in  various 
amounts  up  to  25e,  sign  them  with  his  name,  and  put  them  into 
circulation. 

Oct.  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  married  Christian  Leinbach  has  re- 
solved to  enter  into  the  service  of  a  paper-mill  in  Georgia,  and  has 
signed  a  contract  to  that  effect.  He  and  his  family  will  soon  move 
thither,  and  will  thereby  sever  their  connection  with  our  congregation. 

The  single  Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Senseman  has  been  appointed  supervisor 
of  the  boys. 

Oct.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  boy  Traugott  Leinbach  has  finished  his 
period  of  probation  with  Br.  John  Vogler,  and  will  now  be  bound  to  him 
by  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Nov.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  executors  of  our  departed  Br.  Benzien, 
the  Brn.  Stotz  and  Meinung,  will  qualify  at  the  next  term  of  court,  and 
at  the  same  time  will  probate  his  will. 

For  Sr.  Benzien,  who  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  this  Conferenz,  we 
wish  the  rich  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  her  service  in  this  congregation. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  will  move  into  the  rooms  hitherto  occupied  by  Br. 
anl  Sr.  Benzien.  According  to  the  wish  of  Sr.  Benzien  she  and  her 
daughter  will  move  to  the  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Gemein  Haus, 
which  has  a  kitchen  with  it. 

Nov.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Negress  Nancy,  who  has  been  work- 
ing for  Br.  and  Sr.  Strehle  in  Bethabara,  has  come  here,  and  so  far  all 
efforts  have  failed  to  persuade  her  to  return,  or  to  induce  Br.  and  Sr. 
Strehle  to  take  her  back. 

Dec.  Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Negress  Nancy  has  returned  to  Bethab- 
ara and  Br.  and  Sr.  Strehle  have  taken  her  back. 

The  single  Br.  Heinrich  Meyer,  of  Bethania,  has  of  his  own  free  will 
attended  muster.  He  must  be  considered  as  having  cut  himself  off 
from  the  congregation. 

Dec.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  wish  of  Pastor  Schober  to  play  the 
organ  now  and  then  for  Communion  cannot  yet  be  granted. 

Br.  Steiner  has  asked  and  received  permission  to  use  the  Saal  in  the 
Gemein  Haus  again  this  year  for  the  Christmas  putz  and  dialogue  of 
the  Boarding  School. 

Dec.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Second  Christmas  Day  will  be  observed  as  a 
Unity  Day,  and  the  full  memoir16  of  Br.  Benzien  will  be  read.    In  the

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afternoon  at  four  o'clock  Br.  Reichel  will  be  ordained  a  deacon  of  the 
Unity  of  Brethren. 

Dec.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Herbst  presented  the  Memorabilia17  which 
he  has  prepared  of  the  Wachovia  congregations  in  general  and  of  Salem 
in  particular,  and  it  received  the  entire  approval  of  Conferenz  and 
was  heard  with  pleasure. 

Dec.  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  request  of  Br.  Steiner  for  permission  to 
issue  due  bills  and  small  notes  for  the  Boarding  School  has  been  refused 
by  the  Assembly  of  this  state. 

Matthaeus  Eitel  has  been  renting  the  plantation  on  the  Wach  belong- 
ing to  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Brethren,  but  is  preparing  to  move  out 
of  this  neighborhood. 

Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1811. 

Jan.  6.  Sunday.  On  our  Mission  Day  we  thought  of  our  missions 
and  congregations  among  the  heathen,  and  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
serving  them.  In  three  reading  meetings  we  heard  reports  from  the 
Hottentot  mission  and  part  of  the  report  from  the  mission  in  Barbados. 

Jan.  IS.    Br.  Kluge  preached  in  the  church  beyond  Muddy  Creek.18 

J  an.  20.  After  reading  a  report  from  Neuwied19  there  was  preaching, 
followed  by  the  children's  hour. 

Feb.  2.  The  first  Unity  Day  for  this  year  was  observed.  Reports 
were  read  from  the  congregation  of  New  Herrnhut,  in  Greenland. 

Feb.  18.    The  cold  is  the  most  severe  of  the  winter. 

Feb.  24.    Br.  Kluge  preached  in  Germanton. 

March  3.  A  memoir  was  read ;  also  reports  from  the  congregation  of 
Lichtenau,  in  Greenland. 

March  31.  A  memoir  was  read;  also  reports  from  Lichtenfels  in 
Greenland  and  Nain  in  Labrador. 

April  7.  Palm  Sunday.  In  the  evening  we  began  to  read  the  story  of 
the  Passion  Week,  and  continued  on  the  three  evenings  following. 

April  12.  Good  Friday.  Reading  was  continued  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  at  half  past  two  in  the  afternoon.  In  the  evening  we  sang 
of  the  burial  of  the  body  of  Jesus  in  the  grave.

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April  13.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  blessed  Great  Sabbath  love- 
feast.  In  the  evening  we  prayed  for  the  blessing  brought  by  the  rest 
of  Jesus  in  the  grave. 

April  lJf-.  Rejoicing  over  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  from  the  grave  we 
prayed  the  Easter  litany  on  God's  acre  at  six  o'clock.  At  ten  o'clock 
there  was  preaching;  and  in  the  afternoon  we  read  the  story  of  the 
Resurrection. 

May  26.  A  memoir  was  read;  also  reports  from  Hope  on  the 
Corentyn.20 

June  2.  Whitsunday.  We  remembered  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  upon  the  disciples  of  the  Lord,  and  the  story  of  this  important 
event  was  read  from  the  second  chapter  of  Acts. 

June  3.    A  memoir  was  read;  and  reports  from  Okkak  in  Labrador. 

June  15.  The  Brn.  Peter  and  Kluge  visited  the  neighbors  near  the 
church  beyond  Muddy  Creek. 

June  23.  In  three  meetings  a  report  was  read  from  the  mission  to  the 
Hottentots,  and  from  the  Society  of  Konigsberg.21 

July  18.  Thursday.  After  a  long  drought  rain  began  today  and 
continued  until  Sunday. 

July  21.  In  the  Unity  Day  meetings  two  memoirs  were  read;  also  a 
report  from  St.  Johns  in  Antigua. 

Aug.  25.  The  Unity  Day  should  have  been  held  a  week  ago,  but  was 
postponed.    We  read  the  interesting  memoir  of  Br.  David  Zeisberger. 

Sept.  10.    There  was  a  severe  storm,  with  rain  and  wind. 

Sept.  15.  Two  memoirs  were  read,  and  a  report  from  Hoffenthal  in 
Labrador. 

Sept.  2 If.  The  sheathing  on  our  church-tower  was  taken  off,  and  it 
became  evident  that  the  intended  repairs  would  not  serve  for  the  future. 
It  was  decided  to  remove  the  tower  and  the  balcony,  and  replace  them 
with  a  small  tower  without  a  balcony.  In  the  evening  a  sermon  was 
read. 

Oct.  3.  The  Brn.  Herbst,  Benzien,  and  Stotz  came  to  arrange  for  the 
giving  up  of  the  tanyard  which  has  been  carried  on  here  for  the 
Wachovia  Sustentation  diaconie.22

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Oct.  17.  The  new  church  tower  was  placed.  It  was  a  cause  for 
thankfulness  that  this  dangerous  task  was  accomplished  without  injury  or 
accident. 

Nov.  6.    Work  on  the  new  tower  was  finished  today. 

Nov.  16.  Many  of  our  members  went  to  Salem  to  the  funeral  of  Br. 
Benzien. 

Nov.  26.  The  observance  of  our  congregation  anniversary  was  com- 
bined with  the  celebration  of  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder. 

Dec.  3.  Soon  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  wagon  came  for 
Br.  and  Sr.  Peter,  and  they  set  out  for  their  appointed  place  in  Salem. 
Br.  Kluge  accompanied  them,  returning  in  the  afternoon.  In  the  eve- 
ning he  read  a  report  from  Ohristianfeld.23 

Dec.  16.  Between  two  and  three  o'clock  this  morning  an  earthquake 
was  felt  in  our  town  and  in  the  neighborhood.  Many  of  our  members 
were  awakened,  and  in  the  church  and  parsonage  the  doors  rattled 
suddenly  and  waked  us. 

Dec.  22.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Gottlob  Kummer,  from  Salem,  visited 
us,  and  played  the  organ  for  us  during  the  preaching  service  and  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Dec.  26.  The  festal  days  ended  with  a  gemeinstunde,  during  which 
the  widowed  Br.  Peter  Schor  was  married  to  the  widowed  Sr.  Christina 
Krause,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  congregation. 

Dec.  27.  Br.  Peter  Schor  took  his  wife  to  his  farm,  whither  Br.  and 
Sr.  Kluge  accompanied  them.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  first 
snow  of  the  winter. 

Dec.  31.  At  eight  o'clock  the  Memorabilia  of  our  congregation  was 
read  during  a  lovefeast.  At  ten  o'clock  the  Memorabilia  of  the  other 
congregations  in  Wachovia  was  presented;  and  at  half  past  eleven  the 
congregation  gathered  for  the  last  time  in  the  old  year.  Br.  Krabsch,24 
from  Bethania,  played  the  organ  for  all  the  services. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethania  Diary,  1811. 

Jan.  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  regretted  that  they  could  not  go  to  Salem 
for  the  formal  opening  of  the  conferences,  but  snow  and  rain  have  made 
the  roads  almost  bottomless. 

Jan.  If.  This  week  we  heard  for  a  certainty  that  the  single  Sr.  Anna 
Maria  Seiler,  who  formerly  belonged  to  this  congregation  but  for  a  year 
and  a  day  has  spent  most  of  her  time  with  her  relatives,  Br.  and  Sr.

Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel,  of  Salem,  preached  in  English  on  the 
Gospel  for  the  day,  and  in  the  afternoon  held  the  service  for  the 
Negroes. 

Jan.  10.    Rain  interfered  with  the  evening  meeting. 

Jan.  13.  A  report  was  read  from  the  mission  among  the  free  Negroes 
in  New  Bambey.25 

On  the  latter  days  of  this  week  the  evening  meetings  were  omitted 
because  of  continuous  rain  and  snow. 

Jan.  20.  Reports  were  read  from  the  Hottentot  mission  at  Bavians- 
kloof.26 

/ an.  2J+.  We  were  happy  to  receive  the  Text  Books  for  this  year  from 
Salem;  they  arrived  from  Bethlehem  a  few  days  ago. 

Jan.  29.    The  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

Feb.  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Krieger,  who  live 
outside  the  town.  Some  weeks  ago  Sr.  Krieger  fell  on  the  stone  pave- 
ment in  front  of  her  house,  and  probably  broke  the  bone  in  her  thigh,  so 
for  a  number  of  weeks  she  has  not  been  able  to  stand,  and  because  of 
severe  pain  was  obliged  to  remain  in  bed.  Now  she  can  move  around  the 
room  on  two  crutches. 

Feb.  If.    A  report  from  Sarepta27  was  read. 

Feb.  11.  We  began  to  read  the  report  concerning  members  and  friends 
in  Warthe-bruch  and  Netz-bruch.28 

In  the  following  days  of  this  week  the  meetings  must  be  omitted  be- 
cause rain  and  snow  made  the  roads  very  muddy. 

Feb.  19.  This  was  the  coldest  morning  of  the  winter,  with  the  Fahren- 
heit thermometer  standing  at  4  above  zero.  All  day  it  was  piercingly 
cold,  with  a  rather  strong  wind  from  the  northwest. 

Feb.  21.  At  the  time  for  the  evening  service  it  rained.  About  ten 
o'clock  it  began  to  snow  heavily,  and  by  morning  it  was  deeper  than 
we  have  had  this  winter. 

March  9.  This  afternoon  at  the  mill  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  of 
the  stillborn  son  of  our  neighbors  Jesse  and  Maria  Catharina  Styers. 
The  infant  was  one  of  twin  children.

March  17.  In  the  house  of  Br.  Christian  Hege,  Br.  Pfohl  baptized 
the  little  son  of  our  neighbors,  Jesse  Styers  and  Maria  Catharina, 
maiden  name  Pfaff.  The  child  was  one  of  twins  born  on  the  sixth  of 
this  month.    He  received  the  name  Samuel. 

A  heavy  rain  began  in  the  afternoon  and  continued  into  the  night. 

March  19.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival,  with  praise  and 
thanks  to  our  dear  Saviour  for  all  the  grace  vouchsafed  to  this  congre- 
gation during  fifty-two  years. 

The  meeting  for  Negroes,  set  for  the  afternoon,  could  not  be  held,  as 
most  of  the  Negroes  had  gone  to  Bruxes's  Town  to  hear  the  funeral 
sermon  of  one  of  their  race  who  died  there  some  time  ago. 

Rain  began  at  noon  and  continued  into  the  night,  so  that  Br.  G.  B. 
Reichel  could  not  return  to  Salem  but  must  remain  with  us  over  night. 

Concerning  this  day  it  should  also  be  noted  that  during  the  morning 
our  justice,  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser,  married  the  single  Jacob 
Conrad,  merchant  near  Bethania,  who  does  not  belong  to  us  at  present, 
to  the  single  Sr.  Gertraut  Elisabeth  Loesch,  daughter  of  Br.  Johann 
Christian  Loesch. 

March  26.  The  memoir  of  Br.  Matthaeus  Miksch  was  read — he  fell 
asleep  in  Salem  last  year. 

In  the  following  days  of  the  week  there  could  be  no  meetings  because 
of  rain, 

April  7.  In  a  meeting  for  communicants  notice  was  given  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  to  be  held  on  Maundy  Thursday,  and  in  preparation  for 
it  a  portion  dealing  with  the  Holy  Communion  was  read  from  the 
Idea  Fidei  Fratrum. 

[The  usual  reading  meetings  and  other  services  were  held  during  the 
Passion  Week.] 

April  11/-.  Easter  Sunday.  We  prayed  the  litany  on  God's  Acre  at 
half  past  five  o'clock.    The  weather  was  beautiful  but  cold. 

April  22.  Br.  Samuel  Strub,  driving  Br.  Schumann's  team,  left  for 
Salem  today.    He  will  take  Br.  and  Sr.  Reichel  to  Pennsylvania. 

April  25.  In  the  evening  meeting  the  single  Br.  George  Petrus  Hauser 
was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Catharina  Rank. 

April  27.  The  newly  married  couple  moved  to  their  plantation  five 
miles  from  here. 

May  5.  The  rain  which  began  yesterday  continued  to  noon  of 
the  6th. 

May  9.    Because  of  rain  the  evening  meeting  was  omitted. 
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May  16.  In  the  evening  the  house-fathers  met  to  discuss  the  tax 
which  the  Assembly  of  this  state  has  laid  on  all  houses  in  towns.  Our 
place  is  not  really  a  town,  but  twenty  or  more  farmers  have  built  close 
together,  and  must  divide  among  themselves  the  tax  on  the  two  thousand 
acres  of  land  on  which  they  dwell.  The  house-fathers  agreed  unani- 
mously to  commission  the  lawyer,  Mr.  Murphey,  who  had  offered  his 
services  in  this  matter,  to  present  it  at  the  court  to  be  held  in  Raleigh  in 
July  and  to  try  to  have  the  tax  lifted  from  all  our  houses.  Each  house- 
father agreed  to  pay  his  proportionate  part  in  the  expense  of  employing 
Mr.  Murphey. 

May  17.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  at  Joh.  Jacob 
Sponhauer's,  and  preached  to  a  gathering  which  was  unusually  large.29 
He  also  baptized  two  children. 

May  27.  In  response  to  a  repeated  friendly  invitation,  Br.  and  Sr. 
Pfohl  visited  Mr.  Daniel  Wolf,  three  miles  from  here,  and  also  his  father, 
Lorenz  Wolf,  who  lives  not  far  from  his  son. 

June  2Jf..  Br.  Isaac  Boner,  who  left  for  South  Carolina  three  weeks 
ago  on  business,  returned  today. 

July  8.  The  doctrinal  instruction  for  the  older  girls  must  be  omitted 
as  most  of  them  are  busy  with  gathering  the  flax  from  the  fields. 

July  10.  During  this  week  most  of  the  Brethren  brought  their  wheat 
into  their  barns,  with  thanks  and  praises  to  our  loving  Father  Who  has 
given  them  so  rich  a  harvest  this  year. 

July  15.  For  some  weeks  we  have  had  no  soaking  rain,  and  field  and 
garden  were  beginning  to  suffer,  so  we  were  thankful  to  our  Lord  for 
several  days  of  rain  this  week. 

July  22.    This  morning  it  rained  heavily. 

Aug.  8.  Most  of  our  Brethren  went  to  the  election  of  the  Assembly; 
some  to  Salem,  others  to  Bruxe's  Town,  and  to  Germanton. 

Sept.  8.  We  read  the  memoir  of  our  departed  Br.  David  Zeisberger, 
who  entered  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord  on  Nov.  17,  1808,  at  Goshen  on  the 
Muskingum. 

Sept.  17.    We  began  to  read  the  diary  of  St.  Kitts.30 

Sept.  19.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  at  Jacob  Spon- 
hauer's  but  had  a  small  audience.  Some  of  the  people  of  the  settlement 
were  busy  with  the  second  hay  harvest  and  pulling  fodder;  others  had

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gone  to  the  vendue  at  Peter  Feiser's.  He  is  selling  his  things  because  he 
plans  to  move  soon  to  Cumberland. 

Oct.  11.  Fourteen  days  ago  Br.  Isaac  Boner  left  for  South  Carolina 
on  business.    He  returned  this  afternoon. 

Oct.  19.  The  Brn.  Joseph  and  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser  returned 
from  Cross  Creek. 

Oct.  23.  Our  Brn.  Wilhelm  Grabs,  Christian  Hege,  Joh.  Heinrich, 
Joh.  George  and  Johannes  Krieger  left  together  with  their  teams  for 
Cross  Creek. 

Nov.  3.    The  Brethren  returned  late  at  night  from  Cross  Creek. 

Nov.  If.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  as  some  of  the  families  in 
town  are  husking  corn. 

Nov.  16.  In  spite  of  the  rain  most  of  our  members  went  to  Salem  to 
the  funeral  of  our  Br.  Christian  Ludwig  Benzien. 

Nov.  29.    It  rained  all  day. 

Dec.  9.  Toward  evening  fifteen  Cherokee  Indians,  men,  women,  and 
children,  arrived  on  their  way  to  Washington  City.  They  camped  for 
the  night  not  far  from  our  town,  and  remained  until  about  noon  of  the 
next  day. 

Dec.  15.31  In  the  third  hour  of  the  morning  we  felt  an  earthquake, 
and  in  the  eighth  hour  another,  though  less  severe. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1811. 

Jan.  1.  After  the  preaching  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  congregation 
and  Society,  and  the  Memorabilia  of  this  congregation  was  read.  After 
the  lovefeast  the  communicant  Brethren  brought  in  their  votes  for  a 
new  Committee,  and  the  Brn.  Lazarus  Hege,  Christian  Hohns,  George 
Fischer,  and  Cornelius  Rominger  were  elected.  The  congregation  sang 
several  verses  of  blessing  for  them.  Then  the  congregation  gathered 
again  and  listened  to  the  Memorabilia  of  the  other  Wachovia  congrega- 
tions. 

Feb.  3.  There  was  only  a  small  congregation  here,  partly  because  a 
funeral  sermon  was  being  preached  in  the  neighborhood,  and  partly 
because  the  weather  was  bad. 

Feb.  19.  There  was  the  interment  of  the  neighbor  Johann  George 
Ebert  on  our  God's  Acre.    During  his  last  illness  he  was  visited  often,

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and  he  asked  for  place  on  our  God's  Acre,  which  was  granted  by  the 
Committee. 

March  12.  We  were  pleased  to  have  Br.  and  Sr.  Keichel  and  Br.  and 
Sr.  Benzien  celebrate  our  congregation  festival  with  us. 

April  7.  Sunday.  The  story  of  the  Passion  Week  was  read,  as  far 
as  Maundy  Thursday.  [The  other  Passion  Week  and  Easter  services 
followed  in  the  usual  order.] 

May.  During  this  month  the  married  Anna  Maria  Kottner  and  her 
daughters,  Elisabeth  and  Catharina,  left  our  congregation  and  united 
with  the  Lutherans. 

J uly  IS.  Br.  Rude  was  taken  six  miles  beyond  Lexington,  about  twen- 
ty miles  from  Eriedberg,  to  preach  a  funeral  sermon  in  the  so-called 
Lower  Lutheran  Church,  and  conduct  the  interment  of  the  wife  of 
Jacob  Weirich,  maiden  name  Catharine  Sauer,  who  died  on  the  12th. 
Their  pastor,  Markhart,  is  away.  Br.  Rude  knew  none  of  the  people, 
and  none  of  them  knew  him. 

Aug.  If.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  to  discuss  improve- 
ment of  our  God's  Acre.  Then  the  singing  class  was  held ;  and  after  that 
the  Committee  met. 

Oct.  J/..    We  were  glad  to  welcome  Br.  and  Sr.  Herbst  from  Salem. 

Oct.  20.  Sunday.  It  rained  and  no  members  came,  so  Br.  Rude 
went  to  Zion  Church  and  buried  the  widow  Zerger  and  then  preached 
in  that  church. 

Oct.  21.  There  was  the  funeral  here  of  the  little  Elisabeth  Reich,  who 
fell  asleep  yesterday.  She  was  born  on  Dec.  16,  1809,  and  had  been 
a  healthy  child  until  last  week,  when  her  throat  became  very  sore,  and 
her  short  life  ended. 

Nov.  3.    The  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached. 

Nov.  24.    Sunday.    We  read  a  selection  from  the  Idea  Fidei  Fratrum.

[Napoleon's  disastrous  expedition  to  Russia  was  the  beginning  of  the 
end  of  his  career. 

In  the  United  States,  Louisiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union.  Under 
pressure  President  Madison  advised  war  and  Congress  took  the  necessary 
action.  The  President  signed  the  declaration  of  war  against  Great 
Britain  on  June  18;  and  riots  in  Baltimore  followed  almost  immedi- 
ately. The  American  troops  failed  in  their  attack  on  Canada,  but 
American  ships  were  more  successful,  and  the  American  sloop  Wasp 
captured  the  British  ship  Frolic.  In  the  seventh  presidential  election, 
James  Madison  was  re-elected. 

On  February  7  an  earthquake  shock  was  reported  from  New  Bern, 
North  Carolina,  and  two  weeks  later  there  was  a  heavier  shock  in 
Mecklenburg  County.  News  of  the  declaration  of  war  was  brought 
by  an  express  messenger  to  Governor  Hawkins  on  June  23.  Seven 
thousand  volunteers  were  called  in  North  Carolina;  Calvin  Jones,  of 
Wake  County,  was  commissioned  Major  General.  British  cruisers  cap- 
tured American  merchantmen  on  the  coast,  and  North  Carolina  mer- 
chants fitted  out  privateer  vessels.  In  December,  Theodosia  Burr 
Alston  was  lost  as  she  was  sailing  north  from  Charleston.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  the  Congregations 
of  the  Brethren  in  Wachovia,  1812. 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  this  year  was  the  sad  experience  of 
Jauuary  15,  when  it  pleased  our  Lord  and  Saviour  to  call  from  our  side 
His  faithful  servant,  our  beloved  Br.  Johannes  Herbst,  bishop  of  the 
Unity  and  pastor  and  preacher  of  the  congregation  of  Salem.  He  had 
served  the  Unity  of  Brethren  more  than  fifty  years,  faithfully  and  with 
blessing,  though  we  had  enjoyed  his  care  only  a  little  more  than  seven 
months.  Although  we  cannot  begrudge  him  his  rest,  in  view  of  his 
advanced  years,1  all  the  congregations  in  Wachovia  and  Salem  in  par- 
ticular would  gladly  have  kept  him  longer,  as  they  loved  him  dearly  and 
wished  to  continue  to  enjoy  his  service.  In  addition  it  has  been  only  a 
few  months  since  his  colleague,  our  dearly  beloved  Br.  Christian  Ludwig 
Benzien,  was  called  home,  so  that  Salem  has  lost  her  two  leading  minis- 
ters. We  ascribe  it  to  the  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Chief  Elder  that  under 
these  circumstances  the  remaining  ministers  did  not  lose  courage  but 
discharged  the  duties  that  fell  upon  them  with  faithfulness  and  ability 
until  the  vacant  places  could  be  filled.    With  the  approval  of  the

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Aeltesten  Conferenz  Br.  Simon  Peter  took  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
congregation,  and  with  his  wife  the  supervision  of  the  Choir  of  Married 
People.  Br.  Samuel  Stotz/  assisted  by  Br.  Friedrich  Meinung,  took  over 
the  business  of  the  Wachovia  Administration.  The  prayers  offered 
during  this  period  were  graciously  heard,  and  the  Lord  so  ordered  it  that 
in  spite  of  the  critical  times  the  vacant  places  were  filled  almost  as 
quickly  as  they  might  have  been  had  the  times  been  of  the  best. 

Already  in  summer  we  heard  from  Bethlehem  that  our  Br.  Ludwig 
David  von  Schweinitz2  had  received  a  call  to  take  charge  of  the  Unity 
Administration  business  here  in  place  of  Br.  Benzien,  and  that  he  had 
set  out  on  his  journey.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  and  shows  how  the  Lord 
cares  for  His  work  here,  that  before  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  sailed 
from  Kiel  news  of  the  departure  of  Br.  Herbst  reached  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference,  and  they  were  able  to  send  to  Kiel  the  result  of  their  delib- 
erations about  filling  his  place.  The  many  experiences  which  Br.  and 
Sr.  von  Schweinitz  had  on  their  voyage3  led  them  and  us  to  thanks  and 
praise  of  our  good  Lord.  It  was  a  day  of  joy  for  us  when  we  received 
a  letter  from  Br.  von  Schweinitz  on  September  22;  and  also  a  letter 
from  Br.  von  Forestier  in  the  name  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference 
informing  us  that  ihe  Lord  had  approved  the  appointment  of  Br. 
Jacob  Yan  Vleck  as  preacher  and  pastor  of  Salem,  and  with  his  wife 
to  have  the  oversight  of  the  married  people.  This  was  announced  to 
the  congregation  at  the  lovefeast  preceding  the  Communion  on  Sep- 
tember 26,  and  several  verses  were  sung,  wishing  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  for  these  Brethren  and  Sisters  among  us.  After  a  successful 
trip  from  Lititz  they  arrived  in  good  health  on  the  14th  of  November, 
and  on  the  same  day  were  welcomed  by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  The 
15th  of  November  had  been  set  for  the  post-celebration  of  the  Thirteenth 
— our  congregation  anniversary  and  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder — 
and  at  the  lovefeast  these  Brethren  and  their  wives  were  heartily  wel- 
comed, and  verses  of  blessing  were  sung  for  them  as  they  entered  into 
their  duties  in  the  work  of  God  in  Wachovia  and  the  congregation  of 
Salem. 

During  this  year  Jesus  Christ  the  Crucified  has  remained  the  ground 
of  our  faith.  .  .  .  The  Nachrichten  have  been  a  means  of  grace  to  all 
who  know  how  to  value  them,  and  have  borne  witness  to  what  the 
Saviour  has  done  for  poor  sinners.  .  .  .  We  consider  it  a  favor  that 
we  have  received  a  supply  of  them  during  the  year  and  also  through 
Br.  von  Schweinitz.

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The  festal  days  of  the  general  Christian  Church  and  the  memorial 
days  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  have  been  observed,  as  have  the  congrega- 
tion and  Choir  festivals. 

"We  have  sympathized  in  the  weal  and  woe  of  the  work  of  God  in  the 
Unity  of  Brethren,  and  in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  throughout  the  world, 
and  for  it  have  given  our  prayers  and  petitions. 

Our  correspondence  with  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  has  been  more 
than  ever  restricted  by  conditions  in  the  world.  The  letter  regarding 
the  filling  of  the  vacant  places  here  is  the  only  letter  that  has  come  to 
our  hands  from  them. 

In  material  matters  we  have  much  cause  to  thank  the  Giver  of  all 
good.  He  has  laid  a  rich  blessing  upon  our  trades  and  our  commerce. 
We  have  been  graciously  guarded  from  harm  and  accident.  This  was 
particularly  true  in  January  and  February  when  there  were  earthquakes, 
felt  rather  severely  at  some  places.  Although  a  bad  kind  of  fever  has 
been  epidemic  in  the  country  and  in  our  neighborhood,  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Strohle  had  serious  attacks,  our  town  has  almost  entirely  escaped  and 
good  health  has  continued.  In  January  our  town  was  greatly  alarmed 
when  smallpox  was  brought  to  Salem  by  a  traveler,  and  we  were  par- 
ticularly concerned  about  our  Boarding  School,  but  the  preventive 
measures  taken  were  so  blessed  that  the  unhappy  incident  passed  with- 
out unfortunate  results. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  declared  war  on  Great  Britain, 
and  we  urgently  besought  the  Ruler  over  all  to  bring  peace  again  to  the 
entire  world.  This  was  especially  our  plea  on  August  20,  as  we  ob- 
served the  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  ordered  by  the  President  of 
these  states. 

"With  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Springplace  and  our  Brethren  on 
Flint  River  we  have  maintained  uninterrupted  correspondence.  In 
general  they  and  we  can  thank  the  Saviour  for  His  help.  Our  Brethren 
on  Flint  River  were  ill  again  this  fall,  but  soon  recovered.  The  Breth- 
ren in  Springplace  have  not  been  entirely  free  from  sickness.  They 
have  been  able  to  rejoice  over  the  marriage  of  Sr.  Margaret  Ann  with 
Mr.  Joseph  Crutchfield,  and  nearly  all  their  letters  say  that  he  appears 
to  be  anxious  about  the  salvation  of  his  soul ;  also  that  there  are  signs  of 
the  working  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  white  and  brown  and 
black  persons.  It  should  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  in  the 
early  months  of  this  year  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  asked  to  be  relieved  from 
service  in  the  Cherokee  mission  because  of  the  poor  health  of  Sr.  Byhan ; 
in  the  fall  it  was  possible  to  grant  this  request  and  they  and  their 
little  daughter  Rebecca  Elisabeth  returned  to  Salem  on  November  12. 
The  filling  of  their  places  has  not  yet  been  arranged. 
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At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  local  members  of  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  it  was  decided  to  change 
the  date  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  instead  of  holding  it  on  August  21 
to  postpone  it  to  the  fall  in  order  to  use  the  reports  of  the  Bethlehem 
meeting  as  soon  as  they  are  received. 

The  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  has  now  been  re-organized,  with  Br. 
Jacob  Yan  Yleck  as  chairman,  and  the  first  session  was  held  on  No- 
vember 16. 

In  Salem  the  various  Choirs  have  observed  their  anniversary  days  and 
their  Choir  Communions,  and  their  Choir  Principles  have  been  read 
again. 

It  had  often  been  wished  that  the  boys  Anstalt  might  be  reorganized, 
and  on  April  4  six  little  boys  moved  there  to  sleep  and  eat.  There  are 
fifteen  little  boys  in  the  school. 

Our  Boarding  School  for  girls  has  continued  to  grow,  and  we  were 
finally  obliged  to  place  some  of  the  boarding  pupils  in  homes  in  the 
town.  During  this  year  fifty-two  have  come  to  the  School,  and  thirty- 
nine  have  gone  home.  The  present  number  of  boarding  pupils  is 
eighty-three,  of  day  pupils  twenty-six. 

Extracts  from  the  Salem  Diary,  1812. 

Jan.  10.  Toward  evening  it  snowed,  so  the  evening  meeting  must  be 
omitted. 

Jan.  11.    In  the  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  zero. 

Jan.  12.  Br.  Stotz  prayed  the  litany  with  the  congregation,  and 
offered  a  special  prayer  for  our  sick  Br.  Herbst,  who  on  last  Friday, 
at  his  own  request,  was  blessed  for  his  calling-home. 

Jan.  15.  This  morning  in  the  twelfth  hour  the  honored  servant  of 
Jesus  and  bishop  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  our  respected  and  much 
beloved  Br.  Johannes  Herbst,  passed  gently  from  faith  into  sight. 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  he  has  been  ill  with  pectoral  dropsy. 
Many  Brethren  and  Sisters  had  gathered,  and  accompanied  him  with 
their  hymns.4 

Jan.  18.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  this  congregation,  many 
members  from  other  congregations,  and  many  friends  from  the  neigh- 
borhood, gathered  for  the  burial  of  our  beloved  Br.  Johannes  Herbst.  .  .  . 

Jan.  23.  This  morning  about  nine  o'clock  we  again  felt  an  earth- 
quake. 


A  distinguished  visitor  was  often  accompanied  some  miles  on  his  way  as  he  left  Salem. 
The  diarist  indicates  that  the  hymns  sung  by  the  Brethren  accompanied  the  departing 
soul  of  their  bishop. 
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Jan.  26.  The  house-fathers  and  masters  met  to  consider  what  steps 
should  be  taken  in  regard  to  smallpox.  A  traveler  stopping  at  the 
tavern  broke  out  with  it,  and  while  he  has  been  moved  out  of  town  to 
Br.  Opitz,  where  he  will  be  cared  for,  there  is  danger  that  others 
may  take  and  spread  it.  It  was  decided  to  limit  the  contact  of  the 
patient  with  others  as  much  as  possible,  and  to  try  to  secure  the  pre- 
ventive pox  and  use  it  properly. 

Jan.  29.  Largely  because  of  the  girls  in  the  Boarding  School  it  was 
decided  to  suspend  meetings  for  the  children  for  a  while. 

Jan.  30.  Last  evening  the  above  mentioned  traveler  passed  out  of 
time  in  Br.  Opitz'  house,  and  for  fear  of  spreading  the  infection  the 
body  was  buried  quietly  near  the  Opitz  house,  while  several  hymns  were 
sung  by  the  Brethren. 

Feb.  5.  Today  smallpox  broke  out  on  a  Mulatto,  who  had  caught  it 
from  the  above-mentioned  traveler.  As  the  protective  pox  which  had 
been  used  had  not  worked  in  all  cases  extraordinary  precautions  were 
taken,  and  so  successfully  that  this  terrible  disease  was  checked  with 
this  one  infection. 

The  boy  Chr.  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  was  moved  today  from  the  joinery 
in  the  Brothers  House  to  the  boys  Anstalt,  where  he  will  qualify  for 
service  in  the  congregation  by  increasing  his  knowledge. 

Feb.  7.  This  morning  about  four  o'clock  we  had  a  very  noticeable  and 
lengthy  earthquake,  which  waked  most  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  from 
sleep.  In  the  evening  between  nine  and  twelve  there  was  another  distinct 
quake.  We  heard  later  that  this  extended  over  a  wide  area,  especially 
the  southern  and  western  part  of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  caused 
no  little  fright  in  some  places. 

Feb.  11.  Br.  Beichel  held  the  singstunde.  Today  the  newly  mar- 
ried Br.  and  Sr.  Schulz  moved  to  the  place  they  have  taken  quite  near 
Salem.5 

Feb.  17.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour,  which  can  now  be  held 
again  as  usual. 

Feb.  29.  Our  children  had  their  first  Unity  Day  for  this  year.  .  .  . 
In  the  lovefeast  Br.  Peter  mentioned  as  a  special  matter  for  thanks 
that  the  protective  pox  had  shielded  us  from  the  natural  pox. 

March  2.  Br.  David  and  Sr.  Sara  Blum  and  their  daughter  Cath- 
arina  moved  today  to  Salem  from  the  neighborhood  of  Bethabara.  He 
will  take  charge  of  the  brewery  and  distillery. 

eThe  farm  vacated  bv  the  death  of  John  Holland.    It  was  only  a  few  blocks  from  Salem 
Square.   The  house  built  January  6,  1766,  stood  on  this  farm. 
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March  8.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  solemn  consecration  of  the 
Widows  House.  .  .  . 

March  26.  Maundy  Thursday.  Because  it  was  cold,  and  a  number 
of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  were  not  well,  the  Pedilavium  could  not  be 
held. 

March  29.  Easter  Sunday.  After  the  usual  Easter  greeting  Br. 
Peter  prayed  the  litany  in  English  on  God's  Acre,  in  the  presence  of  the 
congregation  and  a  number  of  visitors. 

April  2.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  snowstorm,  which  is  unusual  at 
this  season.    Toward  evening  it  turned  to  rain. 

April  6.  Br.  Joh.  J acob  Blum  left  for  Pennsylvania  on  business  for 
the  store.  With  hhn  went  his  wife  and  little  son,  the  single  Srs.  Susan- 
na Elisabeth  Peter  and  Rebecca  Holder,  the  single  Brn.  Wilhelm  Holland 
and  Joh.  Philip  Blum,  the  latter  as  teamster.  They  will  visit  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

April  12.  By  request,  Br.  Reichel  went  to  our  friends  on  Deep 
Creek,  and  preached  today  to  a  numerous  and  attentive  gathering. 
Jacob,  the  nine  months  old  son  of  Br.  George  and  Sr.  Mary  Brendel, 
who  belong  to  Hope,  had  fallen  asleep  on  the  sixth  of  this  month,  and 
had  been  buried  quietly  in  a  neighboring  graveyard,  as  had  another  child. 
The  parents  wished  that  some  notice  might  be  taken  of  this,  and  pointed 
out  that  near  the  graveyard  there  was  a  place  in  the  woods,  where  there 
were  enough  benches  to  accommodate  the  crowd.  After  Br.  Reichel 
had  finished  speaking,  a  Methodist  preacher  followed  with  an  evan- 
gelical address. 

The  single  Br.  Samuel  Jacob  Wohlfahrt  set  out  today  on  a  visit  to 
Pennsylvania. 

April  13.  It  snowed  for  several  hours,  which  seldom  occurs  at  this 
time  of  the  year. 

April  19.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  the  German  Church,6  and  bap- 
tized the  little  son  of  Br.  Joh.  Friedrich  Heinz,  who  belongs  to  Hope, 
and  his  wife,  who  does  not  belong  to  us.  The  child  received  the  name 
Johann  Wilhelm. 

April  23.  The  little  boy  Parmenio  Schumann  came  from  Bethania 
to  enter  the  boys  Anstalt. 

May  10.  Banns  were  published  for  the  single  Br.  Nathanael  Schober 
and  the  single  Society  Sr.  Rebecca  Hohns.

May  13.  The  single  Br.  Joh.  Simon  Leicht  moved  today  from  Salem 
to  Friedland. 

May  14-.  The  auswartige  single  Br.  Nathanael  Schober  was  married 
today  to  the  single  Society  Sr.  Rebecca  Hohns  in  Hope,  by  his  father, 
in  the  house  of  her  parents. 

May  2Jf..  This  afternoon,  in  a  congregation  meeting,  there  was  the 
baptism  of  Levi  Yaniman,  infant  son  of  Joh.  Christian  and  Catharina 
Blum. 

May  29  and  30.  On  these  days  there  was  the  public  Examination 
of  the  boarding  pupils  and  the  girls  of  the  congregation  who  attend 
classes  with  them.  The  present  number  of  boarding  pupils  is  seventy- 
seven,  and  of  the  town  girls  twenty-one. 

June  3.  After  the  burial  of  the  married  Andreas  Schapitz  on  the 
graveyard  for  strangers,  Br.  Peter  preached  his  funeral  sermon.  He 
formerly  belonged  to  the  Unity,  but  left  it  many  years  ago.  .  .  . 

June  13.  By  request,  Br.  Strohle  preached  in  the  new  church  this 
side  of  the  South  Fork. 

After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  much  desired  rain. 

June  Ik-  Br.  Kluge  preached  in  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek,  and  Br.  Reichel  took  the  services  in  Bethabara. 

June  16.  Br.  and  Sr.  Blum  and  their  party  returned  from  their  visit 
to  Pennsylvania.  With  them  came  the  boy  Samuel  Heinrich  Wolle, 
from  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth;  he  will  learn  salesmanship  in  the 
store  here. 

June  27.  For  lack  of  room  in  the  Boarding  School  it  has  become 
necessary  to  use  a  room  in  the  Gemein  Haus  for  the  classes  of  the  day 
pupils.  The  widowed  Sr.  Praezel,  therefore,  moved  from  the  Gemein 
Haus  to  the  Widows  House. 

June  30.  In  the  newspaper  we  see  that  on  June  18th  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  declared  war  on  Great  Britain. 

July  4.  Today's  festival  of  the  land  was  observed  in  several  of  our 
congregations.  In  Salem  there  was  a  service  at  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  with  an  English  sermon,  a  prayer  of  thanks  for  the  many 
goodnesses  of  the  Lord,  and  petitions  for  the  speedy  restoration  of 
peace.    Br.  Steiner  spoke  on  Jeremiah  xxix,  7. 

July  16.  Br.  Heinze  led  the  liturgy  for  the  children.  The  weather  was 
unusually  cool  for  this  season. 
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July  20.  A  Baptist  preacher,  Mr.  Collins7  from  South  Carolina,  has 
been  here  for  several  days  visiting  his  daughter  who  is  in  the  Boarding 
School.  By  request  he  spoke  to  the  pupils  this  afternoon  in  the  Saal  of 
the  Gemein  Haus,  taking  as  his  text :  Behold,  the  Lamb  of  God.  In  the 
evening  he  preached  in  front  of  the  tavern,  and  many  of  our  members 
heard  him  with  pleasure. 

July  22.  Br.  Meinung  returned  from  Raleigh,  where  he  had  been  in 
the  matter  of  our  lawsuit.  The  Supreme  Court  heard  it  favorably  at 
this  session. 

Aug.  J+.    After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  much  desired  rain. 

Aug.  9.  Sunday.  In  Bethabara,  Bethania,  and  Salem  the  memo- 
rial day  of  the  Thirteenth  of  August  was  observed  on  the  ninth. 

Aug.  IS.    The  annual  election  of  government  officials  was  held  today. 

Unrest  and  the  threatening  aspect  of  conditions  among  the  Negroes 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Huntsville  have  led  to  many  rumors,  and  for  two 
nights  extra  watchmen  were  on  duty  in  our  town.  Nothing  more 
happened. 

August  15.  In  Friedberg,  Friedland,  and  Hope  the  anniversary  of  the 
Thirteenth  of  August  was  observed. 

Aug.  20.  The  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer,  recommended  by 
Congress  and  proclaimed  by  the  President  in  view  of  the  war  in  which 
the  United  States  find  themselves,  was  observed  in  our  congregation.  "We 
acknowledged  our  sins,  and  humbly  prayed  God  for  His  mercy,  and 
asked  that  His  grace  might  continue  with  us  and  with  this  land.  Br. 
Peter  preached  in  the  morning  in  German  and  Br.  Steiner  in  the 
afternoon  in  English.    Both  services  were  well  attended. 

In  Hope  there  were  no  services  because  of  the  fever  epidemic  in  that 
congregation  and  neighborhood. 

Sept.  3.    The  congregation  of  Friedland  observed  its  anniversary. 

Sept.  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bagge,  of  Friedland,  and  their  little  daughter 
Carolina  Belinda,  left  home  this  afternoon  to  visit  Salem.  As  they 
were  driving  up  a  hill  their  chair  broke  suddenly,  with  the  result  that 
Br.  and  Sister  Bagge  were  painfully  injured,  and  the  child  had  such 
a  fall  that  its  short  life  came  to  an  end. 

Sept.  8.  Br.  Kluge  brought  his  daughter  Henrietta  from  Bethabara 
to  the  Boarding  School. 

His  daughter,  Carey  Davis  Collins,  entered 
the  Boarding  School  in  July,  1811,  and  left  in  October,  1813.

Oct.  5.  Br.  Kreuser  left  for  Pennsylvania  on  a  business  trip  taking 
Ms  wife  and  accompanied  by  the  single  Brn.  John  Cornelius  Rea  and 
Jacob  Schulz. 

Oct.  8.  The  Brn.  Samuel  Strub  and  Chr.  Heinrich  Grabs  left  with 
the  stage  for  Lititz,  to  bring  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleek  and  Br.  and  Sr.  von 
Schweinitz  to  Salem. 

Oct.  18.  Br.  Peter  baptized  Franz  Levin,  the  little  son  of  Br. 
Wilhelm  and  Sr..  Johanna  Elisabeth  Pries,  born  yesterday. 

In  Priedland  the  single  Society  Br.  Joh.  Priedrich  Krohn  was  mar- 
ried to  the  single  Society  Sr.  Sara  Kastner,  by  the  justice  [of  the 
peace]. 

Nov.  1.  In  Hope,  Br.  Strohle  married  the  single  Br.  Joh.  Friedrich 
Holland  to  the  single  Society  Sr.  Mary  Hamilton  in  the  house  of  her 
parents.  Some  days  later  she  moved  here  with  her  husband,  who  will 
continue  to  work  in  the  pottery. 

Nov.  12.  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  and  their  little  daughter  Rebecca 
arrived  from  Springplace,  accompanied  by  the  Brn.  Abraham  Hauser 
and  Benjamin  Wagemann. 

Nov.  llf.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Br.  Jacob  and  Sr. 
Lisette  Van  Vleck  and  Br.  Ludwig  David  and  Sr.  Louise  Amalia  von 
Schweinitz. 

Nov.  15.  During  the  post-celebration  of  the  festival  of  the  Chief 
Elder  and  the  anniversary  of  our  congregation  Br.  Peter  presented 
these  Brethren  and  Sisters  to  the  congregation. 

The  single  Br.  Samuel  Jacob  Wohlfahrt  returned  with  them  from 
Pennsylvania. 

In  Hope  the  single  Society  Br.  Peter  Moss  was  married  to  the 
single  Lydia  Lashmit  by  the  justice. 

Nov.  17.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  evening  meeting  for  communi- 
cants, speaking  on  the  text  for  the  day  in  preparation  for  the  Holy 
Communion.  He  also  gave  the  confirmation  blessing  to  the  older  girl, 
Christina  Susanna  Kramsch. 

Nov.  20.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  sang  a  Passion  Liturgy  with  the  con- 
gregation. 

Nov.  21.  After  a  blessed  lovefeast  the  communicants  united  in  the 
Lord's  Supper.  The  older  girl  Christina  Kramsch  partook  for  the  first

time ;  the  older  girl  Johanna  Eleanora  Vierling  observed  as  confirmand ; 
and  as  candidates  there  were  present  the  older  girls  Johanna  Salome 
Christmann  and  Christine  Caritas  Schneider. 

Nov.  22.  Br.  Peter  held  the  Communion  for  officials;  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  led  the  liturgy  of  thanksgiving;8  Br.  Yan  Vleck  preached 
his  introductory  sermon. 

Nov.  23.  There  was  no  meeting  because  of  the  heavy  rain.  During 
the  night  there  was  a  severe  storm,  but  it  did  little  damage. 

Nov.  25.    Br.  Kreuser  and  his  party  returned  from  Pennsylvania. 

Nov.  29.  In  entering  the  joyful  season  of  Advent  Br.  Peter  prayed 
the  litany  of  the  Life,  Sufferings  and  Death  of  Jesus.  In  the  English 
preaching  Br.  Van  Yleck  spoke  on  II  Cor.  vi,  2.  In  the  evening  Br. 
von  Schweinitz  held  the  gemeinstunde,  speaking  on  the  text  for  the  day 
after  the  Hosannah  had  been  sung. 

Dec.  11.  The  weather  has  been  very  cold,  and  colder  since  last  night, 
when  we  had  the  first  snow  of  the  winter. 

Br.  George  Samuel  and  Sr.  Mary  Brendel  and  their  five  children  have 
moved  from  Deep  Creek  into  the  neighborhood  of  Salem.  Hereafter 
they  will  belong  to  this  congregation. 

Dec.  13.  Br.  Van  Vleck  led  the  litany,  and  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
preached  his  first  sermon  here  on  Matt,  xi,  2-10 

Dec.  llf.    Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  English  children's  hour. 

Dec.  20.  Br.  Van  Vleck  baptized  the  infant  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Byhan,  born  on  the  18th.    She  received  the  name  Anna  Rahel. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1812. 

Jan.  7.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  With  the  approval  of  the  Colle- 
gium, Br.  Christ  will  take  little  Thomas  Bonn  on  trial  in  the  pottery. 

Yesterday  the  boy  Carl  Abraham  Steiner  came  to  the  cabinetmakers 
shop  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Br.  Kuschke  has  dismissed  the  single  Br.  Jonathan  Lick,  who  was 
bound  to  him  till  his  majority  to  learn  the  trade  of  shoemaker,  although 
his  apprenticeship  had  still  a  year  to  run.  Br.  Lick  wishes  to  move 
into  the  Brothers  House  and  work  with  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  to  which  the 
Collegium  has  no  objection. 

We  discussed  the  possibility  of  securing  for  Salem  a  depositary  of 
the  Salisbury  branch  of  the  new  state  bank,  and  felt  that  it  would  benefit 
the  town,  but  saw  no  way  of  doing  it  at  present.

The  addition  to  our  tavern  cannot  be  built  until  next  year,  but  mate- 
rials for  it  shall  be  prepared  this  year. 

Jan.  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  four  Brethren  who  compose  the  pres- 
ent Committee  in  Bethabara  ask  that  a  fifth  member  may  be  elected,  and 
the  Conferenz  is  entirely  willing. 

The  funeral  of  our  departed  Br.  Johannes  Herbst  will  be  held  on 
Saturday  afternoon  at  one  o'clock,  and  the  lovefeast  in  his  memory 
the  same  evening  at  half  past  five.  Br.  Schober  wishes  to  play  the 
organ  for  these  services,  and  permission  is  given. 

Jan.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Steiner  will  notify  a  printer  in  Raleigh, 
and  will  ask  that  the  home-going  of  our  departed  Br.  Johannes  Herbst 
shall  be  announced  in  a  suitable  manner  in  the  public  papers. 

Jan.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Mulatto  who  will  rent  the  plantation  on 
the  Wach  from  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Brethren  the  beginning  of 
April  asks  permission  to  distill  the  fruit  there.    Permission  refused. 

Jan.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Pastor  Schober  often  attends  our  public  serv- 
ices, and  usually  goes  to  the  organ  gallery.  The  organist  is  at  liberty  to 
invite  him  to  play. 

Br.  Reichel  has  hitherto  had  charge  of  the  music  and  the  musical 
instruments  for  the  Brothers'  side.  He  will  relinquish  this  office,  and 
Br.  Kummer  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

Sr.  Herbst  ceases  to  be  an  official,  and  will  no  longer  belong  to  this 
Conferenz.  Thanks  were  given  to  her  for  her  many  years  of  service  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  she  was  assured  of  our  continuing 
affection. 

Jan.  24-.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  traveler  stopping  at  the  tavern  has 
broken  out  with  smallpox.  .  .  .  Br.  Schumann,  who  is  attending  the 
patient,  advised  that  those  who  have  not  had  smallpox  should  be  inocu- 
lated with  it,  since  we  have  no  cowpox  material.  Conferenz  will  not 
follow  this  advice  of  the  doctor,  at  least  at  present,  for  we  have  some 
hope  that  it  will  pass  without  further  cases,  and  will  do  all  in  our 
power  to  secure  that.  Concerning  the  Boarding  School  it  was  con- 
sidered inadvisable  to  give  smallpox  to  any  of  the  pupils  without  the 
consent  of  their  parents.  Every  effort  shall  be  made  to  procure  the 
protective  pox  and  use  it  generally. 

Jan.  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Joh.  Christian  Lehman  has  been  elected 
as  the  fifth  member  of  the  Bethabara  Committee. 

Feb.  4.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  smallpox  patient  passed  out  of  time  yes- 
terday at  the  home  of  Br.  Opitz.    His  effects  have  been  listed  by  the 
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Ben.  Kreuzer,  Christian  Blum,  and  Matthaeus  Reuz,  and  will  be  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  court,  as  is  customary  in  such  cases.  Br.  Blum  will 
qualify  as  administrator. 

To  prevent  infection  Br.  Opitz  will  clean  his  house  carefully,  and 
will  whitewash  it  anew.    Br.  Stotz  will  furnish  the  lime  without  charge. 

Br.  David  Blum  has  applied  to  Br.  Hulthin  for  the  still-house  of  the 
Single  Brethren.  Collegium  has  no  objection,  but  Br.  Blum  must 
give  a  written  guarantee  that  he  will  observe  the  rules  of  a  congrega- 
tion town;  also  that  if  requested  by  the  Collegium  he  will  send  away 
the  boy  who  is  bound  to  him,  and  the  Negro  girl  whom  he  owns. 

Feb.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  boy,  Christian  Daniel  Wohlfahrt,  has 
stated  his  wish  and  request  to  be  allowed  to  attend  the  boys  school  and 
learn  more,  and  promises  all  diligence  and  faithfulness.  We  know  of  no 
craft  which  he  wishes  to  learn,  and  there  is  some  hope  that  he  may  be 
drawn  into  the  service  of  the  congregation,  so  we  will  try  it  for  half  a 
year.  He  will  live  and  sleep  in  the  Anstalt,  and  his  mother  offers  to 
give  him  his  food  during  his  time  of  probation.  He  shall  be  busy  in 
the  school-house  from  seven  to  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  from 
one  to  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  during  the  evenings.  The  rest 
of  the  time  he  may  spend  in  other  ways  and  for  recreation.  The  ex- 
penses of  his  instruction  and  lodging  shall  be  borne  by  the  congregation 
diaconie ;  the  Sustentation  diaconie  will  provide  for  additional  expenses, 
especially  if  he  continues  in  the  school  after  the  period  of  probation. 

For  lack  of  teachers  we  cannot  at  this  time  open  a  boys  boarding 
school,  but  we  will  continue  to  hope  for  that,  and  meanwhile  will  take 
several  congregation  boys  to  sleep  in  the  Anstalt,  and  Christian  Daniel 
Wohlfahrt  can  give  some  help  with  them. 

Feb.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  By  the  use  of  the  protective  pox  we  feel  that 
we  are  safe  from  any  spread  of  smallpox,  so  the  children's  hour  can  begin 
again  on  Monday. 

The  church  and  Gemein  Haus  in  Bethabara  must  soon  have  a  new 
roof. 

Feb.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Christian  Gottfried  Schulz  and  his  wife 
have  moved  to  the  farm  of  the  departed  Br.  Holland,  near  Salem.  The 
present  house9  needs  repairs,  and  he  asks  and  receives  permission  to  haul 
timbers  which  he  had  prepared  for  the  building  of  a  house  at  his  former 
place  and  to  erect  a  new  house  on  a  site  slightly  higher  than  the  present 
one. 


8  The  January  6,  1766,  house. 
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The  single  Alexander  Rea  left  the  congregation  day  before  yesterday 
of  his  own  accord,  and  has  been  given  work  by  Br.  Boner  in  his  other  hat 
shop  two  miles  from  here. 

Feb.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  order  to  reassure  the  parents  of  the  girls 
in  the  Boarding  School,  Br.  Steiner  shall  insert  in  the  newspapers  a 
notice  that  there  is  no  longer  any  fear  of  infection  from  smallpox 
here.  We  hope  in  this  way  to  contradict  the  false  reports  which  have 
spread  and  affected  our  trade. 

The  Committee  in  Bethabara  has  approved  the  wish  of  Br.  Christian 
Stauber  that  he  and  his  family  may  move  thither  from  Bethania,  and  may 
occupy  the  former  Kapp  house. 

Br.  Fries  can  not  remain  long  in  the  house  at  the  brewery,  and  he  has 
no  desire  to  occupy  the  house10  across  from  the  Brothers  House.  "With 
the  approval  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  Conferenz  gives  consent  to  his 
purchase  of  the  former  Becker  house11  for  the  price  of  $300,  on  condition 
that  he  does  not  open  a  joinery  there  but  will  continue  to  supervise 
the  one  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Feb.  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  is  willing  to 
teach  in  the  Boarding  School  during  the  visit  of  Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth 
Peter  to  Pennsylvania. 

Br.  William  Holland  asks  permission  to  go  to  Pennsylvania  and  in  a 
seaport  or  somewhere  else  to  learn  to  make  musical  instruments,  especial- 
ly pianofortes.  We  will  not  hinder  him,  but  suggest  that  he  go  first  to 
our  congregations,  and  if  he  cannot  get  the  desired  instruction  there  he 
can  go  for  a  time  to  a  city  where  he  can  remain  in  touch  with  the 
Brethren. 

The  little  boys  who  sleep  in  the  Anstalt  shall  have  breakfast  there. 

March  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Hulthin  plans  to  employ  the  boy,  Ben- 
jamin Holland,  for  a  year  to  help  in  his  tobacco  manufacturing  business 
and  in  other  ways.  He  will  feed  the  boy  and  pay  his  dues.  His 
mother  will  provide  his  clothing  and  see  to  the  laundry. 

March  If.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Rooms  have  been  assigned  to  the  five  Sis- 
ters who  will  occupy  the  Widows  House,  as  follows — on  the  first  floor 
Sr.  Salome  Hessler  the  southeast  room ;  Sr.  J acobina  Holland  the  north- 
east room ;  Sr.  Johanna  Yogler  the  southwest  room.  On  the  upper  floor, 
Sr.  Magdalena  Reuz  the  southeast  room;  Sr.  Anna  Mar.  Bonn  the 
southwest  room. 

Sr.  Salome  Hessler  will  supervise  the  Widows  House  for  the  present. 
To  prevent  disorder  the  rule  usual  in  other  Widows  Houses  will  be  in 
force,  namely  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  sons  may  visit

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their  mothers,  on  the  other  weekdays  the  daughters  may  go;  Sundays 
shall  alternate. 

March  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  is  disturbed  by  the  length  of 
time  which  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  is  spending  with  Mr.  Murphy  to  prose- 
cute his  studies.12 

Br.  Samuel  Jacob  Wohlfahrt  wishes  to  go  to  Pennsylvania  to  perfect 
himself  in  his  work  as  a  coppersmith,  to  which  Conferenz  does  not 
object. 

April  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  writes  from  Bethlehem  that  Br. 
J ohn  Rice,  a  confectioner  in  Philadelphia,  would  like  to  marry  Sr.  Anna 
Paulina  Schober,  and  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  in  Bethlehem 
asks  permission  to  present  the  matter  to  the  Lord.  Since  she  belongs  to  this 
congregation  Conferenz  thinks  the  question  should  be  asked  here,  but 
accedes  to  the  wish  of  the  Conferenz  in  Bethlehem. 

April  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Christian  Wagemann  plans  to 
marry  Maria  Folz,  and  move  with  her  to  the  house  and  lot  which  he  has 
bought  in  Bagge's  town.13 

The  saddlery  which  Christian  Wagemann  has  carried  on  in  the 
Brothers  House  may  be'  taken  over  by  the  single  Br.  Heinrich  Rudolph 
Herbst14  on  his  own  account. 

April  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  For  a  long  time  chess  has  been  played 
in  the  Brothers  House,  and  Brethren  from  town  go  there  to  play. 
These  and  a  number  of  single  Brethren  shall  be  spoken  with,  and  shall  be 
asked  kindly  to  give  this  up. 

April  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Simon  Leicht  has  bought  a  lot 
in  Bagge's  town  and  plans  to  move  thither.  He  plans  to  go  there  in 
about  fourteen  days  to  supervise  the  building  of  a  house.  He  wishes  to 
belong  to  the  congregation  of  Friedland,  and  may  apply  to  the  Com- 
mittee there. 

May  IS.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  John  Rice  has  received  permission  to 
propose  for  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober,  and  will  write  himself  to  her 
father. 

May  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  frequent  drying  of  wash  in  the  attic  of 
the  church  is  not  good  for  the  floor  or  the  roof  on  account  of  the  damp- 
ness. Those  who  have  been  doing  it  will  be  asked  to  stop.  In  future 
the  attic  should  be  kept  locked.

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The  organ  in  the  church  also  needs  protection,  lest  it  be  injured.  The 
two  doors  to  the  organ  gallery  should  be  kept  locked,  and  the  organist 
should  keep  the  key.  A  duplicate  key  can  be  placed  in  the  cabinet  near 
the  church  auditorium,  for  use  in  case  of  need. 

The  cistern  near  the  store  is  not  always  full  of  water,  and  at  present 
needs  repairs.  It  is  not  wise  to  let  it  go,  and  it  must  be  put  in  good 
order. 

The  fire  engine  shall  be  tested  next  Saturday.  The  water-box  is  in 
bad  condition  and  must  be  replaced  by  a  new  one,  which  should  be 
lined  with  copper  to  make  it  durable. 

May  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  letter  from  Br.  John  Rice  has  been 
received  and  Br.  Peter  has  handed  it  to  Sr.  Schober's  parents.  They 
were  willing  that  the  proposal  should  be  made  to  her,  but  she  has 
refused  it. 

June  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Recently  there  has  appeared  in  New  York 
an  instructive  monthly  publication  called  The  Halcyon  Luminary.  It 
was  decided  to  subscribe  to  it  for  one  year. 

June  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  roof  of  the  church  tower  must  be  re- 
painted; green  paint  shall  be  used  again. 

June  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  a  conference  with  Br.  Jonas  Herbst,  he  has 
agreed  to  give  up  his  service  in  the  tanyard,  and  to  accept  the  proposal 
that  until  he  is  given  other  employment  he  shall  receive  free  lodging 
and  a  pension  of  $100  a  year.  Under  the  terms  of  this  contract  he  will 
continue  for  three  months,  that  is  to  the  end  of  September.  Br.  Briez 
will  then  take  entire  charge  of  the  tanyard. 

Last  year  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  of  Bethlehem  wrote  an  open  letter, 
trying  to  prevent  worldly  manifestations  of  joy  on  the  memorial  day 
of  this  country,  July  the  Fourth.  The  main  parts  of  this  letter  were 
read  to  a  gathering  of  the  residents  of  this  town  last  Sunday,  but  it  was 
not  well  received  by  all  of  them.  A  number  of  younger  Brethren 
and  boys  have  stuck  cockades  in  their  hats  to  show  how  little  they  regard 
the  warning.  In  the  speaking  preparatory  to  Communion  they  shall  be 
asked  to  consider  their  spirit,  and  advised  that  if  they  have  no  liking  for 
the  Unity  it  would  be  better  for  them  to  leave  of  their  own  free  will. 

A  new  fence  must  be  built  around  the  Square  this  year. 

July  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  is  noted  with  pleasure  that  on  the  Fourth  of 
July  all  was  quiet  and  orderly. 

Br.  Landmann  plans  to  repair  his  house  and  cover  it  with  boards. 

To  secure  better  lighting  for  the  sleeping  hall  of  the  Single  Sisters, 
and  to  give  them  more  air  there  and  in  the  attic  over  it,  two  windows 
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will  be  built  in  the  roof  over  each  side  of  the  sleeping  hall,  and  the  same 
in  the  attic.15 

July  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Christoph  Reich  is  given  permission  to 
place  his  son  Joh.  Phillip  with  Gottlieb  Schober  for  a  while  to  learn 
the  tinner's  business.  As  soon  as  his  son  Friedrich  Jacob  has  been 
received  into  the  Choir  of  Boys,  and  no  longer  attends  school  regularly, 
he  will  lend  his  father  a  hand  in  his  business. 

The  Conferenz  discussed  several  points  relating  to  the  local  members 
of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen.  .  .  . 
"We  believe  that  the  Directors  in  Bethlehem  prefer  that  the  local  members 
sever  their  connection  with  the  Bethlehem  Society.  "We  wish  them  to 
declare  their  opinion  how  such  a  separation  can  be  made  legal  under 
the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  Society.  Br.  Peter  shall  write  to  them 
about  this,  and  shall  include  in  his  letter  the  statement  that  if  it  can  be 
done  legally  we  have  no  desire  to  prevent  such  a  separation,  and  would 
attempt  to  form  a  new  society  here  with  similar  aims,  though  nothing 
could  be  done  until  the  vacant  places  in  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs 
Ganze  are  filled. 

July  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Joh.  Nathanael  Todd  will 
next  month  finish  his  service  in  the  tinshop  of  Pastor  Schober,  and 
would  like  to  go  to  the  tavern  as  barkeeper. 

Aug.  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  conspiracy  of  Negroes  near  Huntsville  was 
recently  discovered,  and  it  was  rumored  that  they  had  evil  designs  on 
this  neighborhood  and  town,  and  planned  to  carry  them  out  next  Thurs- 
day when  the  election  of  certain  officials  was  being  held  here.  There  was 
a  discussion  of  precautions  which  should  be  taken,  and  it  was  decided  to 
increase  the  watch  in  and  around  the  town  on  the  nights  of  the  13th  and 
14th.  The  Brn.  Matthaeus  Reuz,  Salomo  Lick,  Jacob  Schulz,  and 
Heinrich  Schulz  were  appointed;  of  whom  two  will  watch  from  ten  to 
one  o'clock,  and  the  other  two  from  one  to  four  o'clock.  Each  will 
receive  two  shillings  each  night. 

Aug.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Matthaeus  Reuz  has  been  found  willing 
to  take  charge  of  the  musical  instruments  and  of  the  music  on  the 
Brothers'  side. 

In  accordance  with  the  proclamation  for  a  Day  of  Humiliation  and 
Prayer  there  will  be  an  English  preaching  in  the  afternoon  at  one 
o'clock.  The  service  shall  take  the  usual  form,  except  that  after  the 
address  there  shall  be  a  prayer,  all  kneeling.

Sept.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  discussed  a  place  of  residence  for  Br.  and 
Sr.  von  Schweinitz,  who  should  soon  arrive  in  America.  It  would  be  ad- 
vantageous for  the  Wachovia  Administration  to  build  a  house  for  them, 
and  for  a  temporary  residence  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Gemein  Haus,  at  the  north  end,  were  proposed. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  another  place  for  the  widowed  Sr. 
Benzien,  who  has  been  living  in  part  of  those  rooms. 

Because  of  poor  health  Sr.  Landmann  asks  to  be  relieved  of  her  duties 
as  sick-nurse  of  the  married  women.  Sr.  Lehnert  was  appointed  to  take 
her  place. 

Sept.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Salomo  Lick  wishes  to 
become  a  bellows-blower  [for  the  church  organ].  Br.  Ackermann  will 
serve  with  him,  and  they  will  be  asked  to  change  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  service  is  not  disturbed. 

Sept.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  house  near  the  pottery  will  be  repaired 
for  the  use  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  will  take  the  rooms  used  by  Br.  and  Sr. 
Herbst16  except  that  one  small  room  will  be  used  for  the  classes  of  the 
little  day  pupils  in  the  School. 

The  present  schoolroom  of  the  little  girls  will  be  given  to  Sr.  Herbst, 
and  she  will  have  the  kitchen  under  it  also. 

Br.  Jonas  Herbst  has  finished  his  service  in  the  tanyard,  and  will 
move  soon  into  the  house  reserved  for  him.17 

The  single  Susanna  Stolz  has  severed  her  connection  with  the 
Bethania  congregation.  She  lives  some  distance  from  that  place,  and 
because  of  her  poor  health  will  join  a  near-by  Lutheran  church. 

Oct.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Waterson  will  leave  their  present 
place  and  join  their  sons,  who  have  rented  for  a  year  the  plantation 
belonging  to  Salem. 

The  single  Joh.  Nathaniel  Todd  went  to  the  tavern  last  week  as  bar- 
keeper. He  did  not  like  the  work,  and  yesterday  gave  it  up  and  left  the 
congregation. 

Oct.  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  widowed  Sr.  Benzien  has  allowed  her- 
self to  be  persuaded  to  move  to  the  Widows  House. 

A  letter  from  Pastor  Schober  to  Br.  Kluge  was  read  and  considered. 
For  a  long  time  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy  Creek  has  been 
visited  every  four  weeks,  and  on  these  preaching  occasions  children 
have  been  baptized.    Our  service  for  the  baptism  of  children  has  been

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used,  and  the  custom  of  the  Lutheran  Church  has  not  been  followed, 
and  no  address  has  been  made  to  the  sponsors  pointing  out  their  re- 
sponsibility in  the  rearing  of  the  child  and  taking  a  solemn  promise 
from  them  to  do  this.  Sometimes,  also,  parents  who  do  not  belong  to 
that  church  have  brought  their  children  to  be  baptized  by  our  Brethren. 
Attention  was  drawn  to  the  lack  of  conformity  in  these  procedures,  and 
the  question  was  asked  whether  in  future  the  Brethren  would  conduct 
baptisms  in  that  church  in  all  respects  as  a  Lutheran  preacher  would. 
After  a  full  discussion  we  saw  no  sufficient  reason  to  pledge  ourselves 
to  this,  and  decided  that  it  would  be  wisest  to  discontinue  baptisms  in 
that  church,  and  refer  parents  to  Pastor  Schober  as  their  preacher; 
decided  also  to  stop  the  monthly  preaching  there,  in  order  to  prevent 
anything  that  might  disturb  the  feeling  of  unity  in  that  congregation. 
If  friends  of  the  Brethren,  living  in  that  neighborhood,  should  ask  for 
another  visit  we  will  try  to  arrange  it,  and  will  hold  the  service  in  a 
private  house. 

Br.  Johann  Friedrich  Holland  wishes  that  the  question  of  his  mar- 
riage may  be  considered.  Br.  Crist,  for  whom  he  is  working,  would  be 
glad  to  see  this  take  place,  feeling  that  he  could  then  count  on  Br. 
Holland  as  his  successor  as  master  of  the  pottery.  Should  his  marriage 
take  place,  he  must  occupy  the  house  next  to  the  pottery,  and  Br. 
Byhan  and  his  wife  must  take  the  small  house18  behind  the  house  occu- 
pied by  Br.  Jonas  Herbst. 

Oct.  Ik-  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  new  fence  around  the  Square  is  almost 
finished  and  decision  must  be  reached  about  the  entrances  so  that  they 
can  be  used  only  by  foot  passengers.  The  usual  turnstile  does  not 
seem  strong  enough,  and  two  posts  will  be  set,  with  a  cross  bar,  leaving 
a  narrow  entrance  on  either  side. 

Oct.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Instead  of  the  posts  and  crossbar  planned 
last  time  the  entrances  to  the  Square  shall  each  have  a  double  flight 
of  steps,  three  steps  high. 

Nov.  16.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  This  Conferenz  has  been 
re-constituted  with  the  Brn.  Van  Vleck,  Schweinitz,  and  Peter  as 
members.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  take  charge  of  the  business  of  the 
Administration  and  will  assist  with  services  in  the  church.  His  wife 
will  be  a  member  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Because  of  age  and  weakness  Br.  Peter  has  doubts  about  returning  to 
his  former  post  in  Bethabara.  For  the  present  he  and  his  wife  will  re- 
main in  Salem  and  assist  where  they  can.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  will  con- 
tinue in  Bethabara.

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Nov.  23.  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  needs  a  room  in  which  he 
can  carry  on  his  business  undisturbed.  In  the  present  difficult  times  he 
thinks  it  would  not  be  wise  to  build  a  new  house  at  the  expense  of  the 
local  Unity  Administration. 

Nov.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Because  of  his  position  as  administrator  of 
the  local  property  of  the  Unity,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  becomes  a  member 
of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

The  residence  of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  needs  enlarging,  and  he 
may  take  the  adjoining  small  room,  which  will  no  longer  be  an  entrance 
to  the  Gemein  Saal,  and  the  Brethren  must  use  the  other  door. 

With  the  approval  of  Br.  Jonas  Herbst,  Br.  Byhan  will  set  up  his 
loom  in  the  basement  of  the  house  occupied  by  Br.  Herbst. 

Dec.  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Carl  Friedrich  Bagge,  of  Friedland, 
has  written  to  Br.  Yan  Yleck  making  urgent  request  that  he  and  his 
family  might  move  to  Salem.  Br.  Yan  Yleck  will  speak  with  him 
about  it. 

Dec.  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  Concerning  the  circulation  of  small  notes  it 
has  been  learned  that  many  of  the  small  notes  of  the  Bank  of  New 
Bern  which  come  to  the  store  have  become  illegible  and  cannot  be  used  as 
change.  Because  of  the  distance  to  the  Bank  sending  them  in  causes 
a  loss. 

Dec.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Bagge  has  told  Br.  Yan  Yleck  that  if  he 
moves  to  Salem  it  will  take  him  some  considerable  time  to  straighten  out 
his  widespread  business  matters.  That  he  will  be  glad  to  serve  in  the 
congregation  wherever  he  can.  That  he  has  not  the  faintest  idea  of 
opening  a  store,  and  is  willing  that  this  be  stipulated  in  his  lease. 
Conferenz  suggests  that  he  might  serve  as  Fremdendiener. 

Dec.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  wishes  again  to  sing 
in  the  choir.    He  shall  be  encouraged  to  help  with  the  flutes. 

Dec.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Minutes  of  a  conference  held  by  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Heathen  Society  in  Bethlehem  show  that  they  believe  all  diffi- 
culties have  been  removed,  and  that  they  have  given  up  the  idea  of  sepa- 
rating the  Wachovia  members  from  their  Society.  The  matter  of  vot- 
ing for  officers,  and  whether  the  Wachovia  Directors  have  authority  to 
admit  new  members,  and  the  sending  of  minutes  of  the  meetings  here, 
have  not  yet  been  adjusted.  The  matter  is  referred  to  the  Heifer 
Conferenz  for  further  action. 

Dec.  2k>  (H.C.f.G.)  Conferenz  thinks  that  the  matter  of  the 
Heathen  Society  may  be  allowed  to  rest  for  the  present. 
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Dec.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  petition  to  the  Assembly  that  the  Widows 
House  might  be  released  from  the  house  tax  has  been  refused. 

Dec.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  decision  of  the  Lord  was  asked  in  regard 
to  the  moving  of  Br.  Carl  Friedrich  Bagge  to  Salem.  It  was  decided 
in  advance  that  if  the  negative  lot  was  drawn  the  question  might  be 
repeated  later.    The  negative  was  drawn. 

Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1812. 
Jan.  6.    School  began  again. 

Jan.  7.  In  the  sixth  hour  of  the  morning  we  saw  a  great  fire  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Bethania. 

Jan.  18.  Br.  Kluge  and  many  of  our  members  went  to  Salem  to  the 
funeral  of  our  Br.  Johannes  Herbst. 

Jan.  19.  Sunday.  Br.  Grabs,  from  Bethania,  played  the  organ  at 
all  the  services. 

Feb.  2.  Br.  Joh.  Christian  Lehmann  has  become  a  member  of  the 
Committee  by  a  majority  vote  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Lord. 

Feb.  7.  In  the  morning  about  four  o'clock  we  again  felt  a  strong 
earthquake  shock. 

Feb.  28.  ~No  services  could  be  held  because  Br.  Kluge  had  been  suf- 
fering all  week  with  a  cough  and  pain  in  the  chest,  which  are  worse 
today. 

April  11.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Simon  Peter, 
accompanied  by  the  widowed  Srs.  Herbst  and  Benzien. 

April  15.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  visited  our  auswartige  Br.  Schemel.  He 
has  suffered  for  years  from  an  open  sore  on  his  leg,  which  steadily  be- 
comes more  painful  and  dangerous. 

May  21f.  In  the  afternoon  the  memoir19  of  our  departed  Br.  Johannes 
Herbst  was  read.  Directly  after  the  service  we  were  not  a  little 
frightened  to  hear  that  Br.  John  Ranck,  who  runs  our  mill,  was  near 
death.  He  and  his  family  had  returned  from  a  visit,  and  his  wife  and 
children  had  alighted  from  the  wagon,  when  the  horses  ran  away  and  he 
was  thrown  between  them,  and  was  badly  injured  on  chest  and  limbs. 
Br.  Kluge  hastened  to  him  and  bled  him,  and  he  soon  revived.  Investi- 
gation showed,  to  our  joy,  that  no  bones  were  broken. 

June  8.    Hay-making  began  this  week.

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June  13.  After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  fine  rain  for  which  we 
thanked  our  Father  in  heaven. 

July  If.  The  anniversary  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States. 
As  members  wished,  there  was  a  service  in  the  evening  in  which  a  hymn 
was  sung,  and  a  short  address  given  in  which  mention  was  made  of  the 
mercies  of  God,  the  Giver  of  all  good,  by  which  under  a  mild  govern- 
ment we  have  enjoyed  quiet  and  peace  for  thirty-six  years.  Then  the 
Government  of  this  land,  ourselves,  and  all  residents,  were  commended 
to  the  grace  of  our  Lord. 

Aug.  2.  The  communicants  met  in  preparation  for  the  Holy  Com- 
munion which  will  be  held  on  the  9th,  since  the  annual  election  falls  on 
the  13th. 

Aug.  20.  We  observed  the  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  ordered 
by  the  officials  of  the  country.  .  .  . 

Sept.  6.  The  married  people  celebrated  their  festal  day.  In  the 
afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast,  during  which  Br.  Schumann,  from 
Bethania,  played  the  organ,  and  the  single  Srs.  Sally  Fetter  and 
Friedericke  Vierling  from  Salem  helped  with  the  singing. 

Sept.  8.  Br.  Kluge  took  his  daughter  Henrietta  to  the  Boarding 
School  in  Salem. 

Nov.  17.  The  Brn.  and  Srs.  Yan  Vleck,  von  Schweinitz,  Simon 
Peter,  and  Br.  G.  B.  Reichel,  celebrated  our  congregation  festival  with 
us.  It  is  now  fifty-nine  years  since  the  first  Brethren  arrived  in 
Bethabara. 

Bee.  13.  After  praying  the  litany  the  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon 
was  preached.    Many  auditors  came  from  the  neighborhood. 

Dec.  22.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  who  con- 
ferred with  the  Committee. 

Dec.  21f..  The  Christmas  Eve  service  for  small  children  and  babies 
was  held  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  adult  congregation  and 
the  larger  children  assembled  for  the  same  purpose  at  seven  o'clock.  .  .  . 
At  the  close  of  the  service  wax  tapers  were  given  to  the  children,  which 
increased  their  Christmas  joy,  and  holding  the  burning  tapers  in  their 
hands  they  sang  the  hymn :  Morgenstern  auf  finstre  Nacht.20 

Dec.  31.  (From  the  Memorabilia  of  Bethabara.)  Through  the 
breaking  out  of  war  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  we  are

Morning  Star,  O  cheering  sight  I 

Ere  Thou  cam'st  how  dark  earth's  night  I 
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the  more  impelled  to  present  before  the  Lord  the  distress  of  the  world,  both 
in  public  and  in  private  prayer,  asking  that  He  may  give  to  our  dear 
rulers  wisdom  and  strength;  take  them  under  His  almighty  protection; 
make  an  end  of  war  and  bloodshed;  and  give  us  peace  once  more. 

With  thankful  hearts  we  acknowledge  the  goodness  and  gracious  care 
of  our  Father  in  heaven.  In  spite  of  the  droughts  in  July  and  August 
the  gardens  and  fields  yielded  well,  and  the  fruit  harvest  was  unusually 
rich. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethania  Diary,  1812. 

Jan.  7.  In  the  sixth  hour  of  the  morning  we  were  suddenly  badly 
frightened  when  a  great  shed,  filled  with  flax  and  hay,  burst  into  flames. 
It  stood  in  the  middle  of  the  town,  on  the  so-called  schoolhouse  lot,  and 
we  saw  nothing  before  us  but  that  the  entire  upper  part  of  the  town 
would  be  a  prey  to  the  fire,  for  the  houses  stood  close  together,  and  the 
barnyards  were  full  of  sheds  and  stables  and  other  outhouses.  Thou- 
sands of  prayers  rose  to  our  merciful  God.  .  .  .  Brethren  and  Sisters 
and  children  worked  to  tear  down  the  burning  shed  and  to  pour  water 
on  the  houses  and  sheds  belong  to  Br.  Joh.  Heinrich  Hauser,  to  prevent 
them  from  burning.  The  roof  of  his  still-house  and  shed  actually 
caught  from  the  terrible  heat.  It  was  wonderfully  fortunate  that  there 
was  not  a  breath  of  wind,  and  we  accepted  that  as  proof  of  the  love  and 
grace  of  our  Lord.  After  some  hours  of  continuous  work  the  greatest 
danger  to  our  town  seemed  over.  All  the  residents  of  the  town  said: 
"We  have  seen  a  miracle ;  to  our  God  and  Saviour  alone  be  the  glory !" 
Outsiders  who  came  to  town  in  the  following  days  and  saw  the  site  of  the 
fire,  could  not  sufficiently  express  their  wonder  that  the  town  was  not 
in  ashes,  and  lifting  their  hands  toward  heaven  they  said :  "Only  Him  who 
sits  up  there  have  you  to  thank  that  your  town  still  stands."  Our 
Brethren  and  Sisters  would  have  liked  to  meet  that  evening  to  return 
thanks  to  our  dear  Lord,  but  Br.  Pfohl  was  so  ill21  that  no  service 
could  be  held. 

How  the  fire  started  we  have  been  unable  to  discover.  There  is  a 
strong  suspicion  that  the  shed  was  set  on  fire  maliciously. 

During  the  following  days  the  house-fathers  met  on  two  evenings  to 
discuss  prevention  of  future  fires,  especially  the  securing  of  a  supply 
of  water,  for  we  have  seen  this  time  that  our  wells  in  the  town  are  not 
nearly  sufficient,  and  water  had  to  be  hauled  from  Muddy  Creek,  which 
flows  near  the  town.  It  was  decided  as  the  first  thing  to  dig  four  large 
cisterns  in  town  and  keep  them  filled  with  water;  then  to  turn  into 
a  small  pond  a  little  branch  which  runs  by  the  town;  also  to  procure 


81  He  had  been  quite  sick  for  more  than  a  week. 
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a  fire  engine,  for  which  purpose  a  subscription  list  was  at  once  opened. 
It  was  also  agreed  that  during  the  winter  months  watchmen  should 
guard  the  town  each  night,  and  this  was  begun  at  once. 

Jan.  18.  Many  members  from  here  attended  the  funeral  of  Br. 
Johannes  Herbst,  and  Br.  Pfohl  was  able  to  go,  though  still  weak  from 
his  recent  illness. 

Jan.  19.  Sunday.  Snow  and  rain  began  yesterday  afternoon  and 
continued  during  the  night  and  until  ten  o'clock  this  morning.  In  the 
evening  in  the  tenth  hour  it  stormed  and  rained. 

Jan.  23.  We  heard  from  Salem  that  a  traveler  from  Philadelphia  is 
sick  with  smallpox  in  the  tavern.  During  the  following  days  many  in 
our  town  who  had  not  had  smallpox  were  inoculated  with  cowpox  by 
Dr.  Schumann. 

Jan.  26.  For  several  days  we  have  had  continuous  rain,  and  the 
roads  are  so  bad  that  a  horseman  can  scarcely  pass  through  them. 

Feb.  2.  During  the  children's  hour,  the  infant  daughter  of  the 
Negro  couple  William  and  Chrissey,  born  on  Dec.  23  of  last  year, 
was  baptized  with  the  name  Emilie. 

Feb.  3.  Afternoon  and  evening  we  had  such  hard  showers  that  the 
services  must  be  omitted. 

Feb.  7.  In  the  morning  in  the  fifth  hour,  and  again  in  the  evening 
between  eleven  and  twelve  o'clock,  we  felt  such  severe  earthquake 
shocks  that  the  room-doors  in  some  of  the  houses  were  forced  open.  It 
rained  all  day. 

Feb.  16.    The  weather  was  cold  and  windy  and  the  roads  very  bad. 

Feb.  27.  Br.  Christian  Gottfried  and  Sr.  Anna  Marie  Stauber,  and 
their  children  Joseph,  Rebecca,  and  Anna  Johanna,  moved'  back  to 
Bethabara  today.  In  February,  1807,  he  was  called  to  Bethania  as 
school-teacher,  but  he  has  not  made  a  success  of  the  school,  and  cannot 
support  himself  by  teaching. 

Feb.  29.  The  Cherokee  women,  who  passed  here  last  December  on 
their  way  to  Philadelphia,  came  back  today  on  their  way  to  their  own 
land.  They  and  the  child  who  was  with  them  had  smallpox,  and  we 
were  glad  and  thankful  that  the  inoculation  with  the  preventive  pox 
was  done. 

March  8.  In  two  sessions  we  read  the  memoir  of  our  Br.  Christian 
Ludwig  Benzien,22  who  departed  on  November  13  of  last  year,  in 
Salem.

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March  19.    We  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  our  congregation. 
March  20.    All  day  we  had  a  cold  rain. 

March  27.  Good  Friday.  Before  and  after  the  evening  liturgy  we 
had  storms  with  sharp  lightning  and  heavy  rain. 

March  29.  Easter  Sunday.  Early  in  the  morning  we  assembled  in 
the  church,  and  after  the  usual  greeting  and  the  singing  of  a  hymn  we 
went  to  God's  Acre  and  prayed  the  Easter  Litany. 

Hitherto  we  have  been  much  disturbed  by  visitors  as  we  read  the 
account  of  the  appearances  of  our  Lord  to  His  disciples,  so  we  decided 
to  defer  the  reading  to  the  evening  meeting.  Our  members  gathered  in 
large  numbers.  In  preceding  years,  when  the  account  was  read  in  the 
afternoon,  few  of  our  members  could  find  place  in  this  service,  on 
account  of  the  visitors. 

April  2.  The  weather  was  very  raw,  and  in  the  afternoon  it  snowed 
until  the  ground  was  covered. 

April  9.    Yesterday  and  today  it  rained. 

April  13.  This  afternoon  it  snowed  for  some  hours,  and  the  roofs 
were  covered,  which  is  unusual  here.  The  weather  cleared  in  the 
afternoon. 

April  19.    A  storm  prevented  the  evening  meeting. 

April  26.  The  auswartige  single  Sr.  Maria  Conrad  was  married 
today  by  the  justice  to  the  single  Solomon  Sponhauer,  who  does  not 
belong  to  us.  She  will  continue  to  be  counted  as  a  communicant 
Sister. 

May  1.  There  was  a  storm  which  lasted  from  afternoon  to  mid- 
night. 

May  3.  Last  evening  there  was  a  thunder  storm,  and  the  rain  con- 
tinued until  this  morning. 

May  5.  Most  of  the  larger  children  are  attending  Thomas  Yarrell's 
school,  a  mile  from  our  town. 

May  10.    There  was  heavy  rain  in  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

May  13.  During  the  latter  days  of  this  week  there  was  continuous 
rain. 

In  spite  of  the  bad  weather  our  Brethren  have  built  a  bridge  across 
Muddy  Creek,  and  have  straightened  the  creek  bed  at  one  place. 

May  18.  We  closed  our  evening  meetings  for  the  present,  on  account 
of  the  much  field  work,  which  has  accumulated  because  of  the  pro- 
tracted wet  and  cold  weather. 
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May  22.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  at  Joh.  Jacob 
Sponhauer's  and  preached,  having  more  hearers  than  ever  before.  He 
also  baptized  six  children.23 

June  7.    We  read  the  memoir  of  our  departed  Br.  Johannes  Herbst. 

June  13.  After  some  weeks  of  dry  weather  we  had  a  good  rain,  for 
which  we  were  very  thankful. 

June  14-  In  a  meeting  of  all  the  adult  residents  of  the  town  our 
Brotherly  Agreement  as  to  congregation  rules  was  read. 

June  25.  This  week  our  Brethren  are  very  busy  with  the  wheat 
harvest. 

July  4'  According  to  the  wish  of  all  the  house-fathers  this  anni- 
versary of  the  day  thirty-six  years  ago,  on  which  Congress  declared  the 
Independence  of  the  United  States,  was  solemnly  celebrated.  In  the 
afternoon  there  was  a  meeting  in  the  church,  during  which  our  doctor, 
Br.  Schumann,  made  an  address  in  English  which  was  much  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  heard  it.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  several 
American  songs  were  sung  by  a  chorus. 

Otherwise  the  day  was  quiet  and  peaceful,  although  there  were  many 
visitors  in  town. 

Aug.  9.  We  observed  the  memorial  day  of  August  Thirteenth.  We 
deeply  regretted  that  because  of  the  hard  rain  about  thirty  of  our 
auswartige  members  could  not  come  to  us. 

Aug.  13.  Some  of  our  members  went  to  Salem,  some  to  Brux's 
Town,  and  some  to  Germanton,  to  the  election  of  members  of  the 
Assembly  to  be  sent  from  our  county. 

Aug.  20.  We  observed  the  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  recom- 
mended by  the  President  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States.  .  .  . 

Aug.  80.  Br.  Pfohl  baptized,  at  his  home,  the  infant  son  of  the 
Negro  couple  Dave  and  Milly  (he  belongs  to  Br.  Schumann  and  she  to 
Br.  Joh.  Christian  Loesch).  The  child  was  born  on  the  first  of  June, 
this  year,  and  received  the  name  Emanuel. 

Sept.  20.  Br.  Pfohl  baptized  in  his  room  the  infant  daughter  of  the 
Negro  couple  John  Samuel  and  Sally  (he  a  free  Negro  and  she  belong- 
ing to  Br.  George  Hauser).  The  child  was  born  on  August  8,  this  year, 
and  received  the  name  Anna  Maria. 


23  As  usual,  the  baptisms  are  entered  in  full  in  the  Bethania  Church  register,  under  the 
heading  "Children  of  Friends  and  Neighbors." 
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Sept.  22.  We  saw  in  the  newspaper  that  Br.  Ludwig  von  Schweinitz 
and  his  wife,  from  Europe,  landed  safely  in  New  York  on  the  8th  of 
this  month.  He  has  been  called  to  Salem  to  take  the  place  of  Br. 
Benzien. 

Sept.  25.  By  request,  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  this  afternoon  of 
the  married  man,  Peter  Schor,  who  died  day  before  yesterday  in  what  he 
has  named  Schor's  Town.  He  was  born  on  June  7,  1771,  here  in 
Bethania,  the  son  of  our  old  Br.  Heinrich  Schor,  who  is  still  with  us. 
In  the  year  1792  he  married  the  single  Anna  Maria  Ranck,  here  in 
Bethania,  and  the  next  year  moved  with  her  to  the  land  he  had  bought 
a  mile  away.  For  a  while  he  retained  his  membership  here,  then  grad- 
ually drew  away.  In  the  beginning  of  this  month  he  became  ill,  and 
during  the  first  days  it  became  apparent  that  he  would  take  his  departure 
from  this  world.  .  .  . 

Sept.  28.  Most  of  the  harvest  work,  and  also  the  distilling  of  the 
fruit,  has  come  to  an  end,  so  the  regular  evening  meetings  can  begin 
again. 

Oct.  15.    Heavy  rain  in  the  evening. 

Oct.  18.  Sunday.  "We  began  to  read  the  diary  of  the  journey  of  the 
Brn.  Verbeek  and  Forestier  from  Herrnhut  to  North  America,  their  stay 
here,  and  their  return  by  way  of  England,  Sweden,  and  Denmark,  to 
Herrnhut,  April  29,  1806,  to  May  30,  1808. 

Oct.  26.  In  the  early  days  of  this  week  we  had  persistently  cold 
and  stormy  weather. 

Nov.  15.  In  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  belonging  to  this  congre- 
gation it  was  resolved  to  use  money  contributed  by  the  housefathers  to 
buy  a  large  copper  kettle  for  use  in  lovef easts;  also  to  dig  down  the 
ground  behind  the  church  to  turn  the  rain  water  from  it. 

Nov.  23.  After  ten  o'clock  at  night  we  had  a  storm  like  a  hurricane, 
which  blew  down  many  fences  in  the  fields. 

Dec.  1.    During  the  last  days  of  this  week  there  was  much  rain. 

Dec.  6.  Our  thanksgiving  sermon  for  a  successful  harvest  was 
preached. 

Dec.  10.  Br.  Jacob  and  Sr.  Lisette  Van  Yleck,  Br.  Ludwig  David 
and  Sr.  Louisa  Amalia  von  Schewinitz  made  their  first  visit  here, 
accompanied  by  Br.  Simon  and  Sr.  Martha  Peter.  They  visited  all  the 
families  in  the  town;  and  in  the  afternoon  the  three  Brethren,  with  the 
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Brn.  Pfohl  and  Joh.  Christian  Loesch,  had  a  conference  concerning  the 
accounts  of  the  store  and  the  congregation  diaconie. 
In  the  evening  it  snowed  and  was  very  cold. 

Dec.  11.  Because  of  the  piercingly  cold  wind  and  weather  the  eve- 
ning meeting  was  omitted. 

Dec.  21.  This  morning  Br.  von  Schweinitz  arrived.  He  spoke  with 
various  Brethren  concerning  the  material  welfare  of  the  congregation, 
and  in  the  evening  conferred  with  the  Committee. 

Dec.  27.  Because  of  the  astonishing  cold  the  evening  meetings  were 
omitted  to  the  close  of  the  year. 

Dec.  31.  At  eight  o'clock  the  adult  congregation  had  a  lovefeast.  At 
ten  o'clock  the  Memorabilia  of  this  congregation  was  read.  At  half 
past  eleven  we  assembled  for  the  last  time  in  this  year. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1812 

Jan.  5.  Twenty  Brethren  gathered  to  clear  and  improve  our  God's 
Acre. 

March  12.  We  observed  the  anniversary  of  our  congregation.  In  the 
election  of  a  new  Steward,  Br.  John  Spach,  Sr.,  received  the  majority 
vote.  During  the  lovefeast  instructive  remarks  were  made,  calling  atten- 
tion among  the  rest  to  the  facts  that  on  November  27,  1759,  the  first 
meeting  in  this  neighborhood  was  held  at  the  home  of  Adam  Spach; 
that  in  the  year  1769  thirteen  house-fathers  erected  the  building  that  is 
now  the  residence  of  the  pastor ;  that  Br.  Ludolph  Bachhoff  came  on  the 
18th  of  February,  1770,  as  the  first  pastor;  that  the  first  congregation 
festival  was  celebrated  on  March  12,  1776;  that  on  March  12,  1788,  the 
present  Gemein  Saal  was  consecrated. 

March  29.  After  the  greeting:  The  Lord  is  risen,  the  Easter  litany 
was  prayed  on  God's  Acre. 

April.  Several  members  had  asked  that  they  might  hear  the  memoir 
of  Br.  Benzien,  and  at  Easter  it  was  announced  that  it  would  be  read  on 
the  5th  of  this  month.    A  goodly  number  of  persons  gathered  to  hear  it. 

May  17.  After  the  preaching  service  the  married  Negress  Judith 
was  baptized,  receiving  the  name  Judith  Elisabeth. 

June  28.    The  memoir  of  Br.  Johannes  Herbst  was  read. 

July  7.  Br.  Rude  held  the  funeral  of  a  single  woman,  Johanna 
Hartmann,  in  Mr.  Bro's  neighborhood. 
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Aug.  20.  We  observed  the  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  ordered 
by  tbe  President  because  of  the  war  which  has  broken  out  with 
England. 

Aug.  29.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  for  the  maiden 
Catharina  Sauer  in  the  so-called  Sauer's  Church. 

September.  Already  last  month  the  usual  fall  fever  had  begun,  and 
during  this  month  it  spread  more  widely,  so  there  were  sick  people  to 
be  visited  each  day.  There  was  also  a  bad  type  of  cold  in  the  head  and 
sore  throat,  from  which  Br.  Rude  and  his  children  also  suffered. 

Sept.  27.  Sunday.  Br.  Rude  preached  to  an  attentive  audience  in 
the  Pilgrim's  Church,  twelve  miles  from  Priedberg. 

Sept.  28.  Br.  Rude  spoke  at  the  funeral  of  Carl  Gottlieb  Opitz,  who 
was  born  near  Salem,  but  died  in  this  neighborhood. 

Oct.  17.  Br.  Rude  announced  that  he  would  keep  the  winter  school, 
and  spoke  of  its  importance;  also  that  he  would  give  doctrinal  instruc- 
tion and  hold  a  class  in  singing  for  those  children  who  attend  the 
English  school.

[Prussia,  Russia,  and  Austria  united  against  Napoleon,  and  defeated 
his  armies  at  Leipsig,  on  October  18th. 

The  war  between  America  and  Great  Britain  continued.  Perry's 
victory  on  Lake  Erie  made  possible  other  American  successes  on  land, 
though  the  British  blockaded  American  ports.  Tecumseh  was  killed, 
and  the  northern  Indians  began  to  lose  faith  in  the  British;  but  in  Au- 
gust the  Creek  Indians  rose.  Andrew  Jackson,  a  major  general  in  Ten- 
nessee, was  sent  against  the  Creeks. 

In  July  a  fleet  of  British  ships  anchored  off  Ocracoke  bar,  on  the 
coast  of  North  Carolina,  and  sent  in  nineteen  armed  barges  which 
captured  two  privateers  but  failed  to  surprise  New  Bern.  Except  for 
the  cattle  and  sheep  which  they  seized,  little  harm  was  done,  though 
there  was  great  excitement,  and  many  troops  were  rushed  to  the  eastern 
part  of  the  state. 

Benjamin  Forsyth,  of  Stokes  County,  was  commissioned  lieutenant 
colonel.  In  a  skirmish  near  Odeltown,  New  York,  he  was  the  only  man 
in  his  command  that  was  killed.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  the  Brethren's  Congregations 
in  Wachovia,  for  the  year  1813. 

If  the  close  of  each  year  brings  us  an  opportunity  to  thank  the  Lord 
our  God  for  all  the  mercies  which  have  been  our  portion,  how  mighty 
should  be  the  impulse  to  do  this  now  when  we  consider  that  during  this 
year  our  quiet  heaven  has  been  undisturbed,  and  we  have  enjoyed  a  wished- 
for  peace  from  its  beginning  to  its  end,  dwelling  in  safety  and  without 
lack  of  the  necessaries  of  life.  On  the  contrary  many  thousands  of  our 
fellow  men  have  found  this  a  year  of  death,  of  terror,  of  distress,  of 
anxiety  and  need,  of  the  loss  of  their  goods  and  houses ;  a  year  in  which 
the  borders  of  our  country  by  sea  and  land  have  felt  the  evil  effects 
of  war.  Surely  these  thoughts  arouse  in  our  hearts  the  deepest  sym- 
pathy for  the  distress  of  our  fellow  men,  and  the  warmest  thanks  that 
despite  our  unworthiness  we  have  had  the  favor  of  unbroken  peace. 

Private  letters  of  as  late  date  as  the  month  of  May  gave  us  news  of 
the  sad  experiences  of  our  congregations  in  Lusatia  and  Silesia  during 
the  terrible  battles  in  their  neighborhood,  which  filled  us  with  the 
deepest  sympathy.  We  do  not  know  what  may  have  happened  to  them 
since  August  when  after  a  pause  the  war  began  with  renewed  vigor. 

During  the  year  we  have  united  with  many  thousand  others  our  own 
prayers  and  petitions  that  our  God  and  Lord,  Who  holds  all  in  His 
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hands,  would  turn  the  thoughts  of  the  Powers  toward  peace,  and  bring 
the  great  distress  of  war  to  a  speedy  end.  On  September  9th,  during 
the  observance  of  a  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer,  such  petitions  were 
offered  publicly  and  solemnly  for  the  United  States. 

As  a  result  of  world  conditions  the  correspondence  with  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  has  been  sadly  curtailed,  for  only  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  did  we  receive  letters  two  or  three  times,  and  they  were 
written  in  September,  October,  and  November  of  last  year.  Neither 
letters  nor  Nachrichten  for  this  year  have  been  received. 

We  also  regret  that  no  copies  of  the  Daily  Texts  for  the  year  1814 
have  reached  America,  and  so  none  could  be  printed  for  our  American 
congregations. 

In  spite  of  the  tumult  of  war  and  the  disturbances  in  the  world  the 
work  of  missions  and  especially  of  the  Bible  Societies  in  Europe  and 
America  have  continued  with  blessing  to  make  known  the  word  of  life, 
almost  without  hindrance,  and  with  a  spread  of  influence  which  is  one 
of  the  most  comforting  signs  and  manifestations  of  our  time,  and  which 
fills  with  joy  all  lovers  of  Jesus  and  His  kingdom.  We  have  taken  an 
interested  part  in  the  Bible  Society  recently  organized  in  this  state,1 
and  wish  for  it  a  blessed  success. 

In  our  congregations  the  Saviour  has  revealed  Himself  in  blessing 
through  the  preaching  of  the  word  of  His  atonement,  at  the  services 
held  in  His  name,  and  especially  on  festal  days  and  in  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Salem  ministers  have  preached  several  times  at  outlying  places  in 
response  to  invitations,  and  Br.  Pfohl  of  Bethania  has  preached  from 
time  to  time  at  Sponhauer's. 

Although  not  everywhere  was  the  harvest  of  grain  as  large  as  usual, 
still  in  comparison  with  other  sections  we  have  no  cause  to  complain, 
but  should  rather  thank  our  heavenly  Father  for  the  blessing  laid  upon 
our  farming  and  the  other  work  of  our  hands. 

Our  towns  and  villages  have  enjoyed  good  health  except  at  Friedberg, 
where  there  was  much  fever  this  fall.  We  had  an  unusually  cold  winter, 
and  part  of  the  summer  was  very  hot. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  made  two  trips  to  Raleigh,  in  January  when  it 
was  very  cold,  and  in  the  early  part  of  July  when  it  was  very  hot.  He 
did  not  have  the  pleasure  of  securing  from  the  Supreme  Court  the 
desired  decision  in  regard  to  our  land  suit,  but  had  opportunity  to  make 
a  number  of  pleasant  and  useful  acquaintances,  and  to  enjoy  marked 
evidences  of  friendship  and  affection. 

1  See  below,  Part  III,  for  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Bible  Society,  officers,  and 
managers. 
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Among  the  servants  of  the  local  congregations  the  following  changes 
have  taken  place: — 

Br.  Gotthold  Reichel,  who  has  been  assistant  pfleger  of  the  Choir  of 
Single  Brethren,  has  become  pfleger,  succeeding  Br.  Hulthin,  who  for 
a  number  of  years  has  been  both  vorsteher  and  pfleger. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  have  moved  to  Bethania,  to  assist  with  the  congrega- 
tion and  to  teach  the  school. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  have  taken  charge  of  the  congregation  of  Bethab- 
ara;  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  have  moved  to  Hope,  after  serving 
faithfully  for  some  years  as  Fremdendiener  in  Salem.  Br.  and  Sr. 
Strohle  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  have  become  members  of  the  Aeltes- 
ten  Conferenz. 

In  Springplace  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  have  had  the  pleasure  of  receiv- 
ing into  the  church  of  Christ  a  prominent  man  of  the  Cherokee  nation, 
Charles  Hicks,  to  whom  the  additional  name  of  Renatus  was  given  at  his 
baptism.  This  token  that  their  work  is  not  in  vain  served  the  more  for 
their  comfort  and  encouragement  because  their  neighbors  on  Vann's 
estate  have  shown  much  animosity  toward  them. 

The  school  for  Indian  children  has  continued,  and  more  children  have 
been  brought  to  them. 

The  Cherokee  nation  has  been  ordered  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States  to  take  up  arms  against  the  Creeks,  and  has  been  willing 
so  to  do.  Our  recently  baptized  Br.  Charles  Benatus  Hicks  could  not 
refuse  to  join  the  warriors,  having  been  definitely  requested  by  Colonel 
Meigs  to  go  with  them.  Before  leaving  he  visited  Springplace  and 
asked  the  thoughts  and  prayers  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold.  We  cannot 
tell  what  effect  these  conditions  may  have  on  the  Springplace  mission. 

Our  dear  Brn.  Burkhard  and  Petersen  arrived  here  on  September  28. 
The  ill  feeling  in  the  Creek  nation  between  those  wishing  to  fight  against 
the  United  States  and  those  desiring  peace  made  the  position  of  our 
Brethren  at  the  Agency  precarious  and  dangerous,  and  made  the  pur- 
pose of  their  residence  there  of  no  avail,  at  least  for  the  present.  When 
they  laid  the  matter  before  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  it  was 
decided  that  it  would  be  wise  to  call  them  back,  and  as  soon  as  they 
finished  work  which  they  had  undertaken  they  set  out  on  September  7, 
arriving  here  safely  on  September  28. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Wachovia  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  was  held  on  October  15th. 

In  Salem  the  position  of  Curator  of  the  Widows  was  assumed  by  Br. 
von  Schweinitz,  succeeding  Br.  Stotz. 

The  Choirs  remember  with  gratitude  the  observance  of  their  Choir 
anniversaries  and  their  Choir  Communions. 
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The  Anstalt  for  little  boys,  reorganized  last  year,  has  progressed 
favorably.  It  now  cares  for  ten  little  boys;  and  seven  other  little 
boys  attend  the  classes. 

In  the  Boarding  School  for  girls  the  number  of  new  pupils  arriving  has 
exceeded  those  withdrawing,  which  has  caused  anxiety  in  more  than 
one  respect,  and  has  made  it  necessary  to  lodge  a  number  of  the  girls 
with  families  in  town.2  This  has  resulted  from  the  growing  good  repu- 
tation of  this  Boarding  School,  and  the  lack  of  such  institutions,  espe- 
cially in  the  southern  states.  During  this  year  sixty-four  boarding 
pupils  have  come  to  the  School,  and  sixty-one  have  returned  to  their 
homes.  The  number  in  the  Boarding  School  is  at  present  eighty-six, 
with  sixteen  town  girls  attending  the  classes. 

Salem  has  been  unusually  lively  this  year,  because  of  the  large  number 
of  visitors,  travelers,  and  freight  wagons  which  have  taken  their  way 
through  this  town,  not  to  speak  of  the  increase  in  barter  and  trade. 

Extracts  from  the  Salem  Diary,  1813. 

Jan.  2.    The  singstunde  was  omitted  because  of  the  cold. 

Jan.  7.    During  the  night  we  had  a  severe  windstorm. 

Jan.  12.  The  cold  was  intense,  and  this  morning  the  Fahrenheit 
thermometer  stood  at  six  above  zero.  During  the  next  days  it  fell  to  two 
above  zero. 

Jan.  llf..  Thursday.  Because  of  snow  flurries  there  could  be  no 
service. 

Jan.  19.  Tuesday.  There  could  be  no  prayer  meeting  because  of  a 
storm  with  a  heavy  fall  of  snow. 

J  an.  2k-  Br.  Van  Yleck  began  to  read  to  the  congregation  the  account 
of  the  journey  of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz.3  It  is  as  interesting  as 
remarkable  in  the  presentation  of  their  many  experiences  of  the  help 
and  protection  of  the  Lord. 

J  an.  28.  Last  night  and  during  this  morning  there  was  again  a  heavy 
fall  of  snow,  which  measured  eight  inches  deep,  and  hindered  the 
meeting. 

Jan.  31.  To  the  snow  still  on  the  ground  more  was  added,  for  more 
fell  during  the  night  and  continued  all  day.  The  falling  snow  and  the 
lack  of  paths  prevented  the  holding  of  the  Sunday  services.  In  general 
this  month  has  been  marked  by  cold  and  snow  such  as  we  have  not  had

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for  many  years.  The  widest  streams  were  frozen  over,  and  only  lack 
of  the  necessary  equipment  prevented  everybody  from  going  sleigh- 
riding,  which  some  were  able  to  arrange  to  do.  During  the  snow  a  num- 
ber of  deer  were  killed. 

Feb.  7.  At  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober,  Br.  Reichel  went  to  two 
Lutheran  churches,  the  one  five  and  the  other  ten  miles  from  Bethania. 
The  former  is  the  well-known  Beaverdam  Church,  which  the  Brethren 
formerly  visited  regularly ;  the  latter  is  a  new  church,  recently  built,  and 
called  the  Bethlehem  Church.4  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  the  former 
yesterday  and  in  the  latter  today.  The  audiences  were  attentive,  though 
small  because  of  the  snow.  Pastor  Schober  serves  these  churches  every 
four  weeks,  and  on  the  other  Sundays  free  school  is  held  there  and  the 
young  people  are  instructed  in  reading  and  singing ;  adults  also  attend. 

Feb.  9.    This  afternoon  we  had  another  snow  storm. 

Feb.  11+.  A  small  company  of  men,  sixty  in  number,  arrived  this  after- 
noon on  their  march  from  Norfolk  to  Salisbury.  They  asked  for  a  re- 
ligious service,  which  was  gladly  arranged  for  them  at  five  o'clock  in  the 
church.  Many  local  persons  as  well  as  visitors  attended,  and  Br.  Reichel 
presided.  The  service  opened  with  a  choir  anthem,  with  musical  accom- 
paniment.5 In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  singstunde,  which 
they  attended  with  reverence  and  pleasure.  The  next  morning  they 
were  given  food,  and  after  firing  several  volleys  they  left,  expressing  their 
thanks  for  the  friendship  which  had  been  shown  to  them. 

Feb.  18.  The  single  Brn.  Salomo  Lick  and  Josua  Reuz  left  on  foot  for 
Pennsylvania.  They  will  visit  our  congregations  there,  and  if  they  find 
an  opening  they  will  work  at  their  trade  as  hatters  until  next  fall. 

Feb.  19.  This  afternoon  it  began  to  snow  again  and  continued  until 
the  following  morning,  attaining  a  considerable  depth. 

Feb.  23.  Because  of  the  snow  and  high  water  the  post  failed  to  arrive 
for  the  second  time  this  winter. 

Feb.  25.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  liturgy  for  the  children,  and  an- 
nounced that  in  future  this  service  would  be  open  to  all  the  children, 
instead  of  being  limited  to  those  attending  the  Anbeten,  as  hitherto. 

March  1.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  children's  hour  in  English. 
Morning  and  evening  we  had  heavy  rain  which  melted  the  snow,  and

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during  the  night  there  was  a  high  wind  which  dried  the  roads  and  im- 
proved them  greatly. 

March  2.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  many  of  the 
Brethren  signed  the  congregation  rules. 

March  6.    After  a  number  of  clear,  warm  days  we  had  a  cold  rain. 

March  18.  In  Friedland  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Jacob 
Rominger,  Jr.  For  many  years  he  has  been  in  a  deplorable  condition 
with  a  cancer  in  his  mouth  which  spread  continually,  finally  bringing 
his  end.    He  was  in  his  thirty-fourth  year. 

March  21.    This  evening  the  summer  order  of  services  began. 

March  27.    We  had  a  cold  rain. 

April  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz  and  the  Brn.  Strohle  and  Rude 
attended  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers.  Sympathetic  notice 
was  taken  of  the  seventy-first  birthday  today  of  our  dear  Br.  Simon 
Peter. 

April  7.  The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Meinung  went  to  Salisbury 
on  business. 

April  18.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  prayed  the  Easter  litany  on  God's 
Acre  at  a  quarter  before  six  in  the  morning,  after  the  members  and  many 
hundred  visitors  had  gathered  in  front  of  the  church,  had  received  the 
Easter  greeting,  and  had  sung  several  verses.  Br.  Yan  Vleck  preached 
at  half  past  nine ;  so  many  visitors  had  come  last  night  and  this  morn- 
ing that  the  church  could  hardly  hold  them.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  read  the  story  of  the  Resurrection;  and  in  the  evening  Br. 
Peter  led  the  liturgy  appointed  for  this  day. 

April  19.  A  conveyance  and  team6  left  today  for  Pennsylvania  to 
bring  Br.  and  Sr.  Rummer.  Br.  Kummer  will  take  charge  of  the  store 
in  Bethabara.  With  the  wagon  went  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Johanna 
Krause,  to  visit  in  Bethlehem,  and  the  single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Romig  to 
remain  in  Lititz. 

April  25.  Br.  Reichel  preached  at  a  Lutheran  church  four  miles  from 
Salem,  on  the  South  Pork. 

April  26.  The  boy  Carl  Friedrich  Bagge  came  from  Friedland  to 
enter  the  Anstalt. 

April  SO.  The  election  for  Congressmen  was  held  here  today,  so  the 
widows'  covenant  day  was  postponed  until  tomorrow. 

•  On  March  24  tbje  Aeltesten  Conferenz  noted  that  "a  two-span  stage"  would  be  sent  for 
Br.  and  Sr.  Kummer.

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May  5.  A  Lutheran  preacher,  Mr.  Johnson  Miller,  from  South 
Carolina,  preached  an  edifying  sermon  in  the  church,  at  his  own 
request  this  morning.  He  and  another  preacher  from  Guilford  County, 
this  state,  are  traveling  for  several  months,  proclaiming  the  Gospel, 
especially  in  neighborhoods  where  this  is  done  but  seldom. 

May  16.  By  invitation,  the  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Reichel  went 
to  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy  Creek,  where  the  former  preached 
an  impressive  sermon  to  a  large  congregation. 

May  26.  This  morning  the  horses  harnessed  to  a  wagon  which  was 
standing  in  front  of  the  store  took  fright  and  ran  away.  They  turned 
around  the  Square,  and  the  driver,  a  son  of  Br.  David  Schneider  of 
Friedland,  when  he  saw  it,  tried  to  head  them  off  and  stop  them.  He 
jumped  in  front  of  the  first  pair  and  seized  their  bridles,  but  not  only 
was  the  attempt  fruitless  but  he  was  instantly  thrown  to  the  ground  and 
was  in  the  greatest  danger.  Fortunately  he  was  thrown  in  such  a  posi- 
tion that  the  horses  passed  on  either  side  of  him,  and  the  wheels  of  the 
wagon  also  did  not  hurt  him  as  they  passed.  In  a  few  moments  the 
wagon  overturned  at  a  sharp  corner,  and  then  the  horses  could  be 
secured  and  held  without  further  damage. 

Toward  evening  Br.  Johann  Jacob  and  Sr.  Maria  Kummer  arrived 
from  Bethlehem,  and  with  them  the  teamster,  the  single  Br.  Abraham 
Hauser. 

May  27.  So  many  parents  and  friends  have  arrived  for  the  Exami- 
nation at  the  Boarding  School  that  the  tavern  and  also  houses  in  town 
are  full. 

On  May  28  and  29  the  public  Examination  of  the  Boarding  School 
took  place.  Ninety-seven  boarding  pupils  took  part,  and  twenty  town 
girls,  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen. 

May  31.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  accompanied  Br.  and  Sr.  Kummer  to 
Bethabara,  and  inducted  them  into  the  business  of  the  Bethabara  store, 
which  is  run  for  the  account  of  the  Sustentation  Diaconie.  They  suc- 
ceed Br.  and  Sr.  Strehle,  who  will  continue  to  reside  in  Bethabara. 

This  week  classes  in  the  Boarding  School  were  suspended,  and  the 
pupils  with  their  room-teachers  made  pleasure  trips  to  various  near-by 
places. 

June  3.    There  were  unusually  many  visitors  here. 
June  6.    This  afternoon  it  rained  rather  hard. 
June  10.    In  the  evening  we  had  a  refreshing  rain. 
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J une  25.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Yan  Yleck  spoke  of  this  as  the 
anniversary  of  the  publication  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  and  read  an 
address  delivered  about  it  in  1809  in  Herrnhut.  At  the  close,  reference 
was  made  to  the  congregation  of  Bethlehem  which  today  observes  its 
anniversary. 

June  26.    This  morning  we  had  a  fine  rain. 

June  27.  Sunday.  In  the  evening  Br.  Van  Yleck  sang  a  liturgy  with 
the  congregation,  and  at  the  close  announced  the  betrothal  today  of  the 
widowed  Br.  Gottlieb  Spach  and  the  widowed  Sr.  Juliana  Miicke. 

June  30.  The  weather  this  month  has  been  unusually  hot,  and  the 
more  oppressive  because  it  has  rained  so  little  and  so  seldom.  Today 
the  Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  100°  above  zero. 

July  1.  In  the  first  weeks  of  this  month  the  wheat  harvest  was 
gathered.  It  was  rather  poor  in  our  neighborhood,  partly  on  account 
of  the  so-called  rust,  and  partly  because  it  was  injured  by  an  insect. 

Because  of  the  continuing  drought  the  heat  rose  today  to  100° 
Fahrenheit. 

July  Jf.  Sunday.  To  solemnize  this  anniversary  of  the  declaration 
of  independence  by  the  United  States  the  preaching  service  at  ten 
o'clock  was  opened  with  a  choir  anthem  with  instrumental  accompani- 
ment. The  large  congregation  was  addressed  by  Br.  Yan  Yleck  in 
English,  he  drawing  attention  to  the  mercies  which  have  been  enjoyed 
by  this  land  during  this  time  of  war  in  contrast  to  conditions  in  other 
countries.  Fervent  petitions  were  offered  for  this  land  and  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  for  the  speedy  restoration  of  peace. 

Toward  evening  we  had  a  refreshing  rain. 

July  5.    The  weather  was  somewhat  cooler  and  more  pleasant. 

July  lJf..  In  the  evening  we  had  a  fine  rain,  which  continued  all 
night. 

July  20.  We  had  another  refreshing  rain. 

July  2^.  Early  in  the  morning  it  rained  unusually  hard. 

July  26.  The  Brn.  Schroeter  and  Christmann  left  for  Virginia  to 
visit  Mr.  Staples,  who  lives  seventy  miles  from  here.  He  has  invited 
the  former  to  stay  with  him  for  a  time  and  try  the  springs  lying  a  few 
miles  away  which  have  benefitted  many  and  he  thinks  may  restore  Br, 
Schroeter's  impaired  health.  The  chair7  turned  over  with  the  two 
Brethren,  giving  Br.  Christmann  injuries  from  which  he  suffered  for 
some  time.

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July  31.  Again  during  this  month  we  had  many  visitors,  who  often 
attended  the  services. 

Aug.  7.    It  is  very  dry  and  the  heat  oppressive. 

Aug.  9.  Yesterday  and  today  we  have  had  numerous  showers,  and 
this  evening  a  heavy  storm.  The  rain  continued  during  the  night  and 
refreshed  the  parched  earth  and  cooled  the  air. 

Aug.  12.  It  was  very  lively  in  town  because  of  the  election  of  state 
officials,  and  a  crowd  of  our  neighbors  came. 

Aug.  llf..  Several  former  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School  came  on 
a  visit. 

Aug.  21.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  singstunde  and  reminded  the  con- 
gregation of  the  beginning  of  our  missions  eighty-one  years  ago. 

Aug.  26.  The  congregation  of  Hope  observed  its  anniversary.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Kramsch  were  presented  as  the  incoming  pastor  and  wife. 

Aug.  28.  It  rained  all  day  after  a  stormy  night.  We  heard  later 
that  the  storm  had  been  severe  in  South  Carolina,  and  much  damage 
was  done  at  some  places  in  Charleston  and  the  surrounding  territory. 

Aug.  29.    It  rained  again  in  the  evening. 

Sept.  2.    The  weather  was  windy  and  rainy. 

Sept.  3.  The  Brethren  of  the  Heifer  Confer enz  furs  Ganze  and  their 
wives  went  to  Friedland  to  the  celebration  of  its  congregation  festival. 

This  afternoon  a  Jew  arrived.  He  has  embraced  the  Christian  faith, 
and  although  he  is  advanced  in  years  he  makes  it  his  business  to  travel 
through  this  land  and  preach  the  Gospel  wherever  opportunity  offers.  He 
preached  this  evening  in  front  of  the  tavern,  and  not  only  the  guests 
but  a  considerable  number  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  listened  to  him 
with  pleasure. 

Sept.  9.  The  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  ordained  by  the  Presi- 
dent was  solemnly  observed  in  all  our  congregations.  With  humble  ac- 
knowledgment of  our  shortcomings  we  commended  to  His  continuing 
mercy  this  land,  now  involved  in  war,  and  prayed  that  His  grace 
would  restore  precious  peace. 

Sept.  13.  The  single  Brn.  John  Cornelius  Bea  and  Thomas  Wohl- 
fahrt  left  for  Pennsylvania,  the  former  on  business  for  the  store. 

Sept.  18.  We  had  unusually  heavy  and  continuous  rain,  which  con- 
tinued in  a  less  degree  for  the  two  following  days.  All  the  streams  rose, 
many  milldams  were  broken,  and  some  bridges  were  swept  away.  Many 
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farmers  lost  heavily  in  the  corn  and  hay  on  low-lying  ground  which  was 
flooded.    The  next  post  failed  to  arrive. 

Sept.  27.  "We  began  to  hold  a  general  evening  meeting  at  twilight, 
as  is  customary  in  winter. 

Oct.  2.  Two  gentlemen  from  Wilmington  stopped  on  their  journey. 
One  of  them  is  a  young  preacher  of  the  English  Church.  They  brought 
recommendations  to  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  so  he  tried  to  make  their  stay 
pleasant,  and  to  tell  them  what  they  wished  to  know  about  our  consti- 
tution and  arrangements.  They  attended  the  singstunde  this  evening 
and  the  preaching  service  on  the  day  following. 

Oct.  3.  The  remains  of  the  single  Robert  Johnson  were  interred 
in  the  burying  ground  for  strangers.  At  the  end  of  last  year 
he  came  hither  from  New  York,  and  since  then  has  worked  as  a  hatter 
in  our  town  and  in  the  neighborhood.  A  few  weeks  ago  he  had  a  serious 
fall  while  helping  to  raise  a  house  in  the  neighborhood,  which  probably 
injured  him  internally,  and  so  affected  his  health  that  he  has  not  been 
well  since.  A  high  fever  developed,  which  brought  his  end  yesterday 
morning,  in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  his  age. 

Oct.  8.  This  morning  before  day  there  was  suddenly  a  severe  storm 
with  heavy  rain.  In  the  woods  many  trees  were  broken  or  torn  up  by 
the  roots.  After  the  rain  stopped  and  the  weather  cleared  the  wind 
remained  high. 

Oct.  12.    Last  night  we  had  the  first  frost  of  the  season. 

Oct.  13.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  Br.  Meinung  returned  from  Pilot 
Mountain,  twenty-five  miles  from  here.  They  went  thither  day  before 
yesterday.  Letters  from  the  relatives  of  Br.  von  Schweinitz  in  Ger- 
many, dated  the  end  of  June  and  received  yesterday,  mentioned  the 
home-going  of  his  mother  in  Niesky  on  May  10;  also  gave  report  of 
great  suffering  in  many  of  our  congregations  because  of  the  war. 

Oct.  16.    It  was  very  rainy  and  stormy. 

Oct.  2J+.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  the  Beaverdam  Church,  six  miles 
from  Bethabara. 

Oct.  27.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bagge  and  their  five-year-old  daughter  Rebecca 
Matilda  moved  today  from  Friedland  to  Salem,  into  Eberhard's  house,8 
which  they  have  bought.  The  older  children,  Charles  and  Eliza,  are 
already  in  the  Anstalt  and  Boarding  School  in  Salem.  Br.  Eberhard  and 
his  children  have  moved  temporarily  into  the  house  recently  vacated  by 
Br.  and  Sr.  David  Blum  and  family  who  have  moved  to  their  own  farm 
in  the  neighborhood.

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Nov.  Jf..    The  Brn.  Van  Vleck  and  Reichel  went  to  Germanton. 

In  the  evening  Br.  Rea  returned  after  a  trip  to  Philadelphia  on 
business  for  the  store.  In  his  company  came  the  single  Sr.  Johanna 
Krause,  who  had  made  a  visit  of  several  months  in  some  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania congregations,  and  also  the  single  Sister  Maria  Elisabeth  Kum- 
mer  who  has  been  serving  in  the  Boarding  School  for  girls  in  Lititz 
and  comes  here  to  remain. 

Nov.  5.  Br.  Kluge  brought  his  son  Johann  Heinrich  to  Salem  to 
enter  the  Anstalt  for  education  and  training;  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder  will 
give  him  his  meals  and  look  after  him. 

Nov.  6.  This  morning  Br.  Kramsch  moved  to  Hope.  Yesterday 
his  wife  and  two  daughters  went  thither,  and  the  younger  daughter, 
Christiana  Susanna,  will  remain  there  to  assist  her  parents  in  the 
housekeeping.  Br.  Lehnert  takes  charge  of  the  small  store  which  Br. 
Kramsch  has  conducted,  and  moves  with  his  wife  into  the  house 
vacated  by  Br.  Kramsch. 

Nov.  9.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  led  the  singstunde,  which  was  attended 
by  many  visitors,  including  a  number  of  gentlemen  who  were  on  their 
way  to  Raleigh  to  the  Assembly. 

Nov.  13.  The  congregation  of  Salem  had  a  day  of  true  blessing  as 
they  observed  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder  and  the  anniversary  of 
Salem  congregation. 

Nov.  21,  Br.  Steiner  led  the  thanksgiving  liturgy.  In  the  preaching 
service  Br.  Reichel  returned  thanks  to  God  our  Saviour  for  the  blessing 
of  the  harvest. 

Dec.  5.  At  the  afternoon  meeting  the  action  recently  taken  by  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  was  presented  to  the  congregation,  outlining  the 
plan  for  officials  and  assignments  in  case  of  fire.9  The  Brethren  of 
the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  had  a  lovefeast  with  the  Brethren  serving  as 
masters  of  the  various  businesses  and  trades. 

Dec.  8.  The  Honorable  James  Hall  stopped  on  his  return  from 
Raleigh  to  Iredell  County. 

Dec.  10.  There  was  a  conference  with  the  three  Brn.  Buchholz,  Rude, 
and  Kramsch,  who  serve  the  country  congregations.  Yesterday,  as  Br. 
Kramsch  and  his  older  daughter  were  on  the  way  from  Hope  to  Salem, 
they  had  a  narrow  escape  when  their  vehicle  turned  over  and  broke ;  but 
they  were  not  seriously  injured.

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Dec.  19.  The  Aeltesten  Confer enz  had  a  lovefeast  with  the  Fremden- 
diener,  the  Saal-diener,  the  musicians,  and  the  sick-nurses,  in  which 
they  were  thanked  for  their  service  to  the  congregation. 

Dec.  20.  It  began  to  snow  for  the  first  time  this  winter,  continuing 
all  day  and  until  late  in  the  night.    The  cold  was  intense. 

Dec.  2Jf.  This  morning  the  thermometer  fell  to  four  degrees  above 
zero. 

Dec.  25.  Br.  Bagge  returned  from  Raleigh,  where  he  has  been  since 
the  middle  of  November,  sitting  as  a  member  of  the  Assembly.  While 
he  was  there  a  Bible  Society  was  organized  for  North  Carolina,  and  Br. 
Bagge  was  elected  one  of  the  managers. 

Dec.  27  and  28,  it  rained. 

Dec.  SI.  During  the  closing  meeting  for  the  children  the  personal 
changes  occurring  among  the  children  during  this  year  were  mentioned, 
and  they  were  informed  that  the  widowed  Sr.  Praezel  had  closed  her 
service  in  the  School  and  as  supervisor  of  the  town  girls,  and  that  her 
place  would  be  taken  by  the  Single  Sr.  Maria  Elizabeth  Kummer. 

Br.  Peter  read  the  Memorabilia  at  ten  o'clock;  and  it  was  announced 
that  for  lack  of  Daily  Texts  for  the  coming  year  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
had  decided  to  use  the  Texts  for  1803  again,  as  those  will  fit  well 
enough  for  the  Sundays  and  moveable  feasts. 

Br.  Van  Yleck  held  the  closing  meeting  at  half  past  eleven,  with  an 
impressive  address.  At  midnight  the  transition  into  the  new  year 
was  made  solemnly,  the  congregation  singing  the  verse : 

Now  thank  we  all  our  God, 

with  full  instrumental  accompaniment ;  and  fervent  prayer  was  offered, 
on  our  knees,  bringing  our  petitions  that  our  Lord  and  Saviour  would 
give  us  a  year  of  renewed  grace  inwardly,  and  the  outward  much  desired 
peace.

Jan.  IS.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Because  of  their  greater  number, 
a  second  cup10  will  be  used  on  the  Sisters'  side  during  Communion. 

Jan.  16.  (Aelt  Conf.)  At  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober,  and  with 
the  approval  of  Conferenz,  Br.  Reichel  will  preach  in  two  Lutheran 
churches  beyond  Bethania  on  February  6  and  7. 

Jan.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  matter  of  the  intended  Boarding  School 
for  Boys  was  discussed  again.  .  .  .  Consideration  brought  out  many  grave

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difficulties  in  the  way  of  beginning  such  an  institution.  Br.  Steiner 
is  unwilling  to  undertake  the  supervision  in  addition  to  the  duties  he 
now  has.  Br.  Heinze  would  have  to  leave  the  schoolhouse,  and  no  suit- 
able place  could  be  found  for  him.  Board  for  the  pupils  could  probably 
not  be  obtained  from  the  Brothers  House  because  of  Br.  Landmann's 
feebleness.  In  addition  we  fear  that  a  Boarding  School  for  boys  would 
not  be  wise  so  close  to  the  Boarding  School  for  girls  and  might  have 
unpleasant  consequences.  These  and  other  considerations  seem  to  make 
it  advisable  not  to  open  a  school  for  boys  from  outside;  and  besides  at 
this  time  we  cannot  secure  an  educated  Brother  either  from  Europe  or 
from  Pennsylvania,  as  teacher.  There  is  the  more  reason  to  endeavor 
to  keep  our  present  Anstalt  in  the  best  shape  possible,  and  to  give  those 
who  attend  every  opportunity  for  progress  in  their  studies. 

Feb.  2.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  It  is  desirable  that  leases  should  now 
be  prepared  for  the  lots  which  have  been  taken  by  the  Brn.  Joh.  "Wilhelm 
Fries  and  Christian  Gottfried  Schulz,  and  they  shall  be  consulted  about 
the  value  to  be  placed  on  the  buildings,  in  case  at  any  time  in  the 
future  they  might  have  to  be  taken  over  by  the  congregation  diaconie. 

Feb.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  W.  would  like  to  settle  in 
Bethania,  and  wishes  that  his  marriage  may  be  arranged.  He  proposes 
the  name  of  Sr.  Susanna  Elizabeth  Peter,  and  asks  that  this  may  be 
submitted  to  the  Lord.  The  Committee  in  Bethania  has  given  consent  to 
the  establishment  of  Br.  W.  there ;  but  no  further  step  can  be  taken  about 
Sr.  Peter,  as  Br.  Simon  Peter11  is  unwilling  to  give  his  consent.  Br.  W. 
shall  be  asked  his  further  wishes. 

Feb.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  rich  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  asked  for 
Br.  von  Schweinitz,  this  being  his  34th  birthday. 

Feb.  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  If  it  can  be  done  for  a  reasonable  sum  it 
might  be  wise  to  insure  the  larger  houses  in  our  town.  As  a  first  step  we 
will  try  to  get  from  the  insurance  company  of  this  state  full  information 
about  it. 

As  small  parties  of  soldiers  have  marched  through  our  town  the  single 
Brethren  and  some  of  the  married  Brethren  have  demonstrated  their 
friendship  by  giving  them  food  and  drink.  "We  will  encourage  and  favor 
this,  partly  out  of  human  kindness,  and  partly  to  show  our  appreciation 
of  our  personal  freedom  from  militia  duty,  at  least  for  the  present. 

Feb.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  There  was  a  preliminary  discussion  of  what 
should  be  done  if  the  war  continues  and  one  or  more  of  the  residents 
here  should  be  called  for  personal  duty,  or  to  furnish  a  substitute,  as 

"Her  father. 
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would  be  equitable.  "We  think  that  the  most  suitable  procedure  would  be 
that  those  Brethren  who  are  taken  in  a  military  draft  should  pay  a 
definite  amount  to  which  there  should  be  added  a  free-will  contribution 
toward  the  cost  of  substitutes,  to  which  something  should  be  added  from 
the  diaconie.  For  the  present  we  prefer  not  to  make  a  rule,  but  will 
submit  the  matter  to  Congregation  Council  if  the  need  arises,  which  we 
hope  will  not  be  the  case. 

The  widowed  Sr.  Biewighaus  has  taken  care  of  Sr.  Ernst  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  has  been  paid  by  Sr.  Ernst.  She  asks  to  be  relieved,  and 
Conferenz  would  be  glad  to  arrange  it  for  her  if  there  were  a  widow  in 
the  Widows  House  with  whom  she  could  exchange  places.  As  this  is  not 
possible  Sr.  Biewighaus  shall  be  asked  to  continue  the  present  arrange- 
ment, and  to  encourage  her  an  additional  $10  per  year  shall  be  paid  to 
her  from  the  Sustentation  Fund. 

March  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  improvement  of  the  sidewalks  at  various 
places  was  considered,  and  the  following  was  decided : — 

From  the  south  gable  end  of  Br.  Kreuser's  house  to  the  same  place  on 
Br.  Reich's  house  a  stone  pavement  shall  be  laid,12  but  without  the 
customary  gutter  on  the  side  toward  the  street,  which  would  cover  the 
water-pipes  and  make  it  necessary  to  tear  up  the  gutter  every  time  the 
pipes  must  be  repaired.  The  pavement  across  the  street  to  the  tavern 
has  sunk  appreciably  and  must  be  raised,  which  will  make  it  easier 
to  cross  and  will  allow  the  water  to  run  off  more  easily. 

The  sidewalk  between  Eberhard's  and  the  tavern  shall  be  covered  with 
tanbark  and  kept  in  good  repair. 

The  sidewalk  in  front  of  and  between  Brosing's  house  and  Schroter's 
shall  be  paved.13 

The  Brn.  Heinrich  Herbst  and  Fries  shall  be  notified  to  improve  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  their  houses,14  and  especially  reminded  to  keep  the 
gutters  open. 

The  sidewalk  along  the  gable  end  of  the  vorsteher's  house15  and  across 
the  street  to  the  Widows  House  shall  be  repaired  in  part  and  in  part 
re-laid.  The  path  from  the  store  across  the  Square  to  the  Gemein  Haus 
shall  have  a  new  covering  of  tanbark. 

Collegium  approves  that  when  the  new  washhouse16  is  built  for  the 
Sisters  House  a  springhouse  shall  be  built  between  it  and  the  well. 
The  springhouse  shall  be  sunk  several  feet  deep  in  the  earth,  and  shall

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take  water  from  the  well,  and  in  that  way  milk  and  other  things  can  he 
kept  fresh  conveniently.  The  overflow  water  shall  be  tak^n  away  in  a 
stone  gutter  under  the  ground. 

March  8.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  The  Negro  family 
Samuel,  living  near  Bethabara,  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  authori- 
ties because  of  evil  doing,  their  lease  has  been  cancelled,  and  they  have 
been  told  they  must  vacate  the  property  by  April  2.  They  are  far  behind 
in  their  rent,  and  if  execution  is  levied  the  old  people  will  hardly  be  able 
to  live.  This  must  be  borne  in  mind,  and  while  the  execution  must  be 
allowed  to  proceed  their  household  goods  must  then  be  lent  to  them  for 
their  use. 

A  letter  from  Br.  Strohle  draws  attention  to  the  lamentable  lack  of 
doctrinal  instruction  for  the  youth  of  our  country  congregations,  and  all 
efforts  of  the  ministers  to  alter  this  have  been  fruitless.  Perhaps  a 
remedy  could  be  found  by  having  the  young  people  catechised  on  Sunday, 
in  place  of  some  other  service.  This  shall  be  considered  further  in  the 
Conference  of  Country  Ministers. 

March  29.  (Congregation  Council.)  There  was  a  discussion  of  the 
proposal  for  the  improvement  of  several  streets  in  town,  submitted  by  the 
Aufseher  Collegium.  It  was  decided  first  to  improve  the  main  street 
from  the  store  to  the  tavern.  The  high  place  in  front  of  the  tavern 
shall  be  dug  down  as  much  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the  dirt  shall  be 
used  to  fill  the  low  places.  After  the  street  has  been  regulated  in  this 
way  it  shall  be  paved  with  stone  for  more  permanence.  The  stone 
shall  be  gathered  and  piled  in  some  convenient  place  near  the  town, 
and  then  hauled  in.  For  the  former  it  may  be  hoped  that  many  of 
the  local  residents  will  lend  a  helping  hand,  without  pay.  For  the 
latter  we  will  ask  a  number  of  our  neighbors  to  bring  their  teams  and 
haul  the  stone  to  the  street,  also  without  the  usual  pay  though  they  shall 
be  assured  of  good  meals. 

The  considerable  cost  of  such  street  improvement  shall  be  covered  in 
part  by  several  of  the  diaconies;  a  subscription  list  shall  be  opened, 
and  Br.  Kramsch  shall  ask  contributions  in  town  and  Br.  Schober17 
in  the  Brothers  House;  Br.  Christian  Blum  shall  try  to  secure  gifts 
from  visitors  for  the  same  purpose. 

Repairs  are  needed  for  the  fire  engines,  and  the  wooden  chests  for 
water  shall  be  lined  throughout  with  copper. 

The  cedar  avenue  which  has  been  planted  in  front  of  God's  Acre 
shall  be  extended  by  degrees  until  it  reaches  the  town. 

17  Emanuel  Schober,  son  of  Pastor  Gottlieb  Schober. 
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March  31.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Last  Sunday  there  was  a  preparatory 
meeting  for  twelve  Single  Sisters  looking  toward  the  official  speaking 
ordered  by  Synod.  The  pertinent  parts  of  the  Results  of  Synod 
and  the  statutes  of  the  Unity  were  read  to  them,  and  were  commended 
to  their  further  consideration.  Tomorrow  morning  at  nine  o'clock 
the  speaking  will  take  place,  in  the  presence  of  the  pastor  and  all  the 
Sisters  who  are  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  In  the  afternoon 
there  will  be  a  lovefeast  for  them,  the  officers  of  their  Choir,  and  the 
married  members  of  the  Conferenz;  and  the  exercises  will  close  with  a 
liturgy  and  the  Anbeten. 

Because  of  the  weakness  of  old  age  Br.  Ludwig  Meinung  can  no  longer 
assist  in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  congregation  diaconie,  nor  can  his 
son  Eriedrich  Meinung  because  of  other  duties.  Br.  Stotz  will  now 
attend  to  the  accounts  himself. 

To  prevent  disorder  at  Easter  we  will  again  post  last  year's  advertise- 
ment in  the  tavern. 

April  5.  (H.C.f.Gr.)  A  letter  has  been  received  by  Br.  Van  Vleck, 
dated  November  18,  last  year,  stating  that  hereafter  Br.  Johann  Renatus 
Verbeek  will  be  our  correspondent  in  the  Unity  Elders  Conference. 

April  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  widowed  Sr.  Herbst  has  hitherto  re- 
ceived her  food  from  the  kitchen  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck.  Because  of 
her  ill  health  and  weakness  Br.  Vierling  advises  that  a  special  Sister 
should  be  appointed  to  wait  on  and  care  for  her. 

May  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  reported  that  recently  several  of  our 
young  men  made  themselves  busy  in  a  horse  race  in  our  neighborhood,  and 
that  they  plan  to  take  part  in  the  next  one.  The  officers  of  their  Choir 
shall  speak  with  them,  and  if  the  report  is  true  they  shall  be  told  that 
this  is  against  our  rules  and  cannot  be  allowed. 

Because  of  the  considerable  advance  in  the  price  of  wheat  Br.  Winkler 
has  found  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  weight  of  a  loaf  of  bread. 

May  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  are  frequent  requests  for  leather  gloves 
for  women. 

June  7.  (H.  C.  f.  Gr.)  On  May  26,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kummer  arrived  in 
Salem,  and  during  the  following  week  Br.  Kummer  took  charge  of  the 
store  in  Bethabara.  He  began  his  service  by  dropping  the  custom  of 
giving  drinks  of  brandy. 

June  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  all-too-great  number  of  boarding  pupils, 
which  has  continued  in  spite  of  efforts  to  reduce  the  number,  has  made 
some  difficulty  since  there  is  not  enough  space  in  the  house  for  the 
Boarding  School.    The  lack  of  room  is  most  felt  in  the  dining  room  and 
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sleeping  hall,  and  there  was  consideration  of  how  this  might  be  relieved, 
though  nothing  was  decided.  It  was  suggested  that  a  new  building  might 
be  erected  behind  the  present  house,  with  a  dining  room  on  the  first 
floor  and  a  second  sleeping  hall  above  it. 

June  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Yan  Vleck  reported  that  yesterday  the 
Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  consulted  with  Br.  Steiner  about  his  duties 
as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School,  seeking  a  way  to  assist  him  in  his 
too  numerous  activities,  either  by  finding  a  bookkeeper  for  him  or  some 
Brother  who  could  relieve  him  of  some  of  the  material  matters. 

July  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Concerning  the  little  store18  Conferenz  thinks 
that  Br.  Lehnert  should  be  given  preference  over  Br.  Strehle,  since  he  and 
his  wife  have  served  so  long  in  so  many  ways  and  working  in  the  tailor 
ship  is  difficult  for  him  and  injurious  to  his  health  on  account  of  his 
weak  eyes. 

July  19.  (H.C.f.G.)  We  believe  it  would  be  good  for  the  children's 
school  in  Bethania  if  the  school  fees  were  reduced  when  the  new  begin- 
ing  is  made.  Six  pence  weekly  might  be  paid  for  each  child.  The 
school  fees  shall  go  into  the  congregation  fund,  as  hitherto. 

July  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  letter  from  the  Brn.  Petersen  and  Burk- 
hardt  on  Hint  Biver  explains  their  precarious  situation,  because  of  the 
war  unrest  in  their  neighborhood,  and  the  spreading  animosity  of  the 
Indians  toward  each  other  and  against  the  whites.  ...  It  was  decided  to 
send  a  baggage  wagon  to  meet  them  in  Milledgeville  or  at  Fort  Hawkins. 
...  As  the  wagon  would  be  empty  on  the  trip  thither  it  was  decided  to 
try  to  fill  it  with  things  that  could  be  sold  on  the  way  for  cash,  so  reducing 
the  cost.    Perhaps  brandy  and  ware  from  the  pottery  could  be  sent. 

The  wish  of  Br.  Bagge  and  his  family  to  move  to  Salem  was  again  laid 
before  the  Lord,  with  an  affirmative,  a  negative,  and  a  blank  lot.  The 
affirmative  was  drawn. 

July  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  When  Br.  Bagge  is  notified  of  the  per- 
mission to  move  to  Salem  he  must  be  told  that  he  cannot  bring  the 
Negroes  which  he  owns.  If  he  needs  the  help  of  a  Negro  or  Negroes  he 
will  be  permitted  to  rent  one.  He  must  also  sign  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions promptly. 

Br.  Pfohl  reported  unpleasant  disorder  in  Bethania  recently,  largely 
caused  by  outsiders,  which  should  have  been  handled  by  the  justices.  .  .  . 
Two  parties  have  arisen  in  Bethania,  one  following  Br.  Schumann  and 
the  other  holding  with  Jacob  Loesch,  and  this  brings  one  distressing 
incident  after  the  other,  so  that  one  does  not  see  how  peace  and  unity 
can  be  secured  there. 


"The  marginal  index  calls  it  the  Toy  Shop,  the  first  use  of  that  name. 
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Aug.  Jf..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Friedrich  Ebert  is  willing  to  take 
charge  of  the  Salem  mill  when  Br.  Reich  gives  it  up. 

Aug.  23.  (H.C.f.G.)  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  of  Nazareth  has  sent 
a  letter  from  Br.  Seidel,  asking  for  a  contribution  for  the  Nazareth 
school,  and  $40  was  appropriated  from  the  surplus  of  the  Wachovia 
Sustentation  diaconie. 

We  discussed,  and  not  without  concern,  the  condition  of  the  diaconie 
of  Bethania.  The  success  of  this  seems  to  rest  at  present  upon  Br. 
Christian  Loesch,  and  if  he  should  fail  us,  sooner  or  later,  we  do  not 
see  how  his  place  could  be  filled,  and  there  is  danger  that  the  Unity 
might  suffer  a  serious  loss.  Concerning  the  town  itself,  it  seems 
increasingly  difficult  to  find  some  one  to  occupy  the  lots  on  which 
houses  have  been  built.  Two  lots  are  vacant  and  it  looks  as  though 
no  one  had  a  desire  to  become  a  resident  of  Bethania.  How  this  is  to  be 
helped  is  not  apparent  without  changing  the  entire  plan,  and  allowing 
more  land  to  those  who  wish  to  farm.  For  the  time  at  least  the  Commit- 
tee seems  opposed  to  this  idea. 

Sept.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  numerous  urgent  requests  for  entrance 
to  our  Boarding  School  continue.  To  lighten  the  load  of  the  inspector, 
Br.  Steiner,  it  was  suggested  that  when  applications  must  be  refused 
Br.  Steiner  should  not  stand  alone  but  might  refer  to  the  unanimous 
resolution  and  written  instructions  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution. 

Oct.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  is  said  that  Andreas  Werner  and  Frank 
Stauber  have  either  arranged  or  permitted  dances  to  be  held  in  their 
houses  recently,  and  that  some  of  the  young  people  from  Bethania  have 
attended  them.  Br.  Pfohl  shall  speak  with  them,  and  if  this  is  true 
they  shall  be  notified  that  they  and  their  families  are  excluded  from 
the  congregation. 

Oct.  18.  (H.C.f.G.)  In  regard  to  the  temporary  employment  of  the 
Brn.  Petersen  and  Burkhardt  it  is  noted  that  the  former  plans  to  set  up 
a  turning-lathe,  and  the  latter  is  willing  to  busy  himself  with  work  as 
a  cooper  if  Br.  Christmann  can  be  induced  to  give  him  employment.  Br. 
Burkhardt  also  thinks  that  he  can  arrange  to  make  brushes. 

Last  week  Pastor  Schober  showed  us  a  paper  which  again  aroused 
in  us  a  desire  to  renew  the  visits  to  nearer  and  farther  neighborhoods 
which  were  formerly  attended  with  so  much  blessing.  Possibly  missions 
might  also  be  commenced  among  the  many  Negroes  in  our  and  the  adjoin- 
ing states.  This  wish  was  laid  before  the  members  of  the  Heathen 
Society  at  their  meeting  on  the  15th  and  received  their  entire  approval, 
and  they  requested  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter, and  lay  it  before  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  without  whose  consent 
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no  mission  to  the  Negroes  could  be  undertaken.  Br.  Reichel  has  volun- 
teered his  services  to  preach  for  our  friends,  and  will  make  a  beginning 
between  the  approaching  Communion  and  our  congregation  festival. 

Oct.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Negro  Dick,  who  belongs  to  the  congrega- 
tion diaconie  and  who  lives  one  mile  from  Salem,  has  invited  many  of  his 
Negro  neighbors  to  a  party  at  his  house,  which  cannot  be  allowed.  Br. 
Stotz  will  speak  with  him  seriously,  and  tell  him  positively  that  this 
must  not  happen  again. 

Oct.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Pfohl  reports  that  he  personally  investi- 
gated the  complaint  against  Andreas  Werner  and  Franz  Stauber,  and 
could  find  no  proof  that  there  was  ground  for  the  accusation. 

Oct.  28.  (H.C.f.G.)  The  schools  in  Bethania  will  probably  begin  in 
the  week  following  the  14th  of  November.  It  is  agreed  that  they  shall 
be  held  four  days  in  the  week,  in  the  morning  from  eight  to  eleven 
o'clock  and  in  the  afternoon  from  one  to  three,  and  that  they  shall  run 
at  least  from  Michaelmas  to  Whitsunday  of  next  year.  If  parents  should 
wish  their  children  to  attend  school  throughout  the  year  it  shall  be 
done.  On  this  schedule,  in  the  three  weeks  following  Communion, 
Wednesday  will  have  no  school,  providing  for  attendance  every  fourteen 
days  on  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  in  Salem,  and  also  for  visiting  the 
auswartige  members.  In  the  week  preceding  Communion  not  Wednesday 
but  Friday  shall  be  free,  as  on  this  day  the  speaking  with  the  communi- 
cants begins.  In  each  week  Br.  Kluge  will  use  one  hour  for  doctrinal 
instruction.  So  far  as  we  know  there  are  in  Bethania  fourteen  boys 
and  ten  girls  of  school  age.  If  auswartige  members  wish  to  send  their 
children  to  school  there  is  no  objection,  but  for  the  present  this  shall  not 
be  allowed  the  children  of  neighbors  who  do  not  belong  to  us. 

It  is  desirable  that  during  the  winter  evenings  classes  should  be  held 
for  the  older  boys  and  girls,  and  Br.  Kluge  promises  to  do  this  if  pos- 
sible. Should  these  classes  be  held,  two  evenings  shall  be  given  to  the 
boys  and  two  to  the  girls. 

We  wish  that  in  all  families  which  belong  to  us  family  prayers  might 
be  held  by  the  house-father.    There  should  also  be  a  Bible  in  each  home. 

Nov.  1±.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  sidewalk  has  now  been  paved  from  Br. 
Kreuser's  house  to  Br.  Reich's,  and  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  and  between 
the  Brosing  and  Schroter  houses  and  in  front  of  the  Widows  House  has 
been  re-laid,  and  some  other  places  have  been  improved.  Nothing  has 
been  done  in  regard  to  improving  the  main  street  from  the  store  to  the 
tavern.  An  attempt  will  be  made  at  least  to  gather  and  pile  the  neces- 
sary stone  this  year.  We  hope  that  a  sufficient  number  of  residents  may 
be  willing  to  assist  in  this  work,  without  pay,  but  they  must  be  served  with 
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beer  and  cakes.  Saturday  is  the  only  convenient  day,  and  the  27th  of 
November  is  selected  for  the  effort. 

It  was  decided  that  in  future  there  should  always  be  singstunde  on 
Tuesday  evenings ;  on  Thursday  evenings  the  meeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Hourly  Intercession  and  the  liturgy  for  communicants  alternately. 

Nov.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  When  Br.  Bagge  returns  from  the  Assembly 
he  shall  be  asked  to  become  Fremdendiener. 

Dec.  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  number  of  Brethren  and  boys  have  collected  a 
fine  lot  of  stones  for  the  improvement  of  the  street  from  the  store  to 
the  tavern.  The  paving  cannot  be  done  until  next  year,  and  several 
Brethren  have  asked  that  the  collected  stones  might  be  used  to  improve 
bad  places  in  the  streets,  promising  to  help  another  day  to  gather 
more  stores.  Therefore  Collegium  approved  the  proposal  to  use  part  of 
the  stones  on  the  cross  street  north  of  the  Brothers  House,  where  im- 
provement is  badly  needed  at  several  places. 

Dec.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  On  the  last  Unity  Day  of  the  children  the 
little  girl  Eliza  Bagge  was  admitted  to  the  Anbeten. 

Dec.  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  a  letter  to  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  Br.  Bagge 
writes  from  Raleigh  that  he  is  willing  to  accept  the  office  of  justice 
of  the  peace  if  he  is  appointed.  His  letter  also  states  that  a  proposal 
has  been  made  to  the  Assembly  to  revoke  the  exemption  from  military 
service  of  the  Quakers,  Mennonites,  and  Brethren,  and  in  place  of 
service  to  require  payment  in  money  from  those  who  wish  to  be  free.  It 
is  not  yet  known  whether  this  proposal  will  be  accepted  or  not. 

Pastor  Storch  is  expected  here  today,  and  it  was  suggested  that  if 
he  comes  he  might  be  invited  to  make  an  address  in  the  service  this 
evening.    P.  S.  He  did  not  come. 

Dec.  20.  (H.C.f.Gr.)  The  proposal  from  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  in 
Lititz  has  been  given  to  Br.  Schumann,  and  also  the  suggestion  from  our 
side  that  he  might  move  to  Salem.  His  answer  is  that  conditions  make 
it  impossible  for  him  to  move  to  Salem,  as  he  would  otherwise  wish; 
further  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  leave  Bethania  before  the 
fall  of  1814,  and  that  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  of  Lititz  could  not  count  on 
him  during  that  time,  and  that  he  would  throw  no  obstacles  in  their 
way  if  they  wished  to  secure  another  doctor. 

A  letter,19  signed  by  the  pastors  Carl  Storch  and  Gottlieb  Schober,  in 
the  name  of  the  Lutheran  ministers  of  this  district,  was  read.  It  asked 
whether  in  case  of  need  we  would  assist  them  by  giving  religious  instruc- 
tion .  .  .  according  to  the  Lutheran  catechism.  .  .  .  We  can  give  only

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a  negative  answer,  as  Pastor  Schober  has  already  been  told,  because 
we  are  in  the  same  situation  in  regard  to  our  own  country  congregations. 

A  Bible  Society  has  been  organized  in  our  state.  It  will  be  worth 
while  for  those  of  our  number  who  have  been  members  of  the  Society  in 
Philadelphia,  and  who  have  sent  their  contributions  thither,  now  to  join 
our  state  Society,  and  to  notify  the  secretary  of  the  Philadelphia 
Society  of  the  transfer. 

Dec.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  boy,  Traugott  Leinbach,  with  the  approval 
of  his  father,  will  now  be  bound  to  Br.  John  Yogler  till  his  majority  to 
learn  the  trade  of  a  silversmith  and  watchmaker.  This  shall  take  place 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  at  the  same  time  that  the  boy  Samuel  H. 
Wolle  is  bound  to  Br.  Kreuser. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethabara  Diary,  1813. 

Jan.  2.  For  the  first  time  this  year  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  visited  the 
members  in  their  homes,  to  the  pleasure  of  both  sides. 

Jan.  5.    School  began  for  several  children  of  the  village. 

Jan.  llf.    We  had  the  first  snow  of  this  year. 

Jan.  18.  (Committee  minutes.)  For  some  time  our  members  have 
expressed  the  wish  that  there  might  be  a  lovefeast  before  each  Com- 
munion. With  the  consent  of  the  Committee  it  was  decided  that  each 
member  should  bring  in  a  vote,  and  that  the  majority  vote  should 
decide.  In  accordance  with  this  decision  the  members  brought  in  their 
votes,  and  with  the  exception  of  six  all  favored  the  lovefeast  with  each 
Communion.  It  was  therefore  agreed  that  again  a  lovefeast  should 
precede  each  Communion,  unless  one  of  the  stated  lovefeasts  of  the 
congregation  had  been  held  quite  recently. 

Jan.  23.  By  invitation,  Br.  Kluge  preached  nine  miles  from  here  at 
the  home  of  Friedrich  Miiller,  a  brother  of  our  Sr.  Schemel.  He  came 
hither  from  Heidelberg,  in  Pennsylvania.  All  the  neighbors  gathered  for 
the  service,  and  were  unusually  quiet  and  attentive.  Friedrich  Miiller 
is  a  well-to-do  man  and  owns  a  good  gristmill. 

Jan.  26.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  visited  the  auswartige  Br.  Schemel,  and 
found  him  in  a  pitiful  condition.  The  old  trouble  with  one  leg  has 
grown  worse,  and  has  spread  to  the  other  leg  and  the  lower  part  of  his 
body,  and  it  is  evident  that  he  has  dropsy  in  the  worst  form. 

Jan.  29.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  the  snow  lay 
twelve  inches  deep,  no  proper  paths  had  been  dug,  and  it  was  very  cold. 
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J  an.  30.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  the  Brn.  Pf  ohl  and  Schumann, 
who  came  from  Bethania  in  a  sleigh.  The  older  Brethren  say  that  so  far 
as  they  know  this  has  never  before  been  done  here. 

Feb.  2.  No  one  came  to  service  because  the  streets  in  the  village  are 
so  bad. 

Feb.  21.    Sunday.    Because  of  the  deep  snow  few  came  to  service. 

Feb.  23.  This  afternoon  there  was  a  most  unpleasant  incident.  The 
Negro  family  Samuel,  to  the  dishonor  of  this  congregation  to  which 
they  belonged,  have  been  stealing  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle,  and  were 
arrested,  tried,  and  sent  as  prisoners  to  Germanton. 

Feb.  2Jf..  The  married  Br.  Johann  Schemel  fell  asleep  gently  last 
night,  and  at  the  service  this  evening  his  departure  was  announced  in  the 
usual  manner. 

March  28.  Sunday.  Many  came  to  hear  the  reading  of  the  travel 
diary  of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz,  which  was  heard  with  much  interest. 

April  18.  Easter  Sunday.  We  rejoiced  in  the  resurrection  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  from  the  grave,  and  with  thankful  hearts  prayed 
the  Easter  litany  on  God's  Acre  soon  after  five  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

April  22.    We  began  to  re-read  the  Idea  Fidei  Fratrum. 

April  30.  Br.  Grabs  came  from  Bethania  to  play  the  organ  for  the 
covenant  day  services  of  the  Choir  of  Widows. 

June  4.  Br.  Kummer  played  the  organ  sweetly  for  the  Passion  Lit- 
urgy in  the  evening. 

June  7.  Our  Brethren  have  begun  cutting  hay,  so  the  evening  meet- 
ings will  be  omitted  for  a  while,  as  is  customary. 

June  26.  During  a  severe  storm  lightning  struck  a  poplar  tree  near 
the  springhouse  of  the  auswartige  Br.  Peter  Schor.  His  children  were  in 
the  springhouse,  but  were  not  hurt,  apart  from  their  great  fright,  for 
which  we  thank  the  Lord  most  heartily. 

July  17.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter,  Sr. 
Krieger,  Mother  Herbst,  and  several  other  Sisters  from  Salem. 

Aug.  1.  This  afternoon  Br.  Kluge  was  sent  for  from  the  plantation 
belonging  to  the  widowed  Sr.  Schemel,  where  after  an  address  to  a  number 
of  Negroes  he  baptized  the  infant  son  of  the  Negro  couple,  Sam  and 
Dorcas,  who  belong  to  Sr.  Schemel.  The  child  received  the  name 
Charles. 

Aug.  9.    After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  refreshing  rain. 

13 
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Sept.  6.  IsTo  evening  meetings  this  week  because  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters  are  busy  making  hay. 

Sept.  9.  In  accordance  with  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  we  observed  a  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer. 

Sept.  17.  In  the  evening  it  began  to  rain  heavily,  and  continued  day 
and  night  until  Sunday,  the  19th,  in  the  morning,  by  which  time  all  low 
land  was  six  feet  under  water,  a  large  part  of  the  fences  were  washed 
away,  and  much  hay  was  carried  off  or  ruined.  The  Brethren  must  work 
on  the  bridges,  to  keep  them  from  being  lost,  so  few  could  come  to  the 
preaching  service,  and  a  sermon  was  read.  During  the  night  of  the 
20th  it  again  rained  heavily,  so  that  the  water  again  rose.  People  say 
there  has  not  been  such  a  flood  in  many  years. 

Sept.  21f.  (Committee  minutes.)  Strangers  as  well  as  residents  of 
the  village  have  often  complained  that  travelers  are  no  longer  allowed  to 
lodge  at  the  store,  and  the  matter  was  considered  by  the  Committee. 

Br.  Kluge  asked  whether  the  Committee  thought  there  should  be  a 
house  of  private  entertainment  in  the  village,  and  whether  it  should  be  on 
a  smaller  scale  than  formerly?  Committee  agreed  that  there  should  be 
such  a  house  of  entertainment,  for  travelers  often  wished  to  remain  over 
night.  If  it  was  to  be  of  use  and  convenience  for  travelers  it  would  be 
necessary  to  have  a  public  room,  where  in  winter  a  good  fire  could  be  kept 
burning,  around  which  travelers  without  exception  could  warm  them- 
selves when  they  were  wet  and  cold,  and  where  they  might  spend  the 
night  around  the  fire  when  they  wished.  If  only  respectable20  persons 
were  allowed  to  stay  they  believed  there  might  as  well  be  no  provision 
made,  as  it  is  but  seldom  that  such  travelers  wish  to  spend  the  night  here. 

Br.  Kummer  declared  that  he  would  never  consent  to  receive  all  travel- 
ers without  exception,  and  still  less  that  he  would  allow  them  to  spend 
the  night  around  an  open  fire.  To  lodge  and  serve  respectable  people 
would  be  difficult  for  various  reasons,  particularly  because  his  wife 
had  a  strong  aversion  to  waiting  on  strangers.  Besides,  it  was  gen- 
erally impossible  to  serve  respectable  persons  properly,  for  the  beds  were 
in  such  a  condition  that  he  would  be  ashamed  to  offer  them  to  respectable 
people.  In  addition  Br.  Kummer  believed  that  the  entertainment  of 
travelers  was  not  a  suitable  thing  for  a  store,  and  that  it  would  be  to  the 
advantage  of  the  store  to  do  less  of  it  than  hitherto. 

The  second  question  was  whether  anyone  in  town  might  be  willing  to 
open  such  a  house  of  entertainment  ?  The  Committee  was  of  the  opinion 
that  no  one  in  town  was  in  position  to  take  over  the  business ;  that  the 
store  had  the  facilities,  and  in  all  respects  was  the  best  place  for  it.

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Sept.  27.  The  auswartige  Br.  John  and  Sr.  Catharina  Spach  and  their 
four  children  moved  from  Eriedberg  into  the  neighborhood  of  Bethabara 
where  they  have  bought  a  farm. 

Oct.  8.  (Committee  minutes.)  Present,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  the 
Brethren  of  the  Committee.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  stated  that  the  Heifer 
Conferenz  furs  Ganze  was  convinced  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  a 
private  house  of  entertainment  in  the  village,  and  hoped  that  the  Breth- 
ren would  help  in  the  matter.  The  store  here  is  the  main  source 
of  support  of  the  Bethabara  diaconie,  he  said,  and  it  is  necessary  to  drop 
anything  which  would  be  detrimental  to  it.21  Experience  has  shown 
that  to  carry  on  such  a  house  of  entertainment  is  contrary  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  store.  For  various  reasons  it  is  desirable  that  a  Brother 
and  Sister  in  the  village  would  open  such  a  house  for  travelers,  and  the 
Conferenz  would  gladly  assist  by  permitting  the  use  of  the  beds  now  in 
the  store.22 

Oct.  12.  At  our  mill  Br.  Kluge  held  the  funeral  of  a  child  of  our 
neighbor,  Jacob  Lang. 

Oct.  19.  Work  was  begun  on  necessary  repairs  to  the  tower  of  our 
church,  and  the  roof  around  it. 

[With  the  first  of  November  the  handwriting  in  the  diary  changes, 
as  Br.  Strohle  succeeded  Br.  Kluge  as  pastor.] 

Nov.  17.  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Yleck  and  Stotz,  the  Brn.  von  Schweinitz 
and  Simon  Peter,  and  Sr.  Krieger  came  from  Salem  to  join  in  the 
observance  of  our  congregation  anniversary.  The  musicians  from  Salem 
came  also. 

Dec.  6.  Br.  Strohle  began  to  teach  the  school,  which  had  not  been 
held  here  for  some  time.  Eight  children  came  the  first  day,  to  whom 
several  more  were  added  later. 

Dec.  20.  Last  night  it  rained,  and  toward  morning  began  to  snow, 
continuing  all  day  and  until  late  in  the  following  night. 

Dec.  21f.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  little  children  and 
babes  in  arms  had  their  Christmas  Eve  service.  In  the  evening  the 
adult  congregation  and  the  older  children  gathered  for  the  same  purpose. 
A  new  ode  was  used  in  the  lovefeast,  and  toward  the  close  of  the  service 
the  children  received  burning  wax  tapers. 

Dec.  27.  The  intense  cold  which  began  last  week  moderated  greatly, 
and  it  commenced  to  rain.

22  Christian  Gottfried  Stauber  and  his  wife  agreed  to  make  the  attempt,  on  condition  that 

they  might  use  a  house  opposite  the  store,  and  might  have  the  necessary  beds. 
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Dec.  31.  At  half  an  hour  before  midnight  we  met  for  the  closing 
service  of  the  year.    The  new  year  was  ushered  in  by  the  trombonists. 

Bethabara  Memorabilia.  Often  during  this  year  have  we  besought 
God  our  Saviour  quickly  to  put  an  end  to  the  war  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain,  and  to  the  war  in  Europe  which  has  been 
going  on  so  long. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  care  of  our  heavenly  Father  for 
our  material  needs,  and  if  the  grain  harvest  was  not  as  good  as  in 
some  former  years,  still  we  have  not  suffered  want. 

In  general  we  have  enjoyed  good  health,  for  which  we  thank  and  praise 
God. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1813. 

Jan.  11.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  farm  of  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Beroth, 
seven  miles  from  Bethania,  where  he  baptized  a  little  daughter,  born 
on  the  6th  of  this  month. 

Jan.  16.  We  had  the  coldest  morning  of  this  winter.  The  thermome- 
ter stood  at  two  degrees  below  zero. 

J  an.  2Jf.  From  the  Nachrichten  we  read  the  account  of  the  siege  and 
conquest  of  Copenhagen  by  English  troops  in  the  year  1807. 

Jan.  28.  All  day  it  snowed  steadily,  lying  nine  inches  deep,  which 
is  unusual  in  this  climate.  When  it  cleared  a  family  drove  to  Salem  in  a 
sleigh,  which  has  never  before  been  done  here.  Because  of  the  deep 
snow  and  the  drifts  several  feet  high  no  services  could  be  held  in 
Bethania  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week. 

Jan.  31.  From  early  morning  it  snowed  again,  covering  the  roads 
just  made  with  several  inches  of  snow. 

Feb.  8.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  at  John  Jacob 
Sponhauer's,  and  held  the  funeral  of  a  child. 

Feb.  19.  There  was  a  high  wind  and  in  the  afternoon  it  began  to 
snow,  and  continued  until  the  following  morning,  lying  eight  or  nine 
inches  deep. 

March  1.  Br.  Pfohl  went  six  miles  to  the  home  of  Br.  George  Heinrich 
and  Sr.  Maria  Catharina  Lang,  and  baptized  their  son,  George  Heinrich, 
born  on  February  16. 

March  19.    We  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  our  congregation. 

March  30.  Br.  Johann  Jacob  Schor,  his  wife,  and  five  children,  moved 
to  the  farm  which  they  have  bought  four  miles  from  here. 

April  12.  Br.  Joseph  Hauser  left  today  with  his  team  for  Virginia  to 
get  a  load  of  iron. 
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April  13.  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser  (saddler)  set  out  today  for 
Virginia,  taking  a  load  of  brandy. 

April  19.  Three  reading  meetings  of  our  Unity  Day  were  given  to  the 
remarkable  diary  of  the  journey  of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  from 
Europe  to  America,  which  was  heard  with  much  interest. 

April  25.  In  the  first  days  of  this  week  our  Brn.  Johann  Heinrich 
and  Joseph  Hauser  returned  in  good  health. 

April  SO.  Most  of  our  Brethren  today  went  from  the  town  to  the 
voting  places  designated  by  the  Assembly  of  our  state  for  the  election  of  a 
representative  from  these  counties  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

May  23.  As  is  customary,  the  evening  services  during  the  week  will 
be  dropped  for  some  months  because  of  the  much  work  needed  in  the 
fields. 

June  20.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  a  meeting  for  all  members  of  this 
congregation,  and  announced  that  the  Heifer  Congregation  furs  Ganze 
had  considered  the  affairs  of  this  congregation,  and  had  decided  that  in 
view  of  the  frequent  attacks  of  illness  of  the  present  pastor,  and  the 
lack  of  a  school-teacher,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge,  from  Bethabara,  should 
come  here  to  assist  with  the  services  and  that  Br.  Kluge  would  teach 
the  school. 

July.  In  the  first  weeks  of  this  month  the  Brethren  were  busy  with 
their  wheat  harvest,  which  was  very  poor  this  year.  This  was  partly  the 
result  of  rust,  and  was  partly  caused  by  small  creatures  resembling 
grasshoppers.  They  appeared  last  fall  in  the  wheat  fields,  and  from  this 
spring  to  fall  they  increased  to  countless  numbers,  and  some  fields 
suffered  greatly,  so  that  the  harvest  of  wheat  this  year  was  small.  One 
auswartige  Brother,  for  example,  who  has  always  raised  much  fine 
wheat,  this  year  got  no  more  than  two  bushels  of  poor,  shriveled  grain 
from  one  hundred  and  fifty  sheaves.  The  price  of  wheat  rose  imme- 
diately to  one  dollar  a  bushel. 

July  4-  Today  is  the  national  festival  of  America,  that  is  the  anni- 
versary of  the  declaration  of  independence  by  the  United  States  thirty- 
seven  years  ago.  Br.  Beichel  came  to  us  from  Salem,  and  preached  in 
English  on  1  Chron.  iv,  10. 

Aug.  22.  This  morning  our  friend  Daniel  Wolf  and  his  wife  Martha, 
born  Shepherd,  sent  for  Br.  Pfohl  to  baptize  their  one-year-old  daugh- 
ter, Martha  Melinde,  who  was  very  ill. 

Sept.  9.  There  was  a  solemn  observance  of  the  Day  of  Humiliation 
and  Prayer  recommended  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
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Sept.  17.  After  a  long  drought  it  began  to  rain,  and  continued  until 
the  19th,  causing  such  high  water  that  not  only  we  but  also  our  neigh- 
bors suffered  damage  to  fences,  fields,  meadows,  and  mills. 

Sept.  21f.  Br.  Pfohl  went  nine  miles  to  the  farm  of  the  auswartige 
Br.  Salomon  Sponhauer,  and  baptized  his  infant  daughter. 

Sept.  26.  The  single  Friedrich  Jacob  Werner  was  married  today,  by 
the  justice,  to  the  single  Rosina  Miller,  who  formerly  belonged  to  the 
Friedland  congregation  but  for  a  long  time  has  been  living  in 
Bethania. 

Br.  J.  H.  today  took  his  single  daughter  M.E.H.  to  Br.  and  Sr. 
Johann  Heinrich  Krieger,  who  out  of  pity  had  agreed  to  receive  her. 
Her  gross  sin  made  it  necessary  for  her  to  leave  the  village. 

Oct.  18.  Tonight  there  was  a  distressing  incident.  The  youngest 
daughter  of  our  Br.  C.  L.  was  taken  away  by  Thomas  Yarrell  and 
another  man.  They  went  to  Germanton,  where  she  expected  to  marry 
the  former,  with  whom  she  had  had  a  secret  understanding  for  some 
time.  The  plan  was  discovered  at  once,  for  as  she  was  leaving  she  said 
goodbye  to  a  degress  who  at  once  reported  it  to  the  father.  Immediately 
he  sent  his  two  sons-in-law  after  them,  who  reached  Germanton  just  in 
time  to  stop  the  marriage,  and  next  morning  they  brought  the  young 
woman  back  to  this  place. 

Oct.  21.  The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  as  there  were  corn-husk- 
ings  in  several  families. 

Nov.  5.  By  request,  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  a  church  near  the  Yadkin, 
twelve  miles  from  here,  to  hold  the  funeral  service  for  Johann  Nicholas 
Doll,  who  died  on  the  third.  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  for  Doll's  wife 
at  the  same  place  sixteen  years  ago. 

Nov.  7.  The  auswartige  single  Sr.  Anna  Schor  was  married  today  by 
the  justice  to  Heinrich  Spiess,  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 

Nov.  10.  This  morning,  in  the  ninth  hour,  it  pleased  our  dear  Lord 
to  bring  to  a  gentle  and  blessed  end  the  life  of  our  old,  married,  Br. 
George  Michael  Bank,  and  to  permit  him  to  enter  into  the  joy  of  his 
Lord. 

Nov.  17.  Br.  Pfohl  went  by  request  to  the  German  church  on  Beaver- 
Dam  and  held  the  funeral  of  a  child,  who  died  early  yesterday  morning. 
The  child  went  too  near  the  fire,  its  clothing  caught,  and  as  no  one  except 
a  smaller  child  was  present  the  fire  could  not  be  extinguished  immediately 
and  the  child  was  badly  burned. 
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Nov,  21.  There  was  a  conference  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze 
and  the  Brn.  Johann  Christian  Loesch  and  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser, 
Jr.,23  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  congregation.  Br.  Hauser  agreed  to 
keep  the  accounts  of  the  congregation  and  to  act  as  steward  for  the  mem- 
bers living  in  town. 

In  the  afternoon  meeting  it  was  announced  to  the  congregation  that 
Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  would  have  oversight  of  the  children  and  young 
people,  and  that  Br.  Kluge  would  not  only  teach  a  day  school  for  the 
children,  but  also  hold  evening  classes  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

Nov.  29.  The  evening  classes  for  the  older  girls  and  boys  will  be  held 
alternately  by  the  Brn.  Pfohl  and  Kluge. 

Dec.  5.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  the  German  settlement  near  John  Jacob 
Sponhauer,  as  has  been  customary  for  a  year  and  a  day.  A  change  will 
now  be  made,  and  instead  of  holding  the  service  on  a  week-day  it  will 
be  held  on  Sunday,  and  every  four  weeks  if  weather  and  roads  permit. 

Dec.  26.  On  the  farm  of  our  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Krieger,  Br.  Pfohl 
baptized  the  infant  son  of  the  single  M.E.H. 

Dec.  31.  In  the  evening  at  eight  o'clock  the  congregation  gathered  for 
a  lovefeast.  Scarcely  had  the  service  begun  when  some  light-minded 
fellows  fired  pistols  outside  the  door  on  the  Sisters'  side  of  the  church, 
frightening  many  of  the  Sisters.  Several  of  the  Brethren  immediately 
left  the  church  to  find  the  authors  of  the  mischief,  but  they  had  run 
when  they  saw  people  leaving  the  church,  so  it  is  not  known  who  caused 
the  disturbance.  During  the  rest  of  the  service  several  of  the  Brethren 
patrolled  the  town,  but  nothing  more  happened. 

Bethania  Memorabilia.  The  harvest  turned  out  better  than  we  had 
expected,  and  the  fruit  trees,  especially  the  peach,  bore  so  heavily 
that  some  fruit  spoiled  in  spite  of  all  industry  and  work.  For  some 
weeks  distilling  was  done  day  and  night,  and  several  thousand  gallons 
of  brandy  were  made  in  town  here. 

We  thank  our  faithful  God  and  Lord  that  during  the  time  of  high 
prices  caused  by  the  war  in  this  country  and  in  Europe  He  has  kept  us 
and  our  families,  and  has  permitted  us  to  find  what  was  needful  for  our 
support.  Prom  our  hearts  we  cry  to  Him,  asking  that  He  will  have 
mercy  on  us  and  on  the  European  countries,  and  graciously  soon  send  us 
precious  peace.

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Extracts  from  the  Friedberg  Diary,  1813. 

March  12.  As  is  usual  on  this  day  a  new  steward  was  elected.  The 
married  Br.  David  Hege  was  chosen. 

May  9.  The  remarkable  travel  diary  of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz 
was  read. 

May  22.  Instruction  of  the  children  in  the  doctrine  of  salvation  was 
begun  at  the  home  of  Philip  Rothrock,  Sr.  It  will  be  held  every  four 
weeks,  using  Luther's  Smaller  Catechism. 

June  21.  After  an  address  on  the  love  of  the  Saviour  for  children, 
there  was  the  funeral  of  little  John  Salamon  Spach.  He  was  born  on 
March  30, 1812,  and  grew  to  the  pleasure  of  his  parents,  until  this  year  he 
was  attacked  by  the  epidemic  diarrhoea,  against  which  nothing  could  be 
done. 

July  If.    The  Committee  had  its  weekly  meeting. 

Aug.  1.    Br.  and  Sr.  Rude  rejoiced  in  the  birth  of  a  little  daughter. 

Aug.  11/..  We  remembered  the  experience  of  the  congregation  of 
Herrnhut  in  the  church  at  Berthelsdorf,  and  were  thankful  that  Sr. 
Rude  had  so  far  recovered  that  she  could  assist  in  the  Communion. 

Sept  26.    There  were  many  sick  to  be  visited  this  month. 

Oct.  31.  It  is  a  sickly  time,  and  many  are  in  bed  with  chills  and 
fever.

[The  military  situation  eased  in  Europe,  where  Napoleon  was  forced 
to  abdicate,  and  retired  to  the  little  island  of  Elba.  The  Bourbon  rule 
was  re-established  in  France,  and  Louis  XVIII  ascended  the  throne. 

In  the  United  States,  General  Andrew  Jackson's  troops  overwhelmed 
the  Creek  Indians,  who  surrendered  in  April;  but  war  with  England 
continued.  American  vessels  harrassed  the  British  in  the  Atlantic,  but 
on  the  northern  frontier  the  land  campaign  was  unsuccessful  until  July, 
when  the  tide  turned  there.  On  August  24  the  British  captured  Washing- 
ton and  burned  the  public  buildings ;  but  the  attack  on  Baltimore  failed. 
Francis  Scott  Key's  poem,  The  Star-Spangled  Banner,  celebrates  the 
successful  defense  of  Eort  McHenry.1  In  September,  banks  in  the  north- 
ern states  suspended  specie  payments.  The  treaty  of  peace  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  was  signed  at  Ghent  on  December  24, 
but  the  news  did  not  reach  America  until  the  following  year. 

In  .North  Carolina,  William  Miller,  of  Warren  County,  was  elected 
governor,  succeeding  William  Hawkins,  who  had  served  three  one-year 
terms.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  the  Wachovia  Congregations 
for  the  Year  18U. 

Along  with  a  lively  feeling  of  thankfulness  which  filled  our  hearts 
at  the  close  of  last  year  as  we  considered  the  mercies  of  God,  a  sad 
concern  hung  over  us,  like  a  dark  cloud.  We  felt  deeply  that  we  are  a 
Unity  of  Brethren,  a  Unity  held  together  by  the  bond  of  love,  joined  in 
one  body  and  one  spirit  with  Him,  our  First-born  Brother.  And  oh, 
when  we  were  deprived  of  all  direct  reports  concerning  the  circum- 
stances of  the  larger  part  of  our  German  congregations  on  the  battle- 
fields of  the  ravaging  war ;  and  when  on  the  other  hand  we  saw  accounts 
of  the  world  events  of  the  latter  half  of  1813,  so  noteworthy  in  Europe; 
then  only  faith,  only  a  childlike  trust  in  Him  whom  we  honor  as  Prince 
and  Head  of  our  Unity,  could  give  us  hope  that  His  wondrous  hand 
would  shield  from  utter  ruin  those2  on  whom  the  weal  and  woe  of  the 
entire  Unity  of  Brethren  largely  depend,  together  with  the  work  of  the 
Lord  entrusted  to  them. 

Because  of  this,  the  greater  joy  and  brotherly  sympathy  fill  our  hearts 
today  as  we  count  over  the  evidences  of  the  Shepherd  care  of  Jesus  to

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us  and  to  our  Brethren,  and  praise  the  wonderful  way  in  which  He  has 
answered  our  believing  prayers  even  beyond  our  hopes. 

After  anxious  waiting,  continued  until  the  middle  of  the  year,  we 
finally  rejoiced  over  and  were  comforted  by  letters  from  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference,  from  which  and  from  the  Nachrichten  we  saw  with  grati- 
tude what  great  things  the  Lord  had  done  for  His  brethren,  and  with  what 
mighty  hand  He  had  kept  each  endangered  congregation,  threatened  by 
the  destruction  which  befell  so  many  of  their  near  neighbors.  Of 
course  they  were  not  lacking  in  very  trying  experiences,  especially  the 
congregation  of  Gnadenberg,  and  in  general  individual  Brethren  and 
Sisters  and  the  financial  concerns  of  the  congregations  and  of  the  Unity 
have  suffered  beyond  description.  Yet  we  unite  with  them  in  fervent 
thanks  to  the  Lord  of  Lords,  who  if  He  bends,  does  not  crush  to  the 
earth,  and  in  the  midst  of  the  distress  of  the  world  He  wonderfully 
keeps  His  own.  Our  sympathy  for  our  Brethren  constrained  us  to  do 
for  them  what  they  would  have  done  for  us  in  other  circumstances,  and 
most  of  the  members  of  the  congregations  here  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  share  in  the  blessedness  of  active,  helpful,  brotherly  love. 
ISTow  we  rejoice  with  our  European  Brethren  that  peace  has  been  re- 
stored, and  hope  for  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  all  the  good 
that  would  result. 

That  our  beloved  fatherland  has  not  secured  this  great  good  in  the 
course  of  this  year  hurts  and  depresses  us  deeply,  much  cause  as  we  have 
to  thank  the  Lord  that  He  has  graciously  protected  us  and  our  towns 
from  all  immediate  affliction;  we  bring  Him  also  our  thanks  for  the 
quick  and  successful  repulse  of  the  enemy  attacks  on  our  fatherland. 
But  we  share  the  burdens  of  our  fellow-citizens  in  the  critical  situation 
within  our  fatherland,  and  we  pray  to  Him,  who  alone  is  able,  asking 
that  He  will  give  wisdom  from  above  to  those  to  whom  the  welfare  of  the 
land  is  entrusted,  that  He  will  turn  aside  all  dangers  threatening  us 
from  within  and  without,  and  give  us  once  again  the  precious  treasure 
of  peace.  Many  of  our  congregations  in  this  country,  especially  New- 
port, New  York,  and  Staten  Island,  have  often  been  in  great  danger, 
and  some  of  them  during  this  year.  We  think  of  them  with  particular 
sympathy,  and  commend  them  to  the  protection  of  the  Lord. 

As  during  the  past  year,  the  connection  and  correspondence  between 
us  and  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  has  been  but  slight,  yet  we  have  been 
able  more  often  to  rejoice  over  encouraging  letters.  We  have  grieved, 
especially,  over  the  continuing  lack  of  Nachrichten  and  Text  Boohs, 
which  are  such  wonderful  and  such  highly  prized  points  of  union  for  all 
hearts  with  the  same  goal,  namely  to  abide  near  Jesus.  We  hope  that 
the  Text  Book  for  next  year  may  come  soon  enough  that  we  can  use  at 
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least  a  part  of  it.  We  were  much  interested  in  the  information  that  our 
Lord  has  appointed  the  year  1818  for  the  next  Synod  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  which  calls  immediately  for  our  believing  prayers,  and  our 
believing  hope  that  it  will  result  in  a  renewing  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
in  mind  and  spirit. 

The  blessing  which  the  Lord  has  laid  upon  attempts  made  this  year  to 
fulfill  our  great  purpose  must  not  be  omitted.  We  think  particularly 
of  the  school  opened  in  Bethania;  and  of  the  more  general  and  more 
attractive  instruction  in  religious  truths  given  to  the  young  people, 
not  only  in  Bethania  but  also  in  various  country  congregations. 

The  readiness  with  which  a  large  number  of  our  members,  especially  in 
Salem,  subscribed  to  the  fine  purposes  of  the  North  Carolina  Bible  Socie- 
ty, was  an  edifying  sign  of  their  active  sympathy  in  our  chief  calling, 
to  assist  in  spreading  the  kingdom  of  God  in  every  way. 

The  only  change  that  has  been  made  this  year  among  the  servants  of 
the  congregation  touches  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters.  Their  former 
associate  vorsteherin,  Sr.  Christine  Biewighaus,  asked  to  be  relieved  from 
her  faithful  service,  which  had  become  burdensome  because  of  advancing 
age.  In  her  place  Sr.  Dorothea  Warner,  from  Lititz,  became  vorsteherin 
of  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters,  and  on  November  23  she  was  received  as  an 
akoluthe  by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Some  changes  were  made  in  the  boys  Anstalt.  Br.  Gottlob  Kummer, 
who  had  been  a  faithful  teacher  here  for  some  years,  accepted  a  call  to 
Nazareth,  and  Br.  Peter  Wolle,  from  Nazareth,  came  to  be  first  teacher 
here.  Br.  Daniel  Welfare  has  been  installed  as  second  teacher.  It  is 
the  intention  that  the  older  boys  and  the  larger  among  the  little  boys 
shall  have  more  opportunity  to  progress  in  useful  knowledge,  in  the  hope 
that  some  of  them  can  be  trained  for  service  in  the  Unity. 

Although  we  cannot  claim  that  the  past  year  has  been  healthful  in  all 
our  communities,  yet  we  have  reason  to  praise  the  Lord,  our  Physician, 
for  His  help  in  some  seasons  of  sickness.  A  kind  of  influenza  was  in 
Salem  at  various  times;  and  also  at  other  places.  Almost  everywhere 
there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  spring;  in  Salem  alone,  and  espe- 
cially in  the  Boarding  School,  there  were  one  hundred  and  twenty  cases. 
The  disease  was  mild  in  type,  and  on  September  29  a  lovefeast  was  held 
for  those  who  had  recovered  from  their  illness,  and  who  brought  their 
hearty  thanks  for  that.  The  usual  fall  fever  in  the  neighborhood  was 
not  lacking  this  year,  especially  in  the  congregations  of  Friedberg  and 
Hope.  The  Rude  and  Kramsch  families  suffered  much  from  it,  and  Br. 
Kramsch  has  not  entirely  recovered. 

With  many  of  our  fellow-citizens,  some  of  our  members  at  Hope 
suffered  severely  from  the  terrible  flood  in  August,  which  did  an  unusual 
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amount  of  damage.  In  the  Friedberg  neighborhood  there  were  several 
destructive  hail  storms.  The  more  reason  have  we  to  acknowledge  the 
blessing  which  has  rested  in  general  upon  our  fields  and  agriculture,  so 
that  our  diaconies  have  done  well,  and  nowhere  has  there  been  a  lack  of 
what  was  needed. 

The  congregation  was  particularly  interested  when  the  Brn.  von 
Schweinitz  and  Meinung  returned  from  Raleigh,  bringing  word  that  the 
long-contested  case  regarding  the  land  in  "Wilkes  County  had  been  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  Brethren;3  and  we  were  glad  to  hope  that  this 
would  benefit  the  Unity  Vorsteher  Conference  which  has  suffered  such 
immense  losses.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  returned  seriously  ill  with  dysen- 
tery, and  for  several  days  his  life  was  in  danger.  The  Brethren  took  a 
deep  brotherly  interest  in  his  condition,  and  rejoiced  in  his  speedy 
recovery. 

Our  correspondence  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold,  in  Springplace,  has 
continued  without  interruption,  and  with  them  we  thank  the  Saviour 
that  He  has  so  made  Himself  known  to  them  in  their  difficulties.  The 
grace  of  God  has  been  mightily  revealed  in  the  few  first-fruits  of  the 
Cherokee  nation,  and  the  Brethren  have  had  the  pleasure  of  admitting 
Br.  Charles  Renatus  Hicks  to  the  Table  of  the  Lord,  and  of  receiving 
Br.  Crutchfield  into  the  congregation.  Among  their  pupils  also  signs 
of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  have  not  been  lacking.  They  have 
continued  to  enjoy  temporal  peace ;  and  in  spite  of  the  dry  summer  they 
raised  enough  for  their  needs. 

On  the  other  hand  great  sorrow  filled  our  hearts  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  when  we  heard  of  the  complete  destruction  of  Fairfield.4  Later 
news  from  Br.  Denke  has  given  us  hope  that  this  congregation  has  not 
been  entirely  scattered,  and  that  they  may  retain  a  name  among  the 
northern  Indians. 

From  the  Boarding  School  for  girls  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
progress  of  the  pupils  in  necessary  and  useful  knowledge  has  pleased  their 
parents  and  has  been  of  advantage  to  the  pupils  themselves.  Seventy- 
four  of  the  girls  recovered  nicely  from  measles  in  the  spring  of  the 
year.  Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Reuz  has  left  the  service  of  the  school; 
Sr.  Salome  Fetter  has  been  released  for  a  time  on  account  of  her  health ; 
and  Sr.  Henriette  Friedericke  Vierling  has  gone  to  Bethlehem  on  a 
visit ;  so  the  Srs.  Rebecca  Holder,  Charlotte  Louise  Kramsch,  and  Elisa- 
beth Transu  have  entered  as  teachers.  This  year  57  boarding  pupils  have 
entered  the  School,  and  58  have  returned  to  their  homes.    At  the  end  of

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the  year  1814  there  are  84  boarding  pupils  from  elsewhere,  and  one 
daughter  of  the  congregation  who  is  boarding,  total  85. 

In  the  class  for  the  little  town  girls  Sr.  Christine  Elisabeth  Christ- 
mann  has  taken  the  place  of  Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth  Kummer  as  teacher. 
Three  little  girls  have  entered  this  class. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem,  181Jf.. 

On  J  armory  1,  all  the  congregations  of  Wachovia  entered  the  new  year 
with  prayer  and  petition,  faith  and  hope,  trust  and  assurance,  asking 
that  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  year  His  friendly  countenance 
might  cheer  us,  that  His  mercy  might  be  great;  and  that  He  would 
make  an  end  of  the  great  distress  suffered  by  so  many  lands  and  so  many 
nations  because  of  war  and  the  clamour  of  war.  In  the  public  preaching 
services  these  United  States  and  their  officials  were  especially  com- 
mended to  the  protection  and  grace  of  the  Lord  of  Lords,  and  prayer 
was  offered  asking  that  He  would  quickly  give  us  a  new  and  precious 
peace. 

Jan.  4.  It  rained  continuously.  During  the  following  night  a  snow- 
storm came  up,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  the  ground  was  covered 
with  snow. 

Jan.  6.  Br.  Van  Yleck  held  the  singstunde  for  the  children.  In  the 
evening  he  made  an  edifying  address  to  the  members  of  the  association 
for  Hourly  Intercession,  on  the  subject  of  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Jesus,  which  was  commended  to  the  faithful  prayers  of  the  association. 
He  also  gave  them  the  sad  tidings  of  the  heart-rending  condition  of  the 
Indian  congregation  in  Fairfield;  in  the  beginning  of  October  of  last 
year  their  town  was  harried  and  burned  by  the  victorious  American 
Army.  The  Indian  congregation,  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke,  fled  to 
another  place ;  Br.  and  Sr.  Schnall,  their  daughter,  and  old  Br.  Michael 
Jong,  went  to  Lititz,  which  they  reached  safely  after  a  long  and 
difficult  journey. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Bagge  became  fremdendiener  and  dienerin,  and  Br. 
Mathaeus  Reuz  became  associate  fremdendeiner.  The  Brn.  Boner 
and  Reuz  had  served  temporarily  after  the  removal  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Kramsch  to  Hope. 

Jan.  8.    It  began  to  rain,  and  continued  all  the  following  day. 

J  an.  18.  The  Srs.  Van  Vleck,  Krieger,  and  Benzien  made  a  pleasant 
visit  to  Hope,  because  of  the  jubilee  birthday  of  Sr.  Kramsch. 

The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Meinung  returned  from  Raleigh.  Dur- 
ing his  stay  there  Br.  von  Schweinitz  made  some  pleasant  acquaintances 
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and  renewed  others.  By  invitation  he  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
managers  of  the  Bible  Society  recently  organized  there. 

Jan.  20.    Thursday.    Since  Monday  the  weather  has  been  cold. 

J  an.  SO.  In  a  meeting  of  the  adult  members  Br.  Van  Vleck  made  an 
important  announcement  of  the  recent  organization  of  a  Bible  Society 
in  this  state.  He  pointed  out  to  them  that  the  object  and  purpose  of 
such  a  Society  was  to  spread  abroad  the  priceless  Word  of  God,  and 
advised  them  to  take  an  active  interest  in  it.  He  added  that  Br.  Bagge, 
one  of  the  managers,  would  open  a  subscription  list  here,  which  would 
give  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  opportunity  to  become  members  by  paying 
the  stated  fee,  or  to  make  a  freewill  contribution.  The  same  announce- 
ment was  later  made  in  our  other  congregations. 

At  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober,  who  was  prevented  by  illness  from 
keeping  his  eight-weekly  appointment,  Br.  Reichel  went  to  a  church 
sixteen  miles  from  here,  near  Lexington,  and  preached  to  a  large  con- 
gregation. 

Jan.  31.  During  this  month  a  catarrhal  cough  was  prevalent  in  Salem 
and  the  neighborhood,  and  in  most  cases  it  was  accompanied  by  severe 
headache.    A  number  of  persons  were  quite  ill  with  it. 

Feb.  1.  It  sleeted  and  rained  all  day,  and  on  the  2nd  some  snow  fell; 
then  the  weather  cleared. 

Feb.  17.    A  rainy  day. 

Feb.  23.  This  afternoon  Br.  Burkhard  left  for  the  Creek  agency, 
where  he  had  business. 

March  1.  Br.  Yan  Yleck  held  the  singstunde,  and  reminded  the  con- 
gregation of  the  beginning  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  357  years  ago. 

March  3.    Measles  began  to  break  out  here. 

March  5.    Some  snow  fell  during  the  afternoon. 

March  8.    It  rained  all  day. 

March  10.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  single  Sr. 
So(phia  Magdalena  Plar,5  who  entered  into  rest  on  the  7th. 

March  15.  Br.  Van  Yleck  opened  the  evening  service  with  the  litur- 
gical announcement  of  the  news  received  today  that  the  faithful  servant 
of  the  Lord,  and  bishop  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  our  dear  Br.  George 
Heinrich  Loskiel,6  had  been  called  home  on  February  23 ;  and  the  congre-

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gation  sang  hymns  referring  to  the  joy  and  blessedness  of  a  life  ended  in 
the  Lord. 

March  21.    We  had  another  cold  rain. 

April  3.  Palm  Sunday.  As  we  entered  into  this  most  important  week, 
dedicated  to  the  consideration  of  the  sufferings  of  our  Saviour,  Br.  Van 
Vleck  prayed  the  litany  of  The  Life,  Sufferings,  and  Death  of  Jesus, 
with  the  congregation  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning.  .  .  .  The  youth, 
Johann  Heinrich  Blum,  received  the  blessing  of  Confirmation  in  view 
of  the  approaching  Communion  on  Maundy  Thursday. 

April  9.  The  single  Br.  John  Joachim  Hagen  arrived  from  Lititz. 
His  intention  is  to  visit  here,  and  to  see  whether  he  can  establish  himself 
as  a  tailor.  This  will  suit  well  in  the  Brothers  House  and  he  will  be 
able  to  find  sufficient  work. 

April  10.  Easter  Sunday.  On  this  anniversary  day  of  the  resurrec- 
tion of  our  Lord  the  crowd  of  visitors  and  many  members  assembled  at 
half  past  five  in  the  morning.  As  it  was  rainy  the  service  was  held  in  the 
church. 

April  12.    A  rainy  day. 

April  13.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Christian  Burkhard  moved  today  to 
Bethabara,  where  he  has  already  bought  a  house.  He  plans  to  establish 
himself  as  a  tinsmith. 

April  16.  Last  evening  it  rained,  and  today  there  was  a  hard  frost, 
which  did  much  damage  to  the  vegetables  and  especially  to  the  fruit. 

April  23.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  storm,  and  it  rained  all 
evening. 

April  29.    In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  desired  rain. 

May  1.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  von  Schweinitz  read  the  memoir  of  our 
dear  departed  Brother,  George  Heinrich  Loskiel,  bishop  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren. 

May  10.  The  rain  which  began  yesterday  continued  all  day.  There 
was  an  unexpectedly  large  gathering  for  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br. 
Johann  Gottlieb  Spach,  who  fell  asleep  day  before  yesterday  on  his  farm 
near  Salem. 

May  13.    In  the  evening  we  had  a  hard  rain. 

May  llf.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch,  at  Hope,  were  graciously  protected  by 
God  from  threatening  fire.  Their  daughter,  who  slept  in  another  room, 
was  awakened  at  midnight  by  smoke.  The  kitchen  also  was  full  of 
smoke,  which  made  her  and  her  parents  aware  that  there  must  be  fire 
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somewhere.  Examination  showed  that  fire  had  caught  between  the 
hearth  and  the  floor,  and  when,  with  the  help  of  a  neighbor,  planks  in 
the  floor  were  taken  up  it  was  found  that  they  were  beginning  to  burn 
on  the  under  side.  Fortunately  the  fire  was  discovered  in  time  to  be 
easily  extinguished. 

May  15.  This  afternoon  there  was  a  severe  hailstorm,  and  the  rain 
continued  till  evening.  Lightning  struck  a  tulip  tree  near  the  leather- 
dresser's,  broke  out  the  top,  and  split  the  stem  to  the  roots. 

This  morning  the  single  Srs.  Margaretha  Krieger,  Elisabeth  Stock- 
burger,  and  Magdalena  Yogler  from  here,  and  Sara  Loesch  from 
Bethania,  set  out  for  Pennsylvania,  where  they  plan  to  visit  various 
congregations. 

May  25.    In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  storm. 

May  27  and  28.  The  annual  Examination  was  held  in  the  Boarding 
School,  following  several  days  of  private  examinations.  Many  parents 
and  visitors  were  present,  and  most  of  the  local  members  of  the  congre- 
gation. The  number  of  pupils  was  larger  than  ever  before  and  consisted 
of  111  boarders  and  19  day-pupils,  total  130.  Br.  Steiner  asked  those 
present  to  continue  their  favorable  attitude  toward  the  institution;  and 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  explained  that  the  flourishing  condition  of  this  school 
had  caused  the  trustees  no  little  concern,  as  there  were  more  pupils  than 
could  be  accommodated,  and  all  efforts  to  reduce  the  inconveniently 
large  numbers  had  been  fruitless.  This  forced  him  to  ask  that  they  would 
make  known  in  the  various  places  where  they  lived,  or  would  confirm 
notice  already  given,  that  for  the  present  it  was  impossible  to  receive 
more  pupils,  and  that  parents  who  were  planning  to  send  their  daugh- 
ters here  would  have  to  give  up  the  idea. 

May  30.  By  request,  Br.  Kramsch  preached  today  in  the  German 
Church  beyond  Muddy  Creek. 

June  1.    The  weather  was  very  cool. 

June  8  and  9.    The  weather  was  rainy. 

June  25.  Br.  Peter  held  the  singstunde,  which  was  attended  by  a 
company  of  soldiers  who  were  marching  through.  They  spent  the  day 
here  and  camped  by  the  Wach.  They  were  treated  in  a  friendly  fash- 
ion, and  were  supplied  with  various  things  for  which  they  were  very 
thankful. 

June  26.  Sunday.  At  their  request,  an  English  sermon  was 
preached  for  them  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  by  Br.  Steiner,  and 
they  attended  in  a  body.    In  the  afternoon  they  went  on  their  way. 
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July  1.  During  the  evening  and  into  the  night  we  had  an  unusually 
hard  rain.    At  other  places  it  was  accompanied  by  hail. 

July  Jf-.  On  this  day  of  remembrance  in  our  country  for  the  declara- 
tion of  independence  of  the  United  States,  we  considered  the  rich  bless- 
ings and  mercies  of  God,  and  humbly  prayed  that  they  might  continue 
in  this  land  and  for  its  inhabitants,  and  asked  that  precious  peace 
might  soon  be  established  in  our  borders. 

July  6.    The  weather  was  unusually  hot. 

July  10.  Sunday.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  has  decided  that  the 
church  litany  shall  be  prayed  in  English  once  every  four  weeks,  and  a 
beginning  was  made  today.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  service,  which  was 
attended  by  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School,  and  by  a  number  of 
visitors  who  understood  no  German  and  found  this  English  service  full 
of  blessing. 

July  17.  Sunday.  Br.  Van  Vleck  read  to  the  congregation  extracts 
from  the  third  report  of  the  Committee  in  England  formed  to  aid  the 
inhabitants  of  Germany,  so  sorely  oppressed  by  the  war.  Our  mem- 
bers were  urgently  requested  to  help  the  sufferers  in  our  [European] 
congregations  according  to  their  ability.  This  request  was  well  re- 
ceived, as  was  proved  by  the  contributions  that  were  made  here. 

By  request,  Br.  Reichel  preached  today  in  the  church  near  Mr. 
Rippel's. 

July  20.  On  his  journey  from  Philadelphia  to  Charleston,  a  bishop  of 
the  English  Church,  Mr.  Dehon,  stopped  to  see  Br.  Van  Vleck.  They 
had  met  nineteen  years  before  in  Bethlehem,  and  renewed  the  acquaint- 
ance with  pleasure  on  both  sides. 

July  26.    We  had  a  hard  rain. 

J uly  28.  It  rained  again  from  early  in  the  morning  until  late  at 
night,  almost  without  intermission  and  with  unusual  force.  In  other 
places  it  was  almost  a  cloudburst.  All  waters  rose,  and  especially  the 
nearest  rivers,  the  Yadkin  and  the  Dan.  Many  of  our  Hope  members 
live  on  the  Yadkin,  which  was  higher  than  it  has  been  in  thirty  years. 
Many  mills  were  badly  injured.  All  the  corn  standing  in  low  land  was 
ruined;  it  had  promised  a  rich  harvest,  and  many  families  were  hard 
hit,  and  it  caused  them  no  little  anxiety. 

July  31.    There  was  rain  in  the  evening. 
Aug.  2.    We  had  a  number  of  showers. 
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Aug.  11.  Several  hundred  of  our  neighbors  came  to  Salem  for  the 
election  of  representatives  from  our  county  to  the  Assembly  of  this 
state.7  Many  also  went  to  Bethania  for  the  same  purpose,  that  town 
having  been  designated  recently  as  a  voting  place. 

Aug.  15.    The  heat  today  was  unusually  great. 

Aug.  16.  Today,  after  an  interval  of  eleven  months,  we  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  receiving  letters  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference. 

Aug.  17.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  spoke  to  the  congregation  on  the  text  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren  for  today.  A  written  copy  of  the  Text  Book 
for  this  year  has  quite  recently  been  received  from  Bethlehem. 

Toward  evening  two  hundred  soldiers  arrived  on  their  march  to  Wash- 
ington, and  camped  beyond  the  Wach.8  They  were  grateful  for  the 
kindness  shown  to  them.  Next  day  they  came  once  more  into  the  town, 
and  then  proceeded  on  their  way. 

Aug.  22.  In  the  evening  at  seven  o'clock  there  was  a  meeting  of  all 
the  house-fathers  and  masters.  The  rules  concerning  the  holding  of 
Negro  slaves  in  this  town,  considered  and  adopted  at  a  similar  meeting 
many  years  ago,  were  re-adopted,  better  defined,  and  unanimously 
accepted.9  They  concerned  the  various  circumstances  which  might 
arise  in  regard  to  ownership,  and  with  respect  to  temporary  rent  of 
Negro  slaves. 

Aug.  26.  The  English  congregation  of  Hope  observed  its  congrega- 
tion festival. 

Aug.  SO.  There  were  a  number  of  showers,  which  were  very  welcome 
after  the  long  dry  spell.  All  growing  things,  which  were  suffering 
greatly,  were  happily  revived. 

Sept.  1.  In  the  house  of  Br.  Abraham  Hauser,  near  Salem,  Br. 
Kramsch  today  married  the  single  James  Kenyon  to  the  single  Elisa- 
beth Philips. 

Sept.  3.  The  congregation  of  Friedland  had  a  blessed  celebration  of 
its  congregation  festival. 

Sept.  7.  After  the  evening  service  we  had  a  hard  rain,  which  some- 
what moderated  the  intense  heat. 

Sept.  11.  This  afternoon  the  widowed  Sr.  Benzien,  her  daughter,  and 
the  single  Sr.  Friedericke  Yierling  left  for  a  visit  in  Bethlehem.  With 
them  went  the  single  Br.  Jacob  Hauser  as  teamster. 

We  had  hard  showers  during  the  afternoon  and  evening.

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Sept.  12.  As  we  have  finished  reading  the  reports  from  other  congre- 
gations which  we  have  on  hand,  Br.  Yan  Vleck  began  to  re-read  the 
departed  Br.  Risler's  Erzahlungen  von  der  Alten  Bruder  Kirche,  which 
was  heard  with  much  interest. 

Sept.  13.    In  the  evening  we  had  a  refreshing  rain. 

Sept.  19.  Br.  Kummer  left  for  Nazareth.  Our  neighbor,  Mr.  Rippel, 
took  him  in  the  chair  to  Richmond ;  and  we  have  heard  that  Br.  Wolle 
will  go  thither  by  post-stage  to  be  brought  here.  From  Richmond,  Br. 
Kummer  will  continue  his  journey  by  post-stage. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  went  today  on  a  visit  to  Hope.  The  next  day,  in 
company  with  Br.  Kramsch,  he  botanized10  in  that  neighborhood,  re- 
turning to  Salem  in  the  evening. 

Sept.  21.    In  the  evening  we  had  rain. 

Sept.  29.  Today,  Michaelmas,  was  solemnly  observed  by  the  children 
of  the  congregation  and  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School.  In  the 
morning  there  was  a  liturgy,  in  the  English  language.  ...  At  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast,  attended  also  by  the 
adults  who  had  recovered  from  measles.  This  sickness  had  not  been 
here  for  eleven  years,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  persons  had  it  and 
recovered,  that  is  eighteen  little  boys,  one  older  boy,  one  Single  Sister, 
one  older  girl,  twenty-six  little  girls,  two  adult  serving  women,  and 
seventy-two  boarding  pupils. 

Oct.  1.  From  the  Hope  neighborhood,  in  the  first  part  of  this  month, 
several  families  moved  from  the  other  side  of  Muddy  Creek  to  the 
state  of  Ohio.  Among  them  were  John  and  Robert  Elrod  and  their 
families;  they  formerly  belonged  to  Hope. 

Oct.  1/-.  To  our  joy  we  received  letters  from  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference, dated  in  February  and  March,  1814.  We  also  received  some 
Nachrichten. 

Oct.  6.  Br.  Buchholz,  in  Friedland,  had  a  visit  from  Pastor  Hinkel, 
who  preached  in  that  neighborhood  yesterday  and  today. 

Oct.  8.  In  Salem,  two  Unity  Day  meetings  were  given  to  reading  the 
account  of  the  beginning  of  Bethabara. 

Oct.  18.    After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  much  desired  rain. 

Oct.  27.  In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Anstalt,  there  was  a  lovefeast  to 
welcome  Br.  Peter  Wolle,  who  was  presented  to  the  little  boys  as  their 
first11  teacher.  The  children  were  delighted  with  a  gift  of  two  globes 
from  the  Boarding  School.

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Sr.  Krieger,  and  the  Sisters  who  went  to  Pennsylvania  with  her  this 
spring,  returned  this  evening.  With  them  came  Sr.  Anna  Dorothea 
Warner,  called  as  vorsteherein  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters. 

Nov.  6.  In  the  first  Unity  Day  meeting,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  mentioned 
the  news  recently  received  that  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  had  chosen 
five  Brethren  to  become  bishops  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  among  them 
our  Br.  Jacob  Van  Vleck. 

Nov.  7.  Br.  Johann  Christian  Fockel  has  moved  from  Bethabara  to 
the  house  he  has  built  not  far  from  Salem.  He  will  now  be  counted  an 
auswartige  member  of  this  congregation. 

Nov.  13.  We  observed  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  and  the  anniversary  of  this  congregation. 

Nov.  19.  The  two  Single  Brn.  Josua  Reuz  and  Thomas  Wohlfahrt 
returned  today  from  Pennsylvania,  where  they  have  been  for  some  time. 
Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  who  has  been  to  Philadelphia,  came  yesterday. 

Nov.  20.  Sunday.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  led  the  thanksgiving  liturgy. 
In  the  German  preaching  service  hearty,  filial  thanks  were  brought  to 
God,  our  great  Caretaker,  for  His  blessing  upon  the  rich  harvest  of 
this  year  with  which  He  has  crowned  the  land. 

Nov.  23.  The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Meinung  went  to  Lexington 
this  afternoon.  Next  morning  they  drove  some  miles  further,  in  order 
to  see  what  progress  was  being  made  with  the  saltworks  to  be  erected 
there.  They  found  it  not  yet  in  operation,  but  with  a  prospect  that  it 
would  be  ready  in  a  short  while.  After  the  lapse  of  some  weeks  we  heard 
that  a  strong  salt  spring  had  been  opened.  That  the  undertaking  may  be 
successful  is  much  to  be  wished,  for  at  present  the  price  of  salt  is  very 
high  here.  The  Brethren  made  the  trip  because  a  number  of  the  neigh- 
bors near  Bethabara  have  wished  for  a  similar  enterprise  in  that  section, 
if  investigation  showed  that  the  promising  prospect  was  well-founded. 

Nov.  2Jf.  Today  the  recently  enlisted  militia  from  Stokes  and  Surry 
counties  passed  through  our  town  on  their  way  to  Norfolk,  Virginia, 
whither  they  have  been  ordered. 

This  was  a  day  of  continuous  heavy  rain. 

Nov.  27.  Sunday.  Yesterday,  by  request,  Br.  Keichel  went  to 
Dutchman's  Creek,  twenty  miles  from  Salem,  where  today  he  was  to 
preach  in  a  Lutheran  church.  He  came  home  without  doing  so,  as  the 
heavy  rain  which  set  in  this  morning  prevented  the  congregation  from 
gathering. 
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Nov.  29.  The  weather  was  changeable  and  rainy.  The  militia  from 
Wilkes  County,  destined  for  Norfolk,  passed  through  today. 

Dec.  5.    This  afternoon  it  rained  steadily  and  heavily. 

Dec.  6.  During  these  and  the  following  days  there  were  unusually 
many  wild  passenger  pigeons  in  this  neighborhood,  and  many  of  them 
were  shot. 

Dec.  11.  In  the  morning  there  was  a  little  snow;  then  the  weather 
became  clear  and  cold. 

Dec.  18.    Because  of  heavy  rain  there  could  be  no  evening  service. 

Dec.  21.  More  than  twenty  Cherokee  Indians  passed  through  our 
town  today. 

This  evening  the  address  and  the  hymns  dealt  with  the  wounds  of 
J esus,  and  the  liturgy  No.  24,  for  St.  Thomas's  Day,  was  sung. 

Dec.  25.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  day  a  considerable  amount  of  snow 
fell. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1811+. 

Jan.  5.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Through  Br.  Christian  Blum  a  Mr. 
Crump,  who  lives  about  twenty  miles  away,  has  asked  permission  to  bring 
his  six-year-old  son  here  to  be  educated.  We  are  doubtful  whether  this 
would  be  wise,  unless  we  saw  the  possibility  of  extending  such  permis- 
sion to  others  who  might  ask,  and  whom  it  would  be  difficult  to  refuse 
if  they  knew  that  one  outside  child  had  been  received.  Even  if  the 
school  instruction  could  be  arranged  it  would  not  be  wise  to  receive  out- 
side boys  into  the  town  so  long  as  it  is  necessary  to  lodge  Boarding 
School  girls  with  town  families,  and  besides  there  is  no  prospect  of  being 
able  to  arrange  places  for  them.  Besides,  the  child  in  question  is  too 
young,  and  would  require  too  much  care.  Br.  Blum  will  be  instructed 
to  tell  Mr.  Crump  that  for  the  present  we  cannot  take  his  son  into  the 
school. 

Jan.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  older  girl,  Johanna  Salome  Christ- 
mann,  has  moved  to  the  Sisters  House.  Hitherto  she  has  been  living 
with  her  mother  in  the  Boarding  School. 

Jan.  27.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  new  pavement  has  been  laid 
on  the  sidewalk  from  Br.  Kreuser's  to  Br.  Reich's.  Posts  shall  be  placed 
at  some  distance  from  each  other  along  the  sidewalk  on  the  side  toward 
the  street,  in  order  to  protect  the  pavement. 

The  burial  place  for  strangers  is  not  in  good  order.  It  was  decided 
to  build  a  new  fence,  of  posts  and  boards,  and  to  take  in  more  ground. 
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A  gate  shall  be  placed  at  the  entrance.  To  cover  the  cost  a  subscription 
list  shall  be  opened  in  the  town.  The  grave  mounds  shall  be  reshaped, 
and  if  there  is  no  stone  on  a  grave  at  least  field  stones  shall  be 
placed  at  top  and  bottom  to  mark  the  grave.  Wish  was  expressed  that 
the  list  of  graves,  once  begun  but  not  continued,  should  be  brought  up 
to  date  in  the  form  of  a  church  register,  and  continued  hereafter.  When 
the  graveyard  has  been  enlarged  it  shall  be  planted  with  Italian  poplars. 

Feb.  1.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  The  house  and  land  taxes,  laid  to 
support  the  war,  will  soon  be  collected  here.  Those  who  hold  or  occupy 
one  or  both  kinds  of  property  must  list  with  the  assessor. 

Feb.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johannes  Vogler  wishes  to  receive  from 
the  Conferenz  a  promise  that  he  may  have  the  lot  now  occupied  by  the 
old  Sr.  Ernst,  after  her  home-going.  The  house  belongs  to  the  congre- 
gation diaconie,  and  will  soon  need  repairs,  and  his  proposal  might  save 
the  diaconie  a  good  deal,  for  when  he  establishes  himself  here  he  will  be 
in  position  to  build  a  house  suitable  for  his  work,  and  that  location 
would  be  particularly  well  suited  for  it.  We  hesitate  to  say  all  this  to 
him,  for  one  cannot  tell  how  circumstances  might  alter,  but  he  may  be 
told  that  he  need  not  fear  that  the  lot  will  be  sold  to  another  Brother. 

The  single  Wilhelm  Holland  and  the  single  Elisabeth  Schumacher  have 
married,  according  to  their  own  self-will,  and  after  a  secret  engagement 
made  in  defiance  of  our  rules.  This  is  the  second  time  recently  that 
cousins  have  married,  and  there  was  a  discussion  of  the  need  for  keep- 
ing a  watchful  eye  on  the  association  of  such  relatives  to  prevent  the 
breaking  of  the  rules  of  the  congregation. 

Feb.  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  propose  that  they  and 
their  children  move  to  the  house  of  Sr.  Ernst,  and  take  care  of  her  for  the 
rest  of  her  life  on  condition  that  they  may  then  have  her  house.  They 
suggest  further  that  Sr.  Biewighaus,  who  has  been  caring  for  Sr.  Ernst, 
might  move  to  the  present  Byhan  house.  Conferenz  does  not  think  this 
would  be  wise  for  either  party.  The  Byhans  would  not  have  place 
enough  for  themselves  and  their  children,  and  Sr.  Ernst  would  not  have 
the  care  and  quiet  which  she  now  enjoys. 

The  single  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  shall  be  asked  to  become  supervisor 
of  the  boys,  succeeding  Wilhelm  Holland. 

Feb.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johannes  Yogler  wishes  that  the  matter 
of  his  establishment  may,  be  taken  up.  In  regard  to  his  marriage  he 
proposes  the  name  of  the  auswartige  communicant  Sr.  Christine  Spach. 
The  negative  lot  was  drawn. 

Feb.  28.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  Concerning  the  tools 
brought  from  Fort  Hawkins,  it  was  decided  that  Br.  Burkhard  shall  buy 
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at  a  reasonable  price  what  he  will  need ;  Br.  Petersen  shall  rent  what  he 
needs  for  his  craft. 

March  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  stones  needed  for  work  on  the  streets  can 
best  be  procured  if  on  an  appointed  day  a  number  of  persons  and  several 
teams  can  be  secured.  We  think  this  would  lighten  and  speed  the  work, 
especially  if  the  stone  can  be  brought  from  the  proposed  place,  near  the 
Bethabara  road  about  a  mile  from  this  town.  Stones  are  very  plentiful 
there,  and  close  together,  and  would  not  need  to  be  piled  but  could  be 
thrown  immediately  into  the  wagons,  if  they  could  stand  ready  in  suc- 
cession. Br.  Leinbach  will  burn  the  leaves  at  that  place,  so  that  it  will 
be  easier  to  get  the  stones. 

March  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Vierling  are  willing  to  furnish 
old  Sr.  Herbst  with  a  room  in  their  house,  and  to  provide  all  that  she 
needs. 

After  she  has  moved,  her  former  rooms  in  the  Gemein  Haus  can  be 
used  for  the  classes  of  the  little  town  girls ;  the  room  they  have  used  will 
be  taken  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Yan  Yleck  for  a  bedroom ;  the  present  Van  Vleck 
bedroom  shall  become  a  guest  room;  and  the  present  guest  room  under 
the  roof  shall  be  fitted  up  for  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz. 

The  single  Br.  Johannes  Vogler  wishes  to  defer  his  marriage  until  next 
fall. 

March  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Christian  Stauber,  in  Bethabara,  is 
willing  to  undertake  the  care  of  travelers,  but  his  present  household 
arrangements  make  it  inconvenient.  This  would  be  obviated  if  his 
dwelling  stood  near  the  guest-house.  ...  It  was  decided  to  build  a  new 
log  house  opposite  the  store,  at  the  expense  of  the  Sustentation  diaconie ; 
it  will  be  quite  near  the  house  used  for  travelers.  He  will  need  a  license 
to  dispense  spirituous  drinks,  but  this  will  be  too  expensive  for  him.  An 
attempt  will  be  made  to  have  him  get  the  liquor  from  the  store,  and  dis- 
pense it  in  the  name  of  Br.  Kummer.  This  will  be  convenient  for  trav- 
elers, also  for  the  neighbors,  but  the  latter  will  be  informed  through  a 
posted  advertisement  that  they  can  get  none  on  Sundays. 

The  repairs  on  Br.  Kluge's  dwelling  and  schoolhouse  in  Bethania  are 
almost  finished.  To  stop  the  dust  from  sifting  through  the  floor  of  the 
schoolroom  into  Br.  Kluge's  living  room  the  latter  shall  be  properly 
ceiled  and  painted. 

Br.  Kramsch  reports  from  Hope  that  it  is  proposed  to  build  a  new 
bridge  across  Muddy  Creek,  somewhat  below  the  present  bridge. 

March  15.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  leaves  have  been  burned  at  the  place 
where  the  stones  are  to  be  gathered  for  the  street  work,  and  as  soon  as  the 
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weather  permits  day  laborers  will  be  hired  to  place  the  stones  in  piles, 
which  will  make  it  easier  for  those  who  will  load  them  on  the  wagons. 

The  alley  beside  the  garden  of  the  Boarding  School  is  being  used  by 
some  people  as  a  place  to  keep  their  cows,  which  makes  it  unfit  for 
pleasure  walking.  Those  who  are  doing  this  shall  be  asked  to  repair 
the  fence  around  the  field  lying  east  of  the  alley,  and  then  to  keep  their 
cows  in  that  field.  The  entrance  to  the  alley  shall  have  bars  which  can 
be  raised;  and  lest  they  be  left  open  by  those  who  go  thither  to  walk 
a  stile  shall  also  be  provided. 

March  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Krieger  finds  it  necessary  to  go  to 
Graceham  [Maryland]  this  spring,  on  a  matter  of  inheritance,  and 
wishes  at  that  time  to  visit  the  Pennsylvania  congregations. 

March  2^.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Burkhard  wishes  to  be  married  before 
Easter,  so  the  matter  is  considered. 

March  29.  ( Auf .  Col. )  We  discussed  the  price  of  butter,  and  wished 
that  it  could  be  held  to  one  shilling  a  pound.  Some  are  paying  more, 
which  may  have  the  effect  of  raising  the  price.  Those  who  are  supplied 
regularly  all  through  the  year  from  a  definite  place  may  well  pay  a  little 
more  during  the  winter  months,  without  raising  the  general  price. 

God's  Acre  shall  be  put  into  good  order  before  Easter.  Later  a  new 
fence  shall  be  built,  and  the  space  enlarged. 

March  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  services  during  the  Passion  Week 
shall  follow  the  plan  of  last  year.  The  Pedilavium  shall  be  omitted 
again,  because  some  of  the  members  are  sick.  In  Bethabara  also  it  will 
be  omitted ;  in  Bethania,  on  the  contrary,  it  will  be  held. 

April  J/..  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  Steiner  has  agreed  to  continue  for  the  pres- 
ent as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School,  and  will  avail  himself  of  the 
help  of  Br.  Bagge.  To  prevent  a  too  large  increase  in  the  number  of  the 
boarding  pupils  an  advertisement  shall  be  inserted  in  the  newspapers  of 
those  states  from  which  our  pupils  come.  It  shall  announce  (1)  that  for 
the  space  of  eight  months  no  pupils  can  be  received  except  those  already 
accepted ;  (2)  that  in  accordance  with  the  published  rules  of  the  institu- 
tion no  girls  will  be  received  unless  they  have  applied  in  advance  and 
have  been  accepted. 

Br.  Pfohl  has  written  a  letter  to  the  Conferenz  in  which  he  stated  his 
and  his  wife's  wish  that  his  two  sons  might  be  trained  for  service  in 
the  church.  He  asks  consideration  of  the  question  whether  his  sons 
could  be  sent  to  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth,  or  whether — which  he 
would  prefer — an  Anstalt  can  be  developed  in  Salem  such  as  formerly 
existed  here. 
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We  wish  to  reassure  Br.  Pfohl  as  to  his  children,  but  think  that  for 
the  present  we  can  consider  only  the  elder,  Samuel  Thomas,  who  will  be 
thirteen  years  old  in  August;  the  younger  is  only  ten  years  old.  The 
elder  has  a  good  reputation  for  ability  to  learn.  We  will  give  further 
consideration  to  the  question  of  how  it  can  be  arranged  that  in  our 
Anstalt  boys  can  receive  such  instruction  as  they  had  in  Br.  Pfohl's 
time  as  teacher,  so  that  boys  can  receive  further  instruction  until  they 
are  eighteen  years  old,  and  it  need  not  be  necessary  to  send  them  to 
Nazareth.  Perhaps  temporary  arrangements  can  be  made  at  once,  for 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  is  willing  to  teach  several  hours  each  week.  We  wish 
three  boys  could  be  found  to  whom  such  instruction  could  be  given. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  reported  that  a  certain  Casper  Stolz,  who  lives  in 
the  Bethabara  neighborhood,  had  inquired  whether  he  could  buy  the 
Bethabara  mill,  saying  that  if  he  could  not  buy  that  mill  he  would  feel 
obliged  to  build  a  mill  on  his  land  which  adjoins  the  Bethabara  mill 
land.  One  could  see  at  once  that  this  would  greatly  injure  the  Beth- 
abara mill ;  and  one  could  hope  that  the  sale  of  the  mill  would  not  injure 
the  Wachovia  Sustentation  diaconie,  but  would  rather  be  an  advan- 
tage to  it,  so  the  matter  will  be  considered. 

April  28.  (Cong.  Council.)  The  fence  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Square  shall  be  renewed  and  painted,  as  has  already  been  done  on  the 
other  three  sides. 

May  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Samuel  Schulz  wishes  to  order 
shoes  from  Philadelphia,  and  to  place  them  on  sale  along  with  the  shoes 
he  makes  himself.  He  is  willing  to  half-sole  and  repair  the  sale-shoes. 
Of  this  Conferenz  approves,  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  shoes  which  has 
been  noticeable  for  some  time.  Other  shoemakers  are  at  liberty  to  make 
similar  orders  for  shoes  if  they  wish. 

May  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Examination  of  the  boarding  pupils  and 
town  girls  will  be  held  in  English  this  year.  The  examination  of  the 
town  girls  in  German  will  be  held  at  some  other  time. 

May  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  reported  that  he  had 
spoken  to  Br.  Schumann  in  Bethania  about  moving  to  Salem  and  taking 
the  former  stillhouse.  Br.  Schumann  wishes  to  move  to  Salem  with  his 
family,  and  would  be  content  with  that  house;  but  he  hesitates  unless 
he  has  some  additional  employment,  fearing  that  he  cannot  make  a  living 
with  his  medical  practice. 

The  next  time  the  litany  is  prayed  announcement  shall  be  made  that 
hereafter  the  service  will  be  held  alternately  in  German  and  in  English. 
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May  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Doctor  Schumann  intimates  that  lie  would 
be  willing  to  move  to  Salem  if,  in  addition  to  free  lodging,  he  can  have 
a  handicraft  which  he  can  follow  along  with  his  practice,  or  if  he  can 
be  assured  of  an  annual  income  of  at  least  $150.  There  is  no  side  line 
here  for  him  to  follow,  and  rather  than  run  the  risk  of  having  him  move 
elsewhere  Conferenz  wishes  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  satisfy  him.  To 
assure  him  of  the  necessary  money  so  long  as  he  needs  it,  the  Boarding 
School,  the  Sustentation  diaconie,  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Sisters,  etc., 
can  contribute  to  the  guaranteed  amount,  and  he  can  give  service  free 
of  charge  in  the  Boarding  School,  Sisters  House,  etc.,  exceptional  cases 
and  medicine  not  included. 

June  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Some  time  ago  the  court  appointed  three 
young  single  Brethren  to  the  patrol  over  the  Negroes  in  this  neighbor- 
hood. It  appears  that  in  filling  this  office  they  are  going  further  than 
is  well  or  necessary.  They  shall  be  admonished  to  show  more  of  the 
Brother  character. 

June  Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Sr.  Christine  Elisabeth  Acker- 
man  has  accepted  the  proposal  of  marriage  with  Br.  Johann  Christian 
Burkhard,  and  they  were  betrothed  last  evening. 

The  single  Heinrich  Wernly  and  Samuel  Krause,  of  Bethabara, 
have  forfeited  their  right  to  belong  to  the  congregation,  because  at  the 
muster  they  allowed  themselves  to  be  enrolled  by  the  captain  of  the 
militia.  For  the  same  reason  Salomon  Hauser,  of  the  Bethania  congre- 
gation, can  no  longer  be  counted  as  one  of  us. 

June  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  present  distressing  shortage  of  fresh  meat 
reminds  us  of  the  great  need  for  a  butcher  who  would  guarantee  to 
supply  the  town  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

June  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Heinrich  Wernly  and  Samuel 
Krause,  of  Bethabara,  who  were  recently  considered  as  having  separated 
from  our  Unity  by  allowing  their  names  to  be  enrolled  by  the  captain 
at  a  muster  of  militia,  have  told  Br.  Strohle  that  their  names  were 
enrolled  without  their  permission  and  would  be  withdrawn.  They  will 
therefore,  according  to  their  wish,  continue  to  be  counted  as  members. 
The  incident  was  brought  about  by  the  single  Salomon  Hauser,  and  was 
correct  so  far  as  he  was  concerned. 

In  Bethabara  and  Bethania  the  Choir  festival  of  the  little  boys  will 
again  be  combined  with  that  of  the  little  girls,  and  all  the  children 
there  will  observe  a  day  in  August. 

June  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Schumann  has  signed  the  agreement  with 
the  congregation  boards.    With  their  permission  he  will  bring  a  Negress 
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to  wait  on  his  sick  wife.  He  would  also  like  to  bring  one  of  his  Negroes, 
at  least  for  a  time.  There  are  well-founded  objections  to  this,  for  he 
would  not  be  likely  to  wish  to  give  him  up  later,  and  every  means 
should  be  taken  not  to  increase  the  number  of  Negro  slaves  in  Salem. 

July  6.  (Aelt  Conf.)  The  Committee  in  Bethania  asks  advice  in 
regard  to  Jacob  Loesch,  who  has  given  offense  by  encouraging  young 
people  of  both  sexes  to  meet  at  his  house  to  practice  singing,  this  taking 
place  in  the  evening  and  perhaps  leading  to  disorder.  We  hope  that  it 
may  have  the  desired  result  if  some  one  speaks  with  Jacob  Loesch  in 
friendly  fashion,  and  asks  that  if  he  wishes  to  teach  the  young  people  to 
sing  he  shall  take  the  sexes  alternately. 

July  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Day  before  yesterday  the  single  Srs.  Chris- 
tine Spach  and  Elisabeth  Spach  moved  into  the  Sisters  House,  and  the 
older  girl  Salome  Spach  entered  the  service  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder. 

The  single  Br.  James  Kenyon  has  bought  a  house  in  the  Hope  neigh- 
borhood ;  he  plans  to  marry  the  auswartige  Sr.  Elisabeth  Philips,  and  to 
move  thither. 

July  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  We  cannot  rest  content,  knowing  that  Br. 
Schumann  plans  to  bring  to  Salem  a  Negress  who  has  four  children  and 
may  have  more,  and  it  may  be  feared  that  through  this  the  number  of 
Negro  slaves  in  Salem  would  be  increased,  and  with  it  the  growing  un- 
pleasantness and  danger  to  the  inward  welfare  of  the  congregation.  The 
least  that  can  be  done  to  prevent  this  evil  is  to  tell  Br.  Schumann  that  he 
must  not  bring  the  Negro  children  here,  and  if  the  mother  and  children 
cannot  be  separated  then  he  should  sell  them  all  and  in  their  place  buy  an 
older  Negress. 

Disapproval  is  expressed  concerning  the  behaviour  of  certain  of  the 
younger  people  on  the  fourth  of  this  month,  who  made  a  noise  by  shooting 
in  the  Square  and  out  of  the  Brothers  House.  In  addition  they  have 
repeatedly  occupied  themselves  with  marching,  soldier  fashion,  with 
drum  and  fife,  near  the  town  and  in  the  evening,  which  must  be  consid- 
ered disorder  and  must  be  suppressed  so  far  as  possible.  The  parents  and 
masters  shall  be  consulted,  and  shall  be  asked  to  prevent  their  appren- 
tices from  taking  part  in  such  exercises,  and  the  Single  Brethren  involved 
shall  be  spoken  with  by  their  Choir  officers. 

July  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  list  of  Brethren  of  military  age  was 
revised  and  will  be  handed  to  the  captain  of  militia  so  that  he  may 
know  how  to  act. 

Aug.  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  action  taken  to  stop  the  marching,  soldier 
fashion,  has  had  good  results. 
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The  single  Br.  John  Ackermann  and  Timotheus  Holland  wish  to 
take  a  trip  to  the  state  of  Ohio.  They  plan  to  leave  in  September,  and 
probably  will  not  return  until  next  spring. 

Aug.  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  agrees  with  the  Aufseher  Colle- 
gium that  Br.  Schumann  must  be  told  that  no  more  can  be  allowed  him 
than  to  bring  one  Negress  to  Salem  to  wait  on  his  sick  wife. 

There  is  no  longer  a  printer  in  Salisbury ;  so  an  attempt  shall  be  made 
to  have  the  festal  odes  printed  by  Mr.  Gales,  in  Raleigh. 

Aug.  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  appears  that  a  number  of  the  Brethren  in 
Salem  are  planning  to  buy  Negresses  for  service  in  their  households. 
In  order  to  stop  that  in  time  it  will  be  well  to  agree  that  the  rules 
made  in  former  times  shall  be  renewed,  and  only  when  it  is  very  neces- 
sary shall  this  be  allowed,  and  each  case  shall  be  fully  discussed  in 
advance.  This  is  a  good  time  to  call  the  house-fathers  and  masters, 
and  the  other  members  of  Congregation  Council,  to  consider  this  matter ; 
to  compare  the  apparent  advantages  of  slaveholding  in  our  town  with 
the  greater  disadvantages;  and  to  decide  how  it  shall  be  handled  in 
the  future.12 

Aug.  2k-  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Conferenz  discussed  the  necessity  of 
trying  earnestly  to  reduce  the  number  of  boarding  pupils  so  that  it  may 
not  be  necessary  to  lodge  any  of  the  girls  with  families  in  town,  which 
is  not  advantageous  and  gives  young  Brethren  a  chance  to  make  their 
acquaintance. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  reported  that  for  good  reasons  it  had  recently  been 
arranged  in  Bethania  that  the  surplus  from  the  rents  which  the  resi- 
dents there  pay  to  the  Unity  Administration  shall  no  longer  be  turned 
over  to  the  congregation  diaconie  but  to  the  congregation  fund. 

Aug.  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Bagge  desires  to  know  the  wish  of  the 
Collegium  regarding  his  Negro  boy,  who  has  been  spending  part  of  his 
time  at  the  former  residence  of  Br.  Bagge  and  part  of  it  in  Salem.  The 
latter  is  often  for  a  number  of  days  in  succession,  which  is  not  wise. 
We  believe  that  this  should  not  be  allowed,  especially  because  we  must 
fear  that  if  it  is  permitted  other  Brethren  here  will  attempt  to  make 
similar  arrangements,  and  will  buy  a  Negro  or  a  Negress;  lodge  them 
with  a  neighbor,  and  employ  them  in  town  whenever  they  like.  To  pre- 
vent such  arrangements,  which  might  have  bad  consequences,  Collegium 
passed  a  resolution  to  serve  until  it  could  be  established  as  a  definite 
rule,  to  the  effect  that  no  resident  here  should  own  slaves  unless  he 
has  a  farm,  or  some  other  definite  work  for  them  elsewhere.

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Br.  Schumann  is  not  ill  disposed  toward  the  suggestion  that  he  take 
the  farm  on  the  other  side  of  the  "Wach,  and  move  thither  with  his  family. 
If  he  lives  there  he  can  serve  the  town  and  the  neighborhood  with  his 
medical  skill.    He  can  also  keep  his  Negro  slaves  there  without  objection. 

Sept.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  supply  of  new  Nachrichten  is  exhausted. 
At  the  Monday  evening  reading  meeting  Br.  Risler's  Erzahlungen  aus 
der  Briider  Historic  shall  be  used.  On  Sundays  interesting  old  memoirs 
shall  be  read. 

Sept.  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Schumann  has  investigated  the  place  in 
the  neighborhood  offered  to  him  for  a  residence,13  and  is  ready  to  move 
thither  with  his  family  as  soon  as  a  suitable  house  can  be  built.  It  was 
decided  to  allow  Br.  Schumann  a  definite  sum,  with  which  he  can  have  a 
house  built  according  to  his  own  plans;  this  sum  to  be  $1500.  In  view 
of  this  money  he  cannot  expect  to  hold  the  land  free  of  rent,  but  must 
expect  to  pay  an  annual  rental.  He  must  also  pay  the  house  and  land 
taxes. 

Sept.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  At  our  congregation  festival  on  November 
13,  a  new  ode  shall  be  sung.  It  shall  be  printed  in  Raleigh  and  five  hun- 
dred copies  shall  be  ordered. 

According  to  the  wish  of  several  members  an  account  of  the  beginning 
of  the  congregation  in  Bethabara  shall  be  read  from  records  on  hand. 

There  was  a  discussion  concerning  the  most  appropriate  time  for 
observing  the  Jubilee  of  Salem  congregation.  The  14th  of  February, 
1815,  on  which  day  it  will  be  fifty  years  since  our  Lord,  through  the  lot, 
selected  the  spot  on  which  the  town  of  Salem  was  to  be  built,  does  not 
seem  as  important  as  the  day  in  the  following  year  on  which  it  will 
be  fifty  years  since  building  was  actually  begun.  We  will  know  more 
about  the  latter  day  after  we  search  the  records  of  that  time. 

Oct.  J/..  (Auf.  Col.)  A  wish  was  expressed  that  the  congregation 
diaconie  might  establish  a  fund  from  which  help  might  be  given  to  per- 
sons who  have  served  in  one  or  another  of  the  congregation  branches,14 
and  who  have  retired  because  of  age  or  for  other  reasons.  This  would 
remove  the  difficulty  which  now  exists  that  the  pensions  of  such  persons 
must  be  paid  directly  by  the  branches  in  which  they  have  served.  The 
matter  will  be  considered  further. 

Oct.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  establishment  of  a  fund  for  masters  of  the 
branches  would  be  good  and  useful  in  several  respects.  That  it  could  be 
commenced  now  seems  impossible,  for  the  important  reason  that  the

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present  critical  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  seems 
to  require  that  any  surplus  in  the  congregation  diaconie  should  be  turned 
over  to  the  Unity  Vorsteher  Collegium. 

Oct.  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Schumann  presented  a  plan  for  his  house, 
which  was  approved.  The  plan  cannot  be  carried  out  until  next  year. 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  supervise  the  building,  with  assistance  from  Br. 
Meinung. 

Oct.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  reported  that  it  looked 
as  though  Br.  George  Hauser  might  spend  two  or  three  years  in  Chapel 
Hill  as  steward  of  the  University. 

Oct.  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Negro,  John  Immanuel,  who  works  in  the 
tanyard,  was  to  be  sold,  but  must  remain  there  for  the  present,  as  he  is 
sick  and  not  in  condition  for  sale. 

Oct.  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  note  with  gratitude  a  gift  through  Br. 
Steiner  from  the  girls  Boarding  School  to  the  boys  school,  of  two  globes, 
one  of  the  earth  and  one  of  the  heavens,  for  the  study  of  geography  and 
of  astronomy. 

Oct.  27.  (Cong.  Council.)  The  improvement  of  the  main  street  has 
made  no  progress,  except  that  a  part  of  the  necessary  stone  has  been 
gathered  into  piles  a  mile  from  town. 

Nov.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Johann  Philip  Blum  has 
returned  from  Pennsylvania.  He  wishes  to  become  a  resident  of  this 
town,  and  to  live  in  the  Brothers  House.  In  Bethlehem  he  learned  the 
trade  of  a  wagon-maker,  and  as  no  one  is  carrying  on  that  business  in 
Salem  he  shall  be  asked  whether  he  desires  to  carry  on  that  craft. 

Nov.  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Byhan  wishes  to  move  with  his  family 
into  the  stillhouse.  One  is  glad  of  this,  since  the  buildings  there  will  be 
under  better  supervision. 

Nov.  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johann  Philip  Blum  has  expressed  his 
wish  to  establish  himself  here  as  a  wagon-maker. 

The  Wachovia  Sustentation  diaconie  will  order  a  number  of  little 
alphabet  books,  which  can  be  lent  to  the  pupils  in  the  Bethania  school. 

Nov.  llf.  (H.C.f.G.)  Consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  education 
of  our  girls,  so  that  they  may  become  teachers.  The  Boarding  School 
shall  bear  the  expense. 

On  November  1,  our  Br.  Van  Yleck  received  a  letter  from  Br.  Johann 
Gottfried  Cunow,  in  the  name  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference.    The  let- 
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ter  was  dated  August  3,  this  year,  and  among  other  things  contained  the 
following : 

"After  we  had  received  the  news  of  the  home-going  of  our  Br. 
Loskiel  we  realized  the  urgent  necessity  of  naming  new  bishops, 
for  only  six  were  still  living  and  some  of  them  were  old  and  feeble. 
Our  Lord  was  gracious,  and  in  our  session  of  the  25th  of  July  gave 
us  to  know  His  will  in  this  important  matter.  And  as  we  took  your 
name,  dear  Brother,  as  nominated  for  that  office  the  Lord  approved 
that  the  Br.  Jacob  Van  Vleck  should  be  consecrated  a  bishop  of  the 
Brethren's  Church." 

The  carrying  out  of  this  notification  will  require  Br.  and  Sr.  Van 
Vleck  to  go  to  Pennsylvania,  which  they  cannot  do  until  next  spring,  as 
winter  is  at  the  door. 

Nov.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  have  moved  to  the  still- 
house  and  their  former  dwelling  is  empty.  Br.  Johann  Joachim  Hagen 
has  expressed  a  wish  to  settle  as  a  citizen,  and  to  take  this  house  in  rent. 
His  tailoring  goes  well,  and  he  has  some  means  of  his  own ;  also  in  view 
of  his  service  as  a  missionary15  and  his  lameness  resulting  therefrom  he 
can  count  on  assistance  from  the  Mission  diaconie  if  he  needs  it. 

Br.  Bagge  is  not  willing  to  serve  longer  as  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
and  has  sent  his  resignation  to  the  Assembly  of  this  state. 

The  repairs  on  the  street  from  the  store  to  the  tavern  will  soon  begin. 
A  neighbor,  Joseph  Waterson,  has  bound  himself  by  a  written  contract 
to  level  the  street  and  make  it  durable  with  sand  and  stone. 

It  is  improper  and  a  fire  risk  that  a  number  of  the  town  residents 
have  large  piles  of  hay,  uncovered,  in  their  yards. 

It  is  expected  that  the  exemption  from  militia  duty,  hitherto  held  by 
the  Quakers,  Mennonites,  and  Brethren  in  this  state,  will  be  revoked  at 
this  session  of  the  Assembly.  It  was  discussed  whether  the  Brethren 
should  send  a  petition,  asking  that  they  might  retain  this  privilege. 
For  good  reasons  it  was  decided  not  to  do  this  but  to  wait  and  see  what 
was  done. 

Nov.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Last  Monday  there  was  a  conference  con- 
cerning the  school  for  boys,  and  the  desired  arrangements  there.  The 
larger  children  and  the  two  older  boys  still  attending  the  school  will  be 
given  instruction  by  Br.  Wolle  in  Latin,  natural  history,  geometry, 
singing,  and  violin  playing,  in  addition  to  the  subjects  already  being 
taught. 


16  He  came  to  America  in  1804;  served  as  missionary  to  the  northern  Indians. 
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Dec.  IJf..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Conferenz  agreed  with  the  Committee 
in  Bethania  that  the  married  Negroes  William  and  Christine,  who  with 
their  children  have  belonged  to  the  congregation  there,  can  no  longer  be 
counted  as  belonging  to  the  congregation  because  of  their  objectionable 
behaviour. 

The  Single  Sr.  Benigna  Benzien  has  expressed  a  wish  to  live  in  Beth- 
lehem, and  we  do  not  desire  to  throw  any  obstacles  in  her  way,  so  the 
matter  will  be  taken  up  with  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  there. 

Dec.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  Good  wishes  were  given  to  Br.  Stotz  on  this, 
his  sixty-third  birthday. 

Day  before  yesterday  Br.  Joh.  Joachim  Hagen  was  betrothed  to  Sr. 
Susanna  Lick. 

The  last  proposal  for  the  sale  of  the  Negro,  John  Emanuel,  did  not 
go  through.  He  has  been  sent  in  rent  to  help  at  the  Salem  mill,  and  so 
has  been  placed  outside  the  town. 

Again  two  young  men  from  the  Brothers  House  have  been  appointed  by 
the  court  to  the  Negro  patrol.  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  suggested  their 
names,  and  we  wish  he  would  stop  doing  this,  or  at  least  select  two  more 
able  Brethren. 

Dec.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  two  choir  galleries  in  the  church  the 
floor  should  be  raised,  so  that  the  musicians  can  see  the  minister  even 
when  they  are  seated. 

Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1814-. 

March  1.  Br.  Johann  Christian  and  Sr.  Elisabeth  Lehmann,  their 
two  sons,  Christian  Eugenius  and  Heinrich  Benatus,  and  the  older  girl, 
Maria  Magdalena  Philips,  moved  from  here  to  Bethania,  accompanied 
by  our  best  wishes.  Br.  and  Sr.  Lehmann  have  been  chief  Saaldiener 
for  two  or  three  years,  serving  with  great  faithfulness,  and  Br.  Leh- 
mann was  also  an  esteemed  member  of  the  local  Committee. 

April  3.  All  of  the  services  in  this  Passion  Week  were  well  attended 
by  our  members,  and  in  part  by  visitors. 

April  16.  We  had  a  hard  frost  which  did  much  damage;  the  fruit 
seems  to  have  suffered  badly. 

May  10.  Br.  Strohle  and  others  went  to  Salem  in  an  uncovered 
wagon,  and  as  it  rained  all  day,  and  there  were  several  downpours  as  they 
were  on  their  way  back,  they  reached  home  very  nearly  wet  through. 
There  was  no  evening  service. 
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June  11.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Christian  Burkhard  was  married  to 
the  single  Sr.  Christina  Elisabeth  Ackerman.16  Many  visitors  were 
present,  in  addition  to  members  from  Salem  and  Bethania.  The  cere- 
mony was  followed  by  a  pleasant  lovefeast  for  a  number  of  Brethren 
and  Sisters,  including  relatives,  and  the  newly  married  couple. 

July  5.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  rain.  In  the  following  days  the 
weather  was  the  hottest  so  far  this  summer;  the  Fahrenheit  thermome- 
ter stood  daily  at  100°  in  the  shade. 

July  16.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  on  foot  to  visit  Br.  John  Chitty 
and  his  wife,  who  live  a  good  four  and  a  half  miles  from  here.  The  heat 
was  almost  unendurable. 

July  18.  This  afternoon,  after  a  long,  hot,  dry  spell,  we  had  rain. 
It  did  not  last  long  but  was  refreshing. 

Aug.  5.  Muster  was  held  here,  and  as  the  noise  continued  until  late 
in  the  evening,  and  we  feared  that  we  would  be  disturbed,  there  was  no 
evening  service. 

Aug.  7.  Two  letters  were  read  from  Br.  Denke  in  Upper  Canada; 
and  an  account  of  our  congregation  in  Moscow17  and  their  experiences 
in  the  great  fire  of  September,  1812. 

Aug.  11.  Some  of  our  Brethren  went  to  Salem,  others  to  Bethania,  to 
the  election. 

Aug.  llf..    For  some  days  the  heat  has  been  exceedingly  oppressive. 

Aug.  17.  We  had  one  severe  thunderstorm  after  the  other,  but  little 
rain. 

Aug.  21.    Since  yesterday  the  weather  has  been  very  cool. 

Sept.  19.  For  several  days  it  has  been  cool  and  rainy,  and  today  we 
saw  the  hoar-frost. 

Sept.  26.  Today  work  was  begun  in  the  re-covering  of  the  church  and 
Gemein  Haus.  This  very  important  matter  had  been  planned  long  ago, 
but  was  postponed  for  various  reasons. 

Oct.  1.  The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Meinung,  from  Salem,  went  to 
the  mill,  to  turn  it  over  to  the  new  owner,  Mr.  Casper  Stolz.  The  mill 
has  belonged  to  the  Brethren  for  fifty-nine  years,  that  is  since  it  was  built 
in  1755,  but  it  was  sold  to  Mr.  Stolz  last  spring. 


16  As  the  marriage  of  Johann  Christian  Burkhard  was  considered  by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz, 

fifteen  suggested  names  of  women  were  negatived  by  the  lot;  six  received  an  affirmative 
lot  but  the  Sisters  refused.

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Oct.  4>  Today  the  new  roof  on  the  church  and  Gemein  Haus  was 
finished.  We  thank  God  from  our  hearts  that  He  gave  such  favorable 
weather  for  the  work,  and  protected  the  workmen  from  all  accident  and 
injury. 

Oct.  20.  During  these  days  it  has  been  piercingly  cold,  and  it  has 
frozen  every  night. 

Nov.  17.  The  Brethren  and  Sisters  Van  Vleck,  von  Schweinitz,  and 
Peter,  and  the  musicians,  came  from  Salem  to  the  celebration  of  the 
anniversary  of  our  congregation. 

Nov.  20.  The  house-fathers  met  to  discuss  the  new  fence  to  be  made 
around  our  God's  Acre. 

Nov.  21.  *  The  daily  school  for  the  children  began  again,  after  an 
interruption  of  several  weeks. 

Dec.  25.  Sunday.  At  ten  o'clock  the  Christmas  sermon  was  preached 
on  the  Gospel  for  the  day.  Soon  after  this  service  it  began  to  snow 
heavily  and  continued  until  late  at  night.  On  the  following  days  no 
services  could  be  held  on  account  of  the  cold  and  the  bad  roads. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethania,  181k. 

Jan.  1.  Br.  Kluge  preached  today  in  the  German  settlement  near 
Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer,  where  he  had  a  large  audience.  In  the  evening 
he  led  the  liturgy  in  Bethania. 

Jan.  3.  Early  in  the  morning  the  Brn.  Pfohl  and  Kluge  and  their 
wives  set  out  in  a  coach  for  Salem  to  attend  the  liturgical  opening  of  the 
congregation  conferences  for  the  new  year.  They  had  gone  scarcely 
one  hundred  paces  when  something  about  the  coach  broke,  so  they  could 
drive  no  further  in  it.  Each  of  the  couples  then  secured  a  chair  in  the 
village,  and  started  again,  but  did  not  reach  Salem  in  time  for  the  opening 
meeting.  Instead  they  attended  the  lovefeast  in  the  afternoon  for  all  the 
servants  of  the  church;  then  returned  to  Bethania.  It  was  quite  dark 
by  the  time  they  reached  here,  for  they  could  drive  but  slowly  on 
account  of  the  condition  of  the  roads,  made  very  bad  by  the  recent  rain 
and  snow. 

Jan.  30.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  near  John  Jacob 
Sponhauer,  and  preached  there. 

Feb.  19.  Br.  Kluge  went  to  the  Pfaff  settlement,  and  held  religious 
instruction  for  the  young  people  there.  He  also  baptized  the  little  son 
of  Philip  and  Maria  Elisabeth  Transou,  who  live  in  that  settlement. 
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Feb.  28.  About  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  a  strong  wind  was 
blowing,  we  were  no  little  alarmed  when  the  roof  of  Br.  Christian  Hege's 
shop  caught  fire.  The  chimney  was  bad,  having  been  walled  only  to  the 
height  of  the  roof,  and  when  discovered  the  fire  was  rising  at  one  place 
to  the  height  of  a  man.  The  shop  is  very  low,  and  several  persons  came 
running  with  buckets  of  water  and  were  so  fortunate  as  to  extinguish 
the  fire  before  the  fire-engine  could  be  brought. 

March  1.  Br.  Johann  Christian  Lehmann  and  his  family  moved  here 
today.  He  has  bought  the  house  and  lot  of  Br.  Johann  Jacob  Schor, 
who  has  moved  to  his  farm. 

March  3.  "We  had  a  short  visit  from  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  who  came 
from  Salem  on  business.  Because  it  was  so  very  cold  the  evening  service 
was  omitted. 

March  6.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  adult  residents  of  our  town,  and 
the  Committee  presented  the  fire-rules  for  our  town,  and  announced  the 
names  of  the  Brethren  who  are  appointed  in  connection  with  those  rules. 

March  13.  Br.  Pfohl  read  to  the  adult  residents  a  letter  from  the 
Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze,  commending  to  their  assistance  the  Bible 
Society  organized  in  our  state  of  North  Carolina  at  the  end  of  last 
year. 

March  20.  Sunday.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival,  post- 
poned from  yesterday. 

March  26.  Most  of  the  Brethren  belonging  to  this  congregation  busied 
themselves  in  clearing  from  God's  Acre  the  weeds  which  grew  up  last 
summer.  They  decided  that  in  order  to  get  rid  of  the  wild  grass  and 
weeds  they  would  plough  them  up  late  in  the  year,  let  them  lie  over 
winter,  and  in  spring  level  the  ground  and  sow  grass  and  clover. 

March  27.  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  at 
Sponhauer's  to  hold  the  four-weekly  preaching  service. 

April  3.  In  preparation  for  the  Holy  Communion  on  Maundy  Thurs- 
day, Br.  Pfohl  read  the  section  on  the  Lord's  Supper  from  the  Idea  Fidei 
Fratrum. 

April  lJf.  In  the  afternoon,  in  our  parish  graveyard  near  the  mill, 
Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  of  the  single  man,  Heinrich  Seiler,18  who  was 
found  yesterday  at  our  creek  with  his  face  in  the  water,  dead.  The  ser- 
mon had  to  be  preached  in  the  woods,  for  there  was  not  place  in  the 
mill-house  for  the  crowd  that  attended. 


w  His  memoir  states  that  he  was  subject  to  attacks  of  "the  falling  sickness."  It  was 
surmised  that  he  had  stopped  at  the  creek  to  wash  his  face,  and  that  as  he  stooped 
he  had  fallen  into  the  water,  face  down,  in  one  of  his  attacks. 
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April  16.  This  morning  we  had  so  hard  a  frost  that  all  hope  of  a 
good  fruit  crop  was  lost. 

April  2Jf.  This  was  the  Sunday  on  which  a  sermon  should  be  preached 
in  the  German  settlement  near  Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer,  but  it  was  rain- 
ing, so  Br.  Kluge  did  not  go.  In  the  afternoon  a  messenger  came  from 
Sponhauer,  with  the  urgent  request  that  one  of  the  Brethren  would  come 
and  give  the  Holy  Communion  to  his  wife,  who  greatly  desired  it  and 
who  seemed  to  be  near  her  end.  We  talked  the  matter  over,  and  de- 
cided that  Br.  Kluge  should  go,  and  if  her  desire  was  really  so  great  he 
should  give  her  Communion.  For  many  years  she  and  her  husband  have 
been  closely  connected  with  the  Unity,  though  they  have  not  been 
counted  as  members  of  it.  Br.  Kluge  found  the  sick  woman  in  an  edify- 
ing condition  of  soul  and  gave  her  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  presence  of 
her  husband  and  several  members  of  this  congregation  who  were  visiting 
there.  She  and  her  husband  could  not  sufficiently  express  their  thanks. 
A  fair  number  of  the  residents  of  that  settlement  had  come  for  preaching, 
and  were  still  there;  Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer  asked  Br.  Kluge  to  give 
them  a  word  of  exhortation,  so  he  preached  for  them  that  evening,  and 
returned  to  Bethania  the  following  day. 

April  28.  Old  Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer  sent  a  messenger  with  the 
news  that  his  wife  departed  gently  last  evening.  He  asked  that  one  of 
the  Brethren  would  come  tomorrow  and  hold  her  funeral. 

May  1.    Br.  Kluge  has  taken  a  bad  cold. 

May  J/..  Toward  evening  Br.  Kluge  had  an  attack  of  very  high  fever. 
The  medicine  which  our  doctor,  Br.  Schumann,  gave  him  quickly  reduced 
the  fever,  and  the  next  day  he  was  free  of  it,  though  he  was  very  weak. 

June  6.  Two  years  ago  there  was  much  consideration  given  by  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  to  the  second  marriage  of  the  widowed  Br.  Adam 
Buttner,  and  he  received  permission  to  seek  out  a  person  who  might  be 
willing  to  marry  him,  as  the  Conferenz  did  not  feel  free  to  suggest  anyone. 
After  again  conferring  with  the  Conferenz  he  yesterday  married  the 
widow  Elisabeth  Lidy,  maiden  name  Frey,  a  daughter  of  Michael  Frey 
of  Germanton.  The  wedding  took  place  on  the  farm  of  her  father,  and 
the  ceremony  was  performed  by  a  justice  of  the  peace.  Today  he  brought 
her  to  his  house  in  Bethania. 

July  1  and  2.  There  was  the  speaking  in  preparation  for  the  Lord's 
Supper.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  spoke  with  those  who  come  to  Communion 
once  in  eight  weeks ;  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  with  those  who  come  every 
four  weeks. 
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July  9.  Br.  Pfohl  visited  Salem,  and  attended  the  festal  lovefeast 
of  the  Choir  of  Older  Boys,  into  which  Choir  his  elder  son,  Samuel 
Thomas,  was  received  today.  The  boy  is  attending  the  Anstalt  in 
Salem. 

July  10.  Br.  Kluge  preached  today,  by  request,  in  the  house  of 
Johannes  Miller,  seven  miles  from  here,  and  baptized  four  children  of 
neighbors  there. 

July  13.  Br.  Pfohl  went  to  the  German  settlement  and  held  the 
funeral  of  the  married  man,  Jacob  Sponhauer,  whose  mother  passed 
away  in  April.  One  could  be  glad  for  his  release  from  need  and  misery. 
For  about  twenty  years  he  suffered  from  a  sore  on  his  leg  which  would 
not  heal,  and  which  was  made  much  worse  this  year  by  the  use  of  false 
curatives.  The  leg  had  to  be  taken  off,  and  he  had  hardly  recovered 
from  the  operation  when  he  developed  quick  consumption,  which  brought 
his  end.    He  was  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  his  age. 

July  17.  Sunday.  Our  old,  auswartige  Br.  Johannes  and  Sr.  Cath- 
arina  Beroth  can  seldom  come  to  Bethania  because  of  their  age  and 
feebleness.  They  had  expressed  a  great  longing  for  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  asked  that  it  be  brought  to  them.  Br.  Kluge  went  to  them 
today  for  that  purpose,  and  they  were  truly  glad  for  it. 

"We  heard  today  that  the  single  Johann  George  Krieger,  (son  of  J ohann 
George  Krieger,)  on  last  Thursday,  the  14th,  married  a  woman  who  does 
not  belong  to  us.  He  did  this  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Conferences, 
and  has  thereby  cut  himself  off  from  our  congregation. 

July  26.  By  request,  Br.  Kluge  today  visited  a  very  miserable,  sick 
man  named  Andreas  Volck,  who  lives  about  twenty  miles  from  here.  He 
found  the  man  already  speechless,  and  could  only  urge  him  fervently  to 
turn  to  the  Saviour  in  these  last  moments  of  his  life. 

July  27.  A  messenger  came  from  the  family  of  the  above  mentioned 
sick  man,  and  brought  word  that  he  had  died  during  the  night.  They 
requested  Br.  Kluge  to  hold  the  funeral. 

July  28.  Br.  Kluge  went  again  to  that  neigborhood,  stopping  at  the 
home  of  Charles  Holder,  fourteen  miles  from  here,  to  whose  farm  the 
remains  were  to  be  brought  for  burial. 

Aug.  11.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Assembly  of  our  state,  our  town, 
Bethania,  was  made  a  voting  place  for  representatives  from  our  county 
to  the  Assembly,  in  place  of  Brux's  Town.  Today  several  hundred  men 
gathered  in  our  town  for  this  purpose. 
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Aug.  28.  Two  letters  from  Br.  Denke,  dated  'Nov.  18,  1813,  and 
Jan.  29,  1814,  were  read  to  the  congregation.  They  brought  us  the  first 
news  of  the  Indian  congregation  since  the  destruction  and  burning  of 
Fairfield,  and  informed  us  that  they  were  wintering  on  Lake  Ontario. 

Oct.  2Jf.  Br.  Kluge  visited  our  old  Br.  Johannes  Beroth,  who  had  a 
stroke  eight  days  ago. 

Nov.  9.  During  this  week  there  was  speaking  with  those  who  have 
been  received  into  the  congregation  and  those  not  yet  received.  Br.  and 
Sr.  Pf ohl  took  the  married  people ;  and  Br.  Pf ohl  spoke  with  the  single 
Brethren  and  boys  in  town.  Br.  Kluge  spoke  with  the  auswartige 
single  Brethren  and  boys;  Sr.  Pfohl  with  all  the  older  girls;  and  Sr. 
Kluge  with  all  the  Single  Sisters. 

Nov.  21/..  Some  time  ago  the  militia  were  enrolled  in  our  neighbor- 
hood. Some  days  ago  they  received  orders  to  march  to  Norfolk,  pre- 
sumably to  prevent  a  landing  of  the  English  there ;  and  today  they  left 
our  part  of  the  country. 

Dec.  11.  By  request,  Br.  Kluge  preached  at  the  home  of  Friedrich 
Miiller. 

Dec.  25.  We  could  have  no  evening  service,  as  it  snowed  from  the 
forenoon  until  in  the  night,  and  lay  several  inches  thick. 

From  the  Bethania  Memorabilia.  To  the  other  things  for  which  we 
must  thank  our  dear  Lord  belong: 

His  protection  of  our  fields  and  gardens  from  the  hail-storms,  which 
did  much  harm  during  this  year  in  some  places. 

The  wheat  suffered  from  the  rust  which  attacked  many  of  our  fields ; 
the  corn  was  affected  by  the  drought  of  the  late  summer,  and  was  not  as 
good  as  we  had  hoped ;  and  the  fruit  was  killed  by  the  late  frost  in  spring ; 
but  in  general  we  have  no  cause  to  complain,  but  rather  to  thank  the 
Giver  of  all  good. 

It  is  true  that  our  businesses  and  our  temporal  affairs  have  felt  the 
pressure  of  present  circumstances  in  our  land,  for  everything  is  much 
higher  than  formerly ;  yet  we  trust  our  dear  Lord  that  He  will  continue 
to  care  for  us,  and  will  give  us  what  we  need  for  the  food  and  other 
necessaries  of  our  bodies.  Thank  God;  not  one  among  us,  who  was 
faithful  in  his  calling,  has  had  cause  to  complain  over  real  need. 

We  rejoiced  greatly  when  we  saw  in  the  newspapers  that  the  war  in 
Europe  had  come  to  an  end,  and  our  congregations  there  might  again 
proceed  in  peace  and  safety.  We  prayed  and  still  pray  the  more  fer- 
vently that  in  His  mercy  He  will  so  order  the  circumstances  of  this  land 
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that  the  happiness  of  an  undisturbed  rest  and  quiet  peace  may  again  be 
our  portion. 

We  also  note  that  a  small  house  has  been  built  for  the  fire  engine; 
and  fire  rules  for  our  town  have  been  made. 

Extracts  from  the  Friedberg  Diary,  1814. 

Jan.  2.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  a  beginning  was  made  with  re- 
ligious instruction  for  the  boys  and  girls  from  twelve  to  eighteen  years 
old,  and,  please  God,  this  will  continue  every  fourteen  days. 

Jan.  18.  The  single  Br.  Joseph  Spach  and  the  single  Sr.  Elisabeth 
Essie  were  married  in  the  house  of  her  parents. 

/ an.  20.  The  funeral  sermon  of  Felix  Glattf  elder  was  preached  in  the 
Zion  Church,  to  a  large  gathering. 

Feb.  20.  The  widowed  Br.  Valentine  Miller  was  married  to  Eva 
Crisson  in  his  house. 

Feb.  27.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze, 
commending  the  Bible  Society  of  North  Carolina  to  our  active  sympathy. 

March  13.  This  congregation  observed  its  anniversary  day.  Br. 
Joseph  Spach  was  elected  Steward. 

March  16.  Br.  and  Sr.  Rude  went  to  Opossumtown,  where  the  little 
daughter  of  Christian  and  Anna  Maria  Hohns  was  baptized,  receiving 
the  name  Anna  Maria. 

April  11/..  There  was  the  funeral  of  the  woman  Eva  Miiller,  maiden 
name  Crisson ;  she  did  not  belong  to  us. 

April  2k-  First,  something  was  read  from  the  Lutheran  Magazine. 
Then  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  saaldiener,  committee,  stewards,  and 
those  who  have  been  received  into  the  congregation  during  the  past 
year. 

May  29.  There  was  a  gathering  of  the  congregation  and  Society 
members,  and  after  a  preparatory  address  the  rules  of  the  congregation 
were  read. 

It  should  be  added  that  a  German  school  for  girls  was  begun  on  the 
16th;  and — please  God — will  continue  through  the  summer,  three  days 
in  the  week. 

Aug.  26.  Br.  Rude  preached  the  funeral  sermon  for  Bernhard  Lang, 
in  the  Zion  Church. 

Dec.  25.  The  weather  was  fairly  good  in  the  morning,  and  a  large 
number  of  members,  children,  and  friends  gathered ;  but  all  had  to  leave 
in  the  afternoon  in  thick  snow. 
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From  the  one  sheet  of  the  Hope  Diary  for  181)+ 
which  is  preserved. 

J uly  18.  Sunday.  Br.  Kramsch's  eyesight  has  grown  worse  steadily, 
and  various  persons  have  advised  him  to  submit  to  an  operation.  He 
finally  decided  to  do  this,  and  today  was  set  for  his  departure  from  here, 
so  no  service  could  be  held,  although  several  came  for  it.  Br.  Kramsch 
commended  himself  to  their  prayers.  At  noon  Br.  Riide  came  to  take 
Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  to  Salem. 

July  20.  Br.  Kramsch,  his  daughter  Louise,  and  Br.  Steiner  left  in 
the  mail-stage  for  Bialeigh,  where  Dr.  Calvin  Jones  will  operate  on  him. 
Dr.  Jones  has  already  performed  several  operations  with  good  success. 
Sr.  Kramsch  went  back  to  Hope  with  her  daughter,  who  came  for  her 
this  morning. 

Aug.  15.  Br.  Martin  Hohns  wanted  to  hear  the  Results  of  Synod 
in  the  German  language,  so  today  Sr.  Kramsch  and  her  daughter  went  in 
the  chair  to  his  house,  and  read  the  Results  to  him  and  his  wife,  giving 
them  pleasure. 

From  the  Memorabilia  of  Hope.  During  this  year  the  single  Nathan 
Padget  and  the  single  Susan  Hauser  have  married  persons  who  do  not 
belong  to  us.  Both  ceremonies  were  performed  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace. 

The  single  John  Hauser  has  gone  to  Kentucky.  The  single  Mary 
Elrod  (daughter  of  John  Elrod,)  has  gone  to  Ohio.  Both  have  thereby 
severed  their  connection  with  our  congregation.

[Napoleon  escaped  from  Elba  and  returned  to  France,  recovered  his 
throne,  and  held  it  for  a  few  weeks.  On  June  18,  he  was  defeated  at 
Waterloo  by  the  English  under  Wellington  and  the  Prussians  under 
Bliicher,  and  was  sent  to  St.  Helena,  where  he  remained  a  prisoner  for 
the  rest  of  his  life. 

On  January  8,  General  Andrew  Jackson  defeated  the  British  troops 
which  had  been  sent  over  to  capture  New  Orleans. 

The  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  England,  which  had 
been  drawn  up  at  Ghent  in  December  of  the  preceding  year,  was  ratified 
at  Washington  on  February  15,  bringing  the  War  of  1812  to  an  end.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  the  Wachovia  Congregations 
for  the  Year  1815. 

We  cannot  glance  backward  over  the  year  which  has  passed,  and 
consider  the  mercies  and  blessings  which  have  been  our  portion  therein, 
without  a  feeling  of  thankfulness  to  the  Giver  of  all  good.  Particularly 
we  remember  the  impression  made  upon  our  hearts  by  that  happy  day 
and  hour  when  we  heard  that  peace  had  been  declared  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  Great  Britain,  and  we  were  filled  with  unspeak- 
able joy. 

At  the  close  of  last  year  we  hovered  between  hope  and  fear,  wonder- 
ing what  effect  the  peace  negotiations  at  Ghent  might  have  or  might 
already  have  had.  On  January  12,  we  united  with  the  entire  country  in 
the  Day  of  Prayer  recommended  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  brought  to  the  Lord  our  God  our  humble  and  fervent  petitions  that 
He  would  graciously  and  mercifully  bring  to  an  end  the  shedding  of 
blood,  and  again  bestow  upon  the  land  and  its  inhabitants  precious 
peace.1 

On  the  21st  of  February  we  heard  with  joy  of  the  favorable  results  of 
the  peace  negotiations;  that  the  peace  preliminaries  had  been  signed 
at  Ghent ;  and  that  they  had  been  ratified  in  London.  This  report  was 
confirmed  on  March  1,  by  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  which  stated  that  the  treaty  had  been  officially  accepted,  and 
that  it  had  been  ratified  by  the  President  on  February  18.  That  evening, 
under  a  still,  clear  sky,  the  town  of  Salem  was  illuminated,  and  sweet 
music  and  songs  of  praise  made  a  charming  and  solemn  close  to  this 
happy  day. 


1  The  diaries  use  the  term  edler  Friede  so  often  that  the  two  words  almost  seem  one. 
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Government  appointed  April  13  as  a  Day  of  Thanksgiving  for  Peace 
in  the  United  States,  and  we  celebrated  this  day  in  all  our  congregations 
with  the  happiest  and  most  thankful  hearts,  and  extolled  and  praised 
God  our  Lord,  who  after  almost  three  years  of  war  has  graciously  and 
kindly  re-established  peace  and  the  desired  repose.  For  this  priceless 
good,  at  the  close  of  this  year  we  will  bring  to  our  gracious  God  and 
King  of  Kings  the  thank-offering  of  our  humble  hearts. 

With  our  joy  over  the  gift  of  peace  was  combined  the  comforting 
thought  that  we  might  now  proceed  in  peace,  united  with  our  European 
congregations.  This  was  soon  disturbed  by  the  news  that  Europe,  where 
peace  had  been  so  recently  established,  was  in  danger  of  again  becoming 
the  scene  of  devastating  war.  The  more  reason  have  we  now  to  recog- 
nize and  honor  the  mighty  hand  of  God,  which  quickly  put  an  end  to  the 
bloody  strife  which  had  begun. 

It  is  fitting  that  we  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  blessing  of  our 
dear  heavenly  Father,  under  which  the  fruit  of  the  earth  has  done  well. 
Part  of  the  crop  seemed  in  danger  of  utter  ruin  because  of  the  destruc- 
tive storm  on  the  4th  of  September,  but  the  fine  weather  which  followed 
reduced  the  damage  to  a  large  degree.  God  also  permitted  His  blessing 
to  rest  upon  the  work  of  our  hands  in  the  professions  and  in  the  work- 
shops, and  in  the  diaconies. 

This  neighborhood  did  not  escape  the  various  illnesses  which  were 
epidemic,  nor  the  vicious  fall  fever  which  attacked  nearly  all  the  fami- 
lies living  between  Hope  and  the  Yadkin  River.  This  fever  not  only 
came  close  to  Salem  but  a  number  of  residents  in  town  had  it,  which  has 
not  been  the  case  for  more  than  twenty  years.  Yet  we  had  reason  to  be 
thankful  when  we  heard  how  sorely  other  neighborhoods  and  towns  had 
been  afflicted. 

During  this  year  again  the  approval  of  the  Saviour  has  accompanied 
the  public  preaching  of  the  Gospel  on  Sundays  in  our  congregation,  also 
outside  our  borders  at  stated  times  or  as  opportunity  offered.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  in  our  country  congregations  it  happened  often  that  no 
one  or  very  few  could  come  to  the  meetinghouse,  because  of  the  distance 
at  which  members  live,  unfavorable  weather,  sickness,  or  other  circum- 
stances. 

In  Hope  this  year  the  four-weekly  meetings  for  Negroes  were  recom- 
menced, and  usually  were  well  attended.  In  these  meetings  they  have 
been  given  instruction  in  religious  truths  in  language  which  they  can 
understand. 

In  Eriedberg  for  the  first  time  a  number  of  twelve-year-old  children 
have  been  given  special  doctrinal  instruction,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
instruction  meetings  they  were  publicly  catechised  on  a  Sunday,  and  gave 
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pleasing  evidence  of  their  attention,  to  the  pleasure  of  their  parents 
and  others  who  were  present. 

As  no  new  Nachrichten  arrived,  the  reading  meetings  in  Salem  have 
been  given  to  extracts  from  the  story  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren, 
and  to  interesting  articles  from  old  Nachrichten.  Now  we  are  eagerly 
looking  forward  to  receiving  a  new  supply  of  Nachrichten.  We  have 
suffered  from  the  lack  of  our  Text  Books  again  this  year,  but  hope  to 
receive  those  for  1816. 

We  have  hoped  that  as  a  result  of  peace  we  would  hear  more  often 
from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  but  so  far  this  hope  has  not  been 
realized.  From  our  correspondent,  Br.  Verbeek,  we  have  received  only 
one  letter,  and  no  reports  for  the  year  1815. 

On  the  7th  of  May,  in  Bethlehem,  Br.  Jacob  Van  Yleck  was  conse- 
crated a  bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Church  by  Br.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel, 
with  the  written  concurrence  of  Br.  Johann  Gottfried  Cunow,  mem- 
ber of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference.  Our  congregation  took  much  inter- 
est in  this,  and  thanked  the  Lord  for  His  gracious  leading  and  protection 
given  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Yan  Vleck  on  their  journey  to  Pennsylvania  and 
return.  They  were  away  from  April  6  to  June  11,  and  during  this  time 
the  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Simon  Peter  acted  together  as  pastors; 
the  former  presided  over  the  Aeltesten  Conf erenz ;  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter 
served  the  married  Choir  in  Salem. 

The  Wachovia  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  Heathen  had  a  well-attended  and  pleasant  meeting 
on  the  14th  of  November.  They  were  particularly  interested  in  the 
news  which  came  that  day,  that  during  the  visit  of  Br.  Johann  Gebhard 
Cunow  to  Upper  Canada  it  had  been  decided  to  establish  a  new  Indian 
congregation,  and  one  had  been  begun  not  far  from  the  ruins  of  Fairfield. 
Prayers  were  offered  for  a  blessing  on  the  work  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke 
and  Br.  Johann  Renatus  Schmidt  in  New  Fairfield. 

Our  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold,  in  Springplace,  have  continued  to  enjoy  the 
support  of  the  Lord  in  their  work.  They  gathered  a  plentiful  crop  from 
their  garden,  field,  and  orchard.  Sr.  Gambold  suffered  for  several 
months  with  rheumatism,  but  the  last  letters  reported  that  she  was 
better. 

What  we  know  of  the  blessing  which  has  rested  this  year  upon  the  work 
of  the  Bible  and  Mission  Societies  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  awakens 
in  our  hearts  the  believing  hope  that  the  reward  of  the  sufferings  of 
Jesus  will  largely  increase  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  that  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  will  pierce  the  thickest  darkness. 

Sr.  Salome  Fetter  has  re-entered  the  service  of  the  Boarding  School 
for  girls,  in  which  town  girls,  thirteen  in  number,  attend  the  classes. 
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Fifty-four  new  boarding  pupils  have  entered  the  School,  and  one  child 
of  the  congregation,  Dorothea  Elisabeth  Pf  ohl,  from  Bethania.  Forty-two 
have  returned  to  their  homes.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Boarding 
School  has  ninety-six  students  from  outside  and  two  children  of  the 
congregation. 

The  Brn.  Gottfried  Schulz,  Landmann,  and  Kuschke  asked  to  be 
relieved  from  membership  in  the  Congregation  Council,  and  the  three 
married  Brn.  Jacob  Blum,  Christian  Blum,  and  Wilhelm  Fries  were 
elected  in  their  places. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Boner,  from  Bethania,  succeeded  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian 
Blum  in  the  tavern,  Br.  Blum  having  asked  to  be  released  from  the  office 
which  he  has  filled  faithfully  for  nearly  five  years. 

In  addition  to  some  small  buildings,  a  new  dwelling  has  been  erected 
in  Salem.  Permanent  improvements  have  been  made  to  part  of  the 
street  through  the  town.  A  well  has  been  dug  in  the  Square  in  front  of 
the  Boarding  School.  A  new  house  has  been  built  for  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schumann  on  the  plantation  belonging  to  Salem,  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Wach.  A  new  gristmill  was  built  on  the  Brushy  Fork.  On  his  land  on 
the  Petersbach,  Br.  Zevilly  has  erected  the  first  machine  in  this  neigh- 
borhood for  the  carding  of  wool. 

Extracts  from  the  Salem  Diary,  1815. 

Jan.  1.    Br.  Steiner  held  the  children's  hour  in  English. 
In  Hope  the  meetings  were  omitted  because  Br.  Kramsch  had  a  severe 
attack  of  fever. 

Jan.  6.    Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  children's  hour  in  German. 

/ an.  8.  In  the  English  sermon  Br.  Van  Yleck  preached  on  the  Gospel 
for  Epiphany,  and  the  call  of  the  heathen  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

In  the  afternoon,  after  a  short  address,  he  baptized  the  little  daughter 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  Winkler,  Matilda  Amalia,  born  on  the  6th,  also  the  little 
daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Christian  Gottfried  Schulz,  Dorothea  Matilda, 
born  yesterday. 

Br.  Reichel  preached  in  Friedland,  as  Br.  Buchholz  has  been  sick 
for  several  days. 

Jan.  12.  We  observed  the  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  recom- 
mended by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  Prayers  and  petitions 
were  offered  for  our  dear  fatherland,  and  we  humbly  ackowledged  our 
shortcomings  before  the  Lord.  Br.  Yan  Yleck  preached  in  German  in 
the  forenoon,  and  Br.  Steiner  preached  in  English  in  the  afternoon. 
Both  services  were  largely  attended  by  members  and  neighbors.    In  both 
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the  proclamation  of  the  President  was  read,  and  suitable  addresses  were 
made  on  the  meaning  of  such  a  day.  Fervent  prayer  was  offered  for  the 
further  patience,  grace  and  mercy  of  God,  and  for  the  speedy  re- 
establishment  of  precious  peace.  In  the  evening  was  singstunde,  in 
which  all  present  asked  for  this  blessing. 

Jan.  20.  Friday.  The  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  met  in 
Salem,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch,  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz,  and  Br.  Rude  being 
present.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  came  last  Tuesday,  hoping  that  a 
change  of  air  would  benefit  Br.  Kramsch's  health,  which  has  not  been 
good  for  a  long  time. 

For  lack  of  written  Beden2  sl  beginning  was  made  in  the  evening  service 
with  reading  Count  Zinzendorf's  Gedanken  uber  verschiedene  Wahrheiten 
der  heiligen  Schrift.3 

J  an.  22.    The  weather  is  piercingly  cold,  and  last  night  we  had  snow. 

Jan.  28.  For  the  first  time  this  year  a  Unity  Day  was  held  for  the 
children,  in  which  the  girls  from  the  Boarding  School  took  part. 

At  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  Br.  Van  Yleck  prayed  with  them  one  of 
their  liturgies;  then  Br.  Reichel  held  the  children's  hour  in  English. 
In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  they  had  a  happy  lovefeast.  Following 
this  the  children  of  the  congregation  had  a  blessed  Anbeten,  with  an 
address  by  Br.  Peter.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  singstunde  for  the 
congregation  in  the  evening. 

Feb.  6.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  children's  hour,  which  from  now  on 
will  be  in  the  German  language  on  Mondays,  since  the  English  service 
for  the  children  has  been  changed  to  Thursdays.  On  Fridays  the  chil- 
dren will  have  either  singstunde  or  liturgy. 

Feb.  7.    We  had  another  snow. 

Feb.  lJf..    This  morning  snow  fell  again. 

Feb.  21.  We  had  the  first  news  of  the  desired  treaty  of  peace  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  which  filled  all  hearts  with  lively 
joy.  Special  mention  of  this  great  good  was  made  in  the  evening 
singstunde,  and  a  happy  offering  of  praise  was  sung. 

Feb.  2Jf.  It  snowed  and  sleeted  the  greater  part  of  the  day,  and  turned 
very  cold. 

Feb.  28.    Because  of  the  bad  roads  the  post  did  not  arrive. 

March  1.  Today  we  had  the  desired  pleasure  of  seeing  in  the  public 
newspapers  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  which

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gave  official  notice  that  the  treaty  of  peace  and  friendship  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  was  signed  at  Ghent  on  December  24,  of 
last  year,  and  that  it  had  been  signed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  on  the  18th  of  February.  For  not  quite  three  years  our  beloved 
fatherland  has  been  involved  in  war  with  England.  All  hearts  were 
excited,  and  were  filled  with  the  warmest  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of 
all  good  for  this  precious  gift. 

As  a  manifestation  of  this  joy  the  entire  town  celebrated  that  evening 
by  an  illumination,  which  was  possible  because  the  weather  was  unusually 
beautiful  and  warm.  There  was  no  wind,  so  burning  candles  could  be 
used  in  the  open  air  in  front  of  the  houses  and  on  the  Square  before  the 
principal  buildings.  In  some  windows  the  word  Peace  gleamed  happily 
in  German  and  in  English.  The  musicians  did  not  fail  to  increase  the 
rejoicing  by  playing  appropriate  melodies  on  the  wind  instruments, 
as  they  marched  all  over  town ;  then  they  stopped  on  the  green  Square  in 
front  of  the  chief  buildings  where  most  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  had 
gathered,  and  there  in  a  true  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  genuine  thank- 
fulness to  the  Lord  they  sang: 

Now  thank  we  all  our  God ! 

The  Boarding  School  pupils  and  the  rest  of  the  children  edified  the 
congregation  with  their  happy  songs  of  praise.  Then  all  those  present 
joined  in  singing  a  number  of  verses  from  the  English  Hymn  Book, 
the  musicians  playing  the  accompaniment;  and  Br.  Reichel  closed  the 
celebration,  by  request,  with  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving. 

March  3.    The  weather  is  unusually  fine  and  mild. 

March  25.  Great  Sabbath.  At  the  lovefeast  today  a  new,  printed  ode 
was  sung.  During  the  afternoon  and  evening  prayer  was  offered,  kneel- 
ing, in  the  sleeping-halls  of  the  Choir  Houses  and  of  the  Anstalt  and 
Boarding  School,  asking  for  a  full  share  in  His  atoning  grace. 

March  26.  The  Easter  festival  was  observed  in  all  our  congregations 
with  renewed  blessing  and  joy  over  the  completed  work  of  Atonement. 

March  27.  A  Unity  Day  was  held  in  Salem,  with  the  reading  of  re- 
ports from  New  York  and  Newport. 

From  Hope  Br.  Kramsch  went,  by  request,  to  a  neighboring  Lutheran 
church  and  preached  to  an  attentive  audience. 

April  6.  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  his  wife  left  for  Bethlehem,  following 
his  election  as  a  bishop  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren;  his  consecration  will 
take  place  there.  In  their  company  went  the  Single  Srs.  Maria  Steiner 
and  Christine  Brosing  on  a  visit;  and  the  boy  Samuel  Heinrich  Wolle 
returned  to  Pennsylvania,  after  having  worked  for  some  years  in  the 
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local  store.  Br.  Strub,  of  Bethania,  went  as  teamster,  with  the  single 
Br.  Abraham  Steiner  to  assist  him.  A  number  of  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters  accompanied  the  party  a  short  distance.  The  trip  was  not 
without  difficulty,  as  they  took  the  so-called  upper  road  along  the  moun- 
tains, but  they  made  it  safely. 

This  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  storm  in  Salem. 

April  13.  This  day  was  noteworthy  because  of  the  solemn  celebra- 
tion which  the  President  of  the  United  States  recommended  as  a  festival 
of  thanks  and  joy  for  the  priceless  mercy  of  the  much  desired  restoration 
of  peace  in  our  beloved  fatherland. 

At  daybreak  a  solemn,  thankful  note  was  sounded  by  the  playing  of 
stirring  melodies  on  the  trombones  and  other  wind  instruments.  At  ten 
o'clock  there  was  English  preaching,  largely  attended.  The  service 
opened  with  an  anthem,  sung  with  instrumental  accompaniment.  Br. 
Reichel  spoke  on  Is.  lii,  7,  referring  to  the  important  and  happy  matter 
of  the  joy  of  peace  which  has  been  granted  to  us,  a  new  evidence  of  the 
kindness  and  fatherly  favor  of  our  loving  and  gracious  God,  the  Giver  of 
other  perfect  gifts,  and  now  especially  of  this.  The  Government  of 
this  land,  and  its  further  prosperity  were  fervently  commended  to  His 
grace  and  guidance. 

In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  there  was  a  happy  lovefeast,  held  by 
Br.  von  Schweinitz.  A  bright  thanksgiving  ode4  was  sung  by  the  con- 
gregation and  the  choir. 

This  solemn  and  blessed  day  was  closed  with  a  grateful  singstunde. 
Before  this  service  the  girls  from  the  Boarding  School  paraded  through 
the  town,  singing  appropriate  hymns  from  the  English  Hymn  Book. 
The  same  thing  was  done  in  front  of  the  Choir  Houses  by  the  residents 
in  each  of  them. 

April  lJf.  This  morning  a  Mulatto,  who  had  been  doing  day  work 
here  for  some  time,  slipped  unnoticed  into  the  workshop  of  the  leather- 
dresser  and  took  a  considerable  sum  of  money.  The  loss  was  soon  dis- 
covered, and  suspicion  fell  on  this  man  because  of  his  behaviour  and  the 
speed  with  which  he  left  the  town.  He  was  followed  immediately, 
the  money  was  found  on  him  and  was  taken  back,  and  he  was  placed 
under  arrest. 

April  16.  Last  night  a  window  was  broken  in  the  hat-shop  near  the 
Brothers  House,  but  nothing  was  taken.  Probably  the  barking  of  the 
dogs  made  the  thief  think  he  had  been  discovered. 


*  Filed  with  the  diary.    The  choir  anthems  were  in  German.    Half  of  the  hymns  to  be 
sung  by  the  congregation  were   in   German   and   half   in  English. 
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April  20.    Today  we  had  a  fine  rain. 

Among  the  children  and  in  the  schools  a  severe  cough  is  epidemic,  and 
it  has  been  necessary  frequently  to  omit  the  children's  hour. 

April  21.  The  weather  is  changeable,  and  the  nights  have  frequently 
been  so  cold  that  frost  has  been  seen  here  and  there. 

April  26.  The  Lutheran  preacher,  Mr.  Storch,  who  lives  near  Salis- 
bury, a  friend  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  has  been  visiting  here,  accom- 
panied by  his  son,  who  is  not  yet  grown.  When  he  left  he  took  with  him 
his  daughter  who  has  received  part  of  her  education  here.  By  request, 
this  evening  Mr.  Storch  preached  an  edifying  and  blessed  sermon  to  a 
congregation  which  gathered  in  large  numbers.  He  spoke  on  the  words 
of  the  Apostle  John :  Little  children,  abide  in  Him. 

April  28.  This  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  storm,  with  wind  and  hail. 
Near  Br.  Koch's,  in  Hope,  lightning  struck  a  tree  in  front  of  the  house, 
knocked  down  a  calf,  tore  a  penknife  from  the  hand  of  his  wife  with  such 
force  that  it  stuck  in  the  wall,  and  stunned  both  of  their  daughters  for  a 
short  time. 

May  2.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  storm,  and  here  and  there 
unusually  large  hailstones  fell.  In  Friedland  many  windowpanes  were 
broken  on  the  weather  side  of  dwellings,  and  other  damage  was  done. 

May  8.  Last  night  we  had  another  frost,  which  did  much  harm  in  the 
gardens. 

May  18.    More  visitors  than  usual  were  here. 

In  the  afternoon  the  remains  of  the  widowed  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Bonn 
were  taken  to  their  last  resting  place.  On  the  11th  she  passed  from 
faith  to  sight. 

May  15.  Monday.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  had  been  asked  to  preach  in 
the  Lutheran  church  five  miles  from  Salem  but  was  not  well,  so  Br. 
Reichel  went  in  his  place.  So  many  had  gathered  that  the  church  could 
not  hold  them. 

May  16.  We  had  a  cold  rain.  In  a  number  of  nights  recently  there 
has  been  frost  here  and  there. 

May  25  and  26.  There  was  the  annual  Examination  of  the  boarding 
pupils  and  the  little  girls  of  the  congregation  who  attend  classes  with 
them.The  scholars  gave  examples  of  their  progress  in  all  the  branches  in 
which  they  have  been  instructed,  to  the  true  satisfaction  of  those 
present.  The  epidemic  cough  is  still  among  them,  so  that  many  could 
not  attend  all  the  sessions. 
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May  27.  Br.  Reichel  held  the  singstunde,  which  was  attended  by 
many  visitors. 

May  31.  These  days  have  been  very  hot.  The  thermometer  stood  at 
95°. 

In  Hope,  during  this  month,  a  well  was  dug,  as  it  was  suspected  that 
the  fever  which  has  afflicted  the  minister  and  his  wife  there  for  many 
years  might  come,  at  least  in  part,  from  the  water  they  were  using, 
from  a  spring  which  did  not  have  a  sufficiently  free  flow. 

June  1.  In  Salem  there  was  a  public  auction,  to  which  a  number  of 
neighbors  came.  It  had  been  found  necessary  to  give  up  the  joiner- 
shop  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren,  and  to  dispose  of  its  supplies  and 
tools.    All  sold  well. 

Today,  after  a  long  dry  spell,  we  had  a  good  rain. 

June  Jf.  In  Iriedland,  the  Brn.  Philip  Jacob  Oehler  and  Peter 
Fiedler  were  elected  as  members  of  the  Committee,  taking  the  places  of 
the  Brn.  Conrad  Krohn  and  George  Lagenauer. 

In  Hope,  after  an  interval  of  some  years,  meetings  were  begun  for  the 
JsTegroes  of  that  neighborhood.  About  thirty  attended.  A  service  for 
them  will  be  held  every  four  weeks,  so  far  as  circumstances  permit. 

June  11.  This  afternoon,  in  the  third  hour,  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck 
returned  in  good  health  from  their  journey  to  Bethlehem. 

June  17.    The  weather  was  oppressively  hot  today. 
In  Hope  the  well  of  the  residence  of  the  minister  was  finished. 
It  gives  good  water. 

June  20.  It  was  very  hot.  The  thermometer  stood  at  95°.  About  noon 
we  had  a  storm. 

J une  23.  In  Salem  the  little  boys  closed  their  Choir  year,  and  on  the 
24th  they  had  a  blessed  Choir  festival. 

July  1.  It  thundered  all  afternoon  almost  without  intermission,  and 
in  the  evening  we  had  rain. 

July  4.  The  anniversary  of  the  declaration  of  independence  by  the 
United  States  was  observed  in  a  solemn  manner.  In  the  morning  at  ten 
o'clock  there  was  English  preaching,  which  was  opened  with  an  anthem, 
with  musical  accompaniment,  which  had  been  written  for  the  occasion. 
After  a  prayer  for  our  dear  fatherland  and  its  welfare  Br.  Reichel 
spoke  to  the  large  congregation  on  Ps.  cvii,  1,  drawing  attention  to  the 
great  mercies  and  blessings  which  have  been  poured  upon  us  and  our 
fellow-citizens  by  the  good  hand  of  the  Almighty.  In  the  evening  there 
was  a  special  singstunde. 

16 
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July  6.  A  friend  of  the  Unity,  from  Kentucky,  visited  here  today, 
and  stayed  several  days.  He  spoke  with  various  Brethren  about  our  con- 
stitution and  our  special  arrangements,  wishing  to  know  more  about  us. 
His  name  is  David  Dunlap.  Some  years  ago  he  fell  from  a  horse,  and 
injured  his  right  leg  so  badly  that  it  had  to  be  taken  off.  He  was  a 
joiner  by  trade,  but  since  this  accident  he  has  not  been  able  to  work 
at  this  business,  so  he  has  taught  school  in  various  places,  and  is 
still  teaching.  His  parents  live  in  Ireland,  not  far  from  Ballikennedy, 
where  they  were  associated  with  the  Brethren,  and  what  they  told  him 
aroused  in  him  a  love  for  and  interest  in  the  Unity.  He  was  made  happy 
by  the  gift  of  a  copy  of  the  departed  Br.  Cennick's  printed  sermons. 

/ uly  7.    It  rained  very  hard  this  morning. 

July  12.    Last  night  and  this  morning  we  had  hard  storms. 

July  11}-.  The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Meinung  went  to  ironworks 
twenty  miles  north  of  Salem,  where  they  had  business. 

July  19.  We  had  a  hard  storm,  and  during  the  night  it  rained 
heavily. 

July  25.  Hereafter  the  Aufseher  Collegium  will  meet  on  Monday 
instead  of  Tuesday,  as  many  Brethren  are  busy  on  Tuesday  because  on 
that  day  the  post  arrives  and  leaves. 

A  bank  agency  has  been  established  here,  which  will  be  handled  by  the 
Brn.  Carl  Fr.  Bagge,  Christian  Blum,  and  Emanuel  Schober  as  agents. 

July  28.  The  framing  was  raised  for  the  house  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Salem,  beyond  the  Wach,  which  is  being  built  for  Doctor  Schumann. 

July  30.  Sunday.  Few  attended  the  services  in  Hope,  because  a 
three-day  camp-meeting  was  being  held  beyond  the  Yadkin;  and  there 
were  other  meetings  near  by. 

July  31.    The  heat  this  month  has  been  unusually  oppressive. 

Aug.  1.    The  thermometer  stood  today  at  98°  Fahrenheit. 

Aug.  3.    Br.  Wolle5  held  the  children's  hour. 

Aug.  6.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek. 

Aug.  10.  Many  people  gathered  for  the  election  of  representatives  in 
both  houses  of  the  Assembly,  so  there  was  no  meeting  in  the  evening. 

Aug.  16.  The  little  girls  had  the  closing  meeting  of  their  Choir  year. 
The  boarding  pupils  of  the  School  also  attended  the  service.

Aug.  17.  The  little  girls  had  a  happy  and  blessed  Choir  Festival.  Br. 
Steiner  held  their  morning  prayers  at  nine  o'clock.  At  ten  o'clock  Br. 
Van  Yleck  prayed  an  English  litany  with  them.  At  two  o'clock  was  the 
lovefeast,  at  which  a  new  ode  was  sung;  then  there  were  the  classes  for 
the  children  of  the  congregation ;  and  then  the  address  made  by  Br.  Yan 
Yleck.  The  girls  of  the  Boarding  School  took  a  happy  part  in  the  service 
of  the  day,  and  in  the  evening  they  and  our  town  girls,  led  by  Br. 
Steiner,  paraded  through  the  town,  accompanied  by  the  music  of  wind 
instruments  played  from  the  balcony  of  the  church.  In  the  gemein- 
stunde  in  the  evening  the  Choir  of  Little  Girls  was  remembered  by  the 
congregation,  and  the  pupils  from  outside  were  assured  of  our  deepest 
interest  in  their  welfare. 

Aug.  18.    In  the  evening  it  rained. 

Aug.  20.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  by  request  in  Mr.  Ripple's 
neighborhood. 

Aug.  23.    In  the  evening  we  had  a  hard  storm. 

Aug.  26.    The  congregation  of  Hope  celebrated  a  blessed  anniversary. 

Sept.  1.  Among  the  many  visitors  who  spent  a  shorter  or  longer  time 
here  in  this  and  the  following  months,  and  attended  our  services  with 
interest,  we  mention  especially  a  certain  Mr.  Le  Conte,  a  botanist,  who 
seemed  to  be  a  religious  man. 

Sept.  3.  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter,  and  Sr.  Warner,  went 
to  Eriedland,  where  the  congregation  celebrated  its  anniversary  with  the 
usual  services. 

Sept.  If..  During  the  night  there  was  a  fearful  storm  from  the  north- 
east, with  rain  which  lasted  all  day  and  through  the  following  night. 
Much  damage  was  done  in  the  gardens  and  fields,  and  also  in  the  forests. 
During  the  storm  we  saw  a  bird,  of  a  kind  quite  unknown  here ;  from  its 
web-feet  it  seemed  probable  that  it  had  been  driven  in  from  the  seacoast. 
It  was  so  weak  that  it  was  caught  without  trouble. 

Sept.  10.  Sunday.  The  afternoon  services  were  omitted  as  several 
members  and  neighbors  had  asked  that  an  English  preacher  who  was 
passing  through  might  be  allowed  to  preach  in  the  church.  His  sermon 
did  not  entirely  please  his  audience. 

Sept.  11.  The  Brn.  Reichel,  Jacob  Blum,  and  Yogler  set  out  for  Penn- 
sylvania, partly  on  a  visit,  partly  on  business. 

Sept.  lJf..  During  the  meeting  of  the  association  for  Hourly  Interces- 
sion a  storm  came  up. 
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Sept.  SO.  The  day  of  remembrance  for  the  service  of  the  holy  angels 
was  postponed  from  yesterday  until  today.  Our  children  had  a  Unity 
Day  blessed  by  the  Best  Friend  of  children,  and  the  girls  from  the  Board- 
ing School  took  part  with  them  gladly.  At  nine  o'clock  Br.  Van  Yleck 
prayed  one  of  their  litanies  with  them,  and  Br.  Steiner  spoke  in  the 
English  language.  In  the  afternoon  was  the  lovefeast,  and  soon  there- 
after the  Anbeten  for  the  children  of  the  congregation.  In  the  evening 
Br.  Peter  led  the  Liturgy  No.  42,  with  praise  and  thanks  for  the  service 
of  the  holy  angels.  Following  this  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  have 
supervision  of  the  youth  of  the  congregation  shared  with  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  the  Cup  of  Covenant,  and  pledged  themselves  to  loyalty  in 
their  service. 

The  fever  which  has  been  epidemic  in  our  neighborhood  for  several 
weeks  attacked  a  number  of  Salem  residents  during  this  month,  which  has 
not  happened  in  many  years. 

Oct.  1.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  fever  which  broke  out  early  in  this 
month  continued  to  spread,  and  was  checked  in  Salem  only  at  the  end  of 
it. 

Oct.  7.    We  had  rain,  following  a  long  drought. 
Oct.  9.    The  weather  was  rainy. 

Oct.  15.    The  rain  fell  steadily,  this  day  and  the  following. 

Oct.  21.  In  the  evening  there  was  the  lovefeast  for  communicants,  and 
the  auswartige  married  Sr.  Rebecca  Schober  confirmed  her  baptismal 
covenant  and  received  the  blessing  for  her  first  participation  in  the 
Lord's  Supper.  She  partook  for  the  first  time  in  the  Communion  which 
followed  the  lovefeast. 

Oct.  22.  There  was  the  second  Communion,  and  the  liturgy  of 
thanks. 

Oct.  27.  The  Brn.  Reichel,  Jacob  Blum,  and  John  Yogler  returned 
from  their  visit  and  business  trip  to  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  29.  The  widowed  Negress,  Sarah,  died  tonight.  She  had  served 
Br.  and  Sr.  Herbst  for  many  years.  On  the  following  day  the  remains 
were  interred  in  the  parish  graveyard. 

Nov.  3.    The  children  of  the  congregation  sang  one  of  their  liturgies. 

Nov.  6.  Sunday.  In  the  preaching  service  God,  the  Giver  of  all  good, 
received  our  united  thanks  for  the  rich  blessing  on  the  harvests  of  this 
year. 

Nov.  9.    It  rained  all  day. 
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Nov.  IS.  This  was  the  blessed  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder,  and  tne 
congregation  anniversary  of  Salem.  .  .  . 

Nov.  15.  The  Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  attended  the  pri- 
vate Examination  of  the  little  boys  in  their  schoolhouse,  to  see  what 
progress  they  had  made  in  reckoning,  and  some  of  them  in  geometry  and 
Latin.    Their  drawing-books  were  also  exhibited. 

Nov.  16.  The  Examination  was  continued  in  the  Saal  of  the  Gemein 
Haus.  The  parents  of  the  children  attended  and  other  invited  guests. 
The  children  spelled  and  read  in  German  and  in  English.  Questions  were 
asked  in  natural  history;  and  they  repeated  a  memorized  dialogue  of 
civil  history,  which  gave  a  brief  review  of  the  Roman  Empire.  The 
first  class  distinguished  itself  in  these,  and  in  geography  of  the  United 
States ;  and  gave  pleasure  by  the  recitations  of  poetry.  Several  played 
on  the  forte  piano,  and  all  showed  specimens  of  their  writing.  Especially 
did  we  enjoy  their  singing.  In  general  it  was  noted  with  pleasure  that 
they  took  part  freely  and  gladly,  which  was  hardly  to  be  expected  as  none 
of  them  had  participated  in  such  an  Examination  before.  At  the  close 
there  was  a  pleasant  lovef  east. 

Nov.  19.  After  a  short  address  to  the  children  of  the  congregation, 
Br.  Yan  Vleck  baptized  the  little  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Yogler,  born 
here  on  the  15th ;  the  child  received  the  name  Regina  Amalia. 

Nov.  20.  The  little  boys  who  live  in  the  Anstalt  visited  Bethania, 
where  the  parents  of  several  of  them  live. 

Nov.  22.    It  rained  again. 

Nov.  23.  Br.  Kramsch  went  to  the  home  of  George  McKnight,  on 
Muddy  Creek,  to  preach  the  funeral  sermon  for  the  young  William 
McKnight,  who  died  from  the  prevailing  fever.  He  was  in  his  twenty- 
eighth  year,  and  in  his  childhood  and  youth  was  counted  a  Society  mem- 
ber of  Hope.  The  large  number  coming  for  the  funeral  gathered  in  a 
Methodist  church  to  hear  the  sermon. 

Nov.  25.  It  rained  continuously.  A  company  of  militia  held  their 
muster  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  town. 

Nov.  SO.  Br.  Isaac  and  Sr.  Dorothea  Elisabeth  Boner  and  their  five 
children,  Wilhelm  Joseph,  Maria  Elisabeth,  Thomas  Jacob,  Evan,  and 
Joshua,  moved  today  from  Bethania  to  Salem,  where  they  will  take 
charge  of  the  tavern  in  the  place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Blum,  who  asked  to  be 
relieved  from  this  business,  and  have  moved  into  their  own  new  house.6 

In  the  Hope  neighborhood  the  bad  fever  continued  through  this  month, 
and  often  only  a  few  members  could  come  to  the  services  on  Sunday.

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Dec.  If..    This  evening  an  opossum  was  killed  in  Br.  Steiner's  yard. 

Dec.  6.  The  Text  Books  for  next  year  were  received  today,  to  the  joy 
of  the  congregation. 

Dec.  7.  The  weather,  which  has  been  cloudy  and  rainy,  has  become 
clear  and  cold. 

Dec.  11.    The  thermometer  stood  at  17°  above  zero. 

Dec.  12.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schumann  moved  from  Bethania  into  the 
neighborhood  of  Salem,  to  the  plantation  beyond  the  Wach,  where  a  new 
house  has  been  built  for  them.  He  has  already  been  much  used  as  physi- 
cian here. 

Dec.  21.  In  the  afternoon  the  remains  of  a  woman  were  interred  in  the 
graveyard  for  strangers.  She  came  from  Randolph  County  with  several 
relatives,  and  in  the  following  night  gave  birth  to  a  stillborn  infant  at 
the  tavern.  In  the  morning  the  body  of  the  child  was  sent  home,  and  the 
husband  of  the  woman  was  called — she  was  named  Margaret  Hill.  Before 
he  could  reach  here  she  had  passed  into  eternity.  She  was  the  mother  of 
twelve  children,  including  the  above  mentioned.  In  addition  to  her  sore- 
ly distressed  husband,  a  number  of  her  children  and  relatives  arrived 
at  noon  today,  planning  to  take  the  body  to  Randolph  County.  They 
found  that  this  would  not  be  advisable,  and  asked  that  she  be  buried  here, 
and  this  was  done,  in  the  presence  of  the  school-children  and  a  number 
of  our  members.    The  prayers  of  the  English  litany  were  used. 

Dec.  21/-.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  mothers  with  their  little 
children  assembled  for  the  observance  of  Christmas  Eve  with  a  love- 
feast.    At  seven  o'clock  was  the  solemn  lovefeast  for  the  congregation. 

In  our  other  congregations  also  the  lovef easts  and  the  services  were 
blessed.  In  Hope  and  Eriedland  the  children  rejoiced  when  they  again 
received  written  texts,  and  recited  the  texts  they  had  received  the 
preceding  year  to  the  edification  of  their  parents. 

Dec.  25.  Christmas  Day.  The  festal  preachings  in  all  our  congrega- 
tions were  well  attended. 

Dec.  29.    It  snowed  and  sleeted  the  greater  part  of  the  day. 

Dec.  30.    The  snow  melted. 

Dec.  31.  At  five  o'clock  the  congregation  children  and  the  youngest 
room7  in  the  Boarding  School  had  a  happy  lovefeast,  in  which  they  were 
reminded  by  Br.  Steiner  of  the  many  mercies  for  soul  and  body  which 
they  had  received  from  the  gracious  hand  of  the  Saviour  during  this  year. 
At  eight  o'clock  was  the  lovefeast  for  the  congregation,  which  was  attend-

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ed  by  the  older  girls  from  the  Boarding  School.  At  ten  o'clock  Br. 
Peter  read  the  Memorabilia  of  the  Wachovia  congregations,  and  es- 
pecially of  Salem.  At  half  past  eleven  the  congregation  met  for 
the  last  time  in  the  year  which  was  hastening  to  its  end.  As  the 
clock  announced  the  new  year  the  trombones  began  to  play,  and  the  con- 
gregation joined  in  singing :  Now  thank  we  all  our  God. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1815. 

Jan.  If..  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Br.  Yan  Vleck  and  his  party  will 
leave  for  Bethlehem  soon  after  Easter.  They  will  go  in  our  large  stage, 
drawn  by  four  horses.  Br.  Strub,  of  Bethania,  will  go  as  teamster. 
They  plan  to  take  the  upper  way  along  the  mountains. 

Jan.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Fries  is  not  willing  to  serve  as  master 
of  the  joinery  in  the  Brothers  House  longer  than  next  May.  He  plans 
to  continue  the  work  on  his  own  account,  and  has  already  made  prepara- 
tions and  arranged  a  workshop. 

Br.  Kluge  reported  that  Ludwig  Miicke's  wife,  near  Bethania,  is 
critically  ill  and  earnestly  desires  holy  baptism,  which  she  did  not  receive 
in  childhood.  It  may  happen  often  that  persons  sick  or  dying  would  ask 
for  baptism  or  for  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  ministers  desire 
instruction  as  to  their  reply.  Concerning  Communion  the  resolution 
stands  that  in  unusual  cases,  according  to  circumstances,  the  Communion 
may  be  given  to  sick  or  dying  persons  who  do  not  belong  to  us  but  with 
whom  we  are  well  acquainted.  Baptism  may  be  given  within  the  same 
limits  in  unusual  cases.  The  Brother  who  has  been  asked  for  this  will 
converse  with  the  applicant ;  and  if  an  adult  baptism  takes  place  without 
the  use  of  the  lot  the  person  baptized  shall  not  be  considered  a  member  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren,  as  would  be  the  case  otherwise. 

Jan.  17.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  The  Negro  Dick  and  his  wife, 
owned  by  the  congregation  diaconie,  who  have  been  living  a  mile  from 
town,  were  sold  today  and  will  be  removed  from  this  neighborhood. 
Because  of  their  behaviour  we  have  long  desired  this. 

Br.  Leinbach  asked  and  received  permission  to  build  a  shed  on  the  lot 
opposite  his  house,  as  a  place  of  storage  for  his  flaxseed. 

Br.  Christoph  Yogler,  with  permission  of  the  Collegium,  will  build 
a  second  story  on  his  house  which  is  too  small  for  his  family.  The 
additional  story  will  be  of  framework. 

Some  time  ago  a  wish  was  expressed  that  a  change  be  made  in  the  leases 
of  the  local  house-owners.  It  was  agreed  that  in  general  no  sum  should 
be  named  in  the  lease,  but  that  in  case  improvements  must  be  taken  over 
by  the  congregation  an  appraisal  of  value  should  be  made  by  men  chosen 
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by  each  party.  The  Brethren  were  left  free  to  secure  new  leases  or  to 
let  the  old  ones  stand. 

Jan.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Brn.  Carl  Friedrich  Bagge  and  Karsten 
Petersen  were  approved  as  new  members  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

Jan.  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Stotz  shall  notify  Br.  Bolow  that  Br.  Fries 
plans  to  begin  cabinet  work  in  his  own  home  and  on  his  own  account. 

The  Single  Sr.  Anna  Johanna  Krause,  who  fell  asleep  recently,  left  no 
will,  so  according  to  law  her  possessions  go  to  her  relatives.  As  curator 
of  the  Single  Sisters,  Br.  Stotz  shall  see  that  all  is  done  correctly. 

It  was  agreed  that  as  soon  as  a  copy  of  the  new  militia  act  is  received 
it  shall  be  considered  by  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  so  that  consideration 
may  be  given  to  what  may  need  to  be  done. 

Feb.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  new  ode  shall  be  prepared  for  the  Great 
Sabbath  lovefeast,  and  it  shall  be  sent  to  Ealeigh  to  be  printed. 

Feb.  IJf.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt  wishes  to 
carry  on  a  cabinetmaker's  shop  for  himself  here.  Collegium  agrees, 
but  on  condition  that  he  works  alone.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  three 
cabinet  shops  will  succeed  here,  and  none  must  injure  the  other  by 
being  too  big. 

Br.  Winkler  has  not  yet  sent  away  from  town  the  ISTegress  which  he 
owns.  He  asks  that  in  one  way  or  another  it  may  be  made  possible  for 
him  to  keep  her,  as  he  will  otherwise  be  greatly  handicapped  in  his 
household  arrangements,  and  besides  it  would  be  of  doubtful  propriety  to 
have  a  Single  Sister  there  constantly  on  account  of  his  apprentices. 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  offered  to  buy  the  Negress  for  the  Unity  Administra- 
tion, at  the  price  which  Br.  Winkler  paid  for  her.  Then  Br.  Winkler  can 
rent  her  for  a  moderate  price  so  long  as  the  boards  permit  it.  Should 
the  boards  find  it  necessary  to  send  her  from  the  town  there  will  be  no 
difficulty,  for  in  such  case  Br.  von  Schweinitz  could  place  her  with  her 
parents  two  miles  from  here. 

Feb.  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  reply  to  the  question  asked,  Br.  Johannes 
Vogler  has  said  that  he  wishes  the  question  of  his  marriage  to  be  taken 
up  again.  He  suggested  the  name  of  the  Single  Sister  Anna  Louisa 
Stotz;  Br.  and  Sr.  Stotz  agreed  that  the  lot  should  be  tried;  and 
Conferenz  felt  free  to  put  the  question.    The  negative  was  drawn. 

Br.  Reuz  wishes  to  be  relieved  from  supervision  of  the  music  and  care 
of  the  musical  instruments.  Br.  Wolle  shall  be  asked  whether  he  would 
be  willing  to  look  after  this. 

Feb.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Wolle  is  willing  to  take  charge  of  the 
music. 
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The  proposals8  concerning  the  cost  of  substitutes  for  military  service 
were  to  be  presented  to  a  meeting  of  all  the  Brethren  of  the  congregation 
next  Sunday,  but  word  was  received  that  peace  had  probably  been  made 
between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain.  This  was  announced  to 
the  congregation  in  the  evening  service,  and  if  this  news  is  confirmed 
and  a  day  of  thanksgiving  is  set  for  the  return  of  precious  peace  to  our 
land  it  shall  be  duly  observed. 

The  single  Br.  Johannes  Vogler  has  now  suggested  the  single  Sr. 
Elisabeth  Transou,  but  because  they  are  cousins  the  Conferenz  has  doubts. 
This  is  the  first  time  the  question  has  come  up  and  it  requires  careful 
consideration.  There  would  be  no  little  difficulty,  especially  because 
it  has  been  taken  for  granted  that  under  our  rules  such  relations 
cannot  marry,  and  because  this  is  understood  much  association  among 
them  has  been  permitted,  which  could  not  be  allowed  if  this  marriage 
took  place,  and  yet  it  would  be  difficult  to  prevent  it.  This  aspect 
of  the  case  shall  be  laid  before  Br.  Vogler  and  he  shall  be  asked  to 
withdraw  his  proposal  that  this  Sister  be  taken  in  the  lot. 

Feb.  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Stotz  presented  a  plan  for  changing  the 
barkmill  at  the  tanyard.  Instead  of  putting  it  in  condition  to  be 
driven  by  water,  which  would  be  very  expensive,  an  iron  mill  shall  be 
bought  which  can  be  driven  by  a  horse. 

March  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johannes  Vogler  has  no  other  proposal 
to  make  at  present  regarding  his  marriage,  and  does  not  wish  to  leave  it 
to  the  Conferenz  to  suggest,  so  nothing  more  can  be  done  at  present. 

The  auswartige  single  Elisabeth  Bonn  has  married  Peter  Strub,  and 
so  has  cut  herself  from  our  congregation  for  the  present. 

March  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Winkler  does  not  approve  of  the  sug- 
gestions made  to  him,  and  prefers  to  sell  his  Negress  himself. 

Last  fall  Br.  Ackermann  and  Timotheus  Holland  left  on  a  trip  and 
spent  the  winter  with  the  missionaries  in  Springplace.  Since  their  re- 
turn Br.  Ackermann  has  expressed  a  wish  to  settle  in  Salem  as  a  cooper. 
We  think  a  second  cooper  could  make  a  living  here  and  are  willing  to 
grant  his  request. 

A  number  of  years  ago  about  four  hundred  acres  of  land  lying  east  of 
the  Salem  land  were  taken  from  the  Unity  Administration  and  added  to 
the  approximately  three  thousand  acres  already  held  by  the  Salem  con- 
gregation diaconie.  There  is  no  prospect  that  the  congregation  diaconie 
will  have  use  for  this  additional  land  for  many  years ;  on  the  other  hand 
the  Unity  Administration  might  be  able  to  sell  it;  so  it  seemed  wise  to 
return  the  Salem  land  to  its  old  limits.

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March  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  good  fortepiano  shall  be  bought  in 
Philadelphia  for  the  use  of  our  Anstalt  for  little  boys. 

March  27.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  The  archive  closet  for 
books  and  the  closet  for  the  congregation  diaries,  minutes,  etc.,  shall  be 
gone  over,  and  superfluous  stuff  thrown  away,  for  example  the  rough 
minutes  of  board  meetings. 

April  4.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  By  the  wish  of  Br.  Kreuser,  and  with  the 
consent  of  his  parents,  the  boy  August  Ernst  Vierling  will  enter  the 
service  of  the  store  next  Monday.  He  will  sleep  in  the  Anstalt,  and  as 
opportunity  offers  Br.  Wolle  will  give  him  instruction  in  various 
useful  lines. 

April  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  the  last  session  of  the  Collegium  Br. 
Bagge  has  sold  his  Negro  boy  to  Br.  Christian  Hohns,  of  Friedberg. 
Now  he  will  rent  this  boy  from  Br.  Hohns,  and  will  keep  him  here  with 
the  consent  of  the  congregation  boards. 

Br.  Reich  presented  the  plan  of  his  new  workshop.  It  will  measure 
25  by  22  feet. 

April  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Hermann  Butner  will 
arrange  to  carry  on  his  work  as  a  gunsmith  in  Bethania,  for  which  per- 
mission has  been  given  by  the  Bethania  Committee  and  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz.  The  pastor  shall  advise  him  to  take  the  former  Keller  house 
and  lot,  which  are  now  unoccupied. 

April  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Winkler  recently  sold  his  Negress  away 
from  the  town. 

The  single  John  Cornelius  Rea,  who  has  been  in  the  service  of  the 
store,  yesterday  left  the  congregation  and  went  away. 

The  single  Jacob  Schulz  and  the  single  Eleanora  Vierling  have 
married  and  have  left  the  town. 

April  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Lutheran  Pastor  Storch  is  visiting 
here.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  shall  invite  him,  in  the  name  of  the  Con- 
ferenz, to  speak  to  the  congregation  this  evening. 

May  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  communicated  a  letter 
from  Br.  Van  Vleck,  written  from  Lexington,  Virginia.  He  and  his 
party  reached  there  on  April  14. 

May  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  well-known  peddler,  Matthieu,  often 
stays  here  for  a  long  time,  selling  his  wares.  Because  of  his  bad  char- 
acter this  is  injurious,  and  all  possible  shall  be  done  to  stop  it. 

Br.  Christ  shall  notify  Br.  Samuel  Schulz  to  get  rid  of  his  butting 
ram  or  keep  him  in,  for  he  has  endangered  children  several  times. 
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May  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  list  of  Brethren  in  this  congregation 
who  are  of  militia  age  was  revised.  It  shall  be  handed  to  the  captain  for 
his  information. 

June  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  improvement  of  the  main  street  from  the 
store  to  the  tavern  is  now  in  process.  J oseph  Waterson,  who  has  under- 
taken the  work,  offers  also  to  pave  the  gutters  on  both  sides  of  the  street, 
and  to  pave  the  sidewalk  from  Br.  Bagge's  house  to  the  south  end  of  the 
tavern,  for  $100.  It  is  agreed  that  this  work  is  necessary,  and  the  price 
is  fair,  so  a  contract  shall  be  made  with  him. 

For  lack  of  a  chimney  sweeper  it  will  be  necessary  to  burn  out  the 
chimneys  in  town  during  a  rain. 

June  11/..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  If  Br.  [Matthaeus]  Reuz  enters  the  service 
of  the  store,  and  cannot  continue  his  leather  goods  work  regularly,  he 
must  not  forget  the  Sisters  who  have  been  stitching  for  him,  and  must  take 
time  to  cut  out  gloves  for  them. 

June  19.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  It  was  decided  to  ask  Br. 
Stotz  about  securing  a  safe  horse  to  be  used  with  the  chair  for  the 
ministers. 

In  a  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  full  approval  is  given 
to  the  way  in  which  Br.  von  Schweinitz  has  handled  the  suit  regarding 
the  Mulberry  Fields.  It  was  noted  that  Mr.  Lenoir  has  petitioned  for 
a  new  hearing  of  this  case,  but  the  lawyers  whom  we  have  consulted 
think  he  will  not  be  able  to  accomplish  this. 

June  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Sister  Salome  Fetter  has  re- 
entered the  service  of  the  Boarding  School.  On  the  other  hand  the 
Single  Sister  Rebecca  Holder  has  returned  to  the  Sisters  House. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Yierling  are  willing  to  continue  to  care  for  Sr.  Herbst, 
but  ask  that  help  be  given  to  them  now  and  then  for  a  few  days.  A 
Negro  girl  of  the  Butney  family  shall  be  allowed  them  from  time  to  time, 
without  charge. 

July  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Christian  Blum  wishes  to  build  a  frame 
dwelling  house  for  himself  and  his  family,  and  the  second  lot  south  of 
Br.  Bagge  is  assigned  to  him.  He  hopes  to  support  himself  by  acting 
as  one  of  the  agents  of  the  Bank.  This  will  suit  him,  but  will  not 
give  him  enough  to  do,  and  he  wishes  to  find  something  which  he  can 
carry  on  at  the  same  time. 

July  17.  (H.C.f.G.)  According  to  the  resolutions  in  the  Results  of 
Synod,  the  Aufseher  Collegium  of  each  congregation  is  to  be  an  advisory 
board  for  the  vorsteher,  and  without  its  approval  nothing  important 
shall  be  undertaken.    It  is  also  expressly  provided  that  a  committee 
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from  the  Collegium  shall  serve  as  an  auditing  committee  for  the  annual 
financial  reports. 

July  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Winkler  is  in  trouble  because  his 
[white]  servants  have  left.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  proposes  to  rent  him 
a  Negro  girl.  No  objection  is  made  if  this  arrangement  holds  only 
from  week  to  week,  and  will  terminate  as  soon  as  Br.  Winkler  can  secure 
help  elsewhere. 

July  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  heard  with  special  pleasure  that  a  copy 
of  the  Daily  Texts  for  1816  has  reached  Bethelehem,  and  they  will 
now  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Wachovia  congre- 
gations. 

The  ode  for  the  Thirteenth  of  August,  prepared  in  1812,  will  be  used 
again  this  year,  since  there  is  not  time  to  have  a  new  one  printed.  On 
August  Seventeenth  a  new,  written  ode  will  be  used.  A  new  ode  shall 
be  prepared  for  the  Seventh  of  September,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the 
printer. 

July  20.  (H.C.f.G.)  A  conference  with  Br.  Wolle.  Br.  Wolle  pre- 
sented the  schedule  of  classes9  in  the  Boys  School,  showing  how  they  are 
arranged  on  each  of  the  five  days  of  the  week,  and  who  will  conduct  them. 

According  to  the  wish  of  his  father,  and  especially  in  accord  with  the 
resolution  already  taken  concerning  him,  the  boy  Thomas  Pfohl  shall 
have  more  instruction  than  the  present  arrangement  of  classes  provides. 
Br.  Wolle  has  no  time  for  this  and  Br.  von  Schweinitz  declared  himself 
willing  to  teach  him  three  hours  in  the  week  as  often  as  his  other  duties 
permit.  It  will  be  sufficient  if  Thomas  Pfohl  attends  the  German  writ- 
ing class  twice  a  week  and  the  English  writing  class  once  a  week. 

For  use  in  the  reading  classes  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  secure 
German  and  English  reading  books;  also  to  order  maps  for  use  in  the 
study  of  geography. 

July  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  At  the  festival  of  the  Single  Brethren  and 
Older  Boys  in  Bethania  members  of  those  two  groups  who  have  been 
shut  out  of  the  congregation10  may  attend  the  services  if  they  request 
the  privilege  and  if  they  come  to  fche  speaking. 

July  31.  (Auf.  Col.)  Besidents  can  no  longer  be  permitted  to 
keep  sheep  unless  they  are  in  position  to  keep  them  away  from  the  open 
Square  and  oil  the  streets.  The  complaints  concerning  the  damage  they 
do  are  well  founded. 

9  The   dictionary  gives   "school"   as  the   definition   of  Schvle,   but  this  entry  proves  con-

10  Members    who    had    been    ausgeschlossen    (shut    out)    for    some    infraction    of  church 

When  they  were  expelled  they  were 
obliged  to  leave  the  town. 
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Aug.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Hagen  has  applied  for  the  building  lot 
next  Br.  Bagge  on  the  south.  He  cannot  have  this  lot  because  Br. 
Johannes  Vogler  has  asked  for  it,  though  he  would  relinquish  his  prior 
right  if  he  were  promised  the  lot  opposite  the  store,  where  after  the 
departure  of  Sr.  Ernst  he  could  build  a  house.  He  has  offered  $300 
for  the  house  now  standing  on  that  corner  lot  and  the  other  improve- 
ments. We  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  make  promises  in  advance,  but  will 
hold  the  other  lot  for  him  as  he  has  requested.  Br.  Hagen  shall  be  told 
that  he  cannot  have  the  lot  for  which  he  has  asked,  and  shall  be  given 
opportunity  to  select  another. 

Conferenz  gives  permission  to  Br.  Kreuser  to  obey  his  impulse  and 
take  up  a  collection  in  the  town  for  the  poor  residents  of  Petersburg  in 
Virginia.  During  the  night  between  the  16th  and  17th  of  July  most 
of  the  town  became  a  prey  of  flames,  and  from  five  to  seven  hundred 
houses  were  burned. 

Br.  Folz  secures  a  lot11  below  the  tavern,  in  the  south  corner  of  the 
main  street  and  the  road12  which  leads  to  Br.  Vogler.  There  he  plans  to 
build  a  house  for  himself. 

Aug.  21.  (H.C.f.G.)  There  was  a  discussion  concerning  the  Choir 
of  Single  Brethren,  which  cannot  continue  much  longer  with  conditions 
as  they  now  are.  The  kitchen  makes  a  considerable  deficit  each  year ;  our 
otherwise  faithful  Br.  Hulthin  appears  to  have  lost  the  confidence  of 
the  Brethren.  .  .  .  All  in  all  it  cannot  be  expected  that  an  establishment 
can  continue  with  such  difficulties  and  such  unavoidable  losses. 

Aug.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Brn.  Burkhard  and  Petersen  have 
received  a  letter  from  Fort  Hawkins,  notifying  them  that  it  is  necessary 
for  one  of  them  to  journey  thither,  and  go  to  Col.  Hawkins  on  Flint 
River  to  receive  certain  outstanding  moneys  and  to  do  what  is  necessary 
in  the  Georgia  case  about  a  Negro  in  whom  they  have  an  interest.  Br. 
Petersen  shall  be  asked  to  go. 

Aug.  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Single  Br.  Benjamin  Wageman  has 
decided  to  leave  here  and  go  to  his  brother  in  Bagge's  Town,  where  he 
plans  to  begin  a  pottery.  He  wishes  to  retain  his  connection  with  the 
Unity,  and  shall  be  advised  to  unite  with  the  congregation  of  Friedland. 

Aug.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  received  the  approval  of  the 
Conferenz  for  his  visit  to  Pennsylvania.  During  his  absence  .  .  .  Br. 
Peter  will  continue  the  diary  of  the  congregation,  and  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
will  keep  the  minutes  of  the  boards.

Sept.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  regard  to  the  observance  of  the  Six- 
teenth of  September  the  usual  question  was  submitted  to  the  Lord : 

Does  the  Saviour  approve  that  this  time  the  Aufseher  Collegium, 
the  retired  female  servants  of  the  congregation  (the  Srs.  Herbst, 
Hessler,  Ernst,  Praezel,  Benigna  Benzien,  and  Christina  Biewig- 
haus),  the  first  school-teachers  Br.  Peter  Wolle  and  Sr.  Sally  Fetter, 
and  the  first  saaldiener  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder,  shall  unite  with  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  in  the 
celebration  of  Sept.  16th? 

Answer :  Yes. 

Sept.  21f.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  review  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
water-works  account  brought  to  mind  again  the  distressing  condition  of 
this  essential  facility.  This  fall  it  is  seldom  that  all  points  of  the  sys- 
tem have  enough  water,  and  at  several  places  there  is  almost  no  water, 
which  is  a  great  inconvenience  for  the  residents  and  makes  them  unwill- 
ing to  pay  the  water  fees.  .  .  .  Thorough  repairs  must  be  made  this  fall. 
If  bored  pine  logs  can  be  procured  they  will  answer  the  purpose;  good 
sound  chestnut  logs  would  serve  also,  if  they  can  be  secured  without 
branches.  Collegium  recommends  the  speedy  continuation  with  the  trial 
of  the  earthenware  pipes  which  have  already  been  laid,  so  that  if  they 
prove  satisfactory  more  of  them  can  be  used. 

Oct.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  auswartige  married  Sr.  Rebecca  Schober 
cannot  well  come  here  next  Sunday  because  of  the  distance,  so  her  con- 
firmation will  take  place  at  the  close  of  the  lovefeast  that  precedes  the 
next  Communion. 

Oct.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  There  was  a  preliminary  reading  from  the 
earliest  diaries  of  Wachovia  of  the  passages  which  refer  to  the  begin- 
ning of  Salem.  Next  year  will  be  the  jubilee  of  Salem,  and  the  question 
was  which  date  should  more  properly  be  selected  for  the  anniversary.  At 
the  moment  it  appears  to  Conferenz  that  the  most  suitable  date  would 
be  February  19th,  the  date  on  which  eight  Brethren  moved  into  the 
first  house  here. 

Oct.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Because  of  ill  health  and  other  employment 
the  present  saaldienerinnen  Elisabeth  Werner  and  Johanne  Holder  have 
resigned.  The  Single  Srs.  Elisabeth  Biewighaus  and  Christine  Spach 
will  succeed  them. 

Oct.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  proposed  plan  for  the  new  tavern  build- 
ing was  considered,  and  it  was  decided  to  build  it  two  stories  high,  with 
four  rooms  above  and  four  below,  each  room  sixteen  by  fourteen  feet  in 
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the  clear,  with  a  ten-foot  passage  between,  a  porch18  in  front,  and  the 
chimneys  inside. 

Joseph  Waterson  has  taken  over  Martin  Schneider's  plantation  and  has 
bought  his  improvements,  to  which  Conferenz  has  no  objection. 

Nov.  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Stotz  has  made  a  contract  with  Jacob 
Spach,  who  for  $375  will  provide  the  framing  for  the  new  boarding 
house,  erect  it,  and  put  on  the  roof. 

It  was  proposed  that  instead  of  building  the  boarding  house  across 
the  street  from  the  tavern  it  should  be  placed  on  the  adjoining  lot, 
as  this  would  be  more  convenient  in  many  respects.  The  future  tavern- 
keeper  shall  be  consulted  about  this.  If  this  suggestion  is  followed 
the  front  of  the  new  building  shall  stand  on  a  line  with  the  front  of 
the  tavern,  and  the  porch  shall  be  of  the  same  width  as  that  of  the 
tavern.  In  this  case  the  small  house  opposite  the  tavern  need  not  be 
disturbed.  This  would  also  allow  a  well-placed  addition  to  the  tavern 
for  use  as  a  dining  hall,  which  is  much  needed. 

Nov.  21.  (H.C.i. G.)  In  a  conference  Br.  Steiner  has  stated  that 
although  he  could  not  say  that  his  present  position  was  distasteful  or 
too  burdensome,  still  because  of  his  attacks  of  illness,  which  especially 
affect  his  head,  he  doubted  whether  he  should  hold  the  position  any 
longer. 

The  Conferenz  believed  it  necessary  to  do  something  about  this,  but 
did  not  wish  to  proceed  without  definite  direction  .  .  .  and  decided  to 
present  the  following  question  to  the  Lord : 

Does  the  Saviour  approve  that  we  try  to  secure  Br.  Gotthold 
Benjamin  Reichel  as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  for  girls  in 
Salem? 

The  affirmative  answer  was  drawn. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  proposal  should  not  be  made  to  Br.  Reichel 
at  once,  but  that  further  consideration  should  be  given  to  action  neces- 
sary in  carrying  out  this  move. 

Nov.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Strohle  reports  from  Bethabara  that  the 
single  Br.  Joseph  Krause  wishes  to  marry,  and  submits  the  name  of  the 
single  Sr.  Anna  Yogler,  resident  there.  Br.  Krause  asks  that  he  may 
marry  without  recourse  to  the  lot,  and  as  that  does  not  conflict  with 
the  Bethabara  regulations  the  Conferenz  gives  consent. 

Nov.  23.  (Congregation  Council.)  Reports  were  given  of  the  annual 
summaries  of  the  accounts  in  the  congregation  diaconie,  as  of  the  end

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of  April  of  this  year,  that  is  of  the  town  and  saal  accounts,  the  lovef  east 
account,  and  the  waterworks. 

Council  approved  the  proposal  to  erect  a  house  near  the  tavern,  to 
obtain  more  place  for  the  accommodation  of  the  often  numerous  visitors. 
Its  location  has  not  been  fully  decided,  but  apparently  the  best  site 
will  be  on  the  lot  lying  north  of  the  tavern.  Two  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  will  be  thrown  together  to  provide  a  roomy  dining  hall. 

Nov.  2Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  discussion14  concerned  the  older  boys  in 
the  congregation.  .  .  .  The  room  hitherto  reserved  for  them  in  the 
Brothers  House  shall  still  be  held  for  them,  but  shall  stay  locked  so 
they  do  not  loiter  there  just  when  they  wish,  without  proper  supervision. 
Evening  classes  shall  be  held  there  Monday  and  Friday,  from  seven  to 
half  past  eight  o'clock,  with  instruction  given  in  reading,  writing,  and 
reckoning.  All  the  boys  shall  attend  religious  instruction  on  Tuesday 
evening,  every  fourteen  days.  On  the  alternate  Tuesday  evenings  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  in  history  and  geography. 

Dec.  Jf.  (Auf.  Col.)  Pastor  Schober  complains  that  Br.  Lehnert  is 
accepting  tinware  from  Br.  Burkhard  of  Bethabara  for  sale  here, 
which  injures  his  business  as  much  as  though  the  articles  were  made 
here.  He  claims  that  this  is  contrary  to  the  promise  of  the  church 
boards  when  he  helped  Br.  Burkhard  learn  the  trade.  The  Collegium 
thinks  the  complaint  is  justified,  and  will  so  notify  Br.  Lehnert. 

Dec.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Isaac  Boner  has  signed  the  declaration1* 
which  shows  that  he  undertakes  to  carry  on  his  business  as  tavern- 
keeper  for  the  account  of  the  congregation  vorsteher. 

Dec.  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johannes  Vogler  submitted  a  suggestion 
that  he  marry  the  Single  Sister  Anna  Carolina  Schropp,  of  Bethlehem. 
He  asked  that  if  the  local  Conferenz  had  no  objection  the  matter  might 
be  referred  to  the  Bethlehem  Aeltesten  Conferenz  for  action,  and  this  will 
be  done. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethabara  Diary,  1815. 

Jan.  1.  On  New  Year's  Day  there  was  preaching  at  ten  o'clock.  In 
the  prayer  which  preceded  the  sermon  we  besought  our  dear  Lord  ...  to 
give  wisdom  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state, 
understanding  and  faithfulness  in  furthering  the  welfare  of  this  land; 
and  begged  that  He  would  soon  put  an  end  to  the  sad  and  devastating 
war.    This  service  was  followed  by  the  Anbeten  for  the  children. 


14  The  report  of  the  discussion  covers  four  large  pages  in  the  minute  book.    General  topics 

were  covered,  and  then  provision  was  made  for  each  individual  boy.

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Jan.  3.  The  weather  was  most  unpleasant.  It  rained  almost  without 
intermission,  and  meanwhile  snowed  heavily,  so  that  the  roads  which 
were  already  very  had  became  impassable. 

Jan.  8.  It  was  Unity  Day,  postponed  from  the  6th.  The  cold  was 
piercing,  so  there  were  only  two  reading  meetings.  In  the  gemeinstunde 
in  the  evening  the  text  considered  was  for  January  6th  in  the  Text  Book 
for  1803,  which  we  used  again  last  year. 

Jan.  12.  The  public  and  universal  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer 
recommended  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  was  observed  here, 
with  humble  prayers  and  petitions  to  our  merciful  God  and  Saviour  for 
pardon  of  the  sins  of  the  entire  country,  and  for  the  speedy  restoration 
of  precious  peace. 

Jan.  13.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow,  and  continued  until  the  ninth 
hour  this  morning.    It  is  very  cold. 

Feb.  J/-.  Late  last  evening  it  began  to  rain,  continuing  until  this 
morning,  and  the  snow  which  has  been  on  the  ground  for  fourteen  days 
was  finally  melted. 

Feb.  5.  Sunday.  Today  we  entered  the  Passion  season.  In  the  first 
service  we  prayed  the  liturgy  of  the  Life,  Sufferings,  and  Death  of 
Jesus.  The  sermon  treated  the  first  four  verses  of  the  Gospel  for 
today.  In  the  afternoon  we  read  from  the  minutes  of  the  Preachers 
Conference  held  in  3811.    The  children's  hour  was  also  held. 

March  1.  An  apparently  credible  report  was  heard  several  days  ago, 
and  today  this  was  certified  in  the  public  print  by  a  proclamation  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  which  announced  that  a  treaty  of  peace 
and  friendship  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  had  been 
arranged  in  Ghent  on  December  24  of  last  year,  and  that  it  had  been 
signed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  on  the  18th  of  February, 
this  year.  This  brought  general  and  very  lively  joy,  and  grateful 
thought  toward  God,  the  Giver  of  all  good. 

March  2.  In  the  evening  at  half  past  seven  there  was  a  meeting  for 
the  entire  congregation.  A  short  address  was  made  on  the  reason  for 
this  gathering;  then,  accompanied  by  the  trombone,  our  hearts  and  lips 
brought  to  our  merciful  and  gracious  Lord  a  due  thank-offering  of 
praise,  for  the  unexpectedly  soon  and  greatly  desired  end  of  the  distress 
and  misery  of  war  in  our  dear  fatherland. 

March  11.  Our  children  had  a  blessed  Unity  Day.  The  weather  was 
remarkably  warm,  and  the  Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  75°. 

17 
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March  26.  The  Easter  liturgy  was  prayed  in  the  church,  as  Br. 
Strohle  was  afraid  to  go  to  God's  Acre,  the  weather  being  rather  cold. 
For  a  week  he  had  had  a  bad  cold,  with  painful  coughing,  which  had 
made  it  difficult  for  him  to  hold  the  services  of  the  Passion  Week. 

March  27.  Only  one  Unity  Day  reading  could  be  held ;  the  memoir  of 
Br.  Peter  Wolle,16  who  fell  asleep  in  Nazareth,  was  read  in  the  morning. 

April  10.  We  learned  that  the  married  Sr.  Maria  Margaretha  Chitty 
fell  asleep  last  evening,  after  giving  birth  to  twins,  one  of  whom  was 
stillborn.  As  usual  this  departure  was  announced  to  the  members  by 
the  playing  of  certain  tunes  on  the  trombones,  and  also  in  the  evening 
meeting. 

April  12.  We  had  a  severe  storm,  which  broke  many  large  branches 
from  the  fruit  trees  and  carried  them  far  away,  and  completely  uprooted 
some  trees. 

April  13.  This  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States 
as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  for  the  peace  agreed  upon  by  our  Government 
and  England.  In  the  morning  there  was  preaching,  very  largely 
attended.    In  the  evening  we  sang  the  Te  Deum. 

May  9.  There  was  another  rather  heavy  frost.  The  gardens  suf- 
fered, but  no  serious  damage  was  done  to  the  grain.  At  some  places  in 
the  forests  the  leaves  were  frozen. 

May  11.  In  the  evening  we  read  from  the  Idea  Fidei  Fratrum.  It 
was  oppressively  hot. 

May  13.  The  remains  of  the  married  Philip  Hein,  who  fell  asleep 
yesterday  in  our  neighborhood,  were  interred  on  our  God's  Acre,  as  he 
had  urgently  requested,  and  with  the  consent  of  our  Committee  and  of 
Pastor  Schober,  of  whose  congregation  he  had  been  a  member  since  he 
no  longer  belonged  to  us. 

May  llf.    The  children  had  their  Anbeten. 

May  22.    There  was  frost,  but  it  did  no  great  damage. 

May  29.    Yesterday  and  today  the  thermometer  has  stood  at  95°. 

June  13.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  on  foot  to  Salem,  to  visit  and  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

June  19.  The  heat  was  greater  than  it  has  been  this  year.  The  ther- 
mometer stood  at  99°.

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June  20.  By  request,  Br.  Strohle  held  the  funeral  of  the  woman, 
Tasey  Hardgrove,  maiden  name  Thomas,  who  died  yesterday  morning  in 
our  neighborhood.  The  funeral  sermon  was  preached  in  our  mill,  and 
interment  was  in  the  parish  graveyard. 

June  25.  During  this  week  the  hay  harvest  has  continued,  and  the 
grain  harvest  has  begun. 

July  16.  Unity  Day.  In  three  meetings  we  read  the  diary  of  the 
mission  in  Springplace  among  the  Cherokee  Indians,  from  October,  1812, 
to  the  end  of  the  year  1814. 

July  19.  For  some  days  the  heat  has  been  very  oppressive,  and  the 
thermometer  has  stood  at  99°  to  100°  above  zero.  This  afternoon  and 
until  midnight  we  had  one  severe  storm  after  the  other,  but  it  cooled 
the  air  only  a  little. 

July  28.  It  has  been  hotter  than  before  in  this  summer ;  the  thermom- 
eter has  risen  to  above  100°  Fahrenheit. 

July  31.    The  thermometer  stood  at  101°  above  zero. 

Aug.  10.  Early  this  morning  the  Brn.  John  Butner  and  Kummer 
went  to  Salem  to  the  election.  About  one  mile  from  here,  as  they  were 
returning,  the  horse  suddenly  took  fright,  ran  away  with  the  chair,  and  it 
was  impossible  to  hold  him.  First  Br.  Butner  and  then  Br.  Kummer 
were  thrown  out,  and  both  were  injured.  Br.  Butner  suffered  most, 
and  was  hurt  in  his  face,  arms,  and  back.  We  were  thankful  that  they 
escaped  with  their  lives,  and  that  no  bones  were  broken.  The  horse, 
with  the  empty  chair,  was  caught  in  front  of  Br.  John  Butner's 
house. 

Aug.  IS.  On  this  important  memorial  day  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
the  adult  members  and  the  children  were  reminded  of  the  great  event  on 
this  day,  eighty-eight  years  ago  in  the  church  at  Bethelsdorf,  when  the 
congregation  of  Herrnhut  received  a  special  outpouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  the  children  also  had  a  particularly  gracious  experience. 

In  the  afternoon  Br.  Strohle  went  to  the  mill,  and  held  the  funeral  in 
the  graveyard  there  of  the  seventy-four  year  old  neighbor,  William  Yolk, 
who  died  day  before  yesterday.  The  sermon  was  preached  in  the  shade  of 
the  trees,  to  a  large  gathering.  He  was  born  on  June  17,  1741,  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  brought  up  in  Bethlehem,  where  he  learned  the 
trade  of  a  mason.  About  forty-eight  years  ago  he  moved  to  Worth 
Carolina,  into  this  neighborhood ;  he  had  five  sons  and  four  daughters. 

Aug.  16.  The  children  were  spoken  with  in  preparation  for  their 
festival  tomorrow.    The  heat  was  again  very  great.    At  five  o'clock  in 
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the  afternoon  the  children  closed  their  Choir  year  with  praise  and 
thanksgiving. 

Aug.  17.  Our  children  celebrated  their  Choir  anniversary  with 
blessing.  .  .  . 

Aug.  22.  There  was  such  a  downpour  of  rain  as  we  have  not  had  in 
many  years.  Roads,  fields,  meadows,  and  some  gardens  were  flooded, 
among  them  the  garden  of  the  Gemein  Haus. 

Aug.  27.  The  married  Sr.  Christina  Elisabeth  Burkhard  appeared  in 
church  with  her  infant,  was  commended  to  the  Saviour  by  the  congre- 
gation in  a  hymn,  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  laid  upon  her. 

Aug.  SI.  The  heat  during  these  days  has  been  oppressive,  but  the 
nights  have  been  comfortable. 

Sept.  J/-.  There  was  a  frightful  storm,  with  hard  rain.  The  wind  did 
much  damage  to  fences,  fields  of  corn,  gardens,  orchards,  and  in  the 
woods. 

Sept.  10.  In  this  week  also  the  evening  meetings  were  omitted,  chiefly 
because  everybody  was  busy  with  the  second  crop  of  hay.  The  great  heat 
continued,  with  the  thermometer  standing  at  92°. 

Sept.  19.  A  beginning  was  made  with  painting  the  roof  of  the  church 
and  Gemein  Haus,  and  also  the  tower. 

Sept.  29.  On  the  Feast  of  Angels,17  our  children  had  Unity  Day. 
The  section  concerning  angels  was  read  to  them  from  the  Idea  Fidei 
Fratrum.  In  the  afternoon  was  their  lovefeast,  followed  by  the 
Anbeten.  In  the  evening  meeting  the  Hymn  of  Praise  to  the  Angels 
was  sung. 

Oct.  25.    We  had  the  first  frost. 

Oct.  27.  The  liturgy  was  omitted  because  it  was  piercingly  cold,  with 
strong  wind  from  the  northwest.  Late  in  the  evening  the  wind  died 
down,  and  during  the  night  it  froze. 

Nov.  12.  It  was  intensely  cold  today.  The  Single  Br.  Heinrich  Hein 
left  today  to  visit  his  sister  who  lives  in  Tennessee.  He  had  given  due 
notice  of  his  intention,  and  that  he  did  not  wish  to  separate  from  the 
Unity.    He  will  probably  not  return  until  next  year. 

Nov.  IS.  It  was  colder  than  yesterday,  and  the  thermometer  fell  to 
18°  above  zero.    The  evening  service  was  omitted. 

Nov.  20.    School  for  the  children  was  begun  again. 


17  Michaelmas. 
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Dec.  6.  Yesterday  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  to  Salem ;  this  morning 
they  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  During  last  night 
the  roads  became  very  had  because  of  rain,  snow,  and  sleet,  so  they 
returned  to  Bethabara  in  a  freight-wagon  which  they  met  in  Salem  and 
which  was  coming  this  way. 

Dec.  16.  A  girl,  Tempe  Parker,  who  lived  twenty-seven  miles  from 
here,  fell  asleep  day  before  yesterday  in  the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hermann 
Buttner.  She  was  in  her  seventeenth  year,  and  last  Sunday  was  brought 
here  very  ill  with  consumption,  her  father  hoping  to  get  medical  aid  for 
her.  Br.  Strohle  held  her  funeral  this  afternoon  in  the  graveyard  near 
the  mill. 

Dec.  2Jf.  As  it  was  Christmas  Eve  the  usual  Sunday  services  were 
omitted.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  little  children  and  babies 
in  arms  had  their  Christmas  Eve  lovefeast;  at  seven  o'clock  the  older 
children  and  the  adult  congregation  had  theirs.  As  usual,  lighted  wax 
tapers  were  given  to  the  children  at  the  close  of  the  service. 

Dec.  31.  The  usual  Sunday  services  were  omitted.  In  the  evening  at 
eight  o'clock  the  adult  congregation  and  the  school  children  met  for 
lovefeast.  .  .  . 

Bethabara  Memorabilia.  All  that  we  required  for  our  material  needs 
was  given  to  us  by  our  father  in  heaven,  although  the  prices  of  many 
necessities  were  very  high  because  of  the  war,  and  they  have  fallen  little 
since  the  coming  of  peace.  The  grain  and  hay  harvests  were  good,  and 
the  fruit  was  abundant. 

During  the  spring  and  early  summer  some  persons  in  our  village  had 
severe  catarrhal  colds  or  influenza,  and  in  the  fall  a  few  had  chills 
and  fever,  but  in  general  it  has  been  a  healthful  year,  compared  with 
other  congregations  in  Wachovia  and  other  sections  of  our  state  where 
far  and  wide  there  were  cases  of  a  fatal  fever. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethania  Diary,  1815. 

Jan.  10.  By  request,  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral  of  a  neighbor,  Adam 
Strub,  who  died  day  before  yesterday.  He  was  a  brother  of  our  Br. 
Samuel  Strub. 

Jan.  12.  We  observed  the  Day  of  Humiliation  and  Prayer  recom- 
mended by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  .  .  . 

Barbara  Micke,  maiden  name  Schor,  who  lives  in  our  neighborhood, 
has  been  very  ill  for  some  days,  and  asked  for  Holy  Baptism  at  the  hands 
of  one  of  our  ministers,  as  she  had  not  been  baptized  in  childhood.  Br. 
KLuge  went  to  her  home  today,  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  having  granted 
her  request,  and  baptized  her  in  the  usual  way. 
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Jan.  16.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers, 
in  which  it  was  announced  that  out  of  the  Brethren  who  had  received 
votes  for  the  new  Committee  the  following  five  had  been  approved  by 
the  Lord  in  a  session  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz :  Gottlob  Banke,  Samuel 
Strub,  Abraham  Transou,  Johannes  Transou,  and  Johann  Christian 
Loesch.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  also  decided  that  in  addition  to  their 
Steward  the  auswartige  members  should  have  two  representatives  on  the 
Committee,  and  the  Brn.  John  Schor  and  Joseph  Holder  received  the 
most  votes,  with  Br.  Abraham  Loesch  as  their  Steward. 

J  an.  22.  During  last  night  snow  fell,  which  melted  today,  making  the 
roads  very  wet  and  slippery.  All  through  this  week  it  was  unusually  cold 
for  this  climate,  and  the  roads  were  coated  with  ice. 

Feb.  21.  From  the  public  newspaper  today  we  saw  the  first  credible 
report  of  a  peace  supposed  to  have  been  made  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain.  This  filled  our  hearts  with  great  joy,  and  we  hope 
the  report  will  prove  to  be  true. 

During  the  last  days  the  rain  and  snow  have  covered  everything 
thickly  with  glaze  ice. 

March  1.  Br.  Kluge  went  to  Salem  to  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  He 
and  other  Brethren  who  were  in  Salem  today  brought  the  full  confirma- 
tion of  the  making  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  England. 
To  show  our  joy  many  of  the  residents  lighted  their  houses  during  the 
evening;  and  our  young  men  and  a  number  of  outsiders  who  came  to  the 
village  fired  many  shots  as  sign  of  rejoicing. 

March  7.  In  a  newspaper  that  came  by  post  today  we  were  able  to  read 
the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  concerning  the 
peace  made  between  the  United  States  and  England.  In  the  evening 
there  were  celebrations  by  the  neighbors  who  came  to  the  village,  so  our 
evening  service  must  be  omitted. 

March  23.  Maundy  Thursday.  We  would  gladly  have  held  the 
Pedilavium,  especially  since  the  Saviour  so  ordered  it  that  since  our 
congregation  festival  brotherly  love  and  unity  have  been  renewed  among 
us,  but  some  of  our  members  are  not  well  and  the  weather  is  cold,  so  we 
were  obliged  to  give  it  up  this  time. 

March  28.  Various  members  from  this  congregation  went  to  Ger- 
manton,  where  Br.  Kluge  held  the  funeral  of  the  married  couple  Michael 
and  Dorothea  Erey,  who  died  soon  after  each  other,  that  is  he  died  toward 
evening  of  the  26th  and  she  toward  morning  of  the  27th.  At  the  same 
time  Br.  Kluge  baptized  the  infant  son  of  Br.  Adam  and  Sr.  Elisabeth 
Buttner,  of  the  Bethania  congregation ;  they  had  gone  to  visit  her  sick 
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parents,  and  she  was  confined  shortly  before  the  death  of  her  mother. 
The  child  received  the  name  Michael  Frey. 

May  16.  From  a  newspaper  which  came  by  post  today  we  saw  to  our 
great  distress  that  the  European  lands  will  again  be  involved  in  war 
with  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  who  has  re-possessed  himself  of  the  throne  of 
France. 

May  21.  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  four-weekly  preaching  near  Johann 
Jacob  Sponhauer. 

May  28.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  doctrinal  instruction  of  our  young  people 
in  Pf affs  Settlement ;  the  meeting  is  held  every  fourteen  days. 

June  23.  By  request,  Br.  Kluge  held  the  burial  of  our  neighbor, 
William  Flint,  who  died  yesterday.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  of 
many  English  people  several  verses  were  sung  at  the  grave,  and  the 
burial  liturgy  was  read  from  the  English  Hymn  Book,  but  the  funeral 
sermon  will  be  preached  after  several  weeks. 

J uly  8.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  doctrinal  instruction  for  the  young  people 
in  Pfaffs  Settlement.  He  also  baptized  the  infant  son  of  the  auswartige 
members,  Br.  Jacob  and  Sr.  Catharina  Conrad,  born  on  the  second  of  this 
month.  The  parents  were  afraid  to  bring  the  child  to  Bethania  because 
whooping  cough  is  epidemic. 

Aug.  6.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Kluge  held  the  funeral,  on  a  neighbor- 
ing farm,  of  the  married  man,  Jem  Flint,  who  died  last  evening.  His 
father  died  on  June  22. 

Aug.  10.  The  annual  election  was  held  here  for  representatives  of  our 
county  in  the  Assembly,  and  also  for  one  representative  in  Congress.  "We 
rejoiced  that  everything  was  so  quiet  and  orderly. 

Aug.  13.  Br.  Pfohl  held  service  for  the  children  and  announced  that 
their  festival  would  be  celebrated  on  the  22nd. 

Sept.  If..  All  day  and  until  late  in  the  night  there  was  storm- wind 
and  rain.  Much  damage  was  done  to  fences  and  trees,  and  especially  to 
the  corn,  almost  all  of  which  was  laid  flat  or  broken,  and  many  cobs 
were  torn  off. 

Sept.  9.  At  noon  a  traveling  preacher,  Joseph  Thomas,  preached  in 
our  tavern,  having  given  advance  notice  of  it  several  days  ago.  It  was 
an  evangelical  sermon,  and  edified  all  who  heard  it. 

Sept.  13.  The  above-mentioned  preacher,  Joseph  Thomas,  had  been 
asked  to  preach  again  as  he  returned  from  Salem,  whither  he  had  gone 
on  the  10th,  and  where  he  had  preached  in  the  church  on  the  same  day. 
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He  arrived  last  evening,  and  preached  this  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  in 
our  church,  and  all  the  outsiders  who  had  come  to  the  funeral  of  Sr. 
Barbara  Hauser  attended  the  service.  He  found  out  that  many  persons 
from  the  neighborhood  would  come  in  the  evening,  so  he  appointed  an- 
other service  for  eight  o'clock.  So  many  came  that  the  church  was 
entirely  filled.  Those  of  our  members  who  heard  him  three  times 
declared  unanimously  that  the  first  of  his  sermons  was  the  most  evan- 
gelical and  edifying.  The  man  probably  means  well,  but  our  members 
wished  that  the  Lord  would  free  him  from  self-righteousness  and  self- 
approval,  and  lead  him  to  see  himself  as  an  humble,  poor  sinner. 

Sept.  28.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  spoke  with  the  children  in  preparation 
for  their  Unity  Bay,  which  they  observed  on  the  29th.  They  were 
encouraged  to  give  themselves  anew  to  the  Saviour  out  of  love  and 
gratitude  for  all  the  love  and  faithfulness  which  has  hitherto  been  given 
to  them,  among  the  favors  being  the  service  of  the  holy  angels  given  to 
them  by  His  command. 

Nov.  13.  We  celebrated  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder  and  committed 
ourselves  to  His  leadership. 

Nov.  27.  In  the  last  days  of  the  month  the  weather  was  very  wet,  and 
the  streets  of  the  town  were  very  bad.  In  addition  there  was  no  moon- 
light, so  the  evening  services  were  omitted. 

Dec.  13.  Congregation  Council  met  in  the  evening  to  vote  for  a 
Brother  to  take  the  place  of  steward,  as  Br.  Isaac  Boner  has  moved  to 
Salem  to  the  tavern.    Br.  Wilhelm  Grabs  was  elected. 

Dec.  21/-.  In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  our  children  had  a  happy 
Christmas  lovefeast.  At  seven  o'clock  the  adult  members  had  their 
Christmas  service. 

Dec.  27.  By  request,  Br.  Kluge  held  the  funeral  for  the  little  child  of 
our  friend  and  neighbor,  Daniel  Wolf.  Ten  days  ago  the  child  fell  into 
a  pot  of  boiling  water  and  was  terribly  burned,  and  after  much  suffering 
he  gave  up  his  spirit. 

Dec.  31.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  last  service  of  the  year 
for  the  children. 

Memorabilia.  It  is  not  unknown  to  us  that  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  the  life  of  the  congregation  was  hard  and  oppressive,  with  not 
only  a  lack  of  brotherly  love  but  actual  disunion  and  separation  among 
us.  Some  drew  away  and  resolved  to  remain  quietly  apart.  This  was 
the  situation  when  we  celebrated  our  congregation  festival  on  the  19th 
of  March.    It  had  been  our  fervent  prayer  that  it  might  please  the  Lord 
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to  remember  us  in  love,  and  to  bless  us,  but  He  did  more  than  we  asked. 
In  the  first  service  the  feeling  was  such  that  hope  was  awakened  that 
the  Lord  would  look  upon  us  in  mercy.  In  the  lovefeast  Br.  von  Schwei- 
nitz  spoke  of  true  brother-love  as  a  sign  of  real  discipleship.  ...  In  the 
Communion,  as  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  was  given,  such  a  spirit 
from  above  spread  in  the  hearts  of  those  present  that  all  resolved:  We 
will  gladly  forgive  each  other,  and  forget  what  we  have  held  against  each 
other,  and  once  again  love  each  other  heartily.  That  this  sudden  feeling 
was  truly  the  work  of  the  Lord  was  manifest  during  the  following  days 
when  Brother  was  reconciled  to  Brother  in  a  new  bond  of  love. 

In  the  first  half  of  this  year  serious  illness  was  epidemic  all  through 
the  land,  and  took  away  many  persons,  some  in  our  immediate  neighbor- 
hood. It  was  a  special  cause  of  thanks  that  we  were  protected  by  the 
Lord,  and  had  not  a  single  case,  though  a  young  man  from  Virginia 
returning  to  his  home  died  with  it  here  in  our  tavern. 

Even  so  happily  our  dear  Lord  helped  us  through  the  fever  epidemic  of 
the  last  half  of  the  year.  Only  a  few  of  our  congregation  had  the 
fever,  while  in  nearer  and  more  distant  places  entire  families  had  severe 
cases. 

For  the  care  of  our  dear  Lord  for  our  material  needs  we  cannot  be  suffi- 
ciently thankful.  The  expenditures  caused  by  the  war,  and  the  high 
taxes,  must  be  paid  throughout  the  year,  yet  we  all  were  so  fortunate 
that  none  of  us  could  complain  of  actual  want.  Our  dear  Lord  gave 
us  a  fine,  rich  harvest  from  field  and  garden  and  orchard,  and  protected 
us  from  the  hailstorms,  so  that  each  man  who  cultivated  his  ground  well 
was  bountifully  supplied. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1815. 

Jan.  1.  Before  the  sermon  we  prayed  the  Triune  God  that  He  would 
bless  us  and  all  men,  and  especially  our  fellow-citizens  in  this  land; 
that  He  would  give  wisdom  to  our  Government;  and  that  if  it  was  His 
will  He  would  soon  bestow  precious  peace  upon  us  and  all  men. 

At  the  lovefeast  for  the  congregation  and  Society  it  was  announced 
that  the  month  of  February  would  be  given  to  the  instruction  of  our 
youth  who  are  old  enough  and  who  wish  this  year  to  be  added  to  the 
Society. 

Jan.  8.  Sunday.  ISTo  one  came,  so  the  Day  of  Humiliation  and 
Prayer  could  not  be  announced  for  the  12th,  but  was  postponed  to  the 
15th. 

Feb.  1.  Br.  Rude  closed  the  school  with  a  little  lovefeast,  to  which 
the  parents  of  the  children  were  invited.    The  children  were  examined 
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in  what  they  had  learned,  and  the  parents  rejoiced  that  the  children 
had  learned  so  much  during  the  short  session  of  the  school.  For  example, 
one  child  who  had  attended  but  fifteen  days  could  read  a  little  in  the 
New  Testament.  The  entire  school  period  was  but  forty-five  days,  and 
during  this  time  five  children  learned  to  read  the  Bible,  though  when 
they  began  they  did  not  even  know  their  letters ;  five  others  have  learned 
to  spell  enough  words  that  they  can  begin  to  put  them  together.  Four 
who  did  not  attend  regularly,  or  did  not  try,  have  gone  no  further  than 
the  alphabet. 

March  5.  Sunday.  Instead  of  the  preaching  service  fourteen  chil- 
dren, nine  girls  and  five  boys,  were  catechised  in  the  doctrinal  instruction 
which  Br.  Rude  gave  them  during  February ;  the  entire  congregation  lis- 
tened with  thankful  amazement  to  the  questions  and  answers. 

March  12.  Our  congregation  festival  was  observed.  Br.  Adam 
Fischel  was  elected  Steward  by  the  house-fathers. 

April  13.  Thursday.  This  was  the  day  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  as  a  Day  of  Thanksgiving  for  the  establishment  of 
peace  with  England.  The  congregation,  and  some  others,  gathered  in 
large  numbers.    The  address  was  on  II  Samuel,  xx:  4. 

May  13.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  the  church  near 
Rippel  which  is  called  Hopewell. 

Aug.  20.  The  children  celebrated  a  happy  festival,  with  three 
services. 

Dec.  21f..    Only  a  few  came,  so  something  was  read  to  them. 

Dec.  25.  Christmas  Day.  Many  gathered,  and  the  sermon  was 
preached  on  the  word  of  the  angel :  Unto  you  is  born  this  day,  in  the  city 
of  David,  a  Saviour  which  is  Christ  the  Lord. 

Then  there  was  the  festival  lovefeast  for  the  children.  They  were 
told  the  meaning  of  the  lovefeast;  the  festal  story  was  laid  upon  their 
hearts ;  and  prayer  was  made  to  the  Child  Jesus,  once  wrapped  in  swad- 
dling clothes  and  laid  in  a  manger. 

Dec.  31.    No  one  came,  so  there  were  no  services. 


1816 


[  The  return  of  Louis  XVIII  to  the  throne  of  France  brought  no  peace 
to  that  distracted  country.  The  Quadruple  Alliance  of  Russia,  Austria, 
Prussia,  and  Great  Britain  dominated  Europe. 

In  the  United  States,  in  March,  the  second  Bank  of  the  United  States 
was  chartered,  located  in  Philadelphia.  It  took  the  place  of  the  first 
Bank  of  the  United  States,  of  which  the  charter  had  expired  in  1811. 
The  Territory  of  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  state.  A  new 
tariff  bill  was  passed  by  Congress,  designed  to  protect  the  manufactures 
which  had  prospered  during  the  War  of  1812.  North  of  the  Ohio  and 
Potomac  Rivers  1816  was  "the  year  without  a  summer,"  with  frost,  snow, 
and  ice  in  every  month,  so  that  no  crops  matured.1 

Dr.  Robert  Finley  called  a  meeting  at  Princeton  of  persons  interested 
in  the  project  of  founding  a  colony  m  Africa  to  which  free  and  emanci- 
pated Negroes  could  be  sent.  The  first  Seminole  War  began  in  Florida, 
directed  against  the  Indians  and  the  fugitive  slaves  they  harbored.  In 
July  the  so-called  "Negro  Fort"  was  blown  to  pieces,  and  of  the  three 
hundred  and  twenty  Negroes  and  Choctaw  Indians  in  it  only  three 
escaped  uninjured. 

In  the  eighth  presidential  election  James  Monroe  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States. 

In  North  Carolina,  State  Senator  A.  D.  Murphey  urged  that  education 
be  provided  for  every  child,  rich  and  poor,  but  his  proposals  did  not 
carry.  William  Miller  was  re-elected  governor;  and  the  Assembly 
instructed  him  to  procure  a  statue  of  General  George  Washington  for 
the  Capitol. 

On  November  23,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  H.  Chapman  "solemnly  re- 
signed his  office"  as  president  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  On 
December  17,  the  Committee  of  Appointments  reported  to  the  Trustees 
that  it  had  appointed  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  Caldwell  president  of  the 
University.] 

Extracts  from  the  Wachovia  Congregations  Memorabilia 
for  the  year  1816. 

O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  He  is  good,  and  His  mercy  endureth 
forever !  In  the  year  which  is  now  ending  each  day  has  brought  its  proof 
of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  and  His  constant  mercy  and  faithfulness 
have  been  before  our  eyes. 


lIn  North  Carolina  crops  were  bad,  but  largely  because  of  dry  weather.   There  were  three 
or  four  days  of  unusually  cool  weather  in  August. 
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The  fulfillment  of  His  promise :  "Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  in 
my  name  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them,"  has  been  evident  this  year 
in  our  meetings  for  united  edification  through  the  message  of  His  love 
for  us  even  to  the  death;  also  when  we  have  joined  in  prayer  and 
hymns  of  praise,  and  have  shared  in  His  Holy  Supper. 

Among  the  festal  days  of  the  general  Christian  church  the  Passion 
"Week  was  especially  blessed  to  us. 

On  the  memorial  days  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  we  have  been  happy  to 
share  the  blessing  and  grace  which  our  dear  Lord  poured  out  upon  this 
portion  of  His  church,  with  the  wish  that  more  and  more  His  thoughts 
of  peace  might  be  realized  for  and  through  us.  The  festal  days  of  the 
Choirs  have  been  observed  with  blessing.  Each  congregation,  on  its 
anniversary,  has  renewed  its  covenant  of  love  and  grace  with  the 
Saviour  and  with  each  other.  In  the  country  congregations  of  Hope 
and  Friedland  the  recently  revised  Brotherly  Agreement  was  read  at 
the  anniversary  service. 

The  instruction  of  our  youth  in  the  doctrines  of  salvation  has  been 
given,  and  we  hope  with  profit  and  blessing,  in  each  of  our  congregations 
as  local  circumstances  permitted.  This  was  not  possible  in  Hope,  because 
of  the  distances  over  which  the  homes  of  the  members  are  scattered,  and 
some  other  circumstances. 

Several  times  during  the  year  we  have  been  favored  with  letters  from 
the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  some  written  last  year  and  some  this.  No 
less  have  we  rejoiced  over  the  timely  receipt  of  the  Daily  Texts  for 
the  year  1817.  Our  longing  for  more  Nachrichten  was  appeased  by 
receipt  of  a  number  during  the  early  days  of  the  year. 

Because  of  the  most  unusual  weather  during  this  year  the  output  of  the 
produce  of  the  land  was  pathetic.  Late  frosts  in  many  places  ruined 
the  prospect  for  fruit.  The  wheat  harvest  was  much  better  than  was 
expected.  The  summer  was  partly  very  cool,  partly  so  dry  that  in  some 
neighborhoods  practically  no  rain  fell  for  fifteen  weeks.  Many  mills 
could  not  run  for  lack  of  water ;  the  gardens,  meadows,  and  fields  looked 
pitiful;  corn  suffered  greatly,  so  that  it  and  all  other  foods  rose 
unusually  high  in  price.  We  have  reason  to  thank  the  goodness  of  our 
Father  in  heaven  that  what  was  most  needed  for  our  sustenance  has 
been  provided  for  us. 

In  spring  a  serious  type  of  illness  made  its  appearance,  especially  in 
the  Bethania  and  Hope  neighborhoods.  On  the  other  hand  there  was 
less  of  the  usual  fever  in  the  fall,  though  later  a  serious  disease  of  the 
chest  became  epidemic. 

Erom  time  to  time  we  have  received  good  news  from  our  Br.  and  Sr. 
Gambold  in  Springplace.    Their  little  group  of  believers  from  the 
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Cherokee  nation  has  not  increased,  but  they  have  had  encouraging  evi- 
dences of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  many,  and  believe 
that  their  efforts  to  make  the  Redeemer  known  to  the  youth  in  their 
care  has  not  been  without  result. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  local  members  of  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  could  not  be  held  until 
November  29,  on  account  of  delay  in  receiving  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  in  Bethlehem. 

Among  the  most  memorable  events  in  Salem  this  year  was  the  cele- 
bration of  its  jubilee  on  February  19,  on  which  date,  fifty  years  ago,  eight 
Single  Brethren  moved  into  the  first  little  house  which  had  been  built 
here.  It  was  a  pleasant  day,  full  of  joy,  which  was  blessed  by  the  com- 
forting approval  of  our  Lord  and  the  quickening  sense  of  His  peace. 
The  account  of  the  numberless  mercies  which  this  congregation  has 
enjoyed  during  the  period  of  fifty  years,  both  in  spiritual  and  material 
matters,  moved  our  hearts  to  bring  to  our  God  and  Saviour  warm  tribute 
of  praise  and  thanks.  We  prayed  for  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins  and  for 
new  warmth  of  love  to  Him  and  for  one  another,  and  that  all  might  be 
removed  from  among  us  which  might  interfere  with  His  plans  for  us 
and  for  our  children.  May  Salem  be  and  remain  a  place  of  peace  to 
His  joy  and  honor. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  three  new  dwellings  have  been  erected,  and 
have  been  occupied  by  the  Brn.  Abraham  Steiner,  Folz,  and  Hagen,  and 
their  families.  A  beginning  has  been  made  with  the  building  of  a  house 
by  the  tavern,  for  the  better  accommodation  of  travelers,  and  it  is 
nearly  finished.  A  change  has  been  made  in  the  management  of  the 
tavern,  for  Br.  Boner  found  that  it  injured  his  health,  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Byhan  have  succeeded  him.  The  single  Br.  Carl  Joseph  Levering  has 
come  from  Lititz  as  barkeeper. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  kitchen  of  the  Brothers  House  has  made  a 
deficit,  which  last  year  reached  a  considerable  sum;  also  the  present 
cook  could  continue  no  longer  on  account  of  illness.  It  was  therefore 
decided  to  give  up  the  kitchen  for  the  present,  and  the  Brethren  and 
boys  who  have  had  their  meals  there  will  be  served  in  families. 

Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel,  former  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren, 
has  been  called  as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  for  girls.  Br.  Peter 
"Wolle  was  selected  to  succeed  him  and  will  take  office  as  soon  as  he 
can  be  released  from  the  boys  Anstalt  and  school.  According  to  the 
latest  letters  we  may  hope  to  see  soon  the  Single  Brother  Johann 
Gottlieb  Hermann  who  is  coming  from  Fulneck. 

Among  those  who  during  this  year  have  had  the  joy  of  being  trans- 
ferred from  the  Salem  that  is  below  to  the  Salem  which  is  above,  there 
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have  been  three  widowed  Sisters ;  1 )  the  eldest  member  of  this  congrega- 
tion and  of  her  Choir,  Sr.  Anna  Catharine  Ernst,  in  the  ninetieth  year  of 
her  life,  of  which  the  greatest  part  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord.  2)  Our 
Sr.  Rosina  Louisa  Herbst,  in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  her  age,  who 
served  the  Lord  for  many  years  with  her  husband,  Br.  Johannes  Herbst, 
who  fell  asleep  here  on  the  15th  of  January,  1812.  3)  Sr.  Jacobina 
Holland,  who  has  been  a  faithful  and  successful  midwife  since  the  year 
1795. 

On  account  of  his  health  the  Single  Br.  Christian  Daniel  Welfare  gave 
up  his  position  in  the  boys  school,  and  the  Single  Br.  Thomas  Schulz 
has  taken  his  place.  Three  older  boys  and  twenty  little  boys  are  being 
instructed,  of  whom  thirteen  live  in  the  Anstalt. 

The  number  of  little  girls  who  are  attending  school  is  sixteen. 

Certain  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Boarding  School  for  girls.  The 
former  inspector,  Br.  Steiner,  asked  for  release  because  of  ill  health,  and 
has  been  followed  by  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel,  who  has  married 
the  single  Sr.  Friederica  Henriette  Vierling.  Sr.  Agnes  Susanna 
Praezel,  who  has  taught  in  the  Boarding  School  more  than  eleven  years, 
and  Sr.  Elisabeth  Transou,  who  has  been  there  nearly  two  years,  have 
been  succeeded  by  the  Srs.  Johanna  Salome  Christmann  and  Johanna 
Elisabeth  Reuz.  Mission  interest  has  been  awakened  among  the  girls  by 
reading  to  them  the  Periodical  Accounts;  also  by  the  example  of  their 
teachers  who  some  months  ago  began  a  Sunday  school  four  miles  from 
Salem.  During  this  year  fifty-seven  pupils  have  returned  to  their 
homes  and  fifty-five  new  pupils  have  entered.  The  number  at  present  in 
the  Boarding  School  is  ninety-six,  of  whom  two  are  children  of  the 
congregation. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1816  the  congregation  of  Salem  consists  of 
128  married  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
3  widowers, 
13  widows, 
40  Single  Brethren, 

13  youths  and  boys, 
66  Single  Sisters, 

14  older  girls, 
48  little  boys, 
59  little  girls, 


384  persons  in  all. 
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Extracts  from  Salem  Diary,  1816. 

Jan.  1.  In  the  three  country  congregations  the  Memorabilia  of  last 
year  was  read,  and  a  lovefeast  was  held. 

Jan.  2.  For  the  first  time  in  three  years  we  have  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  receiving  a  shipment  of  the  Nachrichten.  They  were  the 
issues  of  1812  and  1813. 

Jan.  1+.  A  blessed  Anbeten  was  held  by  the  members  of  the  associa- 
tion for  Hourly  Intercession  whose  terms  have  just  expired  and  for 
those  whose  terms  are  beginning. 

Jan.  7.  Two  Unity  Day  reading  meetings  were  given  to  reports  from 
the  Nachrichten  of  the  circumstances  and  experiences  of  our  congrega- 
tions in  Herrnhut,  Niesky,  Kleinwelke,  and  Gnadenberg  during  the  first 
months  of  the  year  1813.  The  account  of  their  sore  experiences  and  the 
wonderful  escapes  they  had  from  the  threatening  dangers  was  heard  with 
sorrow  and  thanksgiving. 

In  Hope,  Br.  Kramsch  held  a  service  for  the  Negroes. 

At  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober,  Br.  Reichel  preached  today  in  two 
Lutheran  churches,  one  six  and  the  other  fourteen  miles  north  of  Beth- 
abara.    Because  of  the  rough  weather  only  a  few  persons  attended. 

Jan.  8  and  9.  The  cold  was  more  piercing  and  the  weather  very 
stormy. 

Jan.  11.    It  snowed  all  day. 

Jan.  13.  It  snowed  again.  Because  of  the  snow  and  glaze-ice  the 
roads  were  terrible  for  pedestrians,  therefore  some  persons  drove  in 
sleighs,  which  can  seldom  be  done  here. 

Jan.  15.  Because  of  the  snow  a  number  of  deer  were  killed  near 
Salem. 

A  company  of  Cherokee  Indians  passed  through  Salem  on  their  way 
home. 

Jan.  16  and  17.    The  slippery  snow  and  ice  were  melted  by  rain. 

Jan.  18.    There  was  frost  again. 

Jan.  25  and  26.    These  were  rainy  days. 

Jan.  27.    There  was  a  militia  muster  near  Salem. 

Jan.  81.  During  this  month  many  persons  suffered  from  catarrhal 
attacks,  and  a  number  of  the  cases  were  long  and  severe. 

Feb.  1/..  Br.  "Wolle  delivered  his  first  sermon,  preaching  at  Hope  in 
the  English  language. 
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Feb.  6.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  by  post  letters  from  Br. 
Verbeek  dated  in  September  and  October,  1815 ;  also  thirty-two  sections 
of  the  Nachrichten  for  last  year. 

Feb.  12.  Br.  Jacob  and  Sr.  Benigna  Elisabeth  Fetter  and  their  four 
children  moved  today  from  Clemmonstown,  in  the  Hope  neighborhood,  to 
the  house  they  have  recently  bought  in  Bethabara. 

Feb.  15.    The  association  for  Hourly  Intercession  sang  a  liturgy. 

Feb.  16.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  governor  of  the  state  this  was 
observed  as  a  Day  of  Prayer  and  Thanksgiving  for  the  precious  peace 
which  has  been  vouchsafed  to  our  fatherland,  and  the  undisturbed  enjoy- 
ment of  the  many  and  great  blessings  of  God.  In  Salem,  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  there  was  an  English  service  held  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz, 
closed  by  a  fervent  prayer  of  thanksgiving.  In  the  evening  at  seven 
o'clock  Br.  Yan  Vleck  led  a  happy  singstunde. 

Feb.  18.  Sunday.  In  the  morning  the  church  litany  was  prayed  in 
English.    Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  in  German. 

In  the  afternoon  many  Brethren  and  Sisters  were  busy  putting  up 
the  decorations  which  had  been  prepared  during  the  preceding  days  for 
the  adornment  of  the  church  for  the  festal  day  tomorrow.  The  minis- 
ter's table  was  covered  with  white,  and  was  ornamented  with  an  artistic 
wreath  of  flowers.2  On  the  canopy  over  the  table  an  urn  was  placed, 
from  which  a  green  festoon  fell  on  either  side,  and  in  each  festoon  fifty 
roses  could  be  seen.  The  same  number  stood  in  the  middle  on  the  wall ; 
on  the  Brothers  choir  gallery  was  the  number  1766,  date  of  the  year 
of  the  beginning  of  Salem;  and  the  present  year  number,  1816,  was 
in  the  middle  of  the  choir  gallery  of  the  Sisters.  Both  balconies  were 
hung  with  festoons  of  cedar  and  spruce,  and  with  bunches  of  flowers. 
The  general  effect  was  very  pretty  and  effective. 

Feb.  19,  was  celebrated  by  the  congregation  in  Salem  as  its  jubilee 
of  fifty  years  since  this  was  the  date  in  1766  when  the  first  house  here  was 
occupied  by  eight  Brethren,  and  in  recognition  of  the  blessing  and  mercy 
which  this  congregation  has  since  enjoyed. 

Scarcely  had  the  sun  risen  in  its  glory — for  the  day  was  unexpectedly 
pleasant,  as  on  the  preceding  day  and  during  the  night  it  had  rained — 
when  the  trombonists  announced  the  festal  day.  For  the  celebration 
most  of  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  country  congregations  had 
gathered. 

At  nine  o'clock  the  congregation  assembled  for  the  early  service. 
After  a  hymn  with  instrumental  accompaniment  Br.  Yan  Yleck  ex-

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plained  the  reason  and  the  occasion  for  the  observance  of  this  festal  day. 
He  reminded  them  of  the  purpose  of  the  building  of  the  congregation 
town  of  Salem,  and  its  important  and  beautiful  calling;  urged  the 
members  to  give  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  abundant  mercies  spiritual  and 
material  which  our  Lord  has  given;  and  begged  them  with  full  realiza- 
tion of  their  failures  to  render  to  their  Head  and  Lord  new  faithfulness, 
decipleship,  and  love,  with  willing  obedience  to  the  voice  of  their 
Shepherd.  Kneeling  in  prayer  the  warmest  thanks  were  brought  to 
the  faithful  and  merciful  Saviour  for  His  gracious  control  of  this  con- 
gregation for  so  many  years,  and  petitions  were  offered  that  He  would 
continue  to  reign  over  this  town  and  its  inhabitants,  and  would  work 
out  ever  more  fully  His  thoughts  of  peace  therein,  and  especially  that 
on  this  day  of  blessing  He  would  permit  His  presence  to  be  felt  in  our 
midst. 

At  ten  o'clock  Br.  von  Schweinitz  presented  a  most  interesting 
account3  which  he  had  prepared  showing  the  most  important  events  of 
each  of  the  fifty  years  in  this  place. 

At  two  o'clock  was  the  festal  lovefeast,  during  which  a  printed 
jubilee  ode4  was  sung  with  full  instrumental  accompaniment,  the  musi- 
cians from  Bethabara  assisting. 

Following  this  service  larger  and  smaller  groups  took  pleasant  walks 
to  various  points  near  Salem ;  while  wind  instruments  were  played  from 
the  balcony  of  the  church. 

In  the  evening  at  seven  o'clock  there  was  a  happy  singstunde,  with 
hymns  sung  by  the  congregation  and  by  the  choir.  The  church  was  beau- 
tifully illuminated,  with  a  pyramid  of  fifty  candles  in  front  of 
the  minister's  table,  and  twenty-five  candles  burning  on  each  choir 
gallery,  in  addition  to  the  usual  five  chandeliers.  This  service  was 
attended  by  many  neighbors  and  friends.  So  this  day  was  closed  but  it 
will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  who  took  part  in  the  blessed  celebration. 

Feb.  23  and  2k.  The  weather  was  very  warm  for  this  season  of  the 
year. 

Feb.  25.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  began  to  read  the  remarkable  and 
instructive  memoir  of  the  departed  Br.  Jeremias  Risler,  bishop  of  the 
Unity  of  Brethren  and  member  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference.  In  the 
evening  Br.  Peter  held  the  gemeinstunde,  speaking  on  the  Text  for  the 
day;  then  the  boy  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  and  the  Single  Sr.  Gertraut 
Salome  Sponhauer  were  received  into  the  congregation,  and  prayer  was 
offered  that  they  might  be  completely  consecrated  to  Him.

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Feb.  26.  Mr.  Fletcher,  who  has  been  here  two  or  three  days,  made 
various  experiments  with  water  from  a  spring  on  the  neighboring  planta- 
tion which  has  been  rented  by  Br.  Heinrich  Blum  and  which  has  now 
been  taken  over  by  his  son.  It  was  found  that  the  water  contains  iron 
(chalybeate). 

March  1  and  2.    Biainy  days. 

March  6.  During  a  high  wind  a  chimney  burned  out  at  Br.  Vierling's 
house,  endangering  the  building,  for  burning  soot  fell  in  the  roof  gutter 
on  the  side  towards  the  barnyard,  and  as  the  gutter  was  of  wood  it 
continued  to  burn,  but  was  fortunately  discovered  in  time  by  the  smoke. 
As  it  was  about  noon  many  of  the  members  thought  at  first  that  the 
alarm  bell  was  merely  ringing  at  the  usual  time.  But  more  came,  and 
the  fire  engine  was  brought  in  time  and  used  successfully  so  that  the 
actual  bursting  into  flame  was  prevented.  Because  of  the  high  wind 
and  the  drought  it  might  have  been  very  bad. 

March  7.  In  Friedland  the  school  which  Br.  Buchholz  teaches  has  been 
closed  for  a  time,  as  the  children  are  already  needed  for  field  work. 

March  11.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the 
oldest  member  of  this  congregation,  the  widowed  Sr.  Catharine  Ernst, 
born  Antes,  who  in  her  ninetieth  year  entered  into  rest  on  the  9th. 
After  an  impressive  address  by  Br.  Yan  Yleck,  and  the  reading  of  her 
remarkable  memoir,  her  remains  were  accompanied  to  the  grave  and  were 
interred  with  the  usual  liturgy.  Following  this  the  members  of  the  Aeltes- 
ten  Conferenz  and  of  the  Choir  of  Widows,  and  Brethren  and  Sisters 
who  had  served  our  Sister  during  her  old  age  and  at  her  funeral,  held 
a  lovefeast  in  her  honor. 

March  11}..  Br.  Van  Vleck  led  the  liturgy  for  the  association  for 
Hourly  Intercession. 

March  18.    This  was  a  raw  day,  with  storms  and  hail. 

March  21.  Our  town  was  full  of  neighbors  who  had  come  to  pay  the 
taxes  that  are  due. 

In  this  town  a  collection  was  taken  today  for  the  benefit  of  a  neighbor 
family,  George  Krause's,  whose  dwelling  has  become  a  prey  of  the 
flames.  The  saddest  part  was  that  a  little  orphan  boy,  for  whom  the 
family  was  caring,  lost  his  life  in  the  fire.  It  broke  out  during  the 
night,  when  George  Krause  and  his  wife  were  away  from  home;  they 
had  gone  to  visit  and  wait  on  a  sick  relative.  This  boy  was  sleeping 
under  the  roof,  and  when  the  fire  broke  out  he  could  not  escape.  A 
daughter  of  the  owner  was  in  another  room  and  was  awakened  when  the 
fire  discharged  a  gun,  and  she  was  able  to  leave  the  house  just  before  it 
fell. 
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No  less  pathetic  was  an  occurrence  near  Opossumtown.  A  man  with 
his  wife  and  a  neighbor  were  on  their  way  home.  As  the  man  was 
climbing  a  fence  near  his  house  his  gun  was  accidentally  discharged,  and 
the  shot  struck  his  wife,  who  was  ahead  of  him,  and  she  was  killed 
instantly. 

Another  tragedy  took  place  a  few  weeks  ago  about  two  miles  from 
Friedberg  meetinghouse.  A  traveler,  who  had  spent  the  night  at  Br. 
liege's  inn,  killed  himself  on  the  way  to  Salem.  He  was  found  hanging 
from  a  tree  in  the  woods.  From  his  previous  behaviour  it  could  be  con- 
cluded that  he  was  weak  in  his  mind. 

March  22.  The  new  house  which  Br.  Folz  is  building  for  himself 
was  raised.    It  is  of  frame,  two  stories  high. 

March  23.  A  number  of  Cherokee  Indians  passed.  Many  of  them 
were  drunk  and  could  go  no  farther  until  they  had  slept  off  their 
intoxication. 

March  2J/..  Sunday.  In  all  our  congregations  the  incarnation  of  God 
our  Saviour  was  remembered  with  blessing. 

March  31.  This  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  rain,  following  a  long,  dry 
spell. 

April  1.    It  was  very  stormy. 

April  2.  The  Conferenz  enjoyed  a  lovefeast  with  Br.  Peter,  on 
his  seventy-fourth  birthday. 

In  Hope,  yesterday  and  today  the  roof  was  repaired  on  the  church  and 
dwelling. 

April  Jf.  The  speaking  ordered  by  Synod  was  held  with  seventeen 
young  Sisters. 

April  5.  Most  of  the  movable  property  of  the  departed  Br.  Christian 
Gottfried  Schulz  was  sold  at  auction. 

April  7.  In  Hope  there  was  preaching  and  the  beginning  with  read- 
ing the  story  of  this  Passion  week;  also  the  four-weekly  service  for  the 
Negroes,  to  whom  the  story  of  the  suffering  and  death  of  Jesus  was 
related. 

April  9.  To  provide  additional  place  for  lodging  visitors  a  boarding 
house  was  planned,  and  has  progressed  so  far  that  the  framing  was  suc- 
cessfully raised  today. 

April  10.  In  Friedland  this  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the 
widowed  Sr.  Sophia  Salome  Kunzel,  to  which  a  large  number  of  persons 
came  in  spite  of  the  heavy  rain. 
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Anna  Hohns,  daughter  of  Br.  Philip  Hohns  of  Hope,  came  today  to 
enter  the  Boarding  School  in  Salem. 

April  11.  The  weather  was  very  unpleasant,  with  a  cold  rain 
falling. 

April  12.  Many  visitors  attended  the  Good  Friday  services.  The 
weather  cleared,  but  it  was  cold  and  windy. 

April  11/..  A  company  estimated  at  one  thousand  members  and  visi- 
tors from  near  and  far  gathered  in  front  of  the  church,  where  several 
hymns  were  sung.  Then  in  reverent  silence  they  proceeded  to  God's 
Acre,  while  the  trombonists  played.  The  weather  was  clear,  though 
somewhat  cool. 

April  2Jf.    The  logs  were  laid  up  for  Br.  Hagen's  new  house. 

April  25.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  service  for  the  change  of 
turns  in  the  association  for  Hourly  Intercession.  This  was  followed  by 
the  Anbeten. 

April  27.  The  town  was  very  lively  as  muster  was  held  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

In  a  lovefeast  members  of  the  Conferenz  took  a  blessed  part  in  the 
fifty-ninth  birthday  of  Br.  Steiner. 

April  29.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  made  an  address  to  the  Single  Sisters 
in  preparation  for  their  Choir  festival  on  May  4. 

Mr.  Abram  Moses,  from  Mecklenburg  County,  this  state,  brought  his 
daughter  and  the  daughter  of  a  friend  to  be  educated  here.  He  is  a 
J ew  and  was  born  in  Frankfurt.  The  number  in  the  Boarding  School  is 
already  too  large,  and  there  are  numerous  applications  from  new  pupils. 
It  also  happens  not  seldom  that  children  are  brought  unannounced,  even 
from  distant  places,  and  it  is  impossible  to  receive  them  for  lack  of 
room. 

April  30.  During  this  month  the  weather  has  been  unusually  cool 
for  the  time  of  year,  and  there  have  been  heavy  frosts  at  night.  Plants 
in  field  and  garden  have  been  much  retarded  in  growth ;  there  is  almost 
no  hope  for  fruit.  It  has  also  been  so  dry  that  on  many  farms  the 
corn,  a  chief  product  of  the  farmers  in  this  neighborhood,  has  not  yet 
been  planted.  This  cold,  dry  weather  has  also  been  injurious  to  health, 
and  near  here  and  further  away  many  have  been  ill,  some  critically. 
In  Salem  a  catarrhal  cough  was  very  general. 

Many  wild  pigeons  stayed  in  the  neighborhood  for  a  while. 

May  2.  Mr.  J ohnson,  a  book-seller  from  Philadelphia,  arrived  today 
on  his  way  to  Tennessee.  He  inspected  various  things  worth  seeing,  and 
renewed  former  acquaintances. 
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May  3.  The  Single  Sisters  closed  their  Choir  year  with  thankful  and 
humble  hearts. 

May  4.    The  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  observed  their  covenant  day.  .  .  . 

May  5.  After  much  dry  weather  we  had  a  refreshing  rain  toward 
evening. 

May  9.    The  association  for  Hourly  Intercession  sang  a  liturgy. 

May  12.    In  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  there  was  the  betrothal  of 
Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  and  Sr.  Henriette  Friederica  Vierling. 
Br.  Reichel  preached  today  in  a  Lutheran  church  near  Friedberg. 

May  lJf.  This  afternoon  we  had  a  much  desired  rain.  It  also  rained 
during  the  night,  and  then  cleared  and  was  unusually  cold. 

May  18.    It  rained  nearly  all  day. 

May  19.  In  the  evening,  after  an  impressive  address  by  Br.  Yan 
Vleck,  Br.  Reichel  was  married  to  Sr.  Yierling. 

In  Hope,  a  Methodist  preacher,  Mr.  Thomas  Cooper,  and  his  wife 
attended  the  preaching  with  pleasure,  and  afterwards  he  told  Br.  Kramsch 
how  glad  he  was  to  be  able  to  say  that  he  and  they  had  one  ground  of 
faith. 

In  Friedland,  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls  had  their  annual 
covenant  day. 

May  21.  Br.  Kreuser  and  his  wife  left  today  for  Pennsylvania  on 
business  for  the  store. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Bagge  had  fright  and  sorrow  today  when  their  youngest 
daughter,  Lucinde,  stuck  her  hands  into  a  container  of  hot  ashes,  and 
was  so  badly  burned  that  the  first  joint  on  each  finger  had  ultimately 
to  be  removed. 

May  23.  During  the  afternoon  we  had  a  refreshing  shower.  This 
evening  the  Single  Br.  Christian  R.  Hamann  arrived  from  Nazareth  on 
a  visit. 

May  21/-.    A  cold,  rainy  day. 

May  29,  30  and  31.  Many  parents  and  relatives  of  the  girls  in  the 
Boarding  School  were  present  for  the  Examination.  .  .  .  There  were 
one  hundred  and  four  pupils  present  from  other  places,  and  thirteen 
town  girls  who  attend  classes. 

June  1.  Nine  of  the  pupils  went  home  with  their  families.  Others 
went  to  visit  their  parents  and  relatives.  Of  those  who  remained  in 
the  School  the  room  groups  made  excursions  during  the  two  weeks  of 
vacation  for  recreation  and  pleasure. 
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June  S.  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  accompanied  by  Br.  Christian  Blum, 
went  to  Fayetteville  on  business. 

June  Jf.    The  older  girls  of  Salem  celebrated  their  covenant  day. 

June  6.  Since  the  rain  and  hail  of  yesterday  the  weather  has  been 
unusually  cool. 

June  8.    A  company  of  Light-Horse  drilled  near  Salem. 

J une  9.  Br.  Van  Vleck  prayed  the  litany  in  English  with  the  congre- 
gation. In  the  German  preaching  Br.  von  Schweinitz  spoke  on  the 
Gospel  for  today,  Trinity  Sunday.  In  the  evening  the  congregation 
sang  the  Hymn  of  Praise  !N*o.  9,  to  the  Holy  Trinity. 

June  11.  The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Christian  Blum  returned 
from  Fayetteville,  where  they  had  good  success.  They  succeeded  in 
arranging  that  Br.  Christian  Blum  should  take  over  as  local  agent  of  the 
bank,  succeeding  Br.  Bagge,  who  has  resigned. 

A  gentleman  from  Beaufort,  in  this  state,  brought  two  daughters  and 
two  relatives  to  the  Boarding  School  today,  but  they  could  not  be 
received  for  lack  of  room. 

June  IS.    Today  the  thermometer  stood  at  93°. 

June  15.  In  Hope  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls  observed  their 
festal  day. 

June  16.  Sunday.  Many  visitors  were  here  and  attended  the  services 
with  pleasure. 

June  17.  Classes  in  the  Boarding  School  began  again  today,  after  the 
vacation. 

Many  militiamen  were  here  who  took  the  field  from  Stokes  County 
during  the  last  war.    They  came  to  receive  their  delayed  pay. 

June  21f..  Our  little  boys  celebrated  their  Choir  festival.  ...  In 
the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Van  Yleck  spoke  of  the  advantages  and  care 
which  the  youth  and  children  of  the  Unity  receive. 

June  26.  It  has  not  rained  for  three  weeks,  but  today  it  rained  a 
little,  refreshing  the  dry  earth  and  somewhat  moderating  the  great 
heat. 

Br.  Kramsch  and  many  members  from  Hope  attended  a  funeral  sermon 
preached  by  a  Methodist  Elder  in  Mount  Pleasant  church. 

June  28.  This  afternoon  we  had  a  very  hard  rain,  but  a  few  miles 
from  Salem  it  rained  little  or  not  at  all. 

From  a  traveler  we  heard  of  the  death  of  our  friend  and  well-wisher, 
Colonel  Benjamin  Hawkins,  who  gave  so  much  help  and  support  to  our. 
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Brn.  Burkhard  and  Petersen  when  they  were  trying  to  begin  a  mission  to 
the  Creek  Indians.  Colonel.  Hawkins  ended  his  course  on  the  6th  of 
June.  He  was  born  in  North  Carolina,  served  his  country  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  and  has  continued  to  serve  unweariedly  ever  since.  In 
spite  of  advancing  age  and  ill  health  he  attended  to  his  important  and 
strenuous  tasks  as  agent  with  indefatigable  zeal.  Recently  he  had 
been  one  of  the  commissioners  to  run  the  new  line  of  the  Creek  land 
according  to  the  last  treaty  of  peace.  He  was  most  anxious  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  the  Creek  Indians  through  civilizing  them,  and  he 
worked  for  this  without  self-interest  and  with  no  little  self-sacrifice. 
The  United  States  have  lost  in  him  a  very  useful  official,  and  the  Indians 
a  well-wishing  friend,  who  was  always  ready  and  willing  to  intercede 
for  them. 

June  30.  During  this  month  the  weather  was  very  dry,  except  for 
showers  at  the  beginning  and  the  end.  The  days  were  hot,  but  the  nights 
were  unusually  cool  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

July  1.  With  the  beginning  of  this  month  all  the  Brethren  who  do 
farming  became  busy  with  the  wheat  harvest,  which  turned  out  better 
than  was  expected. 

July  2.    In  the  evening  there  was  a  shower. 

July  4'  The  anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
observed  in  Salem.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  on  the  text :  The  Lord 
hath  done  great  thvngs  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad.  .  .  .  The  weather 
was  ipleasant  and  in  the  afternoon  wind  instruments  were  played  from 
the  church  balcony  and  on  the  Square,  giving  pleasure  to  the  congrega- 
tion and  the  visitors. 

July  13.    Many  people  were  here  to  list  their  taxes. 

July  16.    Toward  evening  there  was  a  considerable  rain. 

July  17.  Last  night  and  tonight  it  was  very  cool  for  the  hot  time  of 
the  year. 

This  afternoon  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  accompanied  by  Br.  Meinung,  left 
on  an  excursion  to  the  Sauratown  Mountains  and  Dan  River,  returning 
to  Salem  before  the  end  of  the  week. 

July  18.  This  evening  there  was  the  quarterly  exchange  of  turns  of 
the  association  for  Hourly  Intercession. 

J uly  23.    During  these  days  the  weather  has  been  oppressively  hot. 

July  2 J/..  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  Choir  meeting  of  the  Single 
Sisters. 
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July  25.  After  great  heat,  when  the  thermometer  rose  to  98°,  we 
had  an  unusually  severe  storm. 

July  27.    There  was  muster  near  Salem. 

July  29.    Br.  and  Sr.  Kreuser  returned  from  Pennsylvania. 

July  31.  In  addition  to  the  great  heat  which  prevailed  during  this 
month,  there  was  such  a  drought  at  many  places,  especially  in  the  Hope 
neighborhood,  that  fields  and  gardens  suffered  greatly,  and  some  crops 
were  entirely  killed. 

Aug.  8.  There  was  the  annual  election  of  officials  for  this  state,  and 
many  men  came  to  Salem. 

Aug.  18.  For  a  long  time  it  has  been  hot  and  so  dry  that  crops  have 
died,  and  at  many  places  there  is  a  scarcity  of  meal  for  bread  because 
the  mills  can  run  little  or  not  at  all  for  lack  of  water.  Today  we 
united  in  prayer  for  the  greatly  desired  blessing  of  a  refreshing  rain. 

Aug.  19.  During  the  afternoon  clouds  rose  in  the  distance,  and  during 
the  night  we  had  a  hard  rain,  with  some  thunder  close  at  hand. 

Aug.  21f..    After  several  cool  days  it  is  again  hot. 

Aug.  27.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  singstunde,  and  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  prayer  and  today's  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the  asso- 
ciation for  Hourly  Intercession. 

Aug.  28.    In  the  morning  and  evening  it  was  very  cool. 

Aug.  30.  Br.  Reichel  conducted  a  funeral  in  Opossum  Town,  ten 
miles  from  here,  where  there  is  a  church. 

Aug.  31.  After  a  lovefeast  the  communicants  of  the  Choirs  of  Single 
Sisters  and  older  girls  had  a  blessed  participation  in  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Sept.  2.  In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin 
Reichel  was  installed  as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  Schools  for  girls  by 
Br.  Van  Vleck. 

Sept.  8.  It  had  often  been  wished  that  the  children  of  our  German 
neighbors  might  learn  to  read  German  so  they  might  be  able  to  read  the 
Bible  in  their  own  language.  It  was  a  pleasure,  therefore,  when  teach- 
ers from  our  Boarding  School  felt  moved  to  begin  a  Sunday  school,  as 
has  already  been  done  at  many  places  in  Europe  and  America  to  the 
great  advantage  and  blessing  of  many  children  and  young  people.  This 
has  also  been  done  in  Bethlehem.  The  first  attempt  will  be  made  out- 
side Salem,  and  will  take  in  all  young  people  and  children  who  come.  So 
today  a  beginning  was  made  by  two  of  the  teachers  at  a  Lutheran  church,5 

5  Hopewell.  Local  tradition  says  this  was  the  first  Sunday  school  in  North  Carolina.  The 
Friends  of  Guilford  County  have  a  similar  tradition  of  priority  for  a  First-day  school 
conducted  at  the  home  of  Phineas  Alhertson  for  several  years  and  then  transferred 
to  Springfield  Meeting-house. 
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four  miles  from  Salem,  the  Lutheran  pastor6  of  this  church  having  com- 
mended the  plan  to  his  hearers  in  general  and  especially  the  young  people 
and  children.  Twenty-five  children  and  young  people,  of  both  sexes, 
attended,  and  then  and  later  it  was  apparent  that  our  neighbors  and  the 
children  liked  the  enterprise  and  accepted  the  service  with  gratitude. 

Concerning  these  days  it  should  also  be  noted  that  the  very  long 
drought,  which  in  some  places  has  lasted  twelve  to  fifteen  weeks,  has 
been  relieved  by  a  gracious  rain  which  began  today  and  continued  until 
the  10th.  The  fields  and  gardens  had  suffered  greatly,  and  mills 
around  us  could  not  run. 

Sept.  15.    The  liturgy  could  not  be  held  because  of  rain. 

Sept.  17.  The  post  brought  a  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference, and  a  package  of  Nachrichten. 

Sept.  26.  There  have  been  no  evening  meetings  during  these  days 
because  of  rain. 

Oct.  11.    Because  of  rain  the  evening  meeting  was  omitted. 

Oct.  13.  In  Hope,  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls  had  their  eight- 
weekly  meeting. 

Oct.  20.  In  the  meeting  of  married  people  Br.  Van  Yleck  announced 
the  appointment  of  the  married  Sr.  Johanna  Christmann  as  midwife,  to 
succeed  the  departed  Sr.  Holland.  The  married  Sr.  Susanna  Schulz  will 
assist  her. 

In  Hope,  Br.  Kramsch  went  by  request  to  the  house  of  the  widowed  Sr. 
Elisabeth  Lobach,  and  married  her  to  our  neighbor  Christian  Steup  who 
does  not  belong  to  us. 

Oct.  26.  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  rejoiced  over  the  birth  of  a  little 
son. 

The  Single  Brn.  Johann  Ignatius  Masslich  and  David  Kunkler  came 
from  Pennsylvania  on  a  visit. 

Oct.  27.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  baptized  his  little  son,  Emil  Adolph,7 
born  yesterday. 

Oct.  81.  During  this  month  old  Br.  Johannes  and  Sr.  Catharine 
Elisabeth  Beroth  moved  from  the  neighborhood  of  Bethania  to  their 
grandchildren,  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Salem.  They  will  now  be  mem- 
bers of  Eriedland  congregation. 

Nov.  S.  The  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached  at  Friedland 
today.

7  Later  a  bishop  of  the  Moravian  Church,  resident  in  Salem. 
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Nov.  4.    The  evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  rain. 

Nov.  1^.  Eain  in  the  evening.  By  request,  Br.  Kramsch  held  the 
funeral  of  a  woman  who  died  in  the  neighborhood  of  Hope.  This 
woman,  Mary  Blake,  and  her  husband  belonged  to  the  Society  of  Hope 
thirty  years  ago,  but  left  it  when  the  husband  joined  the  Methodists. 
The  woman,  however,  continued  to  attend  the  services  held  by  the 
Brethren. 

Nov.  18.    It  rained. 

Nov.  21.  Br.  Steiner  and  the  Single  Srs.  Agnes  Susanna  Praezel  and 
Philippine  Christmann  returned  from  a  visit  to  Pennsylvania.  With 
them  came  the  Single  Br.  Carl  Joseph  Levering,  who  will  remain  here. 

Nov.  21f.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  the  annual  harvest  thanks- 
giving sermon  in  Salem.    It  rained  nearly  all  day. 

Nov.  25.    The  rain  continued  for  the  rest  of  this'  month  and  longer. 

Dec.  2.    Today  the  weather  cleared. 

Dec.  8.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  by  request  in  the  Lutheran  church 
four  miles  from  Salem.  This  gave  him.  an  opportunity  to  visit  the 
Sunday  school  begun  there  last  September,  and  he  was  pleased  with  it. 

Dec.  11.  We  were  glad  to  receive  the  printed  Daily  Words  and  Doc- 
trinal Texts  for  next  year. 

Dec.  25.  Christmas  Day.  The  weather  was  fine  and  an  unusually 
large  number  attended  the  services  in  all  our  congregations,  including 
many  who  do  not  belong  to  us. 

Extracts8  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1816. 

Jan.  Jf..  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  The  back  numbers  of  the  Nach- 
richten  have  been  received,  and  will  be  read  to  the  congregations  as  soon 
as  possible.  Those  of  1812  will  circulate  among  the  members  of  the 
Conferenz,  and  in  the  Monday  evening  meetings  the  Nachrichten  for 
1813  will  be  read.  Time  will  not  permit  the  reading  of  the  1812  numbers 
to  the  congregations  without  making  those  for  1814  too  old  by  the  time 
they  are  reached. 

The  Congregation  Council  shall  meet  quarterly  this  year.  The  Unity 
Days  for  the  children  shall  also  be  quarterly;  and  only  the  one  at 
Michaelmas  shall  be  attended  by  the  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School. 

Jan.  8.  (Auf seher  Collegium.)  Approval  is  given  to  the  purchase  of 
a  Negro  boy  for  service  in  the  boarding  house.    The  cost  is  $350. 

8  The  proportion  translated  may  be  estimated  by  the  fact  that  the  minutes  of  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  for  1816  cover  thirty-one  pages,  iy2  by  12%  inches  in  size. 
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Jan.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Hagen  exhibited  his  plan  for  the  log  house 
he  intends  to  build,  and  the  Collegium  approved  it.  It  will  be  all  right 
if  he  does  not  feuild  beside  Br.  Vierling  but  on  the  lot9  adjoining  Br. 
Leinbach.10 

The  approaching  change  whereby  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  resigns  his 
office  as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  and  is  followed  by  Br.  Gotthold 
Reichel  makes  it  necessary  for  the  congregation  diaconie  to  proceed 
with  the  often  discussed  building  of  a  house  for  retired  ministers,  so 
that  place  of  residence  may  be  ready  for  Br.  Steiner.  Collegium 
approves  the  proposal  and  also  approves  the  site  near  the  church. 

The  request  of  Br.  Belo  that  he  may  teach  a  Negro  boy  his  trade 
brings  up  an  often  discussed  question.  It  is  so  clear  that  such  a  step 
as  this  would  lead  to  the  ruin  of  our  economic  constitution  that  it 
cannot  be  approved.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  also  stated  that  if  any  one 
did  this  he  would  feel  obligated  officially  at  once  to  cancel  the  lease  of 
the  man  and  force  his  removal  from  the  town. 

That  an  apprentice  who  becomes  a  journeyman  should  not  wish  to  con- 
tinue with  his  master  but  should  prefer  to  set  up  for  himself  is  natural 
under  the  happy  conditions  of  this  land,  and  we  cannot  alter  it.  Any 
one  who  refuses  to  take  apprentices  because  of  this  cannot  expect  us 
to  sacrifice  the  welfare  of  the  whole  town  for  his  benefit. 

Jan.  2Jf..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  construction  of  a  house  for  retired  min- 
isters will  now  begin.  It  will  stand  on  the  second  lot11  north  of  the 
church,  and  will  have  four  rooms  on  the  first  floor  and  another  room 
under  the  roof.    Br.  Stotz  will  supervise  the  building. 

Feb.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  house  for  retired  ministers  shall  measure 
thirty-four  by  twenty-nine  feet,  and  shall  be  of  frame. 

Collegium  agrees  to  the  proposal  of  Br.  Isaac  Boner  that  a  dining 
room  shall  be  built  at  the  tavern,  by  the  kitchen.  It  will  be  a  frame 
addition,  and  will  make  it  unnecessary  to  have  a  dining  room  in  the 
new  boarding  house,  which  will  add  two  rooms  there.  It  will  be  built 
this  year. 

Feb.  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Concerning  the  proposal  of  Br.  Johannes 
Yogler  for  Sr.  Carolina  Schropp,  of  Bethlehem,  nothing  more  can  be 
done  until  a  decision  is  reached  in  another  matter.  Br.  Yogler  has 
received  from  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  of  Bethlehem  an  invitation  to 
move  to  Bethlehem  and  there  carry  on  his  trade  as  silversmith  and  clock-

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maker,  for  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  who  carried  on  those  trades  there,  has 
recently  fallen  asleep,  and  they  would  like  to  continue  with  his  journey- 
men and  apprentices  and  not  see  the  business  go  to  pieces  for  lack  of  a 
master.    "We  cannot  refuse  to  pass  this  offer  on  to  Br.  Vogler. 

Feb.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johannes  Vogler  does  not  wish  to  live  in 
Bethlehem  and  has  refused  the  offer. 

Feb.  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  garden  of  the  Widows  House  is  suffering 
because  the  residents  cannot  keep  it  free  of  chickens.  Br.  Christmann 
has  a  woodpile  near  the  fence,  so  the  fence  does  no  good.  He  shall  be 
instructed  to  move  his  wood,  or  build  a  fence  around  it. 

Feb.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  At  the  recommendation  of  Br.  Mortimer 
of  ~New  York  we  have  subscribed  to  a  new  paper,  The  Christian  Herald. 

Feb.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Johannes  Vogler,  who  has  been  restricted 
to  work  on  watches,  has  recently  ordered  two  or  three  wall  clocks,  and 
since  then  has  been  asked  for  others.  He  wishes  the  approval  of  the 
Collegium  to  his  adding  business  in  wall  clocks  since  Br.  Eberhard  can 
not  supply  enough  and  is  entirely  willing.  Under  the  circumstances 
Collegium  gives  consent  for  so  long  a  time  as  Br.  Eberhard  is  not  able 
to  meet  the  demand. 

Feb.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  that  Br.  Christian 
Daniel  Wohlfahrt  had  told  him  that  much  as  he  regretted  it  he  felt 
obliged  to  follow  the  advice  of  the  doctor  and  give  up  his  work  in  the 
Anstalt.  He  expects  to  find  employment  in  the  carpenter  shop  of  his 
brother,  Thomas  Wohlfahrt. 

March  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Thomas  Schulz  has  accepted  the  call 
for  service  in  the  Anstalt  for  little  boys,  and  has  succeeded  Br.  Daniel 
Wohlfahrt  as  second  teacher. 

Members  of  the  Conferenz  were  invited  by  Br.  Kluge  to  attend  the 
congregation  festival  of  Bethania  on  March  19th.  In  the  speaking 
which  will  precede  this  anniversary  special  attention  shall  be  given  to 
certain  persons  who  are  called  members  of  the  congregation  but  do  not 
keep  in  close  touch  with  it  and  seldom  come  to  services  or  to  the  indi- 
vidual speakings.  They  shall  be  asked  to  do  better,  and  shall  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  say  whether  they  honestly  wish  to  remain  in  fellowship 
with  the  congregation.    If  they  do  not  they  had  better  leave  it. 

March  9.  Saturday.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  This  morning  the  widowed  Sr. 
Ernst  entered  into  rest.  Her  funeral  shall  be  held  next  Monday,  and  as 
she  requested,  the  service  shall  be  followed  by  a  lovefeast  for  the  Choir 
of  Widows  and  those  who  waited  on  her  during  the  last  period  of  her  life 
and  helped  at  her  burial. 
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March  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Stotz  shall  speak  with  Br.  Samuel 
Schulz  and  instruct  him  to  raise  certain  sunken  graves  on  God's  Acre 
before  Easter,  and  in  general  put  the  place  in  order. 

March  IS.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Card-playing  has  been  going  on  in  the 
Brothers  House.  Although  no  money  has  been  staked  on  the  games  every 
effort  shall  be  made  to  put  a  stop  to  this  insidious  practice. 

March  20.  (Aelt.  Conf. )  A  letter  from  Bethlehem  reported  that  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  there  had  put  Br.  Yogler's  proposal  for  the  Single 
Sr.  Anna  Carolina  Schropp  before  the  Lord.  An  affirmative  lot  was 
received,  but  Sr.  Schropp  declined. 

Sr.  Christina  Biewighaus,  who  has  been  caring  for  Sr.  Ernst  in  her 
home,  asks  for  a  room  in  the  Widows  House.  She  may  have  it  as  soon 
as  it  is  whitewashed. 

March  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Stotz,  as  executor  of  the  departed  Sr. 
Ernst,  will  record  her  will  at  the  next  court,  and  carry  out  everything 
according  to  the  law  of  the  land. 

Br.  Johannes  Vogler  wishes  the  lot  on  which  the  house  of  the  departed 
Sr.  Ernst  stands,  and  plans  to  take  it  down  and  build  a  new  brick 
house  in  its  place.  He  offers  to  pay  the  value  of  the  house  and  other 
improvements  to  the  congregation  diaconie.  From  the  side  of  the  diac- 
onie  there  is  doubt  whether  this  should  be  done,  for  such  a  home  is 
often  needed,  especially  as  a  temporary  dwelling  for  newly  married 
Brethren,  until  they  can  build  a  house  for  themselves.  On  the  other 
hand  there  is  a  prospect  that  in  the  future  such  a  house  will  not  be 
lacking.  Also  there  would  be  less  danger  of  fire  if  such  a  frame  house 
did  not  stand  so  near  the  store.  No  matter  what  happens  Br.  Yogler 
will  not  be  in  positon  to  build  until  next  year.  Under  the  circumstances 
the  Collegium  was  not  unwilling  to  grant  his  request,  but  will  con- 
sider it  further. 

March  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Card-playing  in  the  Brothers  House  has 
stopped  entirely. 

April  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  wish  of  Br.  Johannes  Yogler  has  been 
granted,  and  he  will  buy  the  house  and  improvements  opposite  the  store. 
He  will  take  possession  next  year. 

Permission  was  given  to  Br.  Christoph  Yogler  to  begin  a  distillery, 
on  condition  that  he  sell  brandy  in  no  smaller  quantity  than  a  gallon. 

Br.  Bagge  is  willing  to  write  an  advertisement  which  will  be  posted 
in  the  tavern.  It  will  announce  that  from  Good  Friday  to  Easter  no 
drinks  will  be  sold  in  this  town. 
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For  some  time  it  has  been  customary  to  let  cows  that  belong  in  town 
stand  in  front  of  the  houses  instead  of  being  let  immediately  into  the 
barnyards.  This  is  disorderly,  and  bad  for  the  streets,  and  should  be 
remedied  as  soon  as  possible.  It  would  be  avoided  if  the  cows  were  let 
into  the  barnyard  or  stable  as  soon  as  they  come  home. 

April  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johannes  Yogler  asks  again  that  his 
marriage  be  considered,  and  proposes  the  name  of  the  Single  Sr.  Anna 
Johanna  Spach.    The  negative  lot  was  drawn. 

On  Sunday,  Misericordias  Domini,  the  28th  of  April,  the  lovefeast 
shall  be  held  for  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  those  who  have  been  received 
into  the  congregation  since  Easter,  1815,  and  those  who  during  that  time 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  little  girl,  Malvina  Zevilly,  has  moved  from  the  home  of  her 
parents  in  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  to  her  grandparents  in  town,  so 
that  she  may  attend  school. 

April  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Winkler  is  making  too  great  a  difference 
in  the  prices  of  bread.  It  is  said  that  he  charges  visitors  twice  as  much 
as  residents  pay.  It  is  fair  that  outsiders  should  pay  more,  and  the 
Collegium  approves  that  he  charge  visitors  nine  pence  for  a  six-penny 
loaf,  and  one  shilling  six  pence  for  a  one  shilling  loaf. 

April  2k.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  has  already  happened,  and  is  likely  to 
happen  more  frequently,  that  neighbors  who  do  not  belong  to  our  church 
arrange  to  send  their  daughters  to  friends  or  relatives  here  so  that 
they  may  attend  our  school.  Such  persons  should  pay  higher  school 
fees  than  our  local  members.  Our  members  pay  one  shilling  a  week  for 
each  child;  outsiders  should  pay  two  shillings. 

Br.  Senseman  renews  his  request  that  if  his  marriage  can  be  arranged 
he  may  rent  the  house12  near  the  store  for  this  year,  which  is  approved. 

The  proportionate  number  of  Single  Sisters  in  the  association  for 
Hourly  Intercession  is  too  small,  since  their  numbers  have  increased. 
Twelve  Sisters  will  serve  hereafter  instead  of  eight. 

May  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Br.  George  Folz  will  learn  the 
gunsmith's  trade  from  Br.  Christoph  Vogler. 

M ay  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Senseman 
proposes  marriage  with  the  Single  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober.  Br. 
Steiner  asks  that  the  matter  be  delayed  until  after  the  Examination  in 
the  Boarding  School,  and  in  addition  Conferenz  hesitates  to  act  when  her 
father,  Pastor  Schober,  is  out  of  town,  so  Br.  Senseman  shall  be  asked 
to  have  patience. 

"The  house  that  had  been  occupied  by  the  widow  Ernst. 
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May  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Benjamin  Stauber,  of  Bethania, 
who  has  been  working  here  on  trial,  has  recently  entered  the  service  of  a 
Negro  trader,  who  is  taking  a  number  of  Negroes  to  Charleston  for  sale. 
By  this  he  has  made  his  further  residence  in  Salem  impossible.  The 
same  offer  has  hitherto  been  made  to  two  Single  Brethren  of  Salem,  who 
refused  to  go  when  it  was  explained  to  them  that  they  would  thereby 
lose  the  right  to  live  in  Salem,  and  the  same  ruling  must  be  enforced 
now. 

May  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Br.  Christian  Renatus  Haman, 
a  member  of  the  Nazareth  congregation,  has  come  on  a  visit.  For  lack 
of  work  he  went  to  Lititz  in  the  beginning  of  this  year,  and  now  has  come 
here,  bringing  recommendations  from  the  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren. 
He  hopes  to  find  work  here. 

The  Single  Brn.  Samuel  Schulz  (son  of  Gottfried)  and  Johann  Hein- 
rich  Leinbach  will  leave  next  week  on  a  business  trip  to  Pennsylvania. 

The  Single  Brn.  Josua  Boner  and  Christian  Daniel  Wohlfahrt  will 
leave  soon  for  Camden,  South  Carolina,  the  former  on  business,  the  latter 
for  his  health. 

June  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  is  now  possible  to  take  up  the  matter  of 
Br.  Senseman's  proposal  for  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober.  .  .  .  The  nega- 
tive lot  was  drawn.  Br.  Hulthin  will  report  this  answer  to  Br.  Sense- 
man,  and  ask  whether  he  has  another  proposal  to  make,  for  it  is  greatly 
to  be  wished  that  he  could  be  married  this  year,  as  he  wants  to  build  a 
house,  and  can  occupy  the  house  he  has  been  promised  in  rent  for  only  a 
limited  time. 

Br.  Johannes  Vogler  asked  further  consideration  of  his  proposal  to 
marry  his  cousin,  the  Single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Transou.  Such  a  marriage 
is  not  against  the  law  of  the  land.  The  Unity  Elders  Conference  was 
consulted  about  it  and  did  not  forbid  it,  only  recommended  all  possible 
caution.  The  proposal  was  therefore  submitted  to  the  lot  and  the  nega- 
tive was  drawn ;  his  second  proposal,  for  the  Single  Sr.  Catharina  Tran- 
sou also  was  negatived. 

June  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Transou  has 
accepted  the  proposal  to  marry  Br.  Senseman.  They  were  betrothed 
on  the  5th,  and  will  be  married  next  Sunday  in  the  evening  meeting. 

The  suggestion  that  Br.  Johannes  Yogler  marry  the  Single  Sr. 
Johanna  Salome  Strub,  of  Bethania,  was  negatived. 

June  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  For  some  time  the  members,  especially  those 
living  in  the  Gemein  Haus  and  near  by,  have  been  annoyed  by  sheep 
lying  around  in  the  houses,  and  in  the  entrance  to  the  church  where  they 
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have  given  much  trouble.  Br.  Stotz  shall  give  necessary  instructions  to 
the  owners  of  the  sheep. 

June  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  committee  which  has  been  organized  in 
Raleigh  has  written  to  Br.  von  Schweinitz  sending  an  urgent  request  for  a 
contribution  for  the  sufferers  from  the  fire  which  consumed  half  a 
square  of  the  town.13  Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  arrange  for  gifts  from 
some  of  the  diaconies ;  Br.  Steiner  will  see  that  the  Boarding  School  con- 
tributes; and  Br.  Christian  Blum  will  oipen  a  subscription  list  in  town 
and  collect  the  money. 

July  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Kuschke  will  rent  the  little  house  in  which 
Br.  Hagen  and  his  wife  have  been  living.  The  Single  Sr.  Justine 
Graff  will  move  into  the  Sisters  House. 

Aug.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf).  In  Bethlehem  [Pennsylvania]  a  Sunday 
school  has  been  begun.  It  is  held  in  the  afternoon  from  one  to  three 
o'clock  by  a  number  of  the  Single  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  young  people 
attending  from  the  nighborhood  are  being  taught  to  read. 

The  officers  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  again  draw  attention  to 
their  need  for  more  space,  and  ask  that  arrangements  may  be  made  to 
build  the  necessary  addition.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  needed, 
and  it  is  possible  because  of  the  good  condition  of  the  Single  Sisters 
diaconie. 

Br.  Senseman  presented  a  plan  for  his  house,14  which  he  will  build 
next  to  Eberhard  on  the  corner  of  the  great  road.15 

Aug.  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Isaac  Boner  has  said  again  that  because 
of  his  continuing  ill  health  he  cannot  remain  as  tavern-keeper.  ...  It 
is  suggested  that  Br.  Byhan  might  succeed  him,  especially  as  he  has 
expressed  a  desire  so  to  do. 

In  the  new  boarding  house,  the  two  back  rooms  on  the  second  floor 
shall  be  divided  by  board  partitions  so  that  each  has  a  small  room  in 
which  a  bed  can  stand,  which  will  be  very  convenient  in  cases  of 
sickness. 

The  objection  that  persons  can  look  from  the  porch  through  the  win- 
dows of  the  two  front  rooms  on  the  first  floor  can  be  met  by  providing 
proper  curtains. 

The  cistern  near  the  store  must  be  repaired. 

13  The  Raleigh  Minerva,  issue  of  June  14,  1816,  gives  a  graphic  account  of  the  fire  which 

occurred  in  Raleigh  on  the  night  of  Tuesday,  June  11,  and  destroyed  a  square  and 
a  half  in  "the  closest  built  part  of  town."  Lack  of  water  and  fire-fighting  equipment 
endangered  the  entire  town.  More  than  fifty  buildings  were  destroyed. 

14  Lot  No.  69,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  present  Academy  and  South  Liberty  streets. 

15  The  road  to  the  Shallow  Ford  of  the  Yadkin  River,  now  called  Academy  Street.    In  1816 

the  "back  street,"  later  called  Salt  Street  and  now  South  Liberty  Street,  ran  south  only 
as  far  as  "the  great  road." 
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Aug.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  News  was  received  yesterday  that  Br. 
Christian  Jacobson,  from  the  Seminary  in  Niesky,  had  arrived  safely 
in  New  York.    He  will  serve  in  the  Paedagogium  at  Nazareth  Hall. 

Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  that  the  Sisters  teaching  in  the  Boarding 
School  have  become  eager  to  begin  a  Sunday  school  for  children  who 
have  no  other  opportunity  for  instruction.  Pastor  Schober  wishes 
this  to  be  done  at  his  church  near  Rippel's,  and  if  the  Sisters  go  there 
for  that  purpose  it  will  also  be  a  pleasant  outing  for  them.  A  Sunday 
school  for  girls  from  the  neighborhood  of  Salem,  which  could  be  held 
in  the  small  Saal,  would  be  just  as  promising,  for  the  children  of 
many  neighboring  families  have  no  educational  opportunities.  If  such 
a  school  were  opened  here  it  is  probable  that  in  addition  to  the  Sisters 
from  the  Boarding  School  other  Sisters  from  the  Sisters  House  would 
help.  The  Sisters  who  have  a  desire  to  begin  a  Sunday  school  shall  be 
consulted,  and  shall  be  asked  whether  they  prefer  to  make  the  first 
attempt  here  or  at  the  church  near  Rippel's. 

Br.  Steiner  will  make  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania,  hoping  that  it  will 
benefit  his  health. 

Sept.  16.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  There  was  consultation 
with  Br.  Kluge  concerning  land  on  White  River,  where  this  Brother  was 
formerly  in  the  service  of  an  Indian  Mission.  At  that  time  this  land 
was  set  apart  by  the  Indians  for  the  mission  in  their  usual  fashion, 
and  Br.  Kluge  still  has  the  String  of  Wampum  given  by  the  Indians  to 
confirm  the  transaction.  .  .  .  The  land  has  now  been  bought  from  the 
Indians  by  the  United  States,  and  people  coming  from  there  recently 
report  that  the  three-mile-square  of  the  mission  will  be  treated  as 
belonging  to  the  Brethren.  .  .  .  The  right  to  this  land  should  not  be 
lost,  and  Br.  Kluge  is  willing  to  go  there  if  it  appears  to  be  necessary. 

Sept.  19.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  annual  financial  statements 
were  presented,  and  showed  that  the  blessing  of  God  had  rested  upon  the 
congregation  diaconie. 

Mention  was  made  that  an  addition  to  the  Sisters  House  was  being  dis- 
cussed. It  becomes  more  and  more  important  for  the  Sisters  to  have 
additional  space,  which  will  be  gained  if  the  addition  contains  a  Choir 
Saal,  more  sleeping-hall  place,  and  two  rooms  for  Sisters.  The  Sisters 
diaconie  has  the  money  in  hand  to  cover  the  expense. 

Oct.  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Hagen  have  moved  into  their  new 
house,  so  Br.  Stotz  will  arrange  with  Br.  Kuschke  who  is  to  take  the 
house  that  Br.  Hagen  has  been  occupying. 


19 
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The  place  which  Br.  Kreuser  will  take,  west  of  the  town,  does  not 
interfere  with  the  supply  of  water  for  the  paper-mill.  He  will  take 
thirty  acres. 

Oct.  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  has  been  realized  that  to  build  an  adjoining 
house  for  the  Single  Sisters  will  cost  too  much,  both  because  of  the 
house  itself  and  because  the  bakehouse  would  have  to  be  moved  to 
another  place.  It  will  be  wise  to  try  to  gain  the  needed  space  in  a  less 
costly  fashion,  and  the  Conference  hopes  that  this  can  be  done  by  building 
an  addition16  to  the  Sisters  House. 

Because  of  the  present  high  price  of  essential  food  stuffs,  the  Single 
Sisters  diaconie  and  the  families  in  town  who  are  boarding  pupils  for 
the  School  ask  that  the  price  for  board  may  be  raised,  and  under  such 
circumstances  this  must  be  done.  Two  additional  shillings  shall  be 
paid  each  four  weeks. 

Oct.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  plan  for  the  addition  to  the  Sisters  House 
has  been  prepared  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  and  will  now  be  studied  in 
a  conference  of  the  Brn.  Van  Yleck,  von  Schweinitz,  and  Stotz,  together 
with  the  officers  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  and  their  curator,  Br. 
Kreuser. 

Mr.  Baldrick  has  come  to  visit  his  daughter  in  the  Boarding  School, 
and  he  and  his  family  are  staying  at  the  tavern.  He  has  become 
critically  ill,  and  may  pass  out  of  time.  This  gave  occasion  to  consider 
the  question  of  what  should  be  done  if  such  a  death  occurred  in  Salem. 
That  the  remains  of  a  gentleman  who  has  come  to  see  his  children,  or 
who  leaves  a  considerable  estate,  should  be  buried  in  the  parish  grave- 
yard does  not  seem  wise,  and  it  would  cause  unpleasant  feelings  in 
those  left  behind.  It  would  seem  illiberal  to  pupils  in  the  Boarding 
School  if  a  parent  were  buried  there  when  they  know  that  in  case  of 
their  own  death  they  would  be  interred  in  our  God's  Acre  if  they 
passed  out  of  time  here.  This,  and  the  wish  to  avoid  anything  that 
might  lead  those  making  request  to  judge  us  harshly,  led  to  the  decision 
to  enlarge  our  God's  Acre,  and  so  secure  a  row  for  use  by  outsiders  or 
visitors  who  might  pass  out  of  time  here,  or  for  neighbors  who  might 
request  it.  In  the  present  case  a  grave  may  be  allowed  in  the  row  of 
members.17 

Oct.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Byhan  is  authorized  to  buy  supplies  much 
needed  at  the  tavern. 


16  This  plan  was  followed,  the  addition  joining  the  south  end  of  the  Sisters  House. 

17  Apparently  Mr.  Baldrick  recovered,  for  there  is  no  further  mention  of  him  and  his  name 

does  not  appear  on  the  register  of  the  Salem  Moravian  Graveyard  (God's  Acre). 
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Next  spring  our  God's  Acre  shall  be  enlarged  toward  the  south, 
and  a  suitable  square18  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  burial  of  outsiders  for 
whom  it  is  expressly  requested  and  who  are  willing  to  bear  the  expense 
of  digging  the  grave  and  of  a  gravestone  made  according  to  our  custom. 
The  so-called  parish  graveyard  shall  be  the  burial  place  for  Negroes,  and 
for  others  for  whom  a  place  in  our  God's  Acre  has  not  been  requested 
under  the  above  conditions. 

The  experiment  of  holding  the  evening  meeting  at  seven  o'clock 
proves  inconvenient  for  some  of  the  members,  and  request  is  made  that 
it  shall  again  be  held  at  the  usual  hour,  about  ten  minutes  after  the 
bell  rings  for  stopping  work. 

Nov.  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Doctrinal  instruction  shall  be  given  to  our 
boys  and  youths  every  two  weeks  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz. 

Nov.  26.  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  Gambold  writes  that  because  of  the 
labor  required  to  support  themselves,  which  is  almost  too  much  for 
him  and  his  wife,  he  is  not  able  to  give  the  necessary  time  to  his  proper 
work  of  ministering  to  the  souls  of  persons  who  live  widely  scattered.  He 
asks  Conferenz  to  consider  the  needs  of  this  mission. 

Dec.  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  nightwatchman,  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  asks 
for  a  warm  overcoat.  Br.  Kreuser  is  willing  to  supply  this  if  Br.  Schulz 
will  promise  to  go  through  the  store  yard  regularly  once  each  night. 

Because  of  weakness,  Br.  Schroeter  has  resigned  as  bellringer.  The 
Single  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  and  his  sister  Sarah  are  willing  to  under- 
take it. 

Dec.  4.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  brief  letter  from  Br.  Yerbeek,  dated  July  25, 
said  that  the  Brother  selected  for  teacher  here  had  declined,  and  that  the 
Unity  Elders  Conference  was  thinking  of  some  one  else. 

We  were  the  more  pleased  to  learn,  through  a  letter  from  Br.  Reichel 
in  Bethlehem,  that  he  had  heard  from  his  son  Charles  in  Fulneck  [Eng- 
land] that  Br.  Johann  Gottlieb  Herman,  who  has  been  teaching  in  the 
Fulneck  school,  had  received  and  accepted  a  call ;  also  that  Br.  Cunow  had 
written  from  Altona  that  Br.  Herman  had  reached  there,  and  would  sail 
for  Baltimore  with  him  on  the  Swedish  ship  Galathea,  in  the  beginning 
of  October.  It  was  decided  to  write  to  Mr.  Graff  in  Baltimore  by  the 
next  post,  and  through  him  make  arrangements  for  the  journey  and  for 
the  baggage  of  Br.  Herman.  We  were  very  glad  that  the  Conference 
had  secured  a  Brother  who  already  knows  English  well. 


18  The  east  tow  in  the  square  designated  on  the  Graveyard  map  by  the  script  capital  K  con- 
tains the  graves  of  ten  non-Moravian  children,  boys  and  girls.  A  few  graves  of  adults, 
non-Moravian,  are  in  other  squares.

Dec.  10.  (H.C.f.Gr.)  It  is  reported  that  Major  Ziegler  died  some 
years  ago,  so  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the  governor  of  the  state  of 
Indiana  in  regard  to  the  land  on  White  River. 

Dec.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  After  Christmas  Br.  Steiner  will  move  into 
his  new  house,  and  Br.  Reichel  will  take  his  present  residence. 

Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1816. 

Jan.  2.  In  the  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  on  foot  to  Salem,  to 
visit  and  to  attend  the  formal  opening  of  the  conferences  tomorrow. 

Jan.  3.    There  was  much  rain  and  snow  during  the  morning.19 

Jan.  7.    Since  yesterday  it  has  been  very  cold. 

Jan.  8.  It  was  piercingly  cold,  made  more  trying  by  a  cutting  wind 
from  the  northwest.    Because  of  the  weather  there  were  no  meetings. 

Jan.  20.  The  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls  had  their  quarter-hour 
service  in  the  afternoon. 

Feb.  3.    The  older  girls  had  their  doctrinal  instruction. 

Feb.  9.  The  liturgy  was  omitted  because  Br.  Strohle  had  a  severe 
attack  of  the  prevailing  influenza. 

Feb.  16.  We  observed  the  day  of  public  thanksgiving  called  for  by 
the  governor  of  this  state. 

Feb.  18.  It  began  to  rain  yesterday  and  has  continued  today  without 
interruption. 

Feb.  22.  At  the  request  of  the  parents  Br.  Strohle  held  in  the  grave- 
yard by  the  mill  the  funeral  of  a  child20  who  died  yesterday  from 
influenza. 

March  2.  Br.  Strohle  finished  the  course  of  doctrinal  instruction  for 
the  older  girls  which  he  commenced  last  fall. 

March  3.  Sunday.  In  the  first  service  we  read  the  account  of  the 
remarkable  events  and  unhappy  experiences  of  our  members  and  friends 
in  Moscow  in  the  year  1812. 

Sr.  Krieger  and  other  Sisters  who  have  been  visiting  here  since  the 
29th,  went  home  today  when  it  stopped  raining. 

March  5.  After  school  Br.  Strohle  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Heinrich  Holder 
and  Mother  Noll,  who  live  outside  the  village.  The  weather  was 
unusually  warm  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

19  In  the  diaries  of  Bethabara,  Bethania,  and  Friedberg,  only  those  weather  references  are 

translated  that  supplement  the  Salem  diary. 
90  Child  of  John  and  Mary  Meyer. 
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March  11.  It  began  to  snow,  then  turned  into  rain  which  continued 
all  day  and  far  into  the  night. 

March  16.  Saturday.  In  the  afternoon  the  Single  Sisters  and  older 
girls  had  their  quarter-hour  service. 

March  21.  A  Negro  who  had  worked  for  Br.  Kummer  for  a  year  and 
a  day  had  been  under  suspicion  for  a  considerable  time.  Yesterday 
morning  a  theft  in  the  store  was  discovered,  and  the  Negro  this  morning 
was  taken  in  chains  to  Germanton. 

April  3.    Last  night  there  was  a  rather  hard  frost. 

April  5.    It  rained  much  and  heavily. 

April  11.  Maundy  Thursday.  The  Pedilavium  was  omitted  because 
of  the  very  raw  weather.    Since  last  evening  it  has  rained  continuously. 

April  12.  Good  Friday.  In  the  evening  the  story  of  the  burial  of 
Jesus  was  read,  and  the  reading  was  interspersed  by  verses  sung  by  the 
congregation  and  arias  by  the  choir,  all  accompanied  by  the  organ  and 
flute. 

April  19.  During  this  week  there  has  been  heavy  frost  every  night, 
and  the  days  have  been  raw  and  dry,  with  wind  from  the  north  and 
northwest. 

April  27.  The  widower  George  Holder  was  buried  in  the  graveyard 
by  the  mill.  He  died  of  lung  trouble  day  before  yesterday  at  the  home 
of  Br.  Heinrich  Holder.  About  1803  he  married  Elisabeth  Morris  and 
they  had  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  all  still  living.  In  1805  the 
family  moved  from  this  neighborhood  to  Ohio,  and  from  there  to  Georgia. 
In  the  fall  of  1814  his  wife  passed  into  eternity;  and  toward  the  end  of 
1815  he  returned  here  with  his  children,  all  of  whom  he  placed  in  families 
that  were  satisfactory  to  him. 

May  5.  Announcement  was  made  to  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls 
that  their  Choir  festival  would  be  observed  on  the  7th,  at  which  time 
the  communicants  of  these  Choirs  would  have  a  Choir  Communion. 

Soon  after  this  service  we  had  a  nearly  two-hour  rain,  following  more 
than  three  weeks  of  dry  weather.  Every  one  was  very  thankful  for  this 
blessing  of  God,  as  the  gardens  and  fields  have  suffered  greatly. 

In  the  evening  was  singstunde,  after  which  it  again  rained  for  a  while. 

Sr.  Krieger  sipoke  with  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls;  she  came 
yesterday  to  spend  the  festal  day  with  them.  At  five  o'clock  in  the 
evening  they  closed  their  Choir  year  humbly  and  thankfully. 

May  7.  The  covenant  day  of  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls  was 
held  
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May  17.  Logs  were  laid  up  for  Br.  Joseph  Krause's  new  house.  The 
men  worked  until  late  in  the  evening,  but  did  not  finish. 

June  1.    We  had  a  storm  with  rather  much  rain. 

June  2.  About  noon  it  began  to  thunder,  continuing  during  the  after- 
noon, but  there  was  little  rain. 

June  8.  Sr.  Strohle  and  several  other  Brethren  and  Sisters  went 
from  here  to  Clemmonstown,21  some  on  business  and  some  to  visit. 

June  Ik-  Friday.  There  were  no  services  as  the  members  are  busy 
with  the  hay  harvest.  The  heat  is  unusually  great ;  yesterday  the  ther- 
mometer registered  100°  and  today  102°. 

June  16.  The  afternoon  services  were  omitted,  as  an  English  preacher 
named  Briton,  apparently  belonging  to  the  Baptists,  preached  a  funeral 
sermon  under  the  shade  of  trees  near  the  mill.  This  was  at  the  request 
of  relatives  of  the  single  woman,  Tempe  Parker,  who  died  in  December  of 
last  year,  and  was  interred  in  the  Graveyard  near  the  mill,  Br.  Strohle 
holding  the  burial  service.  Most  of  the  members  from,  here  and  many 
from  Bethania  attended  the  preaching,  along  with  many  outsiders. 

July  6.  This  morning  the  little  boy,  Heinrich  Stohr,  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  fall  from  a  rather  high  mulberry  tree,  which  he  had  climbed 
to  pick  berries.  He  was  so  badly  injured  on  his  head  and  one  side  of 
his  face  that  at  first  his  recovery  was  doubtful,  but  the  use  of  various 
remedies  secured  his  improvement. 

July  7.    A  one-hour,  hard  rain  refreshed  the  dry  earth. 

July  8.    During  the  night  another  refreshing  rain  fell. 

July  26.  During  the  afternoon  we  had  a  fine  shower,  though  it  did 
not  last  long. 

Aug.  3.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  storm  with  a  very  heavy,  but 
much  desired,  rain. 

Aug.  18.  For  some  time  there  has  been  a  longer  drought  than  in  many 
years.  The  oppressive  heat  has  been  worse  for  the  last  two  or  three 
days.  Yesterday  and  today  the  thermometer  has  stood  between  100° 
and  102°. 

Aug.  19.  Today  the  heat  rose  to  104°  above  zero.  After  an  unusually 
long  dry  spell  we  had  rain  late  this  evening.  It  did  not  last  over  an  hour, 
but  was  refreshing. 

81 A  village  a  mile  or  two  east  of  the  Yadkin  River.    Named  for  Peter  Clemmons,  who  had 
settled  there,  it  has  been  called  Clemmonstown,  Clemmonsville,  and  is  now  Clemmons. 
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Aug.  22.  Yesterday  and  today  it  has  been  very  cool.  Several  days 
ago  it  hailed  a  few  miles  from  here,  and  last  night  there  was  frost  here 
and  there. 

Sept.  1.  Sunday.  In  the  preaching  service  special  prayers  were 
offered  to  God  our  Saviour,  beseeching  Him  to  bring  the  much  desired 
end  to  the  protracted  drought,  and  to  give  the  land  rain  and  growing 
weather ;  also  that  mills  might  no  longer  lack  water  needed  for  grinding 
meal. 

In  the  afternoon  the  communicants  from  the  Choirs  of  Widows,  Single 
Sisters,  and  Older  Girls  were  notified  of  their  approaching  Choir  Com- 
munion. 

Sept.  3.    There  was  a  little  rain. 

Sept.  8.  Because  of  the  unusually  long  drought  the  millponds  and 
streams,  far  and  wide,  have  nearly  dried  up.  Last  night  and  this  morn- 
ing this  situation  was  relieved  by  a  cloudburst,  and  our  mill  can  run 
again  after  being  almost  entirely  still  for  a  considerable  time.  During 
the  night  and  on  the  following  day  we  rejoiced  in  one  shower  after  the 
other.    On  the  9th  and  10th  it  rained  almost  constantly. 

Sept.  27.  The  weather  cleared  with  a  cold,  raw  wind  from  the  north 
and  east. 

Oct.  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  came  from  Bethania  and  made  us  a  pleas- 
ant visit.    It; rained  for  a  while. 

Oct.  8.  It  was  colder,  and  this  morning  everything  was  white  with 
hoarfrost. 

Oct.  13.  Since  the  10th  there  has  been  much  rain,  and  today  it  has 
rained  and  hailed. 

Oct.  21.  Rain  that  began  last  night  continued  all  day. 

Oct.  29  and  30.    It  rained  heavily  and  was  very  cold. 

Nov.  11.  The  weather  was  very  raw  and  cold. 

Nov.  18.  It  was  very  warm  and  rained  a  little. 

Nov.  21.  Because  of  the  severe  cold  the  services  were  omitted. 

Nov.  21/-.  There  were  no  services  because  of  rain. 

Nov.  28.  Br.  and  Sr.  Joseph  Krause  moved  into  their  new  house. 

Bee.  1.  First  Sunday  in  Advent.  Not  a  single  service  could  be  held, 
for  it  rained  constantly  and  the  roads  were  so  bad  from  a  week  of  rain 
that  no  one  could  go  out  of  the  house. 

Dec.  10.    The  weather  was  unusually  warm. 
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Dec.  18.  This  morning  the  married  Br.  Gottlieb  Strehle  was  much 
weaker,  and  at  his  request  and  in  the  presence  of  several  Brethren  and 
Sisters  he  was  given  the  blessing  for  his  home-going.  In  the  afternoon  at 
four  o'clock  the  Saviour  ended  his  life  gently  and  blessedly,  after  sev- 
eral hymns  had  been  sung  beside  his  bed. 

Dec.  29.    The  rain  that  began  yesterday  continued  all  this  day. 

Bethabara  Memorabilia.  Our  God  and  Father  in  heaven  has  gra- 
ciously provided  for  our  material  needs  so  that  no  one  has  lacked  the 
things  necessary  for  life,  although  the  price  of  many  necessaries  has 
remained  high.  Because  of  the  unusually  protracted  drought  in  summer 
some  of  the  grain  and  the  meadow  grass  was  much  injured,  and  did  not 
yield  as  much  as  in  other  years.    There  was  very  little  fruit. 

During  this  year  a  new,  two-story,  family  house  has  been  built  in  this 
village,  which  has  not  happened  in  many  years. 

From  the  end  of  winter  to  the  end  of  summer  there  was  an  epi- 
demic of  a  very  trying  cough,  which  attacked  children  and  adults ;  other- 
wise, by  the  grace  of  God,  we  have  in  general  escaped  serious  illnesses. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1816. 

Jan.  6.  Br.  Gottlieb  Benjamin  Reichel  spent  the  night  with  us  on 
his  way  to  the  Sauratown  Mountains,  where  he  has  been  asked  to  preach 
tomorrow. 

Jan.  8.  In  the  first  days  of  this  week  it  was  so  cold  that  drinking 
water  froze  in  the  houses,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  week  it  snowed. 

Jan.  29.  The  high  wind  of  yesterday  brought  clearing  weather,  and 
dried  the  roads  so  that  evening  meetings  could  be  held  again. 

Feb.  6.    Congregation  Council  met  this  evening. 

Feb.  13.    The  Committee  met  this  evening. 

Feb.  16.  The  Governor  and  Assembly  of  this  state  appointed  this  as  a 
day  of  thanksgiving  for  the  peace  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  consumated  early  last  year.  We  observed  it  in  the  evening  with 
a  singstunde  of  praise  and  thanksgiving. 

Feb.  25.  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  four-weekly  preaching  service  in  the 
settlement  near  Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer. 

Feb.  26.  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  four-weekly  meeting  of  the  association 
for  Hourly  Intercession. 

March  3.    Br.  Pfohl  had  a  severe  attack  of  the  epidemic  influenza. 
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March  16.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  doctrinal  instruction  in  Pfaff' s  set- 
tlement. 

March  19.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  anniversary.  Some  of 
our  auswartige  members  could  not  attend  because  of  the  bad  weather 
and  the  glaze-ice  on  the  roads. 

April  5.  The  Congregation  Council  met.  It  was  announced  that 
since  the  last  meeting  of  Council  .  .  .  the  members  had  voted  to  retain  the 
lovefeast  before  the  Communion  for  town  residents,  and  also  the  love- 
feast  on  Great  Sabbath. 

April  llf.  Easter  Sunday.  The  weather  was  still  very  cold  for  the 
time  of  year,  and  this  morning  there  was  heavy  frost  and  ice.  In  addi- 
tion many  among  us  were  not  well,  so  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of 
many  members  the  Easter  litany  was  prayed  this  time  in  the  church  about 
six  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

By  request,  Br.  Huge  went  to  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy 
Creek  to  hold  the  funeral  for  a  little  child  who  died  there  yesterday. 

April  25.  The  Brethren  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  came 
from  Salem  to  attend  a  little  Examination  of  the  children  in  our  school. 

April  26.  The  Brethren  visited  families  living  in  the  so-called  Pfaff 
and  Conrad  settlements,  and  in  Schore  Town. 

April  28.  Br.  Pfohl  announced  in  a  meeting  of  the  Single  Sisters 
and  older  girls  that  their  Choir  Festival  would  be  held  on  May  4. 

May  5.  By  request,  Br.  Kluge  preached  at  the  home  of  Friedrich 
Miller. 

May  7.  Early  in  the  fifth  hour  the  married  Sr.  Anna  Barbara  Grabs, 
maiden  name  Pfaff,  gently  ended  her  journey  through  life.  She  had 
been  ill  with  the  epidemic  bad  fever22  from  which  many  persons  in  our 
neighborhood  died  in  spring  of  last  year,  and  now  it  has  appeared  in 
our  town. 

May  12.  Sunday.  The  Choir  of  Married  People  had  their  lovefeast 
and  Communion.  We  regretted  that  so  many  of  our  auswartige  members 
were  absent  this  time.  We  counted  about  fourteen  couples  and  several 
additional  Sisters  who  did  not  come,  most  of  them  for  fear  of  the  sick- 
ness which  has  broken  out  in  our  town. 

May  19.  Sunday.  Toward  the  end  of  this  week  we  had  several  days 
of  rain  which  finally  soaked  the  earth,  which  has  not  happened  since  the 
11th  of  April.    Neither  the  grass  in  the  meadows  nor  the  grain  in  the

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fields  has  been  able  to  grow,  and  we  have  considered  the  prospect  of 
a  harvest  with  worried  hearts  and  troubled  thoughts. 

June  5.  During  a  storm  in  the  afternoon  there  was  a  thunderbolt 
which  divided  into  three  parts.  Two  trees,  fifty  feet  apart  on  a  hill 
near  the  town,  were  struck,  and  the  third  part  of  the  bolt  ran  down  the 
lightning  rod  on  the  church. 

June  19.  Many  years  ago  our  Br.  and  Sr.  George  Hauser  took  the 
widow  Gideon  into  their  home,  and  they  have  cared  for  her  in  her  old 
age.  Today  she  passed  away,  being  more  than  ninety  years  old.  On 
the  following  day  she  was  buried  in  our  parish  graveyard,  Br.  Kluge 
holding  the  service. 

July  lJf.  The  single  man,  Samuel  Thomas  Hauser,23  is  here  visiting 
his  parents.  For  some  years  he  has  been  attending  the  Gymnasium  at 
Chapel  Hill.  He  was  formerly  counted  as  belonging  to  us,  but  when 
given  an  opportunity  to  declare  his  purpose  he  said  positively  that  he 
did  not  wish  longer  to  belong  to  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  He  will  there- 
fore be  considered  hereafter  as  an  outsider. 

Aug.  19.  The  married  Susanna  Losch,  who  has  been  living  here, 
moved  today  to  Raleigh,  taking  her  children  Susanna  Elisabeth  and 
J oseph.  Since  spring  her  husband,  Joseph,  has  been  there.  He  under- 
took to  build  waterworks  in  Raleigh,  and  has  decided  to  live  there,  and 
has  bought  a  house. 

Aug.  28.  Br.  Pfohl  held  a  special  meeting  for  the  Single  Sisters,  and 
announced  their  Choir  Communion  for  next  Sunday,  September  first. 

Sept.  1.  After  the  sermon  we  knelt  and  prayed  that  our  faithful  God 
and  Saviour  would  relieve  the  present  distress  in  our  neighborhood.  For 
many  weeks  it  has  not  rained,  and  during  the  summer  it  has  been  so 
dry  that  nothing  could  grow  in  our  gardens,  no  cobs  could  develop  on 
the  cornstalks,  our  mill  had  to  stop  for  lack  of  water,  and  almost  no 
meal  could  be  secured.  For  lack  of  meal  many  people  have  cooked  wheat 
and  eaten  it.  We  and  many  of  our  fellow-citizens  consider  this  as  a 
punishment  sent  by  our  God  and  Lord  for  the  great  indifference  shown  to 
Him,  and  we  prayed  fervently  that  from  His  merciful  heart  He  would 
make  an  end  of  it  and  send  us  other  weather  and  rain. 

Br.  Kluge  went  yesterday  to  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Samuel  Pfaff, 
something  over  twenty  miles  from  here.  Today  he  preached  to  more 
than  two  hundred  persons  who  had  gathered  to  hear  him,  and  who  were 
very  thankful  for  his  English  sermon.  They  asked  that  from  time  to 
time  a  Brother  would  come  to  preach  for  them. 


88  He  graduated  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  in  1819  emigrated  to  Kentucky 
where  he  taught  school,  studied  law,  and  ultimately  became  a  judge. 
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Sept.  5.  This  afternoon  our  faithful  God  sent  us  a  hard  rain,  which 
somewhat  refreshed  the  parched  earth,  and  some  mills  were  supplied 
with  water. 

Sept.  9.  Yesterday  it  rained  for  some  hours,  and  today  it  rained 
all  day,  so  that  our  Muddy  Creek,  which  has  been  very  low,  is  full  to 
the  top  of  its  banks.  We  are  very  thankful,  for  the  need  for  meal  can 
now  be  supplied,  and  we  have  hopes  that  something  can  be  gathered  from 
the  gardens. 

Sept.  2Jf.  The  auswartige  single  Susanna  Elisabeth  Pfaff  (daughter 
of  our  departed  Br.  Joseph  Pfaff)  has  married  the  single  Peter  Schemel 
who  does  not  belong  to  the  Unity.  She  did  not  give  the  slightest  ad- 
vance notice  to  the  boards  of  her  intention,  and  has  therefore  shut  her- 
self out  of  our  fellowship. 

Oct.  2k-  The  two  sons  of  Br.  Pfohl  have  been  visiting  here.  Today 
Br.  Pfohl  took  them  back  to  the  Anstalt  in  Salem. 

Oct.  27.  Some  years  ago  the  German  settlements  around  the  Muddy 
Creek  church  were  served  with  the  Gospel  from  time  to  time  from  Salem. 
This  was  dropped  when  some  of  these  settlements  accepted  Pastor  Schober 
as  their  preacher,  and  he  was  installed.  Now  a  majority  of  the  resi- 
dents of  these  settlements  have  asked  several  times  that  a  Brother  from 
the  Unity  might  come  to  them  from  time  to  time  and  preach  for  them. 
Pastor  Schober  was  consulted,  and  expressed  his  entire  contentment  if 
such  an  arrangement  could  be  made.  So  a  service  was  announced,  and  a 
large  audience  gathered  in  that  church  to  hear  Br.  Kluge,  and  expressed 
their  thanks  and  their  heartfelt  joy  that  such  preaching  services  would 
be  held  from  time  to  time. 

Our  old  Br.  Johannes  and  Sr.  Catharine  Elisabeth  Beroth,  who  have 
been  living  for  some  years  with  their  son  Heinrich  on  his  farm  seven 
miles  from  here,  moved  today  to  their  grandson,  Christian  Wagemann, 
in  the  so-called  Charlestown,24  three  miles  from  Friedland  schoolhouse, 
and  will  now  be  considered  members  of  the  Friedland  congregation. 

Nov.  2.  Br.  Pfohl  began  the  winter  course  of  doctrinal  instruction 
for  the  older  girls.    Only  half  of  them  came. 

Nov.  J/..  Br.  Kluge  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  auswartige  Br.  and 
Sr.  Samuel  Pfaff.  Yesterday  he  preached  in  their  home  to  about 
three  hundred  persons,  who  came  to  hear  him  although  at  the  same  hour 
the  Methodists  and  Baptists  were  preaching  at  three  places  in  the 
neighborhood.  They  asked  that  a  Brother  would  come  to  them  regu- 
larly, and  said  that  if  such  arrangement  could  be  made  they  would  build  a

separate  church  for  him.  They  also  asked  that  a  Brother  would  come 
soon  again  to  preach  for  them. 

Dec.  3.  After  ten  days  of  fog  and  rain  it  has  finally  cleared,  for 
which  we  were  very  glad.  The  roads  in  the  town  became  so  very  bad 
that  only  today  could  we  resume  evening  meetings. 

Dec.  25.  This  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  our  departed  Br. 
George  Petrus  Hauser.25  So  many  came  from  our  neighborhood  that 
our  church  was  more  crowded  than  since  its  consecration.  After  the 
funeral  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  relatives  of  our  departed  Brother 
and  for  other  Brethren  and  Sisters. 

Bethania  Memorabilia.  In  material  matters  this  has  been  a  some- 
what difficult  and  troubled  year  for  us.  In  spring  some  of  our  Brethren 
and  Sisters  had  much  to  suffer  from  the  illness  epidemic  in  this  neigh- 
borhood. Some  were  critically  ill,  but  very  gradually  recovered  from 
their  great  weakness.  Two  married  Sisters  reached  the  end  of  their 
journey  here  below.  We  were  very  thankful  that  this  serious  illness 
was  not  as  universal  in  our  town  as  in  our  neighborhood. 

The  very  cool  and  dry  weather  in  spring  and  summer  hurt  our  grain 
fields  badly,  and  it  was  with  sorrowful  and  troubled  hearts  that  we 
gathered  our  second  crop  of  hay  and  our  corn  crop,  which  were  so 
scanty  that  we  reaped  only  a  third  of  what  we  usually  get,  and  won- 
dered how  we  could  subsist  until  next  year's  harvest.  This  condition 
existed  everywhere  in  our  neighborhood,  and  almost  everywhere  in  North 
Carolina,  and  we  hear  that  in  most  of  the  states  of  America  the  corn 
especially  is  so  scarce  that  it  can  hardly  be  secured  and  will  cost  again 
as  much  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Our  orchards  bore  little,  and  what  fruit  there  was  had  been  injured 
by  the  late  frost  in  spring.  Only  our  wheat  harvest  was  plentiful  and 
turned  out  well.  Our  gardens  also  did  poorly,  so  we  were  short  there 
also. 

Yet  we  do  not  wish  to  complain,  but  to  be  thankful  for  the  rich  gifts 
which  we  have  received.  We  will  commit  our  material  needs  to  Him 
who  not  only  knows  what  is  necessary  for  our  life,  but  who  has  hitherto 
cared  for  us  lovingly,  and  as  a  loving  Father  has  provided  for  His  poor 
children. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1816. 

Jan.  1.  At  the  lovefeast  the  names  were  read  of  those  who  have 
reached  the  age  at  which  they  may  join  our  Society,  and  who  will  receive 
doctrinal  instruction  during  the  month  of  February. 


85  Son  of  the  George  Peter  Hauser  who  died  at  Bethania  in  1802. 
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Jan.  21.  At  the  close  of  service  the  banns  were  published  for  Philip 
Rominger  and  Anna  Rosina  Wesner,  who  are  planning  to  marry  each 
other. 

Jan.  23.  The  single  Philip  Rominger  and  the  single  Anna  Rosina 
Wesner  were  married  at  the  home  of  her  parents. 

March  3.  Instead  of  preaching,  the  children  who  have  been  taking 
doctrinal  instruction  were  publicly  catechised,  and  answered  the  ques- 
tions clearly  and  plainly,  to  the  pleasure  of  all  who  were  present. 

March  12.  On  our  congregation  anniversary  Br.  Reichel  and  others 
came  from  Salem.  In  the  election  of  a  new  Steward  Br.  Philip  Martin 
Yogler  received  the  most  votes;  he  succeeds  Br.  Joseph  Spach.  The 
children  who  received  doctrinal  instruction  answered  a  few  more  ques- 
tions and  were  received  into  the  Society. 

April  11.  One  week  after  Easter  school  will  begin  again,  and  will  be 
held  three  days  in  the  week.  Boys  may  attend  this  year,  provided  they 
are  not  over  twelve  years  of  age. 

May  26.  There  was  a  meeting  for  the  unmarried  women  and  older 
girls,  who  were  notified  that  their  festal  day  would  be  held  on  the  3rd  of 
June. 

Nov.  12.  Members  of  the  Immanuel  Church  came  for  Br.  Rude,  ask- 
ing him  to  preach  a  funeral  sermon,  which  he  did  on  the  13th. 

Dec.  21.    Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  at  the  Pilgrims  Church. 

Dec.  30.  At  the  Pilgrims  Church  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon 
over  a  boy  of  about  fourteen  years  of  age  on  whom  a  tree  fell,  depriv- 
ing him  of  life. 


1817 

[The  Territory  of  Mississippi  was  admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  state. 

The  American  Colonization  Society  was  organized  to  carry  out  the 
plan  of  sending  free  and  emancipated  Negroes  to  Africa.  Judge  Bushrod 
"Washington,  of  Virginia,  became  the  first  president  of  the  society ;  and  in 
November  agents  were  sent  to  the  west  coast  of  Africa  to  select  a  site  for 
the  colony.

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem  and  the  other 
Wachovia  Congregations  for  the  year  1811. 

[Translated  in  full.] 

We  have  again  lived  through  a  year  at  the  close  of  which  our  hearts 
are  lifted  to  our  God  with  filial  and  humble  thankfulness.  From  His 
hand  we  have  received  all  good  for  soul  and  body;  and  in  the  experi- 
ences which  did  not  give  us  joy  He  showed  Himself  the  God  of  comfort, 
supported  us  by  His  strength,  and  helped  us  through. 

The  consequences  of  the  poor  harvests  of  last  year  were  very  evident 
through  a  considerable  part  of  this  year.  To  the  praise  of  the  goodness 
of  God  we  must  acknowledge  that  none  of  our  members  were  without  the 
prime  necessities  of  life;  yet  the  wish  and  fervent  prayer  was  general 
that  God  might  be  pleased  this  year  to  give  us  bountiful  harvests.  Thank 
God !  this  wish  was  fulfilled !  Unusually  plentiful  and  abundant  were 
the  returns  from  orchards  and  gardens,  fields  and  meadows.  So  although 
certain  articles  remained  at  a  higher  price  than  formerly,  the  pressing 
need  of  food  for  man  and  beast  was  relieved,  a  mercy  for  which  God  is 
due  our  warmest  thanks. 

In  the  course  of  this  year  most  of  our  congregations  enjoyed  the 
precious  gift  of  good  health,  unlike  many  preceding  years.  It  was  the 
more  remarkable  that  Salem  and  part  of  its  near  neighborhood  was  an 
exception,  and  the  residents  suffered  from  sickness  in  an  unusual  degree. 
In  the  beginning  of  the  year  some  of  the  members  were  stricken  with 
a  fever  which  had  made  its  appearance  late  in  the  preceding  year, 
and  continued  until  the  end  of  February.  In  the  month  of  July 
another  wave  of  fever  set  in,  which  spread  slowly  during  the  first  weeks, 
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and  then  more  rapidly  and  wider.  Few  houses  and  families  remained 
entirely  free.  Nearly  a  hundred  cases,  adult  and  children,  were  counted 
in  the  town  and  surrounding  country,  and  a  considerable  number  of  the 
pupils  in  the  Boarding  School  suffered  from  this  fever,  through  which 
the  patients  became  uncommonly  weak,  and  when  the  fever  left  them 
they  regained  their  strength  very,  very  slowly,  and  the  least  over-exer- 
tion caused  a  relapse.  Between  the  10th  of  October  and  the  16th  of 
November  this  disease1  brought  to  an  end  the  life  of  five  persons  in  the 
town,  among  them  two  of  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School ;  in  Decem- 
ber an  eight-year-old  girl  in  the  neighborhood  followed  them. 

Our  congregations  here  could  continue  without  interruption  this  year 
and  could  grow.  All  that  was  needed  to  feed  and  sustain  their  souls 
was  provided,  with  all  that  could  be  done  to  promote  their  edification 
and  to  strengthen  them.  Religious  opportunities  were  not  lacking  in 
the  way  of  Sunday  services,  and  also  services  on  weekdays  whenever 
circumstances  allowed.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  all-too-small 
attendance  on  the  services  in  our  congregations  has  given  occasion  for 
depressing  reflections,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  lack 
of  hindrances  and  reasons  for  absence.  It  is  to  be  wished  that  the  long- 
ing for  spiritual  food  might  become  more  evident  among  us  through 
a  more  diligent  attendance  on  our  meetings;  especially  as  we  live  in  a 
time  when  hunger  and  thirst  for  the  word  of  life  is  manifesting  itself 
in  an  unusual  manner,  and  thousands  are  hastening  to  the  spring  of 
the  knowledge  of  salvation  in  the  Holy  Bible,  which  has  been  opened  to 
them  by  the  efforts  of  generous  Christians. 

The  solemn  days  on  which  the  story  of  the  birth,  the  sufferings  and 
death,  the  resurrection  and  ascension  of  our  dear  Saviour,  and  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  was  repeated  and  was  heard  with  rever- 
ence and  with  the  singing  of  hymns,  were  and  will  be  remembered  as 
outstanding  times  of  heart  stirring  and  of  quickening  seasons  of  blessing 
in  our  congregations. 

With  gratitude  the  communicants  remember  the  strengthening  of  sipirit 
and  of  faith  through  their  participation  in  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Jesus. 
The  celebration  of  the  memorial  days  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and 
the  festal  days  of  the  congregations  and  the  Choirs,  have  continued  to 
bring  a  special  blessing. 

During  this  year  we  have  again  been  richly  supplied  with  Nachrichten, 
the  reading  of  which  has  maintained  our  communion  with  and  our 
knowledge  of  all  parts  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren. 

1  From  symptoms  given  in  the  death  records  of  those  who  died  in  Salem  during  the  fall 
epidemic  it  may  be  assumed  that  they  had  typhoid  fever.  The  attack  from  which  Thomas 
Schulz  recovered,  as  reported  by  himself  in  his  diary  (q.  v.),  appears  to  have  been  lesa 
severe  than  others. 
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We  have  also  received  the  first  two  numbers  of  a  periodical  which 
since  the  beginning  of  this  year  has  been  printed  under  the  authority  of 
the  evangelical  Unity  of  Brethren;  it  bears  the  title  Beytrdge  zur  Er- 
bauung  aus  der  Bruder-Gemeine.2 

A  pleasant  and  profitable  interest  has  also  been  furnished  by  periodicals 
which  have  reported  the  fascinating  account  of  the  service  and  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Bible  Mission  and  other  societies  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
which  are  succeeding  beyond  all  expectation. 

The  mission  among  the  Cherokee  Indians,  in  Springplace,  which  is 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  local  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze, 
has  again  been  an  object  of  consideration  as  it  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Conferenz  by  letters  received  from  time  to  time  from  Br.  and 
Sr.  Gambold.  Reports  were  given  of  their  experiences  and  circum- 
stances; we  could  think  of  them  with  more  comfort  and  tranquillity  if 
we  saw  a  possibility  of  giving  them  the  help  which  they  need  and  for 
which  they  so  greatly  long.  Through  the  aid  of  a  mission  society  in 
New  England  a  similar  school  and  mission  establishment  has  been  begun 
on  the  Chicamaga  River,  about  thirty  miles  from  ours,  but  on  a  larger 
scale  because  of  more  abundant  means.  Two  couples  have  been  stationed 
there,  and  the  pleasant  and  brotherly  acquaintance  and  harmony  with 
them  has  been  a  special  joy  and  encouragement  to  our  Brethren.  We 
also  rejoice  in  the  prospect  that  other  societies  will  establish  similar  posts 
for  the  good  of  the  Cherokee  nation.  We  cannot  help  but  think  that  it  is 
an  unusually  favorable  circumstance  for  the  future  of  our  work  that  our 
Br.  Charles  Renatus  Hicks  has  been  chosen  as  the  head  chief  of  the  nation, 
for  the  spiritual  as  well  as  the  material  welfare  of  this  nation  lies  much 
upon  his  heart. 

On  October  31st  the  congregation  of  Salem  observed  the  three- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  Luther's  Reformation,  with 
happy  and  thankful  praises  to  God  for  the  manifold  priceless  blessings 
which  has  come  through  it  to  a  great  part  of  the  Christian  church,  in 
which  also  the  Unity  of  Brethren  has  had  its  share.  We  prayed  that  the 
preaching  of  the  pure  doctrine  of  the  blessed  Gospel,  which  we  enjoy  so 
fully  in  this  land,  might  be  highly  prized,  and  applied  and  used  in  the 
best  and  truest  manner.  In  most  of  the  other  congregations  this  anni- 
versary was  observed  on  the  following  Sunday. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  local  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Brethren 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  could  not  be  held  in 
Salem  until  the  17th  of  November,  because  the  minutes  of  the  meeting

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held  in  Bethlehem  on  August  21  were  sent  so  late,  and  had  just  been 
received  here. 

A  number  of  times  during  the  year  sermons  were  preached  and  funerals 
were  held,  by  request,  outside  our  towns.  In  Hope  the  four-weekly  serv- 
ice for  the  Negroes  was  continued.  A  similar  meeting  was  begun  in 
Friedberg.  The  Sunday  school  commenced  last  year  four  miles  from 
Salem,  and  which  is  carried  on  by  Sisters  from  the  Boarding  School,  has 
continued  this  year  with  only  a  few  minor  interruptions  caused  by  sick- 
ness and  bad  weather.  Since  Easter  a  similar  Sunday  school  has  been 
started  in  Salem  for  children  and  young  people  from  the  neighborhood, 
and  is  being  held  by  certain  volunteer  Sisters  from  the  Sisters  House. 

In  next  year,  1818,  a  Synod  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  is  to  be  held  in 
Herrnhut,  beginning  on  the  first  of  J une.  Because  of  our  distance  from 
Herrnhut  it  was  necessary  to  make  our  preparations  this  year.  For  this 
purpose  a  Preparatory  Conference  was  held,  partly  according  to  instruc- 
tions received  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  and  partly  in  regard  to 
proposals  already  drawn  up  by  our  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.  This 
Preparatory  Conference  was  attended  by  all  the  Wachovia  ministers  and 
their  wives,  who  considered  the  matters  pertaining  to  the  Synod ;  and  two 
elected  delegates  from  Salem  congregation,  the  Brn.  Christian  Blum  and 
Christoph  Yogler,  attended  the  sessions  which  concerned  themselves  with 
the  welfare  of  Salem  in  particular.  This  Conference  was  opened  on 
May  5,  and  closed  on  May  10  with  heartfelt  thanks  to  our  Lord  for  His 
gracious  aid. 

Soon  after,  the  sending  of  members  from  here  was  taken  into  imme- 
diate consideration.  From  a  letter  from  Br.  Verbeek  it  was  clear  that  the 
Unity  Elders  Conference  would  call  no  particular  Brother  from  here  to 
the  Synod;  so  in  a  gathering  of  the  members  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz 
furs  Ganze,  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  and  the  Conference  of  Country 
Ministers,  on  June  13,  our  Br.  Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz  was  chosen 
as  our  delegate  to  the  Synod.  On  June  29  the  adult  communicant 
Brethren  met  to  elect  a  delegate  from  the  congregation  of  Salem,  and 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  received  the  majority  vote.  On  September  21  the 
credentials  for  our  delegate  were  read  in  a  meeting  of  the  adult  com- 
municants, were  approved  and  signed.  During  the  absence  of  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  the  current  business  affairs  were  entrusted  to  the  Brn. 
Abraham  Steiner  and  Meinung.  On  the  23rd  of  September,  after  a 
hearty  leave  taking,  and  with  the  best  wishes  of  all  the  congregations  and 
Salem  in  particular,  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz,  their  little  Emil  Adolph, 
and  the  Single  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  set  out  for  Pennsylvania.  The 
party  reached  Bethelehem  safely  on  the  12th  of  October,  and  after  four 
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weeks  there  and  in  Nazareth  they  left  for  Philadelphia  on  November  10, 
and  on  November  18  they  boarded  the  ship  Lancaster,  Captain  West,  at 
New  Castle,  bound  for  Liverpool,  England.  We  may  hope  that  our  dear 
Lord  has  already  brought  them  safely  to  land,  and  commend  them  to  the 
protection  and  guidance  of  God  for  the  successful  ending  of  their  journey. 

Since  then  we  have  received  the  official  call  of  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference for  the  Synod,  dated  March  1,  1817,  and  it  has  been  presented 
to  the  communicants  in  Salem.  Assuredly  will  the  approaching  Synod 
be  a  matter  of  fervent  and  constant  prayer  in  all  the  congregations  of 
the  Unity,  and  we  will  offer  our  supplications  also  to  the  Lord  and  Head 
of  His  universal  church  and  of  His  Unity  of  Brethren. 

In  the  middle  of  October  our  Br.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel,  his  wife,  and 
two  younger  sons  left  Bethlehem  for  the  Synod  at  Herrnhut,  going  by 
way  of  New  York  and  England.  This  congregation  took  the  more  affec- 
tionate interest  in  their  departure  because  of  his  former  faithful  service 
here  for  nine  years,  and  because  he  himself  considered  this  as  the  close  of 
his  service  of  the  congregations  of  the  Brethren  in  this  land  and  his  fare- 
well to  America. 

The  following  should  be  noted  concerning  Salem  in  particular. 

On  January  28  we  were  pleased  by  the  arrival  of  Br.  Johann  Gottlieb 
Herman,3  called  from  Eulneck  [England]  to  be  the  first  teacher  in  the 
Anstalt  here.  On  the  following  day  he  was  introduced  to  the  boys  of  the 
Anstalt  and  school  during  a  lovefeast.  In  his  company  the  youth  Carl 
Friedrich  Kluge  came  from  Nazareth  Hall;  with  the  youth  Samuel 
Thomas  Pfohl  he  will  continue  his  studies  under  Br.  Herman. 

Br.  Peter  Wolle,  who  had  held  the  position  of  first  teacher  for  more 
than  two  years,  and  had  served  faithfully,  now  became  Choir  pfleger  of 
the  Single  Brethren  and  older  boys  to  which  office  he  had  been  called 
during  the  preceding  year.    He  was  inducted  on  Eebruary  2. 

For  more  than  sixteen  years  Br.  Conrad  Kreuser  had  conducted  the 
congregation  store  with  diligence  and  faithfulness,  and  under  the  evident 
blessing  of  God.  At  the  end  of  April  he  turned  the  store  over  to  his 
former  assistant,  Br.  Jacob  Blum. 

During  this  year  the  town  has  been  enlarged  by  the  building  of  a 
family  house  for  Br.  Senseman ;  the  church  tower  and  the  market-house 
have  been  repainted;  and  the  clock  face  has  been  freshened  up.  God's 
Acre  has  been  extended  southward,  and  most  of  it  provided  with  a  new 
fence.  A  building  at  the  Boarding  School  has  been  enlarged  and  a  new 
story  has  been  built  upon  it,  to  remedy  the  lack  of  space  for  sleeping, 

8  Johann  Gottlieb  Herman  was  born  November  18,  1789,  in  Niesky,  Germany,  a  son  of 
Johann  Gottfried  Herman  and  his  wife  Anna  Regina,  maiden  name  Otto.  He  became 
a  bishop  of  the  Moravian  Church.  He  died  July  20,  1854,  in  Stone  County,  Missouri, 
as  he  was  returning  from  an  official  visitation  to  the  Cherokee  Indian  mission.  His 
remains  were  reinterred  in  the  Salem  God's  Acre  in  1855. 
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and  to  gain  a  sickroom;  in  the  washhouse  an  ironing  room  has  heen 
arranged.  Before  that  a  spacious  dining  room  had  been  arranged  in 
the  basement  of  the  main  building,  and  thereby  an  additional  living 
room  had  been  gained. 

With  gratitude  we  acknowledge  the  preservation  of  the  town  from  fire, 
danger  of  which  threatened  twice  but  was  fortunately  averted. 

The  grist-  and  saw-mill  on  the  Wach  two  miles  from  Salem,  belonging 
to  the  congregation  diaconie,  was  sold  on  August  2nd  to  the  highest 
bidder. 

Concerning  the  Boarding  School  the  following  should  be  mentioned. 

More  than  ever  since  the  founding  of  this  institution,  a  serious  fever 
spread  in  it  during  the  fall  of  this  year,  from  which  some  of  the  teachers 
also  suffered.  Because  of  this  fever  two  of  the  boarding  pupils  closed 
their  journey  here  below  in  October,  one  soon  after  the  other — Jane 
Jordan  and  Judith  Hardaway.  This  saddened  us,  and  was  the  first  such 
occasion  in  ten  years.  In  this  time  of  sickness  our  dear  Br.  and 
Sr.  Steiner  did  much  for  the  school  by  their  assistance  while  Br.  and  Sr. 
Reichel  were  away  for  nine  weeks  on  a  trip  to  Bethlehem. 

During  this  year  the  Srs.  Christine  Caritas  Schneider,  Maria  Theresia 
Schober,  and  Maria  Catharina  Transu  have  entered  as  teachers,  and 
later  Sr.  Maria  Fetter  joined  them,  coming  from  Bethlehem.  Sr.  Maria 
Belling  from  Lititz  has  undertaken  the  care  of  the  sick.  Sr.  Anna 
Rebecca  Holder  has  again  served  as  teacher  for  a  while.  Two  teachers 
have  left  temporarily,  namely  Sr.  Salome  Fetter,  who  is  on  a  visit  to 
Bethlehem,  and  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober,  who  left  for  Europe  in  Sep- 
tember with  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz.  The  older  girl  Henrietta 
Kluge  has  moved  from  the  Boarding  School  into  the  Sisters  House ;  on 
the  other  hand  the  little  girl  Charlotte  Elisabeth  Rude  has  come  from 
Friedberg  into  the  Boarding  School. 

During  this  year  sixty-one  pupils  from  outside  have  returned  to  their 
homes,  and  two  have  fallen  asleep.  Seventy  new  pupils  have  been 
brought  here.  The  present  number  of  boarding  pupils  is  102,  of  whom 
nineteen  are  at  the  moment  visiting  their  relatives. 

Little  town  girls  attending  the  classes  number  twenty,  including  two 
older  girls. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Diary,  1811. 

Jan.  1.  In  the  afternoon  for  the  first  time  this  year,  the  various 
Choirs  presented  themselves  before  the  Lord  in  the  Anbeten. 

Jan.  8.  In  the  fifth  hour  of  the  morning  a  slight  earthquake  was 
noticed  in  various  places  in  town,  and  also  in  the  neighborhood. 

During  these  days  several  persons  in  town  have  been  attacked  by  the 
prevalent  illness  in  the  chest. 
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Jan.  12.  In  Hope,  Br.  Kramsch  married  the  two  Society  members, 
Jacob  Berotb  and  Polly  Miller. 

Jan.  lJf..  In  Hope  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  Negro  Sr.  Sarah 
Elisabeth,  who  deiparted  blessedly  day  before  yesterday  evening.  She 
was  born  in  the  year  1778  in  Virginia.  In  the  course  of  time  she  came 
to  Br.  Christian  Frey,  and  after  his  home-going  moved  to  our  Br. 
Hamilton's  place,  where  she  served  faithfully,  and  was  highly  prized 
by  the  entire  family.  From  the  beginning  she  attended  the  services 
regularly;  and  when  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  her  heart  was 
observed  and  she  asked  for  baptism,  it  was  administered  by  Br.  Carl 
Gotthold  Reichel  on  November  7,  1802.  On  January  18,  1806,  she 
partook  for  the  first  time  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  From  then  on  her  life 
conformed  to  the  Gospel,  she  was  meek  and  humble,  and  concerned 
about  the  salvation  of  her  children.  At  the  beginning  of  her  last 
illness  she  said  that  she  did  not  expect  to  recover;  and  it  came  to  pass 
that  on  the  above  mentioned  day  she  departed,  her  age  being  thirty- 
eight  years. 

Jan.  18.  Last  night  the  first  snow  of  the  winter  fell,  and  today  and 
during  the  following  night  it  was  piercingly  cold,  with  a  high  wind. 

Jan.  19.  Sunday.  In  Friedland  there  could  be  no  services,  because 
Br.  Buchholz  had  been  attacked  by  a  serious  disease  of  the  chest. 
In  Bethania  the  Brn.  Pfohl  and  Kluge  had  become  so  ill  that  today  and 
for  several  days  following  there  could  be  no  meetings. 

Jan.  28.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Br.  Johann  Gottlieb 
Herman,  who  came  by  today's  post  from  Raleigh.  He  has  been  called 
from  Fulneck,  England,  to  become  the  first  teacher  in  the  boys  school. 
With  him  came  the  youth  Carl  Friedrich  Kluge,  from  Nazareth,  who 
will  continue  his  studies  here. 

Jan.  SO.  There  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  schoolboys,  during  which  they 
parted  with  Br.  Peter  Wolle  and  welcomed  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman  as 
first  teacher,  and  were  admonished  to  further  industry  and  obedience. 

Feb.  2.  Br.  Peter  Wolle  was  presented  to  the  Choirs  of  Single 
Brethren  and  older  boys  as  their  future  Choir  pfleger,  and  after  a  fervent 
prayer  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  he  was  blessed  for  his  office. 

Feb.  3.    Last  night  the  first  considerable  snow  of  the  winter  fell. 

Feb.  16.  At  three  o'clock  Br.  Reichel  held  the  first  afternoon  English 
preaching  service,  in  accordance  with  a  new  arrangement  by  which  this 
will  be  done  every  fourth  week.  This  will  tend  to  the  edification  of 
our  boarding  pupils,  and  under  this  plan  each  Sunday  there  will  be 
either  an  English  preaching  service  or  an  English  children's  hour. 
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Feb.  17.    Br.  Pfohl,  in  Bethania,  had  another  bad  attack  of  asthma, 
which  greatly  weakened  him. 

Feb.  21.  Br.  Kramsch,  in  Hope,  visited  a  free  Mulatto  woman  in  the 
neighborhood,  who  expressed  a  strong  desire  for  a  German  Testament,  so 
Br.  Kramsch  gave  her  one,  with  the  wish  that  she  would  make  good  use 
of  it.  This  she  promised  and  could  not  say  enough  of  how  grateful  she 
was. 

Feb.  23.  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  preached  here  for  the  first  time,  speak- 
ing in  German. 

Today  we  had  the  first  storm  of  this  year,  accompanied  by  hail. 

Feb.  27.  In  Eriedberg  the  Society  Br.  Christian  Rothrock  was  mar- 
ried to  the  Society  Sr.  Maria  Catharina  Boeckel,  in  the  church. 

March  Jf.  In  Friedberg  there  was  the  marriage  of  the  Society  Br. 
George  Tesch  to  the  Society  Sr.  Maria  Sarah  Boeckel,  in  the  house  of 
her  parents. 

March  9.  Sunday.  The  Brn.  Yan  Yleck  and  von  Schweinitz  were 
at  RippeFs  Church,  where  the  former  preached,  and  both  attended  the 
Sunday  school  with  pleasure. 

March  11.  The  dining  room  which  has  been  arranged  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  house  of  the  Boarding  School  was  so  far  finished  that  the 
residents  used  it  for  the  first  time  today. 

March  16.  The  house-fathers  met  in  the  little  Saal,  and  a  number  of 
points  were  discussed  relative  to  better  precautions  against  fire. 

April  6.  Easter  Sunday.  About  a  quarter  before  six  the  congregation 
and  a  large  number  of  visitors  from  the  neighborhood  gathered  in  front 
of  the  church,  and  after  singing  several  verses  moved  quietly  to  God's 
Acre  where  the  Easter  litany  was  prayed. 

In  Hope,  Br.  Herman  prayed  the  Easter  litany  and  preached.  An 
unusually  large  number  were  present. 

April  8.  The  Single  Brn.  Masslich  and  Kunkler,  who  have  been 
visiting  here  since  last  fall,  set  out  on  foot  today  for  Bethlehem,  accom- 
panied by  the  Single  Br.  Sam  Schulz  (potter)  who  hopes  to  find  work 
in  Pennsylvania  this  summer. 

The  little  boy,  Edward  Belo,  entered  school. 

April  20.  Some  time  ago  the  wish  was  expressed  that  a  Sunday  school 
might  be  begun  here  in  Salem  for  the  benefit  of  poor  children  from  the 
surrounding  country.  Today  this  came  to  pass,  and  at  one  o'clock  it 
was  opened  in  a  proper  and  solemn  manner.  A  considerable  number  of 
children  came,  and  several  Single  Sisters  from  this  town  will  teach  them.

The  school  will  be  held  in  the  little  Saal,  and  instruction  will  he 
given  in  reading  German  and  English.  The  children  were  divided  among 
a  number  of  Sisters  from  the  Choir  House  and  several  older  girls.  May 
the  Lord  lay  His  blessings  upon  the  enterprise. 

In  the  other  congregations  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Heifer  Con- 
ferenz  fiirs  Ganze,  concerning  the  approaching  Preparatory  Conference, 
which  was  commended  to  their  prayers.  The  members  were  told  to 
submit  to  their  ministers  any  proposals  which  they  wished  considered. 

April  21.  The  little  boy,  Christian  Brietz,  entered  the  school.  Br. 
von  Schweinitz  left  for  Patrick  County,  Virginia,  on  business. 

Prom  Bethabara  Br.  and  Sr.  Kummer,  and  their  children,  left  for 
Pennsylvania  on  business  and  to  visit,  taking  his  sister  from  Salem  and 
the  Single  Sr.  Mary  Chitty. 

April  21/..  In  Friedland  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  youth  Johann 
Friedrich  Becker.  .  .  .  On  the  third  of  this  month  he  overheated  himself 
in  field  work,  then  carelessly  went  into  the  creek  to  bathe  and  cool  off. 
By  this  he  took  such  a  bad  cold  that  he  stiffened  and  was  entirely  con- 
fined to  his  bed,  and  all  remedies  were  useless.  His  age  was  sixteen 
years,  nine  months,  and  eight  days. 

April  SO.  This  month  was  rather  dry,  and  there  were  several  night 
frosts,  but  not  severe. 

May  20.  Br.  Schweinitz  went  with  the  Brn.  Herman  and  Meinung 
to  Salisbury  and  to  the  narrows  of  the  Yadkin. 

May  28,  29,  30.  There  were  no  evening  meetings  because  of  the 
Examination  in  the  Boarding  School.  An  unusual  number  of  relatives 
and  friends  of  the  pupils  attended. 

In  addition  a  great  many  people  were  in  town  because  a  lion  and  a 
lioness  were  on  exhibit. 

June  9.  The  Brn.  Wolle  and  Jacob  Fetter  from  Bethabara  began  to 
tune  the  church  organ. 

June  10.  We  had  a  severe  storm  which  did  much  damage  to  the 
heavily  loaded  peach  and  apple  trees. 

June  15.  In  the  severe  storm  yesterday  John  Sehnert,  who  lives 
beyond  the  Yadkin,  son  of  the  Br.  and  Sr.  Sehnert  who  belong  to  Hope, 
had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  shed  which  was  struck  by  lightning.  It 
was  destroyed,  and  with  it  his  stable,  two  horses,  a  wagon,  and  harness 
were  burned. 

June  29.  Br.  Van  Vleck  announced  that  for  various  good  reasons  he 
could  not  avail  himself  of  the  right  conferred  by  Synod  rules  to  attend  in 
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person  the  approaching  Synod,  and  that  therefore  another  Brother, 
namely- Br.  von  Schweinitz,  had  been  appointed  by  the  local  conferences 
as  their  delegate.  The  communicant  Brethren  were  asked  to  return  at 
three  o'clock  and  give  in  their  votes  as  to  whether  they  wished  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  to  serve  also  as  the  delegate  from  the  congregation  or  whether 
they  wished  to  elect  another  Brother.  The  result  was  that  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  was  elected  almost  unanimously. 

/ une  30.  During  this  month  the  weather  was  unusually  wet,  and  there 
were  many  hard  showers,  which  made  the  hay  and  wheat  harvests  diffi- 
cult, but  did  less  harm  than  we  feared. 

July  k>  We  took  a  happy  part  in  the  celebration  of  this  memorial 
day  of  the  United  States.  ...  In  the  afternoon  many  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters and  the  girls  from  the  Boarding  School  gathered  in  the  orchard 
behind  the  church,  where  preparations  had  been  made.  Br.  Steiner  made 
a  short,  suitable  address  to  those  present,  which  was  followed  by  a  love- 
feast  with  wine  and  cakes,  during  which  several  toasts  were  read  and 
fine  music  was  rendered. 

July  6.  Br.  Reichel  held  a  short  service  for  the  older  boys,  during 
which  their  Choir  festival  was  announced. 

In  Hqpe,  Br.  Kramsch  married  the  Society  Br.  Richard  Padget  to 
the  Society  Sr.  Polly  Mitchell. 

July  9.    Our  older  boys  and  youths  observed  their  festal  day. 

July  12.  A  Quaker  from  Guilford  County,  Joel  Willis,  has  been  in 
town  for  a  number  of  weeks.  An  injury  to  his  leg  led  him  to  place 
himself  under  the  care  of  Br.  Yierling,  but  the  curatives  used  had  no 
effect,  and  such  evil  consequences  might  be  expected  that  it  became  nec- 
essary to  take  off  the  leg  below  the  knee,  which  was  done  successfully. 
The  man  and  his  wife,  who  waited  on  him,  won  general  sympathy  by 
their  lovable  and  friendly  manner,  and  one  always  visited  them  with 
pleasure.  Today  they  left  for  home,  thankful  for  the  successful  out- 
come of  the  matter  and  for  the  friendship  which  they  had  received  from 
our  members. 

In  the  house  of  the  auswartige  Negro  Br.  Botney,  belonging  to  this 
congregation,  his  daughter  Betsey  was  married  by  Br.  Abraham  Steiner 
to  the  Negro  Sam  belonging  to  Br.  Kreuser. 

July  20.  Br.  Wolle  preached  for  Pastor  Schober  in  the  Zion  Church 
in  Opossumtown. 

Aug.  2.  The  large  Salem  mill,  on  the  Wach,  was  sold  today  to  Michael 
Rominger  at  public  auction. 
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Aug.  3.  At  ten  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br.  Carl 
Ludwig  Meinung,  who  fell  asleep  day  before  yesterday. 

Aug.  4.  In  Friedland  the  youths  and  older  boys  celebrated  their 
Choir  festival. 

Aug.  llf.  This  was  election  day,  and  as  usual  many  people  gathered 
from  the  neighborhood. 

Aug.  25.  The  governor  of  our  state,  Mr.  Miller,  stopped  on  his  way 
through  Salem  and  spent  the  night,  therefore  in  the  evening  there  was  a 
singstunde  with  instrumental  accompaniment. 

Aug.  29.    The  Single  Brethren  celebrated  a  blessed  Choir  festival. 

Aug.  31.  Br.  and  Sr.  Keichel  and  their  little  daughter,  and  the  Single 
Sr.  Salome  Fetter  left  for  Pennsylvania.  The  two  Single  Brn.  Daniel 
Wohlfahrt  and  Abraham  Steiner  accompanied  them  on  horseback.  The 
former  goes  to  visit;  the  latter  will  work  for  a  while  in  Philadelphia 
at  his  trade.4 

In  Friedland,  instead  of  preaching,  the  children  were  catechised 
preparatory  to  being  received  into  the  Society. 

Sept.  12.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  a  little  daughter 
of  Joseph  Leinbach,  who  does  not  belong  to  us.  This  was  the  first  body 
interred  in  the  new  square  in  the  recently  enlarged  God's  Acre.  Br. 
Steiner  held  the  service  in  English. 

Sept.  19.  The  boy,  Theodore  Christian  Pfohl,  who  has  been  attending 
the  boys  school  here,  went  today  to  Br.  Kummer  in  Bethabara  to  learn  the 
business  of  a  merchant. 

Oct.  2.  No  children's  hour  could  be  held,  because  so  many  children 
were  ill,  especially  in  the  Boarding  School. 

Oct.  If.  Br.  Buchholz  had  to  go  to  bed  with  fever  this  morning,  and 
Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Yleck  left  him  very  ill. 

Oct.  5.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  services  in  Hope  as  Br.  Kramsch  was  sick 
with  fever. 

Oct.  17.  This  evening  there  was  a  sad  event  which  has  not  occurred 
in  many  years.  One  of  the  pupils  entrusted  to  our  care,  Jane  Jordan, 
passed  away  with  the  epidemic  sickness.  She  was  in  the  seventeenth 
year  of  her  age. 

Oct.  18.  Many  members  could  not  come  to  Communion  because  of 
sickness. 


*  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr.,  was  a  joiner  by  trade. 
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Oct.  23.  It  pleased  the  Lord  to  take  a  second  maiden  out  of  our 
Boarding  School — Judith  Hardeway. 

Oct.  29.  Br.  Kramsch,  in  Hope,  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  over  a 
stump,  and  so  injured  his  knee  that  he  was  in  bed  a  week. 

Oct.  31.  The  memorial  day  for  the  beginning  of  Luther's  Reforma- 
tion three  hundred  years  ago  was  solemnly  celebrated. 

Nov.  5.  This  afternoon  Br.  and  Sr.  Reichel  and  their  little  daughter 
returned,  with  the  rest  of  their  company — the  Srs.  Maria  Elisabeth 
Kummer,  Sophia  Christ,  Maria  Fetter,  and  Maria  Belling.  With  them 
came  a  Single  Brother  from  Emmaus,  John  Clewell,  who  will  spend  the 
winter  here  and  work  on  a  farm. 

Nov.  9.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  service  for  communicants,  in  which 
announcement  was  made  of  the  approaching  Holy  Communion  on  the 
13th,  and  the  youth  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  and  the  Single  Sr.  Yerona 
Reich  were  confirmed. 

The  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached  in  Eriedland. 

Nov.  15.  At  half  past  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  married  Br. 
Samuel  Benjamin  Vierling  ended  his  journey  through  time.  For  many 
years  he  had  served  this  congregation  faithfully  as  physician  and 
surgeon. 

Nov.  20.  Last  evening  one  of  our  boys  was  badly  burned.  He 
intended  to  take  brandy  into  his  mouth  to  relieve  toothache,  but  acci- 
dentally used  oil  of  vitriol.  The  means  used  to  relieve  him  had  the 
desired  effect. 

Nov.  22.    In  the  afternoon  the  fire  engine  was  tested. 

Nov.  2Jf.  The  Negro  James,  belonging  to  Br.  Bagge,  was  buried  on 
the  parish  graveyard.    About  forty  Negroes  attended  the  service. 

Nov.  30.  The  fever  which  has  been  epidemic  abated  toward  the  end 
of  the  month,  but  the  mumps  began  to  appear  here  and  there. 

Dec.  1.  Letters  from  Pennsylvania  report  the  sailing  of  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  and  his  party  from  Philadelphia  for  Liverpool.  Part  of 
their  baggage  was  badly  damaged  between  Petersburg  and  Baltimore, 
when  the  ship  was  wrecked.5 

Dec.  11.  Last  night  between  eleven  and  twelve  o'clock  a  slight  earth- 
quake shock  was  noticed. 

Dec.  13.  In  Hope  a  young  man  named  John  Lashmet  tried  to  stop 
the  team  to  his  wagon,  which  was  running  away,  and  had  the  misfortune 
to  fall  under  the  wheel,  which  broke  his  leg  in  two  places.

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Dec.  25.  In  spite  of  the  rain,  the  members  here  and  in  our  other  con- 
gregations gathered  in  large  numbers  for  the  Christmas  services. 

Dec.  26.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  children  in  the 
local  Sunday  school.  At  its  close  small  tracts  were  distributed  to  those 
among  them  who  could  read  a  little. 

In  both  the  Boarding  School  and  the  boys  Anstalt  attractive  putzes 
have  been  made. 

Dec.  31.    The  Brothers  House  was  beautifully  illuminated. 

School  Diary  of  Thomas  Schulz,  1817. 

[Thomas  Schulz  was  the  "second  teacher"  in  the  boys  school  in  Salem. 
The  part  of  his  diary  which  is  preserved  gives  a  complete  picture  of  the 
life  in  the  boys  school,  with  classes  in  the  morning  and  supervised  activi- 
ties in  the  afternoon.  It  also  gives  a  day-by-day  account  of  the  weather, 
and  of  his  attack  of  fever.    The  diary  fragment  is  translated  in  full.] 

Aug.  26.  Tuesday.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  Today  I  took  the  place 
of  Br.  Herman,  who  went  to  Hope  where  the  congregation  festival  was 
being  celebrated.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the  children  to  the  bridge, 
where  some  played  marbles  and  others  played  other  games.  This  was  a 
very  cool  day;  there  was  a  light  frost  this  morning  in  various  places  in 
town. 

Aug.  27.    I  held  my  usual  classes.    Today  I  was  free.6 

Aug.  28.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  Wach,  where  we  bathed ;  then  we  went  out  the  Charleston 
road  as  far  as  John  Waterson's.  Today  was  cloudy,  with  some  rain,  and 
again  warm. 

Aug.  29.  I  went  to  Bethabara  to  buy  something  but  could  not  find 
what  I  wanted.  From  there  I  went  to  Shorestown,  where  again  I  did  not 
find  it ;  I  visited  J acob  Schreier  and  ate  dinner  with  him ;  then  returned 
to  Salem,  reaching  here  about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Today  it 
was  very  warm  with  short  showers  which  I  escaped.  I  did  not  want  to 
attend  the  festival ;  7  did  not  feel  in  the  humor  for  it. 

Aug.  30.  Sabbath.  (Saturday.)  Morning  we  cleaned  the  house; 
then  I  did  various  things  at  home.  Today  there  were  several  showers, 
but  we  did  not  get  any  of  them. 

Aug.  31.  Sunday.  Br.  Schweinitz  held  the  German  preaching  serv- 
ice and  Br.  Steiner  the  English.    Liturgy  in  the  evening.    This  after-

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noon  I  did  not  take  the  children  to  walk  as  only  a  few  of  them  came. 
This  was  another  very  hot  day.  This  afternoon  Br.  and  Sr.  Winkler 
invited  ns  to  vesper8 — it  was  Charles'  birthday. 

Sept.  1.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  It  was  my  free  day  but  I  took  the 
children  in  the  afternoon  in  Br.  Herman's  place.  We  went  to  the  Wach 
and  they  went  in  but  came  out  immediately  because  it  was  so  cold.  From 
there  we  went  to  the  bridge. 

Sept.  2.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
out  the  Germanton  road  as  far  as  Joshua  Beitz.  In  the  evening  there  was 
singstunde,  which  Br.  Schweinitz  held. 

Sept.  3.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day  but  I  went 
out  with  the  children.  We  went  to  Christian  Leinbach's,  where  Jacob 
Baumgarten  lay  sick.    Br.  Wolle  went  with  us  to  visit  him. 

Sept.  If..  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  we  could  not  go  out 
because  of  a  storm.  It  rained  fairly  hard  which  was  good  because  it 
was  becoming  very  dry. 

Sept.  5.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  We  re- 
paired the  shed  roof9  this  afternoon. 

Sept.  6.  We  cleaned  the  house;  then  opened  the  gutter  in  front  of 
the  house.  The  children  stayed  here  until  about  eleven  o'clock,  then 
went  home  returning  about  three  o'clock,  then  they  went  into  the  Wach 
for  the  last  time  this  summer. 

Sept.  7.  Sunday.  There  was  no  general  service.  At  ten  o'clock  Br. 
Wolle  held  the  Children's  Hour.  At  two  o'clock  was  lovefeast,  which  I 
attended.  In  the  evening  at  half  past  seven  Br.  Schweinitz  held  the 
gemeinstunde.  Today  Br.  Herman  preached  for  Pastor  Schober,  and  I 
took  the  children  in  his  place,  and  this  afternoon  went  with  them  to  the 
farm  of  Jacob  Schulz.  There  we  turned  back  and  reached  here  about  a 
quarter  past  five. 

Sept.  8.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  God's  Acre,  then  to  Samuel  Schulz',  where  we  saw  how  an  ox 
was  butchered. 

Sept.  9.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  In  the 
evening  Br.  Peter  held  the  singstunde. 

Sept.  10.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  bridge,  where  we  bathed  in  the  Wach.  I  looked  for  hazel 
nuts  and  found  some.

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Sept.  11.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  This 
afternoon  I  went  to  look  for  grapes.  This  morning  I  lent  Christmann 
$47  for  twenty  days. 

Sept.  12.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  at  three  o'clock 
was  the  funeral  of  a  child  of  Joseph  Leinbach's,  who  fell  asleep  on 
the  ninth  at  the  age  of  five  months  and  several  weeks.  I  carried  the 
child,10  so  school  was  dismissed  at  two  o'clock.  This  afternoon  the 
children  went  into  the  Wach,  then  came  home. 

Sept.  13.  In  the  morning  we  cleaned  the  house.  This  was  my  free 
day,  and  I  did  some  work  at  home.  At  noon  there  was  rain,  after  which 
it  was  very  cool.  About  two  o'clock  there  was  a  meeting  with  Br.  Yan 
Vleck  in  which  it  was  decided  to  have  an  Examination  in  the  first  week 
of  the  coming  November.    In  the  evening  it  began  to  rain  again. 

Sept.  Ik-  Sunday.  This  was  a  Unity  Day.  Br.  Herman  preached  in 
English.  It  rained  almost  all  day,  so  there  was  no  liturgy  in  the 
evening.  With  the  children  I  went  as  far  as  God's  Acre,  but  we  could 
not  go  farther. 

Sept.  15.    It  was  a  sad  day  for  me.11 

Sept.  16.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  In  the  afternoon  I  took  the  chil- 
dren to  see  the  carding  machine,12  and  we  went  on  the  dam. 

Sept.  17.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day;  I  did 
some  work  at  home. 

Sept.  18.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  big  bottom  where  we  looked  for  pawpaws  and  found 
fairly  many. 

Sept.  19.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day  and  I  did 
some  work  at  home. 

Sept.  20.  We  cleaned  the  house,  then  the  children  were  here  until 
about  eleven  o'clock.  In  the  afternoon  only  three  children  came;  we 
went  to  the  farther  side  of  the  Brethren's  meadow  to  look  for  wild  grapes 
and  found  some.  During  the  afternoon  five  wagons  passed  with  families 
moving  west,  so  it  was  very  lively  in  town. 

Sept.  21.  Sunday.  Br.  Schweinitz  preached  his  farewell  sermon; 
and  in  the  evening  held  the  gemeinstunde.  This  was  my  free  day.  In 
the  afternoon  Carl  Kluge,  Thomas  Pfohl  and  I  went  up  the  bottom 
looking  for  muscadines.

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Sept.  22.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  chil- 
dren to  the  farm  of  Joshua  Boner,  then  to  Abraham  Hauser's,  and 
then  home. 

Sept.  23.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  Br.  Schweinitz 
left.  Br.  Herman  accompanied  him  to  Dan  River,  planning  to  return  on 
Thursday  at  noon,  so  I  had  the  children  today.  I  took  them  to  the 
tavern  meadow,  where  they  played  a  little  round  hall.  Charles  Bagge 
and  I  looked  for  hazel  nuts  and  found  a  good  many. 

Sept.  2Jf.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
out  the  Germanton  road,  a  short  way  beyond  Joshua  Reitz'.  This 
morning  it  rained. 

Sept.  25.    I  held  my  usual  classes.    This  was  my  free  day. 

Sept.  26.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
to  the  woods  and  we  gathered  very  good  grapes  from  several  trees. 

Sept.  27.  This  morning  we  cleaned  the  house,  then  went  for  sand  with 
Br.  Stotz  and  his  small  wagon  and  horse.  We  returned  about  eleven 
o'clock.    This  was  my  free  day. 

Sept.  28.  Sunday.  This  was  the  Feast  of  Angels.  At  ten  o'clock 
Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  in  German.  In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  was 
lovefeast,  followed  by  the  Anbeten.  In  the  evening  at  seven  o'clock  was 
liturgy,  and  then  the  Cup  of  Covenant  passed  around ;  the  children  were 
meantime  alone.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children  to  the  avenue13 
by  the  parish  graveyard. 

Sept.  29.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day;  I  did 
some  work  at  home. 

Sept.  30.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  we  went  to  vesper 
with  Br.  and  Sr.  Winkler ;  it  was  George's  birthday.  We  could  not  go  to 
walk  this  afternoon  because  it  rained. 

Oct.  1.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  This  after- 
noon I  went  to  Matthew  Reich's  to  have  straw-sacks14  filled.  On  the  way 
I  looked  for  grapes  and  found  some.  On  the  way  back  it  began  to  rain, 
and  lasted  until  I  reached  home. 

Oct.  2.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
first  to  the  Brothers'  meadow,  then  to  the  woods  where  we  looked  for 
grapes  but  did  not  find  any.  Then  we  went  to  Kreuser's  land  and  looked 
for  grapes  but  found  almost  none.  Today  was  cloudy  and  cold,  not  much 
rain.

In  the  morning  we  cleaned  the  house ;  the  children  remained 
until  eleven  o'clock,  then  went  home.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  the 
Brothers'  meadow  for  muscadines. 

Oct.  5.  Sunday.  Br.  Steiner  preached  on  the  words :  Lovest  thou 
me?  This  was  my  free  day.  Today  I  lent  Matthew  Reich  a  hundred 
dollars. 

Oct.  6.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
to  Matthew  Reich's  and  on  the  way  we  gathered  grapes.  "We  reached 
home  very  late. 

Oct.  7.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day,  so  I  worked 
a  while  at  my  trade.15  This  morning  we  had  a  very  hard  storm  and 
some  rain,  after  which  it  was  clear  and  cool. 

Oct.  8.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  tavern  meadow  and  played  round  hall.  I  had  an  attack  of 
fever. 

Oct.  9.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day,  but  I  could 
do  nothing  because  I  was  not  well. 

Oct.  10.    I  held  my  usual  classes.    Today  I  was  sick  again.

This  afternoon  I  could  not  go  out 
with  the  children ;  I  had  a  slight  return  of  fever.

Oct.  30.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  could  not  he  with 
the  children;  I  had  a  slight  return  of  fever. 

Oct.  31.  Friday.  The  anniversary  of  the  Luther  Reformation  was 
celebrated.  At  nine  o'clock  an  account  of  it  was  read.  At  ten  o'clock 
was  German  preaching.  In  the  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  there  was 
English  preaching. 

Nov.  1.  In  the  morning  the  house  was  cleaned;  then  the  children 
were  here  until  eleven  o'clock.

This  afternoon  we  went  to  vesper  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan;  their 
Nathanael  had  his  birthday,  and  also  closes  his  school  days  here;  he 
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will  go  to  Schober  to  learn  the  tinsmith's  trade.    Today  it  was  rather 
warm  for  the  time  of  year. 

Nov.  9.  Sunday.  Br.  G.  Reichel  preached  in  English.  In  the 
afternoon  at  half  ipast  three  the  boy  Charles  N".  Bagge  entered  into  rest 
after  a  long  and  painful  illness.  We  were  greatly  grieved,  for  we  had 
him  here  in  the  Anstalt,  I  had  him  for  nearly  two  years,  and  he  was 
always  well-behaved;  yet  we  must  admit  that  for  him  it  is  well  to  be 
rid  of  all  misery  and  to  have  reached  the  place  to  which  we  all  wish  to  go. 
This  afternoon  I  went  with  the  children  as  far  as  Philip  Blum's;  I 
could  not  go  farther  because  I  became  weak  in  the  legs  and  all  over. 

Nov.  10.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  This  after- 
noon I  took  the  children  to  God's  Acre  where  the  grave  was  being  made. 
Today  I  arranged  my  bed  so  that  I  could  sleep  here  again,  which  I  also 
did. 

Nov.  11.  School  closed  at  ten  o'clock.  We  went  with  the  children  to 
see  the  body.  At  one  o'clock  was  the  funeral;  then  a  lovefeast  which 
all  the  children  attended  and  many  others.  This  afternoon  I  could  not 
go  out  with  the  children  because  of  weakness  which  overcame  me  again. 

Nov.  12.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  After  school  we  cleaned  the  house. 
This  was  my  free  day.  This  evening  it  was  clear  and  cold.  This  after- 
noon C         had  a  bad  affair  with  H.L.  and  J.L. ;  he  threw  a  stone  at 

H.L.  which  wounded  his  head.  This  will  doubtless  put  an  end  to  C's 
living  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Nov.  13.  Thursday.  The  first  service  was  at  nine  o'clock,  held  by 
Br.  Van  Yleck.  Then  the  Sisters,  then  the  Brethren,  and  then  the 
children  had  their  Anbeten.  In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  was  love- 
feast  and  at  half  past  three  the  Holy  Communion.  At  half  past  four 
was  the  second  Communion,  and  in  the  evening  singstunde.  This  after- 
noon I  went  with  the  children  to  the  Brothers'  meadow,  but  was  hardly 
able  to  leave  the  house  as  I  had  fever  again ;  I  had  a  chill  that  lasted 
from  noon  to  lovefeast. 

Nov.  llf..  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day,  and  I 
worked  a  little  at  home.

Nov.  17.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  could  not  go  out 
with  the  children ;  it  rained  all  day.  This  morning  I  had  another  attack 
of  fever. 

Nov.  18.  There  was  school  only  in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  at 
one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  married  Br.  Samuel  Benjamin 
Vierling.  Today  Br.  Herman  had  his  birthday.  This  was  my  free 
day.  After  the  funeral  I  got  brush  to  cover  the  cabbage.  Today  it  was 
clear  and  very  cold. 

Nov.  19.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  did  not  go  out 
with  the  children ;  only  two  came.  Today  the  fever  came  on  about  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  lasted  until  noon,  then  stopped.  This  morn- 
ing it  was  very  cold. 

Nov.  20.    I  held  my  usual  classes.    This  was  my  free  day. 

Nov.  21.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
to  the  avenue  where  they  played  lat  hall.  Today  the  fever  came  on 
again  about  eight  o'clock,  and  stopped  shortly  after  noon. 

Nov.  22.  In  the  morning  we  cleaned  the  house.  This  was  my  free 
day.  I  went  hunting  in  the  woods  and  got  three  squirrels  and  a  rabbit. 
I  went  to  the  marsh ;  started  about  nine  o'clock  and  returned  at  half  past 
one. 

Nov.  23.  Sunday.  Br.  Van  Vleck  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiving 
sermon.  This  afternoon  the  English  preaching  was  omitted.  In  the 
afternoon  I  took  the  children  out  the  Germanton  road  as  far  as  old 
Lick's.  Today  I  had  another  attack  of  fever  but  it  was  not  very  severe ; 
and  today  Matthew  Reich  repaid  the  hundred  dollars  which  I  lent  him 
some  time  ago. 

Nov.  2J/..  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  After 
school  I  went  to  the  Brothers'  meadow  for  persimmons,  and  took  my 
gun  along,  but  did  not  see  anything  at  which  to  shoot. 

Nov.  25.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  only  two  came  to 
go  to  walk  so  we  did  not  go,  but  I  made  a  sawbuck  in  the  yard.  Today  I 
had  no  fever  and  I  hope  it  will  remain  away  forever.  In  the  morning  it 
was  very  cold,  the  thermometer  was  22°  and  ice  lasted  all  day. 

Nov.  26.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  we  had  vesper 
with  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder ;  their  Gottlieb  had  his  birthday  and  was  twelve

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years  old.  This  was  my  free  day;  I  worked  a  little  at  home.  This 
evening  I  suffered  much  from  toothache. 

Nov.  27.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  did  not  go  out 
with  the  children — only  three  came.  We  split  wood  in  the  yard.  Today 
I  had  a  little  fever  but  very  little  chill. 

Nov.  28.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day  and  I  did 
a  little  work  at  home. 

Nov.  29.  This  morning  we  cleaned  the  house.  The  children  stayed 
until  ten  o'clock  and  were  to  return  at  three,  but  only  two  came.  I  went 
with  them  to  Br.  Kreuser's  place.  This  morning  I  again  had  fever ;  it 
began  about  nine  o'clock  and  lasted  until  about  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  then  was  over. 

Nov.  SO.  Sunday.  Br.  Van  Yleck  preached  in  German.  In  the 
evening  at  seven  o'clock  the  boy  Nathanael  Byhan  and  the  older  girl 
Anna  Dorothea  Leinbach  were  received  into  the  congregation.  This 
morning  I  went  to  the  Brothers'  meadow  to  gather  persimmons. 

Dec.  1.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  other  side  of  the  bridge.  This  morning  the  fever  came 
on  between  eight  and  nine  o'clock  and  lasted  until  about  two.  This 
afternoon  it  was  cloudy  and  looked  like  rain. 

Dec.  2.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  This  after- 
noon I  went  to  Zevilly's  dam  to  shoot  ducks  but  found  none.  This  morn- 
ing it  was  cloudy,  and  about  noon  there  were  showers,  then  it  cleared  and 
was  very  cold  with  a  strong  wind  blowing  from  the  northwest. 

Dec.  S.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  Brothers'  meadow.  Today  my  fever  was  not  so  high  and 
was  soon  over.  The  entire  day  was  very  cold ;  a  very  strong  wind  blew 
from  the  northwest. 

Dec.  J/..  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  This  after- 
noon I  took  the  children  in  Br.  Herman's  place,  and  took  them  to 
Abraham  Hauser's  farm  where  I  had  some  business  to  attend  to.  Today 
was  very  cold. 

Dec.  5.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  day ;  in  the  afternoon 
we  cleaned  the  house  because  the  children  have  a  Unity  Day  tomorrow. 
Today  I  had  no  fever. 

Dec.  6.  This  was  a  Unity  Day  for  the  children.  At  nine  o'clock  was 
a  German  liturgy;  half  an  hour  later  their  Anbeten.  There  were  no 
services  in  the  afternoon.  Today  was  cloudy  and  cold,  and  it  began  to 
snow,  but  soon  stopped.  I  had  the  children  this  afternoon  in  Br.  Her- 
man's place. 
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Dec*  7.  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  preached  in  English.  This  was  my  day ; 
I  went  with  the  children  to  Bottle  Blum,  then  up  the  Mill  Run  to  the 
Belews  Creek  road,  and  then  home. 

Dec.  8.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day ;  I  worked  a 
little  at  home. 

Dec.  9.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  did  not  go  out 
with  the  children  as  only  one  came.    My  parents  killed  hogs  today. 

Dec.  10.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day  and  I  worked 
at  home,  burned  a  pile  of  brush,  and  trimmed  a  tree. 

Dec.  11.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  Box  Mountain,  and  some  of  them  got  boxes.  Recently  an 
earthquake  was  felt  here,  though  not  severely.  Today  it  was  cloudy  until 
about  noon,  then  clear  until  three  o'clock,  then  cloudy  again.  In  the 
evening  it  began  to  rain. 

Dec.  12.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  Today  it 
was  very  warm  for  this  time  of  the  year,  the  thermometer  rose  to  70°.  In 
the  morning  it  was  cloudy,  but  clear  in  the  afternoon. 

Dec.  13.  In  the  morning  we  cleaned  the  house;  then  the  children 
studied ;  then  we  opened  the  ditch  on  the  west  side  of  the  house.  When 
we  had  finished  with  that  we  played  dominoes  until  half  past  eleven. 
In  the  afternoon  I  took  the  children  to  God's  Acre.  In  the  evening  at 
six  o'clock  was  lovefeast,  and  at  seven  the  Holy  Communion.  I  attended 
this  evening  and  Br.  Herman  stayed  here. 

Dec.  lJf.  Sunday.  At  nine  o'clock  was  the  second  Communion;  at 
ten  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  German.  This  afternoon  Br.  Daniel  Wohl- 
fahrt  and  I  went  to  vesper  with  Joseph  Waterson;  the  birthday  of  his 
little  child  was  being  celebrated.  This  morning  it  rained  rather  hard; 
the  rest  of  the  day  it  did  not  rain.  In  the  evening  in  the  seventh  hour 
there  was  a  downpour  but  it  did  not  last  long. 

Dec.  15.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  to  the  Brothers'  meadow,  where  we  gathered  persimmons.  This 
morning  it  snowed  heavily  for  a  short  time,  then  cleared  and  was  very 
cold  with  a  strong  wind  blowing  from  the  northwest. 

Dec.  16.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  In  the 
afternoon  I  had  the  children  in  Br.  Herman's  place  and  went  with  them 
nearly  to  Matthew  Reich's,  then  to  the  Brothers'  meadow,  and  then  home. 
Today  it  was  very  cold  and  cloudy;  a  fairly  strong  wind  blew  from  the 
southwest.    In  the  morning  it  snowed  a  little. 
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Dec.  17.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  day  with  the  children ; 
I  went  with  them  up  the  old  avenue,  and  returned  hy  way  of  Philip 
Blum's.    Today  was  fine  and  clear. 

Dec.  18.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  In  the 
afternoon  I  had  the  children  but  could  not  go  out  with  them  because  the 
weather  was  bad.  About  noon  it  began  to  rain  and  continued  until 
evening,  then  was  cloudy  until  in  the  night,  when  it  cleared. 

Dec.  19.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  In  the  afternoon  I  went  with  the 
children  on  the  Charleston  road.  We  found  a  fire  and  warmed  ourselves, 
then  came  home.    Today  was  again  rather  cold. 

Dec.  20.  This  morning  we  cleaned  the  house.  This  was  my  free  day, 
but  I  had  the  children  in  Br.  Herman's  place.  This  afternoon  I  did  not 
go  out  with  them  because  it  was  so  cold.  Today  has  been  the  coldest  day 
of  the  winter,  the  thermometer  rose  only  to  32°,  then  fell  to  24°, 
and  there  is  every  prospect  for  a  cold  night.  A  strong  northwest 
wind  blew  all  day. 

Dec.  21.  Sunday.  Br.  Steiner  preached  in  German,  and  Br.  Reichel 
in  English.  The  children  did  not  go  to  the  English  service  because  of  the 
intense  cold.  It  was  very  cold  this  morning  with  the  thermometer  at 
9°,  and  it  remained  very  cold  all  day.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  chil- 
dren to  the  fulling  mill  and  we  went  on  the  ice.  In  the  evening  was  the 
liturgy  for  St.  Thomas'  Day. 

Dec.  22.  School  was  held  only  in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  at 
one  o'clock  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  child  Lydia  Brendel,  who  fell 
asleep  on  the  20th.  This  afternoon  I  had  the  children  in  Br.  Herman's 
place  and  went  with  them  on  the  ice  at  the  fulling  mill  dam.  Thomas 
Boner  fell  on  the  ice  and  struck  his  head  very  hard. 

Dec.  23.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
on  the  ice  at  the  fulling  mill  dam. 

Dec.  21f.  Wednesday.  In  the  morning  we  cleaned  the  house.  This 
was  my  free  day.  In  the  evening  at  five  o'clock  the  little  children  had 
their  Christmas  Eve  service,  and  at  seven  o'clock  the  older  congregation. 
It  rained  practically  all  day  which  did  not  suit  me  for  I  had  planned 
to  go  to  Bethania. 

Dec.  25.  I  went  to  Bethania  and  reached  there  a  little  after  eleven 
o'clock.  I  spent  the  day  in  the  town,  and  in  the  evening  went  to  Abra- 
ham Lash's  where  I  spent  the  night.  On  the  26th  I  borrowed  a  horse 
from  Abraham  Lash  and  went  to  John  Doub,  with  whom  I  spent  the  day 
and  night.  On  the  27th  I  went  back  to  Lash's  and  then  to  Bethania,  and 
reached  home  about  half  past  five. 
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Dec.  28.  Sunday.  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  German.  In  the  after- 
noon at  one  o'clock  was  the  children's  hour ;  liturgy  in  the  evening.  This 
evening  I  had  a  bad  toothache.    This  was  my  free  day. 

Dec.  29.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  afternoon  I  took  the  children 
hy  Brendel's  to  the  "Wach,  up  the  Wach  to  the  bridge,  and  then  home.  In 
the  evening  there  was  music  here  in  the  Anstalt.  The  schoolgirls  came 
to  see  the  putz;  everything  was  over  by  half  past  eight. 

Dec.  30.  I  held  my  usual  classes.  This  was  my  free  day.  It  rained 
all  day,  cleared  in  the  evening. 

Dec.  31.  New  Years  Eve.  The  closing  meeting  for  the  children  was 
held  in  the  afternoon  at  four  o'clock,  and  their  Memorabilia  was  read. 
At  eight  o'clock  was  the  lovefeast  for  the  adult  congregation;  at  ten 
the  Memorabilia  was  read.  At  half  past  eleven  o'clock  there  was  the 
closing  meeting.  This  morning  I  went  up  the  avenue  with  the  children, 
then  back  to  the  fulling  mill.  The  children  played  while  I  lay  in  the 
sunshine,  which  felt  very  good.    Today  the  weather  was  fine. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1817. 

[Congregation  Council  met  twice,  but  nothing  of  special  interest  is 
recorded.] 

Jan.  8.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Before  the  close  of  last  year  we  were 
happy  to  hear  that  Br.  Johann  Gottlieb  Herman  had  received  a  call  to 
come  hither  from  Fulneck  and  become  first  teacher  in  our  boys  Anstalt ; 
also  that  he  had  sailed  from  Hamburg  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Cunow,  had 
already  landed  in  Baltimore,  and  after  a  short  visit  in  Bethlehem 
would  soon  be  here. 

At  present  four  married  Brethren  are  seriously  sick,  and  among  them 
Br.  Christ,  who  is  the  regular  nurse  for  the  married  Brethren.  It  was 
suggested  that  if  it  became  necessary  Br.  Bagge  might  be  asked  to  serve 
as  nurse. 

Jan.  8.  (Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.)  On  the  31st  of  last  Decem- 
ber a  letter  was  received  from  Br.  Verbeek,  of  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference. From  it  the  following  is  copied:  "Last  year  a  private  letter 
from  Pennsylvania  reported  that  there  was  a  wish  in  the  congregations 
of  the  Unity  there  to  have  the  next  Synod  consider  carefully  the  affairs 
of  the  American  congregations;  and  that  in  order  that  the  discussions 
might  have  a  good  result  it  might  be  well  to  hold  a  Preparatory  Con- 
ference in  Pennsylvania.  During  the  visit  of  Br.  Cunow  to  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  this  had  been  considered  again,  and  it  was  decided  to 
arrange  for  the  holding  of  such  a  Conference  in  Pennsylvania  to  confer 
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on  matters  relating  to  the  congregation  towns,  the  city  and  country  con- 
gregations." He  inquired  now  whether  such  thoughts  had  been  ex- 
pressed in  Wachovia,  and  whether  such  a  course  would  be  useful  or  wise 
here.  ...  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  such  a  Conference  decides  nothing, 
merely  makes  propositions. 

For  a  long  time  the  ministers  in  Wachovia  have  desired  such  a  Con- 
ference before  another  Synod.  .  .  . 

Jan.  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  salary  of  Br.  Herman  will  be  paid  by 
the  congregation  diaconie,  and  will  be  $162 Vz  a  year.16 

Jan.  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  As  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren  Br.  Wolle 
will  be  a  member  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  and  will  keep  the  minutes 
of  the  Conferenz  and  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium. 

Feb.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Last  Saturday  there  was  a  conference  with 
the  Brn.  Wolle  and  Herman  about  the  arrangement  of  classes  in  our 
Anstalt.  Among  other  things  it  was  decided  that  the  boys  Carl  F.  Kluge 
and  Samuel  Thomas  Ffohl  should  spend  most  of  their  time  in  the 
northeast  room,  that  they  might  not  be  disturbed  in  the  work  assigned 
to  them. 

Br.  Wolle  said  that  he  was  willing  to  assist  Br.  Herman  with  some 
classes.  In  regard  to  the  doctrinal  instruction  it  was  agreed  that  it 
should  be  given  only  to  the  older  boys,  by  Br.  Wolle,  and  that  the  little 
boys  should  be  taught  Bible  verses  and  hymns. 

As  first  teacher  Br.  Herman  will  be  a  member  of  Congregation 
Council  and  of  the  association  for  Hourly  Intercession. 

Feb.  10.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  Complaint  was  made  of  the  large 
number  of  dogs  in  town,  chiefly  for  fear  of  mad  dogs  of  which  there  have 
been  some  in  our  neighborhood. 

Feb.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  Boarding  School  a  dining  room  will 
be  arranged  in  the  basement,  which  will  not  only  permit  a  fifth  living- 
room,  which  is  necessary  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  pupils,  but 
will  also  give  a  second  sickroom  which  is  sometimes  greatly  needed. 

Feb.  18.  (H.C.f.G.)  Br.  Herman  will  also  assist  in  the  holding  of 
such  services  as  preachings,  reading  meetings  and  singstunde. 

Feb.  2k-  (Auf.  Col.)  Collegium  will  make  no  objection  if  Lea 
Kessler  (or  Barneycastle)  comes  into  the  Sisters  House  on  trial. 

Feb.  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Brn.  Van  Vleck  and  von  Schweinitz 
have  conferred  with  some  of  the  Sisters  in  the  Sisters  House,  and  it  has 
been  decided  that  on  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter  an  attempt  shall  be

made  to  open  a  Sunday  school  here  in  town,  to  instruct  the  children  of 
our  neighbors.17  It  will  be  held  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  in  the 
little  Saal.  For  the  present  the  Sisters  will  attend  to  it  as  few  little 
boys  are  expected,  but  mostly  girls.  If  the  number  of  boys  should  be  too 
large  they  will  be  given  instruction  in  the  Brothers  House. 

March  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers, 
in  which  special  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  need  for  stone  receptacles 
for  ashes.  A  number  of  the  house-fathers  expressed  the  wish  for  im- 
provement in  the  waterworks.  This  led  to  a  discussion  of  various  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  waterworks.  Incidentally  it  was  suggested  that  a 
cistern  should  be  dug  near  Br.  Winkler's  house  in  which  all  the  water 
from  the  springs  might  be  gathered,  and  from  there  be  divided  through 
the  town.  Clay  pipes  seemed  to  be  given  the  preference  for  this  work, 
but  it  has  not  yet  been  proven  that  they  can  be  depended  on.  The 
Collegium  decided  that  before  anything  more  is  done  such  pipes  shall  be 
laid  as  soon  as  possible  from  the  water  house  in  the  Square  to  the  new 
boarding  house. 

It  is  evident  that  Br.  Byhan  and  his  barkeeper  Br.  Levering  do  not 
get  along  well  together.  Br.  Levering  seems  suited  for  clerk  in  the 
store,  and  when  the  retirement  of  Br.  Kreuser  opens  the  way  Br.  Levering 
can  be  transferred  into  the  store,  as  he  and  Br.  Jacob  Blum  have  wished. 

March  26.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  has 
asked  the  opinion  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  regarding  the  election  of 
two  delegates  from  Salem  congregation  to  the  Preparatory  Conference,  to 
take  part  in  the  sessions  which  concern  the  congregation-town  of  Salem. 
Conferenz  sees  no  objection,  and  thinks  it  will  prevent  criticism  which 
might  arise  if  there  were  an  appearance  of  mistrust. 

April  8.  (H.C.f.G.)  A  letter  has  been  received  from  the  Brn.  Pfohl 
and  Kluge,  of  Bethania.  In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  their  opinion 
about  electing  delegates  from  Bethania  to  the  Preparatory  Conference 
they  declared  themselves  almost  entirely  against  such  an  election,  as 
they  doubt  whether  it  could  be  handled  properly,  and  prefer  the 
appointment  of  delegates  if  such  are  considered  necessary. 

Dr.  Schumann  has  offered  to  care  for  all  cases  of  illness  of  the 
Wachovia  ministers  and  their  wives  for  an  annual  payment  of  $50. 
In  cases  which  may  arise  he  will  charge  only  for  medicines  used.  Con- 
ferenz thinks  this  offer  may  be  accepted;  the  cost  shall  be  divided 
between  the  congregation  diaconie  and  the  Wachovia  Sustentation. 

17  Salem  Moravian  children  had  their  day  schools  and  their  religious  instruction,  and  did  not 
need  the  Sunday  schools  of  that  early  type. 
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April  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Next  Sunday  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  the 
Sunday  school  will  be  opened  here  is  a  solemn  manner.  About  thirty 
children,  and  several  adult  Sisters  from  here,  have  given  in  their 
names. 

April  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  Timothy  Hauser  has  given  up  his  plan  of 
establishing  a  smithy  here  in  town,  and  has  bought  from  Br.  von 
Schweinitz18  a  tract  on  the  road  toward  Germanton. 

The  addition  to  the  Sisters  House  cannot  be  built  next  year  as  the 
necessary  brick  cannot  be  secured  in  time. 

Br.  Kreuser  wishes  to  buy  the  Negress  Elisabeth  who  has  been  work- 
ing in  the  Boarding  School,  as  he  wants  her  as  wife  for  his  ISTegro  Sam. 
Collegium  has  no  objection  if  another  Negress  belonging  to  Br.  von 
Schweinitz19  (probably  Caty)  is  rented  in  her  place. 

A  young  man,  George  Sehnert,  aged  twenty-four,  who  does  not  belong 
to  us,  asks  permission  to  come  to  Br.  Hagen  to  learn  the  tailor's  trade; 
being  lame  he  cannot  learn  another  trade.  It  is  not  allowed  to  take 
outsiders  into  the  town  to  learn  a  trade,  so  Collegium  thinks  it  can  only 
allow  Br.  Hagen  to  take  him  into  his  service  as  a  day  laborer,  and  only 
so  long  as  his  behaviour  warrants. 

Collegium  approves  the  plan  of  Br.  Byhan  to  take  into  the  tavern  an 
outsider,  Jesse  Swimm,  who  has  a  good  character.  He  will  help  with  the 
outside  work,  and  when  needed  serve  as  barkeeper. 

April  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  wish  was  expressed  that  Sunday  schools 
could  be  begun  in  Bethabara  and  Bethania  also.  The  matter  will  be 
given  further  consideration. 

Br.  Kluge  was  asked  to  make  known  in  Bethania  and  its  neighbor- 
hood that  cases  of  the  natural  smallpox  had  appeared  near  by,  and  so 
make  parents  more  inclined  to  have  their  children  inoculated  with 
cowpox,  which  can  be  done  easily  since  a  supply  of  the  necessary  mate- 
rial has  been  received  recently  from  the  Government  of  the  United 
States. 

May  12.  (H.C.f.G.)  The  Preparatory  Conference  was  held  from 
May  5  to  10  under  the  gracious  leadership  of  the  Saviour.  In  the  consider- 
ation of  matters  relating  to  Salem  part  was  taken  by  the  two  Brethren, 
Johann  Christian  Blum  and  Christoph  Vogler,  elected  by  the  adult 
Brethren  as  delegates  from  that  congregation.  In  a  meeting  of  the 
Conference  of  Country  Ministers,  held  on  April  11,  the  ministers  declared 
that  they  did  not  believe  anything  would  be  gained  by  electing  dele-

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gates  from  their  country  congregations,  and  that  it  would  be  better  not  to 
do  it.    The  same  decision  was  reached  as  to  Bethania  and  Bethabara. 

May  lJf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Gotthold  Reichel  suggested  to  the 
Conferenz  that  the  great  need  for  more  sleeping  space  in  the  Boarding 
School  could  be  aided  by  the  building  of  a  second  story  over  the  wash- 
house  and  shed.  It  could  be  built  of  framework  and  would  not  cost  a 
great  deal.    This  had  the  entire  approval  of  the  Conferenz. 

May  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  plan  of  the  inspector  of  the  Boarding 
School  has  been  submitted  to  Collegium  and  is  entirely  approved.  He 
proposes  to  build  a  second  story  on  the  house  behind  the  Boarding  School. 
This  house  is  of  stone  on  three  sides,  and  in  front  will  be  strengthened 
by  pillars  and  arches,  which  will  obviate  any  danger  of  weakness. 

May  27.  (H.C.f.G.)  Eight  days  ago  a  letter  was  received  from  Br. 
Yerbeek  to  Br.  Van  Yleck.  It  asked  whether  Br.  Yan  Yleck  wished  to 
use  his  right  to  attend  Synod  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  or 
whether  he  would  find  the  hard  journey  there  and  back  too  much  for  him. 
It  assured  him  that  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  would  be  delighted  to 
see  him  again  after  twenty-nine  years,  but  left  the  matter  to  his  own 
decision.  Br.  Yan  Yleck  said  that  if  it  were  simply  a  matter  of  his 
preference  it  would  be  easy  to  decide,  but  that  in  view  of  his  age  and 
increasing  weakness  he  doubted  the  advisability  of  undertaking  the  long 
and  difficult  journey  by  sea  and  land,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the 
adverse  circumstances  outweighed  his  wishes. 

May  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  An  advertisement  has  been  posted  in  the 
tavern  forbidding  attendance  on  the  Examination  at  the  Boarding  School 
tomorrow  and  the  day  after  tomorrow,  except  by  those  persons  who  are 
parents  or  guardians,  or  have  received  special  invitations.  Such  action 
is  essential  this  year  because  a  crowd  of  people  have  been  drawn  to  the 
town  by  the  Examination  and  by  other  causes. 

June  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  Last  evening  through  careless  handling  of  a 
lamp  on  a  stairway  our  new  tavern  almost  caught  fire.  We  think  it 
would  be  best  to  use  lanterns  to  light  the  stairs  and  halls.  The  lanterns 
could  have  lard  lamps  or  candles.  This  would  lessen  the  danger  and 
increase  the  cleanliness  of  the  floors. 

We  wish  very  much  that  the  musters  of  the  militia  of  this  neighborhood 
were  not  held  in  this  town,  though  we  realize  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  make  a  change  much  as  the  officers  would  like  to  prevent  disturbance 
here. 

June  3.  (H.C.f.G.)  There  was  a  conference  with  Br.  Buchholz, 
who  had  come  from  Eriedland  for  the  purpose.    He  wishes  that  the 
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payment  of  dues  toward  the  salary  of  the  minister  might  be  put  on  a 
proper  footing  in  that  congregation,  and  asks  a  helping  hand  from  the 
Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze.  It  should  he  understood  that  those 
persons  who  are  utterly  unwilling  to  do  their  duty  in  this  respect  should 
no  longer  belong  to  the  congregation  or  to  the  Society.  It  was  decided 
that  Sunday,  the  22nd  of  this  month,  should  be  appointed  as  the  day 
on  which  the  Heifer  Conferenz  would  confer  with  the  house-fathers  and 
house-mothers  of  the  Friedland  Society  and  congregation. 

June  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  number  of  years  ago  it  was  decided  to  sell 
the  Salem  mill  on  the  Wach,  but  so  far  it  has  been  possible  to  secure 
good  millers,  and  the  carrying  out  of  this  resolution  has  been  delayed. 
Recently  the  present  miller,  Friedrich  Ebert,  has  said  that  he  wished  to 
give  it  up,  and  as  there  is  no  prospect  of  securing  a  good  successor  it  is 
necessary  again  to  take  up  the  matter  of  sale.  We  think  that  the  sale 
of  the  Salem  mill  will  do  Salem  no  special  harm,  for  the  income  from  it 
has  been  very  small.  On  the  other  hand  it  may  be  expected  that  when 
the  matter  becomes  known  there  will  be  no  lack  of  a  purchaser  who  will 
pay  a  good  price  for  it. 

The  face  of  the  town  clock  shall  be  freshened  up,  for  some  of  the 
numbers  can  no  longer  be  read. 

July  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  plans  to  go  to  Pennsylvania  with 
his  family  this  fall  to  see  his  father  once  more  before  he  leaves  for 
Europe.  Br.  Steiner  is  willing  to  take  charge  of  the  Boarding  School 
during  his  absence. 

July  11/..  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Vogler  gives  notice  that  he  is 
thinking  of  taking  the  boy  Johann  Jacob  Fockel,  from  Bethabara,  on 
trial. 

July  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Tomorrow  an  advertisement  will  be  posted 
here,  and  as  soon  as  possible  elsewhere,  announcing  that  on  August  2 
the  Salem  mill  will  be  sold  on  the  spot  to  the  highest  bidder  who  can 
offer  good  security. 

July  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  Conditions  for  the  sale  of  the  Salem  mill 
will  be  : 

1)  The  highest  bidder  who  can  give  good  security  will  be  considered 
the  purchaser. 

2)  One  fifth  of  the  price  shall  be  paid  at  once.  The  remainder  shall 
draw  interest  at  six  per  cent  after  the  first  year. 

3)  The  deed  shall  be  made  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  who  shall  reserve  the 
right  to  buy  it  back  if  the  present  purchaser  wishes  to  sell.

4)  Certain  articles  at  the  mill,  which  do  not  properly  belong  to  it, 
are  reserved. 

5)  Possession  will  be  given  on  October  first. 

6)  The  penalty  for  failure  to  observe  the  conditions  is  five  per  cent 
of  the  purchase  price. 

Aug.  5.  (H.C.f.G.)  It  is  wished  that  help  could  be  given  to  Br.  and 
Sr.  Gambold  at  Springplace,  especially  for  the  material  need  and 
work.  .  .  .  But  it  is  necessary  to  wait  until  it  can  be  seen  what  will  be  the 
consequences  of  the  treaty  conference  of  the  United  States  with  the 
Cherokees  concerning  their  giving  up  their  present  lands  and  going  west 
of  the  Mississippi. 

Aug.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  child  who  was  being  brought  to  the  Board- 
ing School  broke  out  with  measles  on  the  way  and  is  stopping  ten  miles 
from  here.  All  possible  care  shall  be  taken  to  keep  the  disease  from  enter- 
ing the  town. 

Aug.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  At  the  request  of  the  Lutheran  Ministerium 
the  congregations  of  the  Brethren  in  Pennsylvania  will  observe  the  three 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Luther  Reformation,  and  we  will  follow 
their  example  and  celebrate  it  on  the  31st  of  October. 

Sept.  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Conferenz  with 
Br.  Johann  Gottlieb  Herman.  At  the  Provincial  Conference  held  in  May 
of  this  year  there  was  consideration  of  the  lamentable  lack  of  super- 
vision being  given  to  the  older  boys  and  the  difficulties  hindering 
improvement. 

The  expense  of  proper  arrangements  dare  not  be  considered,  for  the 
education  of  our  older  youth  is  as  important  an  object  of  the  congrega- 
tion and  its  funds  as  anything  else  that  rests  upon  them. 

Therefore  arrangements  should  be  made  in  the  Anstalt  and  not  in  the 
Brothers  House,  and  they  should  include  only  the  Salem  boys  who  are 
in  the  school.  The  apprentice  boys  now  there  and  those  few  boys  who 
may  come  from  the  country  congregations  to  learn  trades  must  be 
provided  for  in  some  other  manner. 

At  present  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  boys  in  the  Anstalt 
who  have  not  been  placed  in  trades,  and  most  of  them  should  continue 
their  studies.  When  one  or  another  of  these  is  placed  in  a  trade  he 
or  they  might  continue  to  sleep  in  the  Anstalt,  and  be  in  the  Anstalt 
in  the  evenings,  on  Sundays,  and  on  festal  days,  like  the  other  boys, 
or  when  a  change  is  necessary  at  some  certain  fixed  time.  In  the  eve- 
nings they  should  be  provided  with  some  suitable  and  useful  employ- 
ment. There  should  be  no  great  difficulty  in  carrying  out  this  plan  if 
parents  and  masters  will  co-operate,  and  it  promises  much  good. 
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As  the  number  of  such  boys  increases  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a 
separate  room  for  them,  under  the  supervision  of  two  Brethren  who  would 
have  charge  of  the  room  in  the  evenings  but  could  carry  on  their  own 
business  during  the  day.  .  .  . 

The  greatest  present  difficulty  is  the  lack  of  a  suitable  living  room 
for  them  in  the  Anstalt,  but  as  the  need  for  this  is  not  immediate  the 
Conferenz  thinks  that  the  first  part  of  the  plan  can  be  carried  out. 

The  matter  will  be  presented  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  and  if  the 
plan  develops  it  will  be  discussed  with  the  parents  and  masters,  so  that 
they  may  understand  the  value  of  it  and  give  assistance  in  carrying 
it  out. 

Sept.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  On  the  appointed  day,  August  2,  the  mill  was 
sold  to  Michael  B-ominger  for  $4,563.  The  present  miller  is  willing  to 
move  out  at  once. 

Sept.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  auswartige  married  Br.  Nathanael 
Schober  asks  permission  to  move  with  his  family  into  the  town,  if  he  can 
sell  his  present  place.  Especially  because  of  his  ill  health  the  Conferenz 
thinks  that  permission  should  be  given,  with  the  approval  of  the  Auf- 
seher Collegium.  His  father  will  give  him  a  share  in  the  postal  work, 
and  this  with  the  property  he  has  will  support  him. 

Sept.  8.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  was  asked  that  during  his 
visit  in  Europe  he  would  look  about  for  Brethren  with  trades  which  are 
now  lacking  in  Salem. 

Sept.  15.  (H.C.f.G.)  During  the  absence  of  Br.  von  Schweinitz  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  will  join  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Heifer  Confer- 
enz furs  Ganze,  and  minutes  will  be  found  in  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
book. 

Sept.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Brethren  who  have  been  boarding  with 
Br.  and  Sr.  Eberhard  will  now  take  their  meals  with  the  following 
families :  the  Brn.  Hulthin,  Herman,  and  Wolle  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Chris- 
tian Blum;  Carl  Kluge  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Clauder;  Br.  Heinze  will  be 
cared  for  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Schroeter;  as  a  rule  Br.  Kaske  will  get  soup 
from  Christian  Blum  at  noon,  and  in  the  evening  some  milk  from 
Jacob  Blum. 

Sept.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Yogler  is  willing  that  Br.  Nathanael 
Schober  shall  live  in  his  house,  which  Br.  Senseman  has  been  occupying, 
until  his  preparations  for  building  on  that  lot  make  it  impossible.  Br. 
Schober  has  sold  his  place,  and  plans  to  move  here  toward  the  end  of 
November,  by  which  time  Br.  and  Sr.  Senseman  will  have  moved  into 
their  new  house. 
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Br.  John  Vogler  received  permission  from  the  Collegium  to  make 
brick  next  summer  in  the  meadow  which  Br.  Beichel  has  used  for  that 
purpose  this  summer,  and  he  will  make  the  necessary  preparations  this 
fall. 

Oct.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Van  Vleck  communicated  a  letter  from 
Br.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel  in  Bethlehem,  which  closes  his  official  cor- 
respondence with  us  because  in  the  beginning  of  this  month  he  sails 
from  ISTew  York.  Br.  Christian  Friedrich  Schaaf  will  be  correspondent 
in  his  place. 

Oct.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Last  evening  a  girl  in  the  Boarding  School, 
Jane  Jordan,  fell  asleep.  Her  body  will  be  interred  in  the  row  of  the 
Single  Sisters  on  our  God's  Acre. 

Oct.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  For  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  fever  in 
our  hitherto  healthy  town,  and  especially  this  fall.  It  was  remarked 
that  Doctor  Schumann  would  do  better  to  clear  the  swamp  or  bottom  on 
the  Wach,  between  Salem  and  his  farm,  for  which  he  has  permission, 
instead  of  extending  his  farm  on  the  other  side  by  clearing  land.  By 
the  former  method,  we  think,  the  air  would  become  purer  and  more 
healthful,  for  the  many  water  holes  would  dry  out  and  gradually  fill  up, 
if  the  land  was  properly  cultivated.  Clearing  on  the  other  side  will  do 
the  congregation  diaconie  more  harm  than  good. 

Nov.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Sally  Steiner,  who  has  been  ringing  the 
bell,  wishes  to  give  up  the  office,  and  we  must  try  to  find  some  one  else 
to  do  it. 

Nov.  lJf.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  boy,  T.  C,  who  has  long  given  offense  by 
his  conduct,  has  given  new  occasion  for  serious  thought  as  to  whether  he 
dare  longer  remain  in  the  town  or  not.  In  addition  to  making  a  disturb- 
ance with  his  dogs,  horrible  oaths,  insult  of  older  people,  leading  other 
boys  astray,  he  yesterday  attacked  H.  L.  Another  chance  can  be  given 
him  only  on  the  following  conditions :  He  must  own  no  dogs,  and  stop 
racing  around  with  them;  he  must  neither  swear  nor  insult  others;  on 
Sundays  instead  of  going  hunting  with  the  dogs  he  must  attend  the 
services;  he  must  sleep  in  the  home  of  his  parents;  he  must  be  in  the 
Brothers  House  only  when  at  work.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  say 
this  to  his  parents  and  master,  and  then  to  tell  the  boy  himslf. 

Nov.  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Last  Saturday  Sr.  Vierling  became  a  widow 
through  the  home-going  of  her  husband.  With  the  permission  of  the 
Conferenz  her  two  sons,  Benjamin  and  Theophilus,  who  have  been  sleep- 
ing in  the  Anstalt,  will  now  sleep  at  home  with  her. 
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Dec.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  was  a  discussion  of  the  necessary  steps 
to  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  handling  of  the  estate  of  the  departed  Dr. 
Vierling.  So  far  as  the  sale  of  the  house  is  concerned  the  Collegium 
decided  to  wait  until  the  return  of  Br.  von  Schweinitz.  The  widow  will 
continue  to  live  there  for  the  time  being. 

Dec.  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  beginning  was  made  with  reading  the  min- 
utes of  the  Conference  preparatory  to  the  Synod  held  in  Bethlehem. 
Important  notes  concerning  it  will  be  made  in  case  they  are  needed 
later. 

Dec.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  considering  certain  matters  brought  up 
by  a  letter  from  Br.  Gambold  the  wish  was  expressed  that  we  had  more 
opportunity  to  spread  reports  about  our  missions  in  other  denominations. 
We  regret  that  for  a  long  time  we  have  received  no  copies  of  the 
Periodical  Accounts,  which  are  so  well  suited  for  that  use. 

The  amount  which  the  Boarding  School  pays  the  Single  Sisters, 
diaconie  is  raised  one  shilling20  a  week  (or  one-half  dollar  for  four  weeks) 
per  person.  Such  a  substantial  increase  should  make  it  unnecessary  to 
change  again  soon. 

Dec.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  was  a  discussion  of  the  importance  of 
securing  another  doctor  for  our  town  in  addition  to  Dr.  Schumann.  At 
present  no  suitable  person  is  known.  It  would  be  particularly  good  if 
we  could  get  a  surgeon,  who  would  also  be  able  to  have  charge  of  an 
apothecary  shop. 

The  Single  Br.  G.  F.  on  last  Saturday  broke  the  law  by  fighting 
with  an  outsider,  and  at  that  time  used  the  vilest  sort  of  language.  The 
matter  will  be  handled  legally,  and  in  addition  this  Brother  has  for- 
feited his  right  to  belong  to  us  by  his  behaviour  at  huskings  and  the  like. 
The  Brn.  Wolle  and  Hulthin  will  give  him  notice  of  this;  and  ceasing 
to  belong  to  us  will  place  him  on  the  muster  list.  At  the  same  time  his 
father  shall  be  told  that  he  must  no  longer  receive  into  his  house  another 
outsider,  a  young  man  who  is  related  to  him,  who  often  comes  here  to 
the  injury  of  other  young  men. 

Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1811. 

Jan.  2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  went  on  foot  to  Salem  to  attend  the 
formal  opening  of  the  conferences.  The  weather  was  unusually  warm 
and  pleasant. 

Jan.  8.  In  the  fourth  hour  of  the  morning  two  or  three  earthquake 
shocks  were  felt  by  some  of  the  residents  of  the  village,  who  were 
awakened  by  them. 

30  The  North  Carolina  shilling  was  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 
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Jan.  11.  It  was  colder  than  it  has  been  this  winter,  with  a  very  raw 
northwest  wind. 

Jan.  13.  Last  night  there  was  a  hard  freeze,  and  this  morning  the 
Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  15°  above  zero. 

Jan.  15.  Br.  Strohle  celebrated  his  fifty-year  jubilee  birthday  with 
the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  other  friends  from  Salem.  The  air  was 
very  cold,  but  clear. 

Jan.  18.  Last  night  the  first  considerable  snow  of  the  winter  fell. 
This  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  13°  above  zero. 

Jan.  19.  Sunday.  This  morning  the  thermometer  was  only  1°  above 
zero.  It  was  too  cold  to  hold  more  than  three  services,  namely  a  reading 
meeting,  preaching,  and  another  reading  meeting. 

Jan.  23.  It  rained  and  snowed  in  turn,  and  froze,  so  that  the  roads 
became  very  slippery. 

Jan.  25.  The  Committee  met  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Br.  Johann 
Christian  Burkhard  took  the  place  of  the  departed  Br.  Gottlieb  Strehle. 

Jan.  30.    The  services  were  omitted  because  of  the  intense  cold. 

Feb.  2.  Sunday.  The  house-fathers  and  house-mothers  met  to  hear 
the  financial  report  for  the  year  1816. 

Feb.  3.  It  snowed  last  night,  and  did  not  melt  much  during  the  day 
because  of  the  cold,  northwest  wind. 

Feb.  5.  Yesterday  was  very  cold,  and  today  a  fairly  deep  snow  fell 
on  top  of  that  which  fell  day  before  yesterday. 

Feb.  13.  The  reading  was  from  the  Idea  Fidei  Fratrum.  The  cold 
and  the  strong  wind  from  the  northwest  were  very  piercing  this  week. 

Feb.  16.    The  unusually  severe  cold  has  moderated  a  little  today. 

Feb.  23.  The  Choir  meeting  of  the  widows  and  the  gemeinstunde  must 
be  omitted  because  of  a  storm  with  mingled  rain,  snow,  and  sleet,  which 
was  followed  by  very  stormy  weather  which  lasted  until  the  evening  of 
the  2J+th',  when  the  wind  finally  died  down. 

March  2.  The  cold  and  the  raw  wind  from  the  northwest  still 
continue. 

March  3.  The  weather  was  somewhat  milder  during  the  day,  but  the 
nights  continue  to  be  very  cold. 

March  12.    It  rained  all  day. 

March  17.    It  rained  all  day  and  into  the  night.

March  21.    During  this  week  it  froze  hard  every  night. 

March  25.  Since  yesterday  the  weather  has  been  warm,  and  today  the 
thermometer  stood  at  83°. 

March  28.  It  rained,  and  then  from  half  past  one  in  the  afternoon 
until  during  the  night  it  snowed  steadily,  which  has  not  happened  dur- 
ing the  winter. 

April  8.    For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  rather  warm. 

April  21.    Last  night  we  had  a  little  frost. 

April  20.    After  a  long  drought  we  again  had  a  little  rain. 

April  28.  There  was  a  hard  frost  and  some  of  the  vegetables  were 
frozen. 

May  1.  It  rained  continuously,  for  which  every  one  was  thankful  in 
view  of  the  long  spell  of  dry  weather. 

May  2.    There  was  again  much  rain. 

May  3.  There  was  a  vendue  of  the  property  left  by  the  departed  Br. 
Strehle. 

May  5.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  set  out  early  for  Salem  to  attend  the 
Preparatory  Conference. 

May  16.    It  rained  all  day. 

May  19.  In  the  evening  it  rained  so  hard  that  no  service  could  be 
held. 

May  23.  In  the  evening  there  were  severe  storms  that  continued  until 
late  in  the  night. 

May  27.  In  the  morning  it  was  very  hot,  as  it  has  been  for  several 
days.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  one  severe  storm  after  another,  con- 
tinuing until  in  the  evening. 

May  28.    In  the  afternoon  there  was  rain  for  an  hour  and  a  half. 

May  30.    It  rained  in  the  evening,  so  there  could  be  no  service. 

June  3.  It  rained  continuously  from  today  until  the  night  of  the  5th, 
when  it  finally  cleared. 

June  8.  Today  was  very  hot,  with  the  thermometer  at  96°.  During 
the  night  there  were  storms  with  high  wind  which  here  and  there  broke 
branches  from  the  trees. 

June  9.  It  rained  off  and  on  during  the  day.  In  the  eighth  hour  of 
the  evening  there  was  a  storm  with  the  heaviest  rain  we  have  had  in  a 
long  time,  which  lasted  until  midnight. 
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June  10.  All  day  we  had  a  terrible  storm  which  lasted  until  late  in 
the  night  and  did  a  good  deal  of  damage,  especially  to  fruit  trees  and  in 
the  woods. 

June  15.    Yesterday  and  today  we  have  had  moderate  rains. 

June  17,  18.  There  has  been  much  rain.  Because  of  the  hay  harvest 
there  have  been  no  evening  meetings  this  week. 

June  20.  The  heat  was  so  great  that  the  thermometer  stood  at  96°. 
In  the  sixth  hour  of  the  afternoon  there  was  a  storm  with  unusually 
sharp  lightning  and  thunder  and  a  high  wind,  but  not  much  rain.  It 
was  followed  by  another  storm  which  lasted  until  ten  o'clock. 

June  29.  It  rained  unusually  hard,  so  that  the  meadows  were 
flooded. 

June  SO.  The  weather  was  favorable  for  the  grain  harvest  which  was 
begun  everywhere  today. 

/ uly  1  and  2.  The  weather  was  good  for  the  harvest,  but  on  the  3rd 
it  rained  all  day.    On  the  Ifth  and  5th  the  weather  was  again  favorable. 

July  6.  The  youths  and  boys  had  a  short  Choir  meeting  and  their 
Choir  festival  was  announced  for  one  week  from  tomorrow. 

July  10.  The  weather  has  been  favorable  for  the  harvest  until  today, 
when  there  were  hard  showers  in  the  morning  and  afternoon. 

July  12.  Yesterday  there  were  showers,  and  this  afternoon  there  was 
a  storm  with  hard  thunder,  sharp  lightning,  and  much  rain. 

July  13.  There  were  showers  from  half  past  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon until  in  the  night,  so  no  singstunde  could  be  held.  At  five  in 
the  afternoon  the  youths  and  boys  closed  their  Choir  year  with  praise 
and  thanks  for  the  grace,  mercy,  and  patience  of  the  Saviour. 

July  llf.  Monday.  The  youths  and  boys  observed  their  Choir 
festival. 

July  20.    This  week  there  was  hard  rain  every  day. 

July  21/..  Through  the  afternoon  and  into  the  night  one  storm  fol- 
lowed another,  and  there  was  a  raw,  high  wind.  For  the  following  three 
days  and  nights  it  was  unusually  cool  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

July  30.  About  midnight  Br.  and  Sr.  Kummer,  with  their  children 
and  the  Single  Sr.  Mary  Chitty,  returned  from  their  visit  to  Penn- 
sylvania. With  them  came  the  widowed  communicant  Sr.  Sarah  David, 
from  Philadelphia,  a  relative  of  Sr.  Kummer,  who  will  stay  here  for  a 
while. 

Aug.  2.  This  evening  and  until  late  in  the  night  there  was  one  hard 
shower  after  the  other. 

22 
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Aug.  Jf.    Yesterday  and  today  have  been  very  hot. 
Aug.  8,  9,  10.    There  has  been  a  succession  of  severe  storms,  day  and 
night. 

Aug.  11.  It  rained  unusually  hard  during  the  morning,  and  cleared 
about  noon. 

Aug.  12.    This  again  was  a  rainy  day. 

Aug.  17.  It  was  oppressively  hot,  and  there  has  been  much  rain  dur- 
ing the  preceding  days. 

Aug.  21.  We  had  several  storms  with  heavy  rain,  lasting  from  eve- 
ning to  some  time  in  the  night. 

Aug.  23.    Late  in  the  evening  we  had  another  rather  hard  shower. 

[At  this  point  most  of  the  weather  report  is  dropped  from  the  transla- 
tion, as  it  appears  in  the  school  diary  of  Thomas  Schulz,  already 
given.] 

Oct.  6.  The  daily  school  for  the  children  was  begun  again.  It  will  be 
held  in  the  former  doctor's  house. 

Oct.  17.    Last  night  we  had  the  first  hard  frost. 

Dec.  21.  It  was  much  colder  than  in  the  preceding  days.  The  ther- 
mometer stood  at  2°  above  zero  in  the  morning. 

Memorabilia.  Our  heavenly  Father  made  loving  provision  for  our 
material  needs.  He  gave  us  rain  and  fruitful  seasons,  and  permitted  the 
crops  from  field,  garden,  orchards,  and  meadows  to  turn  out  well,  for 
which  we  feel  profoundly  thankful  to  Him. 

We  must  also  praise  the  great  and  undeserved  mercy  of  our  Lord,  the 
Guardian  of  our  lives,  that  He  has  spared  us  all  dangerous  illnesses 
which  during  this  year  have  been  prevalent  in  so  many  towns  and  neigh- 
borhoods. Several  of  our  other  congregations  have  suffered  from  serious 
fever. 

[The  diaries  of  Bethania  and  Friedberg  for  1817  contain  little 
except  the  usual  schedule  of  services.  Only  a  few  extracts  are  trans- 
lated.] 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1817. 

J  an.  28.  By  Brethren  who  came  from  Salem  this  morning  we  heard 
that  Br.  Herman,  who  was  expected  from  England,  would  arrive  this 
morning,  and  with  him  the  son  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Huge  who  has  been  at 
Nazareth  Hall.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  set  off  at  once,  and  in  the  evening 
returned  with  their  son  Carl  who  will  visit  here. 

Feb.  17.  Yesterday  evening  Br.  Pfohl  had  another  attack  of  the 
asthma  which  has  troubled  him  for  some  time.    This  afternoon  Dr. 
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Schumann  came  from  Salem  to  visit  other  sick  people  here,  and  gave  Br. 
Pfohl  medicine  which  our  Lord  so  blessed  that  this  bad  attack  soon 
passed,  but  it  left  him  very  weak. 

Feb.  22.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  religious  instruction  for  the  young 
people  of  PfafT's  settlement  and  the  neighboring  plantations. 

Feb.  23.  Sunday.  Because  of  his  illness  the  doctor  has  forbidden 
Br.  Pfohl  to  hold  services  for  a  while,  so  Br.  Kluge  held  those  for  today. 

March  30.  This  was  a  real  winter  day.  It  snowed  from  morning  to 
evening,  and  during  the  afternoon  snow  fell  so  heavily  that  had  the 
ground  not  been  wet  from  the  preceding  rain  this  would  probably  have 
been  the  deepest  snow  of  the  winter.  Even  as  it  was  the  snow  lay  so 
deep  that  it  was  not  all  melted  until  three  days  later  when  it  turned  warm 
again. 

April  6.  Br.  Kluge  prayed  the  Easter  litany  with  the  congregation 
on  our  God's  Acre.  At  ten  o'clock  Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  German.  We 
regretted  that  there  could  not  have  been  English  preaching  instead,  as 
so  many  of  our  English-speaking  neighbors  were  present. 

In  the  afternoon  Br.  Kluge  held  an  English  service  for  the  Negroes, 
of  whom  a  large  number  attended.  They  filled  twelve  rows  of  benches  in 
the  church,  seemed  to  listen  attentively,  and  sang  loudly  the  hymns  of 
which  they  knew  the  tunes. 

April  29.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  went  ten  miles  to  the  home  of  Br.  Salo- 
mon and  Sr.  Maria  Sponhauer,  and  Br.  Kluge  baptized  in  their  house 
their  little  daughter,  Maria  Elisabeth,  born  on  the  21st  of  this  month. 

May  26.  This  was  a  Unity  Day,  and  we  read  the  memoirs  of  Br. 
Lazarus  Hege,  of  Friedberg,  and  Br.  Johannes  Beroth,  of  Friedland. 
The  latter  transferred  from  our  congregation  only  in  November  of  last 
year.  He  had  helped  to  found  our  town,  and  had  lived  here  for  fifty 
years  before  he  moved  away. 

June  8.  Br.  Kluge  preached  in  the  settlement  near  Johann  Jacob 
Sponhauer,  where  he  also  baptized  the  little  John  Elihu  Folz,  born  on 
March  14.  The  parents,  Br.  Andreas  and  Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth  Folz, 
live  something  over  twenty  miles  from  Bethania,  and  had  brought  their 
infant  son  to  Sponhauer's  for  baptism. 

June  22.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  doctrinal  instruction  for  the  children 
and  young  people  of  PfafT's  settlement  and  neighboring  farms.  He  also 
baptized  three  children  born  to  neighbors  recently,  and  as  many  English 
and  German  people  had  gathered  he  addressed  them  in  both  lan- 
guages. 

July  If.  This  anniversary  of  the  declaration  of  independence  of  the 
United  States  of  America  was  more  still  and  quiet  in  our  town  than  it 
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has  been  in  many  years.  No  outsiders  came  to  us  except  one  small  com- 
pany of  militia  who  mustered  here.  All  our  members  and  their  older 
children  were  in  the  fields,  busy  with  the  harvest.  We  were  heartily 
thankful  for  the  quiet. 

July  20.  Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  the  Sponhauer  settlement.  By  re- 
quest of  the  people  there  he  read  the  memoir  of  Br.  Johannes  Beroth,  who 
fell  asleep  in  Friedland  recently.  He  spent  the  last  year  of  his  life 
with  his  children  in  the  Sponhauer  settlement,  and  moved  to  Friedland 
only  last  November. 

July  31.  Br.  Kluge  held  in  our  neighborhood  the  funeral  of  a  little 
three-year-old  child,  who  passed  away  day  before  yesterday,  after  much 
suffering  from  a  so-called  blood-cancer  on  both  eyes. 

Aug.  1.  The  Single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Rebecca  Ranck  has  been  suffering 
greatly  from  a  cancer,  and  today  she  was  taken,  by  her  own  request,  to 
Salem  to  Br.  Yierling,  who  came  here  yesterday,  as  she  desired,  to  exam- 
ine the  sore.  The  entire  congregation  sympathizes  in  the  impending 
operation  and  hopes  that  it  may  be  successful. 

Aug.  2.  Several  of  the  Sisters  from  here  went  to  Salem  to  be  present 
during  the  operation  on  Sr.  Ranck.  In  the  evening  they  brought  the 
encouraging  news  that  so  far  as  any  one  could  see  it  had  been  suc- 
cessful. 

Aug.  24'  Br.  Wolle  used  this  day  in  speaking  with  the  local  Single 
Brethren  and  boys,  and  in  the  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  held  their  meet- 
ing for  the  close  of  their  Choir  year. 

Aug.  25.    They  observed  their  Choir  festival.  .  .  . 

Sept.  llf..  Sr.  Elisabeth  Ranck,  on  whom  Br.  Vierling  operated  suc- 
cessfully, is  almost  well,  and  returned  to  Bethania  today. 

Nov.  17.  By  request,  Br.  Pfohl  preached  in  the  German  Church  be- 
yond Muddy  Creek. 

During  this  month  the  single  Johann  Daniel  Pfaff  (son  of  Samuel) 
has  cut  himself  from  our  congregation  by  his  secret  marriage  with  a 
person  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 

Dec.  21.  Br.  Kluge  preached  by  request  at  the  home  of  Priedrich 
Miller,  seven  miles  from  here.  The  announced  Choir  meeting  of  the 
Single  Brethren  and  older  boys  was  not  held,  because  only  three  of  them 
came.    Because  of  the  intense  cold  there  was  no  evening  meeting. 

Bee.  25.  It  has  rained  all  day  and  the  roads  in  the  town  have  become 
impassable,  and  in  addition  the  evening  was  very  dark,  so  there  was  no 
liturgy. 
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Memorabilia.    With  much  gratitude  to  our  dear  Lord  we  note: 

1)  His  unspeakable,  loving  care  for  our  material  business  and  house- 
keeping, for  He  has  given  us  such  a  fruitful  year  that  we  reaped  a 
rich  harvest  of  all  kinds  from  our  fields  and  gardens,  and  we  were 
graciously  protected  from  harm  by  sleet  or  hail. 

2)  We  must  also  mention  His  help  until  the  harvest,  for  at  the  close 
of  last  year  some  things  were  very  scant  among  us,  and  we  had  many 
anxious  thoughts  as  to  how  we  could  get  through. 

3)  Especially  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  there  were  many  serious 
cases  of  fever  in  our  neighborhood,  and  some  reached  the  end  of  their 
journey;  yet  in  our  town  we  have  been  graciously  protected  so  that  very 
few  of  us  were  attacked,  and  through  the  help  of  our  dear  Lord  they 
soon  recovered. 

4)  We  were  also  graciously  protected  from  all  serious  harm  and  acci- 
dent of  body  or  life,  houses  or  farms. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1811. 

May  25.  Whitsunday.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Rude  went  with  Br. 
Christian  Hohns  to  the  house  of  the  latter,  planning  to  go  the  next  day 
to  the  Immanuel  Church  to  preach  a  memorial  sermon21  but  during  the 
night  it  rained  so  heavily  that  he  could  go  neither  forward  nor  back,  and 
returned  home  only  in  the  evening,  and  then  with  much  difficulty. 

May  28.  Br.  Rude  went  to  the  Pilgrims  Church  and  preached  the 
funeral  sermon  for  a  child. 

June  llf-.  Br.  Rude  went  to  the  Immanuel  Church,  about  twenty  miles 
from  his  home,  and  the  next  day  preached  a  memorial  sermon.  He  also 
heard  Pastor  Mayer  preach. 

June  19.  Br.  Rude  was  at  the  Pilgrims  Church,  and  preached  a 
funeral  sermon. 

J uly  18.  A  funeral  sermon  was  ipreached  in  the  neighborhood,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  burial  of  a  single  Catharina  Ader. 

July  21.  At  the  home  of  Mr.  Ader,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Friedberg, 
a  funeral  sermon  was  preached  at  the  interment  of  the  little  son  of  Mr. 
Bernhart  Grimmel. 

Aug.  22.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  at  the  church  near 
Sauers.    A  widow  Fauz,  something  over  eighty  years  old,  was  buried. 

Sept.  28.  During  this  month  there  have  been  many  sick  to  be  visited 
in  this  neighborhood. 

Nov.  2.  During  the  preaching  service  mention  was  made  of  the  begin- 
ning of  Luther's  Reformation  three  hundred  years  ago. 

21  In  his  diary  Br.  Rude  distinguishes  between  the  memorial  sermons  often  preached  in 
non-Moravian  churches  some  time  after  a  death,  and  the  funeral  sermons  preached  at 
burials.

[The  sovereigns  of  Russia,  Austria,  and  Prussia,  meeting  at  Aix- 
la-Chapelle  in  September,  decided  to  withdraw  their  troops  from  Trench 
territory,  and  renewed  the  Quadruple  Alliance,  which  included  Great 
Britain. 

The  United  States  signed  a  treaty  with  Great  Britain  in  regard  to 
fisheries  on  the  coasts  of  Newfoundland  and  Labrador.  The  Territory 
of  Illinois  was  admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  state.  General  Jackson 
marched  into  Florida  and  captured  St.  Mark's  and  Pensacola. 

The  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  passed  an  act  creating  a  Supreme 
Court,  consisting  of  three  judges.  The  Edenton  and  Plymouth  Steam- 
boat Company  was  incorporated,  and  steamboats  began  to  run  up  the 
Cape  Fear  River  to  Fayetteville.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem  and  of  the  other 
Wachovia  Congregations  for  the  Year  1818. 

[Translated  in  full.] 

We  now  close  the  year  which  because  of  the  holding  of  the  Synod  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren  has  been  a  year  of  fervent  prayer  to  God,  and  of 
the  awakening  of  believing  hope  for  the  future. 

Our  hope  at  the  close  of  last  year  that  our  delegate  to  Synod,  Br. 
von  Schweinitz,  with  his  wife  and  child  and  the  Single  Sr.  Pauline 
Schober,  might  already  have  landed  safely  in  England,  was  confirmed 
on  February  17,  through  a  notice  in  the  newspaper,  and  on  March  10  by 
a  letter  in  his  own  hand  from  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  dated  Liverpool, 
December  17,  1817,  which  announced  their  arrival  in  that  port  in  the 
night  between  the  14th  and  15th  of  December,  after  a  safe  though  trying 
voyage  of  only  twenty-five  days.  On  April  21  we  received  another 
letter,  dated  London,  January  12,  1818,  saying  that  after  a  pleasant  stay 
in  Fairfield,  Fulneck,  and  London  they  would  leave  the  latter  place  on  the 
15th  and  would  go  by  Rotterdam,  Zeist,  and  Neuwied.  Of  their  safe 
arrival  in  Herrnhut  we  heard  first  on  June  23  through  Nachrichten  from 
Bethlehem,  confirmed  on  July  11,  by  a  letter  from  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
written  at  Herrnhut  on  March  9.  With  all  our  hearts  we  share  in  his 
thanks  to  our  dear  Lord  who  protected  them  from  accident  by  land  or  sea, 
and  took  them  safely  to  Herrnhut.  From  there  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz, 
after  Easter,  visited  their  relatives  in  Lusatia,  Silesia,  and  Berlin,  and 
her  parents  in  Stettin ;  and  in  a  letter  dated  May  24,  which  we  received 
on  September  11,  we  learned  that  after  an  absence  of  seven  weeks  they 
returned  to  Herrnhut  on  May  17.    On  the  same  11th  of  September  we 
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received  another  letter,  dated  June  16,  and  the  first  two  numbers  of  the 
weekly  reports  from  the  Synod.  This  was  followed  by  another  letter 
from  him  received  on  October  27,  which  brought  numbers  three  to  seven 
of  the  Synod  weekly  reports.  "We  watched  the  post  eagerly,  longing  for 
further  letters  and  weekly  reports,  but  to  no  effect;  so  our  joy  was  the 
greater  when  on  the  8th  of  December  we  received  a  letter  from  Br.  von 
Schweinitz,  written  at  Baltimore  on  November  29.  This  gave  us  the 
important  news  of  their  safe  arrival  there  on  November  28,  in  the 
ship  Plato,  Captain  Smith,  after  a  voyage  from  Bremen  to  Baltimore  in 
forty-five  days.  The  travel  company  consisted  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Hiiffel, 
destined  for  Bethlehem  where  he  will  be  chairman  of  the  Heifer  Con- 
ferenz  furs  Ganze,  their  two  daughters,  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  and 
their  little  Emil,  and  a  girl  of  eleven  years,  Agnes  Pannach,  whom  they 
have  taken  to  raise,  the  Single  Sr.  Paulina  Schober,  and  the  Single  Br. 
Christian  David  Kiihln,  destined  for  Salem.  The  last  named  arrived  here 
with  the  ipost  on  December  15 ;  the  rest  of  the  company  planned  to  leave 
Baltimore  on  the  4th  and  go  by  way  of  Philadelphia  to  Bethlehem, 
which  they  reached  safely  on  December  12.  According  to  the  wish  and 
plan  of  Br.  von  Schweinitz  a  stage  was  sent  from  here  on  December  15,  to 
bring  them  from  Bethlehem. 

With  mother  hands  He  leads  His  own — Give  to  our  God  the  glory ! 

A  Single  Brother,  J ohannes  Schaffner,  came  on  his  own  account  on  the 
same  ship  to  Baltimore,  reached  here  on  December  24,  and  seeks  employ- 
ment and  an  income  here. 

On  February  7  a  circular  from  the  Synodal  committee  to  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenzen  was  communicated  to  the  congregation  in  Salem.  In  it  the 
congregation  was  asked  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  Synod.  With 
few  exceptions  the  members  of  the  congregation  town  of  Salem,  and  also 
the  diaconies,  met  this  appeal  willingly. 

On  May  31  in  the  evening  in  the  gemeinstunde  the  main  points  in  the 
call  for  the  Synod,  issued  March  1,  1817,  were  read  again  to  the  com- 
municants; its  opening  on  the  following  day,  June  1st,  was  brought  to 
their  attention;  and  this  important  gathering  of  the  servants  of  the 
Unity  of  Brethren  was  commended  to  their  faithful  prayers  to  the  Lord. 
Then  kneeling,  prayer  was  offered  to  the  Chief  Elder  of  His  Unity  of 
Brethren,  that  He  would  look  down  upon  His  servants  in  Synod  assem- 
bled, and  would  give  them  grace,  wisdom,  unction,  and  power  from 
above. 

The  same  took  place  as  opportunity  offered  in  the  other  Wachovia 
congregations. 

Because  of  distance  the  proceedings  and  decisions  of  Synod  will  not 
reach  us  until  next  year ;  but  through  the  reading  of  the  weekly  reports 
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so  far  as  we  have  them,  and  from  letters,  we  have  the  impression  that 
our  dear  Lord  has  graciously  heard  the  united  prayer  of  all  true  mem- 
bers of  the  Unity,  and  has  made  Himself  known  to  the  Synod  from  its 
beginning  to  its  end.  In  faith  we  await  our  share  in  the  blessing 
which  will  come  to  the  Unity  of  Brethren  through  this  Synod. 

After  the  almost  too  rich  blessing  resting  on  the  orchards  in  the 
year  1817,  in  this  year  there  was  almost  no  fruit,  as  the  blossoms  were 
killed  by  hard  night  frosts.  Some  vegetables  also  suffered  in  the  cold,  dry 
weather.  On  the  other  hand  the  produce  of  the  fields,  especially  the 
corn,  turned  out  well;  the  harvest  of  corn  was  unusually  large.  This 
mercy  came  from  God,  and  we  praise  His  goodness. 

The  congregations  of  Bethabara,  Bethania,  Friedberg,  and  Hope  report 
with  gratitude  the  precious  gift  of  almost  unbroken  good  health  during 
this  year,  although  the  summer  was  unusually  hot.  The  contrary  was 
true  in  a  striking  manner  in  Salem  and  in  Friedland.  The  period  of 
sickness  in  Salem  last  year  was  still  fresh  in  our  minds  when  in  the 
second  half  of  the  month  of  July — earlier  in  a  few  cases — the  fever  began 
again,  and  with  some  of  the  patients  the  symptoms  were  worse,  and  the 
epidemic  spread  more  rapidly  and  farther,  so  that  few  houses  escaped 
entirely,  and  in  some  houses  the  entire  family  was  down.  In  the  Sisters 
House  there  were  thirty  fever  patients ;  of  the  Sisters  teaching  in  the 
Boarding  School  nine  took  it;  and  there  were  many  cases  among  the 
Single  Brethren  and  boys.  In  short,  the  number  of  residents,  old  and 
young,  who  suffered  from  the  disease  was  about  one  hundred  and  sixty, 
not  counting  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School,  and  not  including  the  aus- 
wartige  members  and  their  children,  of  whom  about  thirty  were  enumer- 
ated. The  months  of  August,  September,  and  October  were  the  worst, 
and  some  persons  are  still  suffering  from  relapses  and  consequences.  Five 
Sisters  ended  their  journey  here  below  because  of  this  fever.  Among 
them  were  Sr.  Anna  Benigna  Benzien,  former  pflegerin  of  the  Single 
Sisters,  and  Sr.  Susanna  Stotz,  maiden  name  Fetter,  wife  of  our  Br.  Stotz, 
congregation  vorsteher  in  Salem.  For  a  year  and  a  day  Sr.  Stotz  had 
been  sick-nurse  for  the  married  Sisters. 

Oh,  might  this  time  of  affliction  turn  our  hearts  and  minds  from  the 
ephemeral  things  of  this  world,  and  fix  them  on  the  one  thing  needful, 
a  striving  for  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness.  May  each  day 
of  health  given  to  us  be  dedicated  to  our  Lord,  who  has  bought  us  by 
His  blood,  and  may  they  be  used  for  His  glory  and  joy. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  this  fever  which  has  afflicted  for  the  third  time 
our  hitherto  fever-free  town,  should  lead  many  to  wonder  whether 
the  cause,  in  part  if  not  altogether,  might  be  found  in  the  near  sur- 
roundings of  the  town,  and  to  think  that  measures  should  be  taken  to 
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combat  it  if  possible.  It  deserves  most  careful  consideration  and  investi- 
gation, and  the  Aufseber  Collegium  and  Congregation  Council  have 
already  taken  steps  toward  this. 

In  Salem  the  measles  appeared  in  April  but  spread  little. 

In  Friedland  a  bad  fever  appeared  in  one  family  in  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  then  in  another,  then  spread  during  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember, and  brought  opportunity  for  the  end  of  life  to  several  members. 
"We  note  with  gratitude  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchholz  escaped,  although  they 
visited  the  sick  by  day  and  night,  and  they  had  a  sick  serving  girl  in 
their  house. 

Of  other  important  events  in  the  Wachovia  congregation  during  this 
year  there  is  nothing  to  be  noted;  each  and  all  have  much  reason  to 
thank  God  our  Saviour  for  His  goodness,  faithfulness,  help,  and  pro- 
tection, and  for  all  material  and  spiritual  blessings  and  mercies,  and  to 
bring  to  Him  an  humble  offering  of  thanks.  On  the  other  hand  each  and 
all  have  a  thousand  reasons  for  regretful  acknowledgment  of  our  short- 
comings in  heart  and  word  and  deed,  in  love  toward  J esus,  toward  neigh- 
bor and  brother,  in  other  beautiful  fruits  of  the  spirit  and  of  faith,  in 
prizing  and  faithfully  attending  the  meetings  for  united  edification, 
and  so  on. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Wachovia  members  of  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  could  be  held  this  year  in 
Salem  on  the  28th  of  October,  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  in  Bethlehem 
on  August  21  having  reached  us  in  time.  Several  new  members  were 
received. 

From  the  mission  post  in  Springplace  the  most  noteworthy  item  for 
this  year  is  that  five  of  the  pupils  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Cornwall  Institute  in  Connecticut,  where  at  the  expense 
of  a  certain  Mission  Society  and  with  the  help  of  God  they  will  be 
trained  for  service  in  the  Gospel  and  as  schoolteachers  among  their  own 
people.  These  five  young  Cherokee  Indians  are :  Buck,  Leonhard  Hicks, 
John  Ridge,  Dazizi,  and  John  Yann.  The  Honorable  Mr.  Cornelius 
took  the  first  two  thither.  The  other  three  went  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  Dampsey,  and  came  by  Salem,  reaching  here  on  October  22,  with 
letters  of  recommendation  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold.  They  remained 
three  days  and  every  attempt  was  made  to  see  that  their  visit  was  as 
pleasant,  useful,  and  instructive  as  possible.  Two  of  them  wrote  letters 
in  the  English  language  from  here  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold,  expressing 
their  pleasure  and  gratitude  for  their  loving  and  friendly  reception,  and 
for  all  that  they  here  had  heard  and  seen. 
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In  this  unexpected  development  Br.  and  Sr.  Gam  bold  find  no  little 
encouragement  in  expecting  fruit  from  many  years  of  labor  in  school 
and  religious  instruction  of  the  Cherokee  Indians. 

In  addition  to  what  has  already  been  said  the  following  is  noted 
about  Salem. 

On  May  26  the  town  was  protected  during  an  especially  severe  storm. 
Fire  threatened  on  September  27,  but  was  discovered  in  time  and  was 
extinguished. 

Br.  Burkhard,  from  Bethania,  took  over  the  former  stillhouse  on  the 
land  of  the  Single  Brethren,  and  made  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
future  handling  of  the  washing  from  the  Boarding  School.  On  October 
15  he  moved  thither  with  his  family. 

Part  of  the  wooden  water  pipes  in  town  were  replaced  by  clay  pipes, 
made  in  the  local  pottery.    A  new  cistern  was  dug. 

From  the  Anstalt  three  boys  have  entered  trades;  four  others  have 
entered  the  school  or  Anstalt,  among  them  the  little  boy  Ludwig  Kluge 
from  Bethania. 

On  April  17  the  older  and  younger  boys  in  the  school  had  an  Exami- 
nation which  was  attended  by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  parents 
and  relatives. 

Three  little  boys  were  admitted  to  the  Anbeten. 

The  Single  Br.  Christian  Heinze  has  gone  home,1  after  serving  many 
years  in  the  Anstalt  and  school. 

The  number  of  boys  and  little  boys  living  in  the  Anstalt  is  eight,  the 
total  number  receiving  instruction  is  twenty. 

Three  little  girls  have  entered  the  class  for  little  town  girls.  One 
little  girl  has  been  admitted  to  the  Anbeten.  Little  town  girls  attending 
school  number  eighteen. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School  were 
attacked  by  the  prevailing  fever,  as  were  also  most  of  the  Sisters  serving 
in  the  Boarding  School,  and  to  our  deep  sorrow  Sr.  Maria  Fetter  was 
called  into  eternity.  Sr.  Sally  Fetter  entered  again  as  teacher ;  and  Sr. 
Ruth  Rea  began  service  in  the  School.  Because  of  illness  Sr.  Catharine 
Transou  had  to  leave  the  School,  at  least  for  the  present.  From 
Bethania  came  the  little  girl  Charlotte  Friederica  Pfohl  into  the 
Boarding  School.  Forty-seven  of  our  foster  daughters  have  gone  home 
with  their  parents;  sixty-one  new  girls  have  come.  The  number  of 
pupils  in  the  Boarding  School  is  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  including  three 
girls  from  our  congregations.  Twenty-seven  of  them  are  at  the  moment 
visiting  their  relatives. 


1  Br.  Heinze  died  on  September  seventh. 
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Diary  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem,  together  with  Reports 
from  the  other  Wachovia  Congregations  for  the  Year  1818. 

[As  the  Memorabilia  stated,  there  is  little  of  general  interest,  except 
the  weather,  in  the  Wachovia  diaries  of  this  year,  so  only  a  few  items  are 
translated.] 

Jan.  1.    The  weather  was  so  mild  that  wind  instruments  could  be 
played  on  the  Square  in  the  afternoon. 

Jan.  3.    Saturday.    There  was  a  public  vendue  of  part  of  the  mov- 
able property  of  the  departed  Dr.  Vierling. 

Jan.  13.  Last  night  the  first  considerable  snow  of  this  winter  fell. 
It  was  several  inches  deep. 

From  the  newspaper  we  learned  today  of  the  safe  arrival  in  Liverpool, 
on  November  4,  1817,  of  the  ship  on  which  Br.  and  Sr.  C.  Gr.  Reichel  and 
their  two  little  daughters  sailed. 

Jan.  11/..  It  was  very  cold.  The  thermometer  this  morning  stood  about 
2°  above  zero. 

Jan.  23.  We  have  finally  received  the  Text  Books  ordered  for  our 
congregations  here.    A  few  had  been  sent  in  advance. 

Feb.  18.  A  Lutheran  boy,  John  Steierwald  by  name,  who  lives  ten 
miles  below  Salisbury,  came  today  to  take  lessons  in  organ  playing  from 
Br.  Wolle.    Pastor  Schober  has  recommended  him. 

Feb.  27.  During  this  month  minds  have  been  greatly  disturbed  at 
various  places  because  of  danger  from  mad  dogs. 

March  If.    It  snowed,  rained,  or  sleeted  all  day. 

March  8.  Br.  Peter  preached  in  the  Lutheran  church  at  Rippel's,  and 
attended  the  Sunday  school  there. 

March  13.  The  ministers  and  their  wives  from  the  country  congre- 
gations attended  the  four-weekly  conference  here. 

March  21.  Great  Sabbath.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  because  of  the 
very  bad  weather  these  days  many  persons,  especially  our  auswartige 
members,  could  not  attend  the  services  of  this  week. 

March  22.  Easter  Sunday.  At  a  quarter  before  six  in  the  morning 
the  congregation  assembled  in  the  church  and  there  prayed  the  Easter 
litany.  The  bad  weather  made  it  impossible  to  hold  the  service  on 
God's  Acre.  In  comparison  with  other  years  there  were  few  outsiders 
here. 

Br.  Yan  Vleck  went  to  Hope  to  lead  the  Easter  litany  and  read  the 
account  of  the  resurrection  and  to  preach.    The  members  were  the  hap- 
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pier  for  this  service  because  the  reading  meetings  during  the  week  could 
not  be  held ;  Br.  Kramsch's  eyes  are  weak  and  no  one  could  go  from  here 
to  help  him. 

March  29.  In  Friedland  the  doctrinal  instruction  for  the  children 
was  begun  and  will  continue  through  the  summer. 

April  6.  The  Single  Br.  Jacob  Rothhaas  moved  today  to  the  planta- 
tion he  has  bought  three  miles  from  here.  He  will  now  belong  to 
Friedland. 

April  10.  At  the  house  of  Br.  Landmann  there  was  a  public  sale  of 
the  household  goods,  etc. 

April  16.  In  Hope,  in  the  house  of  Br.  Martin  Hohns,  the  widowed  Br. 
J acob  Hauser  was  married  to  the  single  Polly  Yarrell  by  a  justice. 

The  boys  Nathanael  Vogler,  Ludwig  Eberhard,  and  Benjamin  Vier- 
ling  will  leave  school  and  learn  trades. 

April  17.  Toward  evening  we  had  a  hard  storm,  with  wind,  rain,  and 
hail.  In  Friedland  the  lightning  struck  a  dwelling  but  did  no  damage. 
After  the  rain  the  weather  was  unpleasantly  cold. 

April  19.  Unity  Day.  Sunday.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  reading 
meeting  at  nine  o'clock.  Br.  Heichel  preached  in  German.  In  the 
afternoon  Br.  Wolle  held  the  children's  hour  in  English ;  then  there  was 
a  meeting  for  the  married  people.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  gemeinstunde. 
In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  married  the  single  Heinrich  Spach  to  the 
single  Elisabeth  Seiz. 

Yesterday  the  weather  became  very  raw  and  stormy,  and  was  worse 
today. 

April  20.  It  was  unusually  cold  for  this  time  of  the  year.  In  the 
morning  the  ground  was  so  white  with  hoarfrost  that  it  looked  like  win- 
ter. The  fruit  trees  that  were  in  bloom,  the  garden  vegetables,  and 
the  grain  suffered  badly. 

April  21f.  Yesterday  and  today  there  was  a  vendue  of  the  medicines, 
and  so  on,  left  by  Dr.  Yierling. 

April  26.  Sunday.  At  six  o'clock  there  was  a  communion  lovefeast 
for  the  married  people,  and  at  seven  o'clock  this  Choir  partook  of  the 
Lord's  Supper.  Some  of  the  ministers  and  their  wives  came  from  the 
country  congregations  to  share  in  these  services. 

May  10.  Whitsunday.  This  festival  was  observed  in  all  the  congre- 
gations. This  afternoon  Br.  Peter  held  a  funeral  at  Rippel's  church. 
The  person  who  had  died  was  named  Hauser,  maiden  name  Hohns ;  she 
had  separated  from  her  husband. 
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May  12.  Into  the  school  for  little  boys  came  Nathanael  Blum,  Levi 
V.  Blum,  and  Francis  Fries.    Br.  Herman  held  the  singstunde. 

May  16.  The  Brn.  Van  Vleck  and  Wolle  left  on  a  short  trip  to 
Salisbury  and  that  neighborhood. 

May  17.  On  his  journey  Br.  Wolle  preached  in  the  so-called  Sauers 
church,  fifteen  miles  from  Salem,  as  Pastor  Schober  had  requested.  After 
the  sermon  Br.  Yan  Vleck  offered  prayer. 

May  22.  Toward  evening  the  Brn.  Van  Vleck  and  Wolle  returned 
from  their  trip.  They  made  pleasant  acquaintances  at  various  places, 
especially  with  the  Lutheran  Pastor  Storch,  an  evangelical  man  who 
works  with  blessing  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  He  lives  ten  miles 
below  Salisbury,  and  serves  three  large  congregations. 

May  26.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  an  unusually  severe  storm.  Light- 
ning ran  along  the  lightning  rod  at  the  church,  and  a  few  minutes  later  a 
bolt  struck  a  tree  on  the  Square,  directly  in  front  of  the  Sisters  House. 
Still,  no  damage  was  done. 

May  28  and  29.  The  Examination  of  the  Boarding  School  was  held, 
with  the  approval  of  all  who  attended.  Unusually  many  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  pupils  were  present,  and  among  them  the  teachers  from 
the  girls  school  recently  begun  in  Salisbury. 

June  5.  During  this  week  a  beginning  was  made  with  laying  clay 
water  pipes  in  our  town. 

June  7.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  meeting  of  the 
married  people. 

In  Friedland  there  was  the  burial  of  the  married  man,  Michael  Rom- 
inger,  Sr.  At  the  request  of  friends  the  interment  was  on  the  Friedland 
God's  Acre  although  the  deceased  no  longer  belonged  to  the  Friedland 
congregation.  So  many  persons  attended  that  the  church  could  not 
begin  to  hold  them,  and  it  was  also  intensely  hot,  so  the  funeral  sermon 
was  preached  in  the  shade  of  trees  in  front  of  the  church. 

June  10.  The  house  near  the  Boarding  School  which  was  begun  last 
summer  has  been  completed.  On  the  first  floor  it  has  a  wash-kitchen, 
ironing-room,  woodshed,  etc.  In  the  second  story  it  has  a  roomy  sleep- 
ing-hall, and  two  sickrooms.  This  afternoon  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding 
School,  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  and  some  friends  had  a 
little  celebration  in  it,  including  a  lovefeast. 

June  1J/..  The  life  of  the  married  Br.  JNTathanael  Schober  came  to  a 
gentle  and  blessed  end  in  the  ninth  hour  in  the  evening. 
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June  18.  Br.  Steiner  had  the  misfortune  this  morning  to  be  bitten  by 
a  poisonous  spider.  The  poison  spread  through  his  body,  and  he  suf- 
fered intense  pain.  The  means  used  to  relieve  him  were  effective,  and 
in  a  few  days  he  had  entirely  recoverd. 

June  30.  Of  this  month  it  must  be  noted  that  nearly  every  day  the 
temperature  rose  to  over  90°. 

July  2.  This  afternoon  there  was  a  hard  storm  during  which  light- 
ning struck  near  the  house  of  Br.  Zevilly  about  a  mile  from  this  town.  Br. 
Zevilly,  who  was  unloading  hay,  was  thrown  to  the  ground,  but  was  not 
hurt  otherwise. 

July  This  was  the  happy  day  on  which  the  inhabitants  of  this 
land  remember  the  declaration  of  independence  of  the  country,  now 
forty-two  years  ago. 

Br.  Steiner  preached  in  English  at  ten  o'clock.  In  the  afternoon  there 
was  a  little  celebration  in  the  orchard  east  of  the  church,  with  pretty, 
instrumental  music. 

July  5.  Sunday.  The  reading  meeting  in  the  afternoon  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  service  for  the  married  people. 

J uly  8.  Br.  Kramsch,  of  Hope,  had  an  unexpected  and  pleasant  visit 
from  Dr.  Calvin  Jones,  of  Raleigh,  who  came  at  the  suggestion  of  friends 
to  see  Br.  Kramsch's  eyes.  He  gave  Br.  Kramsch  hope  of  a  successful 
operation  if  he  could  decide  to  undergo  it. 

July  16.  Quite  unuusal  for  this  time  of  the  year  was  a  thick  fog, 
which  began  today  and  continued  until  the  evening  of  the  following  day 
when  it  was  dissipated  by  a  much  desired  rain. 

J  uly  23.  Two  preachers  who  were  traveling  through  asked  politely  to 
be  allowed  to  use  our  church,  and  permission  was  given.  After  singing 
one  of  our  hymns  the  Reverend  Mr.  Johnson,  of  Columbia,  South  Caro- 
lina, a  Baptist,  offered  a  fervent  prayer,  in  which  he  included  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  this  town,  our  schools  and  teachers.  Then  he  preached  an 
evangelical  sermon  on  the  new  birth  of  the  heart,  to  the  edification  of 
the  numbers  present.  He  was  followed  by  a  Methodist  preacher,  named 
Belin,  who  made  a  short  address  on  the  working  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
arouse  a  new  spirit  in  the  heart. 

July  26.  Mr.  Steierwald,  whose  son  has  been  studying  organ-playing 
for  some  months  with  Br.  "Wolle,  and  has  been  attending  the  boys  school, 
took  his  son  home  today. 

July  31.  Concerning  this  month  special  note  must  be  made  of  the 
unusual,  widespread,  and  pitiful  illness,2  which  has  afflicted  especially 

■  Evidently  a  second  epidemic  of  the  fever  of  the  preceding  year. 
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Salem  and  Friedland.  The  report  from  Friedland  shows  a  most  dis- 
turbing picture  of  conditions  there,  and  in  our  town  the  number  of 
fever  patients  is  already  very  considerable.  Throughout  the  month  the 
heat  was  great. 

Aug.  2.  In  a  report  from  Hope  an  account  is  given  of  one  of  their 
four-weekly  services  for  Negroes.  A  Negro  man,  more  than  seventy 
years  old,  spoke  touchingly  of  his  awakening,  and  urged  his  black  breth- 
ren— as  he  called  them — to  follow  the  admonitions  in  the  sermon  which 
they  had  heard.    The  others  listened  to  him  with  close  attention. 

Aug.  13.  This  was  election  day,  for  the  choosing  of  members  of  the 
Assembly  of  this  state  and  the  representatives  from  our  district  to 
Congress. 

Aug.  21.  This  evening  at  eight  o'clock  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  the 
Single  Sr.  Anna  Benigna  Benzien  from  Salem  into  the  eternal  houses 
of  peace. 

Aug.  22.  A  five-year-old  child,  Frances  Virginia  Smith,  the  daugh- 
ter of  visitors,  passed  away  in  our  tavern.  Her  mother  and  other  friends 
have  been  here  for  several  days,  waiting  for  her  father  before  continuing 
their  journey  to  Tennessee,  but  when  he  arrived  he  found  his  child  a 
corpse.  The  cause  of  this  sad  occurrence  seemed  to  be  that  a  few 
weeks  ago  the  child  was  playing  with  a  tiny  spoon  and  swallowed  it,  and 
it  stuck  in  her  windpipe.  The  little  body  was  buried  the  next  day  on 
our  God's  Acre. 

Aug.  29.  Many  of  the  Single  Brethren  here  are  sick,  and  there  are  so 
many  cases  of  illness  in  the  town  that  it  seemed  impossible  to  have  the 
happy  spirit  which  should  accompany  a  festal  day,  and  it  was  decided  to 
postpone  the  covenant  day  of  the  Single  Brethren. 

Aug.  31.  During  the  latter  days  of  this  month  Br.  Kramsch  paid 
several  visits  to  a  well-digger,  Mr.  White.  As  he  was  walling  up  a  sixty- 
feet  deep  well,  the  earth  caved  in  and  he  was  so  badly  injured  that  there 
is  little  hope  for  his  recovery. 

The  month  was  marked  by  the  tragic  spread  of  serious  illness  in  our 
town,  as  was  the  case  in  July.  The  Sisters  in  the  Choir  House  and  in 
the  Boarding  School  suffered  especially,  and  a  number  of  families  were 
hard  hit.  In  Friedland  the  situation  in  regard  to  the  epidemic  was 
very  sad.    The  heat  in  this  month  was  unusually  great. 

Sept.  1.  For  a  while  it  has  not  been  possible  to  hold  any  services  for 
the  children,  as  many  are  sick  with  the  fever,  the  schools  also  have  been 
little  attended. 
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Sept.  5.  At  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  married  people  had  a 
meeting  for  the  close  of  their  Choir  year. 

Either  because  of  their  own  illness  or  because  they  were  waiting  on 
the  sick  almost  no  members  have  been  in  position  to  attend  the  services 
in  the  Saal  during  the  week.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  omit  some 
of  them,  and  to  hold  only  the  singstunde  on  Tuesday  and  the  liturgy  on 
Friday. 

Sept.  6.  The  covenant  day  of  the  married  people  was  observed,  though 
a  considerable  number  of  the  members  were  unable  to  attend. 

Sept.  9.  This  morning  it  pleased  our  Lord  to  call  home  quickly  and 
unexpectedly  the  Single  Br.  Christian  Heinze  after  a  long  illness.  He 
had  served  for  many  years  in  educational  institutions  both  in  Europe 
and  here,  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

Sept.  19.  It  has  proved  to  be  impossible  to  arrange  a  full  covenant 
day  for  the  Single  Brethren,  so  they  had  a  lovefeast  at  six  o'clock,  and 
five  youths  were  received  into  the  Choir. 

Sept.  20.  According  to  the  express  wish  of  the  departed  Br.  Heinze 
there  was  a  little  lovefeast  for  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
and  the  pupils  in  the  boys  school. 

Oct.  J/..    Br.  Wolle  preached  today  in  the  Lutheran  church  at  Rippel's. 

Oct.  13.  In  the  second  hour  of  the  afternoon  it  pleased  our  Lord  to 
bring  to  a  gentle  end  the  life  of  our  Sr.  Susanna  Stotz,  after  a  long 
and  painful  illness  with  the  epidemic  fever.  In  the  singstunde  announce- 
ment was  made  in  the  usual  manner,  and  we  sang  hymns  concerning  going 
home  to  the  Lord,  and  the  blessedness  of  the  redeemed. 

Oct.  15.  Br.  Johann  Christian  and  Sr.  Christina  Elisabeth  Burkhard, 
and  their  children  Charlotte  Friederica  and  Rudolphi  Gustav,  and  their 
mother,  the  widowed  Sr.  Barbara  Ackerman,  moved  from  Bethabara  to 
Salem.  Br.  Burkhard  will  handle  the  washing  for  the  Boarding  School, 
for  which  he  has  already  made  arrangements  in  the  former  stillhouse. 

Oct.  17.  At  seven  o'clock  the  congregation  partook  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Jesus  in  the  Holy  Communion.  It  is  noteworthy  that  since  the 
last  congregation  Communion,  in  the  month  of  August,  six  Salem  mem- 
bers have  been  called  to  the  Salem  which  is  above. 

Oct.  20.  The  regular  meetings  during  the  week  were  begun  again  since 
most  of  the  members  have  recovered  from  their  illness. 

Oct.  22.  Toward  noon,  quite  unexpectedly,  three  young  Cherokee 
Indians,  Dazizi,  John  Ridge,  and  John  Yan,  arrived  on  horseback, 
accompanied  by  a  Dr.  Dempsy  of  New  York.    They  brought  letters  from 
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Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  in  Springplace,  whose  care  and  instruction  they 
had  received  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time.  They  are  on  their  way  to 
Cornwall,  in  Connecticut,  to  enter  the  institute  which  has  been  founded 
there  for  the  education  of  young  men  from  heathen  nations,  for  service 
as  missionaries  to  their  nations.  On  their  account  the  evening  service 
was  a  singstunde  with  musical  accompaniment. 

Oct.  23.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the  Conference  of  Country 
Ministers  had  the  pleasure  of  greeting  the  above-mentioned  Indians,  and 
gave  them  their  best  wishes.  Under  the  leadership  of  Br.  Steiner  they 
saw  the  town,  and  were  much  pleased  with  everything.  They  will 
remain  over  Sunday  to  attend  the  services. 

Oct.  26.  Monday.  In  the  morning  the  three  Indians  with  their  guide 
left  on  their  further  journey.  Last  evening  there  was  a  conference  with 
them,  and  Br.  Steiner  admonished  them  to  love  the  Saviour  above  all 
things  and  remain  true  to  Him. 

Oct.  31.  During  this  month  the  fever  epidemic  has  subsided,  but  still 
others  are  being  attacked,  and  others  are  suffering  from  weakness  fol- 
lowing the  fever. 

Nov.  1.  In  Friedland  Br.  Buchholz  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiv- 
ing sermon. 

Nov.  5.  Br.  Kramsch  today  married  the  widowed  Br.  Philip  Martin 
Vogler,  of  Friedberg,  to  the  single  Polly  Davis  who  belongs  to  the  Hope 
Society. 

Nov.  7.    "We  received  the  Text  Books  for  next  year. 

Nov.  19.  In  Friedberg,  Br.  B-iide  married  the  single,  auswartige  Br. 
Samuel  Spach  to  the  single  Society  Sr.  Catharina  Greter,  in  the  house 
of  her  parents. 

Nov.  27.  In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  has  commenced  the  winter 
school  for  the  children. 

Nov.  29.  At  three  o'clock,  on  the  parish  God's  Acre,  there  was  the 
burial  of  the  Negro  Harry,  who  died  here  yesterday.  He  was  working 
for  Br.  Christian  Blum.  Br.  Steiner,  who  had  visited  him  often  dur- 
ing his  illness,  spoke  earnestly  and  impressively  to  the  many  Negroes 
who  gathered  for  the  funeral. 

Nov.  30.  In  comparison  with  the  preceding  months  there  has  been 
little  fever  this  month,  but  there  have  been  not  a  few  slight  relapses 
among  those  who  had  been  sick. 

During  this  month  the  laying  of  clay  water  pipes  in  place  of  the 
wooden  ones  has  been  finished. 

23 
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Dec.  6.  Br.  Van  Yleck  preached  the  annual  harvest  thanksgiving 
sermon. 

Dec.  13.  At  three  o'clock  the  Brethren  of  the  town  met  to  discuss  an 
investigation  into  the  possible  causes  of  the  fever  from  which  Salem 
has  suffered  so  much  for  some  years.  It  was  decided  to  elect  a  commit- 
tee and  instruct  them  to  look  at  the  Wach  and  all  the  surroundings  of 
Salem  to  see  whether  they  could  find  the  cause  of  the  present  situation. 
The  election  of  the  committee  took  place  in  the  evening  before  the 
gemeinstunde.  The  seven  Brethren,  Christian  Blum,  John  Leinbach, 
Abraham  Steiner,  Samuel  Stotz,  Jacob  Blum,  John  Vogler,  and  Mat- 
theus  Reuz,  were  elected. 

Dec.  15.  Dr.  Christian  David  Kiihln  arrived.  He  was  called  as 
doctor  for  our  town,  and  made  the  trip  in  company  with  Br.  von 
Schweinitz.  He  came  with  the  post,  and  for  the  present  will  find  his 
quarters  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Dec.  21f.  Soon  after  noon  the  Single  Br.  Johannes  Schaffner,  from 
iNeuwied,  arrived  in  Salem.  He  crossed  the  ocean  with  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  and  came  hither  on  foot  from  Baltimore.  He  was  glad  to 
have  reached  his  goal.  For  the  present  he  will  find  work  in  the  Broth- 
ers House. 

Dec.  25.  After  the  preaching  the  usual  collection  for  the  benefit  of 
the  music  fund  was  taken  up  for  the  first  time  at  the  church  door.  It 
turned  out  well. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1818. 

Jan.  7.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  The  Single  Sr.  Susanna  Maria 
Reich  has  separated  herself  from  us  and  will  marry  a  young  man  near 
Bethania,  Jacob  Siponhauer. 

Br.  Haga,  in  Philadelphia,  has  again  sent  $100  to  Br.  Gambold  in 
Springplace,  for  the  benefit  of  the  mission  there. 

Jan.  12.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  A  petition  signed  by  twenty-four 
Brethren  was  presented  to  the  Collegium.  It  set  forth  their  wish  that 
the  boards  of  the  congregation  should  take  steps  to  secure  an  additional 
medical  man  for  the  town,  who  is  also  a  surgeon  and  apothecary.  They 
explained  that  in  so  important  a  matter  as  health  it  would  be  better  and 
more  satisfactory  to  have  more  than  one  doctor  available,  as  not  every- 
body might  feel  confidence  in  just  one  man. 

In  regard  to  the  language  and  also  the  habit  of  treatment  it  would  be 
better  to  have  an  English  doctor  than  one  who  has  studied  only  in 
Germany. 
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After  this  petition  has  heen  considered  by  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz, 
the  Bra.  Van  Vleck  and  Stotz  will  talk  with  Dr.  Shuman,  and  will  tell 
him  that  this  appeal  seems  to  indicate  the  wish  of  a  large  part  of  the 
residents,  and  is  a  desire  frequently  expressed  by  visitors. 

Br.  Isaac  Boner  will  now  buy  the  house  which  for  a  year  he  has  rented 
from  the  congregation  diaconie,  and  will  pay  the  appraised  price. 

Jan.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  proposal  of  marriage  with  the  Single 
Br.  John  Ackerman  has  been  accepted  by  Sr.  Anna  Spach,  and  the  wed- 
ding will  take  place  in  Friedberg  where  her  mother  lives. 

Conferenz  took  this  occasion  to  clear  up  some  misunderstood  points 
of  difference  between  auswartige  members  and  members  of  a  place  congre- 
gation, and  believed  it  necessary  to  state  again  that  two  persons  who 
marry  without  the  approval  of  the  lot  thereby  shut  themselves  out  of  a 
place  congregation.3 

Jan.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Instead  of  stating  his  objections  to  the  boards, 
where  his  arguments  could  have  been  considered  properly,  Dr.  Shuman 
wrote  directly  to  the  Brethren  who  signed  the  petition  asking  for  a 
second  doctor  in  the  community,  and  the  sharp  tone  of  his  letter  has 
embittered  the  Brethren. 

The  Collegium  was  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  importance  of 
securing  a  second  doctor  for  the  town  made  it  necessary  to  proceed  in 
spite  of  Dr.  Shuman's  objections. 

Jan.  28.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  last  minutes  of  this  Conferenz  and  of  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  were  read. 

It  was  mentioned  that  a  reading  society  has  recently  been  organized 
here  in  Salem. 

Feb.  Jf..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  After  a  long  interval  some  copies  of  the 
Periodical  Accounts  have  been  received. 

Feb.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  last  fall,  when  the 
number  of  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School  threatened  to  decrease  seriously, 
Br.  Reichel  was  led  to  give  too  many  parents  permission  to  bring  their 
daughters  here,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  number  will  run  to 
much  over  a  hundred.  Too  many  pupils  is  contrary  to  the  purpose  of 
this  Boarding  School,  and  will  be  a  disadvantage  to  the  School  itself 
through  lack  of  adequate  instruction  and  sufficient  oversight,  especially 
since  several  of  the  most  efficient  teachers  are  away  at  present.  Under  the 
circumstances  there  seems  to  be  no  way  to  reduce  to  some  extent  the  too 
great  increase  in  numbers  except  for  Br.  Reichel  to  send  a  circular  let- 
ter to  the  parents  whose  daughters  are  expected,  explaining  the  impos- 
sibility of  receiving  them  at  the  appointed  time.    Br.  Reichel  has 


•  Salem  was  the  only  place-congregation  in  Wachovia. 
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inserted  an  advertisement  to  this  effect  in  the  newspapers  at  Raleigh 
and  elsewhere,  but  we  fear  that  it  will  not  have  the  result  desired. 

Feb.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Two  daughters  of  the  departed  Lazarus  Hege 
of  Friedberg,  who  according  to  his  will  are  to  be  educated  in  the 
Salem  Boarding  School,  can  scarcely  be  received  before  next  fall. 

Feb.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  suggests  that  he  may  open  a 
room  in  his  own  house  for  the  smallest  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School, 
under  the  supervision  of  one  or  two  Sisters,  whom  he  will  have  to  secure. 
Sr.  Caty  Strub  seems  suited  for  this  work,  and  Br.  Reichel  will  offer 
her  the  place. 

Feb.  23.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Nathanael  Schober  has  bought  the  Land- 
mann  house. 

"With  the  permission  of  the  Collegium  Br.  Winkler  will  dig  a  cellar 
on  the  east  side  of  his  house  and  build  a  porch  over  it.  The  Brn.  Fries 
and  Schroeter  will  build  porches  on  the  west  side  of  their  houses. 

Br.  John  Leinbach  is  willing  to  serve  as  guardian  for  the  three  sons 
of  Doctor  Vierling,  and  Br.  Reichel  will  be  the  guardian  of  the  daughter. 

The  Brn.  Christian  Blum  and  Meinung  will  soon  take  office  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace. 

March  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  about  four  weeks  the  widowed  Br.  Land- 
mann  and  his  daughter  Mary  will  move  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Senseman.  All 
parties  have  agreed  that  Br.  Landmann  shall  pay  Br.  and  Sr.  Senseman 
one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  a  year  for  board,  washing,  etc.  The  daughter 
will  help  in  the  most  essential  household  tasks,  but  otherwise  will  work 
for  herself. 

The  gravedigger,  Br.  Schulz,  must  be  reminded  to  bring  God's  Acre 
into  proper  order  before  Easter. 

If  his  children  do  not  provide  a  gravestone  for  the  departed  Br. 
Johannes  Beroth,  who  passed  away  recently  in  Friedland,  other  means 
must  be  found  to  secure  one. 

April  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Concerning  the  Single  Sr.  Susanna  Philips, 
belonging  to  the  Friedland  congregation,  the  Conferenz  put  the  ques- 
tion with  yes  and  no :  Does  the  Saviour  approve  that  she  may  now  re- 
ceive permission  to  become  a  resident  in  this  town?    It  was  No. 

Meanwhile  she  may  be  permitted  to  move  into  the  Sisters  House  for  a 
while  on  trial  if  she  leaves  the  service  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Senseman. 

April  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  was  decided  to  refer  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing a  second  doctor  for  Salem  to  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  and  preferably  one 
who  speaks  English. 

Heinrich  Hein,  in  Bethabara,  has  selected  the  lot  between  Burkhead 
and  Herman  Butner  and  will  build  on  it. 
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April  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Since  the  last  meeting  of  Conferenz,  Br. 
and  Sr.  Nathanael  Schober  have  moved  into  the  Landmann  house. 

May  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Bethlehem  Aeltesten  Conferenz  has 
applied  to  this  Conferenz,  asking  that  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Sisters 
of  Salem  will  contribute  to  the  necessities  of  Sr.  Anna  Abigail  Green  in 
view  of  her  former  service  in  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters  here.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  Single  Sisters  are  willing  to  send  her  the  requested  sum  of 
thirty-two  dollars. 

June  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  Bethania  the  breaking  of  rules  is  spread- 
ing, and  the  young  people  of  both  sexes  are  meeting,  especially  during 
the  evenings,  in  spite  of  reminders  and  warnings  from  the  ministers, 
who  ask  what  measures  they  must  take.  Conferenz  thinks  it  will  make 
matters  worse  rather  than  better  to  suspend  such  young  people  from 
the  congregation  when  it  is  not  feasible  to  send  them  away  from  the  town 
at  once.  It  might  be  worth  while  to  discuss  the  matter  seriously  with 
the  Brethren  of  the  Committee,  and  then  with  them  and  the  house- 
fathers and  house-mothers  to  stress  the  importance  of  our  congregation 
rules.  Those  of  the  young  people  who  are  communicants  naturally 
have  shut  themselves  out  of  the  Communion. 

June  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  approves  entirely  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  that  measures  be  taken  to  remove 
the  boy  T.  C.  from  the  town.  His  conduct  has  not  improved  and  his 
master  will  not  keep  him  any  longer. 

June  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Negress  Nancy  has  been  serving  Br. 
and  Sr.  Kxamsch,  in  Hope,  but  she  has  become  a  burden  to  them  and 
they  have  released  her  and  have  secured  other  help.  She  will  stay  at 
Br.  Meinung's  house  until  he  can  build  a  cabin  for  her  at  the  Negro 
Quarter. 

July  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Kluge  referred  to  the  Conferenz  the 
request  for  readmission  of  the  daughter  of  Joseph  Holder  who  lives  near 
Bethania.  Through  her  marriage  with  Daniel  Hauser,  who  does  not 
belong  to  us,  she  separated  herself  from  us.  Her  husband  is  not  opposed 
to  her  rejoining  us,  and  the  Committee  in  Bethania  is  willing,  so  Con- 
ferenz gave  permission  for  her  to  belong  to  the  Bethania  congregation. 

July  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Van  Yleck  reported  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  the  teachers  in  the  Boarding  School.  Because  of  the  too  large  num- 
ber of  pupils  they  are  finding  conditions  oppressive,  and  they  ask  for  the 
consideration  of  their  problem  and  for  help.  He  also  communicated  a 
circular  which  will  be  inserted  in  as  many  newspapers  as  possible,  and 
printed  copies  of  it  will  be  sent  to  all  parents,  etc.,  who  expect  to 
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send  daughters  to  us.  The  circular  will  also  go  to  those  who  make 
new  application,  or  who  have  already  applied.  Through  such  a  circular, 
signed  by  Br.  Van  Vleck  in  the  name  of  the  trustees,  we  hope  to  prevent 
the  entrance  of  new  pupils  for  a  year. 

July  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  have  received  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Heathen  Society  held  in  Bethlehem  last  October  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Br.  von  Schweinitz. 

Sr.  Fetter  will  re-enter  the  Boarding  School  as  teacher. 

Br.  Samuel  Schulz  plans  to  do  butchering,  in  connection  with  his 
brother  Jacob.    He  will  live  at  Jacob's  house. 

July  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  For  some  time  the  washing  for  the  Boarding 
School  has  been  a  problem  for  lack  of  the  necessary  hands.  The  burden 
has  fallen  on  Sr.  Reichel,  who  needs  help  especially  because  of  the 
present  ill  health  of  her  husband.  The  probability  is  that  Br.  Burkhard 
will  undertake  it,  and  Collegium  is  convinced  that  through  this 
means  he  can  support  his  family.  He  shall  receive  one  dollar  for  each 
four  weeks  for  each  person,  and  there  are  usually  one  hundred  to  one 
hundred  and  ten  persons,  including  the  Sisters  who  are  in  the  School. 
The  stillhouse  is  particularly  well  suited  for  use  as  a  washhouse.  It 
will  be  well  to  make  new  arrangements  for  washing  there,  and  leave 
undisturbed  the  arrangements  at  the  Boarding  School.  Before  telling 
Br.  Burkhard  of  the  approval  of  the  Collegium  it  will  be  well  to  make 
sure  that  there  are  Sisters  who  are  willing  to  lend  him  a  helping  hand, 
for  without  their  help  the  plan  will  be  greatly  hindered. 

July  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Ruth  Rea  went  to  live  with  Br. 
and  Sr.  Kreuser  in  her  eleventh  year,  and  was  received  into  the  congre- 
gation, but  later  she  was  persuaded  by  her  mother  to  leave  Salem  and 
move  with  her  to  Clemmonstown.  Now  she  asks  urgently  that  permis- 
sion be  given  to  her  to  live  in  Salem.  For  some  days  she  has  been 
working  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Schroter,  but  she  would  like  to  move  into  the 
Sisters  House  as  soon  as  possible.  Since  she  moved  away  because  of  her 
mother's  insistence,  and  not  of  her  own  accord,  Conferenz  feels  at  liberty 
to  grant  her  request  without  recourse  to  the  lot. 

Aug.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Van  Vleck  reported  with  pleasure  that 
the  society  organized  in  Bethlehem  last  April  under  the  name  of  the 
Female  Missionary  Society  in  aid  of  the  Missions  of  the  United  Breth- 
ren4 at  its  first  meeting  last  month  donated  seventy  dollars  to  the  mission 
in  Springplace.  The  president  of  the  Society,  Br.  Seidel,  sent  this 
money  to  Br.  Van  Vleck  to  be  forwarded  to  Br.  Gambold. 


4  Still  in  existence,  and  doing  good  work  for  missions. 
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Aug.  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  With  the  approval  of  the  Collegium,  Br. 
Isaac  Boner  will  build  a  shop  in  his  yard.  It  will  be  of  framework,  two 
stories  high,  ten  by  twenty  feet. 

Aug.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  During  the  Choir  festival  of  the  Single 
Brethren  next  Saturday  five  youths  will  be  received  into  the  Choir, 
namely  Charles  Leinbach,  Adam  Butner,  Charles  Kluge,  Thomas  Pfohl, 
and  the  auswartige  J ohn  Brendel.  In  addition  to  the  usual  guests  at  the 
lovefeast  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  are  boarding  the  Single  Brethren 
will  be  invited. 

Sept.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Feast  of  Angels,  which  falls  on 
next  Tuesday,  and  with  it  a  Unity  Bay  for  the  children,  will  be  observed 
on  the  27th.  At  nine  o'clock  there  will  be  English  litany.  At  ten  o'clock 
there  will  be  a  reading  from  the  Nachrichten;  and  at  the  same  hour  a 
meeting  for  the  boarding  pupils  will  be  held  in  the  little  Saal.  The 
lovefeast  will  be  held  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  followed  by 
Anbeten  for  the  children  of  the  congregation.  Liturgy  will  come  in 
the  evening.  The  usual  meeting  for  those  Brethren  and  Sisters  to  whom 
is  committed  the  education  of  the  children  should  be  postponed  to  a 
more  convenient  time  in  view  of  the  sickness  which  now  exists. 

Sept.  30.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  diaries  show  that  after  the  last  Synod 
the  weekly  reports  were  read  to  the  congregations  of  Bethabara  and 
Bethania ;  so  in  the  same  manner  the  first  two  reports  received  from  the 
present  Synod  shall  be  read  to  the  adult  communicants  in  these  two 
congregations. 

Oct.  1J/..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  By  the  post  yesterday  we  received  the  min- 
utes of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen, 
held  on  the  21st  of  August  in  Bethlehem.  The  last  Wednesday  in  this 
month,  the  28th,  was  set  as  the  day  for  the  meeting  of  the  Wachovia 
members. 

Because  of  the  epidemic  the  Aufseher  Collegium  has  not  been  able  to 
meet  for  quite  a  while,  and  there  is  little  prospect  for  a  meeting  soon. 
Br.  John  Vogler  therefore  refers  to  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  his  wish  to 
make  immediate  preparations  for  the  building  of  his  house  next  spring. 
The  preparatory  plan  for  the  house  was  approved  by  Conferenz.  Espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  change  which  Synod  has  made  in  the  method  of 
marriage,5  Conferenz  has  no  hesitation  in  granting  the  request  of  Br. 
Vogler,  as  the  Collegium  has  already  discussed  the  matter.  The  house 
will  be  built  of  brick,  two  stories  high,  42  by  30  feet,  with  a  small  wing 
to  the  west  for  a  wash-kitchen.

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Conferenz  also  believes  that  in  answer  to  the  question  of  Br.  Kreuser 
he  may  be  told  that  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  he  should  not  make 
further  preparations  for  the  building  of  the  addition  to  the  Sisters 
House  as  there  is  now  a  prospect  of  being  able  to  secure  workmen  to 
haul  the  stone,  etc. 

Oct.  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Philippine  Christmann  asks  for  help 
because  of  her  own  increasing  weakness  and  the  fact  that  the  home- 
going  of  her  colleague,6  Sr.  Maria  Fetter,  has  left  a  gap  in  the  teaching 
force  in  the  Boarding  School.  A  proposal  that  she  enter  the  service  of 
the  Boarding  School  as  a  teacher  has  been  made  to  Sr.  Ruth  B-ea,  and  she 
is  willing  to  accept  it. 

Oct.  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  office  of  sick-nurse  for  the  married 
Sisters,  which  the  departed  Sr.  Stotz  held  for  a  time  with  much  faith- 
fulness, has  been  given  to  Sr.  Kreuser  who  is  willing  to  serve  as  long 
as  she  remains  in  town. 

Br.  Pfohl  reported  that  the  single  communicant  Br.  Christian  Pfaff 
wishes  to  marry  an  outside  person,  Elisabeth  Doll  (daughter  of  George). 
Greatly  as  we  wish  that  Brethren  in  Bethania  who  wish  to  marry  would 
choose  helpmeets  from  the  congregation,  the  Conferenz  found  no  suffi- 
cient reason  to  shut  the  aforesaid  Brother  from  the  congregation,  as  he 
has  announced  his  intention  properly  and  there  have  been  similar  cases 
already,  especially  as  both  of  the  parties  have  good  characters.  There- 
fore, if  they  ask  the  Bethania  pastor  to  marry  them  he  should  not 
refuse. 

The  Conferenz  is  glad  to  have  found  a  place  in  which  the  widow 
Strehle  can  live,  since  the  auswartige  Solomon  Lick  and  his  family  will 
move  into  the  house  which  she  has  occupied.  Br.  and  Sr.  Brendel  are 
willing  to  take  her  in. 

Oct.  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Day  before  yesterday  we  finally  received  the 
package  which  we  thought  was  lost.  The  reports  from  Synod  and  a 
number  of  letters  were  reviewed  with  interest. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  stated  in  response  to  the  request  that  he  secure  a 
second  doctor  for  Salem  that  no  one  could  be  obtained  in  England,  but 
he  had  good  hope  of  being  able  to  bring  with  him  a  young,  well-trained 
doctor  from  Germany,  Dr.  Kuhln. 

Nov.  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  For  help  in  his  washhouse  Br.  Burkhard  has 
brought  from  Bethabara  a  single  woman  named  Aust,  and  he  will  also 
employ  several  outside  girls. 

•  Two  Sisters  had  charge  of  each  group  of  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School,  being  "on  du,ty" 
in  their  living  rooms  on  alternate  days,  in  addition  to  teaching  the  regular  classes. 
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Collegium  offers  no  objection  to  the  proposed  plan  for  Br.  John 
Yogler 's  house,  which  will  be  of  brick,  two  stories  high,  42  by  30  feet, 
with  a  small  wing,  14  by  12  feet,  which  will  serve  for  wash-kitchen 
and  smithy. 

The  Single  Br.  Carl  Levering,  now  working  in  the  store,  sees  that  he 
can  be  spared  from  that  business  and  asks  to  be  allowed  to  begin  tailoring 
in  the  Brothers  House.  He  was  well  trained  for  that  trade  in  Bethlehem. 
The  Collegium  is  convinced  that  the  other  tailors  in  town  will  lose 
nothing  by  this,  but  rather  the  number  of  customers  coming  to  the  town 
will  be  increased  when  outsiders  hope  that  their  clothes  can  be  made 
more  according  to  their  wish.  Br.  Levering  plans  to  keep  several 
Sisters  busy  sewing  for  him. 

Nov.  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  In  revising  the  minutes  of  last  meeting  it  was 
remarked  that  the  doubts  voiced  at  the  time  that  Dr.  Vierling  built 
applied  less  in  the  case  of  Br.  John  Yogler,  partly  because  his  house 
will  not  be  as  large  as  the  other,  also  because  Br.  Yogler  will  not  need  to 
borrow  money  to  build,  and  besides  the  house  will  stand  at  a  place  where 
it  would  be  relatively  easier  to  find  a  purchaser. 

In  regard  to  the  means  which  should  be  taken  to  improve  the  health  of 
the  town  it  seems  important  that  the  Wach  should  be  cleaned  and 
straightened  so  far  as  means  for  the  purpose  allow.  Collegium  thinks 
that  a  subscription  list  should  be  opened  among  the  residents  for  this 
purpose.  Citizens  who  have  land  lying  on  the  creek,  and  those  who  wish 
to  secure  pieces  of  land  rent-free  from  the  congregation  vorsteher  should 
certainly  be  willing  to  clean  those  parts  of  the  creek  which  will  benefit 
themselves. 

Dec.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Yan  Yleek  read  interesting  extracts 
from  a  letter  from  his  son  in  Philadelphia,  among  other  things  the  arrival 
there  on  November  12  of  the  three  Cherokee  Indians  who  passed  through 
this  town  some  time  ago. 

Dec.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  regard  to  invitations  to  the  Christmas 
lovefeast  to  be  given  to  persons  who  do  not  belong  to  us,  care  will  be 
taken  that  they  are  not  issued  promiscuously,  but  those  who  work  in  our 
town  shall  receive  them  if  they  ask  for  them. 

Dec.  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  Doctor  Christian  David  Kuehln  will  live  for 
the  present  in  the  Brothers  House,  and  there  will  open  a  small  apothe- 
cary shop.

Extracts  from  the  Bethabara  Diary,  1818. 

Jan.  1.  Br.  Strohle  visited  the  members  in  all  the  houses,  and  gave 
them  his  heartiest  best  wishes  for  the  new  year. 

J  an.  8,  9.    The  services  were  omitted  because  of  the  weather. 

J  an.  12.  Yesterday  and  today  it  has  been  very  cold.  During  the  night 
the  first  considerable  snow  of  the  winter  fell.  It  was  three  to  four 
inches  deep. 

Jan.  20.    The  weather  was  unusually  warm  for  the  season. 
Jan.  27.    This  was  a  rainy  day. 

Jan.  28.  The  air  was  very  warm  and  in  the  morning  and  afternoon 
thunderclouds  came  up  and  we  heard  it  thunder,  but  it  did  not  rain 
much. 

Jan.  29,  30.    The  services  were  omitted  because  of  the  weather. 

Jan.  31.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow  and  continued  without  inter- 
ruption until  toward  evening,  so  the  religious  instruction  of  the  girls 
must  be  omitted.  Where  the  wind  did  not  drift  it,  the  snow  lay  half  a 
foot  deep. 

Feb.  2.  In  the  evening  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock  there  was  a  terri- 
ble storm  from  the  northeast.  The  downpour  of  rain  drove  into  many  of 
the  houses.    It  lasted  all  night,  then  froze  into  glaze  ice. 

Feb.  3.  In  the  morning  it  began  to  snow  and  continued  until  evening; 
then  the  weather  cleared  with  a  wind  from  the  northwest. 

Feb.  8.    Today  it  was  piercingly  cold. 

Feb.  18.  Early  in  the  morning  it  began  to  snow,  continuing  until 
noon,  when  it  turned  to  rain.  In  the  evening  and  during  the  night  it 
snowed  again. 

Feb.  19,  20.  Because  of  bad  weather  and  bad  roads  the  services  must 
be  omitted. 

Feb.  22,  23,  21^.  The  weather  was  mild  and  it  rained  most  of  the 
time. 

Feb.  27.  Because  of  the  bad  roads  and  the  cold  there  were  no 
services. 

March  2.  There  was  hard  and  continuous  rain,  and  the  roads  became 
worse  than  usual,  the  creeks  rose,  and  the  meadows  stood  under  water. 

March  If..    It  snowed  heavily  from  early  morning  to  late  evening. 

March  5,  6.  It  was  cold,  and  the  roads  were  very  bad  from  the 
melting  snow. 
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March  9,  10.  There  could  be  no  services  because  Br.  Strohle  was  not 
well.    For  several  days  we  have  bad  beautiful  spring  weather. 

March  16.  Today  it  began  to  rain,  then  sleeted  and  snowed,  and  con- 
tinued all  night.    The  wind  was  fairly  high. 

March  18.  Early  in  the  morning  it  began  to  snow  again,  and  there 
were  heavy  snow  flurries  all  day,  notwithstanding  which  the  members 
attended  the  services  [of  Passion  Week]  well,  as  they  have  been  doing. 

March  19.  Maundy  Thursday.  The  weather  finally  cleared  during 
the  morning. 

March  20.  Good  Friday.  The  reading  of  the  account  of  the  great 
events  of  this  day  was  interspersed  by  verses  sung  by  the  congregation 
with  organ  accompaniment. 

Following  the  afternoon  service  it  began  to  rain,  and  rained  heavily 
and  constantly  all  night,  so  that  by  morning  of  the  21st  roads  and 
meadows  were  under  water.  Most  of  the  members  came  to  the  Great 
Sabbath  lovefeast  in  spite  of  the  weather. 

March  22.  Easter  Sunday.  The  weather  was  still  raw  and  rainy, 
and  the  path  across  the  meadow  on  the  way  to  God's  Acre  was  under 
water,  so  we  prayed  the  Easter  litany  in  the  church. 

April  3.    There  was  much  rain. 

April  6.  The  widow  Maria  Elisabeth  Strehle  moved  from  here  to  the 
vicinity  of  Salem. 

April  9,  10.    The  weather  was  very  raw  and  windy. 
April  17.    Toward  evening  we  had  a  hard  storm  with  heavy  rain 
and  hail. 

April  20.  It  was  unusually  cold  for  this  season  of  the  year;  this 
morning  the  ground  was  so  white  with  frost  that  it  looked  like  winter. 

April  22.  The  weather  was  raw  and  unpleasant.  During  the  last 
two  nights  it  has  frosted  so  hard  that  fruit  and  vegetables  have  been 
badly  hurt. 

May  2.  After  a  long  spell  of  cold,  dry  weather  we  had  a  much 
desired  warm  rain,  though  not  a  great  deal  of  it. 

May  3.  It  was  again  raw,  and  a  hard  storm  came  up  from  the  north- 
west and  lasted  all  day. 

May  5.  Two  or  three  miles  from  here  Br.  Strohle  held  the  funeral 
of  a  married  woman,  Delilah  Aust,  maiden  name  Morris,  who  passed 
away  yesterday  following  the  birth  of  twins.    After  the  burial  Br. 
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Strohle  baptized  the  twin  daughters,  one  receiving  the  name  Anna  and 
the  other  Delilah. 

May  15.  It  finally  began  to  rain  after  a  long  drought,  and  rained 
hard  all  the  next  day. 

May  21.    Today  it  was  very  warm. 

May  26.  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  returned  to  Salem  after  being  detained  by 
a  storm  which  brought  rain  which  was  much  desired  because  it  has  been 
very  dry. 

May  27.    The  weather  was  delightful. 

May  30.  In  the  seventh  hour  of  the  evening  storms  began  to  follow 
one  another,  continuing  until  late  in  the  night  and  bringing  much  rain, 
which  changed  into  a  gentle,  general  rain  which  continued  during  the 
next  day. 

May  31.    After  the  rain  stopped  it  was  rather  cool. 

June  2.    The  nights  remain  rather  cool  but  the  days  are  delightful. 

June  7.  It  was  hotter  than  it  has  been  this  year.  The  thermometer 
stood  at  98°. 

June  llf..    Today  and  late  in  the  evening  we  had  fine  showers. 

June  21.  Sunday.  The  communicants  met.  The  married  Sr.  Chris- 
tina Elisabeth  Burkhard,  her  weeks  happily  ended,  appeared  in  church 
with  her  infant.  The  congregation  sang  several  verses  for  her,  and  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  was  laid  upon  her. 

June  28.  In  the  graveyard  at  the  mill  Br.  Strohle,  by  request,  held 
the  funeral  of  a  little  son  of  our  neighbors,  John  and  Temperance  Stolz. 
Today  was  hotter  than  it  has  been. 

July  2.  There  was  a  little  rain  yesterday  and  more  today,  so  the 
growing  things  which  have  suffered  from  the  long  drought  and  great 
heat  can  recuperate. 

July  12.    The  heat  was  almost  unbearable. 

July  19.  In  the  evening  we  had  a  good  rain  which  soaked  the  parched 
earth. 

July  20.  Last  night  a  mad  dog,  which  has  been  in  our  neighborhood 
for  some  time  and  has  caused  much  anxiety,  came  into  our  village  and 
bit  several  dogs.    To  avoid  danger  they  were  killed  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  hard  rain  which  lasted  two  or  three  hours 
and  put  the  meadows  and  some  gardens  under  water. 

July  23,  24,    There  were  numerous  showers. 
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July  26.  For  some  time  the  thermometer  has  stood  at  97°  to  99°,  and 
today  it  rose  to  100°. 

July  27.  There  was  a  hard  thunderstorm,  but  little  rain,  and  the  air 
was  not  cooled.    The  following  days  were  unusually  hot. 

Aug.  9.    The  heat  was  great. 

Aug.  15.  In  the  seventh  hour  of  the  evening  we  had  a  frightful  storm, 
but  we  were  very  thankful  for  the  rain  after  the  long  dry  spell. 

Aug.  23.  This  week  the  cutting  of  the  second  hay  crop  began.  The 
weather  continued  oppressively  hot. 

Aug.  26.  By  request  Br.  Strohle  held  the  funeral  at  the  mill  of  the 
child  of  neighbors.  The  sermon  was  preached  under  the  shade  of  the 
trees. 

Aug.  27.    A  greatly  desired  rain  fell  for  two  hours. 

Sept.  3,  Jf,  5.  There  were  occasional  showers  which  did  not  cool  the 
great  heat. 

Sept.  7.  In  the  evening  between  six  and  eight  o'clock  we  had  a  hard 
storm  with  wind  and  hail.  The  next  day  it  was  piercingly  raw  and  cold, 
and  very  windy. 

Everyone  has  been  busy  this  week  with  the  second  crop  of  hay,  which 
has  turned  out  well. 

Sept.  12.  This  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  came  from  Salem, 
and  spoke  with  the  married  people  in  couples  in  preparation  for  their 
covenant  day  tomorrow.  At  five  o'clock  they  had  a  meeting,  which  Br. 
Van  Vleck  held,  in  which  their  Choir  year  was  closed. 

Sept.  13.  Sunday.  The  married  people  celebrated  their  Choir  festi- 
val, with  the  grace  and  comfort  of  the  Saviour. 

Sept.  17.  In  the  morning  we  had  several  hard  showers,  for  which  we 
were  very  thankful  because  of  the  long  dry  and  hot  weather. 

Sept.  23.  During  this  week  the  days  have  been  cool  and  the  nights 
uncomfortably  cold. 

Sept.  27.  In  the  ninth  hour  of  the  morning  a  hard  rain  began,  which 
continued  all  day,  and  all  day  of  the  28th  and  29th,  when  it  cleared 
and  was  piercingly  cold. 

Oct.  1  to  If.    There  was  a  cold  rain. 

Oct.  16.    For  several  days  it  has  been  quite  warm. 

Oct.  22.  Sr.  Dorothea  Warner  came  from  Salem  to  visit  us.  The 
evening  meeting  was  omitted  because  of  the  raw  air. 
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Oct.  27.  The  weather  and  the  roads  were  good,  and  Br.  and  Sr. 
Strohle  went  to  Salem  to  visit  and  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Heathen 
Society,  set  for  tomorrow. 

Nov.  17.    We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival. 

Nov.  18.  Last  night  it  began  to  rain,  and  continued  today,  though  not 
very  hard.    During  the  following  night  it  cleared,  and  was  very  cold. 

Nov.  24-.  Religious  instruction  for  the  children  was  begun  and  will 
continue  during  the  winter. 

Nov.  28.  For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  like  spring  and  today 
the  frogs  have  been  croaking  all  day. 

Nov.  30.  Tonight  a  thief  broke  a  window  on  the  barnyard  side  of  Br. 
Kummer's  kitchen  and  stole  all  kinds  of  foodstuff  and  some  other  things. 
The  thief  unlocked  the  door  from  the  inside  and  left  it  and  the  window 
standing  open.  'No  one  was  awakened,  although  Br.  Kummer's  bedroom 
adjoins  the  kitchen. 

Dec.  2,  3.  These  were  the  coldest  days  we  have  had ;  the  thermometer 
stood  at  15°  above  zero  in  the  morning. 

Dec.  5.  Last  night  it  began  to  storm  and  rain,  and  continued  all  day 
and  into  the  following  night  when  it  cleared  up  very  cold  and  raw  with 
a  northwest  wind. 

Dec.  7,  8,  10.    There  could  be  no  service  because  of  the  weather. 

Dec.  11.    Rain  which  began  in  the  evening  continued  all  night. 

Dec.  15,  17,  18.  There  could  be  no  services  because  of  the  severe 
cold. 

Dec.  21.    The  great  cold  moderated  and  it  rained. 
Dec.  23.    It  snowed  a  while  but  melted  immediately. 

Dec.  31.  Memorabilia.  As  we  look  back  on  the  year  that  has  passed 
we  must  surely  realize  that  each  day  has  been  distinguished  by  the 
grace  of  God  and  His  blessing  on  spirit  and  body. 

The  Gospel  was  publicly  proclaimed  on  Sundays  and  on  the  festal  days 
of  the  universal  Christian  church,  looking  in  faith  to  Jesus,  and  pray- 
ing fervently  for  His  blessing. 

In  the  congregation  and  Choir  meetings,  on  the  Choir  festivals 
and  the  memorial  days  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  we  were  conscious 
of  the  gracious  presence  of  the  Saviour. 

What  was  needed  for  our  material  support  was  given  to  us  by  the 
father-hand  of  our  God.  In  this  year  late,  hard,  night  frosts  com- 
pletely ruined  the  fruit ;  but  on  the  whole  the  crops  in  field  and  garden 
and  meadow  did  very  well,  for  which  we  thank  the  Giver  of  all  good. 
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The  mumps,  which  were  epidemic  in  the  country  last  winter  and  in  the 
spring,  did  not  skip  us,  and  many  had  attacks ;  but  with  a  few  exceptions 
we  were  free  of  the  fever  from  which  many  members  in  our  other  congre- 
gations suffered,  especially  Salem,  and  we  have  been  spared  any  other 
epidemic  by  the  grace  of  God.  Let  us  bring  praise  and  thanks  to  Him 
for  it. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1818. 

Jan.  1.  With  the  comforting  hope  that  the  first  doctrinal  text  for  this 
year :  Behold,  I  make  all  things  new,  would  become  true  for  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  and  for  each  separate  congregation,  we  entered  this  year  during 
which  a  Synod  would  be  held  after  an  interval  of  seventeen  years. 

Jan.  If..  Sunday.  We  celebrated  in  advance  the  Heathen  Festival  of 
the  6th.  Instead  of  preaching  Br.  Pfohl  held  a  gemeinstunde,  in  which 
he  spoke  on  the  doctrinal  text  for  the  sixth,  concerning  the  spread  of 
the  kingdom  of  Jesus  on  the  earth,  and  mentioned  the  founding  of 
Bible  societies  and  other  religious  societies  in  our  times  in  almost  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

Jan.  5.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Pfohl  read  from  the  Nachrichten. 
During  the  night  he  had  an  attack  of  severe  pain  in  the  body  and  cramps 
in  the  stomach,  which  lasted  for  several  days. 

Jan.  11.  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl  did  not  dare  go  into  the  cold  church, 
as  his  pain  had  not  entirely  ceased,  so  Br.  Kluge  held  the  services. 

Jan.  15.  The  Single  Sr.  Christine  Kapp,  who  has  lived  here,  married 
today  the  single  Franz  Seitz,  who  does  not  belong  to  us,  and  moved  with 
him  to  the  Bethania  mill. 

Jan.  17.  During  the  latter  days  of  this  week  the  so-called  mumps, 
which  for  some  time  has  been  epidemic  in  Salem,  made  its  appearance 
here.  Sr.  Pfohl,  her  two  children,  and  the  serving  girl  have  taken 
the  disease,  and  also  the  Single  Sr.  Maria  Magdalena  Transou  who  came 
from  Salem  to  visit  her  parents  here. 

Jan.  18.  Br.  Kluge  held  the  four-weekly  preaching  at  John  Jacob 
Sponhauer's. 

Jan.  20.  The  Single  Sr.  Johanna  Gertraut  Hauser  (Joseph's  daugh- 
ter) today  was  married  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  single  John 
Karney,  who  does  not  belong  to  us.  They  moved  to  the  house  which 
he  has  built  in  Shore's  Town. 

Jan.  22.  By  request,  Br.  Kluge  held  in  the  German  Church  beyond 
Muddy  Creek  the  funeral  of  the  man  Jacob  Conrad,  who  died  suddenly 
yesterday. 
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Jan.  25.  By  request,  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  funeral,  in  the  German 
Church  at  Beaver  Dam,  of  the  old  man  Hermannus  Miller,  who  died 
yesterday  morning  in  our  neighborhood. 

Feb.  1.  The  evening  singstunde  must  be  omitted,  for  the  rather  deep 
snow  which  fell  a  few  days  ago  is  melting,  and  the  roads  in  the  town 
are  impassable,  especially  when  it  is  dark. 

Feb.  9.  Because  of  the  intense  cold,  water  has  frozen  in  buckets  in 
the  houses. 

Feb.  10.  On  the  farm  of  the  widowed  Br.  Johannes  Schor,  Br.  Kluge 
married  Br.  Schor  to  the  widow  Elisabeth  Hauser,  maiden  name  Boeckel, 
who  has  been  living  at  the  Bethabara  mill. 

Feb.  22.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  attended  by  both  the 
local  and  the  auswartige  members. 

March  11/..  Br.  Kluge  held  the  religious  instruction  for  the  children 
and  young  people  of  Pfaff's  settlement;  this  is  done  every  fourteen 
days. 

March  15.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  general  meeting  to 
give  notice  of  our  approaching  congregation  festival.  This  anniversary 
cannot  be  observed  on  the  proper  day,  the  19th  of  this  month,  because 
that  falls  on  Maundy  Thursday  this  year,  so  it  will  be  postponed  to  the 
second  Easter  day. 

March  21.  As  our  congregation  festival  will  be  celebrated  day  after 
tomorrow  the  usual  Great  Sabbath  lovefeast  was  omitted. 

March  22.  Easter  Sunday.  Because  of  the  wet  weather  it  was  impos- 
sible to  go  to  God's  Acre,  so  the  early  service  was  held  in  the  church  at 
six  o'clock. 

At  eleven  o'clock  Br.  Herman  from  Salem  preached  here  for  the  first 
time,  speaking  in  English.  He  was  heard  with  great  approval  and  close 
attention.  In  spite  of  the  weather  a  fair  number  of  visitors  were 
present. 

In  the  afternoon  he  held  the  meeting  for  the  Negroes,  of  whom  more 
than  sixty  attended. 

April  5.  Because  of  conditions  Br.  George  Hauser  has  found  himself 
obliged  to  sell  his  tavern  in  this  town.  With  the  approval  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  of  the  Committee  here,  the  tavern  was  bought 
today  by  the  brothers  Christian  Heinrich  and  Johann  Gottfried  Grabs. 
As  soon  as  they  get  possession,  which  will  not  be  until  the  beginning  of 
October,  they  will  carry  on  the  tavern.

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April  19.  In  a  meeting  for  the  married  people  Br.  Pfohl  announced 
their  Choir  Communion  for  the  3rd  of  May. 

April  26.  In  a  meeting  of  the  Single  Sisters,  Br.  Kluge  announced 
their  Choir  festival,  which  will  be  held  on  May  6th.  For  the  first 
time  the  older  girls  will  not  share  the  services  with  them. 

April  29.  By  request,  in  the  German  Church  beyond  Muddy  Creek, 
Br.  Kluge  held  the  funeral  of  the  married  man  Friedrich  Miller,  who 
died  last  evening  in  that  neighborhood. 

May  1,  2.  In  the  latter  days  of  the  week  there  was  speaking  with  the 
married  people,  preparatory  to  their  Choir  Communion. 

May  3.  The  communicants  of  the  Married  Choir  had  a  lovefeast,  fol- 
lowed by  Holy  Communion. 

May  IS.  By  request,  Br.  Pfohl  baptized  the  very  sick  child  of  a 
family  in  our  neighborhood.  Some  hours  later  the  child  departed  this 
life,  and  the  parents  asked  Br.  Pfohl  to  return  the  next  day  and  hold 
its  funeral  in  the  burial  place  of  that  community,  three  miles  from  here. 
After  the  interment  he  preached  in  the  meeting-hall  of  the  Methodists, 
near  Doub's. 

June  J/..  The  Older  Girls  celebrated  a  happy  and  blessed  Choir 
festival,  with  the  usual  services. 

July  28.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Gottfried  Grabs  was  married  to  the 
single  Sr.  Maria  Matilde  Schor  by  the  justice. 

Aug.  IS.  There  was  speaking  with  the  received  and  the  not  received 
members  of  the  Choirs  of  Married  People,  Single  Sisters,  and  Older 
Girls. 

Aug.  SO.  Br.  Pfohl  held  a  meeting  for  the  married  people,  and  an- 
nounced their  Choir  festival  for  next  Sunday,  September  6. 

Sept.  k,  5.  There  was  speaking  with  the  married  couples  in  prepara- 
tion for  their  approaching  Choir  festival  tomorrow.  The  communicant 
members  of  the  Choir  had  a  special  meeting  for  the  Pedilavium. 

Oct.  3.  On  the  jubilee  of  our  Br.  Kluge  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a 
visit  from  Br.  Van  Vleck,  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter,  and  the  Brn.  Wolle  and 
Herman,  from  Salem. 

Oct.  8.  The  auswartige  widowed  Sr.  Catharina  Werner  and  her 
daughter  Rebecca  Elisabeth  moved  from  the  mill  into  the  so-called 
Conrad  house  in  town. 

Oct.  9.  Br.  George  and  Sr.  Magdalena  Hauser  moved  from  the  town 
to  their  farm  three  miles  away. 

24 
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Oct.  26.  The  young  couple,  Br.  Johann  Gottfried  and  Sr.  Maria 
Matilde  Grabs,  moved  into  the  tavern  of  Br.  George  Hauser,  which  they 
have  bought  and  will  conduct  in  future. 

Oct.  27.  Toward  evening  at  the  home  of  the  auswartige  Br.  Abraham 
Loesch,  Br.  Pfohl  performed  the  marriage  ceremony  for  the  single  Br. 
Abraham  Hauser  of  Salem  and  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Elisabeth  Loesch  of 
Bethania.  On  the  following  day,  the  28th,  the  newly  married  pair 
moved  to  their  farm  near  Salem. 

Nov.  3.  In  the  sixth  hour  of  the  morning  it  pleased  our  dear  Lord  to 
end  the  troubles  and  misery  of  our  Br.  George  Hauser,  and  through  a 
gentle  departure  to  receive  him  into  eternity. 

Nov.  .4.  Br.  Steiner  came  from  Salem  at  our  request,  and  in  the  after- 
noon spoke  in  English  at  the  funeral  of  our  departed  Br.  George  Hauser. 
The  service  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  our  English  neighbors, 
who  listened  attentively  to  the  funeral  sermon. 

Dec.  10.  Today  a  justice  of  the  peace  married  the  auswartige  com- 
municant single  Br.  Christian  Pfaff  to  the  single  Elisabeth  Doll,  who 
does  not  belong  to  us. 

Dec.  31.  Memorabilia.  The  cold,  dry  weather  which  continued  so 
long  in  May  prevented  us  from  working  the  fields  at  the  usual  time,  and 
caused  many  anxious  thoughts  concerning  the  harvest  and  our  future  sup- 
port. We  were  the  more  ashamed  of  our  premature  and  unnecessary 
worry  when  the  harvests  were  gathered,  and  we  found  how  well  and  how 
richly  our  Lord  had  provided  for  this  part  of  our  needs.  Our  gardens 
and  orchards  indeed  suffered  from  the  late  night-frosts  in  spring,  and 
from  the  long-continued  dry  weather  in  summer,  especially  the  potatoes 
and  cabbage,  of  which  the  latter  was  completely  destroyed  by  all  sorts  of 
caterpillars,  so  we  will  be  very  short  of  vegetables. 

The  serious  illness  in  the  congregation  of  Salem  aroused  our  sympathy, 
and  some  of  the  dear  patients  came  from  there  to  our  town  and  remained 
for  some  weeks,  hoping  that  a  change  of  air  would  break  the  fever. 
Their  hope  was  not  in  vain,  for  most  of  them  returned  to  Salem  thankful 
for  their  restoration  to  health. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1818. 

J  an.  27.  There  was  the  marriage  of  the  single  John  Ackerman  to  the 
single  Anna  Johanna  Spach  in  the  house  of  her  mother.  The  banns 
were  published  on  two  Sundays.  They  have  married  according  to  their 
own  will,  so  according  to  the  rules  they  can  no  longer  live  in  the 
congregation  town  of  Salem. 
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Feb.  7.  The  members  who  have  children  who  should  be  received  into 
the  Society  were  asked  to  send  them  next  Monday  to  begin  doctrinal 
instruction. 

Feb.  9.  Instruction  was  begun  for  eleven  children  who  will  come 
three  days  a  week  until  our  congregation  festival. 

March  12.  Several  members  came  from  Salem  to  share  with  us  in  our 
congregation  anniversary.    It  was  a  busy  but  blessed  day  for  us. 

March  22.  Easter  Sunday.  We  prayed  the  Easter  litany  on  God's 
Acre. 

April  lJf.    Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  Zion  Church. 

April  16.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  the  Pilgrims 
Church. 

April  19.  A  service  was  held  for  Negroes,  and  a  Negro  child  belonging 

to  Br.  John  Spach  was  baptized. 

April  26.  The  number  of  pupils  in  our  German  school  has  risen  to 
twenty-seven. 

Aug.  9.  Sunday.  There  was  speaking  with  the  communicants  pre- 
paratory to  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  will  be  held  on  the  15th  as  the 
annual  election  for  assemblymen  falls  on  the  thirteenth. 

The  four-weekly  service  for  the  Negroes  was  held. 

Aug.  16.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers  to  discuss  im- 
provements on  the  residence  of  the  pastor  and  his  family,  but  nothing 
was  decided  because  the  members  could  not  agree. 

Aug.  25.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  the  church  near 
Henry  Rippel. 

Sept.  29.    Br.  Rude  got  a  young  son. 

Oct.  11.  In  a  service  for  the  children  Br.  Rude  baptized  Gottlieb 
Herman  Rude,  born  on  September  29 ;  and  also  Johann  Thomas  Fischel, 
born  October  3,  son  of  Conrad  and  Susanna  Fischel. 

Oct.  25.  After  preaching  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  married  people 
and  the  communicant  members  in  which  announcement  was  made  of  the 
approaching  celebration  of  the  covenant  day  of  the  Married  People  on 
the  31st,  and  Communion  on  the  same  day. 

Nov.  8.  Sunday.  Banns  were  published  for  Samuel  Spach  from 
Salem  and  Catharina  Greter  from  this  congregation. 

Nov.  15.  Banns  were  again  published  for  Sam  Spach  and  Catharine 
Greter. 
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Nov.  19.  Samuel  Spach  and  Catharine  Greter  were  married  in  the 
home  of  her  parents. 

Nov.  26.  Paulus  Schneider  was  married  to  Maria  Magdalena  Spach 
in  Mother  Spach's  house. 

Dec.  S.  The  single  Society  Br.  Daniel  Spach  was  married  to  the 
single  Society  Sr.  Rebecca  Wesner  in  the  home  of  her  parents. 


1819 

[From  a  petition  offered  in  1818  to  the  national  House  of  Representa- 
tives, asking  that  Missouri  he  admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  state,  there 
developed  in  1819  a  bitter  controversy  on  the  question  of  slavery,  which 
delayed  action  on  the  original  petition.  Alabama  was  admitted  as  a 
state;  and  the  Territory  of  Arkansas  was  organized  with  slavery  per- 
mitted. 

President  Monroe  made  a  tour  through  the  southern  states,  and  visited 
the  eastern  part  of  North  Carolina,  but  not  the  piedmont  section. 

Bishop  "William  Meade,  of  Virginia,  was  sent  south  to  organize 
branches  of  the  American  Colonization  Society,  and  thirteen  were  begun 
in  North  Carolina. 

In  North  Carolina  widespread  financial  distress  developed.  Banks 
suspended  specie  payments,  and  many  persons  became  insolvent.  There 
was  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  Wilmington ;  and  in  November  that 
city  had  a  great  fire,  in  which  three  hundred  houses  were  burned  and  one 
life  was  lost. 

In  November,  the  Assembly  elected  the  Rev.  Lewis  D.  Schweinitz,  of 
Salem,  to  fill  one  of  two  vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
University.1 

John  Branch  was  re-elected  by  the  Assembly  for  his  third  one-year 
term  as  governor  of  North  Carolina.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  in  Salem  and  the  other 
Wachovia  Congregations  for  the  Year  1819. 

[Translated  in  full.] 

We  close  the  year  1819  with  heart  and  mind  fixed  upon  our  God  and 
Saviour  in  Whose  hands  our  times  are  held.  During  this  year  we  have 
again  experienced  so  many  proofs  of  His  faithfulness  and  goodness, 
shown  in  so  many  unmerited  mercies,  that  to  review  them  fills  our  hearts 
with  humble  and  thankful  feelings.  Again  we  have  enjoyed  civil  peace 
and  freedom  under  a  beneficent  government;  nothing  has  hindered  the 
continuance  and  growth  of  our  congregations;  and  we  have  sought  and 
found  sustenance  and  comfort  for  our  souls  in  His  precious  Word  and 
the  holy  Sacraments. 

In  general,  taken  in  comparison  with  former  years,  this  was  a  year 
of  health  in  Salem,  a  few  cases  of  fever  excepted,  and  they  were  less 
severe  than  in  the  year  1818. 


See  minute  book  of  the  trustees  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  on  file  in  the  University 
Library  at  Chapel  Hill. 
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In  spite  of  the  great  heat  of  the  summer  and  an  unusually  long 
drought,  the  returns  from  the  land  in  field  products  was  better  than  was 
expected  and  the  fruit  trees  bore  richly.  The  drought  was  not  broken 
until  recently,  and  springs,  wells,  and  streams  failed  in  many  cases,  and 
nearly  all  the  mills  in  the  neighborhood  were  unable  to  run.  The  hard 
times,  of  which  the  entire  country  has  complained,  were  felt  here,  but 
apparently  in  a  less  degree  than  elsewhere.  Thanks  should  be  given  to 
our  Father  in  heaven  that  He  has  given  us  the  things  needful  for  life. 
Our  homes  also  have  been  preserved  from  the  danger  of  fire. 

When  we  consider  the  many  spiritual  and  temporal  blessings  which  we 
have  received  the  question  presses :  Have  we  always  thankfully  recog- 
nized and  properly  used  the  gracious  gifts  of  His  goodness,  protection, 
and  faithfulness,  which  came  to  us  each  day,  though  unmerited?  After 
honest  consideration  each  one  must  answer  this  for  himself.  Well  for  us 
if  an  humble  realization  of  our  shortcomings  and  our  faults  leads  us  to  the 
throne  of  grace  of  our  merciful  High  Priest,  Jesus  Christ,  and  if  we  are 
incited  to  dedicate  our  days  and  hours  of  life  to  Him  who  bought  us  by 
His  blood. 

Of  notable  events  in  the  course  of  this  year  we  mention  the  following : 

First,  from  SALEM.  The  31st  of  January  was  a  day  of  joy  for  the 
congregation  of  Salem  because  we  were  able  to  welcome  our  deputy  to 
Synod,  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  together  with  his  wife  and  little  son,  a  girl 
whom  they  have  taken  into  their  care,  and  the  Single  Sr.  Paulina 
Schober,  who  returned  after  an  absence  of  sixteen  months.  All  hearts 
were  moved  to  the  warmest  thanks  and  praise  to  our  good  God,  who  with 
tender  hand  led  them  thither  and  back.  For  the  latter  part  of  their 
journey,  from  Bethlehem  hither,  the  weather  and  roads  were  unusually 
good  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

From  the  7th  to  the  16th  of  February  the  Results2  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Unity  of  Brethren,  held  in  Herrnhut  in  the  year  1818,  were  presented  to 
the  congregation,  and  were  heard  with  great  attention  and  with  a  blessed 
impression  on  hearts. 

At  the  same  time,  from  the  8th  to  the  11th  of  February,  the  assembled 
ministers  of  the  Wachovia  congregations  met  in  several  sessions  daily, 
and  read  and  considered  the  Results. 

On  February  28  there  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congregation 
Council,  now  consisting  of  all  adult  Brethren  of  the  place-congregation, 
and  seven  Brethren  were  elected  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Brn.  L.  D.  von  Schweinitz,  Samuel  Stotz,  Magnus  Hulthin, 
and  Jacob  Blum,  who  are  members  because  of  their  official  positions.

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In  the  first  session  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  on  March  8,  Br.  L.  D. 
von  Schweinitz  was  elected  chairman. 

After  we  had  received  a  copy  of  the  revised  congregation  rules  they 
were  presented  to  the  congregation  on  April  18.  On  the  22nd  they  were 
signed  by  the  members  of  Congregation  Council. 

The  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  Maundy  Thursday  was  par- 
ticularly impressive  this  year  because  all  the  non-communicants  belong- 
ing to  this  congregation  were  present  as  observers  at  this  memorial  of 
the  death  of  Jesus.  Seven  who  became  candidates  for  Confirmation, 
and  five  who  were  already  candidates  under  the  former  rules,  twelve 
altogether,  were  instructed  in  the  principles  of  salvation  from  the  19th 
of  August  to  the  9th  of  October  according  to  the  recommendations  of 
Synod.  On  October  10,  Sunday  afternoon,  at  three  o'clock,  the  congre- 
gation met,  and  the  candidates  were  publicly  catechised,  and  then  were 
solemnly  blessed  as  they  confirmed  their  baptismal  covenant.  The  con- 
firmands  were  deeply  touched  in  their  hearts,  as  was  the  congregation, 
by  the  blessing  of  the  Saviour  laid  upon  this  first  ceremonial  Con- 
firmation. On  Sunday,  October  17,  they  partook  for  the  first  time  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

After  attentively  listening  to  the  Results  of  Synod,  and  studying  the 
important  points  therein  contained,  we  feel  anew  how  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  is  bound  together  in  spirit,  and  our  call  of  grace  to  belong  to 
it  is  the  more  lively,  great,  and  important  for  us.  This  sentiment  of 
affectionate  union  was  sealed  on  the  12th  of  May,  when  we  for  the  first 
time  celebrated  our  congregational  festival  on  that  date  according  to  the 
recommendation  of  Synod,  and  we  thought  by  name  and  with  love  of  all 
the  congregations  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  reconsecrated  ourselves 
in  the  fellowship  of  the  spirit  to  the  Head  and  Sovereign  of  our  Unity, 
and  commended  ourselves  to  His  grace. 

The  new  Choir  meeting-hall  in  the  addition  to  the  Sisters  House  was 
completed,  and  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord  at  a  lovefeast  and  by  prayer 
on  the  19th  of  December. 

On  December  27  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren  observed  the  anni- 
versary of  the  dedication  of  their  House  fifty  years  ago  and  its  occupa- 
tion, by  solemn  services. 

Our  children,  both  boys  and  girls,  celebrated  the  17th  of  August 
together  for  the  first  time. 

The  former  first  teacher  of  the  school  for  little  boys,  Br.  J.  G.  Her- 
man, and  Br.  Thomas  Schulz,  have  ceased  service  there,  and  have  been 
succeeded  by  Br.  William  Craig,  who  was  called  from  Gracehill  and 
arrived  here  on  February  12,  and  by  Br.  Carl  Kluge,  with  the  temporary 
assistance  of  Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl.    At  this  time  sixteen  little  boys 
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are  attending  the  school,  of  whom  four  live  in  the  Anstalt.  The  number 
of  little  girls  in  school  is  twenty-two.  In  the  Boarding  School  during 
this  year  thirty-six  new  pupils  have  entered  and  seventy  have  left;  the 
present  number  is  eighty-three.  Two  teachers  have  left  the  service  of 
the  School,  Maria  Theresia  Schober  and  Salome  Fetter.  On  the  other 
hand  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  has  re-entered  as  teacher,  and  the  Srs. 
Susanna  Elisabeth  Losch  and  Henriette  Kluge  have  begun  to  teach  there. 
Concerning  other  congregations  in  Wachovia. 

The  country  congregation  of  Friedberg  on  March  12  celebrated  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  their  school-and-meeting- 
house,  happily  and  in  the  felt  presence  of  our  dear  Lord. 

In  March  Br.  von  Schweinitz  presented  the  Results  of  Synod  to  the 
congregations  of  Bethania  and  Bethabara.  In  each  congregation  this 
was  followed  by  the  election  of  a  new  Committee;  and  in  Bethabara  a 
Brotherly  Agreement  was  adopted. 

In  the  month  of  May  extracts  from  the  Results,  suited  for  their  needs, 
were  presented  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz  to  the  country  congregations  of 
Friedberg,  Friedland,  and  Hope,  and  new  Committees  were  elected. 

It  became  necessary  to  give  up  the  store  hitherto  carried  on  in 
Bethabara  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  Sustentation  diaconie;  and  Br. 
J.  J.  Kummer  and  his  family  left  in  August  for  Bethlehem. 

In  Friedland,  in  September,  a  Sunday  school  was  begun,  which  is  con- 
ducted by  members  of  that  congregation  and  is  largely  attended. 

The  Sunday  school  four  miles  from  Salem,  in  the  Friedberg  neighbor- 
hood, served  from  here  and  conducted  and  supervised  by  Mr.  Rippel,  has 
ceased  for  a  time  because  of  difficulties  which  have  arisen. 

It  must  also  be  noted  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Wachovia  mem- 
bers of  the  Heathen  Society  was  held  on  the  28th  of  October. 

Changes  in  the  ministers  of  the  congregations  in  Wachovia. 

Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Beichel,  in  addition  to  continuing  his  office 
as  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  for  girls,  has  become  associate 
preacher  of  the  Salem  congregation,  and  his  wife,  Sr.  Friederica  Reichel, 
has  become  a  member  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Our  Br.  Simon  Peter,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Wachovia 
Provincial  Elders  Conference,  was  called  home  by  the  Lord  into  eternal 
rest  on  May  29,  in  Salem,  after  faithful  service  in  various  congregations, 
and  for  thirty-four  years  in  Wachovia. 

A  few  days  previously,  that  is  on  May  20,  Br.  Christian  Friedrich  and 
Sr.  Maria  Schaaf  arrived  safely  in  Salem.  They  were  called  from 
Bethlehem  by  Synod,  both  of  them  to  serve  as  leaders  of  the  married 
people,  and  he  as  associate  pastor  and  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Elders 
Conference. 
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Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge,  formerly  assistants  in  the  Bethania  congregation, 
were  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  congregation  of  Graceham,  in  Mary- 
land, and  left  Bethania  with  their  three  children  on  April  19. 

Br.  Peter  Wolle,  pfleger  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren,  was  called 
to  Bethania  in  the  place  of  Br.  Kluge,  and  to  that  end  was  married  on 
April  20  to  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Theresia  Schober.  After  a  visit  to 
Pennsylvania  they  were  installed  in  Bethania  on  July  25.  Br.  Wolle  had 
been  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  in  Salem  on  July  19, 
in  a  meeting  of  the  congregation,  and  his  wife  had  been  received  as  an 
Akoluthe  by  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference. 

For  the  present  Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  serve  as  pfleger  for  the  Single 
Brethren  in  Salem. 

Br.  Kramsch,  accompanied  by  his  daughter  Louisa  and  by  Br.  Abraham 
Steiner,  left  for  Raleigh  on  July  20,  to  undergo  an  operation  on  one  of 
his  eyes.  He  returned  on  October  1,  but  without  the  desired  good  results 
from  the  operation.  His  wife  also  is  very  weak  and  sickly,  so  it  was 
necessary  to  arrange  to  relieve  them  of  Hope.  Therefore,  after  six  years 
of  faithful  service  in  the  congregation  of  Hope,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  and 
their  daughter,  the  Single  Sister  Christiana  Susanna  Kramsch,  returned 
to  Salem  from  Hope  on  December  14. 

The  little  congregation  of  Hope  will  be  served  temporarily  from 
Salem. 


Concerning  the  nearest  mission  post,  Springplace,  which  stands  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Wachovia  Provincial  Elders  Confer- 
ence, it  may  be  said  that  this  year  has  been  distinguished  from  others  in 
a  special  manner.  Through  a  deputation  of  certain  chiefs,  the  Cherokee 
nation,  in  the  beginning  of  this  year,  made  a  treaty  with  the  government 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  by  which  the  interest  of  the  states 
bordering  on  the  nation  were  considered  and  defined,  and  boundaries  were 
fixed  for  land  for  that  portion  of  the  nation  which  desires  to  remain  there 
and  enjoy  the  advantages  of  civilization.  This  assures  the  continuance 
of  our  and  other  missions  and  schools  for  the  nation,  and  the  Government 
is  to  be  busy  and  helpful  in  maintaining  them,  in  increasing  and  broad- 
ening them. 

At  the  same  time  there  is  an  encouraging  and  pleasing  prospect  for 
fruitfulness  in  the  field  which  we  have  worked  in  Springplace  and  at 
some  distance  from  that  post.  There  is  a  well-grounded  and  increasing 
awakening  in  many  souls,  realizing  their  lost  condition,  desiring  grace, 
and  with  more  eagerness  to  hear  the  Gospel  of  salvation. 

All  circumstances  seemed  to  indicate  that  this  was  the  right  time  to 
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fulfill  the  oft  repeated  wish  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  and  arrange  for  a 
visit  from  here  to  consider  everything  on  the  spot,  so  that  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference  might  be  better  prepared  to  consider  the  best  interests 
of  this  mission  post. 

As  is  known,  our  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  was  asked  to  go,  and  set  out  on 
the  17th  of  September,  accompanied  by  Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  and  our 
good  wishes  and  prayers.  On  October  6  he  reached  our  Brother  and 
Sister  in  Springplace,  to  their  great  joy.  Their  stay  lasted  from  Octo- 
ber 6  to  November  17,  and  included  visits  in  the  neighborhood  where 
there  are  awakened  persons,  and  attendance  on  the  Council  of  the  nation. 
Br.  Steiner  had  the  pleasure  himself  to  see  and  hear  the  active  stirrings 
of  grace,  as  may  be  seen  in  his  report  which  will  soon  be  communicated 
to  the  congregation.  With  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  and  others  he  discussed 
in  detail  the  circumstances,  matters  that  need  consideration,  and  the 
whole  condition  of  the  matter ;  and  ended  his  visit  on  the  14th  of  Novem- 
ber with  the  dedication  of  the  new  school-and-meeting-house,  and  baptism 
of  two  adults,  so  that  the  small  number  of  the  first-fruits  there 
increased  to  five  by  the  end  of  Br.  Steiner's  visit.  On  the  6th  of 
December  we  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  Brn.  Steiner  and  Pfohl 
return  in  good  health  to  Salem. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Diary,  1819. 

Jan.  16.  Sr.  Van  Yleck  went  to  Hope  to  visit  Sr.  Kramsch  for  several 
days. 

Jan.  19.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  singstunde,  in  which  hymns  were  sung 
concerning  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  among  the  heathen,  in 
remembrance  of  the  beginning  of  the  mission  in  Greenland,3  of  which 
this  is  the  memorial  day. 

Jan.  31.  Sunday.  The  English  preaching  was  omitted,  for  accord- 
ing to  report  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  were  expected  to  arrive  just  at 
that  time.  However,  their  coming  was  delayed  until  after  two  o'clock, 
when  we  had  the  great  pleasure  of  welcoming  our  dear  travelers  after  an 
absence  of  sixteen  months.  As  they  alighted  the  trombonists  played  : 
Der  Herr  ist  noch  und  nimmer  niclnt}  At  five  o'clock  there  was  a  love- 
feast  to  greet  them,  when  several  anthems  were  sung,  and  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  gave  some  account  of  his  trip.  With  Br.  and  Sr.  von 
Schweinitz  came  an  eleven  year  old  girl,  Agnes  Pannach,  whom  they

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have  taken  to  raise.  The  Single  Sr.  Pauline  Schober  returned  with 
them  from  her  visit  to  Germany. 

The  weather  this  month  was  very  mild  and  pleasant,  and  therefore  very 
favorable  for  the  journey  of  our  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  as  they  came 
from  Pennsylvania.    They  left  there  on  the  11th  of  January. 

In  Friedland  during  this  month  their  God's  Acre  was  enlarged  and  a 
new  fence  built  around  it. 

Feb.  6.  In  the  lovefeast  for  communicants  it  was  announced  that  Br. 
Gotthold  Benjamin  Beichel  had  been  called  as  associate  preacher  for 
Salem  congregation  in  addition  to  his  office  as  inspector  of  the  Boarding 
School.  Changes  among  the  ministers  in  Pennsylvania  were  also 
mentioned. 

Feb.  7.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  the  entire  congregation,  including 
the  older  boys  and  girls,  met  to  begin  the  reading  of  the  Results  of 
Synod.  After  singing  a  hymn,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  made  a  short  address 
to  those  present,  in  which  he  explained  the  purpose  of  a  General  Synod, 
saying  that  it  is  not  alone  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  spiritual 
and  temporal  affairs  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  but  more  particularly  to 
strengthen  the  bond  of  love  among  the  congregations  and  the  servants  of 
the  church  on  the  one  foundation  of  the  salvation  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
to  impress  upon  them  anew  the  important  calling  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren. 

At  three  o'clock  Br.  von  Schweinitz  continued  with  the  reading,  as  he 
did  again  at  seven  o'clock.  At  four  o'clock  the  reading  of  the  first 
two  sections  was  repeated  for  those  who  were  not  able  to  attend  at  one 
and  three  o'clock. 

On  the  following  evenings  of  the  week  the  reading  was  continued,  and 
each  afternoon  there  was  a  repetition  of  the  section  covered  the  preceding 
evening  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  could  not  come  then. 

Feb.  8.  Yesterday  and  today  all  the  ministers  and  their  wives  from 
the  various  congregations  in  Wachovia  (Sr.  Rude  excepted)  met  with 
the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  to  read  the  Results  of  Synod.  Four  sessions 
were  held  each  day.5 

Feb.  12.  With  the  post  today  the  Single  Br.  William  Craig  arrived. 
He  was  called  from  Gracehill,  in  Ireland,  for  service  in  our  boys  school. 
He  had  a  very  disagreeable  and  lenghty  voyage  to  New  York,  from  which 
place  he  went  first  to  Bethlehem.  On  his  further  journey  from  Phila- 
delphia he  had  the  misfortune,  near  that  city,  to  lose  his  coffer,  which 
was  cut  from  the  back  of  the  stage  and  robbed.  This  forced  him  to  return 
to  Philadelphia  where  he  remained  several  days,  but  he  could  get  no

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information  about  the  lost  articles.  Our  Brethren  there  kindly  gave  him 
some  help.  The  robber  opened  some  of  the  letters  which  he  found  in  the 
coffer,  but  he  mailed  them  all  in  Philadelphia  and  they  reached  us 
safely. 

Feb.  llf.  At  the  request  of  Br.  Kramsch,  in  Hope,  Pastor  Schober 
preached  there  today  to  a  numerous  and  attentive  audience. 

Feb.  26.  In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  closed  the  school  for  this 
winter. 

Feb.  28.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  Congregation  Council  met  for 
the  first  time  under  the  new  rule  by  which  it  consists  of  all  the  adult 
Brethren  of  the  place-congregation.  In  this  meeting  the  new  Aufseher 
Collegium  was  elected,  consisting  of  the  seven  Brn.  John  Leinbach, 
Christopher  Vogler,  Christian  Blum,  William  Fries,  John  Yogler, 
Matthew  Reuz,  and  Heinrich  Herbst.  With  them  will  serve  the  Brn. 
von  Schweinitz,  Stotz,  Hulthin,  and  Jacob  Blum,  by  virtue  of  their 
offices,  the  latter  having  been  chosen  to  take  the  place  of  Br.  Kreuser  as 
Curator  of  the  Single  Sisters. 

At  five  o'clock  there  was  the  betrothal  of  the  single  Br.  Josua  Boner 
to  the  single  Sr.  Benigna  Transu;  and  of  the  single  Br.  John  Yogler 
to  the  single  Sr.  Christine  Spach.  During  the  liturgy  in  the  evening 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  commended  them  to  the  thoughts  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

March  1.  In  the  evening  meeting  the  choir  sang  several  anthems,  and 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  close  attention  of  the  congregation  with  an 
interesting  account  of  important  events  of  the  beginning  of  the  Unity 
of  Brethren  in  the  calamitous  times  three  hundred  and  sixty-three  years 
ago,  pointing  out  how  the  Unity  was  finally  renewed  in  our  day,  since 
which  time  it  has  enjoyed  the  blessing  of  peace  and  quiet. 

March  7.  In  the  gemeinstunde,  after  an  address  by  Br.  Van  Vleck, 
Br.  elosua  Boner  was  married  to  Sr.  Benigna  Transu,  and  Br.  John 
Vogler  to  Sr.  Christina  Spach. 

March  12.  Br.  and  Sr.  Josua  Boner  moved  this  week  from  the  town  to 
their  farm  near  Salem. 

March  30.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  funeral  of  a  ISTegro,  Abner,  on  the 
graveyard  for  outsiders. 

March  31.  The  weather  this  month  has  been  unusually  stormy  and 
cold. 

April  8.  On  Maundy  Thursday,  in  the  afternoon,  there  were  two 
meetings  to  listen  to  the  reading  of  the  account  of  this  day,  and  with 
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reverent  and  deeply  moved  hearts  we  accompanied  our  Saviour  in  spirit  to 
Gethsemane.  In  the  evening  we  shared  in  the  Body  and  Blood  of  our 
Redeemer,  slain  and  offered  up  for  us.  The  solemnity  of  the  observance 
of  this  testament  of  our  Lord,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  this 
memorial  of  His  death,  was  intensified  by  the  presence  in  the  galleries 
of  the  church  not  only  of  the  candidates  for  confirmation,  as  has  been  the 
custom,  but  according  to  the  ruling  of  Synod  also  of  all  older  boys 
and  girls  and  adults  who  had  not  yet  been  present  as  candidates — there 
were  more  than  forty. 

April  11.  Easter  Sunday.  On  the  anniversary  of  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus  the  congregation  and  a  large  number  of  visitors  assembled  to  pray 
the  Easter  litany.  Some  of  the  outsiders  came  last  evening,  some  during 
the  night.  Part  of  them  found  lodging  in  private  houses,  others  camped 
near  the  town.  During  the  night  it  began  to  rain,  so  it  was  not  possible 
to  go  to  God's  Acre,  and  the  service  was  held  in  English  in  the  church. 

Today  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren  and  the  congregation  in  general 
were  notified  that  Br.  Peter  Wolle,  hitherto  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren, 
had  received  and  accepted  a  call  as  associate  pastor  at  Bethania  in  the 
place  of  Br.  Kluge.    The  same  announcement  was  made  in  Bethania. 

April  18.  The  rules  of  the  congregation,  which  have  been  revised  and 
have  been  approved  by  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  were  read  to  the 
congregation  members  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

April  20.  In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Yan  Vleck  married  Br.  Peter 
Wolle  to  Sr.  Maria  Theresia  Schober. 

April  21.  There  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  association  for  Hourly 
Intercession,  under  the  new  arrangements  made  by  Synod. 

April  23.  Beginning  today  Br.  Peter  was  confined  to  his  room  or  to 
his  bed  most  of  the  time,  because  of  an  operation  which  was  found 
necessary. 

May  5.  The  Single  Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth  Losch  entered  the  Board- 
ing School  as  a  teacher,  having  received  permission  to  become  a  resident 
of  Salem.  Her  father,  Jacob  Losch,  two  or  three  years  ago  moved  with 
his  family  from  Bethania  to  Raleigh,  to  build  a  waterworks  system  there, 
but  now  he  desires  to  return  to  a  congregation  here. 

May  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Wolle,  and  the  two  Single  Srs.  Hedwig 
Schober  and  Louise  Meinung,  left  on  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania. 

May  7.  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  moved  today  into  the  Vierling 
house. 

May  8.    During  a  severe  storm  lightning  struck  and  set  fire  to  a  hay- 
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stack  near  Philip  Krohn's  shed,  in  Friedland.  The  shed  caught,  but  for- 
tunately the  fire  could  be  extinguished. 

May  10.  Johann  Gottlieb  Herman,  first  teacher  in  the  boys  school, 
left  Salem  today  of  his  own  accord  to  seek  work  elsewhere. 

May  12.  Synod  definitely  requested  all  congregations  to  hold  their 
congregation  festivals,  beginning  in  1819,  on  May  12,  the  founding  day 
of  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  this  was  done  in  Salem  in  a 
happy  and  blessed  manner,  with  a  deep  realization  of  the  most  affection- 
ate union  with  all  our  other  congregations  of  Brethren,  and  renewed 
thoughts  of  love,  especially  for  Herrnhut,  the  first  of  them.  At  the 
second  service  in  the  morning  Br.  von  Schweinitz  read  an  historical 
account  of  the  events  which  made  this  day  noteworthy  in  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  and  the  paper  was  heard  with  close  attention.  At  the  love- 
feast  an  ode  was  sung  by  the  choir  and  congregation  alternately;  the  ode 
had  been  prepared  in  advance  and  printed,  and  dealt  with  the  joy  of  the 
Lord.  In  the  gemeinstunde  the  choir  sang:  Wie  solVn  voir  dem  Herrn 
vergelten  alle  seine  Wohlthat? 6  Then  Br.  von  Schweinitz  made  an 
address;  mentioned  by  name  each  congregation  of  the  Brethren,  giving 
the  year  of  its  founding;  a  hymn  was  sung,  praying  a  blessing  upon 
them  all ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  service  the  choir  sang  the  Old  Testament 
benediction,  the  first  time  this  had  been  done  in  many  years. 

May  11/..  The  Single  Br.  Carl  Abraham  Steiner  returned  from  Penn- 
sylvania. He  has  been  working  at  his  trade  for  a  while  in  Philadelphia, 
to  learn  more  about  it. 

May  16.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  was  in  Friedland  and  read  to  that  con- 
gregation extracts  from  the  Results  of  the  Synod  of  1818.  Then  a  new 
committee  of  six  Brethren  was  elected. 

May  20.  Ascension  Day.  In  the  afternoon  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
welcoming  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf,  who  arrived  well  and  in  good  health. 
They  left  Bethlehem  on  April  28,  and  came  by  Graceham  and  the  upper 
road;  had  much  rain  and  bad  roads.  In  the  evening  meeting  we 
brought  to  our  Lord  our  thanks  that  He  had  led  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf 
safely  to  us ;  and  they  were  assured  of  the  love  and  prayers  of  the  con- 
gregation for  their  service  among  us.  Br.  Schaaf  will  be  a  member  of 
the  Provincial  Elders  Conference,  and  associate  pastor,  and  both  will 
have  charge  of  the  married  people. 

May  23.  In  Friedland,  after  preaching,  Br.  Buchholz  confirmed  the 
married  Br.  J ohann  Christian  and  Sr.  Magdalena  Gibbins.  Br.  Buchholz 


8  Mow  shall  we  recompense  the  Lord  for  His  many  mercies? 
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also  married  the  single  Br.  Johann  Friedrich  Gambold  to  the  single  Sr. 
Philippina  Clauss,  at  the  home  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Krohn. 

May  25.  A  preacher,  Rev.  Abed  Abbot,  on  his  return  from  the  south- 
ern to  the  northern  states,  had  a  very  pleasant  conversation  on  religious 
matters  with  the  Brn.  Van  Yleck  and  von  Schweinitz. 

May  27,  28.  The  public  Examination  of  the  Boarding  School  was  held 
by  Br.  Steiner,  as  Br.  Reichel  was  sick.  Many  parents  and  relatives  of 
the  pupils  attended. 

May  29.  It  pleased  our  Lord  to  bring  to  an  unexpected  and  quick  end 
the  life  of  our  Br.  Simon  Peter,  in  the  seventy-seventh  year  of  his  age. 
He  had  been  a  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Wachovia  Provincial  Elders  Conference. 

May  30.  Whit  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  communion 
lovefeast,  followed  by  Communions  at  four  o'clock  and  at  half  past 
seven. 

May  31.  In  the  morning  at  nine  o'clock  the  congregation  met  to  accom- 
pany the  remains  of  Br.  Simon  Peter  to  their  last  resting  place.  Br. 
Van  Vleck  made  a  short  address  and  read  the  memoir  which  the  departed 
Brother  himself  had  written,  and  the  choir  sang:  Schlaf  im  Frieden, 
frey  vom  Kummer.7 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  his  family  went  to  Hope,  where  in  two  services 
he  communicated  to  the  congregation  and  Society  extracts  from  the 
Remits  of  Synod  which  he  had  translated  into  English,  and  also  the 
resolutions  which  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  and  the  country 
ministers  had  adopted  for  the  local  country  congregations.  Following 
these  meetings  all  of  the  adult  communicant  Brethren  voted  for  a  Com- 
mittee of  six  communicant  Brethren. 

From  Salem  it  is  noted  that  Pastor  Schober  has  again  been  recognized 
as  a  member  of  the  place-congregation,  without  interfering  with  his  work 
in  the  Lutheran  Church.  This  was  announced  to  the  congregation  in  the 
evening  meeting  on  the  12th. 

June  2.  His  Excellency,  the  governor  of  this  state,  Mr.  Branch, 
arrived  this  afternoon.  In  the  evening  he  attended  with  pleasure  a 
singstunde  with  instrumental  accompaniment.  Next  day  he  proceeded  on 
his  journey. 

/ une  Jf.  Because  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  Sisters  House  has 
been  begun  the  festival  of  the  older  girls  in  Salem  was  postponed  to 
Sunday,  the  6th. 

7  Sleep  in  peace,  free  from  sorrow.  A  choir  anthem,  by  Capellmeister  Wolf.   It  is  No.  302,  i, 
in  the  Herbst  collection  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives. 
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J une  7.  A  man  and  his  wife  of  the  Quaker  faith  asked  that  the  latter 
might  be  permitted  to  preach  in  our  church,  but  the  request  was  not 
granted. 

/ une  13.  Sunday.  The  congregation  and  the  pupils  from  the  Board- 
ing School  had  a  lovefeast  in  memory  of  our  departed  Br.  Simon  Peter 
and  our  communion  with  the  church  triumphant. 

June  17.  The  founding  of  Herrnhut  by  the  first  emigrants  from 
Moravia,  on  June  17,  1722,  was  mentioned  by  Br.  Yan  Yleck  in  the 
service  for  those  who  have  been  received,  and  the  account  of  the  event 
was  read  from  the  Nachrichten  stored  in  our  Archives. 

June  18.  Professor  Mitchell,  from  the  University  at  Chapel  Hill, 
came  to  stay  for  some  time  so  that  he  might  gather  more  knowledge  of 
botany  from  Br.  von  Schweinitz.8  During  his  visit  he  attended  our 
services  constantly. 

June  20.  The  Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  met  with  the 
fathers  of  the  little  schoolboys  and  the  fathers  and  masters  of  the 
older  boys.  Since  Gottlieb  Herman  has  left,  the  boys  school  will  be 
taught  by  the  two  young  Brn.  Kluge  and  Craig.  Supervision  of  the 
older  boys  is  also  committed  to  these  Brethren  for  the  present. 

/ une  25.  The  youth  Theodore  Christian  Pf ohl  has  come  hither  from 
Bethabara,  and  will  continue  his  study  of  salesmanship  with  Br.  Jacob 
Blum. 

June  27.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  a  funeral  sermon,  in  English, 
in  the  Lutheran  church  at  Rippel's,  four  miles  from  Salem,  where  the 
Sunday  school  is  carried  on  by  Sisters  from  the  Boarding  School. 

June  30.  In  the  Hope  neighborhood,  after  a  long  drought,  there  was 
a  hard  rainstorm,  mixed  with  hail  as  large  as  a  walnut.  It  did  much 
damage  to  windows,  trees,  and  gardens. 

July  1.  In  Friedland  the  widower  John  Steyer  was  married  to  the 
single  Maria  Salome  Seitz,  daughter  of  George  Seitz. 

July  If.  Sunday.  Br.  Steiner  prayed  the  English  litany  with  the 
congregation.  At  the  English  preaching  service  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
noted  the  importance  of  this  day  to  the  United  States.  In  the  evening 
there  was  singstunde,  with  instrumental  and  vocal  numbers.    In  the 

8  Four  letters  from  Elisha  Mitchell  to  Lewis  David  Schweiniz  are  on  file  in  the  Academy 
of  Natural  Sciences  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  to  which  institution  deSchweinitz 
willed  his  valuable  herbarium.  Photostats  of  these  letters  are  in  the  University  Library 
at  Chapel  Hill.  They  bear  dates  of  1819  and  1821,  and  show  the  great  admiration 
which  the  young  preacher,  professor,  and  budding  scientist  had  for  the  man  to  whom 
he  looked  for  direction  in  the  study  of  botany,  and  his  deep  regret  when  deSchweinitz 
was  called  to.

July  10.  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  and  the  Single  Sr.  Hedwig  Shober 
returned  from  their  visit  to  the  Pennsylvania  congregations.  In  Phila- 
delphia they  were  joined  by  Pastor  Schober,  who  had  attended  the  Synod 
of  Lutheran  ministers  in  Baltimore. 

July  11.  In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Christian  David  Kiihln  was  mar- 
ried to  Sr.  Maria  Magdalena  Landmann. 

July  18.  Sunday.  In  a  meeting  of  the  congregation  in  the  evening 
Br.  Van  Vleck  spoke  of  Christ,  our  only  High  Priest,  who  through  His 
own  blood  once  entered  into  the  holy  place  and  won  eternal  redemption ; 
now  as  the  Head  of  His  church  He  cares  for  its  perpetuation,  and  calls 
humble  men  as  His  servants,  and  gives  them  His  Spirit,  that  they  may 
proclaim  the  power  of  His  salvation  to  poor  sinners  and  invite  them  to 
share  therein.  He  pointed  out  that  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren 
holds  as  a  precious  jewel  given  by  the  Lord  the  right  to  ordain  which 
has  come  down  to  them,  so  that  Brethren  who  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Lord  as  His  servants  may  receive  the  necessary  authority  through 
ordination  to  carry  on  their  duties.  Then  Br.  Peter  Wolle,  formerly 
pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren  and  now  destined  to  be  associate  pastor  of 
Bethania  congregation,  was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren, 
and  with  his  wife  was  commended  in  prayer  to  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord. 

July  19.  In  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  Sr.  Maria  Theresia 
Wolle  was  received  as  an  akoluthe. 

July  20.  Br.  Kramsch  came  from  Hope  day  before  yesterday,  and 
today  left  for  Raleigh,  accompanied  by  his  eldest  daughter  and  Br. 
Abraham  Steiner.  If  possible  he  will  submit  to  an  operation  on  one  or 
both  of  his  eyes,  to  which  a  certain  doctor  has  encouraged  him,  hoping 
thereby  to  regain  his  sight.    Our  best  wishes  go  with  him. 

Aug.  5.  A  Congregation  Council  was  to  have  been  held  but  no 
quorum  was  present. 

Aug.  12.  No  services  were  held  because  the  election  of  members  of 
the  Assembly  of  this  state  from  this  county  was  taking  place  in  our 
tavern.    The  local  Single  Br.  Emanuel  Schober  was  elected.9 

Aug.  16.    Our  little  boys  and  little  girls  closed  their  Choir  year. 

c  He  was  elected  state  senator  and  served  on  the  committee  for  the  education  of  youth  during 
the  1819  session  of  the  Assembly.  Perhaps  it  was  his  interest  in  law  which  secured 
the  passage  by  the  Assembly  of  "An  Act  making  the  affirmation  of  Moravians  and 
Menonists  evidence  in  criminal  cases  as  well  as  in  civil  controversies  in  this  state,  any 
law  or  usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding."  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  1819,  chap.

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Tomorrow,  according  to  instructions  from  the  last  Synod,  they  will 
observe  their  Choir  festival  together  for  the  first  time. 

Br.  Steiner  returned  from  Raleigh,  where  he  left  Br.  Kramsch.  There 
is  little  hope  that  the  operation  which  was  performed  on  his  eye  will 
benefit  his  sight. 

Aug.  22.  In  a  special  meeting  of  the  congregation  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
read  a  paper  sent  out  by  the  last  Synod.  It  set  forth  the  financial 
distress  of  the  Unity  and  asked  for  willing  gifts  to  reduce  the  deficit. 
The  results  showed  that  the  request  had  made  an  impression. 

Aug.  23.  The  gemeinstunde  was  in  remembrance  of  the  first  mission 
of  the  Unity  among  the  heathen.  The  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of 
the  mission  to  the  Negroes  of  Saint  Thomas  came  on  the  21st.10 

Sept.  3.  The  congregation  of  Friedland  celebrated  its  anniversary. 
During  the  lovefeast,  which  was  interspersed  with  pleasant  talks,  it 
was  good  to  hear  that  a  Sunday  school  would  soon  be  begun  by  several 
married  Brethren,  and  that  parents  and  children  were  happy  over  the 
plan. 

Sept.  5.  Sunday.  In  Friedland  a  Sunday  school  was  begun  with 
prayer  and  petitions  to  the  Saviour  for  His  blessing  on  pupils  and 
teachers.  About  forty  children  were  present.  The  Brn.  Christian 
Nissen,  John  and  Lorenz  Seitz,  have  undertaken  to  give  the  instruction. 

Sept.  13.  About  three  miles  from  Bethabara  Br.  Strohle  preached 
the  funeral  sermon  for  a  married  man  eighty  years  old,  Johann  Martin 
Beck,  whom  he  had  often  visited  during  his  illness,  pointing  him  to  Jesus, 
the  Friend  of  sinners,  and  apparently  with  good  effect. 

Sept.  17.  Br.  Steiner  set  out  for  Springplace,  accompanied  by  Br. 
Thomas  Pfohl  and  our  best  wishes. 

Sept.  20.  In  the  morning  a  son  was  born  to  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schwei- 
nitz. He  was  baptized  in  the  evening  meeting  by  his  father,  receiving  the 
name  Robert  William. 

Sept.  29.  In  Hope  the  Society  member  William  Maas  was  married 
to  Sarah  Davis. 

Everywhere  there  was  great  suffering  from  the  dry  weather  and  the 
resulting  lack  of  water.  In  this  neighborhood  mills  could  run  little  or 
not  at  all. 

Oct.  1.  Br.  Kramsch  and  his  daughter  Louise  returned  from  Raleigh, 
but  could  not  rejoice  in  the  result  of  the  operation  on  his  eye,  and  we 
were  very  sorry  for  him. 


io  In  1732. 
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Oct.  2.  In  the  morning  they  went  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  to  Hope, 
where  a  postponed  celebration  of  the  congregation  festival  was  held. 
At  the  lovefeast  announcement  was  made  that  because  of  Br.  Kramsch's 
condition  preaching  could  be  held  only  every  two  weeks. 

Oct.  J/..  The  widowed  Br.  Eberhard  Freytag  arrived  from  Bethelehem, 
and  this  evening  he  was  betrothed  to  the  Single  Sr.  Salome  Fetter, 
teacher  in  the  Boarding  School.    On  the  6th  they  were  married. 

Oct.  9.  On  this  day  the  dry  earth  was  refreshed  by  rain,  so  that  the 
mills  could  run  again.  We  were  very  thankful  to  our  heavenly  Father, 
for  the  need  for  meal  had  become  serious  here  and  there. 

Oct.  10.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  first  ceremonial  and 
impressive  Confirmation  of  twelve  persons,  according  to  the  instructions 
of  the  last  Synod.  .  .  .  The  confirmands  answered  the  questions  to  the 
edification  of  the  congregation,  showing  that  the  instruction  so  carefully 
given  to  them  had  made  an  impression  on  their  hearts,  and  it  may  be 
hoped  that  the  solemn  confirmation  of  their  baptismal  covenant  will 
never  be  forgotten  by  them. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Freytag  left  this  morning  for  Bethlehem. 

In  Hope  few  attended  the  meetings  because  a  Tunker  preacher  was 
baptizing  in  Muddy  Creek,  two  miles  from  there. 

Oct.  17.  The  Communion  Lovefeast  was  followed  by  the  Lord's 
Supper,  in  which  the  twelve  who  were  confirmed  on  the  10th  partook 
for  the  first  time.  Five  persons  observed  as  candidates  for  confirmation, 
and  four  more  looked  on  for  the  first  time. 

Oct.  21.  Many  went  from  here  to  Germanton  to  attend  the  trial  of  a 
Negro  who  had  murdered  his  master. 

Nov.  8.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  offered  to  teach  an  evening  class  for  the 
older  boys  this  winter  and  began  today. 

Nov.  9.  Our  friend  the  Lutheran  preacher  Storch  visited  here  with 
his  wife  and  son.  He  was  asked  to  make  an  address  to  the  congregation, 
but  declined  for  this  time. 

Nov.  10.  There  was  the  betrothal  of  the  single  Br.  Samuel  Schulz 
(son  of  Gottlieb)  to  the  single  Sr.  Christine  Hein. 

Nov.  11.  The  single  Br.  Samuel  Schulz  (son  of  Samuel)  left  today  for 
Bethlehem,  where  he  will  remain. 

Nov.  12.  Many  went  from  here  to  Germanton  to  see  the  hanging  of 
the  Negro  mentioned  in  the  diary  of  Oct.  21. 

Nov.  14.  Sunday.  In  observing  the  post-celebration  of  the  festival 
of  the  Chief  Elder  we  rejoiced  over  the  wonderful  experience  that  Jesus 
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was  the  Chief  Elder  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  that  He  cared  for  the  Unity 
as  a  whole  as  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls,  and  also  for  each 
individual  member.  In  the  first  service  in  the  morning  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  rehearsed  the  history  of  this  memorial  day. 

Nov.  21.    Br.  Beichel  preached  the  harvest  thanksgiving  sermon. 

Nov.  26.    We  received  the  Text  Books  for  next  year. 

Dec.  5.  Br.  Kramsch  held  his  last  congregation  meeting  in  Hope,  and 
spoke  in  fatherly  fashion  of  his  six  years  of  service  there,  commending 
himself  and  his  wife  to  their  further  affection,  thought,  and  prayer. 

Dec.  9.  Br.  Steiner  held  the  meeting  of  the  association  for  Hourly 
Intercession,  and  told  them  of  the  pleasing  prospect  for  increasing  the 
congregation  of  believers  out  of  the  Cherokee  nation. 

»  Dec.  12.  Br.  Steiner  spoke  at  the  communion  lovefeast  in  a  pleasing 
manner,  telling  of  his  visit  in  Springplace. 

Dec.  llf.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  and  their  daughter  Christiana  Susanna 
came  from  Hope. 

Dec.  19.  The  Single  Sisters  and  Older  Girls,  with  the  members  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz,  had  a  lovefeast  for  the  dedication  of  the  Choir 
meeting-hall  in  the  new  addition  to  their  Choir  House.  We  rejoiced  that 
the  Saviour  had  given  the  necessary  means  for  the  building  of  this 
addition,  that  under  the  care  of  the  former  Curator,  Br.  Kreuser,  and  the 
present  Curator,  Br.  Jacob  Blum,  work  had  been  done  safely  and  without 
accident,  and  that  the  great  need  for  a  commodious  sickroom  was 
now  met. 

Dec.  27.  The  Single  Brethren  celebrated  the  jubilee  of  the  dedication 
of  their  Choir  House,  fifty  years  ago  today.  Of  the  Brethren  present 
in  the  year  1769  five  are  still  living,  namely  the  widowed  Br.  Heinrich 
Herbst,  the  widowed  Br.  Samuel  Stotz,  and  the  married  Brn.  Rudolph 
Christ,  Heinrich  Blum,  and  Gottlieb  Schober.  The  four  last  named 
were  present  and  sat  on  chairs  in  front  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren. 

Toward  midnight  the  auswartige  married  Br.  Abraham  Hauser,  Sr.,, 
fell  asleep.    His  remains  were  buried  on  the  30th,  in  a  snow-storm. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1819. 

Jan.  11.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  A  Brother  mentioned  that  a  num- 
ber of  citizens  were  inclined  to  unite  and  build  a  mill  on  the  Wach  in  the 
neighborhood  of  this  town.  It  would  not  have  a  dam,  but  only  a  race  of 
the  necessary  length  to  secure  the  needful  fall.  If  such  an  enterprise 
could  be  carried  through  without  injury  to  the  health  of  the  community, 
it  might  be  worth  while. 
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Jan.  20.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Br.  Jacob  Blum  has  consented  to 
serve  as  Curator  for  the  Single  Sisters  Choir. 

Feb.  1.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference.)  Our  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
returned  to  us  yesterday  after  a  successful  journey  by  sea  and  land.  He 
was  welcomed  by  the  congregation  in  a  lovefeast.  He  brought  greetings 
from  Synod,  and  from  the  recently  elected  Unity  Elders  Conference ;  and 
gave  notice  that  from  now  on  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  would  be 
known  as  the  Provincial  Heifer  Conferenz.11 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  also  informed  us  that  in  consultation  with  the 
Heifer  Conferenz  of  Pennsylvania  the  call  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge  from 
Bethania  to  Graceham,  Maryland,  had  been  approved  by  lot.  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  will  give  Br.  Kluge  written  notice  of  this  action  and  will  tell 
him  that  according  to  the  rules  for  the  Pennsylvania  city  and  country 
congregations  notice  of  his  call  will  be  sent  to  the  Committee  in  Grace- 
ham,  and  their  action  must  be  awaited  before  anything  more  is 
decided. 

During  his  stay  in  Europe,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  attempted  to  find  a 
Brother  for  our  boys  school  to  take  the  place  of  Br.  Herman,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  Br.  William  Craig. 

Feb.  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  first  session  since  the  return  of  our 
deputy  to  Synod,  the  members  of  Conferenz  pledged  themselves  with  the 
kiss  of  brotherly  love  to  renewed  assiduity  in  our  calling. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  Br.  Herman  will  not  remain  in  the  boys  school 
much  longer.  Knowing  this,  and  finding  no  prospect  of  securing  a 
teacher  from  Germany,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  turned  to  Gracehill,12  and  Br. 
William  Craig,  eighteen  years  old,  willingly  accepted  the  call. 

Our  deputy  brought  back  with  him  the  Results  of  Synod,  which  shall 
be  presented  to  the  congregations  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Provincial  Conference,  held  in  Bethlehem  in  June,  1817,  prepared 
a  set  of  congregation  rules,  which  were  approved  by  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference  with  but  slight  revision.  Our  Conferenz  thinks  that  our 
congregations  also  should  accept  them. 

Conferenz  considered  how  a  place  of  residence  might  be  provided  for 
Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf,  who  are  expected  this  spring.  The  present  apart- 
ment of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  has  become  too  small  and  incon- 
venient for  them,  but  would  be  suitable  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf.  The 
first  suggestion  was  to  give  this  apartment  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf,  and  to 
find  another  place  for  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz.  The  former  home  of 
the  departed  Dr.  Yierling  is  available,  but  its  size  and  its  remote  situa-

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tion13  made  Br.  von  Schweinitz  reluctant  to  buy  it.  In  any  case  it  will 
be  necessary  first  to  provide  place  for  Sr.  Vierling,  who  has  been  living 
in  the  house  with  her  younger  children. 

Feb.  5.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Kluge  is  willing  to  accept  the  call  to  Grace- 
ham.    JSTow  we  await  the  decision  of  the  Graceham  Committee. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  has  had  a  confidential  talk  with  Br.  Herman,  and 
it  appears  that  for  a  time  at  least  Br.  Herman  wishes  to  leave  the  service 
of  the  Unity.  However,  he  declared  himself  willing  to  remain  where  he 
is  for  the  present,  and  so  long  as  that  is  desired. 

Feb.  2Jt.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  widowed  Sr.  Praezel  is  willing  to  move 
to  Br.  and  Sr.  Meinung,  and  Sr.  Biewighaus  will  take  Sr.  Praezel's 
room ;  then  Sr.  Vierling  will  have  place  enough  on  the  upper  floor  of  the 
Widows  House. 

A  chief  should  be  appointed  for  the  calcants,14  and  Br.  Shaffner  will 
probably  be  willing  to  serve. 

Feb.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  John  Vogler  wishes  to  marry 
before  he  actually  begins  to  build,  and  his  proposal  is  for  the  single 
Sr.  Christina  Spach.  In  like  manner  the  single  Br.  Josua  Boner  wishes 
to  marry  the  single  Sr.  Benigna  Transu.  In  accordance  with  the  reso- 
lution of  Synod  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  lot. 
The  fact  that  both  Brethren  had  proposed  these  names  before  and  the  lot 
was  negative  is  no  hindrance  now.  Conferenz  has  no  objection  to  these 
marriages,  and  the  pflegerin  of  the  Single  Sisters  Choir  will  convey  the 
proposals  to  those  Sisters. 

Feb.  28.  (Congregation  Council.)  Rules  of  order  for  the  business 
of  the  Council  were  presented  point  by  point,  and  were  accepted.  .  .  . 

The  chairman  announced  that  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  pos- 
sible causes  for  the  sickness  in  our  town  was  ready  to  report,  and  the 
majority  voted  for  a  meeting  on  the  following  Wednesday  evening. 

March  3.  (Cong.  Council.)  The  report  was  presented  to  Council.  .  .  . 
9)  Standing  water,  swamps,  and  mire,  are  more  injurious  to  health  than 
running  water.  ...  10)  Thick  woods  are  very  useful  between  standing 
water  and  dwellings,  for  the  leaves  absorb  much  of  the  vapour  for  their 
growth ;  and  it  is  wiser  to  place  dwellings  to  the  east  of  standing  water.

A  large  majority  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  the  question :  Shall  it  be 
undertaken,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  clear  the  creek  of  all  that  has  fallen 
into  it,  and  from  growth  that  obstructs  the  flow  of  the  water f 

The  question:  Shall  it  be  undertaken  to  straighten  and  shorten  the

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creek?  did  not  receive  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote,  so  that  will  not  be 
done. 

March  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Soon  after  Easter,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge 
will  leave  for  Graceham  in  the  little  stage ;  then  the  stage  shall  go  on  to 
Baltimore,  where  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  will  be  waiting  to  come  back  in  it. 
The  trip  from  here  to  Baltimore  can  be  made  in  fourteen  days. 

March  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Unity  Elders  Conference  asks  how 
many  copies  shall  be  sent  of  the  Nachrichten,  which  are  now  to  be  issued 
in  printed  form.  Each  of  the  six  congregations  should  certainly  have 
one;  a  copy  should  be  placed  in  the  archives  of  the  Single  Brethren  and 
of  the  Single  Sisters;  and  the  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Reichel  each 
wants  one  personally,  so  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  shall  be  told  to  send 
at  least  a  dozen.  Probably  many  of  the  members  will  want  copies  when 
they  know  the  price. 

March  8.    (Auf.  Col.)    Since  the  publication  of  the  Results  of  Synod 
a  new  Collegium  has  been  elected,  and  held  its  first  meeting  today  with 
all  the  members  present,  namely:  ex  officio  the  Brethren 
Samuel  Stotz,  congregation  vorsteher, 
Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz,  administrator, 
Magnus  Hulthin,  vorsteher  of  the  Single  Brethren, 
John  Jacob  Blum,  curator  of  the  Single  Sisters. 
Elected  from  the  congregation  by  plurality  vote :  the  Brethren 
Christoph  Vogler, 
John  Leinbach, 
Christian  Blum, 
J ohn  Vogler, 
William  Fries, 
Matthew  Rights, 
Henry  R.  Herbst. 
Also  present  was  Br.  Jacob  Van  Vleck,  congregation  pastor. 

Br.  Stotz  remarked  that  the  members,  Isaac  Boner,  the  widow  Schober, 
John  Vogler,  Salomo  Lick,  Burkhard,  and  Petersen,  had  no  leases,  and  it 
was  decided  that  such  leases  should  be  prepared  at  once;  then  they  can 
be  brought  to  the  Collegium  and  the  maximum  sum  can  be  inserted,  which 
shall  become  payable  if  a  building  is  erected  on  the  lot  without  permis- 
sion from  the  Collegium  or  contrary  to  its  decision. 

The  single  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  shoemaker,  asked  that  the  lot  between 
Br.  Bagge  and  Br.  Christian  Blum  should  be  reserved  for  him.  This  gave 
occasion  for  the  following  resolution  of  the  Collegium :  In  future  such 
reservation  of  a  building  lot  shall  hold  for  only  one  year,  but  may  be 
renewed  annually.    This  means  that  if  another  Brother  speaks  for  the 
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lot  during  the  year  the  Brother  who  has  reserved  it  must  declare  whether 
he  really  intends  to  build  within  a  year,  and  if  he  says  yes,  and  does 
not  begin  preparations  within  the  year  he  will  lose  his  right  and 
the  new  applicant  can  have  the  lot. 

The  Brn.  Christian  and  Jacob  Blum,  John  Yogler,  and  Heinrich 
Herbst,  who  planned  a  mill  without  a  dam  below  Salem,  and  then  gave 
up  the  idea  for  the  time,  now  ask  for  an  assurance,  to  be  renewed  an- 
nally,  that  they  shall  have  the  first  chance  at  the  building  of  such  a  mill, 
which  the  Collegium  did  not  hesitate  to  give  them. 

March  9.  (P.EC.)  The  Committee  in  Graceham  has  approved  the 
call  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge.  This  brought  up  the  question  of  filling  his 
place  in  Bethania.  It  was  definitely  decided  that  if  one  of  our  ministers 
should  be  transferred  from  one  country  congregation  to  another  it  could 
be  done  without  recourse  to  the  lot,  unless  the  minister  involved  asked 
that  the  lot  be  tried. 

March  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  Brother  remarked  that  the  cistern  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  Square  was  in  such  bad  repair  that  an  accident 
might  happen  easily.  Br.  Stotz  was  asked  to  put  it  in  order  imme- 
diately. 

March  18.  (P.E.C.)  The  Committee  in  Bethania  greatly  desires 
that  the  minister  selected  to  succeed  Br.  Kluge  may  understand  English. 
Conference  is  convinced  that  here,  as  in  Pennsylvania,  the  wishes  of  the 
Committee  should  be  ascertained  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  min- 
ister, so  the  request  of  the  .Bethania  Committee  will  be  considered. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  to  reopen  the  Institute  in  Nazareth  for  the 
training  of  young  men  for  service  in  the  Unity.  According  to  a  former 
agreement  we  here  are  responsible  for  the  expenses  of  one  young  man, 
and  as  Br.  Kluge's  son  Johann  Heinrich  is  reported  by  his  teachers  to 
have  the  ability  to  learn,  it  may  be  well  to  take  advantage  of  his  father's 
journey  to  Graceham  to  send  him  to  the  Paedagogium  in  Nazareth  for 
further  instruction,  so  that  in  time  he  can  enter  the  aforesaid  Institute. 

March  21f.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  presented  a  draft  of  a 
letter  for  the  Secretary  of  War,  John  C.  Calhoun,  and  it  received  the 
entire  approval  of  the  Conferenz.  The  Secretary  was  thanked  for  the 
gift  of  $100  for  Springplace  which  he  sent  some  time  ago,  and  he  was 
asked  whether  the  Government  could  assure  the  Brethren  of  permanent 
possession  of  Springplace. 

March  31.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Samuel  Schulz,  shoemaker,  asks 
whether  it  would  be  allowable  to  marry  a  woman,  when  his  suggestion 
does  not  have  the  approval  of  his  mother?  Conferenz  decided  that  the 
marriage  of  a  Brother  to  the  woman  of  his  choice  could  not  be  prevented 
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by  the  disapproval  of  his  mother  unless  she  had  a  reason  which  would 
make  the  Conferenz  also  refuse  to  approve  the  marriage. 

April  1.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  write  to  Br.  Bechler  and 
ask  whether  he  has  place  for  an  assistant  supervisor  in  one  of  the  rooms 
for  little  boys  in  the  Paedagogium  at  Nazareth.  We  think  it  would 
further  develop  the  young  Br.  Samuel  Thomas  Pfohl  to  have  such  a 
change. 

In  considering  the  selection  of  a  successor  to  Br.  Kluge  the  affirma- 
tive lot  was  drawn :  The  Saviour  approves  that  we  attempt  to  secure  Br. 
Peter  Wolle  as  associate  pastor  of  Bethania.  Br.  Van  Yleck  will  tell 
Br.  Wolle ;  and  the  Committee  in  Bethania  shall  be  informed  before  any 
announcement  is  made  to  the  congregation. 

April  1.  (Cong.  Council.)  In  the  Results  of  Synod  congregations 
were  asked,  so  far  as  convenient,  to  observe  their  congregation  festivals  on 
the  12th  of  May,  beginning  in  1819.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  approved 
the  beautiful  idea  of  Synod,  and  laid  the  question  before  the  Council. 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  explained  the  purpose  of  this  suggestion;  also  ex- 
plained that  circumstances  would  prevent  the  change  to  May  12  for  the 
other  congregations  in  Wachovia  because  the  attendance  of  members  of 
the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  greatly  enhanced  the  value  of  the  con- 
gregation festivals  and  preserved  the  acquaintance  and  union  of  the 
local  congregations  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  He  also  said  that  it 
seemed  advisable  for  Salem  to  transfer  its  anniversary  celebration  to  the 
12th  of  May  because  the  13th  of  November  is  also  the  important  festival 
of  the  Chief  Elder,  and  both  events  deserve  undivided  attention. 

The  Council  voted  that  hereafter  the  congregation  festival  of  Salem 
should  be  held  on  the  12th  of  May,  or  if  necessary  on  the  Sunday  follow- 
ing that  date. 

Holding  the  Communion  on  Saturday  has  become  inconvenient  because 
of  necessary  Saturday  work  in  families,  and  in  Salem  also  because  of 
the  many  visitors  to  the  town  on  that  day  of  the  week.  Council  there- 
fore voted  that  in  future  the  Communion  should  be  held  on  Sunday,  with 
lovefeast  at  three  o'clock,  the  so-called  official  Communion  at  four 
o'clock,  and  the  general  Communion  for  the  congregation  in  the  evening 
at  seven  o'clock  in  winter  and  at  eight  o'clock  in  summer. 

Too  frequent  change  in  the  hour  for  services  has  a  bad  effect,  and  it 
was  decided  that  hereafter  the  week-day  meetings  should  be  held  as  fol- 
lows :  From  the  first  Sunday  in  March  to  the  first  Sunday  in  May  they 
shall  begin  at  half  past  seven. 

From  the  first  Sunday  in  May  to  the  first  Sunday  in  September  they 
shall  begin  at  eight  o'clock. 
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From  the  first  Sunday  in  September  to  the  first  Sunday  in  November, 
they  shall  again  begin  at  half  past  seven. 

From  the  first  Sunday  in  November  to  the  first  Sunday  in  March  they 
shall  begin  at  seven  o'clock. 

Concerning  the  meetings  themselves  the  outline  proposed  by  the  Aeltes- 
ten  Conferenz  was  adopted,  namely: 

On  Mondays  the  reading  of  Nachrichten  will  be  continued. 

On  Tuesdays  there  will  continue  to  be  singstunde. 

On  Wednesdays  the  Bible  reading  will  continue. 

On  Thursdays  the  meeting  of  the  association  for  Hourly  Intercession 
will  alternate  with  a  meeting  for  all  the  adult  members,  for  which  an 
edifying  program  shall  be  arranged.  The  liturgy  for  communicants 
hitherto  held  shall  be  dropped. 

On  Friday  a  Passion  liturgy  shall  alternate  with  a  singstunde.  The 
reading  of  a  sermon  shall  be  dropped. 

On  Saturday,  as  hitherto,  there  shall  be  no  meeting. 

April  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  If  a  Brother  does  not  wish  to  sign  the  Rules  he 
is  not  compelled  to  do  so,  but  he  thereby  loses  his  right  to  take  part  in 
congregation  affairs,  and  yet  remains  obligated  to  obey  the  Rules. 

Doctor  Kuehln  notified  the  Collegium  that  he  needs  a  house  at  once  but 
does  not  wish  to  build  a  new  one  nor  to  buy  one.  He  asks  that  he  may 
rent  the  Kreuser  house  when  Br.  Kreuser  moves.  It  had  been  the 
thought  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch  might  have  this  house  when  they 
retire  to  Salem,  but  the  Collegium  decided  that  the  Kreuser  house  would 
be  better  for  a  business  man  than  for  a  retired  minister ;  besides  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  congregation  diaconie  to  provide  a  house  for  Dr.  Kiihln, 
while  the  Sustentation  diaconie  is  obligated  to  arrange  for  Br.  Kramsch. 

Br.  Matthew  Rights  wishes  to  establish  himself  in  Salem  and  asks  for 
the  first  chance  at  the  little  store  when  Br.  Lehnert  gives  it  up.  Until 
then  he  will  continue  to  work  in  the  store,  and  continue  his  trade  as 
a  leather-goods  maker  as  he  can  find  time  for  it.  He  proposes  to  buy 
the  house,15  belonging  to  the  Brothers  House,  in  which  the  cabinet  shop 
and  the  hat  shop  were  formerly  conducted,  together  with  the  shed  and 
stable  and  part  of  the  garden.    The  Collegium  has  no  objection  to  offer. 

April  6.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Peter  Wolle  has  accepted  the  call  as  associate 
pastor  in  Bethania,  trusting  in  the  help  of  the  Lord.  He  proposed 
marriage  with  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Theresia  Schober,  and  as  the  Con- 
ference had  no  objection  the  lot  was  tried16  and  the  affirmative  drawn.

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April  13.  (P.E.C.)  The  conferences  concerning  the  congregations  of 
Bethabara  and  Bethania  shall  hereafter  be  separated  from  the  conferences 
for  Salem,17  and  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

April  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Samuel  Schulz  (shoemaker)  wishes  to 
make  preparations  for  building,18  and  the  Collegium  approves.  The 
house  will  be  of  frame,  two  stories  high,  twenty-eight  by  twenty-four 
feet.  The  plan  which  he  presented  did  not  satisfy  the  Collegium,  and 
they  asked  for  one  with  more  detail. 

April  llf..  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Choir  Communions  in  Bethabara  and 
Bethania  are  unsatisfactory,  except  those  on  the  Choir  festivals,  so  they 
shall  be  dropped. 

May  3.  (Auf.  Col.)  As  Br.  Wolle  has  accepted  a  call  to  another 
place  Br.  Matthew  Rights  will  succeed  him  as  secretary  of  the  Auf- 
seher  Collegium. 

May  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  the  last  Congregation  Council  it  was 
pointed  out  that  Pastor  Schober  occupies  a  house  although  he  is  not  a 
member  of  the  congregation,  and  that  this  is  against  the  rule.  The 
Council  did  not  wish  to  disturb  him  and  his  family  after  years  of  per- 
mitting this  exception  to  the  rule,  but  asked  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
and  the  Aufseher  Collegium  to  consider  whether  it  might  be  well  to  ask 
him  to  sign  the  rules.  Pastor  Schober,  of  his  own  accord,  has  told  Br. 
Van  Vleck  that  he  was  entirely  willing  to  sign  the  congregation  rules, 
and  that  he  greatly  wished  that  he  might  be  considered  as  a  Brother. 
Conferenz  thinks  that  this  is  a  good  opportunity  to  correct  the  anomalous 
situation.  The  doubt  whether  a  Brother  can  be  at  the  same  time  a  Luth- 
eran minister  is  invalid,  for  in  former  times  this  was  often  the 
case,19  and  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  foundation  principles  enunciated  by 
our  Synod. 

May  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt  asks 
whether  he  may  establish  himself  in  Salem,  and  secure  a  lot  on  which  to 
build  a  house  and  shop.  He  wishes  to  have  the  lot20  on  the  east  side  of 
the  street,  below  the  tavern.21  Collegium  has  no  objections,  but  stipu- 
lates that  if  he  builds  a  powder-mill  he  must  never  keep  much  powder 
in  his  house  here  in  town.  He  must  show  the  Collegium  a  plan  of  his 
house,  with  the  chimneys.    He  must  not  test  his  gun-barrels  in  town,

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because  of  the  danger;  the  best  place  for  that  will  be  behind  the  hill,  at 
Kuschke's  former  fish-dam. 

Pastor  Schober  has  been  conducting  a  bookstore  without  formal  per- 
mission, for  which  he  now  asks.  Collegium  has  no  objection  to  granting 
this  privilege,  with  the  reservation  that  the  congregation  store  may  con- 
tinue to  sell  books,  and  that  Pastor  Schober  may  sell  only  books  and 
medicine,  and  certain  small  wares  which  are  advantageous  in  his  trading 
for  rags.22 

May  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Pastor  Schober  is  again  to  be  considered  a 
member  of  Salem  congregation.  He  has  declared  that  he  sought  prin- 
cipally the  union  of  heart  and  enjoyment  of  fellowship,  and  desired  no 
part  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  congregation,  though  he 
did  not  wish  to  be  entirely  excluded  from  Congregation  Council. 

June  3.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Although  Sr.  Peter  is  now  a  widow  we  believe 
it  would  be  well  for  her  to  retain  the  office  of  sick-nurse  for  the  married 
women  and  widows. 

In  regard  to  the  support  of  Sr.  Peter  we  think  that  for  the  present 
one  dollar  a  week  will  be  sufficient.  She  will  take  the  back  room  and 
kitchen  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Gemein  Haus,  with  a  room  under  the 
roof  in  which  to  store  her  things. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  will  take  the  former  apartment  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Peter,  retaining  the  front  room  and  storeroom  overhead. 

June  lJf.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  three  Brn.  Christopher  Yogler,  Leinbach, 
and  Christian  Blum,  who  were  chosen  by  Congregation  Council  to  super- 
vise the  clearing  of  the  Wach,  reported  that  very  few  were  willing  to  work 
at  it  and  that  it  would  cost  a  great  deal  to  hire  others  to  do  the  work,  so 
they  would  be  obliged  to  notify  the  Council  that  nothing  could  be  done 
this  way. 

The  chairman  of  the  Collegium  shall  notify  the  tavern-keeper,  in 
writing,  that  he  is  forbidden  to  sell  brandy  or  other  strong  drink  to 
certain  Brethren.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  he  let  them  have  more 
than  one-eighth  of  a  pint  a  day,  and  that  only  when  he  thinks  they  really 
need  it.  He  shall  also  do  all  in  his  power  to  keep  strangers  from 
drinking  too  much,  though  he  is  not  in  position  to  prevent  that. 

June  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  As  soon  as  the  new  map  of  Salem  has  been 
prepared,  the  vacant  lots  just  laid  out,  and  also  the  lots  on  which  buildings 
have  been  erected,  shall  be  properly  numbered. 

June  21.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Schaaf  will  keep  the  minutes  of  the  Con- 
ference meetings  in  place  of  the  departed  Br.  Simon  Peter.

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Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  write  to  Br.  Hiiffel  about  Br.  William  Craig, 
whose  lack  of  knowledge  of  German  would  be  less  of  a  detriment  in  the 
Paedagogium  in  Nazareth  than  it  is  in  the  boys  school  here. 

June  24-  (Cong.  Council.)  It  was  resolved  unanimously  that  on 
Communion  Sundays  the  lovefeast  should  be  held  at  two  o'clock  instead 
of  three,  and  always  with  coffee. 

June  28.  (Auf.  Col.)  It  was  resolved  to  try  to  secure  a  Brother  as 
market-master,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  inspect  the  meat  brought  to 
market  before  it  was  cut;  and  if  he  found  that  it  was  unwholesome  or 
otherwise  too  poor,  he  could  notify  the  buyers  and  hinder  the  sale. 

July  12.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Heinrich  Leinbach  asks  for 
the  reservation  of  the  lot23  south  of  the  Widows  House. 

In  preparing  a  mortgage  care  must  be  taken  that  only  the  improve- 
ments are  included,  and  not  the  lot  itself.  Correct  wording  would  be: 
All  my  Right  Claim  and  Title  to  the  Improvements  on  a  Lot  leased  of  said 
N.N. 

July  19.  (P.E.C.)  During  this  winter  Br.  Wolle  will  teach  the 
school  in  Bethania,  and  will  give  the  doctrinal  instruction.  Whether  the 
children  of  neighbors  may  attend  the  school  is  left  to  the  decision  of  the 
Bethania  Committee. 

Aug.  If.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  auswartige  single  Br.  Jacob  Christman 
will  learn  the  trade  of  a  wagon-maker  from  a  Brother  belonging  to 
Friedberg  congregation. 

Aug.  9.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  drunkenness  of  L.  E.  was  again  discussed. 
Br.  Bagge  was  asked  to  speak  in  a  friendly  fashion  with  Mr.  James 
Waugh,  of  Charleston,24  and  ask  him  not  to  give  brandy  to  L.  E.  who 
often  goes  there,  nominally  to  buy  small  things  but  really  for  the  brandy. 
Mr.  Waugh  and  his  storekeeper  shall  be  told  of  the  arrangements  made 
here  to  prevent  L.  E.  from  getting  drinks. 

Last  Friday  evening  a  very  annoying  disturbance  was  made  here  by  a 
number  of  Brethren.  They  already  regret  their  conduct,  realize  that  it 
was  unseemly,  and  promise  not  to  do  it  again.  At  the  next  speaking 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  point  out  to  the  young  men  the  danger  of 
drinking  parties,  which  are  always  the  cause  of  such  disturbances,  and 
he  will  earnestly  warn  them  against  the  practice. 

Aug.  16.  (P.E.C.)  Two  letters  have  been  received  from  Br.  John 
G-ambold  in  Springplace.  Through  the  efforts  of  Br.  Charles  Renatus 
Hicks  most  of  the  Cherokee  nation  has  been  confirmed  in  possession  of

received  a  letter  from  Mr.  McKenny,  Superintendent  of  Indian  Trade, 
in  Washington,  who  promises  continued  assistance  for  our  mission. 

It  was  approved  by  lot  that  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  should  visit  the 
Mission  to  the  Cherokees  this  fall. 

Aug.  19.  (Cong.  Council.)  After  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
were  read  the  question  was  asked  whether  Dr.  Schuman  had  signed  the 
congregation  rules  ?  He  answered :  "No,  I  can  and  will  not  sign  unless 
I  am  permitted  to  add  the  note  that  I  do  not  subscribe  to  the  Augsburg 
Confession." 

In  a  previous  meeting  Council  had  declared  that  it  would  accept  no 
qualified  signature,  and  assured  Dr.  Schuman  that  his  verbal  explanation 
to  Council  was  sufficient.  Dr.  Schuman  claimed  that  he  held  his  right  aa 
a  member  of  Council  through  the  action  of  Synod,  and  that  he  could  not 
be  deprived  of  it  by  an  act  of  Council ;  that  he  would  not  sign  at  all,  or 
would  sign  with  that  qualification,  or  they  might  take  his  name  off  the 
congregation  list.  A  Brother  remarked  that  if  an  individual  ordered 
Congregation  Council  to  do  as  he  wished  or  cease  to  consider  him  as  a 
Brother  the  congregation  boards  had  no  choice  except  to  take  the  latter 
course,  and  Dr.  Schuman  rose  and  left  the  meeting.25 

Aug.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  suggestion  of  the  Collegium  that  on  the 
Married  People's  festival  the  children  should  attend  the  lovefeast  was 
approved  by  Conferenz. 

Sept.  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  was  pleased  to  learn  of  the  plan  of 
several  Friedland  Brethren  to  begin  a  Sunday  school  there.  Their  plan 
shall  be  recommended  to  the  Friedland  congregation  at  their  approaching 
congregation  festival. 

Sept.  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  accounts  of  the  lovefeast  fund  have  been 
considered  by  the  Collegium  and  Congregation  Council,  and  it  has  been 
agreed  unanimously  that  in  future  6*4  cents  shall  be  charged  for  each 
lovefeast,  whether  a  new  printed  ode  is  used  or  not,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Communion  lovefeasts  for  which  the  old  price  shall  be  charged. 

Trees  must  be  replanted  in  the  avenue  by  the  children's  garden  and 
behind  the  Negro  graveyard,  for  all  that  were  set  out  when  the  avenue 
was  made  have  died.  The  avenue  shall  be  connected  with  the  main  street 
by  a  cross  street  a  little  below  Br.  Wohlfahrt's  lot,  and  a  gate  shall  be 
placed  there  so  that  the  cattle  may  not  gather  in  the  avenue,  and  spoil 
the  plan  of  having  it  a  pleasant  place  to  walk. 

Sept.  7.    (P.E.C.)    The  object  of  a  visit  to  the  Cherokee  mission  is

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that  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  may  be  fully  informed  about 
conditions,  and  thereby  be  enabled  to  decide  more  wisely  about  it.  .  .  . 

Sept.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Osterlein  shall  be  asked  to  stay 
with  old  Br.  Herbst  at  night  during  the  absence  of  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl. 

Sept.  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  John  Butner,  of  Bethabara,  asks  per- 
mission to  run  up  a  light  building  opposite  his  lot,  and  to  open  a  grocery 
shop,  the  need  for  which  has  been  great  ever  since  the  store  there  was 
given  up.  The  Bethabara  Committee  approves  the  plan,  and  Conferenz 
sees  no  sufficient  reason  for  denying  the  request. 

The  boy  Timothy  Yogler  has  recently  left  school  and  has  gone  to  Br. 
John  Yogler  to  learn  his  trade. 

Oct.  If..  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  George  Brendel  and  his  family  will  move 
tomorrow  from  their  present  home  to  Charlestown. 

Oct.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Srs.  Philippine  and  Hanna  Christman, 
who  are  teaching  in  the  Boarding  School,  will  visit  their  relatives  in 
Guilford  County  for  some  weeks. 

Oct.  7.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Huff  el  writes  that  the  Saviour  has  approved 
that  Br.  Johann  Renatus  Schmidt  (in  the  service  of  the  mission  at  New 
Fairfield)  shall  be  called  to  the  mission  in  Springplace,  and  that  Br. 
Adam  Haman  shall  take  his  place  in  New  Fairfield. 

Oct.  13.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  is  evident  that  Br.  Kramsch  cannot  remain 
in  Hope  since  the  operation  on  his  eye  has  proved  a  total  failure.  In 
view  of  the  great  lack  of  lodgings  in  Salem,  Conferenz  accepted  with 
gratitude  the  offer  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Yan  Yleck  to  give  up  their  bedroom. 
This,  with  the  room  in  the  Gemein  Haus  which  the  day-pupils  class  has 
been  using,  and  a  kitchen  in  the  basement,  will  make  an  endurable  lodg- 
ing for  Br.  and  Sr.  Kramsch.  The  schoolroom  can  be  moved  to  the 
room  in  the  building  adjoining  the  Boarding  School,  where  Sr.  Freytag 
has  been  living. 

Nov.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  Yarious  points  were  discussed  concerning  the 
former  plantation  of  Br.  George  Brendel,  which  will  now  be  rented  by 
Br.  Christian  Blum  and  Company.  These  Brethren  wish  to  build  a  mill 
there,  if  Congregation  Council  approves.  As  their  purpose  differs  from 
that  of  their  predecessor,  their  lease  must  be  different.  .  .  . 

Nov.  2.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Huff  el  writes  that  the  few  members  at  New- 
port, Rhode  Island,  regret  that  they  are  without  a  pastor,  and  ask  that 
consideration  be  given  to  sending  them  another  pastor.  In  view  of 
their  inability  to  support  a  minister  and  his  family  they  prefer  to  have 
a  pastor  who  can  partially  support  himself  by  teaching  school,  and  the 
like. 
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The  suggestion  was  made  that  in  time  poor  Herman  might  be  available. 
At  present  he  is  in  a  bad  way,  partly  by  his  own  fault  and  partly  because 
of  his  long  illness.  He  appears  to  have  come  to  himself,  to  regret  his 
mistake,  and  to  wish  to  be  reinstated.  Conf erenz  thinks  that  this  should 
not  be  denied,  and  that  opportunity  should  be  given  to  him  to  prove  his 
change  of  mind.  It  was  proposed  that  he  should  be  given  again  his 
former  position  in  the  school  for  little  boys,  and  also  oversight  of  the 
older  boys  in  the  Anstalt  and  their  instruction. 

Nov.  J/-.  (Cong.  Council.)  A  pro  memoria  was  presented  from  the 
four  Brethren  who  wish  to  build  a  mill  on  the  plantation  formerly 
occupied  by  George  Brendel.  .  .  .  Council  approved  the  project  by  a  vote 
of  twenty-three  to  seven. 

Nov.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  single  Br.  Samuel  Schulz  (son  of 
Samuel)  has  received  information  that  he  may  be  able  to  establish  himself 
in  or  near  Bethlehem,  as  a  butcher.  A  letter  shall  be  sent  for  him  to 
the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  of  Bethlehem. 

Dec.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  William  Craig  is  not  well,  and  Br. 
Thomas  Pf ohl  is  willing  to  help  for  a  while  in  our  boys  school. 

Dec.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  has  returned  from  Ra- 
leigh, and  told  various  things  about  the  case26  which  has  been  opened 
again  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

Dec.  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman  has  not  fully  recovered 
from  the  five  months  of  lameness  in  all  his  limbs,  and  cannot  yet  do  any 
work,  though  he  can  go  out  a  little. 

.  Dec.  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman  has  been  re- 
admitted to  the  congregation,  and  will  help  for  the  present  in  the  boys 
school.  Perhaps  he  can  also  help  with  writing  and  copying  when  he  has 
further  recovered. 

If  Br.  Brietz  really  has  taken  a  Negro  boy  to  learn  the  tanner's  trade 
he  shall  release  him  when  his  year  is  out,  for  Collegium  believes  it  would 
have  disastrous  consequences  for  the  town  if  Negroes  should  learn  trades 
here. 

According  to  the  new  map  of  Salem  there  will  be  a  cross  street27  forty 
feet  wide  along  the  south  side  of  Br.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt's  lot,  leading 
from  the  main  street  to  the  avenue  which  leads  to  the  Negro  graveyard. 
For  the  present  only  a  sixteen  foot  lane  shall  be  opened.

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Extracts  from  Bethabara  Diary,  1819. 

Jan.  S.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow,  and  continued  with  little  inter- 
ruption until  the  tenth  hour  today.  Then  the  snow  melted,  and  the  roads, 
which  were  already  very  bad,  became  almost  impassable. 

Jan.  7.  In  the  evening  it  began  to  snow  and  continued  through  the 
night  and  until  morning,  and  did  not  melt  during  the  day.  In  the  after- 
noon of  the  9th  the  weather  moderated  and  most  of  the  snow  melted. 

Jan.  10.  The  roads  were  so  very  bad  that  the  children's  hour  must  be 
omitted. 

Jan.  18.  For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  very  pleasant. 

Jan.  20.  It  was  unusually  warm  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

Jan.  26.  The  weather  was  beautiful  and  the  roads  good  and  Br. 

Strohle  went  to  Salem  for  a  short  visit  and  to  attend  the  Aeltesten 
Conferenz  tomorrow. 

Jan.  27.  Br.  Gotthold  Reichel  brought  Br.  Strohle  back  in  the 
chair.    The  weather  was  springlike. 

Jan.  81.  Sunday.  It  began  to  rain  heavily  and  to  storm  and  contin- 
ued until  noon,  so  services  could  not  be  held. 

Feb.  lJf.  During  the  past  week  the  weather  has  been  very  warm,  with 
almost  daily  hard  showers,  and  some  storms.  Yesterday  it  cleared,  and 
today  has  been  rather  cold. 

Feb.  16.    It  rained  all  day. 

Feb.  17.  In  the  morning  it  rained  for  a  while,  then  for  two  hours 
there  was  snow  mixed  with  sleet. 

Feb.  18.  During  last  night  it  cleared  up  very  cold  with  wind  from  the 
north.  Because  of  the  cold  there  were  no  services,  which  was  also  the 
case  on  the  19th  and  20th. 

Feb.  21.  Sunday.  The  weather  was  very  raw  and  stormy.  In  the 
afternoon  the  house-fathers  and  house-mothers  met  to  hear  the  summary 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  congregation  fund  for  the  year 
1818. 

Feb.  28.  The  singstunde  could  not  be  held  because  all  the  Brethren 
had  gone  to  put  out  a  large  bush-fire  which  had  come  very  near  the 
town. 

March  1.  During  the  last  days  of  February  the  weather  was  stormy, 
with  wind  from  the  northwest.  Last  evening  the  storm  finally  passed 
and  during  the  night  it  began  to  rain ;  then  there  was  a  hard  snowstorm,

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which  lasted  until  ten  o'clock  this  morning.  When  it  cleared  the  warm 
sunshine  melted  most  of  the  snow.    The  roads  were  bad. 

.  March  2.  In  the  afternoon  the  married  Sr.  Elisabeth  Butner  (wife  of 
Herman  Butner)  fell  asleep  while  several  hymns  were  being  sung. 

March  3.  In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  her  remains  were  interred, 
as  she  could  not  be  kept  longer. 

March  4-  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  the  funeral  sermon  was 
preached  to  an  unusually  large  company,  which  then  went  to  God's  Acre 
where  the  usual  funeral  liturgy  was  prayed.  Then  a  number  of  the 
Brethren  and  Sisters  had  a  lovefeast. 

March  7.  Sunday.  During  the  preaching  there  was  a  severe  storm, 
with  thunder,  lightning,  rain,  and  hail. 

March  8.    This  was  a  very  stormy  day. 

March  10.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  stopped  on  his  way  to  Bethania  and 
took  Br.  Strohle  with  him  in  the  chair,  that  with  the  Brn.  Pfohl  and 
Kluge  there  might  be  a  discussion  concerning  the  publication  of  the 
Results  of  Synod  in  the  two  towns.  About  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  the 
chair  brought  him  back  wet  through  with  cold  rain.  It  rained,  snowed, 
sleeted,  and  stormed  all  night  and  until  ten  o'clock  of  the  next  day. 
Because  of  the  bad  roads  there  were  no  services. 

March  13.  This  was  a  very  stormy  day,  with  wind  from  the  north- 
west. 

March  18.  In  the  afternoon  it  began  to  snow  heavily,  and  by  ten 
o'clock  in  the  evening  the  snow  lay  half  a  foot  deep.  The  following  day 
part  of  the  snow  was  melted  by  rain. 

March  20.    It  was  very  raw  today. 

March  21.  Br.  Strohle  has  taken  a  severe  cold,  so  could  not  hold  the 
services  for  several  days. 

March  23  to  25.    It  rained  steadily. 

March  29.  This  was  a  rainy  day,  and  in  the  ninth  hour  of  the  eve- 
ning there  was  a  severe  storm  followed  by  several  others.  It  rained  so 
hard  that  roads  and  meadows  were  under  water. 

March  30.  The  storm  lasted  until  four  o'clock  this  morning;  and  was 
followed  by  a  terrible,  roaring  wind,  which  prevented  the  holding  of 
any  services. 

April  1.  Because  of  the  raw  weather  and  the  illness  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Strohle  and  others  there  could  be  no  services  today  or  on  the  day  fol- 
lowing. 
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April  11.  Easter  Sunday.  Soon  after  midnight  it  began  to  rain,  and 
as  the  rain  continued  it  was  not  possible  to  pray  the  Easter  litany  on 
God's  Acre,  and  the  usual  service  was  held  in  the  church. 

April  15.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  returned  from  Salem,  very  tired  and 
soaked  by  the  rain  which  began  this  morning  about  six  o'clock.  All  the 
streams  are  high,  and  the  roads  almost  impassable. 

April  25,  26,  27.    The  weather  was  very  raw,  windy  and  rainy. 

May  3.  This  morning  a  mad  dog  came  into  town  and  bit  several 
other  dogs  and  two  or  three  sheep,  as  has  already  happened  in  the 
neighborhood.  The  dogs  which  were  bitten  were  killed;  the  mad  dog 
was  followed  for  some  miles  in  an  attempt  to  kill  it,  but  it  could  not 
be  found.  It  nearly  bit  several  children,  who  were  rescued  with 
difficulty. 

May  5.    The  heat  was  very  great. 

May  13.  For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  very  cool  and  windy, 
probably  the  result  of  hail  which  fell  not  far  away.  Toward  morning 
the  wind  died  down  and  the  ground  was  covered  with  hoarfrost,  which 
did  some  damage  in  the  gardens. 

May  16.    It  rained  yesterday,  and  since  then  has  been  raw  and  windy. 

May  21.    The  heat  was  rather  great. 

May  23.  Sunday.  All  the  members  over  the  age  of  children  gathered 
to  hear  Br.  von  Schweinitz  read  a  draft  of  a  Brotherly  Agreement  for  the 
congregation  of  Bethabara.  He  explained  it  and  all  accepted  it.  Then 
the  adult  Brethren  met  to  elect  a  new  Committee.  The  following  four 
Brethren  were  chosen  by  a  plurality  vote :  Gottlieb  Fockel,  John 
Butner,  John  Spach,  and  Peter  Schor. 

May  28,  29.    There  were  light  showers  in  the  evening. 

May  30.  The  day  was  cloudy  and  sultry,  and  about  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  one  storm  followed  another  with  much  desired  showers,  by 
which  the  parched  earth  was  soaked  once  more. 

June  7.  For  the  first  time  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  visited  us  from  Salem. 
Accompanied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  they  called  on  all  the  members  in 
their  homes,  and  then  returned  to  Salem.  For  some  days  the  heat  has 
been  very  great.    The  hay  harvest  has  begun. 

June  12.  Saturday.  Since  Wednesday  there  have  been  showers 
every  day,  and  during  the  nights,  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

June  19.  At  noon  we  had  a  much  desired  shower,  and  another  in  the 
evening.

June  20.  During  this  week  everybody  has  been  busy  with  the  hay 
harvest. 

J uly  8.  During  the  evening  we  had  a  much  desired  rain.  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jacob  Losch  moved  from  Raleigh  to  this  town. 

July  8.  This  morning  it  rained  for  an  hour  or  two,  and  the  next  day 
there  was  a  light  shower. 

July  15.  During  the  evening  we  had  a  frightful  storm,  with  rain 
which  did  not  last  as  long  as  we  could  have  wished  after  the  drought  and 
great  heat,  yet  the  earth  was  refreshed. 

July  19.  This  morning  Br.  Strohle  began  instruction  for  the  chil- 
dren who  have  reached  the  age  of  twelve  or  thirteen  years  and  some  who 
are  older.  According  to  the  recommendations  of  the  last  Synod  he  will 
teach  them  the  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  give  them  the 
necessary  information  about  the  Unity  of  Brethren  and  its  calling,  with 
a  short  account  of  its  founding  and  progress.  Instruction  will  be  given 
four  times  a  week  for  five  or  six  weeks. 

July  22.  This  morning  the  married  Br.  Peter  Hein  died  of  con- 
sumption. 

July  25.  During  these  days  it  was  very  hot  and  threatened  rain,  but 
none  fell. 

Aug.  1.    It  grows  hotter  day  by  day. 

Aug.  If.  Adult  members  who  have  not  yet  been  admitted  to  the  Lord's 
Supper  were  given  instruction  concerning  it  during  the  afternoon  by  Br. 
Strohle,  and  they  listened  attentively. 

Aug.  12.  This  was  election  day.  Most  of  the  Brethren  went  to  Salem, 
and  some  to  Bethania. 

Aug.  15.  Sunday.  Yesterday  Br.  Strohle  was  attacked  by  a  severe 
pain  in  his  back  which  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  do  anything,  so 
Br.  Van  Vleck  came  from  Salem  to  hold  the  services  for  the  post-celebra- 
tion of  the  Thirteenth  of  August. 

Aug.  16.  This  morning  Br.  Johann  Jacob  and  Sr.  Maria  Kummer, 
and  their  two  children,  Maria  Louise  and  Susan  Ann,  left  for  Bethle- 
hem, where  they  will  now  make  their  home.  With  them  went  their 
relative,  the  widowed  Sr.  Susan  David,  who  has  been  with  them  for 
more  than  two  years,  and  who  will  return  to  Philadelphia. 

Aug.  17.  For  some  weeks  the  weather  has  been  unusually  hot  and 
extraordinarily  dry,  so  that  gardens  and  fields  have  suffered  greatly. 
For  lack  of  water  mills  are  unable  to  run.  We  were  very  thankful  for 
a  little  rain,  though  there  was  not  nearly  enough. 
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Aug.  18.  At  last  we  had  a  rain  that  lasted  for  an  hour  and  amounted 
to  something,  for  which  we  were  very  thankful. 

Aug.  19.    Again  we  had  a  much  desired  rain. 

Aug.  23.  After  it  had  rained  for  two  or  three  hours  it  cleared  and 
was  fairly  cool. 

Aug.  25.  Today  was  uncomfortably  cool,  then  it  turned  warm  again. 
Aug.  SO.    It  rained  off  and  on. 

Sept.  2.  There  was  a  public  auction  of  household  and  kitchen 
supplies  from  the  store  which  has  been  given  up.  The  Brn.  von 
Schweinitz,  Meinung,  and  others  came  from  Salem,  and  many  other 
persons  attended.    It  was  oppressively  hot. 

Sept.  5.  This  week  members  have  begun  to  cut  the  second  crop  of 
hay.    The  heat  has  been  very  great. 

Sept.  8,  9.    We  had  showers. 

Sept.  11.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf  came  from  Salem  to  share  with  us  in 
the  celebration  of  the  married  people's  festival  tomorrow.  During  the 
morning  and  afternoon  they  spoke  with  the  members  of  the  Married 
Choir. 

Sept.  13.  About  three  miles  from  here,  in  a  family  burying  ground, 
Br.  Strohle  held  the  funeral  of  a  man,  Johann  Martin  Beck,  nearly  eighty 
years  old.  He  had  suffered  for  a  long  time  from  dropsy,  with  compli- 
cations. He  was  born  in  Germany.  Br.  Strohle  visited  him  often  dur- 
ing his  illness. 

Sept.  30.  There  was  a  public  sale  of  the  personal  property  of  the 
departed  Br.  Peter  Hein.  The  cutting  of  the  second  crop  of  hay  ended 
this  month.    It  turned  out  only  fairly  well  this  year. 

Oct.  8.  Dr.  Freytag,  of  Bethlehem,  who  last  Wednesday  married  the 
single  Sr.  Sally  Fetter  in  Salem,  came  with  her  on  a  visit. 

Oct.  9.  In  the  morning  it  rained  a  little,  and  in  the  afternoon  a 
storm  came  up,  with  a  high  wind  and  almost  more  rain  than  we  have 
had  this  year.  It  lasted  until  evening,  and  poured  enough  water  into 
the  dry  millponds  so  that  the  mills  could  grind  again,  for  which  we  were 
very  thankful  to  our  heavenly  Father.  It  turned  very  cold,  and  during 
the  following  night  there  was  the  first  frost  of  the  fall. 

Oct.  11.  The  winter  school  for  the  children  commenced.  Last  night 
was  specially  cold  and  this  morning  the  ground  was  so  white  with  frost 
that  it  looked  like  snow.    The  thermometer  stood  at  28°  above  zero. 
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The  night  of  the  12th  was  also  very  cold,  and  on  the  mornings  of  the 
lJf.th  and  15th  the  thermometer  registered  24°. 

Oct.  22.    The  Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  20°. 

Oct.  27.  For  some  time  it  has  heen  unusually  cold,  but  yesterday  the 
weather  moderated. 

Nov.  If.    For  the  last  days  it  has  again  been  cold  and  damp. 

Nov.  9.    Services  were  omitted  because  of  the  cold  weather. 

Nov.  17.  We  observed  our  congregation  festival,  combined  with  the 
post-celebration  of  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder. 

During  the  lovefeast  the  names  were  read  of  the  young  people  who 
last  summer  attended  the  five  weeks  doctrinal  instruction  and  then  later 
the  historical  instruction  concerning  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  they 
were  received  into  the  congregation. 

During  the  morning  it  rained  for  two  hours  after  a  long  dry  spell, 
then  cleared  up  cool. 

Nov.  30.  Tuesday.  Since  Sunday  it  has  been  cool,  and  today  was 
colder  than  it  has  been  this  fall;  this  morning  the  thermometer  stood 
at  15°. 

Dec.  2.    It  was  very  cold  and  stormy. 

Dec.  3.    The  weather  was  somewhat  milder  than  yesterday. 

Dec.  6.  The  evening  was  so  dark  that  the  service  must  be  omitted. 
Between  eight  and  nine  o'clock  a  hard  storm  came,  with  heavy  rain  which 
lasted  all  night.  After  the  unusually  long  spell  of  dry  weather  the  rain 
was  very  welcome. 

Dec.  13.  It  rained  a  good  deal,  especially  during  the  evening,  and  on 
the  llfth  there  was  no  service  because  of  the  cold. 

Dec.  17.  Yesterday  Br.  Strohle  went  to  Salem  to  attend  a  conference 
of  all  the  ministers  in  Wachovia.  Today  it  snowed  continuously,  be- 
ginning in  the  early  morning,  and  on  the  18th  there  was  more  snow 
mixed  with  rain,  and  the  roads  were  so  bad  that  it  was  impossible  to 
travel  on  foot,  so  he  was  brought  back  to  Bethania  in  the  chair. 

Dec.  20.    This  was  a  very  cold  day. 

Dec.  21.    This  morning  the  thermometer  was  19°  above  zero. 

Dec.  25.  After  the  Christmas  Eve  lovefeasts  last  evening  it  rained 
heavily  for  an  hour.    Today  was  clear  but  rather  cold. 

Dec.  30.  At  daybreak  it  began  to  snow  and  continued  all  day,  then 
cleared  with  wind  from  the  northwest,  and  was  very  cold.  The  snow 
was  about  a  foot  deep. 
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Dec.  81.  Because  of  the  deep  snow,  which  had  not  melted  at  all,  and 
the  bitter  cold,  some  of  the  members,  especially  those  living  outside  the 
town,  were  unable  to  attend  the  services. 

Memorabilia.  Our  daily  food  and  our  necessities  were  graciously  pro- 
vided for  us  by  our  heavenly  Father.  Because  of  the  unusually  long  pro- 
tracted dry  weather,  broken  only  occasionally  by  light  rains,  our  fields 
did  not  yield  as  abundantly  as  in  some  years,  nor  did  the  meadows,  yet  no 
one  suffered  actual  want,  and  the  fruit  was  more  plentiful  than  in  a  long 
time.    Health  has  been  exceptionally  good  this  year. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1819. 

Jan.  If.  Br.  Kluge  went  to  Salem  to  attend  the  formal  opening  of  the 
conferences  for  this  year.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  and  Sr.  Kluge  stayed  at 
home,  partly  because  they  were  not  well  and  partly  because  the  roads 
were  so  bad  that  the  chair  could  hardly  pass  over  them. 

Jan.  31.  Br.  Kluge  prayed  the  litany  with  the  congregation,  then 
went  to  the  plantation  of  Br.  Peter  and  Sr.  Susanna  Elizabeth  Schemel, 
who  live  seven  miles  from  us,  and  there  he  baptized  their  little  son,  Isaac 
Augustus,  born  on  the  21st  of  this  month. 

March  1.  This  month  began  with  real  winter  weather,  for  last  night 
snow  fell  several  inches  deep.  Suddenly  the  weather  changed,  and  the 
snow  melted  as  rapidly  as  it  had  fallen.  On  the  2nd  there  was  another 
change,  and  a  very  cold  wind  blew  from  the  northwest. 

March  7.  Sunday.  At  the  close  of  the  Communion  lovefeast  Br. 
Pfohl  announced  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Kluge,  who  have  served  in  the  congre- 
gation here  for  more  than  five  years,  had  received  and  accepted  a  call  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  congregation  of  Graceham,  in  Maryland. 

March  lJf.  This  day  had  been  appointed  for  the  reading  of  extracts 
from  the  Results  of  the  Synod  held  last  year,  and  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
came  to  us  from  Salem.  After  an  address  and  prayer  he  began  to  read ; 
and  the  reading  was  finished  today  in  four  long  sessions.  Our  members 
attended  well,  and  listened  with  the  closest  attention. 

March  16,  18.  The  Committee  met  for  consultation.  On  the  latter 
day  we  had  a  deeper  snow  than  fell  all  winter.  It  lay  six  inches  deep, 
but  melted  in  several  days. 

March  21.  Sunday.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival,  for 
which  the  19th  is  the  proper  date.  It  was  very  cold,  with  a  strong  wind 
from  the  northeast,  which  prevented  some  of  our  members  from 
attending. 

March  28.    Br.  Pfohl  held  all  the  services,  as  Br.  Kluge  had  gone  to 
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Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer's  to  preach  his  farewell  sermon  there. 

The  auswartige  single  communicant  Sr.  Susanna  Krieger  was  mar- 
ried by  the  justice  in  Bethabara  to  the  single  Jacob  Hillsebeck,  who  does 
not  belong  to  us.  She  will  continue  as  a  communicant  of  our  congre- 
gation. 

April  10.  The  usual  Great  Sabbath  lovefeast  was  omitted  this  time 
because  in  eight  days  there  will  be  a  farewell  lovefeast  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
Kluge. 

April  11.  Easter  Sunday.  This  morning  it  rained  heavily,  so  we 
prayed  the  Easter  Litany  in  the  church. 

As  usual  the  Negroes  attended  in  considerable  numbers,  and  in  the 
afternoon  Br.  Kluge  held  a  service  for  them,  speaking  in  English. 

In  the  evening  we  read  the  happy  and  comforting  story  of  the  resur- 
rection of  our  dear  Lord.  At  the  close  of  the  service  the  congregation 
was  informed  that  Br.  Peter  Wolle,  of  Salem,  had  been  called  by  the 
Lord  as  associate  pastor  of  the  Bethania  congregation,  and  had  accepted 
the  call. 

April  18.  During  the  afternoon  the  congregation  bade  farewell  to  Br. 
and  Sr.  Kluge  in  a  lovefeast,  and  commended  them  to  the  grace  of  our 
Lord,  the  love  and  care  of  our  Father  in  heaven,  and  the  communion  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  for  their  future  service  in  the  congregation  of  Graceham, 
Maryland,  and  on  their  journey  thither. 

April  19.  Monday.  This  morning  Br.  Johann  Peter  and  Sr.  Anna 
Maria  Kluge  left  with  their  three  children,  Heinrich,  who  has  been  in 
Salem  and  will  be  sent  to  Nazareth,  Caroline  Emilie,  and  Clementine 
Louise,  and  also  the  older  girl  Anna  Theodora  Becker. 

April  27.  The  adult  Brethren  in  town  met  and  gave  in  their  votes  for 
the  new  Committee,  and  the  following  received  plurality  votes :  Johann 
Christian  Losch,  Johann  Heinrich  Hauser,  Sr.,  Samuel  Strub,  Abraham 
Transou,  and  Johannes  Transou,  and  were  therefore  elected. 

May  IS.  Our  married  Br.  Samuel  Strub,  with  Abraham  Conrad, 
left  for  the  western  part  of  the  state  of  Tennessee,  to  see  about  land  for 
himself  and  other  Brethren  here  and  in  Salem.  This  land  has  been 
formally  bought  by  the  Government  through  a  treaty  with  the  Indians 
who  formerly  lived  there.  Many  years  ago  these  Brethren  bought  large 
tracts  there,  and  now  wish  to  have  their  lands  surveyed  so  that  they  may 
take  possession  of  them. 

May  16.  The  auswartige  Brethren  met  to  elect  two  communicant 
Brethren  to  serve  on  the  Committee,  and  also  to  select  a  Steward.  The 
Brn.  Joseph  Holder  and  Peter  Pfaff  were  elected  to  the  Committee  by

plurality  votes.  For  Steward  the  Brn.  Johann  Heinrich  Krieger  and 
Isaac  Pfaff  each  received  the  same  number  of  votes,  and  in  the  usual 
manner  Br.  Krieger  was  chosen.  The  homes  of  our  auswartige  Brethren 
are  scattered  over  a  wide  territory,  extending  fifteen  miles,  and  one 
Brother  can  hardly  attend  to  all  of  them,  so  it  was  decided  to  make  Br. 
Isaac  Pfaff  assistant  Steward,  and  he  was  willing  to  serve. 

May  21.  Yesterday  the  Single  Br.  Johann  Gottfried  Oehmann 
reached  Salem  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Schaaf ,  coming  from  Bethlehem.  Today 
he  came  hither,  and  took  possession  of  the  empty  house  of  Jacob  Losch, 
and  there  will  carry  on  his  trade  of  a  tailor. 

May  29.  From  Salem  we  received  the  affecting  tidings  that  it  had 
pleased  our  dear  Lord,  through  a  stroke,  to  bring  to  a  sudden  end  the 
life  of  our  beloved  Br.  Simon  Peter.  We  were  the  more  touched  because 
he  formerly  served  this  congregation  as  pastor. 

June  10.  Today  the  auswartige  Br.  Johann  Benjamin  Miller  was 
married  to  the  auswartige  Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth  Sehor,  by  the  justice. 

June  17.  Quite  unexpectedly,  our  Br.  Samuel  Strub  returned  from 
his  journey  to  the  western  part  of  the  state  of  Tennessee.  It  was  a  pity 
that  he  had  been  able  to  accomplish  nothing  on  this  trip. 

/ uly  22.  The  auswartige  widowed  Br.  Petrus  Conrad  was  married  to 
the  auswartige  single  Sr.  Catharina  Sponhauer  by  the  justice. 

July  23.  Our  dear  Br.  Peter  and  Sr.  Maria  Theresia  Wolle  came 
from  Salem  and  were  heartily  welcomed. 

July  27.  The  auswartige  married  Br.  Johannes  Krieger  ended  his 
journey  here  below,  in  the  thirty-second  year  of  his  age.  The  cause  was 
the  bad  fever  which  has  been  epidemic  in  our  neighborhood. 

/ uly  29.  Yesterday  the  remains  of  the  deceased  were  brought  from  his 
plantation  and  were  taken  directly  to  God's  Acre  and  lowered  into  the 
grave,  and  earth  was  filled  in  to  cover  the  coffin.  It  was  hoped  that  this 
precaution  would  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  fever  into  our  town, 
which  so  far,  thank  God !  has  escaped  the  infection.  The  funeral  service 
was  held  this  afternoon. 

Aug.  8.  Sunday.  At  the  close  of  the  preaching  service  we  laid 
before  our  merciful  God  and  Lord  our  sad  condition.  Because  of  the 
long-continued  drought  and  hot  weather  our  corn  in  the  fields  and  our 
garden  vegetables  are  nearly  dead,  and  much  has  already  dried  up. 
Moreover  our  mills  cannot  run  for  lack  of  water,  and  many  families 
among  us  and  among  our  neighbors  have  no  more  flour.  In  order  to 
procure  flour  for  bread  many  families  have  been  obliged  to  have  their 
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wheat  rough  ground,28  and  then  sift  out  the  finer  part  to  use  in  baking. 
We  acknowledged  that  the  great  indifference  of  our  hearts  toward  Him 
has  deserved  such  chastisement,  and  we  prayed  humbly  for  pardon, 
mercy,  rescue,  and  help  in  our  present  oppressive  need. 

Then  there  was  a  meeting  for  those  of  our  congregation  who  are  over 
fourteen  years  old  and  have  not  yet  partaken  of  the  Lord's  Supper — the 
number  of  such  persons  is  something  over  ninety.  Only  a  third  of  them 
came,  because  some  of  those  living  outside  the  town  had  not  received  the 
notice,  although  it  was  announced  last  Sunday.  Those  present  were 
invited  to  attend  the  Communion  which  will  be  held  on  the  fifteenth. 

All  of  these  services  were  held  by  Br.  Pfohl  as  Br.  Wolle  had  gone  to 
Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer's  to  hold  the  four-weekly  preaching. 

Aug.  9.  Several  families  sent  a  wagon  with  more  than  twenty  bushels 
of  wheat  to  a  mill  some  twenty  miles  from  here,  hoping  to  have  it 
ground.  Late  in  the  evening  of  the  following  day  the  wagon  returned, 
but  the  teamsters  could  get  only  half  of  it  ground. 

Aug.  11.  Yesterday  and  today  God  sent  us  short  showers,  which  re- 
freshed the  parched  earth  and  languishing  growth  a  little.  So  little 
water  ran  to  our  mill  that  it  was  able  to  grind  only  one  bushel  of  wheat. 
Recently  at  most  one-half  bushel  could  be  ground  in  a  day. 

Aug.  12.  Here  in  town  there  was  the  election  of  representatives  from 
our  county  to  the  Assembly  which  will  meet  this  fall  in  Raleigh. 

Aug.  15.  For  lack  of  flour  it  was  utterly  impossible  to  have  a  festal 
lovefeast. 

Aug.  18.  At  last  God  sent  us  a  soaking  rain,  after  nearly  five  weeks 
of  drought.  For  this  we  were  grateful,  but  we  regretted  that  above  our 
town,  on  the  heads  of  our  creek,  no  rain  fell,  and  our  mill  could  no  longer 
run  at  all. 

During  the  following  days  we  had  more  showers,  and  our  mill  was 
finally  provided  with  water,  and  our  shortage  of  flour  could  be  relieved 
for  the  present. 

Aug.  19.  The  auswartige  single  Br.  Johann  Martin  Holder  was  mar- 
ried to  the  auswartige  single  Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth  Stoltz,  by  the  justice. 

Note.  The  auswartige  Catharina  Schor  (Johannes'  daughter)  has  left 
us  to  marry. 

Sept.  10.  The  single  Br.  Simon  Peter  Stoltz,  a  coppersmith,  who  has 
bought  the  former  Conrad  house,  came  from  Salem  today  and  will  live 
here. 


28  The  verb  indicates  that  the  wheat  was  broken  or  roughly  ground  in  the  mill  in  which  corn 
was  broken  for  the  small  hominy  or  grits  so  much  used  in  the  southern  states. 
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Sept.  1J/..    In  the  evening  meeting  Br.  Pfohl  married  the  single  Br. 
Simon  Peter  Stoltz  to  the  single  Sr.  Sarah  Pfaff. 

Sept.  19.  Sunday.  We  had  many  visits  from  Brethren  and  Sisters 
from  Salem,  of  whom  more  than  twenty  were  counted. 

It  is  again  so  dry  that  our  mill  cannot  run,  and  again  certain  families 
were  obliged  to  have  their  wheat  rough  ground  so  that  they  could  bake 
bread. 

Oct.  4.    The  winter  school  for  our  children  was  begun. 

Oct.  21.  On  this,  the  sixty-first  birthday  of  Br.  Pfohl,  we  had  an 
unexpected  but  most  pleasant  visit  from  the  Brn.  Van  Vleck  and  Schaaf 
from  Salem  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  from  Bethabara. 

Nov.  1/..  The  auswartige  single  Br.  Peter  Pfaff  was  married  by  the 
justice  to  a  single  woman  named  Kelly  who  does  not  belong  to  us. 

Nov.  7.  It  had  been  resolved  to  have  an  English  sermon  from  time  to 
time  for  the  sake  of  our  English  neighbors,  and  Br.  Wolle  began  today. 
Many  came  to  hear  him,  but  nearly  all  were  pure  German,  and  very  few 
English  neighbors. 

Nov.  21.  The  Negroes  in  town  have  requested  that  separate  services 
may  be  held  for  them  as  was  formerly  done,  and  Br.  Wolle  began  this 
afternoon. 

Dec. 17.  Today  a  stranger,  coming  from  Wilmington,  brought  us 
distressing  news  concerning  our  auswartige  single  Br.  Heinrich  Schor. 
With  some  of  his  relatives  he  was  on  his  way  to  Wilmington  with  a  load 
of  brandy  for  the  market,  and  as  he  was  driving  down  a  steep  hill  the 
horses  began  to  run.  He  tried  to  hold  them,  was  thrown  to  the  earth 
and  a  front  and  a  back  wheel  of  the  heavily  loaded  wagon  passed  over 
his  leg,  injuring  it  badly.  He  was  placed  in  the  care  of  a  doctor  in 
Fayetteville.  On  the  following  day  this  report  was  confirmed  by  some 
of  our  Brethren  who  had  been  on  the  road  when  it  occurred. 

Dec.  SO.  Snow  began  at  daybreak  and  continued  until  evening,  lying 
six  to  eight  inches  deep. 

Memorabilia.  Because  of  the  dry  summer  some  of  the  wells  in  town 
lost  their  water,  and  some  of  the  families,  in  order  to  wash  their  clothes, 
had  to  go  to  places  in  the  neighborhood  where  there  was  still  water 
enough.  Under  the  circumstances  it  was  an  especial  cause  for  gratitude 
that  we  were  preserved  from  danger  of  fire;  also  that  in  spite  of  the 
dry  weather  which  lasted  more  or  less  all  the  year  our  harvests  in  field, 
garden,  and  orchard  were  plentiful. 
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Extracts  from  the  Friedberg  Diary,  1819. 

Feb.  21.  The  four-weekly  Negro  meeting  was  held  and  a  Negro  child 
was  baptized. 

March  7.  There  was  the  solemn  catechizing  of  the  twelve  children 
who  have  been  under  instruction  for  twelve  days  in  the  doctrines  of  the 
Christian  religion. 

March  12.  On  this,  our  congregation  festival,  it  was  exactly  fifty 
years  since  the  first  meeting-hall  here  was  dedicated.  We  had  the 
pleasure  of  having  many  visitors  from  Salem  with  us,  including  mem- 
bers of  the  conferences,  and  those  who  play  the  wind  instruments,  and 
other  musicians.  The  Single  Sisters  from  Salem  made  a  neat  decoration, 
and  placed  the  number  50,  painted  in  large  numerals,  over  the  table  of 
the  minister. 

After  the  trombonists  had  announced  the  festival  and  the  congregation 
has  assembled,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  morning  blessing,  urging  the 
members  to  give  praise  and  thanks  to  the  Saviour  for  all  the  grace  which 
He  has  shown  to  this  congregation  during  fifty  years.  He  begged  each 
member  to  ask  himself  the  question :  How  have  I  recognized  and  used  the 
gracious  gifts  of  the  Saviour?  .  .  .  Then  he  read  a  short  account  of  the 
notable  events  of  the  past  fifty  years.29 

Br.  Van  Yleck  held  a  meeting  for  the  children  and  baptized  a  little 
Henriette  Gertraut  Rothrock;  then  he  held  the  festal  lovefeast  during 
which  anthems  were  sung  with  instrumental  accompaniment  and  Br. 
von  Schweinitz  gave  some  account  of  the  Synod  held  last  year.  The  chil- 
dren repeated  what  they  had  learned  during  their  instruction  classes,  and 
then  the  names  were  read  of  those  who  were  added  to  the  Society. 

Br.  von  Schwinitz  held  the  gemeinstunde,  closing  with  the  Old  Testa- 
ment benediction;  then  all  returned  to  their  homes,  rejoicing  over  the 
blessing  received  today. 

March  28.  J onathan  Miller  and  Anna  David  were  called  out ;  30  and 
on  the  30th  they  were  married  in  Jacob  Rominger's  house. 

April  11.  Easter  Sunday.  After  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  had 
gathered  and  had  heard  the  greeting :  The  Lord  is  risen!  we  went  to  God's 
Acre  and  prayed  the  Easter  litany. 

April  27.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  Zion's  Church  near 
Opossumtown. 

June  1.  The  single  Br.  Matthias  Reuz  of  Salem  married  the  single 
Sr.  Elizabeth  Hege  of  this  congregation  in  her  brother's  house.

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Aug.  IS.  The  young  married  people  who  have  not  yet  partaken  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  had  been  invited  to  attend  Communion  as  observers, 
and  twenty-eight  of  them  came  for  the  purpose. 

Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  the  neighborhood  for  Adam 
Tesch,  who  died  at  the  home  of  his  sister,  the  widow  Spach. 


1820 

[Aftei  several  years  of  political  controversy,  the  German  states,  in 
June,  adopted  resolutions  creating  a  Confederacy,  which  was  supposed  to 
be  indissoluble  but  which  secured  little  real  cooperation. 

A  bill  passed  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  to  remit  the  duties  on  the 
statue  of  General  Washington,  which  had  been  ordered  by  the  state  of 
Worth  Carolina  from  the  Marquis  de  Canova,  in  Italy.  Maine  was 
admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  state.  The  fourth  census  of  the  United 
States  was  taken  during  this  year.  J ames  Monroe  was  re-elected  Presi- 
dent by  an  almost  unanimous  vote  of  the  electors. 

Three  agents  of  the  American  Colonization  Society  and  eighty-six 
Negroes,  men,  women,  and  children,  sailed  from  New  York  in  March, 
bound  for  the  west  coast  of  Africa.  The  site  chosen  by  the  agents  in 
1817  proved  undesirable,  and  many  of  the  company  died.  The  rest  took 
refuge  in  Sierra  Leone. 

In  North  Carolina  work  continued  in  the  elfort  to  make  the  Yadkin 
River  navigable  as  far  up  as  Wilkesborough.  During  1819  a  canal  a 
mile  long  had  been  cut  at  Bean  Shoals,  and  during  1820  further  improve- 
ments were  made. 

Jesse  Franklin,  of  Surry  County,  was  elected  governor  of  North 
Carolina  to  succeed  John  Branch.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  of  Salem  and  the  other 
Congregations  of  Wachovia  for  the  Year  1820. 

[Introductory  paragraphs  omitted.] 

Naturally  the  consideration  of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  providing 
for  the  needs  of  our  soul  is  the  first  and  most  important  thing  at  the 
close  of  a  year.  But  we  do  not  thereby  forget  all  His  other  mercies 
shown  to  us  throughout  the  year.  With  few  exceptions  He  gave  us  good 
health,  after  the  hard  experiences  of  previous  years.  Recently  we  have 
sought  publicly  to  express  our  well-earned  thanks  for  the  blessing  laid 
upon  the  work  of  our  hands,  and  the  harvest  which  He  has  given  to 
each  according  to  his  needs  and  according  to  His  wisdom. 

In  company  with  all  citizens  of  our  beloved  fatherland  we  adore  and 
praise  Him  for  the  splendid  gifts  and  advantages  with  which  He  has  en- 
dowed it,  and  for  the  quiet  and  the  blessed  peace  which  He  has  preserved 
for  it.  Yea,  who  is  able  to  count  the  wonders  of  His  power  and  love  which 
have  been  vouchsafed  to  us. 

In  general  the  past  year  has  been  distinguished  by  nothing  unusual  in 
outward  circumstance.  It  was  a  year  in  which  each  faithful  member 
of  our  congregations  could  draw  nearer,  undisturbed,  to  the  object  of  our 
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union,  could  more  quietly  carry  on  his  outward  calling,  and  could  realize 
that  this  step  toward  eternity  might  be  used  as  a  step  toward  the  goal. 

Among  the  officials  of  the  Salem  congregation  some  changes  occurred. 
Sr.  Margaretha  Krieger,  who  for  many  years  had  served  faithfully  as 
pflegerin  of  the  Single  Sisters,  resigned  her  office,  and  was  succeeded 
by  Sr.  Maria  Steiner.  After  nearly  forty  years  of  faithful  and  blessed 
service  in  this  congregation — eleven  years  as  vorsteher  of  the  Single 
Brethren  and  twenty-nine  years  as  vorsteher  of  the  congregation — our  Br. 
Samuel  Stotz  was  called  into  eternal  joy  after  an  illness  of  a  number 
of  weeks.  After  an  interval  his  place  was  taken  by  Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan, 
who  became  vorsteher  of  the  Salem  congregation.  During  this  year,  at 
the  request  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  Aufseher  Collegium,  Br.  Abra- 
ham Steiner,  Sr.,  undertook  the  special  inspection  of  our  school  and 
Anstalt  for  boys,  and  with  the  new  year  he  will  therefore  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  The  boys  school,  and  our  classes  for 
girls  in  connection  with  the  Boarding  School,  were  and  remain  a  special 
object  of  careful  consideration  by  both  the  aforesaid  boards,  and  we 
have  much  reason  to  lay  our  numerous  young  people  upon  the  heart  of 
the  Lord  our  Saviour. 

On  Palm  Sunday  a  number  of  these  young  people  were  publicly  cate- 
chized and  received  the  confirmation  blessing;  then  on  Maundy  Thurs- 
day they  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper  for  the  first  time  with  the  congre- 
gation. On  the  sixth  of  February  five  married  Brothers  and  Sisters 
of  the  auswartige  portion  of  the  congregation  attained  the  same  grace 
after  being  confirmed. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  two  new  houses  were  finished  and  occupied 
in  our  town,  namely  those  of  the  Brn.  Thomas  Wohlfahrt  and  Carl  Lev- 
ering.   A  third  has  been  brought  under  roof  by  Br.  Heinrich  Herbst,  Jr. 

Not  less  should  be  mentioned  the  undertaking  of  a  company  of  Brethren 
to  erect  a  mill  near  the  town,  which  promises  to  be  of  much  use  and  a 
great  convenience.  A  successful  beginning  has  been  made  this  year,  the 
long  race  has  been  finished,  and  the  walls  of  the  mill  have  been  raised. 

Succeeding  Br.  Byhan,  Br.  Matthaeus  Reuz  has  taken  charge  of  the 
tavern. 

Br.  Johann  Gottlieb  Herman,  who  assisted  in  our  boys  school  during 
the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  received  a  call  to  the  little  congregation  in 
.Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and  left  for  Pennsylvania.    Br.  Thomas  Pfohl, 
Jr.,  who  also  was  helping  in  the  boys  school,  has  gone  to  the  Institute  in 
Nazareth. 

Three  little  boys  have  entered  the  boys  school  this  year;  nineteen  are 
now  being  instructed  there,  of  whom  six  live  in  the  Anstalt. 

Five  little  girls  have  entered  school,  and  three  have  ceased  to  attend 
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classes;  Elisabeth  Stauber  has  returned  to  her  parents  in  Bethania.  At 
present  twenty-two  little  girls  from  town  are  attending  school.  Sr. 
Rebecca  Holder  took  over  from  Sr.  Christina  Christman  the  afternoon 
classes  for  the  little  town  girls. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  ten  Sisters  were  serving  in  the  Boarding 
School.  Of  these  six  have  left,  namely  the  Srs.  Maria  Steiner,  Christina 
Christman,  Johanna  Christman,  Elisabeth  Loesch,  Johanna  Reuz,  and 
Ruth  Montgomery  Rhea.  In  addition  to  Sr.  Paulina  Schober,  who 
entered  again  as  a  teacher,  the  following  Sisters  have  entered  the  service 
of  the  Boarding  School :  Maria  Belling,  Maria  Gambold,  and  Carolina 
Eberhard  from  here ;  Mary  Towle  and  Sarah  Louisa  Towle  from  Naza- 
reth ;  and  Wilhelmina  Bohler  and  Sibylla  Dull  from  Bethlehem. 

As  sick-nurse  in  the  Boarding  School,  Sr.  Sarah  Waterson  has  taken 
the  place  of  Sr.  Belling. 

The  girls  Sophia  Pfohl  from  Bethania  and  Caty  Hege  from  Friedberg 
have  entered  the  school  as  boarding  pupils,  and  there  are  sixty-seven  new 
boarders  from  elsewhere.  Forty-three  have  left,  including  Elisabeth 
Bacot,  who  fell  asleep  here.  The  number  of  boarding  pupils  from  else- 
where is  one  hundred  and  four,  and  there  are  five  daughters  of  the  con- 
gregation who  are  boarding. 

Concerning  the  other  congregations  in  Wachovia  there  is  little  to  say 
this  time,  except  about  Hope.  At  the  end  of  last  year  Br.  Samuel 
Kramsch  was  obliged  by  his  illness  and  eye  trouble  to  give  up  his  work 
at  Hope,  and  during  the  first  part  of  this  year  Hope  was  served  with 
Word  and  Sacrament  from  Salem  so  far  as  possible,  Br.  Abraham 
Steiner.  Sr.,  being  particularly  helpful.  Meanwhile  the  Hope  congre- 
gation repeated  its  wish  for  a  resident  pastor,  so  a  call  was  sent  to  Br. 
Christian  Friedrich  Denke,  who  had  recently  returned  from  a  long  and 
toilsome  service  among  the  northern  Indians.  In  May  he  and  his  wife 
came  from  Pennsylvania,  accompanied  by  Sr.  Catharina  Heckedorn,  and 
soon  after  they  went  to  their  post.  We  regard  this  congregation  now 
with  a  comforting  hope  that  it  will  not  only  continue  but  will  grow, 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord.  To  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Brother 
in  that  neighborhood  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  has  consulted 
with  Br.  Denke  about  establishing  English  preaching  stations  at  various 
places,  and  this  has  already  commenced. 

In  Friedland  the  Sunday  school  conducted  by  several  Brethren  has 
been  continued  with  profit  and  enthusiasm ;  and  in  all  the  congregations 
the  young  people  have  been  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  salvation. 

With  heartfelt  pleasure  and  sympathy  we  have  this  year  noted  the  con- 
tinuing blessing  which  has  rested  upon  our  work  among  the  Cherokees  at 
Springplace  and  in  the  neighborhood.    The  good  prospects  there,  and  the 
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increasing  age  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold,  made  it  absolutely  necessary  to 
give  them  help  and  to  increase  the  staff  of  missionaries.  Br.  Johann 
Kenatus  Schmidt,  who  had  been  in  the  mission  at  ISTew  Fairfield,  had 
received  the  call  to  the  Springplace  mission,  but  could  not  come  here 
until  August.  After  the  single  Sr.  Gertraud  Salome  Sponhauer  here 
had  accepted  the  proposal  to  marry  him  and  go  with  him  to  the  mission 
among  the  Cherokees,  and  Br.  Schmidt  had  been  ordained  a  deacon  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren,  they  left  on  September  19,  and  reached  Spring- 
place  on  October  13.  The  more  eagerly  they  had  been  awaited  the 
more  gladly  were  they  welcomed  there,  and  from  our  hearts  we  pray 
that  the  Saviour  may  bless  their  labors.  It  looks  as  though  the  Saviour 
were  beginning  a  special  work  of  grace  in  the  Oochgeelogy1  neighborhood, 
so  it  is  planned  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  shall  move  thither,  at  least 
for  a  while.  In  this  way  the  important  school  work  will  fall  entirely  on 
Br.  Schmidt,  and  will  leave  him  little  time  for  household  tasks  and  farm- 
ing. We  were  therefore  delighted  that  the  single  Br.  Johann  Martin 
Lick,  who  accompanied  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  to  Springplace,  was  willing 
to  enter  the  service  of  that  mission  for  two  or  three  years  and  take  charge 
of  the  outside  work.  He  left  for  Springplace  on  December  28.  The  con- 
tinuance of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  the  Indian 
members  is  most  encouraging,  and  gives  promise  of  rich  blessing  in  the 
future.  With  appropriate  thanks  we  acknowledge  the  not  inconsiderable 
quarterly  contribution  to  our  school,  promised  through  the  kindness  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  Secretary  of  War  from  the 
fund  for  the  civilizing  of  the  Indians;  the  correspondence  concerning 
this  support  gave  evidence  of  the  good  impression  which  the  efforts  of 
the  Brethren  for  the  good  of  the  Indians  have  made  upon  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Sr.  Margaret  Anna  Crutchfield,  the  first-fruit  from  this  nation,  fell 
asleep  on  the  18th  of  October,  and  her  remains  were  the  first  to  be 
interred  in  the  new  God's  Acre  at  Sipringplace.  When  the  last  letters 
were  sent  the  Indian  congregation  consisted  of  thirteen  persons  who  had 
been  baptized,  of  whom  nine  were  communicants.  When  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schmidt  arrived  there  were  ten  children  in  the  school. 

From  the  neighborhood  of  Salem  there  have  moved  to  the  western 
lands  one  family  of  six  persons,  namely  the  widowed  Sr.  Catharina 
Bonn,  the  married  Peter  and  Anna  Elisabeth  Strub  and  two  children, 
and  the  single  Thomas  Bonn,  and  also  the  auswartige  single  Br.  Jacob 
Hauser,  making  a  total  of  seven.

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Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Salem  and  other  Wachovia 
Congregations  for  the  Year  1820. 

Jan.  1.  It  was  unusually  cold  for  this  climate;  the  thermometer  fell 
to  4°  below  zero.  Friedland  Gemein  Haus  narrowly  escaped  being 
burned  when  too  large  a  fire  was  lighted  in  the  schoolroom,  the  weather 
being  very  cold.  Fortunately  the  danger  was  discovered  in  time  and 
the  fire  extinguished. 

Jan.  9.  In  Hope,  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  held  the  funeral  of  the 
married  Br.  Philip  Hohns,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  6th.  The  meeting-hall 
could  not  begin  to  hold  the  crowd  that  gathered. 

Jan.  10.  Last  night  it  began  to  rain,  and  continued  all  day,  for  which 
we  were  glad,  and  hoped  that  the  water  shortage  might  be  relieved. 

/ an.  12.  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  Choir  liturgy  for  the  Single  Sisters, 
and  announced  that  Sr.  Maria  Steiner  had  been  called  as  pflegerin  to 
succeed  Sr.  Krieger,  who  had  asked  to  be  relieved. 

Jan.  19.  Sr.  Maria  Steiner  was  introduced  to  the  Aeltesten  Confer- 
enz  as  a  new  member. 

Jan.  23.  Sunday.  It  snowed  all  day,  so  the  services  were  poorly 
attended.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  annual  lovefeast  for  the 
Saaldiener  and  musicians,  which  properly  should  have  been  held  last 
December.  The  snow  was  unusually  deep  for  this  climate,  and  for  this 
reason  there  were  no  evening  services  during  the  rest  of  the  week. 

Feb.  11.  The  weather  was  fine.  A  school  conference  was  held  with 
the  Bra.  Carl  Kluge  and  William  Craig. 

Feb.  18.  Br.  Van  Vleck  and  others  attended  the  congregation  festi- 
val at  Friedland.  The  weather  was  pleasant  and  the  gathering  was  so 
large  that  not  all  could  find  place  in  the  meeting-hall. 

Feb.  20.  Unity  Day.  The  account  of  Br.  Steiner 's  last  visit  to 
Springplace  was  read  in  two  meetings. 

Feb.  26.  Unity  Day  for  the  children.  Br.  Beichel  held  the  first 
service  with  an  English  liturgy.  In  the  following  meeting  Br.  Van 
Vleck  read  from  the  Periodical  Accounts.  In  the  afternoon  we  held  the 
lovefeast,  during  which  instrumental  music  alternated  with  singing,  and 
explanation  was  given  of  the  purpose  of  such  a  prayer  day.  Br.  Schaaf 
held  the  Anbeten  for  the  children  of  the  congregation. 

March  1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  came  from  Bethania  to  attend  the  session 
of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz.  In  the  congregation  meeting  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  gave  an  account  of  the  beginning  of  the  TJnitas  Fratrum 
three  hundred  and  sixty-three  years  ago,  telling  how  the  Saviour  preserved 
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it  through  many  difficulties  and  persecutions,  so  that  early  in  the  last 
century  it  could  be  renewed,  and  the  members  now  can  rejoice  over  the 
peace  which  they  enjoy. 

March  2.    After  a  number  of  springlike  days  last  night  was  very  cold. 

March  5.  Br.  Van  Yleck  held  the  Children's  Hour,  during  which  the 
little  son  born  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Fockel  on  the  3rd  was  baptized  with  the 
name  August  Gottlieb,  and  the  little  daughter  born  on  the  3rd  to  Br.  and 
Sr.  John  Vogler  was  baptized  with  the  name  Lisette  Maria. 

March  10.  The  post  did  not  come  today,  probably  because  the  streams 
are  up. 

March  1J/-.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  several  other  Brethren  went  on 
business  to  the  court  at  Germanton. 

March  22.  Yesterday  it  snowed,  and  last  night  there  was  a  hard  frost 
which  injured  the  cherry  blossoms. 

April  1.  Great  Sabbath.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  lovefeast, 
attended  by  the  congregation  and  the  pupils  from  the  Boarding  School. 
As  usual,  a  considerable  number  of  visitors  arrived,  some  of  them  camp- 
ing near  the  town. 

April  2.  Easter  Sunday.  Last  night  it  rained  heavily,  and  continued 
this  morning,  so  the  Easter  litany  was  prayed  in  the  church  at  half  past 
five  o'clock. 

April  9.  Sunday.  This  day  was  signalized  in  Friedland  by  the  bap- 
tism of  the  older  girl,  Nancy  Hicks.  Br.  Van  Vleck  prayed  the  bap- 
tismal liturgy,  and  the  Lord's  Prayer  was  offered,  all  standing.  This 
was  followed  by  the  usual  questions  to  the  candidate,  who  answered  them 
clearly  and  intelligently.  During  the  singing  of  a  hymn  the  minister 
stepped  before  the  candidate,  and  then  baptized  her  by  the  triple  pouring 
of  the  water,  giving  her  the  name  of  Anna  Philippina.  Then  she  pros- 
trated herself  in  prayer,  and  when  she  had  been  raised  by  her  sponsors 
and  had  received  the  kiss  of  peace  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  she  was 
led  from  the  meeting-hall.  Many  tears  were  shed  by  her  relatives  who 
witnessed  the  ceremony. 

April  2k.  Monday.  Under  a  new  schedule  for  the  post  it  arrived 
today  instead  of  on  Tuesday,2  and  will  now  come  three  times  a  week 
instead  of  twice. 

April  29.    In  the  evening  the  widows  had  a  meeting  to  close  their

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Choir  year,  and  on  the  30th  they  observed  their  covenant  day,  with  the 
usual  services. 

May  3.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  hard  storm,  which  uprooted 
trees  here  and  there. 

May  7.  In  the  afternoon  Br.  Schaaf  held  the  lovefeast  for  the  mar- 
ried people  and  widowers;  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  held  their  Choir  Com- 
munion. 

May  12.  Friday.  This  day  was  observed  as  our  congregation  festi- 
val. Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  morning  prayer,  and  pointed  out  the 
manifold  blessings  which  the  Unity  of  Brethren  and  this  congregation 
enjoyed  during  the  past  year. 

May  21.  Whitsunday.  As  recommended  by  Synod,  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
gave  an  account  of  the  work  of  God  among  the  scattered  Brethren, 
Sisters,  and  friends,  known  as  the  Diaspora.3  He  told  of  the  beginning 
and  progress  of  this  important  task,  committed  to  the  Unity.  Many  of 
the  members  had  known  nothing  about  it,  as  nothing  like  it  exists  in  this 
country.  The  Unity  Elders  Conference  had  sent  a  list  of  the  Brethren 
and  Sisters  engaged  in  this  work,  and  of  the  places  where  they  are  sta- 
tioned, and  this  list  was  read. 

May  23.  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  arrived  today,  accompanied  by  the  single 
Sr.  Catharina  Heckedorn  from  Lititz.  With  them  came  the  single  Sr. 
Louise  Meinung,  returning  from  her  visit  to  Pennsylvania. 

May  25,  26.  There  was  the  public  Examination  in  the  Boarding 
School,  including  our  little  town  girls.  Many  parents,  relatives  and 
friends  attended.  Among  them  were  a  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Simkins,  of  South 
Carolina,  who  had  stopped  on  their  way  back  from  Washington,  where 
he  has  been  a  member  of  Congress.  Mrs.  Simkins  was  educated  in 
the  Boarding  School  at  Bethlehem. 

May  28.  Sunday.  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  were  taken  to  Hope,  where 
Br.  Van  Vleck  installed  them  in  charge  of  the  congregation  and  Br. 
Denke  preached  his  first  sermon.  Then  they  returned  to  Salem,  and  Br. 
and  Sr.  Denke  plan  to  remain  here  until  their  goods  arrive. 

May  30.  Toward  evening  it  began  to  rain,  and  continued  for  the  two 
days  following.  Everyone  rejoiced,  for  there  had  been  general  concern 
over  the  prospect  for  a  poor  hay  and  fruit  crop. 

June  Jt.  On  the  Choir  festival  of  the  older  girls,  Sr.  Maria  Steiner 
held  their  morning  prayers. 

8  Some  of  the  Diaspora  were  members  of  the  Unity  living  at  a  distance  from  congregation 
centers.  Others  were  members  of  the  state  church  who  desired  pastoral  service  from 
Moravian  ministers.  In  the  latter  case  they  retained  membership  in  the  state  church 
but  were  also  members  of  a  Diaspora  Society. 
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June  7.  Br.  Carl  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr.,  arrived  today,  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  Sybilla  Elisabeth,  maiden  name  Beck,  whom  he  married  in 
Nazareth. 

June  11.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  returned  from  Chapel  Hill.  As  a  trus- 
tee of  the  University  he  had  been  invited  to  attend  the  Examination* 
and  left  here  on  the  first  of  June. 

/ une  12.  After  the  usual  vacation,  classes  began  again  in  the  Board- 
ing School.  Pupils  who  had  been  visiting  their  relatives  returned,  and 
new  pupils  arrived.  The  room  which  has  been  used  by  the  town  girls 
as  a  gathering  place  is  too  small  and  has  been  declared  unsatisfactory, 
so  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Auf seher  Collegium  the  conference  room  in  the 
Gemein  Haus  has  been  given  over  to  them,  and  the  Collegium  will  use 
another  room.  Sr.  Rebecca  Holder  has  taken  the  place  of  Sr.  Christina 
Christman  with  the  little  town  girls.  The  single  Sr.  Philippina  Christ- 
man,  who  has  taught  for  many  years,  received  a  proposal  of  marriage 
from  a  friend,  Peter  Sommers,  of  Guilford  County,  and  after  due  con- 
sideration she  accepted  it.  The  marriage  took  place  in  her  mother's 
house  on  the  13th,  Br.  Steiner  performing  the  ceremony. 

June  15.    Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  moved  to  Hope. 

July  If.  The  memorial  day  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States 
of  North  America.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  in  English  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon,  in  the  orchard  behind  the 
church,  there  was  a  concert.  The  weather  was  pleasant  and  most  of  the 
congregation  attended.  Such  an  observance  of  the  day,  giving  thanks 
to  the  Giver  of  all  good,  far  removed  from  wild  extravagance,  aroused  the 
wonder  of  several  groups  of  visitors  who  came  in. 

July  7.    The  thermometer  rose  to  98°  above  zero. 

July  22.  After  a  long  drought  we  were  glad  for  rain.  Northeast  of 
Salem  the  rain  fell  so  heavily  that  the  Brushy  Fork  Creek  suddenly  rose, 
and  the  mill  lying  on  it  was  damaged.  Lightning  struck  three  trees  near 
the  house  of  Br.  Zevilly. 

July  23.  During  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Van  Yleck  married  the  single 
Br.  Johann  Gottfried  Oehman,  of  Bethania,  to  the  single  Sr.  Johanna 
Elisabeth  Reuz.    They  will  live  in  Bethania. 

By  request,  Br.  Denke,  of  Hope,  preached  for  the  second  time  in 
Clemmons  Town. 

/ uly  30.    The  widowed  Sisters  had  a  Choir  meeting. 


*The  annual  "examination"  at  the  University  was  held  in  1820  from  May  31  to  June  8. 
"Commencement"  was  on  the  last  day,  June  8. 
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July  31.  Reports  from  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  of  Pennsyl- 
vania announce  that  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Nazareth  Hall  was 
opened  on  the  third  of  this  month. 

Aug.  4.  The  single  Br.  Johann  Renatus  Schmidt  arrived  from  New 
Fairfield,  in  Canada,  coming  by  way  of  Bethlehem.  He  came  from 
Philadelphia  to  Petersburgh  (Virginia)  by  steamboat,  and  the  rest 
of  the  way  with  the  post  stage. 

Aug.  10.  Here  and  in  Bethania  there  was  the  election  of  members  of 
the  Assembly  of  this  state. 

Aug.  17.  Children's  festival.  .  .  .  The  boarding  pupils  took  part  in 
the  celebration.  Toward  evening  all  the  girls  in  the  school,  led  by  Br. 
Reichel  and  their  supervisors,  paraded  through  the  town,  while  the  musi- 
cians played  chorales  from  the  balcony  of  the  church. 

Aug  19.  Mr.  Hill5  was  here  yesterday  and  today  on  business  con- 
nected with  the  census  in  all  the  states  ordered  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 

Aug.  28.  In  the  Boarding  School  a  pupil,  Elisabeth  Bacot,  passed 
away  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  her  age.  She  came  from  Darlington 
District,  in  South  Carolina,  and  had  been  here  only  since  the  end  of 
May,  this  year.  Her  health  was  poor  before  she  entered  the  School. 
Her  funeral  was  held  on  Wednesday  the  30th. 

Aug.  29.  This  evening  Br.  J.  R.  Schmidt  was  married  to  the  single 
Sr.  Gertraut  Salome  Sponhauer. 

Sept.  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  went  to  visit  her  relatives  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Bethania. 

Sept.  5.  In  the  fifth  hour  of  the  morning  it  pleased  our  Lord  to  call 
His  faithful  servant,  our  Br.  Samuel  Stotz,  Salem  congregation  vor- 
steher,  from  a  busy  life  into  the  eternal  rest.  He  was  in  the  sixty-ninth 
year  of  his  age. 

Sept.  6.  In  the  afternoon  the  memoir6  of  our  departed  Br.  Samuel 
Stotz  was  read,  and  his  remains  were  accompanied  to  their  resting  place. 
After  waiting  for  a  hard  shower  to  pass,  there  was  a  lovefeast  in  his 
memory,  and  to  renew  fellowship  with  the  Church  Triumphant. 

During  these  days  a  former  Jewish  Rabbi,  named  Nahum  Meyer, 
visited  here.  He  was  a  convert  to  Christianity;  and  in  June  had  vis- 
ited our  Brethren  in  Springplace.  It  was  pleasant  to  make  his  ac- 
quaintance, and  to  hear  his  peculiar  type  of  singing.

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Sept.  10.  The  widowed  Sisters  heard  an  address  preparatory  to  their 
Choir  Communion. 

Sept.  17.  Sunday.  In  addition  to  the  usual  services  the  widowed 
Sisters  had  their  Choir  lovefeast  and  Communion. 

In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  Johann  Renatus  Schmidt  was  ordained  a 
deacon  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  by  Br.  Van  Yleck. 

Sept.  19.  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  left  for  Springplace  in  the  wagon 
which  took  their  baggage  and  various  articles  ordered  by  Br.  and  Sr. 
Gambold.  Br.  Philip  Rominger  and  the  single  Br.  Johann  Martin  Lick 
drove. 

Day  before  yesterday  the  widowed  Sr.  Catharina  Bonn,  maiden  name 
Fiscus,  with  her  children  and  grandchildren,  left  our  neighborhood  for 
the  western  country.  Their  farm  has  been  bought  by  Br.  Johannes 
Schaffner. 

Sept.  22.  Br.  Abraham  Steiner  left  in  a  stage  for  Pennsylvania,  to 
bring  back  four  Single  Sisters  for  service  in  the  Boarding  School. 

Sept.  21/..  The  single  Br.  Carl  Joseph  Levering  was  married  to  the 
single  Sr.  Ruth  Montgomery  Rea. 

Sept.  27.  In  Hope,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  the  remains 
of  Elisabeth  Rea,  maiden  name  Montgomery,  were  interred  in  God's 
Acre.  She  formerly  belonged  to  the  congregation  of  Gracehill,  in  Ire- 
land, and  before  death  she  asked  that  she  might  be  buried  at  Hope. 

Oct.  1.  Unity  Day.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  began  to  read  to  the  congre- 
gation the  diary  of  the  last  Synod. 

Oct.  12.    Last  night  we  had  the  first  hard  frost  of  the  fall. 

Oct.  22.  Br.  Johannes  Schaffner  married  the  widowed  Sr.  Catharina 
Hauser,  maiden  name  Rank.7  They  will  settle  as  auswartige  members 
on  a  farm  near  Salem.  Her  six-year-old  daughter  Elisabeth  Lavinia 
Hauser  came  from  Bethania  with  her. 

Oct.  28.  Our  auswartige  members,  Ludwig  Reich  and  family,  had  a 
peculiar  experience  today.  Last  evening  a  traveler  stopped  toward  eve- 
ning, and  asked  to  spend  the  night,  but  they  refused  because  they  had 
recently  moved  there  and  could  hardly  take  care  of  themselves.  Later 
he  came  back,  and  said  he  had  not  been  able  to  find  another  place,  and 
they  took  him  in  out  of  pity,  and  did  the  best  they  could  for  him,  but  he 
was  discontented  and  peevish.  During  the  night  they  were  all  in  one 
room,  and  he  was  very  restless,  got  up  several  times  and  groped  in  his 
pack.    In  the  morning  he  sat  by  the  fireplace,  where  breakfast  was

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being  prepared.  When  the  family  sat  down  to  breakfast  he  was  invited 
to  join  them.  He  said  it  was  too  early  for  him  to  take  coffee,  and  asked 
for  milk,  and  after  drinking  it  he  left  immediately.  The  family  drank 
coffee,  and  about  an  hour  later  began  to  feel  sick  and  to  vomit,  and  could 
not  stop.  Sr.  Reich  thought  an  herb  tea  might  help,  and  used  water 
from  the  kettle  from  which  water  had  been  taken  for  making  the  coffee, 
and  it  made  her  worse  instead  of  better.  When  they  emptied  the  kettle 
they  found  on  the  bottom  of  it  a  ropy,  white  sediment,  which  they 
poured  away,  not  yet  suspecting  the  guest  whom  they  had  harbored. 
They  had  to  send  for  help  from  the  doctor,  and  from  all  that  he  found 
out  it  must  be  concluded  that  the  man  had  put  something  into  the 
kettle  which  had  caused  the  trouble,  which  seems  probable  because  of  the 
way  in  which  he  had  behaved.  Sr.  Reich  did  not  entirely  recover  for 
several  weeks. 

The  single  Br.  Heinrich  Herbst  also  escaped  with  his  life  today.  As 
he  was  nailing  a  board  on  the  sluice  of  the  new  millrace  the  pile  of 
dirt  which  had  been  thrown  out,  softened  by  much  rain,  fell  on  him, 
though  it  did  not  cover  his  head.  He  could  not  move,  but  fortunately  a 
Brother  and  several  workmen  were  near  by;  they  hurried  to  his  assist- 
ance and  found  that  he  had  escaped  with  bruises,  which,  however,  made 
it  difficult  for  him  to  walk  for  several  days. 

Oct.  29.  Unity  Day.  The  memoir  was  read  of  the  married  Sr.  Cath- 
arina  Reichel,  maiden  name  Fetter,  well  known  and  beloved  here,  who 
fell  asleep  in  Niesky  last  May. 

Nov.  5.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  announced  to  the  congregation  that  Br. 
Gottlieb  Byhan  had  been  called  as  vorsteher  of  Salem  congregation  and 
that  he  had  accepted  the  office. 

Nov.  6.  A  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  brought  the  offi- 
cial announcement  that  it  had  pleased  our  Lord  to  call  home  His  faith- 
ful servant,  Br.  Johann  Renatus  Verbeek,  on  the  13th  of  July.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conferenz,  and  our  special  correspondent, 
and  our  congregation  was  the  more  affected  because  his  visit  to 
Wachovia8  is  still  affectionately  remembered. 

Nov.  9.  The  Brn.  Rominger  and  Lick  returned  with  the  wagon  from 
Springplace. 

Nov.  13.  Br.  Steiner  returned  from  Pennsylvania  bringing  four 
Sisters  for  service  in  the  Boarding  School  here. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  came  from  Hope  for  a  few  days,  to  recover  from 
an  attack  of  fever. 


8  October,  1806,  to  February,  1807. 
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Nov.  18.  Br.  J.  Gottlieb  Herman  left  for  Bethlehem,  having  accepted 
a  call  to  the  little  congregation  of  Newport.  Br.  Meinung  accompanied 
him  as  far  as  Petersburg. 

Nov.  19.  Sunday.  The  auswartige  single  Br.  Johannes  Reich  was 
married  to  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Agnes  Schulz,  from  the  Sisters  House. 

In  Friedland,  Br.  Buchholz  reminded  the  congregation  that  on  the 
21st  it  would  be  fifty  years  since  the  settlement  there  was  begun,  and 
recalled  the  important  purpose  which  had  led  a  number  of  families 
from  Broadbay,  New  England,  to  place  themselves  under  the  care  of  the 
Brethren — for  the  sake  of  their  own  salvation  and  that  of  their  children. 
He  admonished  the  present  members  and  their  descendants  to  fulfill  the 
purpose  of  those  first  settlers. 

In  Hope,  Br.  Denke  began  to  preach  occasionally  in  the  house  of  Br. 
Ohristoph  Elrod  on  the  Yadkin. 

Nov.  22.  The  Wachovia  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen  met  in  two  sessions,  one  in  the  morn- 
ing and  the  other  in  the  afternoon,  closing  with  a  lovefeast. 

Nov.  23.  The  single  Br.  Carl  Heinrich  Losch  arrived  from  Lititz. 
He  will  carry  on  his  work  as  a  shoemaker  in  the  Brothers  House. 

Nov.  29.    The  new  millhouse  on  the  Wach9  was  successfully  raised. 

During  this  month  many  persons  in  our  congregations  were  attacked 
by  the  influenza  which  is  epidemic  all  over  the  land.  In  Salem  whoop- 
ing-cough was  rather  general  among  the  children. 

Dec.  3.    Br.  Meinung  returned  today  from  Petersburg. 

Dec.  1/..  Br.  and  Sr.  Byhan  moved  from  the  tavern  to  their  future 
home,  and  Br.  Matthaeus  Reuz  followed  them  at  the  tavern. 

Dec.  10.  Sunday.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  an  edifying  sermon, 
in  which  he  called  upon  his  hearers  to  give  due  thanks  to  God  for  the 
blessing  which  this  year  He  has  laid  upon  all  that  grows  and  on  the 
work  of  our  hands. 

Dec.  Hi-.  "We  were  glad  to  receive  the  Texts  for  1821,  which  were 
printed  in  Philadelphia. 

Dec.  17.  The  masters  of  the  businesses  belonging  to  the  congregation 
had  a  lovefeast  with  the  Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Dec.  26.  In  the  evening  a  number  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
attended  a  Christmas  dialogue  and  hymn  singing,  given  by  town  girls 
who  attend  school.

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Dec.  27.  The  auswartige  Br.  Josua  Boner  had  the  misfortune  to  fall 
from  his  horse  and  badly  injure  his  shoulder  and  arm  on  one  side. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1820. 

Jan.  10.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  The  committee  appointed  to  meas- 
ure Br.  Schuman's  plantation  reported  that  it  had  been  done.  Br.  Stotz 
presented  the  surveyor's  plat — the  plantation  contains  157  acres  and 
75  rods. 

Synod  resolved  that  a  Seminary  should  be  established  in  Nazareth  in 
order  to  train  young  Brethren  for  service  in  the  Unity  of  Brethren.  An 
attempt  was  made  earlier,  but  failed  for  lack  of  pupils.  The  Seminary 
is  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Pennsylvania  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference. The  Conference  considered  the  matter  when  our  deputy  to 
Synod  was  in  Bethlehem  on  his  return  trip,  and  it  was  decided  to  re-open 
the  Seminary.  To  cover  the  expenses  each  place-congregation  in 
America  shall  contribute  a  fixed  sum  annually,  and  gifts  shall  be  col- 
lected in  each  town  and  country  congregation. 

If  this  Seminary  accomplishes  the  promised  results  our  local  diaconie 
will  save  much  in  travel  expenses.  (Under  a  recent  arrangement  the 
costs  of  travel  in  the  exchange  of  country  ministers  between  Wachovia 
and  Pennsylvania  will  be  shared  half  and  half,  which  has  not  hitherto 
been  the  case.) 

If  we  can  be  provided  with  suitable  men  from  the  Seminary,  to  whom 
we  have  the  same  right  as  any  other  congregation,  it  will,  as  already 
stated,  save  us  much  in  travel  expenses. 

Jan.  13.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference.)  Our  mission  among  the 
Cherokees  differ  materially  from  others  which  the  Unity  of  Brethren 
carries  on  among  the  heathen,  and  more  resembles  the  country  congrega- 
tions here  and  the  diaspora  in  Germany.  The  members  cannot  live 
together  in  one  place,  and  under  present  circumstances  the  mission  to 
the  Cherokees  can  no  longer  be  conducted  properly  by  only  one  mis- 
sionary couple.  A  school  must  remain  an  outstanding  part  of  the 
work,  as  it  was  the  means  blessed  by  the  Saviour  for  the  beginning  of  the 
work,  and  because  of  it  the  government  has  become  interested,  and  can 
be  counted  on  to  assist  it. 

According  to  the  urgent  request  of  a  number  of  Indians,  some  already 
belonging  to  the  congregation  and  others  hoping  to  join,  who  live  too  far 
from  Springplace  to  receive  the  necessary  care,  it  seems  important  to 
begin  a  second  mission  station. 

Experience  leaves  no  doubt  that  the  Lancaster  Method10  of  teaching  is 


"Joseph  Lancaster,  an  English  educator,  advocated  a  monitorial  system  by  which  "pupils 
who  knew  a  little  taught  those  who  knew  less."   He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1818. 
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the  best  to  use  there,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  A  B  C  books  will  be 
ordered  for  the  Cherokee  mission  school. 

If  it  should  happen  that  Negroes  seek  earnestly  for  salvation  and  wish 
to  be  numbered  among  the  congregation  of  believers,  relations  between 
the  Indians  and  Negroes  leave  no  doubt  that  Indian  members  not  only 
would  raise  no  objections  but  would  rejoice  that  their  Negroes  were  of 
that  mind,  and  would  permit  their  reception  into  the  congregation. 

Jan.  17.  (P.E.C.)  Sr.  Maria  Steiner  has  been  installed  as  pflegerin 
of  the  Single  Sisters,  and  Conference  receives  her  as  an  akoluthe. 

Jan.  21.  (P.E.C.)  Farming  can  be  carried  on  more  advantageously 
in  Springplace  than  in  Oochgeelogy,  where  the  Indians  think  the  second 
mission  station  can  be  established. 

It  appears  to  be  unnecessary  for  our  missionaries  to  learn  the  Cherokee 
language,  which  is  very  difficult  for  any  one  who  has  not  lived  in  the 
nation  from  childhood.  Br.  Hicks  says  that  he  knows  of  only  one 
person,  not  born  among  the  Indians  or  not  living  among  them  from 
childhood,  who  has  really  learned  the  language.  Moreover,  the  English 
language  is  largely  spoken  among  the  Cherokees,  and  its  use  will  increase 
each  year.  Already  there  are  people,  born  there,  who  cannot  speak  the 
Cherokee  language,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  time  the  English  language 
will  be  used  by  everyone.  Because  of  their  constantly  increasing  asso- 
ciation with  white  people  the  Cherokees  want  their  young  people  to  learn 
English.  Formerly,  before  they  knew  about  schools,  many  placed  their 
children  in  families  where  English  was  spoken;  now  they  better  under- 
stand the  value  of  schools  where  their  children  can  learn  to  read  and 
write  English.  , 

Br.  and  Sr.  Gambold  have  no  wish  to  be  called  away  from  their  mis- 
sion work  among  the  Cherokees,  but  would  be  pleased  to  open  a  second 
station. 

Br.  Joseph  Gambold  feels  the  weakness  of  his  age,  but  is  willing  to 
continue  to  assist  with  the  outside  work;  he  asks  only  that  his  clothes 
be  furnished  so  long  as  he  stays  there. 

Jan.  26.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  The  expenses  of  Br.  Kramsch's 
stay  in  Raleigh  amounted  to  $99.10.  Of  this  amount  the  Boarding 
School  has  undertaken  to  pay  $50,  the  congregation  diaconie  $25,  the 
Single  Sisters  diaconie  $10,  which  leaves  for  the  Sustentation  diaconie 
the  balance  of  $14.10. 

Jan.  29.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Bechler,  of  Nazareth,  has  suggested  that  Br. 
Thomas  Pfohl  shall  enter  the  Theological  Seminary  as  a  student,  and 
shall  remain  there  as  long  as  the  inspector  thinks  advisable;  then  if  he 
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has  shown  qualification  for  a  teacher  he  shall  he  given  a  place  in  the 
Paedagogium. 

ISTo  answer  has  been  received  to  the  letter  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
last  December.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  will  write  to  Colonel  Lewis  Wil- 
liams, member  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  representing  this 
state,  and  will  ask  him  to  find  out  whether  the  letter  was  received. 

Feb.  2.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Ill  health  has  made  it  necessary  for  Sr.  Elisa- 
beth Lash  to  leave  the  Boarding  School. 

Feb.  3.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  Aufseher  Collegium  pre- 
sented for  consideration  a  revision  of  the  rules  regarding  the  presence 
of  slaves  in  the  place-congregation. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Collegium  were  based  upon  the  con- 
viction that  trades  and  handwork  in  Salem  ought  to  be  continued  by 
residents  of  the  town.  Experience  in  other  places  in  this  country  has 
proved  that  even  if  at  first  the  introduction  of  slaves  into  trades  and 
handicrafts  seemed  profitable,  in  the  end  it  led  to  their  ruin. 

If  some  one  needs  help  in  his  family  and  can  secure  it  in  no  other  way, 
he  shall  apply  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium  to  get  the  assistance  through  a 
slave.  He  must  give  a  bond  to  the  proprietor  in  twice  the  value  of  the 
slave,  or  twice  the  annual  rent  if  the  slave  is  rented,  guaranteeing  to 
send  away  the  slave  within  four  weeks  if  the  Collegium  orders  that 
the  slave  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  town. 

Those  members  who  already  have  permission  to  use  a  slave  shall  give 
the  same  bonds. 

Those  who  live  on  the  farms  near  Salem  shall  be  bound  through  their 
leases  and  agreements  not  to  retain  in  their  service  any  slave  who  endan- 
gers the  welfare  or  the  good  customs  of  the  town.  .  .  . 

At  the  proposal  of  one  Brother,  Br.  Charles  Bagge  was  authorized  to 
take  up  a  collection  for  the  people  in  Wilmington  who  have  been  burned 
out.  The  money  will  be  sent  to  the  proper  persons  as  a  gift  from  the 
residents  of  Salem. 

Feb.  7.  (Auf.  Col.)  On  the  Back,  or  Salt,  Street,11  from  the  widow 
Christman  to  Br.  Salomon  Lick,  a  special  kind  of  earth  is  often  dug, 
which  leaves  holes  in  the  street.    This  shall  stop  entirely. 

Brethren  living  in  the  Brothers  House  complain  that  the  vorsteher 
puts  out  all  the  lamps  at  night.  He  does  it  to  be  economical,  but  the 
Collegium  is  convinced  that  a  lamp  should  burn  all  night  on  the  stair- 
way on  the  second  floor.    If  oil  costs  too  much  he  can  use  lard. 

Feb.  9.    (Aelt.  Conf.)    Br.  Herman  appears  to  have  recovered  sufti- 


u  The  name  Salt  Street  was  used  for  many  years,  but  it  is  now  South  Liberty  Street. 
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ciently  to  do  something,  so  we  will  give  him  some  work  in  the  boys 
school. 

Feb.  21.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  letter  from  Pastor  Schober  was  presented  to 
the  Collegium.  The  contents,  in  brief,  were  about  as  follows:  In  the 
year  1794  Pastor  Schober  undertook  to  speculate  in  land,  in  which  he 
says  that  he  had  many  partners.  Recently  he  has  suffered  great  losses 
through  said  speculation,  and  he  thinks  that  those  who  shared  in  the 
profits  should  now  bear  a  proportionate  part  of  the  loss.  .  .  . 

The  fence  around  the  Square  should  be  repaired. 

A  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  next  session  of  the  county  court, 
asking  that  Br.  Friedrich  Meinung  be  appointed  guardian  for  the  widow 
Strehle.12 

Feb.  2h  (Cong.  Council.)  Present  48  Brethren,  not  counting  the 
chairman. 

A  paper  signed  by  thirty-one  Brethren,  present  in  the  meeting,  stated 
that  they  believe  the  rules  concerning  slaves  as  proposed  by  the  Auf- 
seher  Collegium  were  better  than  anything  else  that  had  been  offered 
and  that  they  wished  it  discussed.  .  .  . 

The  first  point  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  43  to  5. 

The  second  point  was  amended  to  read:  Before  securing  permission 
to  keep  a  slave  in  Salem  the  applicant  must  give  the  Auf  seher  Collegium 
a  true  statement  of  the  manner  in  which  he  intends  to  hold  him,  and 
whether  he  is  owned  or  rented. 

The  other  points  were  adopted  by  the  same  vote  as  the  first.  As 
amended  the  proposals  of  the  Collegium  become  the  rules  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

March  1.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Wolle  has  asked  whether  he  should 
baptize  an  older  Sponhauer  child.  This  cannot  well  be  done  until  the 
child  is  old  enough  to  receive  religious  instruction. 

March  6.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  single  Br.  Thomas  Christman  wishes  to 
work  for  a  while  in  the  saddlery  of  Mr.  McKain  in  Rockingham  County. 
Before  going  there  he  will  work  for  two  or  three  months  at  saddle- 
making  with  J ohn  Evans  to  gain  more  skill  in  the  handicraft. 

A  new  map  of  Salem  is  needed,  and  the  Collegium  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  measure  the  lots  and  streets  and  report  to  the  Collegium. 

March  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Complaint  is  made  of  the  lack  of  place  in 
the  room  which  is  used  for  the  writing  class  of  the  town  girls,  and  for  their 
special  gatherings. 

March  9.    (Cong.  Council.)    There  was  discussion  of  the  question 


u  Her  mind  was  seriously  affected. 
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whether  auswartige  members  living  in  Charlestown  might  be  associated 
with  Salem  instead  of  with  Friedland  congregation? 

Doubts  were  expressed  because  from  north  and  west  and  east  requests 
were  coming  from  auswartige  members  who  wished  to  belong  to  Salem 
congregation,  and  it  would  be  only  fair  not  to  include  those  in  Charles- 
town  since  they  were  just  as  near  or  nearer  to  Friedland  and  room  in 
our  church  is  already  lacking  on  special  occasions.  It  being  under- 
stood that  a  two-thirds  vote  would  be  required  to  change  the  rule  in 
regard  to  Charlestown,  the  proposition  to  admit  them  as  auswartige 
members  of  Salem  was  lost. 

March  lJf.  (P.E.C.)  Plans  were  discussed  for  bringing  Br.  and  Sr. 
Denke  hither.  The  widowed  Sr.  Peter  wishes  to  make  her  home  in 
Nazareth,  and  has  received  permission  from  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
there,  and  is  awaiting  a  suitable  opportunity  to  go.  Br.  Thomas  Pfohl 
needs  a  means  of  reaching  there;  and  a  Single  Sister  wishes  to  go  to 
Bethlehem.  It  seems  best  to  send  the  small  stage  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke, 
and  the  above  mentioned  can  travel  in  it.  Br.  Denke  must  be  notified 
to  send  his  baggage  to  Philadelphia  or  to  Baltimore,  so  that  it  can  be 
forwarded  to  Petersburg  by  water. 

March  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  heard  with  gratitude  a  letter 
from  the  Secretary  of  War,  promising  $250  annually  from  the  Govern- 
ment for  our  school  at  Springplace. 

March  27.  (Auf.  Col.)  To  secure  a  larger  classroom  for  the  town- 
girls  the  following  changes  will  be  made  in  the  Gemein  Haus.  Br.  and 
Sr.  Schaaf  will  take  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter's  former  rooms,  and  Br.  Schaaf 
will  retain  the  small  upper  room  which  Br.  von  Schweinitz  used  as  an 
office.  Br.  von  Schweinitz'  former  living  room  will  serve  as  a  confer- 
ence room.  The  former  conference  room  will  be  used  for  the  town- 
girls. 

Complaints  were  reported  concerning  the  trough  for  feeding  horses, 
which  stands  on  the  sidewalk  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  from  the 
tavern.  The  sidewalk  leads  to  the  bridge  and  is  much  used,  and  the 
horses  often  stand  on  it,  and  make  it  unpleasant.  The  trough  should  be 
moved  into  the  adjoining  field,  and  placed  farther  back,  to  avoid  the 
danger  of  going  too  near  the  horses. 

Br.  Christoph  Reich  wishes  to  build  a  chimney  and  bake-oven  on  his 
porch,  to  which  there  is  no  objection  if  he  makes  the  chimney  tall  enough 
above  the  roof,  and  takes  proper  precautions  against  fire. 

April  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Kramsch  has  received  a  letter  from  a 
single  woman,  Phoebe  Gordon,  of  Caswell  County.  She  asked  Sr. 
Kramsch  to  find  her  a  place  among  the  Sisters  in  Salem,  as  she  planned 
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to  remain  single,  and  had  seen  enough  of  the  vanity  of  the  world  to  be 
weary  of  it,  and  she  wished  to  withdraw  to  a  place  where  she  would  be 
safe  from  heartless  coldness.  She  believed  that  she  could  find  the  desired 
opportunity  among  us. 

From  the  contents  of  the  letter  it  is  apparent  that  the  aforesaid 
Gordon  is  not  acquainted  with  our  manner  of  life,  and  we  cannot  advise 
Sr.  Kramsch  to  give  her  the  answer  which  she  desires.  She  should  tell 
her  that  an  acquaintance  of  considerable  length  is  necessary  for  both 
sides  before  any  one  can  become  a  member  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren. 

April  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  married  Sr.  Anna  Christ  has  accepted 
the  position  of  sick-nurse  for  the  married  women. 

April  17.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Stotz  will  have  the  organs  in  the  old  Saal 
and  in  the  church  tuned  by  Jacob  Loesch  with  the  assistance  of  Br. 
Friedrich  Meinung.    They  need  tuning  badly. 

Br.  John  Leinbach  has  moved  his  salt-house13  from  Br.  Levering's  lot 
to  his  own.  He  wishes  to  build  a  four-foot  porch  on  the  street  side.  If  it 
were  on  the  main  street  that  could  not  be  permitted,  but  on  the  back 
street  Sr.  Christmann's  house  takes  off  the  same  width,  so  it  would  not 
encroach  more  on  the  sidewalk. 

May  17.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Rosina  Gambold,  of  Friedland,  wishes  to 
move  to  the  widow  Schober  here.  Conferenz  does  not  object  that  she 
shall  be  considered  as  an  auswartige  member  as  long  as  she  can  find 
proper  support  for  herself  here. 

May  2^.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  have  arrived  safely,  and 
with  them  the  single  Sr.  Cathy  Heckedorn,  who  will  remain  with  them  in 
Hope. 

May  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Ritter  has  written  from  Philadelphia  that 
fire-buckets  can  be  bought  there,  though  not  cheaply.  A  number  are 
badly  needed  here,  and  six  dozen  shall  be  ordered. 

Br.  Senseman  laments  the  lack  of  work  for  his  blacksmith  shop. 

The  single  Br.  Thomas  Schulz  reports  that  he  plans  to  learn  shoe- 
making  from  his  brother  Samuel,  in  addition  to  his  trade  as  a  saddler. 
Conferenz  wishes  him  success  and  perseverance  in  his  undertaking. 

June  lJf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Classes  in  the  Boarding  School  began  again 
day  before  yesterday.  The  town-girls  will  have  one  hour  more  each 
day,  that  is  in  the  afternoon  until  four  o'clock,  and  Sr.  Rebecca  Holder 
shall  therefore  receive  an  addition  to  her  salary. 


18  This  gave  the  name  to  Salt  Street. 
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June  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Herbst  sent  the  plan  for  his  house14 
through  the  chairman  of  the  Collegium.  He  wishes  to  make  steps  from 
the  street  to  the  second  story,  and  plans  a  porch  on  the  second  story  on 
the  side  toward  the  street.  This  has  not  been  done  on  any  house,  and 
Br.  Herbst  must  be  careful  not  to  block  the  sidewalk. 

July  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conferenz  considered  with  sorrowful  concern 
the  difficult  situation  in  the  Boarding  School,  in  regard  to  filling  vacan- 
cies among  the  teaching  force.15  All  the  Sisters  whom  Br.  Steiner 
has  approached  have  refused,  either  for  the  time  or  absolutely,  and 
neither  the  pflegerin  nor  any  member  of  the  Conferenz  has  other  sug- 
gestions to  make.  Sr.  Caroline  Eberhard  has  agreed  to  take  the  place 
of  Sr.  Elisabeth  Rights,  and  will  move  into  the  Boarding  School  tomor- 
row. Sr.  Christina  Kramsch  will  teach  some  classes;  but  the  place  of 
Sr.  Lash  remains  unfilled.  Probably  still  more  difficulty  along  this  line 
will  arise,  and  it  seems  that  the  only  remaining  hope  is  to  send  an  urgent 
request  to  Pennsylvania. 

Aug.  1.  (P.E.C.)  The  Pennsylvania  Provincial  Elders  Conference 
has  considered  the  question  of  the  remarriage  of  the  widowed  Br.  Johann 
Peter  Kluge,  in  Graceham.16  He  himself  proposed  the  name  of  the 
single  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  here,  and  the  matter  has  been  referred 
to  our  Provincial  Elders  Conference  for  consideration  and  decision. 

Aug.  15.  (P.E.C.)  The  single  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  has 
refused  the  proposal  that  she  marry  the  widowed  Br.  Kluge  in  Graceham. 

Sept.  6.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johann  Schaffner  has  bought  a  small 
farm  on  the  Brushy  Fork,  to  which  he  will  move. 

The  widowed  Sr.  Bonn  and  her  children  have  decided  to  try  their  luck 
in  the  western  lands  on  the  Wabash. 

Sept.  11.  (P.E.C.)  Even  when  Br.  Gambold  moves  to  Oochgeelogy 
he  will  remain  the  leading  man  in  our  Cherokee  mission,  and  Br. 
Schmidt  will  consult  with  him  about  affairs  in  Springplace.  Br.  Gam- 
bold  will  handle  the  money  sent  from  here  and  by  other  well-wishers, 
and  what  the  government  provides,  and  will  keep  the  accounts  of  receipts 
and  expenditures;  he  will  also  prepare  the  annual  report  desired  by  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  was  asked  to  give  Br.  Schmidt  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation to  Colonel  Meigs,  agent  of  Indian  affairs. 

Br.  Gambold  will  write  to  the  Postmaster  General  in  "Washington,  and 

14  Br.  Heinrich  Herbst  had  lot  No.  33,  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street,  between  Bank  and 

Academy  streets.  At  that  point  there  is  a  steep  hill,  so  that  rooms  on  the  first  floor  are 
above  ground  only  on  the  side  toward  the  street,  and  the  living  rooms  were  necessarily 
on  the  second  floor.    His  house  is  no  longer  standing. 

15  Most  of  the  vacancies  were  caused  by  the  marriages  of  the  teaching  Sisters.

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recommend  Br.  Schmidt  as  his  successor  as  postmaster. 

Br.  Charles  Renatus  Hicks  and  Sr.  Crutchfield  have  been  acting  as 
interpreters  into  the  Cherokee  language.  They  will  belong  to  the  new 
mission  station,  and  they  shall  be  asked  whether  one  or  another  of  those 
remaining  near  Springplace  will  undertake  to  interpret  when  needed. 

Br.  Philip  Rominger,  of  Friedland,  will  drive  the  wagon  taking  Br. 
and  Sr.  Schmidt  and  their  baggage,  and  will  take  Br.  John  Lick  from 
here  as  his  assistant.  The  fourth  horse  in  the  team  will  remain  in 
Springplace,  and  the  necessary  harness  will  be  taken  along.  A  woman's 
saddle  must  still  be  secured. 

It  has  pleased  our  Lord  to  call  home  our  Br.  Samuel  Stotz,  on  the  5th 
of  this  month,  after  forty  years  of  faithful  service.  Until  his  position 
as  congregation  vorsteher  can  be  filled,  Br.  von  Schweinitz  has  consented 
to  look  after  the  business. 

Sept.  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  recent  change  in  the  line  of  water-pipes, 
which  was  begun  many  years  ago  with  clay  pipes,  and  which  has  now 
been  finished  with  clay  pipes  and  wooden  pipes,  does  not  serve  the  pur- 
pose, in  Br.  Clauder's  opinion.  Collegium  appointed  the  Brn.  John 
Leinbach,  Jacob  Blum,  and  John  Vogler  a  committee  to  look  into  the 
matter,  authorizing  them  to  call  in  other  Brethren  who  might  be  of 
service.    After  full  investigation  they  shall  report  to  the  Collegium. 

Oct.  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  waterworks  committee  reported  that  the 
new  line  of  pipes  could  not  possibly  be  used,  because  it  has  a  curve  twenty- 
seven  feet  higher  than  the  former  line.  The  Collegium  deeply  regretted 
that  the  departed  Br.  Stotz  went  to  so  much  expense  without  having  the 
line  tproperly  surveyed,  but  it  is  too  late  to  change  that.  The  committee 
was  convinced  that  it  would  be  best  to  stick  to  the  old  line,  and  remove 
all  the  clay  pipes,  except  here  in  town  where  the  water  has  so  much  fall 
that  they  do  not  suffer  from  the  pressure.  Further,  that  from  the  springs 
to  Br.  Bohlo's  house  good,  durable,  pine-log  pipes  should  be  used,  as  was 
formerly  done,  not  those  of  poor  chestnut  wood.  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
gave  permission  for  the  selection  of  the  best  trees  for  the  purpose  on 
land  belonging  to  the  Administration.  The  pipes  laid  in  the  new  line 
shall  be  taken  up,  and  those  of  wood  and  of  clay  shall  be  kept  for  other 
use. 

Oct.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  With  heartfelt  joy  we  welcomed  Br.  Van 
Vleck  into  our  midst.    He  is  recovering  from  a  serious  illness. 

Oct.  SI.  (P.E.C.)  The  Brethren  and  Sisters  of  the  little  congrega- 
tion of  Newport  have  again  requested  that  the  sending  a  pastor  to  them 
might  be  considered  by  the  Pennsylvania  Provincial  Elders  Conference, 
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and  the  approval  of  the  Lord  was  received  that  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman 
might  he  called. 

The  local  Conference  received  this  news  with  pleasure,  in  the  hope  and 
with  the  wish  that  the  call  to  Br.  Herman  might  lead  him  to  a  new  and 
complete  surrender  of  himself  to  the  Saviour  and  consecration  to  His 
service.  Br.  Van  Vleck,  therefore,  will  give  him  the  letter  from  Br. 
HiifTel. 

Nov.  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Finally,  a  circular  letter  from  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  has  brought  official  news  of  the  departure  of  Br. 
Verbeek,  and  a  call  for  an  election  to  fill  his  place  in  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  Synod  the  local  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
must  select  two  men  for  whom  we  would  vote.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
of  Salem  therefore  gave  as  their  first  choice  Br.  Johann  Baptist  von 
Albertini,  now  in  Gnadenfrey;  and  as  second  choice  Br.  Frederic  Wil- 
liam Foster,  of  England. 

Br.  Gottlieb  Herman  has  accepted  the  call  from  the  Provincial  Elders 
Conference  of  Bethlehem  to  serve  the  little  congregation  of  Newport, 
Rhode  Island,  and  will  leave  for  Bethlehem  next  week. 

Nov.  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Collegium  approved  that  Br.  Herman's  chair 
shall  be  bought  for  $50  for  the  use  of  the  ministers. 

Br.  John  Yogler  gave  notice  that  he  plans  to  take  the  boy  Timothy 
Yogler  into  his  family  and  workshop. 

Nov.  15.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Steiner  brought  with  him  proposals  from 
the  married  Br.  Christian  Beck,  of  Nazareth,  who  would  like  to  establish 
a  brewery  here.  The  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium, 
but  the  Conferenz  wishes  to  remind  the  Collegium  that  if  possible  a  con- 
dition should  be  made  that  he  must  not  begin  a  distillery. 

Dec.  11.  (Auf.  Col.)  Since  Br.  Matthew  Rights  has  taken  charge 
of  the  tavern  he  is  not  in  position  to  continue  as  secretary  of  the  Auf- 
seher Collegium,  and  Br.  Byhan  will  succeed  him. 

Dec.  19.  (P.E.C.)  The  Wachovia  Provincial  Elders  Conference 
has  a  vote  for  the  new  member  of  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  and  after 
full  consideration  named  as  first  choice  Br.  J ohann  Baptist  von  Albertini, 
bishop  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  and  pastor  and  preacher  in  Gnadenfrey; 
as  second  choice  Br.  Friedrich  Wilhelm  Foster,  bishop  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  and  member  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  in  London,  and 
pastor  in  Fairfield. 

Br.  Hiiffel  writes  from  Bethlehem  that  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference there  has  changed  its  plan  about  Br.  Gottlieb  Herman.  It  had 
been  their  intention  that  he  should  go  unmarried  to  his  post  in  Newport. 
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Since  his  arrival  he  has  proposed  that  he  marry  the  single  Sr.  Anna 
Paulina  Schober,  which  proposal  was  approved  by  the  Lord.  Br.  Van 
Vleck  will  take  the  proposal  to  Sr.  A.  P.  Schober,  and  will  notify  her 
parents ;  will  also  explain  to  them  why  the  question  was  not  raised  while 
Br.  Herman  was  here. 

Dec.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober  has  accepted  the 
proposal  of  marriage  with  Br.  J.  Gottlieb  Herman,  and  for  service  in  the 
little  congregation  of  Newport.  Concerning  her  journey  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, consideration  of  the  matter  shall  be  given  when  the  season  of  the 
year  makes  it  possible  to  plan  for  it. 

Extracts  from  the  Bethabara  Diary,  1820. 

Jan.  1.  New  Years  Day.  At  the  preaching  service  prayer  was  oifered 
for  the  President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  for  the  Assem- 
bly and  governor  of  this  state.  There  was  no  other  service  because  of  the 
extreme  cold;  the  thermometer  stood  between  8°  and  10°  below  zero. 

Jan.  3,  Jf.  The  great  cold  continued.  On  the  3rd  the  thermometer 
stood  at  3°  below  zero,  and  on  the  next  day  it  was  4°  below  zero. 

/ an.  5.  The  extreme  cold  broke,  and  on  this  and  the  following  days  it 
was  quite  pleasant. 

Jan.  8.    A  cloudy,  rainy  day. 

Jan.  9.  Unity  Bay.  We  read  a  report  from  the  Indian  mission  in 
Fairfield,  Upper  Canada,  from  November  19,  1818,  to  the  end  of  June, 
1819.  The  gemeinstunde  had  to  be  omitted  because  the  evening  was  so 
very  dark. 

In  the  following  days  of  the  week  no  evening  meetings  could  be  held, 
partly  because  of  the  cold  and  partly  because  of  the  bad  roads.  It 
rained  off  and  on  during  the  latter  half  of  the  week,  and  on  the  14th  it 
snowed  heavily  from  early  morning  to  noon,  then  it  rained  but  did  not 
melt  the  snow.    On  the  15th  it  was  milder  and  the  snow  disappeared. 

/ an.  16.  Sunday.  Early  in  the  afternoon  it  began  to  snow,  then  there 
was  rain  mixed  with  hail  which  continued  until  the  next  day,  and  every- 
thing was  covered  with  glaze  ice,  until  it  cleared  and  turned  warmer. 
During  the  week  it  rained  and  snowed  intermittently. 

Jan.  23.  Before  dawn  it  began  to  snow,  and  continued  without  inter- 
mission until  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.  The  snow  lay  about  nine 
inches  deep. 

Jan.  24.  This  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  6°  above  zero;  and 
in  the  morning  of  the  25th  it  was  only  2°  above.    However,  on  the  latter 
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day  the  snow  began  to  melt  on  the  south  side  of  the  houses,  and  continued 
to  disappear  slowly  during  the  following  days,  which  were  milder. 

Jan.  28.    It  rained  from  early  morning  throughout  the  day. 

Jan.  30.  Last  night  it  rained,  and  again  this  afternoon,  so  that  all 
the  streams  were  swollen,  the  meadows  were  under  water,  and  the  roads 
as  bad  as  possible. 

Feb.  3.  Last  night  it  began  to  rain,  and  continued  through  the  day 
and  following  night,  then  cleared  very  cold. 

Feb.  9.  Sr.  Strohle  visited  the  widow  Schemel  who  lives  about  three 
and  a  half  miles  from  here.  We  had  heard  that  she  was  sick,  and  it 
developed  that  she  was  suffering  from  rheumatic  pains  in  the  limbs,  but 
appeared  to  be  improving. 

Feb.  16.  For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  unusually  warm  for  this 
time  of  the  year,  and  there  have  been  storms  in  the  evenings.  The  one 
today  was  accompanied  by  heavy  rain. 

Feb.  25.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  hard  storm,  but  with  little  rain ; 
but  much  rain  fell  on  the  next  day,  during  another  storm. 

Feb.  27.  Since  the  storm  yesterday  it  has  been  rather  cool,  raw  and 
windy,  and  this  weather  continued  for  several  days.  There  was  also 
much  hoarfrost,  for  the  wind  always  died  down  after  midnight  and  did 
not  rise  again  until  morning. 

March  2.  A  hard  storm  from  the  northwest,  which  began  yesterday, 
continued  all  day  and  late  into  the  night,  and  even  in  the  houses  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  keep  warm.  On  the  3rd  the  thermometer  fell  to 
10°  below  zero,  and  the  windows  were  covered  with  ice.  All  day  it  was 
piercingly  cold. 

March  J/..    Yesterday  was  mild,  and  today  it  rained  constantly. 

March  7.  Yesterday  was  mild,  but  during  the  night  there  was  a  ter- 
rible storm  with  cold  rain  which  lasted  until  the  morning  of  the  10th 
when  it  cleared  up  cold. 

March  12.  Sunday.  There  was  a  special  meeting  for  the  house- 
fathers and  house-mothers.  A  letter  from  the  Conference  of  Country 
Ministers  to  the  country  congregations  was  read.  It  concerned  shoot- 
ing-matches, and  renewed  the  old  rule  that  no  member  of  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  might  take  part  in  such  matches. 

March  llf.  Yesterday  was  a  rainy  day,  and  the  rain  continued  until 
this  afternoon.  It  was  followed  by  a  terrible  wind  which  blew  from  the 
southwest  and  then  from  the  northwest.  During  the  afternoon  it 
became  unusually  strong,  and  did  not  fall  until  during  the  night.  Many 
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fruit  trees,  and  also  trees  in  the  forests,  were  torn  up  by  the  roots, 
fences  were  blown  down,  shingles  were  torn  from  various  roofs,  and 
other  damage  was  done  here  and  there.  During  the  following  days  the 
weather  was  again  fairly  pleasant. 

March  20  and  21.  These  were  rainy  days.  On  the  latter  day  Br. 
Strohle  ended  the  religious  instruction  held  weekly  for  the  school  children 
this  winter,  as  the  school  closes  for  a  while. 

March  22.  Last  night  it  snowed  and  sleeted  a  little,  and  there  was  a 
hard  frost.  It  did  the  same  on  the  23rd,  but  the  following  days  were 
pleasantly  warm. 

March  26.  The  musicians  and  Saaldiener  had  their  annual  lovefeast 
with  the  members  of  the  Committee. 

April  2.  Easter  Sunday.  Yesterday  afternoon  and  last  night  it 
rained  a  good  deal.  This  morning  it  slackened  enough  that  the  Easter 
Litany  could  be  prayed  in  the  Saal.  Then  it  began  to  rain  again  and 
continued  all  day  and  until  late  in  the  night. 

April  3.  Easter  Monday.  It  was  an  unfriendly,  raw  day,  and  in  the 
morning  it  snowed  a  little. 

April  10.  This  morning  the  ground  was  white  with  frost,  and  the 
thermometer  stood  at  22°  above  zero.  The  following  days  were  mild, 
but  not  particularly  good  for  the  gardens,  because  there  was  lack  of  rain, 
and  the  wind  dried  the  ground. 

April  15.    The  weather  was  very  warm. 

April  23.  For  some  days  it  has  been  hot ;  the  thermometer  rose  daily  to 
between  97°  and  98°  above  zero. 

April  29.  There  was  speaking  with  the  widows  in  preparation  for 
their  Choir  festival.    In  the  evening  it  rained  a  little. 

April  30.  Sunday.  In  the  afternoon  the  widows  heard  an  address 
on  the  doctrinal  text  for  this  day.  This  was  followed  by  the  lovefeast; 
and  theii  Choir  covenant  day  closed  with  the  Holy  Communion. 

May  2.    For  some  days  the  weather  has  been  pleasant. 

May  10,  11.  After  a  long  spell  of  dry  weather  we  were  thankful  for 
a  good  rain.    The  following  days  were  cool  and  windy. 

May  17.  Last  night  it  was  very  cold  and  many  garden  vegetables  were 
injured.    This  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  29°. 

May  18.  Last  night  it  froze  and  did  still  more  damage  to  growing 
things. 
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May  19.  Toward  evening  clouds  gathered,  but  passed  by.  During  the 
night  there  were  two  or  three  short  showers. 

May  31.  At  last  it  began  to  rain  and  continued  all  day  almost  with- 
out intermission,  and  revived  the  gardens  and  fields  which  had  suffered 
during  the  very  long  dry  spell. 

June  1,  2.  It  continued  to  rain,  to  the  joy  of  everyone.  Everything 
that  had  been  retarded  by  the  dry  weather  revived  and  looked  fine. 

June  10.  For  some  days  it  has  been  oppressively  hot.  This  after- 
noon we  had  several  much  desired  showers. 

June  12.  Haymaking  began.  It  rained  a  good  deal,  especially  in  the 
afternoon.    Then  it  cleared  and  was  oppressively  hot. 

J une  18,    There  was  a  severe  storm,  and  a  good  rain  for  half  an  hour. 

June  23.  In  the  afternoon  there  were  several  much  desired  showerSj 
and  the  same  again  today.  A  few  miles  from  here  there  was  a  hard  hail 
storm,  which  did  much  damage  on  a  number  of  farms. 

June  27.  This  week  every  one  was  busy  with  the  harvest.  The 
weather  was  favorable,  but  very  hot. 

July  7.  The  weather  has  been  oppressively  hot,  and  today  the  ther- 
mometer rose  to  98°  above  zero.  After  a  long  drought  we  had  a  good 
rain,  which  lasted  two  or  three  hours. 

July  10.  Monday.  This  afternoon  between  four  and  five  o'clock 
there  was  a  severe  storm  with  high  wind  and  pouring  rain  which  lasted 
two  or  three  hours.  The  ground  was  thoroughly  soaked,  but  much 
growth,  especially  the  tall  corn,  was  blown  over  and  some  of  it  was 
broken.  During  the  rest  of  the  week  the  weather  was  rather  warm 
and  dry. 

July  20.  The  heat  has  become  greater  and  today  the  thermometer 
rose  to  97°  above  zero. 

July  22.  Clouds  gathered  but  passed  around  us  and  here  it  rained  too 
little  to  lay  the  dust. 

July  27,  28,  29.  After  a  long  drought  and  great  heat,  which  had  done 
much  damage  to  some  growing  things,  we  had  a  much  desired  rain, 
through  which  the  ground  was  thoroughly  soaked. 

Aug.  1  to  5.    We  had  no  lack  of  good  showers. 

Aug.  7.    It  rained  hard  practically  all  day. 

Aug.  9.    We  again  had  rain,  and  it  became  oppressively  hot. 

Jiug.  13.    Sunday.    The  heat  was  almost  unbearable.    During  the 
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following  days  the  thermometer  rose  frequently  to  above  90°. 

Aug.  21.    For  several  days  it  has  been  cloudy,  with  some  showers. 

Aug.  26.    Yesterday  and  today  it  has  been  oppressively  hot. 

Aug.  28.  The  second  hay  harvest  began,  with  favorable  but  rather  hot 
weather. 

Sept.  6.  A  rather  hot  day,  with  showers  toward  evening.  During  the 
following  days  the  thermometer  rose  to  88°  above  zero. 

Sept.  11.  Last  evening  it  was  so  dark  that  the  singstunde  had  to  be 
omitted.  During  the  night  it  again  began  to  rain  heavily,  and  there 
was  much  wind.  In  the  evening  it  cleared  and  was  very  chilly,  espe- 
cially during  the  night. 

Sept.  20.  Last  night  it  rained,  and  today  has  been  uncomfortably 
cold. 

Oct.  2.  It  rained  last  night  and  today,  with  high  wind.  The  3rd 
was  also  a  rainy  day. 

Oct.  6.  The  weather  was  hot. 

Oct.  8.  There  could  be  no  singstunde  because  of  an  unusually  hard 
rain. 

Oct.  9.  The  winter  school  for  the  children  commenced  today. 

Oct.  10.  After  several  warm  days  we  had  a  storm  with  heavy  rain, 
and  then  it  cleared  from  the  northwest  and  was  very  cold. 

Oct.  12.  Last  night  we  had  the  first  frost  of  the  season,  and  this 
morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  28°  above  zero. 

Oct.  13.    Again  this  morning  the  ground  was  covered  with  frost. 

Oct.  llf.,  15.    It  rained  all  day  and  the  roads  became  very  bad. 

Oct.  21.  For  some  days  it  has  been  cloudy,  with  occasional  showers. 
This  morning  a  cold  rain  began,  with  some  sleet  and  a  few  snowflakes. 
It  did  not  clear  until  toward  the  following  morning.  During  the  rest  of 
the  week  the  nights  were  very  cold,  with  heavy  frosts.  Most  mornings 
the  thermometer  stood  about  20°  above  zero.  The  days,  however,  were 
pleasant. 

Nov.  8.    The  cold  weather  has  moderated  and  it  looks  like  rain. 
Nov.  12.    It  began  to  rain  yesterday  and  has  continued  all  day. 
Nov.  17.    Friday.    We  observed  our  congregational  festival. 
Nov.  26.    This  week  no  evening  services  could  be  held,  because  so 
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many  of  our  members  are  sick  with  the  epidemic  influenza,  and  the 
weather  is  very  raw. 

Nov.  30.  Toward  noon  it  began  to  sleet  and  snow  and  continued  for 
two  or  three  hours. 

Dec.  3.    Br.  Strohle  and  many  of  the  members  are  sick  with  influenza. 

Dec.  8.  By  request,  Br.  Strohle  went  to  the  farm  of  our  neighbor, 
William  Beck,  to  hold  the  funeral  of  his  relative,  Elisabeth  Beck,  twenty- 
seven  years  old.  Many  years  ago  she  was  badly  frightened,  and  since 
then  she  has  suffered  from  the  falling  sickness,  which  caused  her  end. 
Fourteen  days  ago,  when  she  was  alone  in  the  house,  she  had  an  attack, 
fell  in  the  fire,  and  before  any  one  could  go  to  her  assistance  she  was  so 
badly  burned  that  no  remedies  had  any  effect. 

Dec.  12.  It  snowed  and  sleeted  for  several  hours.  Rain  followed, 
lasting  all  the  morning  of  the  13th. 

Dec.  15.  It  began  to  rain  heavily  again,  snowing  and  sleeting  at 
intervals.  This  unfriendly  weather  continued,  with  little  intermis- 
sion, until  late  in  the  night  of  the  11th. 

Dec.  19.    It  rained  so  much  that  there  could  be  no  services. 

Dec.  25.    During  the  following  night  it  snowed. 

Memorabilia.  What  we  have  needed  for  our  material  support  we  have 
received  from  day  to  day  from  the  good  hand  of  our  heavenly  Father.  It 
is  true  that  the  fruit  crop  was  almost  a  complete  failure ;  but  the  grain 
harvest,  especially  the  corn,  was  abundant,  and  so  was  the  crop  of  hay. 

For  most  of  the  year  we  were  able  to  rejoice  in  good  health,  but  in 
the  last  months  there  has  been  an  epidemic  of  influenza  among  adults 
and  children,  and  few  have  escaped  attacks,  which  in  some  cases  were 
rather  severe. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1820. 

Jan.  3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  went  to  Salem  to 
attend  the  liturgical  opening  of  the  congregation  boards  for  this  year.17 

Jan.  30.  The  evening  meetings  were  omitted  because  of  rain,  which 
has  continued  for  several  days.  The  streets  are  so  bad  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  get  from  one  house  to  another. 

Feb.  1.  The  auswartige  married  Br.  John  Schor  left  for  Cross  Creek 
on  the  21st  of  last  month  to  see  his  son  Heinrich,  who  is  under  the  care  of 
a  doctor  there.  He  returned  today,  with  the  information  that  his  son 
was  in  general  well  and  cheerful,  but  the  healing  of  his  injured  leg  was 
slow,  so  that  he  can  hardly  be  brought  back  before  the  end  of  March. 

17  During  the  rest  of  the  year  Br.  Wolle  attended  the  conference  meetings  in  Salem  and  Br. 
Pfohl  remained  in  Bethania. 
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Feb.  6.  Our  old,  auswartige,  Br.  J acob  and  Sr.  Susanna  Krieger  had 
set  out  in  their  chair  to  attend  the  Lord's  Supper  here.  Scarcely  were 
they  half  a  mile  from  their  house  when  their  chair  struck  hard  against  a 
tree  and  they  and  their  youngest  grandchild  were  thrown  out.  Br. 
Krieger's  right  hip  was  dislocated,  so  that  he  could  not  raise  himself. 
Fortunately  a  couple  of  married  members  were  not  far  behind  them, 
and  came  to  their  help,  as  did  other  people  who  were  on  their  way  to 
a  neighboring  church.  They  put  his  hip  back  into  place  and  carried  him 
on  a  blanket  to  his  house.  His  wife  escaped  with  a  wound  on  one  hand, 
and  the  baby,  whom  she  kept  in  her  arms  as  she  fell,  was  not  hurt  in  the 
least.  About  noon  we  heard  this  distressing  news,  also  that  Br.  Krieger 
wanted  certain  Brethren  to  come  to  him,  and  a  careful  examination 
showed  that  the  hip  had  been  successfully  replaced  in  its  socket. 

Feb.  13.    Br.  Wolle  held  a  service  for  the  Negroes. 

March  6.  There  was  continuous  rain  and  it  was  so  cold  that  the  trees 
were  covered  with  ice. 

March  19.  Sunday.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival  in  the 
felt  presence  of  the  Lord.  The  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Conference 
visited  us  from  Salem,  and  held  the  services  for  us. 

April  2,  Easter  Sunday.  It  rained  heavily,  so  we  prayed  the  Easter 
litany  in  the  church.  None  of  our  auswartige  members  or  of  our 
English  neighbors  could  come  to  us  because  of  the  weather,  so  instead 
of  the  English  sermon  which  had  been  announced  Br.  Wolle  preached  in 
German. 

April  5.  The  auswartige  married  Br.  John  Schor  left  with  his  team 
on  the  24th  of  last  month  to  bring  back  from  Cross  Creek  his  son  Hein- 
rich,  who  has  been  in  the  care  of  a  doctor  there  since  the  beginning  of 
December  of  last  year.  He  returned  to  his  farm  today  and  we  are 
heartily  thankful  to  the  Lord  that  his  son  could  be  brought  back  safely, 
though  he  cannot  yet  walk. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Pfohl  bade  a  tender  farewell  to  their  eldest  son  Samuel 
Thomas,  who  has  been  visiting  them  for  several  days.  Next  Sunday 
he  will  leave  for  Nazareth. 

April  15.  Our  Br.  Gottlob  Ranck  today  suddenly  had  a  stroke,  fortu- 
nately a  slight  one.  It  lamed  his  right  arm  and  took  away  his  speech, 
but  after  he  was  bled  and  other  remedies  were  used  he  quickly  became 
so  much  better  that  the  lameness  passed  and  the  speech  returned. 

April  23.  During  the  last  days  Sr.  Pfohl  has  spoken  with  the 
widows  in  preparation  for  their  Choir  festival. 
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April  30.  Sunday,  and  also  the  covenant  day  of  the  widows.  While 
Br.  Wolle  prayed  the  church  litany  with  the  congregation,  Br.  Pfohl  held 
morning  prayer  for  the  widows.  Br.  Wolle  made  their  Choir  address 
while  Br.  Pfohl  conducted  the  public  preaching  service.  Br.  Wolle 
presided  at  the  lovefeast  for  the  widows,  and  Br.  Pfohl  held  the  Com- 
munion for  them.  In  the  evening  singstunde  Br.  Wolle  reminded  the 
congregation  of  the  covenant  day  of  the  widows,  and  several  stanzas  of 
blessing  were  sung  for  them. 

May  17.  Sr.  Pfohl  suddenly  became  very  ill,  which  caused  us  much 
anxiety.  Dr.  Schumann  was  immediately  sent  for,  and  the  Lord  blessed 
the  means  he  used  so  that  in  a  few  days  she  was  much  better. 

May  29.  A  room-company  of  pupils  from  the  Boarding  School  in 
Salem,  with  their  teachers,  came  to  visit  us. 

June  8.  Sr.  Elisabeth  Pfohl  went  to  Salem  on  a  visit,  taking  her 
youngest  daughter  Caroline  Sophia  for  further  instruction  in  the 
Boarding  School  there,  and  bringing  back  her  eldest  daughter,  Dorothea 
Elisabeth,  who  will  give  her  a  hand  in  the  housekeeping  here. 

June  11.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  the  little  boy, 
Isaac  Augustus  Shemel,  sixteen  months  old,  who  was  called  home  day 
before  yesterday  through  an  attack  of  the  whooping  cough  which  is 
epidemic  among  the  children. 

Br.  Wolle  kept  the  four-weekly  preaching  service  at  John  Jacob 
Sponhauer's. 

June  21.  At  noon  we  had  a  hard  hailstorm.  Fortunately  most  of  the 
stones  were  no  larger  than  hazelnuts,  though  a  few  fell  that  were  as 
large  as  pigeon  eggs,  and  they  did  no  great  damage.  A  few  days  ago  we 
heard  that  about  ten  miles  from  here,  on  a  farm,  through  such  a  hail- 
storm, but  with  stones  as  large  as  goose  eggs,  all  the  grain  was  beaten 
to  the  ground. 

July  If.  Br.  Wolle  and  his  wife  went  to  Salem.  He  had  been  asked 
to  come  and  help  lead  the  music  for  the  observance  of  the  national  festi- 
val. As  usual  the  day  was  spent  quietly  here,  the  members  being  busy 
with  the  good  harvests  of  wheat  and  rye  which  the  Lord  had  given  them, 
and  which  they  were  gathering  into  their  barns. 

July  8.  The  single  D.  B.  and  S.  E.  H.  were  notified  that  because  of 
their  bad  conduct  they  must  leave  the  town. 

July  11.  Br.  Pfohl  married  the  single  Br.  Christian  Heinrich  Grabs 
to  the  single  Sr.  Susanna  Transou. 

July  17.  The  young  persons  mentioned  on  the  8th  have  left  us  and 
have  moved  into  the  neighborhood.    A  few  days  ago  they  were  married. 
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Our  Br.  Abraham  and  Sr.  Eva  Transou  have  moved  into  their  new 
house. 

July  29.  The  married  Br.  Heinrich  Hermann  Buttner,  who  left  on 
the  4th  of  April  with  Abraham  Conrad  for  the  western  part  of  Tennes- 
see on  land  business,  returned  today. 

Aug.  17.  Br.  Pfohl  married  the  single  Br.  Salomon  Transou  to  the 
single  Sr.  Sarah  Loesch. 

Oct.  3.  Our  evening  meetings  began  again  for  the  winter,  and  for  the 
first  time  we  used  the  printed  Nachrichten. 

Oct.  6.  We  heard  for  the  first  time  of  the  serious  and  painful  illness 
of  our  dear  Br.  Yan  Vleck,  who  was  taken  sick  the  end  of  last  week. 

Oct.  9.  At  the  urgent  request  of  D.  and  S.  E.  B.,  Br.  Wolle  went  to  a 
neighboring  farm  and  baptized  the  little  daughter  born  to  them  the 
preceding  night. 

Dr.  Schuman,  who  had  come  from  Salem  to  visit  his  patients,  stopped 
in  and  gave  us  encouraging  news  concerning  our  dear  Br.  Van  Vleck. 

Oct.  15.  In  the  first  service  we  read  the  memoir  of  Sr.  Catharina 
Reichel,  maiden  name  Fetter,  who  fell  asleep  in  Niesky  on  May  20th  of 
this  year.  She  was  the  wife  of  Br.  Carl  Gotthold  Reichel,  and  formerly, 
with  her  husband,  was  in  charge  of  the  married  people  in  Wachovia,  and 
spoke  with  the  Sisters  here  a  number  of  times.  Her  stepson,  our  Br. 
Reichel  in  Salem,  sent  the  memoir  to  us  a  few  days  ago. 

Oct.  17.  In  the  parish  graveyard  near  our  mill  Br.  Wolle  held  the 
funeral  of  the  infant  of  D.  and  S.  E.  B. 

Oct.  29.  From  the  printed  Nachrichten,  we  began  to  read  the  memoir 
of  the  departed  Br.  David  Zeisberger,  former  missionary  to  the  northern 
Indians  of  our  land. 

Nov.  6.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  passed  with  Br.  Herman  on  their  return 
from  the  Pilot  Mountain. 

Nov.  19.  Br.  Wolle  led  the  liturgy,  as  Br.  Pfohl  yesterday  became 
very  ill  with  the  epidemic  influenza. 

Dec.  31.  Br.  Wolle  set  out  early  for  the  house  of  Johann  Jacob  Spon- 
hauer.  He  returned  toward  noon,  unable  to  make  the  trip  because  of  the 
very  bad  condition  of  the  roads. 

Memorabilia.  The  Guardian  of  our  life  deserves  our  deepest  thanks 
for  the  gift  of  health,  so  richly  bestowed  upon  our  members.  It  is  true 
that  during  the  fall  nearly  all  of  us  suffered  more  or  less  from  the  epi- 
demic influenza,  and  there  were  some  cases  of  chills  and  fever,  but  to  the 
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praise  of  the  Lord  we  can  say  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  most  of  us  are 
well  again. 

Although  in  spring  a  hard  hailstorm  did  considerable  damage  here  and 
there  in  the  fields,  and  the  unusual  cold  of  last  winter  killed  practically  all 
the  fruit,  yet  the  wheat  and  corn  crops  were  abundant.  We  have  also 
been  spared  the  water  shortage  which  gave  us  so  much  concern  last  year. 
Through  the  protection  of  God  our  dwellings  and  other  buildings  have 
been  preserved  from  fire. 

Br.  Abraham  Transou  has  built  a  new  house  in  town,  and  his  former 
house  has  been  given  to  his  son  Salomon. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1820. 

Jan.  1.  Yesterday  it  snowed  all  day,  and  today  was  bitterly  cold,  and 
we  wondered  whether  our  people  would  come  to  preaching,  but  a  goodly 
number  appeared. 

March  9.  Last  night  Br.  Elide  was  called  to  a  sick  woman  who 
thought  she  was  going  to  die  and  wanted  comfort.  He  rode  thither  in 
spite  of  hard  rain  and  the  darkness  of  the  night,  as  such  occasions  come 
seldom.  He  asked  her  what  she  wanted  from  him,  and  she  replied  that 
she  saw  that  she  must  die,  and  would  like  to  know  what  would  happen 
to  her  after  death,  she  had  done  no  good,  and  that  worried  her  and  she 
wanted  advice.  Br.  Rude  told  her  that  from  childhood  she  had  heard 
from  the  Brethren  that  the  Saviour  was  gracious  and  merciful  and  that 
He  had  died  for  sinners;  she  might  now  lay  hold  on  this  in  faith  and 
turn  to  Him.  She  said  she  would  follow  this  advice  and  would  not 
cease  to  pray  until  she  knew  how  it  would  be  with  her.  .  .  .  She  spent  a 
peaceful  night,  and  Br.  Rude  spoke  with  her  again,  and  commended  her 
to  the  Saviour.  .  .  . 

March  18.  The  above  mentioned  Barbara  Glattfelder  was  buried  here, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Committee. 

April  2.  Easter  Day.  There  was  thunder  and  lightning  and  rain,  and 
only  the  nearest  neighbors  could  come.  The  story  of  the  resurrection 
was  read  to  them. 

June  11.  The  four- weekly  service  for  the  Negroes  was  held,  and  two 
Negro  children  were  baptized. 

July  2.  It  was  announced  for  the  second  time  that  the  single  Br. 
Daniel  Rothrock  proposed  to  marry  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Margaretha 
Bockel ;  and  on  the  Jj-th  was  their  wedding. 

Aug.  6.  Sunday.  After  the  preaching  service  there  was  religious 
instruction  and  singing  school. 
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Sept.  10.  It  was  announced  that  John  Friedrich  Spach  and  Rebecca 
Volz  planned  to  enter  the  estate  of  matrimony,  and  the  blessing  of  God 
was  asked  for  them.  On  the  17th  they  were  again  commended  to  the 
prayers  of  the  congregation;  and  on  the  21st  they  were  married  in  the 
house  of  the  parents. 

Oct.  1.  Daniel  Thomas  Wesner  and  Catharina  Spach  were  called  out 
for  the  second  time,  and  on  the  5th  they  were  married. 

Oct.  15.  Tobias  Bockel  and  Anna  Maria  Spach  were  called  out ;  again 
on  the  22nd;  and  on  the  21fth  they  were  married. 

Nov.  19.    There  were  many  sick  in  our  congregation  to  be  visited. 

Dec.  26.  At  the  home  of  the  widow  of  Joseph  Spach  there  was  the 
wedding  of  the  single  Br.  Friedrich  Martin  Schneider  to  the  single 
Sophia  Brendel,  of  Friedland.

[Napoleon  died  on  Saint  Helena,  May  5,  1821. 

Under  the  Missouri  Compromise  the  state  of  Missouri  was  admitted  to 
the  Union  without  restrictions  as  to  slavery,  but  it  was  decided  that  no 
slavery  should  be  allowed  north  of  36°  30'  North  Latitude  in  the  rest  of 
the  country  ceded  by  France  to  the  United  States. 

In  February  the  United  States  Senate  received  official  notification 
that  late  in  the  preceding  year  the  Spanish  government  had  ratified  the 
treaty  under  which  the  Florida  territory  was  transferred  to  the  United 
States. 

In  North  Carolina  there  was  much  financial  distress.  Gabriel 
Holmes,  of  Sampson  County,  was  elected  governor.  The  marble  statue 
of  General  Washington,  by  Canova,  reached  Raleigh  on  December  24; 
and  within  the  next  few  days  it  was  taken  to  the  capitol  with  much  cere- 
mony,1 and  was  placed  upon  a  pedestal  at  the  place  assigned  by  Mr. 
Nichols,  state  architect.] 

Memorabilia  of  the  Wachovia  Congregations 
for  the  Year  1821. 

[Some  paragraphs  omitted.] 

Undisturbed  could  our  congregations  grow  and  rejoice  in  the  mercies 
which  the  Lord  showered  upon  us  so  kindly  in  every  respect.  Peace 
reigned  in  our  beloved  fatherland,  and  the  more  important  peace  blessed 
the  spirits  and  the  experiences  of  all  who  asked  and  prized  this  grace. 

Sickness  was  not  general,  as  it  was  in  so  many  other  places  near  and 
far,  and  several  of  our  congregations  enjoyed  good  health,  but  the  cry: 
"Behold,  the  Bridegroom  cometh  !"  was  heard  no  less  often  than  formerly 
among  us. 

Continuing  rains  did  some  damage  during  the  wheat  harvest,  both  in 
the  goodness  and  also  in  the  quantity  of  this  part  of  our  harvest  blessing. 
Fruit  ripened  only  here  and  there,  part  of  it  having  frozen  in  the  blossom. 
On  the  other  hand  corn  and  other  grains  were  abundant,  so  that  we  have 
the  greatest  reason  to  praise  and  thank  God  for  the  provision  made  for  us 
and  for  our  land.    None  of  us  lacks  that  which  is  necessary  for  life. 

In  April,  a  circular  letter  was  received  from  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference reporting  that  two  vacant  places  in  the  Conference  had  been 
filled  by  the  Brn.  Johann  Baptist  von  Albertini  and  Samuel  Christlieb 
Reichel. 

Toward  the  end  of  July  we  received  the  first  letter  from  Br.  Christlieb

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Reichel,  now  our  correspondent  in  the  Unity  Elders  Conference ;  it  was 
dated  in  February.  At  the  same  time  we  received  a  second  packet  of 
letters  written  in  April,  which  mentioned  the  call  to  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
as  pastor  in  Bethlehem  and  inspector  of  the  Boarding  School  for  girls 
there.  As  he  was  administrator  of  the  Unity  estates  here  and  a  member 
of  our  Provincial  Elders  Conference,  was  serving  among  us  in  various 
ways  in  blessing,  and  was  universally  loved  and  trusted,  we  were  deeply 
interested  in  this  call,  which  could  not  be  carried  out  until  a  Brother  was 
found  to  fill  his  place  here.  Br.  Theodor  Schulz,  pastor  of  the  congre- 
gation of  Schoeneck,  was  called  by  the  Lord,  and  reached  here,  with  his 
wife  and  two  daughters,  on  the  12th  of  November.  On  the  following  day, 
in  the  first  service,  he  received  an  affectionate  welcome  from  the  congre- 
gation of  Salem,  and  was  commended  to  the  Lord  for  help  in  his  duties 
here. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  his  wife  visited  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  of 
the  other  congregations  and  took  leave  of  them,  then  left  with  their 
children  for  Bethlehem  on  the  20th  of  November,  accompanied  by  our 
best  wishes  and  our  prayers.  We  have  lately  heard  that  they  reached 
their  destination  on  December  13. 

General  sympathy  was  aroused  by  the  news  that  it  had  pleased  our 
Lord  to  bring  to  a  peaceful  end  the  life  of  our  Sr.  Anna  Rosina  Gambold, 
at  Springplace  on  the  19th  of  February.  She  had  labored  there  with  her 
husband  in  tireless  faithfulness.  Since  then  Br.  John  Gambold  has 
begun  the  new  mission  post  at  Oochgeelogy,  and  though  he  is  often  not 
well,  and  is  uncomfortably  situated,  yet  his  being  there  among  the 
Indian  members  and  awakened,  and  the  services  which  he  holds  on 
Sundays,  promise  to  be  of  use  and  blessing  for  them,  and  a  preparation 
for  the  future  mission  establishment. 

Springplace,  served  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt,  continues  to  be  a  light  in 
that  neighborhood,  and  the  school  and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
promise  abiding  fruit  for  the  future.  The  14th  of  October  was  note- 
worthy there  because  in  a  reverent  gathering  the  Indian  Sr.  Anna 
Felicitas  Hicks,  wife  of  Br.  Charles  Renatus  Hicks,  received  holy 
baptism. 

Br.  J ohann  Martin  Lick,  who  has  served  usefully  in  the  outward  affairs 
of  Springplace  for  a  year,  returned  on  November  25,  with  the  thanks 
of  the  Springplace  missionaries  for  his  aid. 

The  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen 
held  an  edifying  meeting  on  the  15th  of  November,  and  a  number  of 
Brethren  joined  the  Society. 

The  continued  illness  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke  led  them  to  move  from  Hope 
to  Salem,  thinking  that  they  would  more  fully  recover  here  than  there. 
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The  congregation  of  Hope  will  be  served  from  here  with  preaching,  and 
with  visiting  of  members. 

A  new  church  in  Charlestown  was  publicly  dedicated  on  February  25, 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering,  on  which  occasion  the  Brn.  von 
Schweinitz  and  Schober  preached  in  German  and  in  English.  Since  then 
the  Brethren  from  Salem  have  preached  a  number  of  times  in  that 
church. 

The  congregation  of  Salem  reports  with  gratitude  that  on  many 
solemn  occasions  the  Lord  has  made  Himself  known  to  our  needy  hearts 
with  His  grace  and  love.  The  festival  of  our  Chief  Elder,  Jesus,  and 
our  congregation  anniversary  were  again  combined.  On  that  day  fifty 
years  had  passed  since  our  first  Saal  was  consecrated;  it  is  still  used 
frequently. 

On  Palm  Sunday  there  was  the  solemn  confirmation  of  seven  persons, 
namely  one  Single  Brother,  three  Single  Sisters,  and  three  older  girls, 
which  produced  an  abiding  impression  especially  on  the  hearts  of  our 
growing  young  people. 

Br.  Abraham  Steiner  took  the  place  of  Br.  von  Schweinitz  as  pfleger 
of  the  Choir  of  Single  Brethren. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Theodor  Schulz  became  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz. 

Late  in  September  there  was  an  election  for  members  of  the  Aufseher 
Collegium.  The  Brn.  Friedrich  Christian  Meinung,  Conrad  Kreuser, 
and  Johann  Heinrich  Leinbach  were  elected;  and  the  Brn.  Christian 
Blum,  John  Leinbach,  Wilhelm  Fries,  and  Matthaeus  Reuz  were  re- 
elected. As  presiding  officer  Br.  Byhan  took  the  place  which  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  has  held  since  the  Synod,  and  Br.  Meinung  became  secretary. 
Br.  Theodor  Schulz  is  a  member  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium  by  virtue 
of  his  office.  Br.  Byhan  took  the  place  of  Br.  von  Schweinitz  as  curator 
of  the  widows. 

Sr.  Martha  Elisabeth  Vierling  succeeded  the  departed  Sr.  Praezel  as 
pflegerin  of  the  widows. 

Br.  Rudolph  Christ  had  been  master  of  the  pottery  for  thirty-two 
years,  managing  this  branch  of  the  congregation  diaconie  with  much 
faithfulness.  The  weakness  of  increasing  age  led  him  to  give  it  up,  and 
Br.  John  Holland  has  taken  charge  of  it. 

In  May  a  new  arrangement  was  made  for  the  night  watch,  the  Brn. 
Heinrich  Schulz  and  Salomon  Lick  dividing  the  hours. 

Somewhat  earlier  the  Aufseher  Collegium  arranged  for  a  new  survey 
and  numbering  of  the  building  lots  in  Salem. 

At  the  end  of  May  the  new  house  of  Br.  Heinrich  Rudolph  Herbst  was 
occupied. 

In  October  the  new  mill,  a  short  distance  from  town  on  the  Wach, 
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was  so  far  finished  that  one  pair  of  millstones  could  be  used  and  the 
first  flour  could  be  ground. 

Our  schools  have  remained  a  source  of  consideration  in  the  congrega- 
tion boards,  and  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  they  could  be  continued 
without  interruption  and  that  teachers  and  pupils  have  had  good  health. 

Br.  Carl  Kluge  went  to  Nazareth  Hall,  and  Br.  Wilhelm  Ludwig 
Benzien  came  from  there  to  take  his  place  here  as  teacher  in  the  boys 
school.  In  the  interval  caused  by  this  exchange,  Br.  Steiner  helped  in 
the  school. 

The  Boarding  School  for  girls  continued  to  enjoy  the  approval  and 
confidence  of  the  many  who  sent  their  daughters  and  wards  to  be 
instructed  and  trained  here.  Some  have  been  here  for  a  long  time, 
others  have  just  arrived.  During  this  year  fifty  new  pupils  have  entered 
the  Boarding  School,  and  forty-seven  have  gone  to  their  homes.  Nine 
little  town  girls  have  begun  to  attend  classes.  Three  town  girls  have 
left  the  school;  and  there  are  now  twenty-six  day  pupils  in  the  school, 
and  four  daughters  of  the  Unity  are  in  the  Boarding  School,  with 
ninety-eight  from  outside.  Sr.  Maria  Belling,  who  lived  in  the  Board- 
ing School  for  a  while,  has  moved  into  the  Sisters  House  but  con- 
tinues to  teach  some  classes.  Sr.  Henrietta  Kluge  went  to  Graceham, 
and  her  place  as  teacher  has  been  taken  by  the  older  girl,  Catharina 
Reich. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Diary,  1821. 

J  an.  5.    Br.  von  Schweinitz  went  to  Bethania  on  business. 

J  an.  7.  Sunday.  The  mission  festival  should  properly  have  been  held 
yesterday.  In  the  first  service  mission  Nachrichten  were  read.  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  preached  on  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  among  the  heathen. 

Jan.  11.  In  the  meetings  for  members  a  beginning  was  made  with 
alternating  a  liturgical  service  with  the  reading  of  one  of  the  sermons 
preached  during  the  Synod  at  Herrnhut  in  1818.  In  the  afternoon 
there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  musicians,  Saal-diener,  sick-nurses,  and 
officers  of  the  Choirs. 

Jan.  16.    There  was  a  rather  deep  snow.    The  post  did  not  come. 

Jan.  22.  Br.  Joh.  Gottlieb  Herman  arrived  with  the  post,  coming 
from  Bethlehem,  and  on  the  following  day  he  was  betrothed  to  the 
single  Sr.  Anna  Paulina  Schober. 

/ an.  30.  Br.  Van  Vleck  made  an  address  on  the  text  for  the  day,  and 
then  married  the  single  Br.  Joh.  Gottlieb  Herman  to  the  single  Sr. 
Anna  Paulina  Schober.

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Feb.  Jf-  Br.  Denke  preached  his  first  English  sermon  in  the  house  of 
Br.  Horatio  Hamilton,  to  a  large  and  attentive  gathering. 

Feb.  11.  Br.  Keichel  held  the  funeral,  in  Charlestown,  of  Maria, 
three-year-old  daughter  of  Samuel  Jacob  and  Maria  Elisabeth  Wohl- 
fahrt.    She  died  day  before  yesterday. 

Feb.  12.  At  noon  Br.  and  Sr.  Herman  set  out  for  Pennsylvania, 
accompanied  by  the  single  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach,  who  drove  the  team, 
and  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Louisa  Stotz,  and  her  sister  Susanna  Elisabeth 
Stotz,  an  older  girl. 

Feb.  18.  The  congregation  of  Friedland  observed  its  festival,  to  which 
young  and  old  came  in  numbers.  In  the  first  service  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
brought  to  their  grateful  remembrance  the  fact  that  forty-six  years  ago 
a  number  of  souls  settled  here  and  banded  themselves  together  in  God 
and  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Atonement.  .  .  . 

During  the  lovefeast  six  boys  and  one  girl  were  admitted  into  the 
Society. 

In  a  called  meeting  two  Brethren,  Johannes  Lanius  and  George  Fried- 
rich  Lagenauer,  were  elected  to  the  Committee  by  a  plurality  vote. 

Feb.  23.  Last  night  and  this  morning  there  was  heavy  rain.  The 
streams  rose  and  overflowed  their  banks. 

Feb.  25.  Many  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  attended  the  dedication 
of  a  free  church  in  Charlestown,  between  Salem  and  Friedland. 

Feb.  28.  During  the  month  of  February  the  air  has  been  mild  nearly 
all  the  time,  and  there  has  been  more  rain  than  usual. 

March  1.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  congregation,  in 
remembrance  of  the  beginning  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  364  years  ago; 
and  of  its  renewal  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago.  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
spoke  of  these  important  events. 

March  20.  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  with  Br.  Denke,  made  a  botanizing 
trip  to  the  Sauratown  Mountains,  thirty  miles  from  Salem,  returning 
on  the  22nd. 

April  15.  Palm  Sunday.  Br.  Schaaf  prayed  and  sang  with  the  con- 
gregation the  litany  of  The  Life,  Sufferings  and  Death  of  J esus.  ...  In 
the  evening,  after  a  short  address  and  prayer  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  a 
beginning  was  made  with  reading  the  account  of  the  Passion  Week. 

April  19.  Maundy  Thursday.  Those  who  were  confirmed  on  Palm 
Sunday  partook  for  the  first  time  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

April  20.  Good  Friday.  After  the  second  Communion,  there  were 
three  reading  meetings,  one  in  the  morning,  one  in  the  afternoon,  and  one 
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in  the  evening.  The  morning  and  afternoon  readings  were  attended  by 
many  from  near  and  far. 

April  21.  Great  Sabbath.  On  this  day  of  remembrance  for  the  holy 
rest  of  the  Lord  in  J oseph's  tomb  there  was  a  lovef east  in  the  afternoon. 
In  hymns  and  anthems  rendered  alternately  by  the  congregation  and 
the  choir  the  story  was  told  of  the  sufferings  of  Jesus  from  the  Mount  of 
Olives  to  His  death,  and  His  rest  in  the  grave. 

The  various  Choirs  had  the  evening  blessing  usual  on  this  day. 

April  22.  Easter  Day.  Last  night  it  rained  until  about  three  o'clock, 
but  this  morning  was  beautifully  clear,  so  the  litany  appointed  for  this 
day  could  be  prayed  by  Br.  Reichel  on  God's  Acre,  and  the  solemn  serv- 
ice was  attended  by  a  considerable  number  of  visitors,  some  of  whom  came 
from  a  distance. 

At  nine  o'clock  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  in  English  and  the  church 
was  full  of  attentive  listeners.  Many  of  the  visitors  were  also  present 
in  the  afternoon  when  the  account  was  read  of  the  resurrection  of  J esus, 
and  His  appearances  to  His  disciples. 

In  the  evening  this  happy  day  was  closed  with  the  Hymn  of  Praise  for 
the  Resurrection  of  Christ. 

April  23.  By  today's  post  we  received  a  circular  letter  from  the 
Unity  Elders  Conference  saying  that  by  the  vote  of  all  the  Conferences 
(except  Salem)2  Br.  Johannes  Baptist  Albertini  and  Br.  Samuel  Christ- 
lieb  Reichel  had  become  members  of  that  Conference.  The  latter  took 
the  place  of  Br.  Herrman  Richter,  who  resigned  on  account  of  great 
weakness.3  This  was  announced  in  the  evening  meeting  by  Br.  von 
Schweinitz. 

April  26.  Congregation  Council  has  resolved  that  hereafter  our  con- 
gregation festival  shall  be  held  as  formerly  on  November  13  instead  of  on 
May  12,  which  is  the  almost  universal  wish  of  the  membership. 

May  J/..  Toward  evening  there  came  the  unexpected,  quick  end  of  the 
life  of  the  widowed  Sr.  Maria  Salome  Hessler,  in  the  seventy-second 
year  of  her  age. 

May  10.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  returned  last  evening  from  Iredell 
County. 

May  12.  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach  returned  from  Bethlehem  with  his 
wife.  On  February  12  he  set  out  for  Pennsylvania  with  a  party,  and  on 
March  15,  in  Bethelehem,  he  married  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Theresia

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Lange.  With  them  came  the  single  Br.  Christian  Ludwig  Ebbeke,  of 
Schoeneck,  to  visit  relatives  here.4 

May  13.  Sunday.  In  the  gemeinstunde  Br.  von  Schweinitz  brought 
to  thankful  remembrance  the  important  events  of  the  12th  of  May. 

May  15.  We  had  several  rain  storms,  which  were  worse  north  of  us, 
and  did  much  damage  in  Bethabara  and  Bethania. 

May  18.    Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  singstunde. 

May  19.  Yesterday  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Steiner  went  to  Hope,  where 
today  the  Single  Sisters  celebrated  their  Choir  festival.  After  the  morn- 
ing blessing  there  was  the  funeral  of  Mary  Hamilton,  the  oldest  Single 
Sister  of  the  Hope  congregation,  who  passed  away  on  the  17th.  The 
festal  lovefeast  was  also  a  service  of  remembrance  for  the  departed. 

May  2Jf,  25.  The  annual  public  Examination  of  the  pupils  in  the 
Boarding  School  and  the  day  pupils  who  attend  classes  was  held  in  the 
church.  Seven  sessions  were  held.  The  final  session  was  attended  by 
Governor  Franklin  who  was  passing  through  on  his  way  from  Raleigh 
to  his  family. 

May  30.    It  is  very  hot,  and  the  thermometer  has  risen  to  95°. 

May  31.  Thursday.  As  Ascension  Day  fell  on  a  weekday  the  con- 
gregation of  Hope  used  it  as  a  covenant  day,  since  not  many  outsiders 
would  be  present. 

June  13.  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  accompanied  by  Br.  Meinung,  went  to 
court  at  Germanton,  and  on  into  Virginia.    He  returned  on  the  18th. 

June  17.  In  Friedland  the  Sunday  school  was  begun  again,  after 
having  lapsed  for  a  while. 

June  19.    A  considerable  number  of  visitors  attended  the  singstunde. 

June  25.  Today  it  is  fifty  years  since  a  number  of  older  girls  from 
Bethlehem  arrived  in  Bethabara,  in  Wachovia.  Four  of  them  are  still 
living  and  in  Salem,  namely :  the  married  Srs.  Catharina  Steiner,  maiden 
name  Sehner,  Anna  Johanna  Kuschke,  maiden  name  Graff,  and  Anna 
Johanna  Broesing,  maiden  name  Steup,  and  the  widowed  Sr.  Christiana 
Biebighaus,  maiden  name  Dixon.  Sr.  Steiner  had  a  little  lovefeast  for 
them  in  her  house,  together  with  their  children  and  relatives  and  the 
members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

In  the  evening  the  single  Br.  Heinrich  Rudolph  Herbst  was  married 
to  the  single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Jane  Childers. 

July  If.    In  the  morning  there  was  a  public  service,  and  Br.  Reichel.

preached  in  English.  The  customary  concert  could  not  be  held  because 
of  rain. 

July  7.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  returned  from  Salisbury.  He  went 
thither  on  business  day  before  yesterday,  accompanied  by  Br.  Meinung. 

July  8.    Br.  Reichel  preached  today  in  Waughtown.5 

July  15.    Br.  Denke  preached  in  the  home  of  Br.  Elrod,  on  the  Yadkin. 

July  17.  It  was  very  lively  in  town,  as  many  neighbors  came  to  pay 
their  taxes. 

July  18.  Br.  Rudolph  Christ  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  pottery,  and 
today  Br.  John  Holland  agreed  to  take  charge  of  it. 

July  21.    The  fire  engine  has  been  repaired,  and  it  was  tested  today. 

July  22.  In  two  sections  the  congregation  partook  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

In  Hope  an  attempt  was  made  to  open  a  Sunday  school  after  the 
preaching  service. 

July  28.  We  heard  that  this  morning  in  the  fourth  hour  our  married 
Br.  John  Eolz  passed  away  at  the  home  of  his  brother  Friedrich,  in 
Rowan  County,  fourteen  miles  from  Salem.  Early  yesterday  he  suffered 
an  attack  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea,  with  much  pain,  and  no  remedies 
had  any  effect. 

July  21+.  Br.  Eolz'  remains  were  brought  to  Salem,  and  the  funeral 
was  held  in  the  afternoon  during  a  hard  rain.  He  was  in  the  sixty-sixth 
year  of  his  age. 

July  SI.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  announced  to  the  congregation  the  call 
which  he  had  received  and  accepted;  and  commended  the  change  to 
their  prayers. 

During  this  month  there  was  an  unusually  long  spell  of  wet  weather, 
which  was  very  bad  for  the  wheat  harvest. 

Aug.  1.  Br.  Carl  Kluge  left  for  Nazareth  Hall,  accompanied  by  Br. 
George  Eolz. 

Aug.  9.  Many  people  from  the  neighborhood  were  here  to  attend  the 
election  for  representatives  for  the  Assembly  of  this  state  and  for  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Aug.  12.  During  the  first  festal  service  Br.  von  Schweinitz  made 
impressive  and  interesting  reference  to  the  blessed  experience  of  the 
Herrnhut  congregation  on  August  13,  1727.

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Aug.  17.  All  of  our  children  had  a  happy  and  blessed  festal  day,  in 
which  the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School  shared. 

In  Friedland  about  eighty  children  observed  the  Choir  festival.  In 
Bethabara,  Bethania,  and  Friedberg  it  was  postponed  to  the  following 
Sunday. 

Aug.  23.  The  trombones  announced  the  home-going  of  two  members 
in  the  early  hours  of  this  day.  One  was  the  widowed  Sr.  Maria  Elisabeth 
Praezel,  in  the  seventy-first  year  of  her  age ;  she  had  been  a  widow  for 
thirty-three  years.  The  other  was  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Herbst,  a 
widower,  in  the  ninety-fourth  year  of  his  journey  here  below,  of  which  he 
had  spent  nearly  sixty  years  in  Wachovia,  and  had  seen  the  founding  and 
watched  the  growth  of  Salem  with  pleasure.  He  was  the  oldest  Brother 
in  Salem,  and  both  he  and  Sr.  Praezel  had  served  the  congregation  in 
various  ways. 

Aug.  2Jf.  The  weather  was  pleasant,  and  toward  evening  a  large  and 
reverent  company  followed  both  bodies  to  their  last  resting  place  in  the 
cool  bosom  of  the  earth. 

Aug.  25.  Several  Brethren  and  Sisters  went  to  Hope  for  the  congre- 
gation festival  there.  To  their  sorrow  they  found  both  Br.  and  Sr. 
Denke  sick  with  fever,  and  fever  prevented  many  of  the  members  from 
attending  the  services.  The  Brn.  Van  Vleck,  von  Schweinitz,  and 
Steiner  held  the  meetings.  When  the  others  returned  to  Salem  Br. 
Steiner  remained  to  preach  at  the  house  of  Br.  Elrod  on  the  following 
day,  of  which  service  announcement  had  been  made  in  advance. 

Aug.  26.  Sunday.  In  addition  to  the  usual  services  there  was  the 
quarterly  change  of  members  in  the  association  for  Hourly  Inter- 
cession. Br.  von  Schweinitz  spoke  on  the  beginning  of  the  hourly  inter- 
cession ninety-four  years  ago. 

Aug.  27.  The  calendar  had  predicted  an  eclipse  of  the  sun,  visible 
here,  and  it  began  at  half  past  seven,  covered  three-quarters  of  the  disk 
of  the  sun,  and  came  to  an  end  about  half  past  nine. 

Aug.  31.    Br.  Christian  Beck  came  from  Nazareth  on  a  visit. 

Sept.  8.  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  visited  Hope.  Yesterday  three 
persons  were  buried  there — the  married  Sr.  Milca  Moss,  an  infant  grand- 
daughter of  Sr.  Milca  Moss,  and  the  widowed  Sr.  Anna  Catharina  Boyer, 
or  Bucher,  maiden  name  Soell. 

Sept.  9.  Sunday.  The  lovefeast  of  the  Choir  of  Married  People  was 
attended  by  their  sons  and  daughters  (children  and  adults),  and  the 
other  little  boys  and  girls  who  attend  school. 
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Sept,  11.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  Br.  Meinung  went  on  business  to 
Iredell  County.  The  married  Br.  Christian  Beck,  of  Nazareth,  who 
came  to  look  into  the  possibility  of  erecting  a  brewery  here,  returned  to 
Pennsylvania.  With  him  went  the  single  Sr.  Henrietta  Kluge,  to  visit 
her  parents  in  Graceham. 

Sept.  22.  Br.  Wilhelm  Ludwig  Benzien  arrived  from  Nazareth  Hall, 
accompanied  by  Br.  George  Folz. 

Sept.  28.  Sunday.  This  morning,  after  a  long  period  of  ill  health, 
the  married  Sr.  Johanna  Salome  Schumann  was  released  into  the  king- 
dom of  those  who  are  well. 

A  young  Single  Brother,  Friedrich  Jacob  Reich,  had  a  dangerous  fall 
from  a  swing,  and  might  easily  have  lost  his  life.  Everybody  who  heard 
of  it  hurried  to  the  place,  found  him  insensible,  and  carried  him  to  his 
father's  house.  Examination  showed  that  except  for  a  wound  on  his 
head  he  had  no  fatal  injury,  and  the  means  used  brought  him  back  to 
consciousness.  This  incident  serves  as  a  warning  against  such  amuse- 
ments, especially  on  Sunday  when  they  are  not  proper. 

Sept.  25.  In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the 
funeral  of  the  departed  Sr.  Johanna  Salome  Schuman.  It  was  touching 
to  see  her  eighty-three-year-old  father,  bent  over  his  cane,  as  he  followed 
the  coffin  of  his  last  child.  Two  weeks  later  he  followed  her  into 
eternity. 

Sept.  30.  In  the  first  part  of  this  month  Peter  Foote,  Esq.,  returned 
to  his  home  in  Surry  County,  more  than  thirty  miles  from  here.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  suffered  from  a  painful  sore,  and  when  he  sought 
medical  aid  he  fell  into  ignorant  hands.  The  remedies  used  not  only 
made  the  sore  worse,  but  weakened  his  constitution  greatly.  He  there- 
fore had  himself  brought  to  Salem,  and  put  himself  under  the  care  of 
Dr.  Kiihln,  who  found  an  operation  necessary,  which  succeeded  in  so  far 
that  the  patient  was  very  much  relieved,  and  he  went  home  very  thankful 
for  what  had  been  done  for  him. 

Oct.  5.  In  Hope,  on  the  2nd,  Br.  Denke  was  called  to  the  sick  neighbor 
Henry  Slater,  who  was  formerly  a  member  there.  He  found  him  very 
weak,  and  on  the  3rd  he  departed  this  life.  Today,  at  the  request  of  friends, 
he  was  buried  on  the  God's  Acre  at  Hope,  where  his  wife  and  a  number  of 
children  were  buried. 

Oct.  6.  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  went  to  Friedland  to  attend  the 
celebration  of  the  married  people's  covenant  day.  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
held  the  services,  and  took  an  affectionate  leave  of  the  congregation. 
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Oct.  18.  Br.  Schaaf  was  attacked  with  severe  pains,  followed  by  fever, 
and  other  painful  affections. 

Oct.  19.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  singstunde,  which  was  attended 
by  judges  returning  from  court. 

Oct.  31.  During  this  month  the  mill  near  Salem  was  so  far  finished 
that  the  first  flour  was  ground  on  the  18th.  The  mill  gets  its  water, 
without  a  dam,  directly  from  the  Wach,  by  means  of  a  race  274  rods 
long  and  ten  feet  wide.  It  has  a  fall  of  about  ten  feet  from  the  Wach 
to  the  mill. 

On  the  8th  of  this  month  the  married  Br.  Jacob  Loesch,  resident  of 
Bethabara,  passed  away  in  Fayetteville,  where  he  had  been  for  some 
weeks  on  business  connected  with  waterworks  for  that  city.  His  wife 
heard  of  his  dangerous  illness,  and  left  for  Fayetteville,  but  on  the  way 
she  was  notified  of  his  home-going  and  burial;  so  much  distressed  she 
went  back  to  Bethabara.  Soon  after  her  return  she  received  a  letter 
from  a  preacher  who  had  visited  him  often  during  his  illness,  and  it  bore 
comforting  witness  to  the  condition  of  his  spirit  and  his  believing  and 
happy  end. 

Nov.  5.    Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  made  their  last  visit  to  Hope. 

Nov.  12.  In  the  fifth  hour  of  the  afternoon  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
welcoming  Br.  Theodor  and  Sr.  Susanna  Catharina  Schulz  and  their  two 
daughters,  the  single  Srs.  Caroline  and  Theodora  Schulz,  who  came  with 
Br.  Witesell's  team. 

Nov.  13.  Tuesday.  Salem  celebrated  a  blessed  festival  of  the  Chief 
Elder  and  the  anniversary  of  the  congregation.  In  the  first  service 
Br.  von  Schweinitz  spoke  of  the  important  events  which  give  this  day  a 
double  significance :  the  experience  in  the  Unity  of  Brethren  of  the 
Chief  Eldership  of  Jesus,  eighty  years  ago;  the  consecration  of  the 
first  meeting-hall  here  fifty  years  ago ;  and  the  consecration  of  the  new 
church  twenty-one  years  ago  today. 

In  the  second  service  the  account  of  the  consecration  of  the  Gemein 
Saal  on  November  13,  1771,  was  read  from  the  diary.  Of  the  persons 
then  present  six  Brethren  and  eight  Sisters  are  living  in  Salem  or  near  by ; 
the  married  Brn.  Andreas  Broesing,  Heinrich  Blum,  Kudolph  Christ, 
Gottlieb  Schober,  Martin  Lick,  and  Christian  Schmidt ;  the  widowed  Srs. 
Magdalena  Reuz,  maiden  name  Lick,  Christine  Biebighaus,  maiden  name 
Dixon,  Martha  Elisabeth  Yierling,  maiden  name  Miksch;  the  married 
Srs.  Catharina  Steiner,  maiden  name  Sehner,  Anna  Johanna  Broesing, 
maiden  name  Steup,  Anna  Johanna  Kuschke,  maiden  name  Graff,  Maria 
Christine  Opitz,  maiden  name  Jorde,  and  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Mag- 
dalena Schmidt. 
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In  the  evening  there  was  a  special  singstunde,  and  then  chorale  music 
in  front  of  the  beautifully  illuminated  Gemein  Haus. 

Nov.  11.  In  the  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Schulz  were  introduced  as  new 
members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conf erenz ;  and  in  the  afternoon  Br.  Theodor 
Schulz  received  an  affectionate  welcome  as  a  member  of  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference. 

Nov.  18.  Sunday.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  preached  his  last  sermon  here. 
In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  service  in  which  he  took  affectionate  leave 
of  the  congregation ;  and  Br.  Yan  Vleck  added  a  few  words  in  the  name 
of  the  congregation,  which  then  sang  several  stanzas  wishing  for  him  a 
blessing. 

Nov.  20.  During  the  past  days  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  have 
made  a  farewell  visit  to  each  of  the  houses.  This  afternoon  they  began 
their  journey  to  Pennsylvania  taking  their  two  sons,  Emil  Adolph  and 
Robert  William,  the  girl  Agnes  Maria  Pannach,  and  the  little  boy 
Christian  Ludwig  Kluge.  Several  Brethren  and  Sisters  accompanied 
them  to  their  first  night  stop  at  Stockton's,  and  the  next  day  Br.  Meinung 
went  with  them  some  miles  further.  They  took  the  so-called  lower  road 
by  Petersburg,  Richmond,  Washington,  and  Baltimore,  which  is  the 
best  and  safest  so  late  in  the  year.  They  went  in  Br.  Andreas  Wite- 
selFs  stage,  and  a  third  horse  from  here  was  added  to  the  two  in  his 
team. 

Dec.  lJf..  The  post  did  not  arrive  today;  this  has  happened  two  or 
three  times  this  month. 

Dec.  22.  Rain  began  yesterday,  and  it  has  poured  all  day.  Streams 
are  swollen,  and  the  Wach  is  higher  than  it  has  been  for  many  years. 
The  new  mill  was  surrounded  by  water. 

Dec.  21f-.  We  celebrated  the  birth  of  our  Saviour  with  joyful  hearts. 
Br.  Steiner  held  the  lovefeast  for  the  smallest  children;  the  lovefeast 
for  the  other  children  and  the  adults  was  held  by  Br.  Van  Vleck.  At  the 
close  of  both  the  children  received  lighted  wax  tapers.6 

Christmas  Eve  was  observed  in  the  same  way  in  Bethabara  and 
Bethania.  In  Hope,  in  addition  to  the  wax  tapers,  each  child  received 
a  printed  verse. 

Dec.  25.  At  six  o'clock  the  town  girls  had  a  Christmas  service  in  the 
schoolroom.  There  was  a  pretty  decoration,  and  they  gave  a  dialogue 
concerning  the  birth  of  the  Saviour,  interspersed  with  songs. 

0  Prom  this  casual  entry  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  use  of  wax  tapers  at  the  Christmas  love- 
feast in  Salem  was  customary,  even  though  it  is  seldom  mentioned.  The  board  minutes 
say  nothing  about  it,  and  they  would  have  ordered  it  had  it  been  an  innovation. 
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Dec.  27.  A  letter  from  Bethlehem  announced  the  safe  arrival  there 
of  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz,  on  December  13. 

Dec.  31.  The  last  day  of  the  year  was  beautifully  clear,  and  not  too 
cold. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1821. 

Jan.  6.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  It  was  decided  to  enter  in  the  min- 
utes a  note  stating  that  it  will  be  advantageous  to  make  a  change  in  the 
children's  closing  meeting  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Their  lovefeast  can 
be  dropped  without  making  the  service  less  solemn. 

Jan.  8.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  Br.  Rights  reported  that  he  had 
looked  into  the  circumstances  of  old  Br.  O.  and  had  found  that  he  really 
did  need  help  in  clothing  and  provisions.  Br.  Byhan  was  asked  to 
spend  $10  for  him  from  the  Poor  Fund. 

For  some  time  it  has  been  wished  that  if  possible  something  could  be 
done  to  the  fire  engine  to  make  it  easier  to  pump.  Br.  J ohn  Vogler  wrote 
to  Bethlehem  and  made  inquiries  how  this  could  be  done,  and  laid  the 
answer  before  the  Collegium.  It  would  cost  about  $300  to  make  the 
suggested  changes,  and  Collegium  thinks  it  would  be  possible  to  buy  a 
new  engine  for  that  sum. 

The  auswartige  Br.  Abraham  Hauser  inquired  whether  he  could  buy 
the  clay  pipes  which  have  been  discarded  from  the  water  lines?  Con- 
ferenz refused,  because  they  can  be  used  here  and  there  in  town  to  con- 
duct water  to  cisterns. 

New  steps  shall  be  made  in  the  cistern  opposite  the  store. 

Jan.  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Traugott  Leinbach  reported  to  Con- 
ferenz that  he  wished  to  marry  the  single  Sr.  Maria  Theresia  Lange  in 
Bethlehem,  and  asked  that  the  Conferenz  give  consent  and  then  forward 
his  proposal  to  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  in  Bethlehem  in  the  usual  way. 
Conferenz  will  do  as  he  wishes. 

Jan.  11.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference.)  Br.  Schmidt  will  teach 
the  school  in  Springplace,  but  Conference  thinks  that  he  should  also  have 
the  oversight  of  the  outside  work,  and  Br.  Lick  shall  consult  with  him. 
Br.  Lick  will  look  after  the  farming,  and  will  use  the  Indian  boys  in 
this  work  after  their  school  hours. 

Jan.  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Byhan  reported  that  he  had  spoken  with 
Br.  C.  O.  and  found  that  his  greatest  trouble  was  that  the  roof  of  his 
house  was  so  bad.  In  addition  he  needed  certain  pieces  of  clothing,  such 
as  overalls,  trousers,  a  hunting-shirt,  shoes,  and  stockings,  and  some  hay 
for  his  cow,  which  will  be  given  to  him. 

Br.  Christoph  Reich  wishes  to  place  his  son  Emanuel  with  Br.  Charles 
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Losch  to  learn  the  trade  of  a  shoemaker.  Collegium  decided  to  leave  it 
to  Br.  Reich  to  act  in  the  matter  according  to  his  best  judgment,  for  he 
is  in  position  to  decide  what  is  best. 

Jan.  2Jf.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  P.E.C.  in  Bethlehem  thought  that  the 
best  way  to  manage  the  marriage  of  Br.  J.  G.  Herman  to  Sr.  Pauline 
Schober  was  for  him  to  come  to  Salem  himself  for  her.  He  arrived  with 
the  last  post,  and  yesterday  they  were  betrothed. 

Feb.  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  February  15  was  set  as  the  day  for  measuring 
the  streets  and  town  lots  in  Salem. 

Our  neighbors  who  belong  to  no  church  and  who  ask  for  burial  in  our 
God's  Acre  shall  pay  one  dollar,  which  shall  be  used  for  repairs  and 
upkeep  of  God's  Acre. 

The  water  pipes  which  have  been  taken  out  of  the  new  line  shall  be 
piled  in  the  shade  behind  the  church  for  other  use. 

Feb.  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  chairman  presented  the  proposed  new 
map  of  Salem.  The  point  was  raised  that  Br.  Reichel,  inspector  of  the 
Boarding  School,  begged  the  Collegium  not  to  take  the  garden7  of  the 
Boarding  School  for  building  lots.  It  is  true  that  the  minutes  of 
March,  1804,  show  that  the  agreement  was  that  if  these  lots  were 
needed  for  building  the  Boarding  School  would  surrender  them  and  take 
other  ground  in  exchange,  but  this  would  probably  cost  a  good  deal; 
and  after  due  consideration  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Collegium 
agreed  that  these  lots  should  continue  to  be  used  for  the  Boarding  School, 
so  long  as  this  school  existed.  A  proper  written  agreement  to  this  effect 
is  to  be  prepared. 

The  poplar  trees  in  front  of  the  Brothers  House  shall  be  taken  down, 
first,  because  they  ruin  the  sidewalk,  and  second,  because  the  leaves  clog 
the  roof-gutters. 

March  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  question  was  raised  whether  it  might  be 
advantageous  to  open  a  street  behind  the  lots  on  the  east  side  of  Church 
Street,  running  parallel  with  that  street?  Collegium  decided  that  it 
would  hardly  be  possible  to  make  a  street  on  the  side  of  that  steep  hill, 
and  that  if  it  were  made  it  would  give  trouble  and  be  of  no  particular  U3e, 
so  no  street  will  be  opened  there. 

Br.  Fries  wanted  to  know  in  how  far  it  would  be  admissable  for  him 
to  continue  to  sell  brandy  by  the  quart  to  members  and  others  who  asked 
for  it?  Collegium  was  of  the  opinion  that  any  Brother  was  at  liberty 
to  help  out  other  Brethren  and  Sisters,  but  that  no  trade  in  brandy 
dared  arise  therefrom,  and  it  must  be  insisted  no  one  was  supplied  who 
was  in  the  habit  of  misusing  it.

March  6.  (P. E.G.)  The  Cherokee  nation,  or  that  part  of  it  which 
has  not  moved  to  Arkansas,  stands  in  such  a  relation  to  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  that  the  National  Council  cannot  arrange  for  a  like 
translocation  without  its  consent.  It  is  uncertain  how  long  the  ahove 
mentioned  part  of  the  Cherokee  nation  can  remain  in  peace  on  the 
land  which  was  assigned  to  it  in  the  last  treaty  with  the  United  States, 
for  since  that  treaty  was  made  the  state  of  Georgia  has  protested  to  the 
Government  that  the  claims  of  Georgia  to  that  land  had  not  been  satisfied. 
It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  will  try 
to  delay  the  matter  as  long  as  possible,  but  the  case  of  the  nation 
becomes  constantly  more  uncertain. 

March  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  mentioned  that  he  planned  to 
build  a  new  summerhouse  in  the  garden  of  the  Boarding  School. 

March  19.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Winkler  has  had  a  certain  free  Negress 
in  his  service  for  some  time.  She  is  now  leaving,  and  he  notifies  the 
Collegium  that  he  is  planning  to  buy  a  Negro  girl.  The  Collegium  has 
no  objection. 

April  2.  (Auf.  Col.)  Several  Brethren  have  put  up  a  swing- 
machine  in  a  public  place  near  the  town,  which  may  become  a  cause  of 
offense  to  members  and  visitors.  The  Brethren  who  have  erected  it 
must  be  told  to  try  to  move  it. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  new  nightwatchman  to  light  the  lamps  in 
front  of  the  church  and  on  the  street  corners,  and  then  to  extinguish 
them  at  the  proper  time. 

As  has  been  the  custom  for  several  years  no  brandy  or  other  strong 
drink  shall  be  dispensed  in  our  tavern  during  Easter. 

April  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  On  Palm  Sunday  seven  candidates  shall 
be  confirmed  during  the  preparatory  service  in  the  afternoon. 

April  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  Yorsteher  of  the  new  church  in 
Charlestown  have  requested  that  a  Brother  may  preach  there  once 
every  eight  weeks.  We  will  be  glad  to  oblige  them,  and  the  Brn.  Abra- 
ham Steiner  and  von  Schweinitz  were  asked  to  secure  more  details. 

April  30.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Magnus  Hulthin  plans  to  put  new  roof- 
gutters  on  the  Brothers  House,  and  asks  whether  it  would  be  better  to 
use  tin?  Collegium  thinks  that  the  wooden  gutters  are  as  good  and  last 
as  long  if  the  proper  wood  can  be  procured,  though  that  begins  to  be 
scarce.  If  wooden  gutters  cannot  be  made  Collegium  approves  making 
them  of  tin. 

May  IJf-.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr.,  gives  notice  that 
he  is  willing  to  have  little  Carl  Cooper  bound  to  him  to  learn  his  turner's 
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trade.  The  boy  is  living  with  his  grandparents,  is  practically  an  orphan, 
and  it  is  right  to  help  him,  hut  Collegium  wishes  that  good  arrangements 
could  be  made  for  our  own  boys. 

Br.  Johann  Jacob  Blum  gives  notice  that  he  plans  a  business  trip  to 
Philadelphia,  and  explains  what  arrangements  he  has  made  for  the  store 
while  he  is  away.  Br.  Christian  Blum  will  stay  in  the  store  during  the 
day,  and  will  take  charge  of  the  money  each  evening.  Theodor  Pfohl 
will  look  after  the  store  and  will  make  the  sales  on  ordinary  days ;  but  on 
Tuesdays  and  Saturdays,  when  there  are  usually  more  people  in  town,  he 
will  have  the  assistance  of  Jacob  Fockel,  who  is  learning  the  craft  of 
a  silversmith  from  Br.  John  Yogler. 

May  22.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Oehler,  of  the  Friedland  congregation,  who 
moved  to  Cabarrus  County  some  time  ago,  has  let  Br.  Van  Yleck  know 
that  in  that  neighborhood  there  are  many  German  Lutherans,  who  are 
visited  by  various  preachers  who  proclaim  the  Gospel  to  them.  Now 
they  want  to  build  a  church  and  ask  for  a  preacher  from  Germany,  but 
first  they  want  to  know  whether  the  Brethren  will  take  them  in  and  will 
supply  them  with  a  preacher? 

For  the  present  it  seems  best  to  do  as  Br.  Oehler  suggests,  and  send 
a  Brother  there  to  visit  and  to  preach,  and  to  acquaint  himself  with  the 
circumstances,  then  it  will  be  easier  to  decide  what  can  be  done  in  the 
matter,  if  anything. 

It  seems  wise  to  arrange  an  exchange  between  Br.  Carl  Kluge  and  Br. 
Ludwig  Benzien.  Such  a  change  will  tend  to  increase  usefulness  for 
Br.  Kluge,  and  Br.  Benzien  can  be  more  and  more  used  in  the  service  of 
the  congregation  here. 

June  5.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Collegium  is  keenly  conscious  of  the  need 
for  improvement  in  our  boys  school,  and  wishes  that  our  older  boys  could 
be  given  further  instruction.  An  important  result  would  be,  experience 
shows,  that  better  educated  young  people  have  a  taste  for  reading,  and  for 
improving  their  minds,  and  will  employ  themselves  in  that  way  and  so 
much  disorder  and  evil  is  prevented.  Our  Anstalt  should  have  three 
teachers,  so  that  in  addition  to  the  two  classes  for  little  boys  there  could 
be  one  for  older  boys,  as  there  was  in  Br.  Pfohl's  time.  An  arrangement 
should  also  be  made  whereby  boys  who  have  been  taken  to  learn  trades 
should  continue  to  attend  classes  in  the  school  during  their  first  year. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Brothers  House  does 
not  make  it  absolutely  necessary  to  give  it  up.  The  Single  Brethren  have 
said  emphatically  that  they  wanted  the  Choir  House  to  continue.  It 
would  help  if  intelligent  married  Brethren  would  mingle  in  a  friendly 
way  with  the  Single  Brethren.  During  the  winter  evenings  oppor- 
tunity should  be  given  for  pleasant  and  useful  employment  there. 
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June  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  has  been  arranged  that  a  Brother  from 
here  shall  preach  in  the  church  in  Charlestown  on  the  second  Sunday  in 
every  other  month,  beginning  in  July. 

July  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  presented  to  Conferenz  a  plan 
for  a  new  frame  building  at  the  Boarding  School,  joining  the  main 
house  to  the  house  behind  it  on  the  second  story.  This  would  provide  a 
much  needed  Saal  above;  below  there  would  be  a  passage,  between 
pillars.  It  would  be  about  twenty  feet  wide.  Conferenz  does  not  know 
whether  the  plan  is  feasible,  nor  whether  well-informed  persons  would 
consider  it  a  fire  hazard,  so  referred  it  to  the  Aufseher  Collegium  for 
consideration. 

July  16.  (Auf.  Col.)  Doctor  Kiihln  asks  whether  he  may  put  up  a 
small  building  near  his  dwelling,  in  which  he  may  keep  his  medicine, 
as  he  has  no  place  in  his  home  ?  Collegium  does  not  object,  but  stipulates 
that  it  shall  not  be  an  addition  to  the  dwelling,  but  a  separate  house. 

J uly  18.  (Aelt.  Conf. )  The  best  way  to  make  the  exchange  between 
the  Brethren  Benzien  and  Kluge  will  be  to  find  a  Brother  who  will  be 
willing  to  take  Br.  Kluge  north  in  the  chair  and  bring  back  Br.  Benzien 
and  who  will  ask  no  pay  except  his  traveling  expenses. 

July  21.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  George  Folz  is  willing  to  take  Br.  Kluge 
to  Pennsylvania. 

July  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Christ  will  move  into  Br.  John  Holland's 
former  house.  He  will  have  free  firewood,  and  an  annual  stipend  of 
$150,  which  we  think  he  will  need. 

July  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Johann  Lick  has  written  from  Spring- 
place  that  he  does  not  wish  to  stay  there  any  longer  than  the  end  of 
October — the  place  is  too  lonesome. 

July  31.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  von  Schweinitz  assured  the  Conferenz 
that  he  had  accepted  the  call  to  Bethlehem  out  of  obedience  and  against 
his  will. 

The  call  was  accompanied  by  a  suggestion  that  if  Br.  von  Schweinitz 
accepted  the  call  Br.  John  Gebhard  Cunow  might  succeed  him  here,  if  the 
Provincial  Elders  Conference  had  no  objection. 

All  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  stated  that  they  had  no 
personal  dislike  to  Br.  Cunow,8  but  that  officially  they  were  compelled 
to  ask  that  he  should  not  be  called,  because  of  the  bitter  feeling  against 
this  Brother  prevalent  in  the  congregation,  which  was  so  well  known 

8  Br.  Cunow  was  an  able  man,  but  ultra-conservative.  He  was  administrator  of  the  Unity 
estates  in  Pennsylvania,  and  therefore  an  influential  member  of  its  governing  boards, 
but  by  his  obstinate  refusal  to  make  any  concessions  to  the  progressives  much  bitterness 
was  engendered,  which  was  of  course  known  in  North  Carolina. 
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that  they  did  not  think  it  would  be  possible  for  him  to  take  office  here 
without  disastrous  results. 

Aug.  20.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  Single  Sisters,  through  their  curator,  Br. 
Jacob  Blum,  send  word  that  they  plan  to  build  a  cistern  in  their  yard  to 
collect  rain  water.    Collegium  has  no  objection. 

Br.  Steiner,  Sr.,  stated  that  he  had  received  a  number  of  writing 
copies  for  use  in  the  schools,  and  he  asked  whether  the  congregation 
vorsteher  might  take  some  for  the  boys  school  ?  Collegium  thought  they 
would  be  very  useful,  and  instructed  the  vorsteher  to  take  nine  dozen,  and 
charge  them,  together  with  paper,  quills,  and  ink,  to  the  account  of  the 
parents  whose  children  will  use  them. 

The  Brethren  of  the  mill  company  report  that  they  plan  to  employ  a 
certain  Obed  Idilot  as  miller. 

Sept.  5.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Peter  Eothrock,  of  the  Friedberg  congrega- 
tion, is  serving  as  barkeeper  in  the  tavern. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  proposal  from  Pennsylvania  that  part  of  the 
Nachrichten  shall  be  printed  in  English. 

Sept.  26.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  congregation  vorsteher  was 
instructed  to  have  the  mounds  of  the  graves  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
who  have  served  the  church  renewed  and  made  of  the  proper  height. 

Sept.  28.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Pfohl,  of  Bethania,  asked  to  be  retired 
because  of  his  and  his  wife's  ill  health,  and  especially  because  of  his  im- 
paired hearing  which  troubled  him  greatly  when  he  held  services.  He 
would  like  a  little  place  in  Salem,  where  he  could  help  with  the 
writing. 

His  request  is  not  unreasonable,  but  his  residence  in  Bethania  is  of 
value  because  of  the  confidence  which  the  congregation  has  in  him,  even 
if  he  can  no  longer  be  as  active  as  he  would  wish.  In  Bethania  they  have 
a  place  in  which  to  live,  which  is  lacking  in  Salem,  and  living  is  cheaper 
there.  He  told  Br.  Yan  Vleck  confidentially  that  he  had  no  desire  to  do 
anything  against  the  will  of  the  Lord,  and  suggested  that  if  the  Con- 
ference did  not  object  the  question  should  be  put  through  the  lot.  Con- 
ference had  no  objection  to  doing  as  Br.  Pfohl  wished,  and  put  the  ques- 
tion whether  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  retire  Br.  Pfohl ;  the  negative 
answer  was  received. 

Oct.  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  wish  was  expressed  that  the  young  Single 
Brethren  could  be  induced  to  stop  their  swinging,  which  seems  to  be  very 
dangerous,  of  which  there  was  recently  a  terrible  example. 

Oct.  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  report  was  heard  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  condition  of  the  leather-dresser's  business.  In

general  the  business  has  made  good  interest,  and  the  loss  in  trade  seems 
to  be  the  result  of  charging  too  much  for  the  dressed  leather.  Collegium 
decided  to  set  the  sales  price  25%  lower,  and  Br.  Byhan  will  inform  Br. 
Heinrich  Schulz. 

The  streets  in  town  need  improving  here  and  there.  Tanbark  should 
be  placed  on  the  path  to  God's  Acre  and  on  the  Shallow  Ford  Road. 

Oct.  31.  The  child  Ludwig  Kluge  is  now  old  enough  to  be  placed  in  a 
trade.  There  is  a  prospect  that  he  can  be  taught  in  Bethlehem,  and  he 
can  travel  thither  with  Br.  von  Schweinitz. 

Nov.  IJf..  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Schulz  has  consented  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke 
may  move  into  part  of  the  Administration  house  for  the  winter. 

Nov.  26.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Schaffner  has  sold  his  farm  and  has 
moved  to  the  neighborhood  of  Bethania. 

Mr.  Matthew  Crump,  of  Rowan  County,  wishes  to  bring  his  son,  about 
eleven  years  old,  to  the  Anstalt  here  for  his  education. 

Dec.  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  After  careful  consideration  of  the  question  of 
taking  outside  children  into  our  Anstalt  for  little  boys  the  Aeltesten 
Confer enz  advised  against  it  in  view  of  many  difficulties. 

Each  citizen  must  keep  in  good  order  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  his  lot, 
and  maintain  the  proper  width.  The  gutter  repairs  may  be  combined 
with  the  repairs  to  the  streets. 

Dec.  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  At  the  Christmas  lovefeast  for  the  little 
children  tea  will  be  used. 

The  children  will  attend  the  lovefeast  for  the  congregation  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  and  also  the  meeting  for  the  reading  of  the  memora- 
bilia.   The  children's  lovefeast  will  be  omitted. 

The  memorabilia  of  the  Boarding  School  will  be  presented  to  the 
boarding  pupils  in  the  church.  The  children  of  the  congregation  will 
hear  their  memorabilia  in  a  separate  meeting  in  the  little  Saal. 

Dec.  21/-.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Clauder  is  willing  to  accept  the  office  of 
forester. 

Extracts  from  Betkabara  Diary,  1821. 
J  an.  1/.    It  was  very  cold. 

J  an.  6.  Last  night  it  began  to  storm  and  to  snow  and  to  sleet.  This 
continued  all  day  and  until  late  in  the  night. 

Jan.  7.  No  roads  had  been  broken  through  the  deep  snow  and  it  was 
very  cold.    The  thermometer  stood  at  zero  today. 

Jan.  15.    Yesterday  and  today  it  has  been  very  pleasant. 

Jan.  16.    The  last  snow  had  not  all  melted,  and  today  it  began  to 
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snow  again  and  continued  without  intermission  until  night.  During  the 
following  week  the  snow  did  not  melt  and  it  was  very  cold.  Each  day 
the  thermometer  registered  2°  or  3°  below  zero. 

Jan.  22.    It  rained  all  day. 

Jan.  2k.  In  the  morning  it  snowed  a  little.  In  the  afternoon  the  wind 
blew  from  the  northwest  and  it  was  bitterly  cold. 

Jan.  26.  Yesterday  and  today  it  has  been  still  colder,  and  even  with 
good  fires  it  was  hard  to  keep  warm  in  the  house.  The  thermometer 
stood  below  zero. 

Jan.  28.  Yesterday  it  rained.  This  morning  it  cleared  and  the 
weather  has  moderated.  The  following  days  were  mild,  with  a  little 
rain. 

Feb.  12.  Last  evening  and  today  it  rained.  The  13th  was  clear  and 
warm,  but  the  following  days  were  damp  and  cold. 

Feb.  18.  Sunday.  There  was  much  rain,  the  roads  were  bad,  and 
Br.  Strohle  was  not  well,  so  during  this  week  there  were  no  evening 
meetings. 

Feb.  23.  Last  night  there  was  a  terrible  thunder-storm,  followed  by 
two  or  three  others  before  morning.  The  clouds  poured  down  such 
torrents  of  rain  that  the  streets,  meadows,  and  many  gardens  were  under 
water,  and  the  rushing  floods  damaged  the  fences  here  and  there. 

Feb.  26.    This  was  a  rainy  day,  followed  by  clearing  weather. 

Feb.  28.    It  rained  all  day,  beginning  early  in  the  morning. 

March  5.  Last  evening  it  began  to  rain,  and  fell  more  heavily  today, 
with  sleet  and  snow  mixed  with  the  rain. 

March  10.    Since  the  7th  it  has  been  uncomfortably  cold. 

March  17.  Yesterday  there  was  a  terrific  wind,  with  torrents  of  rain, 
which  did  much  damage.  The  rain  ceased  toward  evening,  but  the 
strong,  cold  wind  continued,  and  during  last  night  ice  two  inches  thick 
formed  on  standing  water.  The  following  night  was  still  colder,  and 
water  froze  inside  the  houses. 

March  19.  Monday.  This  morning  the  thermometer  stood  10°  above 
zero.  All  the  peach  blossoms  were  frozen,  and  practically  everything 
that  was  coming  up  in  the  gardens.  During  the  following  week  the 
weather  was  mild,  but  windy. 

March  27.  Yesterday  and  today  were  very  damp  and  stormy,  with 
the  thermometer  at  14°  above  zero. 

30 
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March  29.  This  morning  the  thermometer  was  10°  above  zero.  No 
one  can  remember  at  this  season  and  in  this  section  to  have  had  such 
continuous  cold  weather.    Wo  meetings  could  be  held. 

April  1.  This  afternoon  and  evening  it  rained,  following  the  long 
spell  of  dry  and  very  cold  weather.    Everybody  was  glad  for  the  rain. 

April  7.  Br.  Strohle  visited  Br.  and  Sr.  Chitty,  who  live  four  miles 
from  Bethabara.  He  also  called  on  other  families  in  that  neighbor- 
hood who  do  not  belong  to  us. 

April  9.    There  was  a  very  cold  rain,  with  wind. 

April  10.  The  weather  has  cleared.  The  school  for  the  children 
closed  for  the  present,  as  did  the  religious  instruction  which  Br.  Strohle 
has  given  weekly  since  last  fall. 

April  18.  Yesterday  there  was  a  hail-storm,  followed  by  a  terrible 
wind  which  has  continued  today  though  with  less  force. 

April  22.  Easter  Sunday.  Last  night  it  rained,  but  this  morning 
was  clear,  and  after  gathering  in  the  church  and  singing  several  hymns 
we  could  go  to  God's  Acre  and  pray  the  Easter  litany. 

April  26.  The  single  Br.  John  Hein  was  married  to  the  single  Sr. 
Catharina  Feiser. 

April  28.  After  a  week  of  dry,  windy  weather  it  has  finally  begun  to 
rain  again,  which  continued  until  noon  of  the  following  day. 

May  3.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  month  the  weather  has  been  very 
changeable,  but  the  latter  half  of  the  week  has  been  cooler. 

May  8.  Sr.  Polly  Steiner9  came  from  Salem  for  the  Choir  festival 
of  the  Single  Sisters  and  older  girls,  and  this  evening  she  spoke  with 
them  individually. 

May  10.  Br.  and  Sr.  Strohle  accompanied  Sr.  Polly  Steiner.  They 
returned  to  Salem  on  foot. 

May  15.  Since  early  morning  clouds  have  gathered,  and  about  noon 
they  came  together  and  there  was  terrible  lightning  and  thunder.  The 
clouds  poured  down  torrents  of  rain  such  as  no  one  remembers  to  have 
seen  before,  and  it  is  probable  that  there  has  been  a  cloudburst  some- 
where near  here.  The  wind  came  from  all  parts  of  heaven,  but  chiefly 
from  the  northwest  and  with  great  force.  In  a  short  time  the  streams 
rose  and  were  over  their  banks.  All  meadows,  roads,  and  many  fields 
were  under  water,  as  were  most  of  the  gardens,  through  which  deep  fur- 
rows were  washed.    Many  fences  and  bridges  were  carried  away,  and 


•Maria  Steiner,  pflegerin  of  the  Single  Sisters. 
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when  the  rain  finally  stopped  toward  evening  it  left  a  scene  of  deso- 
lation. 

May  17.  Yesterday  and  today  it  has  rained  heavily  again  and  has 
done  some  damage.  This  afternoon  there  were  several  storms  with  such 
heavy  rain  that  everything  is  flooded  again  and  much  damage  was  done. 

Br.  von  Schweinitz  and  Br.  Meinung  were  here  this  afternoon  on 
business. 

May  20.  Sunday.  In  the  following  days  it  was  very  hot  most  of 
the  time,  and  there  were  some  showers. 

May  29.  The  heat  has  been  great,  and  today  the  thermometer  stood 
at  95°. 

May  30.  It  was  very  hot  again  today.  The  thermometer  regis- 
tered 92°. 

June  6.  In  the  morning,  at  the  graveyard  near  the  mill,  there  was  the 
funeral  of  a  child  of  our  neighbors  Johannes  and  Tempe  Stolz.  The 
sermon  was  preached,  in  English,  under  the  shade  of  the  trees. 

June  8.  After  a  long  dry  spell  it  rained  for  several  hours,  whereby 
all  growing  things  were  greatly  refreshed. 

June  IJf..  The  single  Br.  Thomas  Krause  was  married  to  the  single 
Sr.  Susanna  Elisabeth  Loesch. 

June  18.  Haymaking,  which  began  last  week,  was  continued  this 
week.    The  weather  was  hot  and  dry. 

June  21f.  This  week  haymaking  was  practically  finished,  and  the 
grain  harvest  began. 

Aug.  1/-.    This  afternoon  we  had  some  rain  after  eight  days  of  dry  heat. 

Aug.  7.  During  this  week  the  nights  were  very  cool ;  the  days  windy 
but  fairly  warm. 

Aug.  12.    In  the  following  days  the  weather  was  dry  and  hot. 

Aug.  22.  Yesterday  and  today  we  had  showers,  after  several  weeks  of 
great  heat  and  drought.    The  second  hay  harvest  began. 

Aug.  26.  For  five  weeks  certain  older  boys  and  girls  have  received 
instruction  in  the  truths  of  salvation,  according  to  the  Catechism  of 
Luther ;  they  have  also  been  given  an  outline  history  of  the  founding  and 
progress  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren. 

In  the  latter  days  of  this  week  there  was  much  rain,  which  interfered 
with  the  haymaking. 

Sept.  2.    It  rained  off  and  on  all  day,  and  in  the  afternoon  fell  in  such 
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torrents  that  roads  and  meadows  were  flooded.  The  next  day  also 
there  was  much  rain.  • 

Sept.  13.    This  week  was  oppressively  hot. 

Sept.  18.  During  the  following  days  we  had  much  warm  rain,  with 
occasional  storms. 

Sept.  25.  Toward  evening  there  was  a  storm,  with  rain  which  con- 
tinued into  the  night  and  cooled  the  oppressively  hot  weather. 

Oct.  5.  Sr.  Strohle  has  not  felt  well  for  several  days,  and  this  evening 
she  had  fever. 

Oct.  7.    There  was  rain  in  the  evening. 

Oct.  11.  A  visit  was  made  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Peter  Schor,  in  whose  house 
there  were  fever  patients. 

Oct.  15.    Last  night  it  froze  for  the  first  time  this  fall. 

Oct.  16.  Last  night  there  was  frost.  In  the  afternoon,  by  request, 
Br.  Strohle  held  a  funeral  at  the  graveyard  near  the  mill.  The  boy, 
Martin  Brunner,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  his  age,  died  from  fever.  The 
sermon  was  preached  in  German,  under  the  shade  of  the  trees. 

Oct.  18.  Yesterday  there  was  a  cold,  disagreeable  rain.  Today  was 
clear  but  very  cold,  and  this  morning  the  earth  was  white  with  frost, 
which  was  the  case  on  the  following  days. 

Oct.  29.    Since  last  week  the  days  have  been  very  warm. 

Nov.  If-.  Sunday.  Yesterday  it  rained  off  and  on,  and  last  night  it 
began  to  pour,  and  continued  all  day,  so  that  no  services  could  be  held 
except  the  church  litany. 

Nov .  6.  The  Brn.  von  Schweinitz  and  Meinung  came  from  Salem  on 
church  business.  They  were  detained  by  a  hard  storm,  but  returned  to 
Salem  toward  evening. 

Nov.  9.  Yesterday  it  rained.  This  afternoon  there  was  a  storm,  fol- 
lowed by  others  until  midnight,  when  it  cleared. 

Nov.  11.  Sunday.  This  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  observance 
of  our  congregation  anniversary  and  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder. 

Nov.  20.  It  has  been  unusually  cold  for  the  season,  and  today  the 
thermometer  registered  17°  above  zero  in  the  morning. 

Nov.  22.    It  was  milder,  and  began  to  rain. 

Nov.  25.  The  weather  cleared  with  a  strong  wind  from  the  northwest, 
and  it  became  very  cold. 
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Dec.  6.  Yesterday  it  rained.  Today  it  cleared,  with  wind  from  the 
northwest,  and  it  was  very  cold. 

Dec.  7.    A  cold,  rainy  day. 

Dec.  12.  Wednesday.  During  the  rest  of  this  week  there  could  be  no 
services  because  of  rain  and  the  bitter  cold. 

Dec.  16.  This  was  the  coldest  day  we  have  had  so  far.  This  morning 
the  thermometer  stood  at  8°  above  zero.  In  the  latter  days  of  the  week 
it  rained  without  intermission  and  so  hard  that  all  the  roads,  meadows, 
and  many  gardens  were  under  water,  and  bridges  and  fences  were 
washed  away. 

Dec.  %Jf..  Christmas  Eve.  At  the  close  of  the  lovefeasts  burning  wax 
tapers  were  distributed  to  the  children. 

Dec.  25.  First  Christmas  Day.  It  was  colder  than  in  the  preceding 
days.    In  the  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  8°  above  zero. 

Dec.  26.  Second  Christmas  Day.  There  could  be  no  services  because 
Br.  Strohle  was  not  well. 

Dec.  27.  The  thermometer  registered  6°  above  zero,  as  it  did  yester- 
day. 

Memorabilia.  This  year  we  could  not  rejoice  in  the  good  health  which 
we  have  enjoyed  for  a  number  of  years,  for  few  escaped  a  kind  of 
influenza,  which  in  some  cases  was  severe  and  lasted  a  long  time,  and 
many  of  us  had  attacks  of  fever.  Yet,  by  the  grace  of  God,  most  of  us 
have  recovered. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1821. 

Jan.  3.  Br.  Wolle  went  to  Salem  to  the  solemn  opening  of  the  con- 
ferences for  this  year.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  drew  texts10  for  the 
Wachovia  congregations.  This  congregation  received  the  text  for  the 
9th  of  October :  Arise  for  our  help,  and  redeem  us  for  thy  mercies'  sake. 

J  an.  5.    We  gave  Br.  Wolle  our  good  wishes  for  his  thirtieth  birthday. 

Feb.  7.  Br.  and  Sr.  Herman  came  to  visit  us,  and  bade  us  farewell. 
Next  week  they  will  leave  for  their  post  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 

March  18.  Sunday.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival  one 
day  in  advance. 

March  22.  In  the  house  of  the  widow  Johanna  Hege,  Br.  Pfohl  mar- 
ried her  to  the  widower  Hermann  Buttner,  of  Bethabara. 

March  21f.    Br.  Philip  and  Sr.  Elisabeth  Schneider  and  their  family 


id  Texts  were  drawn  from  the  new  Text  Book,  and  the  Text  so  drawn  for  each  congregation 
was  accepted  as  its  Watchword  for  the  year. 
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moved  from  Friedland  to  a  farm  which  they  have  bought  six  miles  from 
here.    They  will  now  be  included  in  this  congregation. 

On  the  other  hand  the  auswartige  Peter  and  Susanna  Elisabeth 
Schemel  with  their  children,  Sara  Maria  and  Sophia  Catharina,  moved 
to  a  distant  county  of  this  state. 

March  26.  It  was  so  cold  that  water  and  milk  froze  in  the  kitchens. 
The  seed  sown  during  the  warm  weather  in  February  was  growing 
nicely  in  the  gardens,  but  most  of  the  plants  were  killed  by  the  bitter 
cold,  and  the  rest  were  stunted,  so  we  found  it  necessary  to  replant 
everything.  The  oldest  resident  here  does  not  remember  such  cold  in  the 
month  of  March. 

April  15.  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  held  all  the  services,  as  Br.  Pfohl  had 
another  rather  severe  attack  of  asthma. 

April  2Jf.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  funeral  of  Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer's 
brother  Heinrich,  to  which  many  people  came. 

May  13.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  four-weekly  preaching  at  Johann  Jacob 
Sponhauer's. 

May  llf.  Br.  Wolle  cannot  hold  the  summer  school  for  the  children 
because  of  his  duties,  and  especially  the  visits  he  must  make  to  our 
auswartige  members.  The  parents  of  the  children  of  school  age  have 
asked  Thomas  Yarrell — who  for  nearly  two  years  has  been  teaching  the 
children  in  our  Pf aff's  Settlement — to  open  a  school  here  in  town  for  the 
summer  months,  which  he  has  agreed  to  do.  Today  he  moved  into  a 
family  house  in  which  there  is  enough  space,  and  will  begin  the  school, 
which  will  be  attended  also  by  some  children  from  the  neighborhood. 

June  2.  By  request,  Br.  Wolle  went  to  a  neighboring  plantation  and 
held  the  funeral  of  the  married  Negress  Maria  Samuel,  who  passed 
out  of  time  yesterday ;  she  had  dropsy.  Formerly  she  and  her  widowed 
husband,  Johann  Samuel — who  is  suffering  from  consumption — belonged 
to  the  congregation  in  Bethabara,  and  helped  with  the  farm  work  there. 

June  3.  Sunday.  We  had  a  post-celebration  of  Ascension  Day. 
Many  visitors  were  here  from  Salem;  we  counted  more  than  twenty  per- 
sons, large  and  small. 

June  11.  Unity  Day.  From  the  printed  Nachrichten  we  read  the 
account  of  the  founding  of  the  mission  in  Labrador  in  the  years  1770 
and  1771. 

June  27.    The  Negro  Johann  Samuel  died  in  our  neighborhood. 

July  9.  Sunday.  After  the  cold,  rainy  weather  of  the  last  week  today 
was  fairly  clear  and  sunny,  and  most  of  our  Brethren  were  busy  drying 
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their  wheat  and  hauling  it  in,  so  very  few  of  them  attended  the 
services. 

July  22.  Sunday.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  services  as  Br.  Pfohl  was  still 
weak  from  another  attack  of  asthma. 

July  27.  It  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  from  this  world  the  widowed  Sr. 
Elisabeth  Ranck,  maiden  name  Leinbach,  making  a  wished-for  end  to  her 
many  years  of  misery  and  suffering. 

Aug.  9.  In  our  town  an  election  was  held  for  representatives  from  our 
county  to  the  Assembly  of  our  state,  which  will  be  held  this  fall  in 
Raleigh,  and  also  a  representative  to  Congress. 

Aug.  17.  Today  the  quarter-year  came  to  an  end  during  which  Thomas 
Yarrell  has  kept  a  school  in  our  town.  A  little  Examination  was  held 
in  the  afternoon,  and  was  attended  by  most  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
in  town.  All  were  delighted  that  the  efforts  of  their  children  were 
not  without  good  results.  Hearty  thanks  were  returned  to  Thomas 
Yarrell  for  his  faithful  efforts  with  our  children  during  this  summer 
school. 

Aug.  2Jf.  On  a  farm  three  miles  away  Br.  Wolle  held  the  funeral  of 
the  married  Heinrich  Hauser,  who  during  his  youth  belonged  to  this 
congregation.    His  illness  was  dropsy. 

Sept.  2.  At  the  funeral  of  Heinrich  Hauser,  Br.  Wolle  must  have 
come  too  near  a  poisonous  bush,  for  he  has  a  bad,  poisonous  eruption  on 
one  arm  and  at  other  places  on  his  body. 

Sept.  3.  The  heavy  rain  which  has  fallen  since  yesterday  evening 
has  raised  our  Muddy  Creek  to  a  height  that  has  not  been  seen  since  our 
town  has  stood.  Much  damage  has  been  done  to  fields,  meadows,  and 
fences  by  the  flood,  and  some  people  have  lost  all  their  second  crop  of  hay, 
which  lay  in  piles  in  the  meadows  and  has  been  washed  away.  The  stand- 
ing grass  was  so  covered  with  mud  and  sand  that  little  of  it  can  be  used 
for  feed. 

Sept.  30.  Sunday.  Br.  Pfohl  has  a  badly  inflamed  right  leg  and 
cannot  go  out,  so  Br.  Wolle  held  all  the  services. 

The  auswartige  single  Isaac  Conrad  was  married  by  the  justice  to  the 
single  Charity  Wolf,  daughter  of  Daniel  Wolf.  She  does  not  belong 
to  us. 

Oct.  8.    The  winter  school  for  our  children  began  today. 

Oct.  9.  Today's  post  brought  a  letter  from  Br.  Theodor  Schulz,  in 
Schoeneck,  Pennsylvania,  to  his  brother-in-law,  Br.  Johann  Christian 
Loesch,  here.    He  announced  that  he  had  accepted  the  call  to  succeed 
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Br.  von  Schweinitz  in  Salem,  and  would  soon  leave  on  his  journey 
hither. 

Oct.  26.  Friday.  Because  of  the  frequent  illnesses  of  Br.  Pfohl  it  is 
no  longer  possible  to  hold  the  four-weekly  services  near  the  home  of 
Johann  Jacob  Sponhauer  on  Sunday.  It  was  arranged  that  they  shall 
be  held  on  a  weekday,  as  was  the  custom  when  Br.  Pfohl  was  alone  in 
Bethania,  and  Br.  Wolle  went  to  the  Sponhauer  settlement  today. 

Oct.  30.  Br.  and  Sr.  von  Schweinitz  came  to  take  leave  of  us  before 
setting  out  for  Bethlehem. 

Nov.  22.  Br.  and  Sr.  Wolle  and  other  relatives  from  here  went  to 
Salem  to  attend  the  funeral  of  the  married  Sr.  Johanna  Sophia  Zevilly, 
maiden  name  Schober. 

Dec.  11.  In  the  house  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Johannes  Transou,  Br.  Pfohl 
married  the  single  Br.  Carl  Isaac  Loesch  to  the  single  Sr.  Maria 
Transou. 

Memorabilia.  For  several  years  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  our  members,  which  is  strong  evidence  that  there  are  some 
among  us  who  do  not  know,  or  at  least  who  do  not  think,  why  they 
belong  to  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  therefore  they  show  no  desire  to 
become  partakers  in  grace  and  salvation.  It  grieves  us  that  among  them 
there  are  some  who  were  born  and  brought  up  in  the  congregation. 

Other  of  our  former  members  have  been  compelled  by  their  outward 
circumstances  to  separate  themselves  from  us  for  a  while.  We  pity 
them,  and  pray  that  when  only  necessity  has  led  them  to  take  this  step 
the  Lord  will  so  bless  their  material  condition  that  they  may  soon 
return  to  us. 

Our  good  Lord  has  graciously  protected  us  and  our  children  from 
various  illnesses  which  were  prevalent  in  our  neighborhood,  so  that 
only  a  few  of  our  members  in  town  or  outside  suffered  attacks  of  fever, 
and  they  have  nearly  all  recovered. 

We  are  thankful  that  in  our  town,  houses  and  farm  buildings  have 
been  protected  from  fire. 

Extracts  from  Friedberg  Diary,  1821. 

Jan.  1.  After  preaching,  the  memorabilia  was  read  of  this  congrega- 
tion and  of  the  other  congregations  in  Wachovia,  and  announcement  was 
made  of  those  children  who  have  reached  an  age  to  attend  instruction  in 
the  month  of  February. 

Jan.  30.  The  widower  George  Brendel  was  married  to  the  single 
Sarah  Wendel. 
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Feb.  18.    The  four-weekly  service  for  Negroes  was  held. 

March  12.  Br.  von  Schweinitz  held  the  first  service  for  our  congrega- 
tion festival. 

April  22.  After  the  greeting:  The  Lord  is  risen,  the  Easter  litany- 
was  prayed  on  God's  Acre. 

Oct.  2.  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  at  Zion's  Church,  where 
John  Graber  was  buried. 

Oct.  lJf..  Br.  Rude  preached  a  funeral  sermon  at  Hopewell,  when 
little  Christian  Schott  was  buried  there. 

Dec.  25.  Christmas  Day.  Before  day  a  sick  child  was  baptized  in  the 
neighborhood.    Many  came  to  the  preaching  service. 


1822 

[A  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  the  Dey  and 
Regency  of  Algiers,  which  had  been  arranged  in  1816,  was  ratified  by 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States  and  was  signed  by  President  Monroe 
on  February  1st. 

Newspapers  of  the  period  carried  advertisements  of  the  sale  of  lot- 
tery tickets  for  the  benefit  of  the  building  fund  for  the  Washington 
monument. 

The  Negroes  sent  from  America  to  begin  a  colony  for  themselves  on  the 
west  coast  of  equatorial  Africa  took  possession  of  the  site  selected  for 
them,  but  had  to  endure  many  hardships,  including  the  deadly  African 
fever. 

In  North  Carolina  much  interest  was  manifested  in  a  proposal  to  call 
a  convention  which  should  equalize  the  representation  of  the  counties  in 
the  state  Assembly. 

Davidson  County  was  erected  from  the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County. 

In  Tarboro  there  was  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  caused  by  the  acci- 
dental use  of  smallpox  instead  of  cowpox  for  vaccination.] 

Extracts  from  the  Memorabilia  of  the  Congregation  of  Salem 
and  the  other  Wachovia  Congregations,  for  the 
Year  1822. 

The  Watchword  for  the  first  day  of  this  year :  The  Lord  God  is  my 
Strength,  and  the  promise  of  the  Saviour  in  the  Doctrinal  Text :  Lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,  gave  us  courage  and 
hope  as  we  looked  into  the  future;  and  this  believing  hope  strengthened 
us  mightily  as  from  time  to  time  we  experienced  His  goodness,  and  with 
touched  hearts  we  proclaim :  0  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  His  good- 
ness and  truth  endure  forever! 

In  our  services  we  have  heard  the  Gospel  of  the  Atonement,  and  we  have 
been  edified  as  together  we  sang  hymns  of  praise,  heard  through  the 
Nachrichten  of  the  work  of  God  among  Christians  and  heathen,  and 
listened  to  the  memoirs  of  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  have  been  called 
home,  or  as  we  brought  to  the  Lord  the  sacrifice  of  prayer,  of  inter- 
cession, and  of  thanksgiving.  Yea,  when  our  Saviour  permitted  us  to 
share  in  the  Holy  Communion  we  tasted  and  felt  the  strength  of  heaven, 
the  strength  of  eternal  life  and  future  glory,  even  as  it  was  said:  The 
Lord  God  is  our  strength. 

The  festivals  of  the  general  Christian  Church,  and  the  memorial  days 
of  the  Unity  and  of  the  Choirs,  have  been  during  this  year  occasions  of

renewed  consecration  to  Him  who  died  for  us.  This  was  especially  true 
as  we  celebrated  the  centennial  of  the  beginning  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of 
Brethren  on  the  17th  of  June,  when  we  recounted  some  of  the  wonders 
of  His  grace  during  one  hundred  years — for  who  can  number  them  all  ? — 
and  praised  Him  for  them. 

It  could  not  have  been  otherwise  than  that  more  interest  was  aroused 
in  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  and  all  hearts  became  concerned  that  the 
Unity  might  continue  as  a  work  of  the  hand  of  the  Lord.  0  may  our 
young  people  in  particular  become  possessed  of  a  desire  to  be  true 
followers  of  those  who  commenced  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren,  with 
their  living  faith  in  Jesus,  and  their  love  for  Him;  so  that  the  Lord 
of  His  church  may  continue  to  prepare  witnesses  of  His  death,  who  will 
consecrate  themselves  to  Him  out  of  gratitude  for  His  great  love,  and  tell 
others  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  their  souls,  and  win  for  Him  the 
reward  of  His  sufferings.  In  these  days  there  is  great  need  for  faithful 
workers  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

Other  occasions  for  complete  dedication  to  the  Saviour  were  the  two 
solemn  confirmation  services,  one  on  Palm  Sunday  and  the  other  on  the 
1st  of  December. 

To  arouse  more  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  the  spread  of  His 
kingdom  through  the  whole  earth,  the  former  association  for  Hourly 
Intercession  has  been  given  up,  as  it  no  longer  served  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  intended,  and  in  place  of  it,  by  the  recommendation  of  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month  there  will  be 
a  prayer  meeting  for  the  entire  congregation,  following  the  example  of 
other  congregations  of  the  Unity,  and  of  other  religious  bodies. 

The  local  members  of  the  Missionary  Society  held  their  annual  meeting 
on  the  4th  of  October,  and  prayed  not  only  for  the  missions  of  the 
Brethren  among  the  heathen  and  for  the  missions  of  other  denomina- 
tions, but  especially  for  our  missions  among  the  Indians  of  this  land,  and 
for  the  work  among  the  Negroes  in  this  neighborhood.  With  joy  we  noted 
that  from  time  to  time  the  Saviour  made  Himself  known  in  grace  to  our 
missionaries  among  the  Cherokees,  whose  numbers  were  increased  in  May 
of  this  year  by  the  Single  Brother,  George  Proske,  from  Goshen  on  the 
Muskingum,  destined  to  be  assistant  at  Oochgeelogy.  The  little  congre- 
gation of  Cherokee  believers  this  year  was  increased  by  the  baptism 
of  two  new  members.  Br.  Schmidt  is  serving  Springplace  with  the 
Gospel,  visits  in  the  neighborhood,  and  has  conducted  the  school  for 
Indian  children.  The  number  of  pupils  has  increased.  Early  in  the 
year  Br.  Salomon  Reich  was  sent  from  here  to  assist  in  the  material 
concerns  for  a  while.  Since  the  beginning  of  December  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  a  visit  from  our  Br.  John  Gambold,  from  Oochgeelogy,  who 
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came  with  his  brother  Joseph  in  November,  at  the  invitation  of  the 
Provincial  Elders  Conference.1  Through  the  leading  of  our  dear  Lord 
a  house  can  be  bought  for  the  mission  in  Oochgeelogy.  It  is  not  yet 
finished,  but  it  will  give  the  missionaries  a  more  comfortable  home,  and 
a  commodious  meeting-hall  and  schoolroom  can  be  arranged  in  it. 

In  the  very  beginning  of  the  year  a  number  of  Sisters  were  moved  to 
take  a  more  active  part  in  the  mission  work  of  the  Brethren,  and  formed 
a  Female  Missionary  Society2  among  themselves,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Provincial  Elders  Conference. 

For  many  years  it  had  been  the  wish  that  we  could  do  something 
special  for  the  salvation  of  the  Negroes  in  this  neighborhood.  In  Feb- 
ruary the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  decided  to  make  an  attempt,  and 
Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  was  asked  to  serve.  The  beginning  was  made 
on  the  24th  of  March,  the  plan  being  to  hold  a  service  for  them  once  a 
month  at  one  or  another  place  near  Salem ;  at  their  request  the  services 
will  now  be  held  twice  a  month.  These  meetings  have  been  well 
attended,  and  one  may  hope  that  they  will  not  be  without  good  effect  on 
their  hearts,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  remarks  of  many  and  the  improved 
conduct  of  a  few. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  to  organize  a  little  congregation  of  Negroes, 
and  a  number  have  given  their  names  as  wishing  to  be  received.  Among 
them  were  some  who  registered  as  new  people,  with  whom  we  will  try  to 
become  better  acquainted,  and  they  will  be  considered  candidates  for 
closer  church  connection.  Some  who  have  not  been  baptized  have  asked 
for  baptism.  So  far  only  one  who  was  baptized  as  a  child  has  been 
approved  for  reception  into  the  congregation.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
1822  this  congregation  of  Negroes  in  process  of  formation  consists  of : 

3  communicants; 

2  baptized,  of  whom  one  has  been  received  into  the  congregation  and 

the  other  soon  will  be; 
5  new  people ; 

4  who  formerly  belonged  to  the  Society  in  Hope ; 
14  in  all. 

With  the  warmest  thanks  to  Him  who  gives  us  so  many  good  things,  we 
mention  that  during  this  year,  with  few  exceptions,  we  have  enjoyed  good 
health,  while  around  us  many  lay  sick  with  fever,  especially  in  the  late 
summer.    Yet  there  were  not  lacking  incidents  which  reminded  us  of  the

meetings. 
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word  of  our  Saviour :  Be  ye  ready,  for  ye  Jcnow  not  in  what  hour  the  Lord 
doth  come. 

Quite  recently  we  have  reminded  ourselves  with  gratitude  that  the 
Lord,  out  of  His  fatherly  love,  has  given  us  a  good  and  rich  harvest,3  so 
that  we  have  no  lack  of  what  is  needed  for  life.  Yea,  who  can  count  His 
mercies?    They  are  without  measure  and  without  limit. 

Our  school  and  Anstalt  for  little  hoys,  and  our  day  school  for  girls 
connected  with  the  Boarding  School,  have  been  much  upon  our  minds 
this  year.  Much  as  we  desire  the  blessed  progress  of  the  pupils  in 
useful  knowledge  and  understanding,  the  chief  object  is  and  remains  that 
they  may  grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  they 
may  learn  to  prize  their  privilege  that  from  infancy  they  have  been 
pointed  to  the  best  Friend  of  Children,  who  bought  them  so  dearly  by 
His  blood,  and  that  they  may  be  happy  in  the  enjoyment  of  His  love 
and  friendship. 

Nine  little  boys  have  entered  the  school,  and  three  have  left.  The 
present  number  of  scholars  is  twenty-seven,  of  whom  eight  live  in  the 
Anstalt. 

Six  girls  entered  school,  and  three  left.  The  number  of  those  who  are 
attending  school  is  twenty-seven. 

Sr.  Johanna  Elisabeth  Schulz  has  taken  the  place  of  Sr.  Rebecca 
Holder,  with  the  day-pupils. 

Fifty-two  pupils  from  elsewhere  have  entered  the  Boarding  School; 
forty  have  left,  as  has  one  daughter  of  the  congregation,  Charlotte 
Friederica  Pfohl. 

At  present  there  are  in  the  Boarding  School  one  hundred  and  ten  girls 
from  outside  and  three  from  our  congregations,  total  one  hundred  and 
thirteen. 

Sr.  Caroline  Schulz  has  entered  the  Boarding  School  as  a  teacher. 

The  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  and  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference  have  rejoiced  in  the  support  of  the  Saviour;  and 
mutual  love  and  confidence  have  lightened  many  difficulties. 

On  account  of  his  age  and  weakness  our  Br.  Jacob  Yan  Yleck  had 
asked  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  to  relieve  him  of  his  duties  as  chair- 
man of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference,  and  as  pastor  and  preacher 
of  the  Salem  congregation,  and  in  a  letter  received  on  March  1st  of  this 
year  his  request  was  granted.  At  the  same  time  a  call  had  been  sent  to 
Br.  Andreas  Benade,  pastor  and  preacher  of  the  congregation  of  Lititz 
and  Inspector  of  the  Lititz  Boarding  School  for  girls,  to  succeed  Br.  Yan 
Yleck  in  his  offices  here.  At  the  request  of  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference Br.  Benade  was  consecrated  a  bishop  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren 


8  A  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached  in  each  congregation. 
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on  September  15  by  Br.  Htiffel,  with  the  written  concurrence  of  Br. 
Jacob  Van  Vleck.  On  the  17th  of  that  month  he  left  Lititz  with  his 
wife  and  six  children.  They  arrived  here  on  October  5,  and  on  the  6th, 
in  a  lovefeast,  they  were  heartily  welcomed  by  the  congregation,  and 
Br.  Benade  was  installed  as  pastor  and  preacher  by  Br.  Van  Vleck,  who 
at  the  same  time  took  an  affectionate  leave  of  the  congregation  after  ten 
years  of  service  here. 

On  October  8,  Br.  Benade  took  office  as  chairman  of  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference,  and  Br.  Van  Vleck  bade  them  farewell,  with  many 
loving  feelings  on  both  sides. 

On  October  14,  Br.  and  Sr.  Van  Vleck  left  for  Bethlehem,  accom- 
panied by  our  best  wishes.  They  reached  their  place  of  retirement,  in 
Bethlehem,  on  November  20,  after  stopping  for  a  little  while  in  Lititz 
and  Philadelphia. 

The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  appointed  Sr.  Benade  as  pflegerin 
of  the  widowed  Sisters,  succeeding  Sr.  Van  Vleck. 

In  the  course  of  this  year  four  new  houses  have  been  built  and  occupied 
in  our  town,  namely  those  of  Brn.  Heinrich  Leinbach,  Schaffner,  Salo- 
mon Lick,  and  Ackermann.  A  beginning  has  been  made  with  the  house 
of  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  a  considerable  part  of  the  main  street 
leading  through  the  town  has  been  greatly  improved  by  paving. 

Br.  Schaffner  has  taken  the  place  of  Br.  Heinrich  Schulz  as  night 
watchman. 

Br.  Peter  Wolle,  of  Bethania,  has  been  called  as  pastor  of  the  congre- 
gation of  Lancaster,  in  Pennsylvania;  and  Br.  Carl  Anton  Van  Vleck,4 
of  Nazareth,  has  been  called  to  take  his  place  here,  but  this  change  cannot 
be  made  until  next  spring. 

The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  deemed  it  wise  to  place  another 
pastor  in  Friedberg,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Denke,  who  had  been  here  since 
spring  and  had  recovered  their  health,  accepted  the  call  to  serve  both  Hope 
and  Friedberg  for  the  present.  Before  Easter  they  moved  to  the 
parsonage  in  Friedberg.  A  residence  for  Br.  and  Sr.  Riide  was  pro- 
vided in  Bethabara. 

New  Committees  have  been  elected  in  Friedberg  and  Friedland. 

The  church  and  parsonage  in  Friedberg  needed  thorough  repairing, 
and  after  due  consideration  and  examination  it  was  decided  by  the 
committee  and  congregation  council  there  that  the  repairs  would  be  very 
expensive,  and  that  it  would  be  better  to  put  the  money  into  a  new  com- 
bination church  and  parsonage,  as  the  present  church  is  often  too  small 
and  the  parsonage  is  inconvenient.    The  Provincial  Elders  Conference

approved  the  proposal,  and  a  good  beginning  has  been  made  with  cut- 
ting the  building  timber. 

In  Friedland  important  repairs  have  been  undertaken  on  the  par- 
sonage.   The  Sunday  school  there  has  continued  with  benefit. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1822  the  congregation  of  Salem  consists  of : 
140  married  people, 
7  widowers, 

16  widows, 

37  Single  Brethren, 

10  older  boys, 

66  Single  Sisters, 

20  older  girls, 

66  little  boys, 

75  little  girls, 

437,  to  whom  should  be  added  the  missionaries  in  the  Cherokee  land, 
and  the  pastors  and  their  wives  in  the  country  congregations, 
making  a  total  of  447.

J  an.  2.  Mr.  Robertson  visited  Salem.  He  is  the  agent  of  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society,  for  the  southern  states. 

/ an.  J/..  In  Hope,  Br.  Denke  held  the  funeral  of  the  widowed  Br.  John 
Peddyeoart,  aged  seventy-one  years,  three  months,  and  twelve  days. 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  congregation  he  has  been  a  faithful,  approved 
member,  and  for  more  than  thirty  years  an  active  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee.   Because  of  the  snow  only  a  few  persons  could  attend  his  burial. 

Jan.  6.  Br.  Denke  preached  for  the  first  time  in  Philip  Rominger'a 
new  house. 

Jan.  13.  The  single  Br.  Salomon  Reich  left  on  horseback  for  Spring- 
place,  where  he  will  give  the  needed  help  on  the  farm. 
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Jan.  20.  A  female  missionary  society  was  organized  today.  It  has 
been  under  consideration  for  several  weeks. 

Jan.  27.  Sunday.  The  married  Brethren  met  to  consider  the  Poor 
Fund  of  the  married  people.  It  was  decided  to  open  a  new  freewill 
subscription  to  the  fund. 

Jan.  28.  The  Brn.  Theodor  Schulz  and  Meinung  went  to  Friedland 
on  business. 

Feb.  3.  The  Holy  Communion  was  held  in  Salem,  Bethabara, 
Bethania,  and  Friedland. 

Feb.  lJt.  Br.  Schaaf  has  so  far  recovered  from  his  attack  of  illness 
that  he  could  make  an  address  today. 

Feb.  16.    Communion  was  held  in  Hope. 

Feb.  18.    Friedland  observed  a  blessed  congregation  festival. 

Feb.  21.    A  partial  eclipse  of  the  sun  was  visible. 

Feb.  2k>  Sunday.  After  the  usual  evening  service,  Br.  Christian 
Hege,  of  Friedberg,  was  married  to  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Vogler 
by  Br.  Reichel. 

March  3.  In  the  lovefeast  preparatory  to  the  Communion  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz  announced  that  the  request  of  Br.  Van  Yleck  to  retire 
because  of  the  increasing  weakness  of  age  had  been  granted  by  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference,  and  that  Br.  Andreas  Benade,  of  Lititz,  had  been 
called  to  succeed  him  here. 

March  8.  The  four-weekly  Conference  of  Country  Ministers  was  held. 
It  was  announced  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Rude  had  been  called  from  Friedberg, 
and  Br.  Rude  was  given  an  affectionate  farewell  from  membership  in 
this  Conference. 

March  10.  In  addition  to  the  usual  Sunday  services  a  beginning  was 
made  with  reading  again  the  Results  of  the  Synod  of  1818. 

March  17.  Sunday.  In  the  evening  service  Br.  Van  Vleck  married 
the  widowed  Br.  Vanniman  Zevely  to  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Rebecca 
Holder. 

Br.  Denke  preached  in  Clemmonstown  to  a  large  and  attentive 
audience. 

March  24.  Sunday.  The  festival  of  the  Incarnation  of  Jesus, 
which  comes  tomorrow,  was  celebrated  with  blessing  today,  and  prayer 
was  offered,  kneeling,  for  a  blessing  upon  each  Choir,  each  condition  in 
life,  and  every  age. 

March  28.    The  single  Br.  J ohann  George  Proske  arrived  today  from

March  31.  Palm  Sunday.  The  blessed  Passion  Week  was  begun  by- 
singing  and  praying  the  litany  of  The  Life,  Sufferings  and  Death  of 
Jesus.  ...  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  solemn  service  in  which  Br. 
Reichel  announced  the  Lord's  Supper  for  Maundy  Thursday.  Then 
four  older  girls  were  catechized  in  the  religious  instruction  which  they 
have  received ;  and  after  answering  the  questions  whereby  they  confirmed 
their  baptismal  covenant  they  were  blessed  for  their  first  Communion. 

In  the  evening  a  beginning  was  made  with  reading  the  story  of  this 
important  week,  the  reading  interspersed  with  singing  by  the  choir  and 
the  congregation. 

In  Bethabara  and  Bethania  the  congregations  entered  the  Passion 
Week  in  like  fashion.  In  Hope  and  Friedland  part  of  the  story  of  the 
passion  of  Jesus  was  read  after  preaching. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  for  many  years  there  has  been  much  con- 
sideration of  the  idea  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
Negroes  in  our  neighborhood.  Recently  the  matter  has  been  taken  up 
again,  and  an  urgent  wish  has  been  expressed  that  work  like  that  in  our 
missions  might  be  undertaken  for  the  care  of  their  souls  and  with  the 
intention  of  gathering  them  into  a  congregation.  In  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference  and  Aeltesten  Conferenz  it  has  been  decided  to  make 
the  attempt,  trusting  that  our  Lord  will  lay  His  blessing  upon  the  small 
beginning  which  circumstances  require.  In  accordance  with  this  deci- 
sion Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  has  been  asked  to  serve  for  the  present. 
He  appointed  Sunday,  the  24th,  for  a  meeting  in  a  house  two  miles  from 
Salem.  The  house  belongs  to  the  Unity  Administration,  two  Negro 
members  live  there,  and  a  number  of  Negroes  attended.  Br.  Steiner 
explained  the  plan  and  intention,  and  announced  that  on  the  first  Sun- 
day of  each  month  a  service  would  be  held  expressly  for  them,  a  suitable 
place  being  designated  each  time  in  advance.  Those  present  showed 
much  joy  over  the  prospect. 

April  5.  Good  Friday.  At  nine  in  the  morning  was  the  second 
Communion.  At  ten  o'clock,  and  at  three  in  the  afternoon,  the  account 
was  read  of  this  great  Day  of  Atonement,  many  visitors  taking  part  with 
us.  In  the  evening  the  account  of  the  burial  was  read,  then  hymns 
were  sung  regarding  it. 

April  6.  Great  Sabbath.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  lovefeast; 
and  in  the  evening  the  services  for  the  Choirs. 

April  7.  Early  in  the  morning  the  trombonists  announced  the  glad 
day  of  resurrection,  and  accompanied  by  a  great  crowd  of  visitors  we  went 
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to  God's  Acre  and  prayed  the  Easter  litany,  in  the  English  language. 
Recently  our  God's  Acre  has  been  put  in  good  order. 

The  church  could  scarcely  hold  the  number  of  attentive  listeners  who 
gathered  for  the  preaching  at  nine  o'clock. 

The  Friedland  God's  Acre  had  been  cleaned  on  the  preceding  day,  and 
the  Easter  litany  was  prayed  there  at  ten  o'clock.  Many  visitors  were 
present  for  the  Easter  litany  in  Hope,  held  in  the  beautifully  cleaned 
God's  Acre  there. 

April  15.  The  single  Br.  Joh.  George  Proske  left  for  the  Cherokee 
mission. 

April  20.  The  rain  of  the  past  few  days  has  raised  the  Wach,  and 
lowlands  are  flooded. 

April  21.  Sunday.  In  Hope  there  were  preaching  and  the  baptism  of 
three  children,  then  reading  from  the  first  number  of  the  Missionary 
Intelligencer? 

April  23.  The  cold  north  wind  yesterday  was  followed  by  a  hard  frost 
last  night. 

May  5.    Br.  Steiner  held  the  Negro  meeting  on  Br.  Kreuser's  farm. 

May  9.  Today  there  was  a  public  sale  of  the  big  meadow  at  Bethab- 
ara,  which  had  been  divided  into  lots  by  the  Brn.  Th.  Schulz  and 
Meinung. 

May  11.    Br.  Heinrich  Leinbach's  house  in  Salem  was  raised. 

May  12.  Br.  Pfohl  is  visiting  here  for  eight  days,  and  pleased  the 
congregation  with  an  impressive  sermon.  Br.  Steiner  preached  in 
Waughtown. 

May  16.  In  Hope  the  observance  of  Ascension  Day  and  their  congre- 
gation festival  were  combined.  A  committee  of  the  house-fathers  had 
decided  to  transfer  the  festival  of  the  congregation  to  this  day  because  the 
26th  of  August  falls  into  the  season  of  the  year  when  there  is  usually 
much  fever  in  that  neighborhood,  and  many  are  thereby  prevented  from 
attending. 

May  19.  Sunday.  In  a  room  in  the  Gemein  Haus  Br.  Steiner 
gave  Communion  to  three  Negroes  who  are  communicants. 

In  Friedland  Br.  Th.  Schulz  reread  the  extracts  from  the  Results  of 
Synod,  and  a  new  committee  was  elected — J ohann  Lanius,  George  Fried- 
rich  Lagenauer,  Petrus  Transu,  Johann  Seiz,  Joh.  Simon  Leicht,  and 
Joh.  George  Seiz.

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At  the  home  of  Br.  Horatio  Hamilton,  Br.  Denke  married  the  single 
Br.  George  Fischer  to  the  single  Sr.  Sarah  Hamilton. 

May  25.  By  request,  Br.  Denke  held  the  funeral  of  John  Haines  in 
the  Methodist  church  at  Mount  Pleasant. 

May  26.  A  request  from  the  congregation  of  Graceham  for  con- 
tributions toward  the  building  of  a  new  church  was  read  during  the 
Whitsunday  lovefeast.  The  Lord's  Supper  followed  this  communion 
lovefeast. 

May  29.  Yesterday  and  today  Mr.  Lewis  and  his  five  children  gave 
concerts  here.  He  is  on  his  way  from  Charleston  to  the  northern  states. 
The  eldest  child  is  twelve  years  old,  the  youngest  four.  They  play 
the  pianoforte,  violin,  violoncello,  and  harp. 

May  30,  31.  For  several  days  the  inspector  has  been  holding  the 
examination  of  the  town  girls  and  boarding  pupils.  This  was  followed 
by  seven  public  sessions,  attended  by  the  parents,  relatives,  and  others, 
in  which  their  progress  in  various  subjects  was  demonstrated. 

June  2.  Br.  Steiner  led  the  English  litany;  then  he  went  to  Br. 
Schumann's  plantation  and  held  the  monthly  service  for  the  Negroes. 

Br.  Denke  preached  in  Br.  Hamilton's  house;  then  went  on  to  Hope 
and  held  the  funeral  of  the  child  Anna  Maria  Blake,  who  fell  asleep 
yesterday.  The  next  day  he  visited  old  Br.  Peter  Sehner,  who  has  been 
lamed  by  another  stroke. 

June  3.  During  this  week  people  through  the  country  were  busy 
making  hay.  The  wheat  harvest  followed  immediately,  a  week  earlier 
than  usual. 

June  If.  The  married  Br.  Christian  Heinrich  and  Sr.  Catharine 
Louise  Beck,  and  their  little  son  Franz  Heinrich,  arrived  in  Salem  today, 
planning  to  remain  here.  With  them  came  the  single  Br.  David 
Clewell,  of  Bethlehem,  on  a  visit. 

June  8.  The  single  Br.  David  Lichtenthaeler  came  from  Lititz  on  a 
visit. 

June  10.  During  these  days  services  have  been  held  in  the  old  Saal  in 
the  Gemein  Haus  as  the  church  was  being  cleaned  and  decorated  for  the 
approaching  centennial  celebration. 

June  17.  Monday.  As  this  day  approached  we  waited  anxiously  for 
word  from  the  Unity  Elders  Conference,  which  finally  arrived  in  the 
second  week  of  May,  and  on  May  26th  announcement  of  the  celebration 
was  made  to  the  communicants  during  their  lovefeast. 

Some  days  before  the  anniversary  a  number  of  Brethren  and  Sisters 
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took  pleasure  in  decorating  the  church,  according  to  a  plan  prepared  by 
an  appointed  committee.  We  wished  to  have  the  pupils  from  the 
Boarding  School  take  part  in  all  the  services,  so  on  the  16th  of  June  Br. 
Reichel  held  a  special  meeting  for  them  and  explained  the  reasons  for  the 
celebration,  and  they  listened  attentively. 

That  evening,  the  congregation  gathered  in  large  numbers  to  close  the 
first  century  since  the  beginning  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren.  As 
the  service  began  the  chorus  sang: 

Du,  Herr  Gott,  hist  barmherzig  und  gn'ddig  und  geduldig.  .  .  .6 

Br.  Van  Vleck — strengthened  from  on  high — spoke  with  fervor  and 
impressively,  pointing  out  that  it  was  proper  that  today  the  entire  Unity, 
including  our  congregation,  should  praise  the  mercy,  grace,  patience, 
goodness,  and  faithfulness  of  our  church's  Head,  as  we  look  back  into  the 
time  which  has  passed  since  it  pleased  Him  to  restore  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  at  the  time  by  Him  appointed,  after  it  had  suffered  oppression 
and  persecution  for  several  hundred  years  in  Bohemia  and  Moravia,  and 
seemed  about  to  die;  and  that  in  the  year  1722  He  caused  it  to  be 
renewed  by  descendants  of  the  ancient  Brethren  in  Moravia.  Small  as 
that  beginning  was  it  soon  appeared  that  it  was  a  work  of  the  Lord, 
under  whose  care,7  in  a  waste  place,  the  building  of  the  first  congregation 
of  the  Brethren  was  begun,  and  was  named  Herrnhut.  Although  in  the 
beginning  and  later  there  were  difficulties  and  weaknesses,  yet  it  was 
planted  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,8  which  soon  became  a  tree,  under 
whose  branches  many  distressed  souls  sought  refuge  and  found  salvation. 
It  was  set  as  a  light  to  give  light  to  that  which  was  near  and  that  which 
was  farther  away.  ...  In  His  peace  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren 
makes  a  blessed  close  of  its  first  century,  and  expects  in  faith  that  He 
will  make  tomorrow  a  day  of  joy  and  blessing. 

The  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren 
was  announced  by  the  trombonists  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  of 
June  17th.  The  weather  was  unusually  pleasant,  with  a  fresh,  cool 
breeze. 

The  first  festal  gathering  was  at  nine  o'clock,  which  the  choir  opened 
by  singing  the  invitation: 

Preis  und  Dank  und  Ehre  bring e 
Das  ganze  Volh  des  Herrn  und  singe!  9

Praise  and  thanks  and  honor  bring  ye, 
All  people  of  the  Lord,  and  sing  ye  I 
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Br.  Van  Vleck  greeted  the  large  congregation  on  this  day  of  jubi- 
lee and  joy,  as  we  entered  into  a  new  century  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren. 
He  spoke  of  the  reason  for  our  happiness,  and  urged  the  congregation  to 
bring  to  our  Head  and  Lord  our  fervent  and  happy  thanks  for  permit- 
ting the  Unity  to  exist  for  a  hundred  years  through  His  great  love  and 
wondrous  power;  that  He  founded  it  upon  the  rock  of  salvation,  nour- 
ished it  by  the  word  of  His  cross,  held  it  in  the  covenant  of  peace  which 
He  made  with  it,  and  brought  it  to  this  day  in  spite  of  difficulties  and 
weaknesses ;  that  He  made  the  Brethren  able  to  preach  his  Gospel  among 
Christians  and  heathen,  and  crowned  their  efforts  with  rich  blessing.  .  .  . 

At  half  past  ten  was  the  second  service,  in  opening  which  the  choir 
sang  : 

Kommt  herzu,  lasset  uns  dem  Herm  frolocken.10 

Br.  Theodor  Schulz  again  admonished  the  congregation  to  give  praise 
and  thanks  for  the  wonderful  grace  of  the  Saviour.  .  .  .  First  he  read 
something  of  the  noble  purpose  of  our  forefathers  of  the  Ancient  Unitas 
Fratrum,  as  recorded  by  John  Amos  Comenius;  then  read  the  account 
of  the  beginning  of  Herrnhut.  Then  the  names  were  read  of  all  the 
place-congregations,  all  the  town  and  country  congregations,  of  the  Unity 
in  the  chronological  order  of  their  founding. 

In  the  afternoon  at  two  o'clock  there  was  the  festal  lovefeast,  at  which 
a  new  ode11  was  used.    Br.  Yan  Vleck  held  the  service. 

At  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  communicant  members  shared 
the  Cup  of  Love  and  Covenant,  after  Br.  Schaaf  had  urged  them  to  renew 
the  bond  of  love  with  each  other  and  with  the  Saviour.  .  .  . 

For  the  evening  service  at  half  past  seven  fifty  wax  candles  were 
lighted  on  each  gallery  of  the  church.    The  choir  sang  : 

Lobsinget  Gott,  lobsinget  unserm  Konige.12 

Then  Br.  Reichel  repeated  impressively  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
doctrinal  text13  for  today,  the  history  of  the  Ancient  Unitas  Fratrum 
and  the  beginnning  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren  and  its  wonderful 
preservation  through  a  hundred  years  proved  that  it  was  God's  work; 
and  that  if  we  would  abide  by  the  word  of  His  atonement,  as  the  founda- 
tion upon  which  His  church  is  built,  then  He  would  fulfill  His  promise 
that  the  gates  of  hell  should  not  prevail  against  it.  Then  would  we, 
according  to  the  watchword14  for  today,  ever  have  access  to  the  wells  of

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salvation,  and  with  joy  draw  water  therefrom  for  the  sustenance  of  our 
inner  life,  and  find  strength  to  walk  worthy  of  His  grace  and  of  the 
Gospel. 

In  closing  the  choir  sang  the  Old  Testament  Benediction15  as  a  bless- 
ing upon  the  congregation. 

The  houses  around  the  Square  in  front  of  the  Gemein  Haus  were 
illuminated,  and  the  congregation  and  the  pupils  from  the  Boarding 
School  marched  around  the  Square  singing  hymns  of  praise  accompanied 
by  the  wind  instruments.  They  closed  in  front  of  the  Gemein  Haus, 
singing  the  hymn : 

O  that  we  with  gladness  of  spirit  forever 
Adored  and  praised  our  crucified  Saviour,  etc. 

The  Lamb  who  by  blood  our  salvation  obtained, — 
Is  worthy  of  praises,  let  with  one  accord 
All  people  say  Amen,  O  praise  ye  the  Lord.16 

The  musicians  continued  to  play  chorales  in  front  of  the  Brothers 
House.  On  the  banisters  at  the  door  leading  into  the  house  one  hundred 
burning  candles  had  been  placed. 

One  can  truly  say  that  this  was  a  day  which  the  Lord  had  made,  and 
we  were  glad  in  it. 

June  18.  In  the  singstunde  the  ode  which  recently  came  from  Herrn- 
hut  was  read  to  the  congregation ;  it  had  been  prepared  for  the  centennial 
there.  Then  the  joys  of  yesterday  were  remembered  as  congregation 
and  choir  alternated  in  the  singing  of  hymns. 

In  Bethabara,  Bethania,  Friedland,  and  Hope  the  centennial  was 
celebrated  on  Sunday,  the  16th;  in  Friedberg  it  was  postponed  to  the 
following  Sunday,  the  23rd. 

June  SO.    In  Friedland  the  Sunday  school  was  commenced  again. 

J uly  4.  The  memorial  day  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States 
of  America  was  observed  in  the  usual  manner. 

J  uly  6.  By  request,  Br.  Denke  held  the  funeral  of  a  child  at  Gerber's 
church,  twelve  miles  from  Hope. 

July  8.  Br.  Buchholz  visited  a  sick  man,  whose  condition  is  most 
pitiful.  His  body  is  covered  with  swollen  places,  which  are  full  of 
worms.  .  .  .

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July  21.  Sunday.  Br.  Schulz  held  the  communion  lovefeast,  Br. 
Schaaf  held  the  first  Communion  and  Br.  Schulz  the  second. 

July  22.    The  single  Sr.  Eva  Maria  Belling  died  from  a  high  fever. 

Aug.  1.  Br.  Denke  was  called  to  a  sick  neighbor,  Casper  Todd,  son- 
in-law  of  Br.  Peter  Foltz. 

Aug.  J/..  At  the  request  of  his  father-in-law,  Pastor  Schober,  Br.  Wolle 
preached  in  the  church  at  Beaver  Dam,  and  visited  a  number  of  persons 
who  were  sick  with  fever. 

Aug.  8.  The  election  of  members  of  the  state  Assembly  was  held  in 
our  tavern,  and  as  usual  many  people  came. 

By  request,  Br.  Steiner  married  the  single  Henry  Clayton  to  the  aus- 
wartige  single  Sr.  Maria  Chitty,  in  the  house  of  Br.  Philip  Blum. 

Aug.  11.  Sunday.  The  congregations  of  Salem,  Bethabara,  and 
Bethania  observed  the  festival  of  the  Thirteenth  of  August.  In  Salem 
Br.  Van  Vleck  held  the  Communion  at  half  past  three,  and  Br.  Schaaf 
the  second  Communion  at  five  o'clock. 

Aug.  12.  The  married  auswartige  Sr.  Philippine  Sommer,  maiden 
name  Christmann,  passed  away  in  Guilford  County. 

Aug.  17.  Through  the  kindness  of  their  Best  Friend  our  children 
had  a  happy  Choir  festival.  ...  At  the  close  of  the  evening  service  the 
wind  instruments  were  played  from  the  balcony  in  front  of  the  church. 

In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  Mary  Aidlett,  daughter  of 
the  miller  in  the  Salem  mill. 

At  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober  Br.  Denke  went  to  the  Lutheran 
church  of  Hopewell  and  preached  a  sermon  preparatory  to  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Aug.  18.  In  Friedberg,  Br.  Denke  told  the  children  that  they  would 
now  be  taught  in  school  the  Catechism  prepared  by  Br.  HiifFel,  and  that 
once  a  month  they  would  repeat  in  the  church  what  they  had  learned. 

Aug.  28.  Sr.  Julianna  Eberhard  consulted  an  eye-doctor  in  Salisbury 
about  the  cataracts  in  her  eyes  which  become  constantly  more  evident,  and 
the  remedies  hitherto  used  have  done  no  good.  She  returned  without 
believing  that  anything  could  be  done. 

Sept.  1.  Br.  Steiner  preached  to  the  Negroes  at  Br.  Kreuser's  farm, 
and  married  the  Negro  Br.  John  Immanuel  to  the  Negro  Sarah,  be- 
longing to  Br.  Zevelly. 

Sept.  8.  The  two  single  Brn.  Heinrich  Schulz  and  Philip  Reich  left 
for  a  visit  in  Pennsylvania. 
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Sept.  21.  The  married  people  of  Friedland  observed  their  Choir  fes- 
tival. Our  friends  Elisha  Lashmit  and  James  Johnson,  of  the  Methodist 
denomination,  attended  the  services  as  observers. 

Sept.  28.  This  morning  a  severe  storm  did  much  damage  to  the  corn- 
fields, in  the  woods  and  in  the  gardens.  Twelve  fruit  trees  were  up- 
rooted around  the  Gemein  Haus  in  Friedland. 

Sept.  30.  In  Friedland  some  dangerous  work  on  the  church  building 
was  successfully  accomplished.  The  lowest  log  had  rotted  and  had  to 
be  taken  out  and  a  new  one  substituted. 

Oct.  The  local  Missionary  Society  held  its  annual  meeting.  The 
members  of  the  Female  Missionary  Society  were  invited  to  the  love- 
feast. 

Oct.  5.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  our  Br.  and  Sr.  Benade  and 
their  six  children  after  a  safe  journey  from  Lititz. 

Oct.  6.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  a  lovefeast  for  the  entire  congre- 
gation and  the  pupils  from  the  Boarding  School.  Br.  and  Sr.  Benade 
were  welcomed,  and  Br.  Benade  was  presented  as  the  pastor  and  preacher 
of  the  Salem  congregation  and  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference  of  the  Wachovia  congregations.  Br.  Van  Yleck  held 
the  service,  and  took  a  touching  leave  of  the  congregation  after  ten  years 
of  residence  here. 

Oct.  13.    Sunday.    Br.  Benade  preached  his  first  sermon  here. 

Oct.  llf.  Early  in  the  morning  Br.  and  Sr.  Yan  Vleck  began  their 
journey.  With  them  went  the  boy  Rudolph  Christ  to  learn  a  handi- 
craft in  Lititz,  and  the  single  Br.  David  Lichtenthaeler,  of  Lititz,  and  the 
single  Sr.  Caroline  Yierling,  of  Bethlehem,  who  have  been  visiting  here. 

From  Lititz  came  the  two  single  Brn.  Michael  Bank  and  James  Hall. 
The  former  wishes  to  remain  here  and  work  at  his  trade  as  a  weaver. 

Oct.  18.    Br.  Jacob  Blum  returned  from  Pennsylvania. 

Oct.  27.  On  Unity  Day  interesting  reports  were  read  from  Greene  - 
kloof  in  South  Africa  and  Nam  in  Labrador. 

Nov.  3.  Br.  Benade  preached  the  sermon  preparatory  to  the  Holy 
Communion,  which  will  be  held  on  November  13th,  in  connection  with 
the  anniversary  of  Salem  congregation  and  the  festival  of  the  Chief 
Elder. 

Nov.  If.  There  was  the  first  prayer  meeting  for  the  communicant 
congregation.17 


17  Taking  the  place  of  the  association  for  Hourly  Intercession. 
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Nov.  10.  In  the  afternoon  there  was  the  funeral  of  Eleonora  Mag- 
dalena,  daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Zevilly,  who  fell  asleep  on  the  7th 
because  of  quinsy.  Her  age  was  two  years,  seven  months,  and  eight  days, 
The  congregation  felt  much  sympathy,  especially  as  the  father  of  this 
tenderly  loved  child  was  away  from  home. 

Nov.  17.  Br.  Benade  married  the  single  Br.  Johann  Heinrich  Lein- 
bach  to  the  single  Sr.  Elisabeth  Schneider. 

Nov.  29.  Toward  evening  a  storm  arose,  which  here  and  there  dam- 
aged fences  and  trees. 

Dec.  2.  The  married  Br.  John  and  Sr.  Anna  Johanna  Ackermann, 
with  their  sons  Allen  Timotheus  and  Romulus  Alexander,  and  the  single 
Salomon  Micke,  moved  today  from  Friedland  to  Salem. 

The  first  snow  of  the  winter  fell,  and  it  turned  unexpectedly  cold. 

Dec.  3.  The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  consulted  today  with  Br. 
Denke  and  three  Brethren  of  the  building  committee  about  the  new 
church  and  parsonage  for  Friedberg. 

Dec.  8.  The  communion  lovefeast  was  followed  by  the  first  and  second 
Communions. 

Dec.  IS.  By  request,  Br.  Wolle  held  the  funeral  of  our  friend  Jacob 
Sponhauer,  who  fell  asleep  yesterday.  Largely  because  he  desired  it, 
the  Brethren  in  Bethania  have  preached  every  four  weeks  for  many  years 
on  his  farm  on  the  Little  Yadkin. 

Dec.  15.    Br.  Denke  preached  in  Clemmonstown. 

Dec.  25.  The  little  town  girls  had  a  pretty  Christmas  decoration  in 
the  Saal  in  the  Gremein  Haus,  and  there  were  also  pretty  decorations 
in  several  of  the  rooms  in  the  Boarding  School.  During  these  days  the 
girls  pleased  many  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  with  their  dialogues  and 
songs  concerning  the  season. 

In  Hope  many  could  not  attend  the  services  because  of  whooping 
cough  and  fever. 

Dec.  81.  In  the  afternoon  the  children  of  the  congregation  had  their 
meeting  for  the  close  of  the  year,  in  the  little  Saal;  and  the  boarding 
pupils  had  their  meeting  in  the  church. 

At  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  there  was  the  lovefeast  for  the  congre- 
gation and  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School. 

At  ten  o'clock  Br.  Schulz  read  the  Memorabilia  for  this  year. 

At  half  past  eleven  the  congregation  gathered  for  the  end  of  the  year. 
Br.  Benade  held  the  service,  and  as  we  passed  from  the  old  into  the  new 
year  our  hearts  were  filled  with  sweet  trust  and  happy  hope,  strengthened 
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by  the  remarkably  appropriate  texts18  for  this  last  day  of  the  year,  as  we 
looked  backward  and  forward  over  our  walk  in  faith. 

Extracts  from  Salem  Board  Minutes,  1822. 

Jan.  5.  (Aeltesten  Conferenz.)  Br.  Reichel  reported  that  he  had 
taken  the  single  Sr.  Mary  White  to  help  in  the  housekeeping,  as  the 
Negress  Cathy  had  returned  to  the  Quarter  because  she  was  sick. 

Jan.  21.  (Aufseher  Collegium.)  Several  members  have  asked  that 
a  lamp-post  be  placed  at  the  corner  of  Br.  Theodor  Schulz'  house,  to 
light  the  road  to  the  church  on  dark  nights.  A  committee  was  appoint- 
ed to  go  to  the  place  and  see  whether  this  would  be  feasible. 

Jan.  23.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  chairman  read  a  note  from  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  recommending  that  the  Results  of  Synod  of  1818  be 
read  again  in  the  congregations.  A  beginning  will  be  made  when  the 
weather  permits. 

Jan.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  In  a  meeting  of  the  married  Brethren  they 
were  asked  whether  they  were  content  with  the  old  plan  for  a  poor  fund 
for  the  married  people,  widowers,  and  widows  ?  They  made  one  change, 
providing  for  a  managing  committee  consisting  of  the  pfleger  of  the 
married  people,  the  congregation  vorsteher  as  Curator  of  the  widows, 
and  three  Brethren  to  be  elected  from  the  married  Choir.  This  commit- 
tee should  meet  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  should  decide 
who  needed  relief  and  how  much.  The  three  Brn.  Conrad  Kreuser, 
John  Leinbach,  and  Christian  Blum  were  chosen  for  the  committee. 

Br.  Kreuser,  as  Warden  for  this  county,  asked  whether  there  would  be 
any  objection  if  he  presented  to  the  Warden's  Court  the  names  of  two 
married  couples  belonging  to  our  congregation  ?  We  pay  the  county  poor 
tax,  so  have  a  right  to  claim  help  from  the  county,  but  the  question  was 
referred  to  the  committee. 

Feb.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  line  around  the  Salem  lot  has  become  very 
faint  here  and  there,  and  if  possible  it  should  be  run  again  this  spring 
and  the  marks  renewed. 

Br.  Theodor  Schulz  stated  that  he  would  like  to  put  in  order  the 
water-works  which  Br.  von  Schweinitz  started,  but  that  he  would  like 
the  advice  of  several  Brethren  who  understood  such  matters,  and  who 
could  tell  him  how  to  proceed.  The  Brn.  Christoph  and  John  Yogler, 
John  Leinbach,  and  Jacob  Blum  were  appointed. 

Feb.  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Van  Vleck  has  written  from  Bethlehem 
that  the  business  of  the  Unity  Administration  has  been  transferred  from

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Br.  Cunow  to  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  and  that  Br.  Cunow  will  go  to 
Europe. 

Feb.  25.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  lamp-post  with  a  lamp  will  be  placed  at  Br. 
Theodor  Schulz'  house. 

Feb.  27.  (Provincial  Elders  Conference).  An  auxiliary  Female 
Missionary  Society  was  organized  here  recently.  A  letter  written  on 
February  17,  and  addressed  to  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference,  moved 
this  Conference  to  confer  today  with  the  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Con- 
ferenz,  and  to  consider  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  serve  the  Negroes 
of  this  neighborhood  with  the  Sacraments,  etc.,  and  what  would  be  the 
best  manner  in  which  an  attempt  might  be  made.  For  a  considerable 
time,  and  especially  in  the  preparatory  conference  before  the  Synod  of 
1818,  this  wish  was  expressed,  and  the  idea  was  approved  by  Synod. 
For  a  number  of  years  services  for  the  Negroes  were  held  in  the  churches 
at  Bethania,  Hope,  and  Friedberg,  but  they  were  poorly  attended,  and 
have  been  dropped  everywhere. 

Whether  the  Negroes  would  make  better  use  of  the  word  of  God  if  it 
was  given  to  them  in  a  church  of  their  own  only  time  can  show. 

After  considering  various  difficulties,  and  coming  to  certain  conclusions 
it  was  decided  that  an  attempt  must  be  made  to  make  a  definite  effort 
to  preach  the  word  of  God  to  the  Negroes,  and  that: 

1)  A  sermon  shall  be  preached  for  them  once  a  month,  probably  on 
the  first  Sunday  of  each  month,  either  at  the  Quarter,  or  at  Dr. 
Schumann's,  Kreuser's,  or  Jacob  Schulz'.  Perhaps  this  can  be  begun 
by  Easter. 

2)  At  the  first  preaching  service  the  plan  shall  be  clearly  explained  to 
the  Negroes,  and  they  shall  be  told  that  out  of  love  for  them  and  the 
salvation  of  their  immortal  souls  we  will  not  only  preach  the  Gospel  to 
them,  but  we  will  give  personal  attention  to  those  who  obey  the  Gospel, 
who  will  live  as  children  of  God,  and  who  will  avoid  all  disorderly  and 
ungodly  conduct ;  when  it  is  suitable  we  will  serve  them  with  the  Sacra- 
ments as  a  little  congregation;  and  in  time  we  will  build  a  church  for 
them.19 

3)  Those  who  in  the  future  wish  to  belong  to  this  Christian  Negro 
congregation  must  tell  their  preacher  and  have  their  names  written  down. 
Then  closer  acquaintance  with  such  person  must  be  sought  through  one 
or  another  approved  Negro,  or  through  class  meetings,  in  order  to  pre- 
pare him  for  baptism  or  reception  or  the  Holy  Communion  as  the 
case  may  be. 

4)  So  soon  as  this  attempt  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  them  proves  suc- 


10  This  plan  was  carried  out  successfully. 
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cessful,  and  if  they  attend  regularly,  without  disorder  or  giving  offense, 
then  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  best  and  safest  place  where  a  church 
can  be  built  for  them,  care  being  taken  that  it  is  placed  where  it  can 
remain,  and  where  the  Negroes  can  be  under  good  supervision,  and  where 
there  will  be  least  chance  for  disorder,  excess,  and  eventually  repres- 
sion. Probably  it  should  be  a  place  where  the  Negroes  can  have  a 
burial  ground  near  by. 

5)  The  Unity  Missions  diaconie  will  doubtless  bear  the  expense  not 
covered  by  gifts. 

6)  We  believe  that  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  will  be  willing  to  make 
the  intended  beginning. 

March  ^.  (Auf.  Col.)  The  committee  on  God's  Acre  reported  that 
it  was  in  very  bad  order,  with  more  than  one  hundred  graves  level  with 
the  ground,  which  need  to  be  raised.  The  congregation  vorsteher  was 
asked  to  have  the  work  done  before  Easter. 

Br.  George  Foltz  declared  that  he  planned  to  take  over  his  father's 
house,  and  permission  was  given  him  to  build  a  shop  on  the  same  lot. 

Br.  Matthaeus  Rights  reported  that  he  had  taken  the  auswartige  Br. 
Adam  Butner  as  barkeeper  in  the  tavern. 

March  18.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  asked  whether  a 
small  house  might  be  built  in  his  yard,  for  as  pfleger  of  the  Choir  of 
Single  Brethren  and  in  the  work  which  has  been  entrusted  to  him  among 
the  Negroes  he  needed  a  place  where  he  could  speak  with  some  one  pri- 
vately which  could  not  well  be  done  in  his  home.  Collegium  did  not  see 
how  the  cost  of  such  a  little  house  could  be  met  just  now,  and  recom- 
mended that  he  use  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  Brothers  House. 

March  20.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  graves  in  God's  Acre  have  now  been 
put  in  good  order,  and  the  wish  was  expressed  that  the  children  would 
stop  jumping  from  one  mound  to  another.  Br.  Reichel,  Inspector  of  the 
Boarding  School,  offered  to  lend  a  hand,  and  a  kind  reminder  to  the  town 
children  shall  be  given  as  soon  as  possible. 

March  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  minutes  of  the  Conferenz  meeting  of 
March  20  were  read,  and  in  connection  with  the  reference  to  God's  Acre 
the  further  wish  was  expressed  that  a  better-looking  gate  should  be 
placed  at  the  upper  end,  with  a  suitable  inscription. 

April  1.  (Auf.  Col.)  Dr.  Kiihln  sent  word  that  he  had  bought  a 
Negress. 

April  9.  (P.E.C.)  A  letter  from  Br.  John  Gambold,  from  Oochgee- 
logy,  brought  up  a  discussion  of  the  mission  plan  there.  The  departure 
of  Sr.  Gambold  makes  it  impossible  to  begin  a  school  for  Indian  girls 
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at  present.  Br.  Crutchfield  is  willing  to  sell  to  the  mission  a  new 
house,  thirty-six  feet  long,  twenty  feet  wide,  and  two  stories  high,  and 
the  land  which  belongs  to  it,  none  of  which  is  cleared;  also  a  tract  of 
twelve  to  fifteen  acres,  a  short  distance  away,  this  tract  being  of  cleared 
land,  with  a  log  house  on  it.  Thirty  or  forty  feet  from  the  house  is  a 
good  spring.  He  asks  only  $547  for  both  places,  and  he  makes  no  charge 
for  what  he  paid  the  former  tenant  for  his  improvements.  .  .  . 

It  is  still  uncertain  whether  the  Cherokees  will  remain  in  possession  of 
their  land,  but  it  may  be  expected  that  if  the  state  of  Georgia  secures  their 
land  they  will  be  paid  the  value  of  their  improvements. 

If  we  buy  the  mission  property  the  council  of  the  Cherokees  must  be 
told  and  their  consent  must  be  secured.  Colonel  Meigs,  the  agent,  must 
also  be  notified. 

Many  Indians  live  in  that  neighborhood,  and  it  was  resolved  to  take  up 
the  matter  of  purchase.  Br.  Gambold  shall  get  all  possible  information 
from  Br.  Hicks,  and  find  out  whether  difficulties  are  likely  to  arise. 

It  would  be  advantageous  if  a  Sister  could  go  to  Oochgeelogy  before 
long.  Br.  Gambold  will  be  glad  to  remain  at  his  post,  and  although  he 
is  sixty-one  years  old  his  re-marriage  should  be  considered.  We  de- 
cided to  ask  him  whether  for  the  sake  of  the  Saviour  and  His  work  he 
would  be  willing  to  marry  again. 

April  10.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  music  collection  at  Easter  amounted  to 
only  $10.12%,  The  collection  taken  at  the  close  of  the  Easter  preaching 
service  grows  less  each  year,  and  the  music  committee  suggests  that  it  be 
dropped  and  that  two  Brethren  from  their  committee  gather  money  for 
the  fund,  as  was  formerly  done.  Collegium  has  no  objection.  Br.  Schaaf 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  music  committee  last  Monday,  and  found  that 
there  was  dissatisfaction  over  the  way  in  which  the  music  matters  were 
being  handled.  The  committee  seemed  to  wish  that  one  of  their  number 
— apparently  Br.  Friedrich  Meinung — might  have  charge  of  the  concert 
music.  They  seem  to  wish  a  return  to  the  method  of  former  years,  in 
which  one  of  their  number  had  charge  of  the  music  and  of  the  musical 
instruments,  and  gave  orders  for  what  was  needed.  The  director  con- 
sulted with  the  pastor  as  to  what  music  should  be  ordered,  or  with  some 
of  the  musical  members  of  the  Conferenz,  or  the  pastor  might  take  up  the 
matter  with  the  director,  and  then  the  director  attended  to  the  details. 
If  this  is  the  intention  of  the  Brethren  of  the  music  committee,  the 
Conferenz  approves  entirely. 

April  15.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  John  Jordan  writes  from  Philadelphia 
that  he  has  a  good  prospect  for  the  sale  of  dressed  deerskins. 

Several  of  the  musical  Brethren  of  the  Collegium  ask  whether  it  would 
be  permissible  to  buy  a  large  drum  to  be  used  with  the  wind  instru- 
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ments.    Collegium  cannot  consent,  believing  that  it  would  give  offense. 

April  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  John  Ackermann  has  been  given  permission 
to  move  into  Salem,  and  the  Collegium  has  no  objection  to  his  taking 
the  lot20  near  the  tanyard  for  which  he  has  asked. 

May  8.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Horatio  Hamilton  is  given  permission  to 
send  his  grandson,  George  Hamilton,  to  the  boys  school  here.  The  boy 
will  come  to  town  on  Monday  morning,  and  will  go  home  Friday  after- 
noon. During  the  week  he  will  live  with  Br.  and  Sr.  John  Holland, 
who  will  take  care  of  him. 

May  13.  (Auf.  Col.)  Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Jr.,  asked  again  for 
the  lot21  near  the  timber  yard,  and  Collegium  had  no  objection  to  letting 
him  have  it. 

The  country  congregations  asked  for  a  reduction  in  the  price  of 
Communion  bread.  Agreed  that  Friedberg  should  pay  $1  a  year,  Fried- 
land  50c,  and  Hope  40c. 

May  13.  (P.E.C.)  The  rent  received  for  the  big  meadow  in  Beth- 
abara  becomes  less  and  less,  and  has  not  averaged  more  than  $10  annually 
for  the  last  ten  years.  It  was  decided  to  follow  the  advice  of  Br.  Schulz 
and  sell  it  in  small  pieces  at  vendue  for  the  benefit  of  our  Sustentation 
diaconie. 

May  22.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  circular  letter  from  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference  asks  the  Conferenz  to  notify  the  Unity  Elders  Conference 
whether  they  think  that  ministers  and  other  officials  of  the  Unity  should 
be  allowed  to  marry  without  the  use  of  the  lot? 

May  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  felt  sure  that  the  important  question 
relating  to  the  marriage  of  ministers  would  be  settled  by  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference  before  our  letter  could  reach  there;  so  it  was  resolved  to 
write  that  we  would  accept  whatever  the  Unity  Elders  Conference  might 
decide. 

May  29.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  There  was  a  discussion  concerning  the  cele- 
bration of  June  17,  and  about  an  illumination,  and  the  decorations  in 
the  church.  The  Brethren  Benzien  and  Jacob  Blum  were  appointed  a 
decorating  committee  to  serve  with  several  Sisters  and  the  Brn.  Theodor 
Schulz  and  Byhan. 

June  1.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Schulz  reported  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the 
Unity  Vorsteher  Conferenz  urging  that  the  unprofitable  congregation 
diaconie  of  Bethania  should  be  given  up,  and  offering  a  contribution 
toward  the  loss  it  has  occasioned  in  the  Sustentation  Fund  here.  The

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new  statement  proves  that  it  is  the  highest  time  that  this  step  should 
be  taken,  and  Br.  Schulz  will  go  over  the  inventories  of  the  store,  tan- 
yard,  farm,  and  distillery  with  Br.  Christian  Losch.  . .  .  The  best  arrange- 
ment would  be  for  Br.  Christian  Losch  to  take  over  the  property  on  his 
own  account.  .  .  . 

June  10.  (Auf.  Col.)  Some  of  the  little  boys,  especially  on  Satur- 
day afternoons  when  they  are  not  under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers, 
have  been  bathing  in  the  mill  race,  which  is  offensive,  especially  for 
people  who  are  on  their  way  to  the  children's  garden.  The  parents  of 
these  little  boys  shall  be  notified,  in  the  name  of  the  Collegium,  and  shall 
be  told  that  this  must  stop,  and  the  teachers  shall  forbid  the  boys  to  do  it. 

June  11.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Christian  Losch  will  take  over  the  farm, 
tannery,  and  distillery  of  Bethania  at  inventory  value,  but  will  not 
take  the  store  stock  for  less  than  a  25%  discount.  To  sell  it  at  vendue 
would  cause  a  far  greater  loss,  as  would  also  be  the  case  if  it  were  used 
to  open  a  second  store  in  Salem,  so  it  was  decided  to  let  Br.  Losch  have  it 
at  that  figure.  Br.  Losch  will  take  the  lots  in  fee  simple,  and  this  will 
be  the  beginning  of  the  change  in  the  holding  of  the  Bethania  lands. 

June  12.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conference  read  the  centennial  ode  which 
Br.  Albertini22  prepared  for  Herrnhut. 

Arrangements  were  completed  for  the  celebration  of  the  centennial 
here.  The  march  around  the  Square  after  the  evening  service  shall  be 
in  the  following  order — first  the  musicians,  then  the  Sisters  and  children, 
then  all  the  Brethren. 

June  19.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  reported  that  classes  have  begun 
again  in  the  School. 

July  12.  (P.E.C.)  It  may  be  expected  that  the  changes  in  Bethania 
will  lead  to  ownership  of  lots  there  by  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Bethania  congregation,  but  the  Committee  and  the  house-fathers  will 
be  urged  to  do  their  best  to  limit  it  to  members. 

July  15.  (Auf.  Col.)  A  committee  from  the  Aufseher  Collegium 
suggested  that  the  surplus  in  the  diaconie  of  the  Single  Sisters  be 
divided  as  follows :

For  the  poor  fund   150.00 

For  needy  Single  Sisters  in  Bethlehem   50.00 

For  missions   50.00

July  22.  (Auf.  Col.)  There  is  not  always  place  enough  for  the 
country  ministers  when  they  come  to  town.  Br.  Rights  is  willing  to  take 
them  at  the  tavern  for  a  reasonable  rate. 

July  29.  (Auf.  Col.)  Everything  possible  should  be  done  to  pre- 
vent the  sale  of  brandy  by  private  persons.  Collegium  stipulates  that  it 
should  be  sold  only  at  the  tavern,  and  there  at  a  reasonable  price. 

A  few  evenings  ago  squibs  were  set  off  near  the  town,  and  fire  might 
have  resulted.  The  young  Brethren  shall  be  asked  to  go  farther  from 
the  town  and  avoid  danger. 

Aug.  7.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  A  change  is  needed  in  regard  to  payment  of 
postage.  It  would  seem  best  for  Salem  diaconie  to  pay  for  letters 
received  here,  and  for  Bethlehem  to  pay  for  letters  arriving  there. 

Aug.  13.  (P.E.C.)  Sr.  Kramsch,  president  of  the  Female  Mission- 
ary Society,  has  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference a  draft  of  a  constitution  for  the  Female  Missionary  Society. 
Also  a  letter  from  Pastor  Schober  in  which  he  offers  his  help  in  the  plan 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  nearer  and  more  distant  Negroes,  and  with 
the  help  of  the  Lord  to  gather  them  into  Christian  congregations. 

It  is  encouraging  that  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lexington  he  was  asked 
by  the  Negroes  and  their  masters  to  hold  a  service  in  a  shed,  where  he 
had  about  forty  attentive  listeners. 

A  gentleman  in  that  neighborhood  who  wishes  well  to  his  slaves  asked 
him,  at  their  request,  to  preach  for  them.  This  gentleman  declared 
himself  willing  to  allow  a  missionary  of  the  Brethren  to  preach  to  the 
slaves  on  his  plantation,  as  he  knew  well  that  the  Brethren  would  not 
speak  to  them  of  freedom  but  of  the  Gospel  and  of  obedience. 

The  ministers  of  the  Lutheran  Synod,  and  the  deputies  of  the  English 
Episcopal  Church  who  were  present,  gave  their  written  approval23  also, 
and  gave  the  Brethren  full  permission  to  preach  in  their  districts  and 
carry  out  their  laudable  purpose  for  the  Negroes.  We  regret  that  we 
do  not  have  the  Brethren  to  send  out  as  missionaries. 

Sept.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  older  girl,  Frederica  Pfohl,  has  reached 
the  age  to  leave  the  Boarding  School.  She  shows  ability  to  become  a 
teacher,  and  Br.  Pfohl  will  be  asked  to  allow  her  to  remain  in  Salem  and 
work  in  the  Sisters  House  and  at  the  same  time  continue  her  studies.

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Sept.  24.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Schmidt  wrote  from  Springplace  asking 
that  money  be  sent  so  that  he  might  order  certain  needed  things  from 
Augusta  before  winter.  Br.  Schulz  will  find  out  the  best  way  to  send 
the  money. 

Sept.  25.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  brought  the  request  of  one  of 
the  pupils  in  the  Boarding  School,  Rebecca  Martin,  who  wishes  to  par- 
ticipate with  us  in  the  Holy  Communion.  She  belongs  to  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  has  a  certificate  from  the  minister  that  she  has 
attended  Communion  there  and  that  her  character  is  good.  She  was 
therefore  given  permission  to  attend  the  next  Communion  with  us. 

Oct.  8.  (P.E.C.)  With  the  approval  of  Conference,  and  at  the 
request  of  Br.  Schaaf,  Br.  Schulz  has  agreed  to  keep  the  minutes  of  this 
Conference. 

Br.  Gambold  has  written  that  he  is  afraid  to  journey  hither  alone, 
because  the  horse  which  Br.  Proske  brought  with  him  is  so  wild.  His 
brother,  Joseph  Gambold,  has  been  invited  by  his  son  in  Eriedland  who 
offers  to  care  for  him  in  his  old  age,  and  who  offers  to  send  to  Spring- 
place  for  him.  Br.  Gambold  suggests  that  this  will  be  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  him  to  come. 

It  was  decided  that  Br.Reich  could  well  be  spared  from  the  Spring- 
place  farm  work  at  this  season,  and  that  it  would  be  better  for  him  to 
bring  Br.  John  Gambold  in  the  wagon  which  Br.  Proske  took  from  here, 
and  then  he  could  take  him  back  again.  Br.  Joseph  Gambold  can 
come  at  the  same  time. 

Oct.  9.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Conference  discussed  the  condition  of  our 
young  people,  who  have  interpreted  the  abrogation  of  the  lot  in  mar- 
riages as  giving  the  sexes  permission  to  mingle  in  a  way  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  wholesome  customs  of  our  town. 

Oct.  16.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  The  two  single  Brn.  James  Hall,  a  shoe- 
maker, and  Michael  Bank,  a  damask  weaver,  have  come  from  Lititz  on 
a  visit.  The  former  will  work  with  Br.  Charles  Lash,  and  the  latter  will 
establish  himself  in  his  profession  and  if  circumstances  permit  he  will 
remain  here. 

Nov.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  It  was  decided  that  Br.  Andreas  Benade 
should  speak  earnestly  to  the  Single  Brethren  and  the  Single  Sisters  in 
their  Choir  meetings,  and  should  recommend  to  them  the  loyal  follow- 
ing of  our  congregation  rules,  pointing  out  certain  rules  dealing  with 
morals  and  propriety,  and  urging  them  to  observe  them  faithfully. 

Nov.  20.    (Aelt.  Conf.)    A  letter  was  received  from  the  Unity  Elders 
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Conference,  which  has  decided  to  let  the  matter  of  the  marriage  of  min- 
isters remain  as  it  is  until  the  next  Synod. 

Nov.  21.  (P.E.C.)  The  building  committee  of  Friedberg  consists 
of  ten  elected  Brethren  and  the  standing  Committee,  twenty-one  in  all. 
They  are  undertaking  to  build  a  combination  parsonage  and  church. 
It  will  be  two  stories  high,  of  wood,  covered  on  the  outside  with  clap- 
boards and  walled  on  the  inside  with  brick.  The  house  will  be  thirty- 
six  by  sixty-four  feet.  The  church  will  have  a  pulpit  and  three  gal- 
leries. The  committee  asked  the  help  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Con- 
ference in  securing  building  materials;  also  asked  permission  to  place 
it  opposite  the  present  building,  across  the  Rowan  County  line ;  and  fur- 
ther that  some  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Unity  Administration  might 
be  reserved  for  the  congregation. 

The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  will  try  to  help  them  secure  con- 
tributions ;  they  may  cut  building  timber  on  the  Unity  land ;  and  addi- 
tional land  will  be  reserved  for  them.  The  rest  they  must  do  them- 
selves. 

Nov.  27.  (P.E.C.)  Day  before  yesterday  a  letter  was  received 
from  Br.  Huff  el  in  Bethlehem.  He  announced  several  changes  among 
the  ministers  there,  and  asked  that  if  our  Conference  approved  a  call 
might  be  extended  to  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  to  become  pastor 
of  the  congregation  in  Philadelphia.  This  call  received  the  approval  of 
the  Lord  through  the  lot,  and  Br.  Benade  was  asked  to  take  the  call  to 
Br.  Beichel  today. 

Nov.  27.  (Congregation  Council.)  The  proposal  to  stop  ringing 
the  bell  for  stopping  work  was  approved,  for  everybody  knows  when  the 
sun  goes  down. 

Br,  John  Leinbach  was  willing  to  continue  service  as  fire  inspector. 

In  view  of  the  small  amount  of  water  in  town  available  in  case  of  fire, 
Council  approved  the  suggestion  that  the  Aufseher  Collegium  be 
asked  to  provide  good  and  durable  cisterns  in  which  the  rain  water  from 
the  roofs  of  the  Gemein  Haus,  the  Boarding  School,  and  the  Sisters 
House  could  be  gathered.  The  Boarding  School,  and  probably  the  Sis- 
ters House,  will  be  glad  to  cooperate. 

Nov.  27.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  We  think  that  it  will  be  proper  to  sell  to 
Br.  Jacob  Schultz  some  of  the  land  hitherto  held  by  the  Brothers  House. 
Money  received  shall  go  to  the  congregation  diaconie  to  cover  part  of 
the  deficit  in  the  account  of  the  Brothers  House. 

Dec.  11.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Henry  Schulz  is  willing  to  take  charge 
of  the  leather-dressing  business  for  the  congregation  diaconie. 
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Dec.  18.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Recently  it  has  been  proposed  again  that  the 
benches  in  the  Sisters  gallery  of  the  church  should  be  raised  so  that  those 
sitting  there  can  see  the  minister. 

Dec.  19.  (P.E.C.)  Br.  Gotthold  Benjamin  Reichel  has  accepted  the 
call  as  pastor  of  the  congregation  of  the  Brethren  in  Philadelphia,  if  the 
committee  there  approves. 

After  Br.  John  Gambold  had  drawn  a  clear  plan  showing  the  location 
of  all  the  little  houses  in  Springplace  we  agreed  with  him  that  it  was 
necessary  to  build  a  roomy  dwelling,  of  logs,  near  the  church.  If  possible, 
the  chimneys  should  be  built  of  brick,  not  of  wood. 

If  possible,  a  copy  of  the  mission  diary  should  be  sent  to  us  every 
quarter,  or  semi-annually,  for  our  information  and  for  the  Unity  Elders 
Conference.    Br.  John  Gambold  promised  to  attend  to  this. 

For  lack  of  room  and  equipment  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  intro- 
duce the  Lancaster  method  in  the  school  for  Cherokee  children,  and  there 
are  not  enough  scholars,  but  if  the  numbers  increase  the  missionaries 
will  give  that  method  due  consideration,  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of 
the  Secretary  of  "War. 

Dec.  SO.  (Aelt.  Conf.)  Br.  Reichel  will  attend  to  raising  the 
benches  in  the  Sisters  gallery. 

Br.  Abraham  Steiner,  Sr.,  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his  office  as  inspector 
of  the  boys  school,  because  he  has  so  much  headache.  Next  year  Br. 
Andreas  Benade  will  serve  as  inspector.  Br.  Steiner  was  given  hearty 
thanks  for  his  efforts. 

The  widowed  Br.  Thomas  Wellfare  (or  Wohlfahrt)  plans  to  marry 
the  single  Sr.  Mary  Towle.  He  may  perhaps  be  married  on  the  12th  of 
January  of  next  year.  Plans  for  his  betrothal  and  marriage  were 
arranged.  They  will  be  in  the  usual  manner  except  that  permission 
is  given  that  they  may  come  into  the  church  together  instead  of  being 
escorted  in. 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Bethabara,  1822. 
Jan.  3.    Br.  Strohle  went  to  Salem  to  attend  the  solemn  opening 
of  the  Conferences. 

/ an.  1+.  Before  day  it  began  to  snow,  and  continued  steadily  until  late 
in  the  evening. 

J an.  5.  It  was  unusually  cold  for  this  climate,  and  this  morning  the 
Fahrenheit  thermometer  stood  at  12°  below  zero  and  did  not  rise  above 
zero  all  day.  It  was  impossible  to  travel  on  foot,  30  Br.  Meinung  took 
Br.  Strohle  home  in  the  chair. 
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Jan.  8.  Last  night  it  snowed  and  rained  and  sleeted;  then  cleared 
piercingly  cold. 

Jan.  25.    This  morning  the  thermometer  was  2°  above  zero. 

Jan.  27.  Sunday.  Last  night  it  rained  very  hard,  and  the  roads 
were  so  extremely  bad  and  the  air  so  cold  that  only  two  services  could 
be  held. 

J  an.  28.  During  the  rest  of  this  week  no  services  could  be  held,  partly 
because  of  rain  and  partly  because  of  the  condition  of  the  roads. 

Feb.  Jf.    No  service  because  of  the  cold. 

Feb.  11.    The  thermometer  stood  at  zero. 

Feb.  15.  Yesterday  and  last  night  it  rained  heavily,  but  today  was 
warm,  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

Feb.  20.    It  rained  all  day  and  during  the  night. 

Feb.  22.    Yesterday  was  pleasant,  but  today  has  been  very  windy. 

Feb.  27.  For  some  time  it  has  frozen  every  night,  but  the  days  have 
been  quite  pleasant. 

March  9.  Late  last  night  there  came  a  severe  storm  with  cold  rain 
and  sleet,  which  continued  today. 

March  10.  Last  night  there  was  a  heavy  snow  storm  which  lasted 
until  this  afternoon.    The  snow  lay  four  or  five  inches  deep. 

March  16.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow  and  continued  until  about 
noon  today.    Then  the  snow  melted,  making  the  roads  muddy. 

March  23.  Br.  Rude  came  from  Friedberg.  His  wife  and  eight  of 
their  children  arrived  day  before  yesterday.  They  will  live  in  the 
former  store  building. 

March  28.  It  rained  oif  and  on,  and  in  the  evening  stormed  so  that 
no  service  could  be  held. 

April  7.  Easter  Sunday.  We  met  in  the  church  at  half  past  five, 
sang  several  hymns,  then  went  to  God's  Acre  where  we  prayed  the 
Easter  litany.    The  weather  was  quite  mild. 

April  10.  After  some  weeks  of  very  dry  weather  we  finally  had  a 
much  desired  rain  toward  evening. 

April  12.  Here  in  town  there  was  the  public  sale  of  the  property  of 
Br.  Jacob  Loesch,  who  fell  asleep  last  year  in  Fayetteville. 

April  16.  The  Brn.  Schulz  and  Meinung  came  from  Salem  to  collect 
the  rents.    In  the  seventh  hour  of  the  morning  there  came  a  storm  with 
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hard  rain  which  continued  with  little  intermission  until  after  noon, 
whereby  all  growing  things  were  much  refreshed. 

April  18.  Between  five  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  there  was  a 
severe  thunder-storm  with  pouring  rain.  This  changed  into  a  general 
rain  which  lasted  until  noon  of  the  20th,  when  it  cleared  rather  cool. 

April  23.  Last  night  it  turned  very  cold,  and  this  morning  the  earth 
was  white  with  frost.    Some  vegetables  were  frozen. 

April  27.  There  was  a  much  desired  rain  which  lasted  for  several 
hours. 

May  If-.  A  fairly  hard  thunder-storm  brought  a  much  desired  rain 
which  lasted  several  hours  and  refreshed  the  thirsty  ground. 

May  8.    In  the  ninth  hour  there  was  a  hard  rain. 

May  19.  Sunday.  A  new  Committee  was  elected,  consisting  of  the 
Brn.  John  Butner,  John  Spach,  Peter  Schor,  and  Joseph  Krause,  of 
whom  the  first  three  were  re-elected. 

May  20.  It  rained  all  day,  with  lightning  and  thunder  at  intervals. 
All  growing  things,  which  had  suffered  greatly  from  the  long  drought, 
revived  nicely. 

May  22.  We  had  more  rain,  and  the  following  days  were  cloudy  and 
cool. 

May  26.    We  had  several  showers. 

June  3.  Monday.  The  hay  harvest  began.  The  following  days 
were  cloudy,  with  occasional  showers. 

June  19.  In  the  evening  a  thunder-storm  from  the  northwest  passed 
over  our  town  and  brought  a  fine  rain  which  lasted  about  an  hour 
and  a  half,  and  greatly  refreshed  the  gardens  which  had  suffered  from 
the  long  dry  spell.  Toward  the  next  morning  there  was  another 
storm  with  a  desired  rain. 

J une  23.  Soon  after  noon  there  came  a  storm  with  a  hard  rain,  which 
lasted  two  hours  and  flooded  the  meadows  near  the  town. 

June  26.  The  heat  has  been  very  great,  and  it  was  appreciably  les- 
sened by  several  much  desired  showers. 

July  3.    It  is  still  very  hot. 

/ uly  5.    Last  night  there  was  some  rain. 

July  14.  The  children's  hour  was  omitted  because  of  the  great  heat. 
July  30.    This  entire  month  has  been  very  hot  and  dry. 
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Aug.  2.  At  last  we  have  had  a  greatly  desired  rain,  which  lasted 
from  four  to  half  past  five  o'clock. 

Aug.  4-  There  was  rain  from  half  past  five  in  the  afternoon  until  late 
at  night.    The  following  days  were  very  cool,  with  a  little  rain. 

Aug.  8.  Some  of  the  Brethren  went  to  Bethania,  others  to  Salem, 
for  the  election.  It  rained  steadily  from  early  morning  to  late  in  the 
night. 

Aug.  11.  The  memorial  day  of  August  Thirteenth  was  observed  here. 
It  was  very  hot,  and  for  several  days  the  thermometer  continued  to  rise 
several  degrees  above  ninety. 

Aug.  16.  The  rain  which  began  yesterday  continued  today,  and  until 
the  morning  of  the  17th. 

Aug.  19.    Cutting  of  the  second  crop  of  hay  was  begun. 

Aug.  20,  21.    There  were  hard  showers  during  the  night. 

Sept.  5.  During  this  week  the  nights  were  very  cool,  but  the  days 
were  warm. 

Sept.  8.    It  is  oppressively  hot. 

Sept.  27.    Yesterday  and  today  there  has  been  rain. 

Sept.  28.  Last  night  the  downpour  began  again,  with  terrible  wind 
from  the  northwest,  and  then  from  all  corners  of  the  heavens,  such  as  we 
have  not  had  this  year.  Meadows  and  roads  were  flooded,  and  here  and 
there  trees  were  uprooted. 

Oct.  If.    After  several  cloudy  and  very  cold  days,  today  was  pleasant. 

Oct.  10.  Rain  which  began  last  night  and  continued  all  day  has 
flooded  the  roads  and  meadows.  It  should  be  added  that  the  winter 
school  for  the  children  began  on  Monday,  the  seventh. 

Oct.  15.    This  morning  there  was  the  first  frost. 

Oct.  28.  Early  this  morning  a  man  was  found  dead,  about  a  quarter- 
mile  from  here,  on  the  road  to  his  farm.  Last  evening  he  was  seen  to 
pass  through  this  town  on  his  way  home,  and  then  he  was  drunk. 
After  a  legal  investigation  the  man  was  quietly  buried  on  his  farm. 

Oct.  31.  For  two  nights  it  has  frozen,  but  the  days  have  been 
pleasant. 

Nov.  3.  Sunday.  Immediately  after  the  evening  service  it  began  to 
rain  hard,  and  continued  until  late  in  the  night. 

Nov.  11.    The  weather  was  very  warm  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

Nov.  13.    This  was  a  stormy,  rainy  day.    The  following  days  were 
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comfortable,  but  the  nights  were  piercingly  cold,  with  heavy  frost. 

Nov.  17.  We  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  our  congregation,  and  com- 
bined with  it  a  post-celebration  of  the  festival  of  the  Chief  Elder. 

Nov.  30.  Soon  after  eight  o'clock  this  morning  there  was  a  thunder- 
storm, with  rather  hard  rain.  In  the  eighth  hour  of  the  evening  there 
was  a  more  severe  storm,  with  hard  rain  and  strong  wind,  which  lasted 
until  late  at  night  and  here  and  there  damaged  fences  and  trees.  It  made 
the  roads  very  bad,  and  flooded  the  meadows. 

Dec.  2.  This  morning  the  Brn.  John  and  Joseph  Gambold  passed  on 
their  way  from  the  Cherokee  land  to  Salem.    It  was  a  raw,  cold  day. 

Dec.  3.  Last  night  it  began  to  snow  for  the  first  time  this  winter. 
About  nine  o'clock  this  morning  it  cleared  from  the  northwest,  and  was 
very  cold. 

Dec.  This  morning  the  thermometer  stood  at  6°  above  zero.  The 
next  two  days  were  piercingly  cold. 

Dec.  7.    It  sleeted,  snowed,  and  rained  all  day. 

Dec.  12,  13.  The  weather  was  very  cloudy  and  unpleasant.  During 
the  following  night  it  rained  heavily. 

Dec.  16, 17.    There  were  no  services  because  of  the  cold,  rainy  weather. 

Dec.  22.    Yesterday  and  today  there  was  much  rain. 

Dec.  27.  This  morning  it  began  to  snow,  then  rained  all  day.  It  also 
rained  on  the  28th. 

Dec.  30.    The  weather  was  raw  and  disagreeable. 

Extracts  from  Bethania  Diary,  1822. 

Jan.  5.  It  was  extraordinarily  cold,  worse  than  two  years  ago  which 
was  then  considered  the  coldest  known  here.  The  thermometer  was  8° 
to  10°  below  zero,  particles  of  ice  floated  in  the  air,  and  vegetables  froze 
in  the  cellars. 

Jan.  12.  This  day  was  made  noteworthy  because  of  the  following. 
In  a  recent  conference  of  the  ministers  of  this  congregation  they  felt 
impelled  to  do  more,  especially  for  the  members  living  out  of  town,  and 
to  hold  special  meetings  among  them  from  time  to  time.  .  .  .  This  would 
also  be  of  value  for  old  and  weak  auswartige  members,  who  find  it 
difficult  to  come  to  Bethania.  Suitable  places  for  such  meetings  would 
be  in  the  house  of  Br.  Peter  Pfaff,  in  Pf afftown,  and  in  the  house  of  Br. 
Jacob  Krieger.    With  this  in  view  Br.  Wolle  went  today  to  Pfafftown, 
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and  was  pleased  by  the  large  number  gathered  to  hear  him,  to  whom  he 
explained  the  plan. 

J an.  13.  The  evening  meetings  of  this  week  were  held  in  Br.  Pf  ohl's 
room,  because  of  the  continued  cold. 

Jan.  26.  Saturday.  Br.  Wolle  went  to  the  home  of  Br.  Jacob 
Krieger,  and  held  the  first  service  there;  it  will  be  repeated  every  four 
weeks. 

Feb.  9.  Saturday.  Br.  Wolle  went  to  PfafFs  Settlement  to  hold 
the  four-weekly  service. 

March  9.  Saturday.  Br.  Wolle  could  not  go  to  PfafFs  Settlement 
because  it  was  a  very  disagreeable  winter  day  with  sleet,  snow,  and  a 
high  wind  from  the  northeast. 

March  10.  Because  of  the  continuing  sleet  and  snow  very  few  could 
come  to  the  services,  even  of  the  members  living  in  town. 

March  17.  Sunday.  We  celebrated  our  congregation  festival,  instead 
of  waiting  until  the  19th. 

April  6.  All  the  services  of  this  Passion  Week  have  been  so  well 
attended,  especially  by  the  members  living  in  town,  that  we  have  re- 
joiced with  thanksgiving. 

April  SO.  During  this  month  the  single  John  Strub  has  again  become 
a  member  of  our  congregation,  has  received  permission  to  settle  in  town, 
and  has  bought  the  Bockel  lot. 

May  1.  Daniel  and  Susanna  Elisabeth  Buttner  have  received  permis- 
sion to  become  residents  of  the  town,  and  to  take  the  former  Hege  lot. 

May  Jf.  During  the  afternoon  there  was  a  terrific  storm,  during  which 
six  times  lightning  and  thunder  were  simultaneous,  yet  it  passed  without 
striking,  for  which  we  were  heartily  thankful  to  our  heavenly  Father. 

May  5.  The  house-fathers  of  the  town  met  to  consider  revision  of  the 
Brotherly  Agreement  of  Bethania,  which  was  drawn  up  in  the  year  1780, 
and  contains  a  number  of  points  which  are  no  longer  applicable.  The 
Brethren  were  unanimous  in  desiring  a  new  draft,  and  gave  written 
authority  to  the  present  Committee,  with  advice  from  the  Provincial 
Elders  Conference,  to  prepare  a  shorter,  clearer,  and  more  suitable 
document. 

May  10.  Br.  Pfohl  was  taken  to  Salem  on  a  visit.  He  had  not  been 
there  for  more  than  two  years. 

May  11.  Saturday.  Br.  Wolle  held  the  four-weekly  preaching  at 
Joh.  Jacob  Sponhauer's. 
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May  12.  Not  many  came  to  preaching,  so  Br.  Wolle  read  to  them  a 
selection  from  Br.  LoskieFs  book,  Etwas  furs  Herz2i — the  portion  deal- 
ing with  the  appearances  of  the  Saviour  to  His  disciples  in  the  forty 
days  after  Easter. 

May  18.    Br.  Pfohl  returned  from  Salem. 

May  27.  By  request,  Br.  Wolle  preached  for  the  Negroes  on  a  farm 
three  miles  from  here,  and  baptized  three  Negro  babies. 

June  16.  Sunday.  It  was  not  convenient  for  us  to  celebrate  the 
centennial  of  the  beginning  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren  tomorrow, 
so  we  did  the  best  we  could  today.  ...  In  the  afternoon  Br.  and  Sr. 
Wolle  went  to  Salem  to  share  in  the  centennial  celebration  tomorrow. 

J une  18.    The  wheat  harvest  began  this  week. 

July  16.  The  Brethren  of  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference  came 
from  Salem  and  met  with  the  Committee  in  the  morning  and  with  all  the 
house-fathers  in  the  afternoon.  They  considered  a  proposed  change 
in  the  holding  of  the  leased  lots  here,  but  nothing  was  decided  definitely. 

Aug.  5.  Br.  Wolle  visited  seven  families  of  our  auswartige  members 
in  which  there  are  cases  of  the  fever  epidemic  in  this  neighborhood. 

Aug.  6.  By  request,  Br.  Wolle  held  a  funeral  at  the  Beaver  Dam 
church. 

Aug.  25.  Today  our  Sr.  Maria  Matilde  Grabs  and  her  three-year-old 
daughter  went  with  her  brother-in-law,  Br.  Christian  Heinrich  Grabs, 
and  his  wife  to  visit  a  relative  on  the  other  side  of  the  Yadkin  River. 
As  they  crossed  the  river  she  and  her  child  had  a  wonderful  escape  from 
death.  They  were  being  taken  across  the  river  in  a  canoe,  and  in  the 
middle  of  the  stream  our  Sister  became  dizzy,  and  fell  with  her  child  out 
of  the  canoe,  where  she  was  sitting  on  one  of  the  boards  placed  across 
the  canoe  because  the  canoe  itself  was  wet  and  dirty.  Her  brother-in-law 
and  one  of  the  men  who  was  taking  them  across  (fortunately  there  were 
two  in  the  canoe)  immediately  sprang  into  the  river  to  rescue  them,  and 
the  first  was  so  fortunate  as  to  see  the  green  hat  which  the  child  was 
wearing,  although  the  child  was  already  deep  in  the  water.  He  dived, 
seized  the  child  and  brought  it  safely  to  the  canoe.  The  other  man  had 
gone  only  a  short  distance  further  when  Sr.  Maria  Matilde  Grabs  seized 
him  by  the  leg  and  held  fast,  as  she  thought  he  was  her  child.  He  tried 
to  raise  her  and  succeeded  with  the  help  of  Br.  Christian  Grabs, 
who  hurried  to  them  as  soon  as  he  had  handed  the  child  to  his  wife,  who 
was  in  the  canoe  with  the  third  man,  and  terribly  frightened.  Together 
they  lifted  Sr.  Grabs  from  the  water  and  into  the  canoe,  which  had  been 
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brought  to  them.  They  completed  the  crossing,  and  soon  reached  the 
home  of  the  relatives,  who  were  nearly  beside  themselves  with  excite- 
ment when  they  saw  them  dripping  with  water.  They  were  at  once  pro- 
vided with  dry  clothing,  and  during  their  stay  they  recovered  from  their 
fright,  so  that  they  could  think  about  returning  to  us.  A  number  of 
their  relatives  saw  them  safely  across  the  water,  and  about  eight  o'clock 
they  reached  here  in  their  stage,  full  of  gratitude  to  our  Saviour. 

Sept.  29.  Michaelmas.  Only  a  few  of  the  auswartige  children  came 
to  the  services,  probably  partly  because  of  the  epidemic  fever  among  the 
auswartige  families,  and  partly  because  of  the  high  water  from  the 
recent  heavy  rains. 

During  the  latter  part  of  this  month  a  number  of  persons  in  town  have 
been  attacked  by  the  fever  prevalent  in  the  neighborhood. 

Oct.  5.  Br.  Pfohl  announced  to  the  congregation  that  Br.  and  Sr. 
Wolle  had  been  called  to  serve  the  congregation  and  Society  of  Lan- 
caster, in  Pennsylvania,  and  that  his  place  here  would  be  filled  by  Br. 
Carl  Anton  Van  Yleck,  hitherto  first  teacher  in  the  Seminary  at  Naza- 
reth Hall. 

Oct.  22.  The  Brn.  Schaaf  and  Theodor  Schulz  came  from  Salem  on 
business.  In  the  afternoon  they  had  a  conference  with  the  house- 
fathers of  our  town,  concerning  the  change  in  lot  holding  which  was 
discussed  last  July.  Today  they  agreed  to  surrender  their  leases, 
and  agreed  with  Br.  Schulz  on  a  purchase  price  for  their  holdings. 

Oct.  28.    Br.  Wolle  commenced  the  winter  school  for  the  children. 

Nov.  18.  Br.  Meinung  came  last  evening  and  Br.  Theodor  Schulz 
this  afternoon,  and  both  busied  themselves  with  surveying  the  fields. 

Nov.  19.  Toward  evening  Br.  Schulz  returned  to  Salem,  but  Br. 
Meinung  remained  to  continue  the  work. 

Nov.  30.  Toward  evening  Br.  John  Gambold,  with  his  brother 
Joseph,  stopped  on  their  way  to  Salem  from  Oochgeelogy  and  Spring- 
place  in  the  Cherokee  land. 

Dec.  1.    Br.  John  Gambold  held  the  gemeinstunde  in  the  evening. 

Dec.  Jf.  Yesterday  our  roofs  and  fields  were  white  with  snow.  This 
morning  the  cold  had  so  increased  that  water  was  frozen  in  buckets  in 
the  kitchens  and  milk  was  frozen  in  the  cellars. 

Dec.  6.  The  Brn.  Theodor  Schulz  and  Friedrich  Meinung  today  prac- 
tically finished  the  survey  of  the  entire  Bethania  tract,  so  they  returned 
to  Salem. 

Dec.  12.    We  were  notified  that  our  good  friend  Johann  Jacob  Spon- 
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hauer  had  ended  his  journey  here  below  after  a  long  illness.  For  many 
years  services  have  been  held  every  four  weeks  on  his  farm  on  the  Little 
Yadkin  River,  and  largely  at  his  request.  Br.  Wolle  went  there  on  the 
following  day  and  held  the  funeral,  which  was  attended  by  a  great  crowd 
of  people. 

Dec.  lJf..  Today  most  of  the  house-fathers  in  the  town  bought  the  land 
which  they  have  hitherto  held  under  lease,  each  taking  twenty  or  more 
acres  of  woodland  in  addition.  They  gave  bonds  for  the  purchase  price 
to  Br.  Theodor  Schulz,  who  had  come  from  Salem  with  Br.  Meinung 
for  the  purpose. 

Dec.  26.  Toward  evening  Br.  Pfohl  married  the  single  Abraham 
Conrad  to  the  widowed  Sr.  Christine  Philippine  Hauser,  maiden  name 
Loesch,  in  her  house.  Br.  and  Sr.  Theodor  Schulz,  as  near  relatives  of 
Sr.  Hauser,  came  for  the  occasion. 

Dec.  31.  Only  six  little  boys  came  for  the  closing  meeting  of  the  year 
for  the  children.  The  little  girls  and  the  rest  of  the  little  boys  had 
whooping  cough,  and  could  not  come  out  in  the  very  cold  and  windy, 
snow  and  sleet  weather. 

Because  of  the  weather  only  one  married  auswartige  couple  could  come 
to  the  closing  meeting  that  night,  and  they  live  near  the  town. 

Extracts  from  Friedherg  Diary,  1822. 

Jan.  20.    Sunday.    Because  of  rain  no  one  came. 

Feb.  17.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the  house-fathers,  to  whom  the 
accounts  were  presented. 

Feb.  21f.  In  Salem  there  was  the  wedding  of  the  single  Br.  Christian 
Hege  to  the  single  Sr.  Anna  Maria  Vogler.    They  will  live  in  Friedberg. 

March  5.  For  two  Sundays  the  single  Philip  Reich  and  Rosina 
Zimmerman  have  been  commended  to  the  congregation,  and  today  they 
were  married  during  a  lovefeast  for  those  who  had  been  invited. 

March  12.  We  welcomed  several  Brethren  and  Sisters  from  Salem  to 
our  congregation  festival. 

March  17.  Br.  Rude  preached  his  farewell  sermon,  and  he  and  his 
family  took  an  affectionate  leave  of  the  congregation,  with  tears  on  both 
sides. 

(Here  Br.  Denke  continues.) 
March  23.    Sr.  Rude  left  on  the  20th  and  Br.  Rude  today. 
March  21f.    I  preached  my  introductory  sermon.    The  Committee  met 
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with  the  house-fathers  and  the  adult  male  members  of  the  Society  to 
consider  needed  repairs  on  the  church  and  parsonage. 

April  5.  Good  Friday.  Sixty-seven  communicants  assembled  for  the 
Lord's  Supper.  They  had  cleaned  God's  Acre,  and  had  improved  the 
road  to  Hope.  It  was  arranged  that  three  wagons  should  move  Br.  and 
Sr.  Denke  hither  next  Thursday. 

April  7.  Easter  Sunday.  So  many  came  that  the  church  and  choir 
were  crowded.    Soon  after  nine  o'clock  we  went  to  God's  Acre.  .  .  . 

April  15.  With  Br.  Yan  Yleck  we  visited  the  members  between  here 
and  Hope. 

April  25.  With  Br.  Christian  Hege  I  rode  out  to  visit  all  the  families 
toward  the  Yadkin  Biver  and  on  Reedy  Creek. 

April  27.  With  Br.  Hirtel's  help  I  began  to  put  the  catalog  in  order 
and  to  prepare  the  muster  list. 

April  28.  Sunday.  The  preaching  service  was  well  attended.  After 
the  sermon  an  announcement  was  made  in  the  name  of  the  Conference 
in  Salem  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee  here.  The  young  men 
of  military  age  were  reminded  that  according  to  the  law  of  the  state  their 
membership  in  the  congregation  exempted  them  from  bearing  arms  or 
attending  muster  in  times  of  peace,  and  they  were  asked  not  to  go  to 
the  muster  grounds  to  look  on,  as  being  seen  there  would  give  offense  and 
bring  shame  to  the  church. 

April  29,  SO.  With  Br.  Jacob  Spach  I  made  a  riding  trip  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  membership  in  this  neighborhood.  The  first  day  we 
rode  toward  Opossumtown,  and  to  Br.  Christian  Hohns ;  the  second  day 
we  went  to  the  South  Fork,  to  Sogass  Creek  and  Lick  Creek,  and  stopped 
at  twenty-six  houses.  Old  John  Hohns  was  sick,  and  rejoiced  when  I  sang 
and  prayed  for  him.    In  the  two  days  I  rode  more  than  sixty  miles. 

(On  the  24th  of  March  a  single  man,  Jacob  Shor,  was  married  to  a 
single  woman  from  Friedland  by  Henry  Rippel,  Esq.) 

May  26.  Whitsunday.  Although  some  rain  fell,  a  large  crowd 
assembled  for  the  evening  meeting. 

June  1.  Saturday.  After  the  communion  lovefeast  sixty-one  partook 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  A  number  of  members  had  sent  word  that  they 
were  not  well,  the  horses  were  busy  plowing,  and  they  were  unable  to 
walk  so  far  in  the  heat,  much  as  they  regretted  missing  the  service. 

June  5.  Br.  Andreas  Wesner  rode  with  me  to  visit  members  living 
this  side  of  and  beyond  Muddy  Creek,  to  where  the  creek  empties  into  the 
Yadkin  River.    I  spoke  with  some  who  had  gradually  withdrawn  from 
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us,  for  no  known  reason,  and  both  Br.  Wesner  and  I  invited  them  to 
return  to  us. 

June  9.    Sunday.    In  spite  of  the  oppressive  heat  the  church  was  full. 

July  2.  With  Br.  George  Fisher,  Sr.,  I  went  to  the  home  of  Br. 
Jacob  Wesner,  and  he  accompanied  us  to  the  home  of  a  neighbor,  Philip 
White,  who  had  begged  that  I  would  visit  him.  He  is  near  death  with 
quick  consumption. 

July  12.    I  held  the  funeral  of  Philip  White  at  his  house. 

Aug.  3.  I  was  called  to  the  Hope  neighborhood  to  visit  the  sick  wife 
of  John  Fiedler. 

Aug.  5.  School  began  today.  The  fathers  of  the  children  who  attend 
school  met  to  elect  Trustees — Br.  Denke,  Andreas  Wesner,  and  George 
Fry,  Sr.,  were  chosen. 

Aug.  17.  At  the  request  of  Pastor  Schober  I  preached  the  prepara- 
tory sermon  and  offered  the  confirmation  prayer  at  the  Lutheran  church 
of  Hopewell. 

Aug.  19,  20.  I  visited  the  sick  and  the  well,  though  in  almost  no  house 
were  all  well. 

Aug.  31.  This  morning  I  preached  a  memorial  sermon  for  three 
persons  who  have  died  recently,  namely  two  children  of  John  Fletcher, 
and  a  young  man  named  David  Miller.  The  service  was  at  the  house  of 
Br.  Jacob  Rominger,  since  they  were  buried  near  there. 

Sept.  28.  We  had  a  severe  storm,  with  wind  from  the  west.  The 
ground  was  soft  from  the  rain  of  the  preceding  days,  so  the  wind  did 
much  damage,  uprooting  trees  in  the  forests  and  orchards,  and  blowing 
down  fences. 

Nov.  12.  In  the  house  of  old  Jacob  Mack  I  married  the  single  Br. 
John  Spach  (son  of  Jacob)  to  the  single  Catharina  Mack. 

Nov.  29.  The  Trustees  of  the  school  met.  Then  the  school  rules  were 
read  and  explained  in  English  and  German  to  the  twenty-five  pupils 
attending  school. 

Dec.  1.  The  building  committee  of  five  Brethren  met  today.  They 
were  elected  yesterday  by  the  general  Friedberg  Committe. 

Dec.  8.    The  thanksgiving  sermon  was  preached  in  the  afternoon. 

Dec.  25.  At  the  lovefeast  for  the  children  verses  were  distributed. 
This  had  not  been  done  for  a  number  of  years,  so  the  children  were  the 
more  pleased.  Not  all  the  children  could  come  as  the  day  was  cloudy 
and  snow  was  falling. 
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which  was  affixed  in  public  places  in  Salem  (viz.  at  the  Tavern,  Store, 
Post  Office,  Toyshop,  Pottery,  Doctor  Shop,  Distillery),  Bethabara, 
Bethania,  Charles  Bagge,  Clemons,  Lazarus  Hege,  Dobson's,  Oppossum- 
town,  Huntsville,  Townfork,  Germantown,  Lexington,  Guilford,  Wil- 
liams, before  Easter,  1809. 

Whereas  a  repeated  Notification  of  our  anxious  wishes,  that  amongst 
our  Visitors,  whom  we  commonly  have  in  great  numbers  on  Easterday, 
none  might  be  found  of  an  improper  and  offensive  Conduct,  was  last 
year  slighted  more  than  ever,  to  the  disturbance  of  ourselves  and  of 
others  who  wished  to  spend  that  day  with  us  in  a  becoming  and  christian 
manner : 

A  resolution  has  therefore  been  found  necessary  by  the  Heads  of  our 
Families  in  Salem  not  only  to  repeat  our  said  wishes,  but  also  that  no 
spirituous  Liquors  shall  be  sold  or  given  to  any  one  from  Saturday  after- 
noon at  four  o'clock  preceding  the  next  coming  Easterday  forward  to  and 
during  said  Easterday,  wherein  we  hope  to  meet  the  wishes  and  expecta- 
tions of  our  candid  Friends  and  Neighbors,  whom  we  also  beg  leave  to 
inform  that  we  shall  neither  allow  Strangers  to  dispose  of  any  Liquors 
in  our  Town  or  its  Environs  on  that  Occasion,  in  obedience  to  the  Laws 
of  our  Country  for  such  Cases  made  and  provided. 

The  Citizens  of  Salem. 

There  will  be  on  Easterday  an  English  Sermon  at  9  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  in  the  Church,  but  no  meeting  in  the  morning  on  the  Burying 
Ground. 

Account  of  the  Consecration  of  the  new  Church  in  Bethania  on 
March  19th,  and  of  the  Celebration  of  the  Jubilee  of  the 
Congregation  on  March  20,  1809. 

Through  the  blessing  and  gracious  help  of  our  dear  Lord  the  building 
of  our  new  church  was  so  far  completed  that  it  could  be  used,  and  today, 
Sunday  the  19th  of  March,  was  appointed  for  the  formal  public  conse- 
cration. The  cornerstone  for  the  building  was  laid  on  October  22, 
1806. 

The  Brethren  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze,  their  wives,  the 
musicians  from  Salem,  and  a  large  number  of  Brethren,  Sisters,  and 
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children  from  Bethabara  and  our  country  congregations,  came  to  us  for 
the  day. 

We  had  sent  verbal  and  written  invitations  to  our  neighbors  to  attend 
the  ceremony,  and  so  many  came  from  near  and  far  that  we  cannot  give 
their  number.  When  the  first  bell  rang  the  people  crowded  into  our 
church  and  took  all  the  seats,  and  when  preaching  began  at  half  past  ten 
many  of  our  own  members  had  to  stay  at  home  because  they  could  find 
no  place;  indeed  several  hundred  visitors  could  not  get  in,  though  the 
choir,  the  vestibule,  and  the  aisles  were  filled. 

After  the  choir  had  rendered  the  anthem:  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new 
song,  the  congregation  sang  three  stanzas  of  the  hymn  : 

Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  of  Sabbaoth. 

Then  the  congregation  stood,  and  Br.  Reichel  offered  the  prayer  of 
dedication,  and  consecrated  this  house  as  a  House  of  God,  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  praying  earnestly  that 
the  Holy  Trinity  would  fill  it  with  His  presence.  .  .  . 

Then  Br.  Reichel  preached  in  the  German  language,  using  the  text: 
God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their 
trespasses  unto  them;  and  hath  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconcilia- 
tion. .  .  . 

The  choir  sang :  Now  Lord,  our  God,  we  give  Thee  thanks;  and  the  con- 
gregation responded  with  the  hymn : 

Now  thank  we  all  our  God 

With  hearts  and  hands  and  voices. 

The  Lord's  Prayer  was  repeated;  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  laid 
upon  the  congregation. 

As  people  left  the  church  a  collection  was  taken  for  the  building  fund. 

In  the  afternoon  at  one  o'clock  the  English  preaching  was  held,  and 
again  the  church  was  crowded. 

The  service  began  with  an  anthem  by  the  choir :  Sing  and  rejoice,  0 
daughter  of  Zion.    The  congregation  sang  two  verses  of  the  hymn : 

Jesus,  Source  of  our  salvation, 
Conqueror  both  of  death  and  hell. 

Br.  Benzien  offered  a  fervent  prayer  .  .  .  ;  then  preached  on  the  text: 
Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  choosest,  and  causest  to  approach  unto  thee, 
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that  he  may  dwell  in  thy  courts:  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  goodness  of 
thy  house,  even  of  thy  holy  temple.  .  .  . 

After  the  sermon  the  choir  sang :  Saints  and  angels  joined  in  concert. 
Then  the  congregation  stood  and  Br.  Benzien  prayed  part  of  the  church 
litany ;  and  after  the  singing  of  the  hymn : 

Praises,  thanks,  and  adoration, 

he  laid  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  the  congregation. 

A  collection  was  again  taken  as  people  left  the  church. 

These  two  sermons  were  heard  with  close  attention,  and  although  the 
number  present  was  very  large  it  was  very  quiet,  indeed  the  visitors 
were  quiet  all  day  and  good  order  was  maintained  more  easily  than  we 
had  expected. 

After  the  English  service  the  visitors  left,  and  also  many  of  our 
Brethren  and  Sisters  from  our  various  congregations.  Those  of  the  lat- 
ter who  remained  over  night  were  entertained  by  our  families  in  town. 

March  20.  In  the  morning  about  six  o'clock  the  jubilee  of  the  congre- 
gation was  announced  by  the  musicians  from  Salem  with  trombones  and 
trumpets  played  from  the  tower  of  our  new  church. 

In  the  morning  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz 
came  from  Salem,  together  with  members  from  our  other  congregations, 
to  take  part  in  our  jubilee  celebration.  There  were  also  some  good 
friends  from  the  neighborhood,  chiefly  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
attending  services  here,  and  who  were  happy  to  be  with  us  today. 

The  morning  blessing  was  held  at  ten  o'clock.  First  the  choir  sang: 
/  have  hallowed  this  house,  to  put  my  name  there  forever;  and  mine  eyes 
and  mine  heart  shall  be  there  perpetually.  To  this  the  congregation 
responded : 

The  Saviour's  blood  and  righteousness 
Be  of  this  house  the  glorious  dress. 

Br.  Reichel  stated  that  this  was  our  congregation  festival,  postponed 
from  yesterday,  and  also  the  jubilee  of  the  congregation,  as  in  the 
fall  of  1809  it  will  be  fifty  years  since  the  beginning  of  this  village  in 
1759.  By  April  of  the  following  year  ten  houses  had  been  built  and 
occupied,  and  the  first  meeting-hall  had  been  consecrated.  The  first 
reception  of  members  into  the  Unity  of  Brethren  in  Wachovia  took  place 
in  Bethania  in  the  same  year  of  1760,  on  Sunday  Quasimodo geniti,  and 
on  the  same  day  the  first  Holy  Communion  here  was  held.  On  April  23 
there  was  the  first  funeral. 
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The  reason  for  changing  our  congregation  festival  to  the  19th  of 
March  was  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  meeting-hall  which  has 
been  in  use  for  thirty-eight  years.  That  cornerstone  was  laid  on  March  19, 
1770,  and  the  hall  was  consecrated  on  the  23rd  of  June  in  the  following 
year,  1771. 

This  congregation  had  largely  increased  in  size  during  the  thirty- 
eight  years,  and  the  meeting-hall  had  become  too  small,  so  according  to 
the  wish  of  this  congregation  the  erection  of  a  new  church  was  under- 
taken, with  the  approval  of  the  Heifer  Conferenz  furs  Ganze  and  the 
Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

Under  the  blessing  of  our  dear  Lord  the  building  of  our  church  has 
been  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion,  and  today  with  praise  and 
gratitude,  we  take  it  from  His  hand,  to  be  used  for  the  services  of 
our  congregation,  and  have  been  able  to  dedicate  it  to  Him  as  a  holy 
temple.  .  .  . 

Br.  Beichel  reminded  the  congregation  briefly  of  all  that  the  Lord 
had  done  for  the  congregation  during  these  fifty  years,  and  spoke  of  the 
first  settlers,  of  whom  our  elderly  Brethren  and  Sisters,  Heinrich  and 
Barbara  Schor,  George  Michael  and  Elisabeth  Ranck,  Johannes  and 
Catharina  Elisabeth  Beroth,  still  belong  to  the  congregation.  During 
the  Indian  war,  when  this  neighborhood  was  filled  with  fear  and  dread, 
the  Lord  graciously  protected  them  from  harm  or  accident,  so  that 
undisturbed  they  could  proceed  with  the  building  of  their  houses.  .  .  . 
Then  there  was  sung : 
First  choir. 

God  reveals  his  presence ; 
Let  us  now  adore  him, 
And  with  awe  appear  before  him. 
Second  choir. 

God  is  in  his  temple; 
All  in  us  keep  silence, 
Prostrate  lie  with  deepest  reverence. 

All 

Him  alone,  God  we  own, 
Him  our  Lord  and  Saviour; 
Praise  His  Name  for  ever. 

During  the  singing  of  this  hymn  the  congregation  knelt  reverently,  and 
Br.  Reichel  offered  an  earnest  prayer  to  our  dear  Lord,  the  Head  of  His 
congregation,  thanking  Him  for  the  indescribable  love,  grace,  and  mercy 
shown  to  Bethania  during  fifty  years;  .  .  .  asking  that  a  new  time  of 
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blessing  may  come  to  us  and  to  our  children ;  .  .  .  praying  that  He  would 
give  help  in  enabling  us  to  pay  the  money  borrowed  for  the  building  of 
this  church ;  .  .  .  commending  to  the  Saviour  the  entire  Unity  of  Brethren, 
with  its  ministers;  .  .  . 

The  service  closed  with  singing: 

Solo.    Most  Holy  Lord  and  God, 
First  choir.    Holy,  Almighty  God, 
Second  choir.    Holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour, 
Both  choirs.    Thou  Eternal  God ; 

All.    Bless  Thy  congregation 

Thro'  Thy  sufferings,  death,  and  blood : 
Have  mercy,  O  Lord. 

At  eleven  o'clock  there  was  a  second  meeting  in  which  Br.  Benzien 
spoke  on  the  Text  for  the  day:  Then  will  I  go  unto  the  altar  of  God, 
unto  God  my  exceeding  joy.  Two  persons  were  received  into  the  congre- 
gation, Catharina  Sponhauer  and  Rebecca  Sponhauer.  .  .  . 

In  the  afternoon  at  half  past  one  o'clock  the  congregation  assembled 
for  the  festal  lovefeast,  which  Br.  Reichel  held.  .  .  . 

After  the  lovefeast  the  communicants  shared  the  Cup  of  Thanks- 
giving.   At  the  close  the  congregation  sang: 


We  who  here  together  are  assembled, 

Joining  hearts  and  hands  in  one, 
Bind  ourselves  with  love  that's  undissembled 

Christ  to  love  and  serve  alone. 
Oh,  may  our  imperfect  songs  and  praises

Amen,  Amen,  be  it  so.

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Dear  Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan ! 

Since  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  a  number  of  years  ago  called  thee  to  His 
service  in  the  mission  among  the  Cherokees,  and  hath  blessed  and  sup- 
ported thee  in  this  calling;  and  since  the  directing  boards  of  the 
evangelical  Unity  of  Brethren  have  found  it  good  to  permit  thee  to 
receive  the  ordination  of  a  Deacon  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  for  the 
public  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  for  the  administration  of  the  holy 
Sacraments,  I  have  been  instructed,  in  a  letter  from  our  dear  Br.  Carl 
von  Forestier,  dated  Berthelsdorf,  the  29th  of  September,  1808,  written 
in  the  name  of  the  aforesaid  boards  of  the  evangelical  Unity  of 
Brethren,  to  give  to  thee  the  blessing  of  Ordination  according  to  the 
ancient  apostolic  custom  and  the  custom  of  the  evangelical  Unity  of 
Brethren  derived  from  them. 

So,  absent  in  the  body  but  present  in  the  spirit,  I  ordain  thee,  our 
dear  Br.  Gottlieb  Byhan,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  be  a  Deacon  of  the  evangelical  Unity  of 
Brethren,  not  only  faithfully  to  assist  the  preachers  of  our  Church  in 
proclaiming  the  Gospel  and  in  serving  the  Holy  Sacraments,  but  also  as 
needed  to  administer  them,  and  to  do  all  with  grace  and  faithfulness 
which  is  expected  from  a  Deacon  of  our  Church. 

The  Lord,  our  God  and  Saviour,  Who  through  the  only  Spirit  gives  to 
each  whom  He  has  chosen  the  needful  gifts  for  the  blessed  ordering  of 
the  liturgical  services  of  His  Church,  pour  out  upon  thee  the  spirit  of 
the  first  Deacons  of  His  blood-bought  people.  May  He  enable  thee  to 
keep  the  mystery  of  faith  in  a  clear  conscience,  and  to  conduct  His 
beautiful  religious  services  and  the  Holy  Sacraments  in  an  edifying 
manner,  through  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  May  He  permit  thee  to 
make  good  progress  in  well-doing.  May  He  make  thee  faithful  in 
all  things,  a  man  of  God  equipped  for  all  good  works.  May  He  plant 
thee  as  a  fruitful  olive  tree  in  His  house,  and  make  thee  ready,  when 
He  comes,  to  receive  the  reward  which  He  will  give  to  those  who  have 
done  His  will. 

I  entreat  thee  before  God,  Who  made  all  living  things,  and  before 
Jesus  Christ,  Who  witnessed  a  good  confession  before  Pontius  Pilate, 
that  thou  wilt  show  thyself  in  word  and  deed  as  a  true  servant  of  our 
Lord,  and  keep  His  commandments  without  a  blot  until  the  coming 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep  thee; 

The  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee ; 
The  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  thee  and  give  thee  peace !

Dear  Sir 

There  was  a  Society  formed  here  yesterday  evening  at  the  State 
house  under  the  Name  of  the  "Bible  Society  of  North  Carolina"  with 
Rules  and  Regulations  to  which  I  became  a  Member;  the  following 
Officers  were  elected  to  wit, 

President,  the  Revd  Doctor  James  Hall, 

Vice  president,  Gen1  Duncan  Cameron 

Secretary,  Joseph  Gales, 

Treasurer,  Mr  William  King 
and  sixteen  Directors,  among  which  I  have  been  elected  as  one  of  the 
Directors;  after  a  suitable  prayer  the  Revd  Doctor  Hall  opened  the 
Meeting  a  considerable  Number  of  the  Citizens  of  Raleigh  &  the  Legis- 
lature assembled  &  a  considerable  Sum  of  Money  was  subscribed  to  aid 
the  Society  &  I  entertain  sanguine  hopes  that  it  will  prove  beneficial 
to  the  welfare  of  our  Country  in  general,  in  the  Papers  of  next  Week 
the  Constitution  of  the  Society  will  be  inserted. 

On  Sunday  last  there  were  three  Sermons  preached  in  the  State  house 
all  of  which  I  attended  with  great  satisfaction;  there  are  Meetings 
here  every  Sunday  &  some  times  in  the  evening  &  the  people  of  this 
place  are  very  attentive  &  religious. 

There  has  nothing  of  consequence  been  done  in  the  Assembly  yet,  & 
time  seems  to  drag  on  slowly  though  I  expect  in  the  course  of  the  next 
Week  more  business  will  be  done  as  soon  as  different  Committees  have 
made  there  reports  to  the  House; 

A  resolution  has  passed  both  Houses  to  send  an  Address  to  the 
President  requesting  him  to  furnish  this  State  with  necessary  equipments 
for  the  defence  of  our  Sea  Cost  Towns  &  Harbours  contiguous  to 
the  Seaboard, 

A  resolution  was  yesterday  brought  before  the  house  of  Commons  to 
censure  the  conduct  of  David  Stone  one  of  our  Senators  in  Congress  in 
regard  to  his  voting  aganst  the  Embargo,  Direct  Tax,  &  Gallatins 
appointment  as  Ambassador  to  Russia,  but  it  was  negatived  by  a  con- 
siderable Majority.  If  I  posibly  can  obtain  leave  of  absence  I  expect 
to  reach  Salem  on  the  21st  or  22d  December; 

I  send  this  letter  by  the  Revd  Doctor  Hall  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
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who  has  promised  me  to  deliver  it;  please  to  make  yourself  acquainted 
with  him  as  he  is  a  friend  of  our  Society; 

Please  present  my  best  respects  to  Brother  Schweinitz  &  other  Brethren 
in  Salem  &  beleive  me  to  be  respectfully

Constitution  of  the  North-Carolina  Bible  Society. 

IMPRESSED  with  the  great  importance  of  the  universal  distribu- 
tion of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  We,  the  Subscribers,  agree  to  form  our- 
selves into  a  Society,  designated  by  the  name  of  "THE  NORTH- 
CAROLINA  BIBLE  SOCIETY."  Of  this  Society,  the  following 
shall  be  the  Constitution  : 

I.  The  funds  and  operations  of  this  Society  shall  be  exclusively 
directed  to  the  gratuitous  distribution  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

II.  The  copies  of  the  Bible  distributed  by  this  Society,  shall  be  of 
the  version  now  in  use  among  us,  without  notes  or  commentaries,  and  in 
such  languages  as  utility  may  require. 

III.  Any  person,  upon  paying  two  dollars,  and  subscribing  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  considered  a  Member  of  this  Society,  as  long  as  he 
shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually.  And  any  person  who  shall  pay 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  subscribe  this  Constitution,  shall 
be  considered  a  Member  during  life  without  any  further  contribution. 

IV.  The  business  of  this  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers.  This  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  sixteen  other  Members,  making,  in  all, 
the  number  of  twenty.  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  equally  the 
Officers  of  the  Society.  They  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  together  with 
the  other  Members  of  the  Board,  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Society, 
by  a  majority  olthe  votes  of  the  members  present;  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  others  shall  be  elected. 

V.  Eive  Managers,  duly  convened,  shall  be  a  quorum  of  the  Board  for 
the  transaction  of  business ;  and  ten  Members  present  shall  be  a  quorum 
of  the  General  Society. 

VI.  The  annual  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  Raleigh,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  December,  when  a  Sermon  relative  to  its  grand 
object  shall  be  preached,  by  a  person  previously  appointed,  and  a  col- 
lection shall  be  made  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution. 

VII.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  or  Board  may  be  called  by  the 
President  or  by  three  of  the  Managers,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Vice-President. 

VIII.  The  Managers  are  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  any  regulation, 
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in  conformity  with  the  spirit  of  this  Constitution,  which  they  may  judge 
to  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  benevolent  design 
of  this  society.  They  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  money  belonging  to  the  Society;  and  to  every  annual 
meeting  they  shall  exhibit  a  written  report  of  their  transactions  of  the 
preceding  year,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

IX.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing, and  then  not  without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present.  The  first  and  second  articles,  however,  shall  not  be  subject 
to  any  alteration.

Fire  rules  in  Salem,  in  December,  18 IS. 

Danger  from  fire  is  of  such  a  character  that  no  one  will  refuse  to 
help  if  fire  breaks  out.  Salem  has  few  inhabitants  in  comparison  with 
its  wide  extent,  and  its  situation  is  such  that  no  outside  help  can  be 
expected.  It  is  the  more  important  that  there  should  be  a  well- 
considered  plan  for  the  use  of  our  small  strength. 

The  following  therefore  must  be  remembered : 

I.  Precautions  that  should  be  taken  to  prevent  fires. 

Eor  this  purpose  fire-inspectors  are  appointed.  The  committee  con- 
sists of 
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1)  The  vorsteher  of  the  congregation  and  of  the  Single  Brothers 
diaconies. 

2)  The  master  of  the  waterworks  and  the  masters  of  the  fire  engines. 

3)  The  fire-supervisors. 

4)  The  master  carpenter,  and 

5)  The  master  mason  when  there  are  such  in  town. 

6)  The  master  potter. 

7)  The  supervisor  of  chimney-sweeping. 

This  fire  inspection  committee,  in  connection  with  the  Aufseher  Col- 
legium, shall  have  charge  of  everything  which  pertains  to  this  matter, 
for  example: 

a.  That  in  building  no  method  shall  be  employed  which  might  endan- 
ger the  town,  which  would  result, 

if  chimneys  rest  on  beams,  and  have  no  substantial  foundation; 

if  chimneys  are  so  small  that  they  cannot  be  swept ; 

if  chimneys  are  not  strongly  built  and  are  not  plastered;  if  every 

chimney  is  not  well  separated  from  one  that  adjoins  it ; 
if  the  chimney  is  not  high  enough  over  a  shingle  roof. 

b.  That  hearths  of  a  sufficient  width  be  laid  before  the  fireplaces,  and 
that  they  do  not  join  the  floor  too  near  the  fireplace. 

c.  That  the  stovepipes  do  not  run  too  near  the  beams;  and  that  the 
stoves  do  not  stand  too  near  wooden  walls,  and  that  they  are  protected 
against  the  falling  out  of  live  coals. 

d.  That  bake-ovens  are  carefully  placed.  Live  coals  must  not  be  left 
in  them. 

e.  That  no  places  for  smoking  meat  can  be  placed  in  dwelling  houses, 
unless  they  will  be  fireproof  in  case  the  chimney  catches  fire. 

f .  That  no  dangerous  practices  may  be  permitted,  namely : 
drying  wood  on  the  stove ; 

piling  wood  between  the  stove  and  the  wall ; 

in  outdoor  ovens  burning  wood  that  is  too  long,  which  will  burn 
outside  the  door,  or  may  fall  out  when  a  piece  is  burned  off; 
still  less 

sticking  wood  inside  the  oven  to  dry; 
hanging  rags  on  the  stove  to  dry; 

laying  on  a  stove  a  pan  or  anything  else  that  might  catch  fire. 

g.  That  burning  candles  and  fire-pans  must  not  be  left  without  over- 
sight; that  no  open,  burning  lights  may  be  carried  into  stables,  lofts, 
or  other  places  where  hay,  straw,  or  other  inflammable  materials  lie,  but 
a  lantern  must  be  lighted;  and  that  no  one  with  a  lighted  tobacco  pipe 
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(or  Segar)  should  go  to  such  places.  Smoking  tobacco  in  barnyards 
and  in  the  alleys  is  often  dangerous. 

h.  That  no  sawdust  shall  be  used  in  the  spitting-boxes. 

i.  That  straw  and  hay,  also  the  accumulation  of  chips  from  planing 
and  boring,  so  far  as  possible  should  be  kept  at  a  distance  from  dwellings. 

k.  That  ashes,  hot,  glowing,  or  mixed  with  live  coals,  should  not  be 
placed  in  wooden  containers ;  that  in  all  houses  a  safe  place  should  be  pro- 
vided for  taking  care  of  the  ashes. 

I.  That  in  stoves  and  fireplaces  in  workshops,  when  men  leave  in 
the  evening,  the  coals  must  be  covered  carefully  with  ashes. 

m.  That  chimneys  must  be  swept  from  time  to  time ;  and  if  chimneys 
are  burned  out  this  must  be  done  only  in  rainy  weather,  when  there  is 
no  wind,  and  when  permission  has  been  secured  in  advance ;  and  precau- 
tions must  be  taken  in  case  of  danger. 

n.  That  stoves  must  be  cleaned  at  the  right  time. 

II.  Further,  it  is  the  special  duty  of  the  fire-inspectors  and  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  to  see  that  all  appliances  for  fire  fighting  are  kept 
in  good  order.    To  this  belongs : 

1.  that  the  assignment  of  residents  for  extinguishing  fires  be  revised 
from  time  to  time,  and  vacant  places  filled; 

2.  that  there  are  enough  engines,  ladders,  fire-axes,  and  buckets,  and 
that  they  are  in  good  condition,  and  where  they  can  be  reached  easily, 
(therefore  the  fire-supervisors  and  the  engine  masters  must  have  keys  to 
the  engine  house;) 

that  the  buckets  are  always  kept  in  the  same  place,  where  men  can  get 
them  quickly,  and  they  must  not  be  used  for  other  purposes ; 

3.  that  by  degrees  additional  cisterns  shall  be  placed  in  the  best 
places. 

III.  What  shall  be  done  when  there  is  actual  danger  from  fire. 

1.  Any  one  who  discovers  fire  by  day  or  night  must  first  notify  the 
inmates  of  the  house,  then  the  residents  in  the  Brothers  House,  and  then 
the  fire-supervisors. 

If  the  nightwatchman  smells  smoke  he  must  look  for  the  cause  and 
notify  the  Brothers  House,  and  if  fire  breaks  out  he  must  ring  an  alarm 
and  then  go  from  house  to  house  to  waken  the  people. 

2.  The  fire-supervisors  shall  hurry  to  the  fire,  and  all  arrangements 
for  fighting  the  flames  are  entrusted  to  them,  and  no  one  must  give 
contrary  orders. 

3.  The  engine-masters  and  the  Brethren  appointed  to  assist  them  shall 
bring  the  engines  to  the  scene  of  the  fire  immediately,  and  stay  there 
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to  the  end,  without  entrusting  the  engines  to  others. 

4.  The  same  shall  be  done  by  the  Brethren  in  charge  of  the  ladders, 
the  fire-axes,  and  those  who  bring  axes  with  them,  all  according  to 
instructions  from  the  fire-supervisors. 

5.  The  rest  of  the  residents  shall  bring  their  fire-buckets  for  use. 
Then  the  weaker  Brethren  and  the  boys  shall  be  arranged  in  two  rows, 
to  the  nearest  cistern,  one  row  to  pass  the  full  buckets,  and  the  others, 
who  can  stand  further  apart,  to  return  the  empty  buckets.  These 
rows  can  be  extended  by  the  Single  Sisters,  if  need  requires. 

A  number  of  Brethren  are  appointed  to  empty  the  house.  They  shall 
take  the  furniture  to  a  safe  place  at  a  distance  from  the  fire,  and  guard  it. 
They  must  have  tomahawks  or  hatchets  with  them,  so  that  they  can 
open  doors  and  chests. 

The  married  Sisters,  most  of  whom  have  children,  shall  take  care  of 
them  and  watch  the  houses,  so  that  there  may  be  no  stealing. 

Flying  sparks  are  often  dangerous,  and  certain  Brethren  and  Sisters 
shall  watch  for  those. 

Should  someone  from  a  neighboring  plantation  arrive  at  the  right 
time  he  shall  join  in,  or  shall  be  placed  where  the  need  is  greatest; 
and  this  applies  also  to  persons  who  may  be  working  in  town. 

Letter,  to  the  Revd.  Jacob  V.  Vlech  from  Carl  Storch 
and  G.  Shober. 

[Translated  in  full.  The  letter  is  not  dated,  but  is  endorsed  on  the 
outside  "Received  Dec.  13,  1813,  Salem."] 

To  the  honorable  Preachers  of  the  Evangelical  Brethren,  who  have  su- 
pervision of  their  Congregations,  and  upon  whom  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  of  salvation  depends — 

We,  the  undersigned,  have  been  commissioned  by  the  Lutheran  Synod 
of  ministers  to  address  you  as  follows : 
Honorable  Servants  of  Jesus: 

We  have  the  same  purpose  as  you,  to  win  souls  for  Jesus,  the 
Crucified,  and  in  weakness  we  endeavor  to  do  as  much  of  this  as  the 
Lord  gives  us  opportunity.  Some  years  ago  we  began  to  send  out  trav- 
eling preachers  to  seek  the  souls  of  our  persuasion  who  have  been 
neglected  and  are  without  pastors.  We  find  with  regret  that  in  all 
quarters  there  are  many  who  fill  us  with  the  greatest  sympathy,  espe- 
cially as  many  who  have  a  real  longing  for  salvation  have  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  ignorant  leaders  of  various  denominations,  and  have  either 
built  upon  the  sand,  or  have  built  with  hay  and  stubble  upon  good 
ground. 

We  wish  to  do  all  we  can  not  only  to  secure  the  preaching  of  the  pure 
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Gospel  of  the  Atonement  through  Jesus,  but  to  introduce  and  establish 
Apostolic  church  discipline  among  all  our  members,  so  that  not  only  the 
form  of  religion  but  true  faith  in  Jesus  according  to  the  known  order 
of  salvation  may  be  brought  about  or  strengthened.  We  look  especially 
at  the  young  people  who  are  growing  up,  and  are  greatly  distressed  when 
we  see  how  the  youth  of  the  land  are  neglected ;  but  we  have  the  joy  of 
seeing  that  many  of  them  desire  instruction  in  the  Christian  way  of 
life  according  to  the  Lutheran  mode,  and  the  number  of  those  in  many 
neighborhoods  who  have  asked  for  such  instruction  amounts  to  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty.  We  are  concerned,  yea  distressed,  because  with  our 
means  and  through  our  preachers  and  candidates  we  cannot  nearly  give 
to  these  wishful  souls  the  necessary  instruction,  so  that  we  may  feel  at 
liberty  to  admit  them  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

We  know  that  your  Unity  from  its  beginning  has  purposed  to  win 
souls  for  Jesus  without  regard  to  denominations;  know  also  that  the 
Little  Catechism  of  Luther  is  honored  by  you  as  containing  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Christian  faith.  We  are  therefore  moved  and  encouraged  to 
apply  to  you  affectionately,  and  to  ask  whether  you  cannot  come  to  our 
help  in  this  need,  and  whether  you  cannot  commission  one  or  more  of  your 
efficient  deacons  to  give  instruction  to  such  as  may  apply  for  it,  using 
the  Lutheran  Catechism  according  to  our  custom. 

If  this  request  is  granted  with  love,  as  we  trust  it  may  be,  and  Ave 
receive  your  written  consent,  details  can  be  worked  out  together,  so 
that  it  may  be  handled  without  giving  offense  to  either  side.  Each  time 
it  will  be  our  endeavor,  affectionately,  to  receive  your  preachers  or  any 
experienced  Christians  who  may  visit  our  congregations,  so  that  the 
important  unity  of  the  Spirit  may  be  attained. 

Until  you  are  pleased  to  send  us  an  answer,  indeed  at  all  times,  we 
commend  ourselves  to  your  prayers  to  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of 
His  flock,  asking  that  He  will  graciously  accept  and  bless  our  efforts  to 
lead  souls  to  Him.  And  we  beg  that  you  will  consider  this  proposal 
lovingly,  for  the  comfort  of  many  and  especially  your  poor  co-workers 
in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.

Reply  to  the  letter  of  Pastors  Storch  and  Shober. 
Dated  Salem,  26th  Feb.  18U. 

[The  reply  expresses  appreciation  of  the  trust  reposed  in  the  Mora- 
vian Brethren,  and  cites  the  points  in  the  letter  with  which  the  minis- 
ters of  Salem  are  in  full  accord.  In  regard  to  the  appeal  for  aid  Br. 
Jacob  Van  Vleck  wrote  the  following,  which  is  translated  in  full.] 
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It  would  truly  have  brought  joy  to  our  hearts  were  we  in  position  to 
lend  you  a  brotherly  hand  for  your  important  purpose  and  to  give  you 
real  help.  Unfortunately,  at  least  for  the  present,  this  is  not  possible. 
We  must  acknowledge  that  in  our  own  congregations  in  this  country 
there  is  great  lack  of  opportunity  to  give  the  young  people  the  needed 
instruction  in  Christian  doctrine,  and  we  are  giving  most  earnest  con- 
sideration to  the  question  how  we  can  fill  this  want  in  the  best  way, 
how  we  can  overcome  the  difficulties,  and  how  we  can  arouse  more  inter- 
est among  the  parents  and  the  young  people.  We  would  be  happy  if  we 
might  soon  make  progress  in  our  duty  in  this  respect. 

Although  under  the  circumstances  we  cannot  promise  you  much  help, 
you  may  be  assured  that  we  prize  this  letter  from  your  Synod  .  .  .  and 
we  hope  that  in  future  our  Lord  may  give  advice  and  means  whereby  we 
may  show  our  willingness  to  do  all  in  our  small  power  to  aid  in  the  vine- 
yard of  the  Lord.  Not  less  do  we  hope  that  your  friendly  invitation  to 
our  ministers  or  other  suitable  persons  to  visit  in  your  congregations  may 
be  accepted  as  opportunity  offers.  .  .  . 

Concerning  Slaveholding  in  Salem. 
Minutes  of  a  Meeting  of  the  House-fathers,  Masters,  and  Brethren 
of  the  Congregation  Council,  held  in  Salem  on 
August  22,  181k. 

After  a  liturgical  opening,  Br.  Yan  Vleck  announced  that  for  the  sake 
of  clearness  the  matter  to  be  discussed  had  been  written  out.  The  paper 
drawn  up  in  the  name  of  the  boards  of  the  congregation  was  read  to  the 
company,  explained,  and  elaborated.  It  treated  largely  of  the  holding 
of  Negroes  in  our  town,  and  first  brought  to  mind  a  rule  adopted  long 
ago,  which  was  studied  and  re-adopted  in  1803  at  a  gathering  similar 
to  this  one,  and  which  has  been  followed  since  with  but  a  few  exceptions. 
This  agreement  and  rule  was : 

In  general  no  one 'may  or  shall  be  permitted  to  keep  in  this  con- 
gregation town  Negro  slaves  of  either  sex  which  they  may  own. 
Exceptions  to  this  rule  may  be  made  only  in  special  cases  and 
under  certain  circumstances,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Auf- 
seher  Collegium  and  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 
Consideration  was  given  to  this  section  and  this  previous  agreement, 
and  its  purpose  was  clearly  set  forth  by  comparing  the  seeming  advantage 
and  some  profit  and  convenience  in  keeping  Negro  slaves,  with  the  greater 
disadvantage  to  the  outer  and  inner  welfare  of  the  congregation.  It< 
was  pointed  out  that  there  was  reason  to  fear  that  our  congregation 
rules  would  be  broken  often,  or  there  would  be  complaints  about  them. 
Attention  was  also  drawn  to  the  point  that  our  residents  should  watch 
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their  servants  from  outside.  It  might  easily  follow  that  the  young 
women  in  the  congregation  would  become  work-shy  and  ashamed  of 
work ;  and  there  would  be  increasing  difficulty  in  holding  growing  boys  to 
the  learning  of  a  profession,  in  restraining  them  from  dangerous  ten- 
dencies, and  in  leading  them  into  outward  morality  and  inward  growth 
in  good;  and  that  this  would  affect  the  children  as  well  as  the  grow- 
ing youth. 

This  presentation  of  the  two  sides,  and  the  large  preponderance  in 
weight  of  the  evil  results  to  be  feared  if  the  lack  of  other  help  led  to  the 
more  general  holding  of  slaves,  moved  the  Brethren  present  to  adopt 
unanimously  the  resolution  which  was  offered: 

That  in  general  the  old  rule  should  be  retained,  and  that  the 
keeping  of  owned  slaves  in  the  congregation  town  of  Salem  should 
not  be  permitted. 

That  there  should  be  no  exceptions  to  this  rule  was  much  to  be  desired, 
but  it  was  realized  that  this  was  impossible,  for  it  had  already  happened 
that  the  boards  of  the  congregation  had  allowed  exceptions  here  and 
there  in  special  and  pressing  cases.    The  proposal  was  made : 

That  exceptions  to  this  general  rule,  in  most  necessary  and 
satisfactory  circumstances,  shall  in  future  not  be  made  by  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  and  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  unless  previous 
approval  has  been  given  by  the  majority  of  the  house-fathers, 
masters,  and  Brethren  of  the  Congregation  Council,  who  shall  in 
each  case  consider  the  reason  and  necessity  for  the  request. 
This  had  the  entire  approval  of  the  Brethren  present,  and  from  now  on 
this  course  will  be  followed. 

It  was  further  agreed  and  determined  that  in  the  question  of 
the  holding  of  Negroes  no  difference  shall  be  made  between  those 
who  are  members  of  the  congregation  and  those  who  have  no  con- 
nection with  it. 

The  present  exceptions  from  the  old  general  rule  regarding  the  hold- 
ing of  Negroes  were  brought  up  for  discussion,  and  each  case  was  decided 
according  to  circumstances,  as  follows : 

a.  Old  Br.  and  Sr.  Herbst,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Vierling,  may  keep  their 
female  slaves,  as  in  both  cases  their  age  and  circumstances  are  such 
that  no  bad  results  need  be  feared  from  them,  and  especially  because 
they  could  no  longer  be  placed  elsewhere. 

b.  The  most  pressing  need  for  exception  to  this  rule  is  at  the  tavern, 
for  in  this  land  it  is  not  customary  to  use  white  persons  as  hostlers  or 
servants  in  a  tavern,  and  also  impossible  for  lack  of  persons  who  are 
willing  to  serve  in  these  capacities.  In  the  agreement  concerning  the 
tavern  this  exception  was  specifically  allowed.    The  importance  of  this 
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was  recognized,  and  for  the  future  was  allowed  to  stand.  It  was  also 
approved  that  the  Negroes  belonging  to  the  Tavern  should  be  allowed 
to  remain  at  work  there. 

In  this  and  other  cases,  if  a  new  Negro  is  to  be  bought  in  place  of 
an  old  one,  the  majority  vote  of  the  house-fathers,  masters,  and 
Brethren  of  Congregation  Council  must  be  secured  in  advance  at  a 
public  meeting,  and  the  person  concerned  must  be  mentioned  by 
name. 

c.  The  Negro  Sam,  serving  the  diaconie  of  the  Choir  of  Single  Sisters, 
with  the  approval  of  the  boards  of  the  congregation,  is  owned  by  Br. 
Kreuser  and  by  him  rented  to  the  diaconie.  This  arrangement  may 
continue.  Br.  Kreuser  promises  that  if  the  behaviour  of  the  Negro 
makes  it  necessary  for  the  boards  to  desire  it  he  will  at  once  remove  the 
Negro  from  the  town.  He  will  also  in  future,  as  in  the  past,  annually 
submit  the  matter  of  Sam's  remaining  in  town  to  the  Aufseher  Colle- 
gium. It  was  understood  and  recommended  that  this  Negro  should  not 
work  there  longer  than  was  absolutely  necessary,  and  that  effort  should  be 
made  to  find  a  Brother  who  was  fitted  and  willing  to  take  the  position. 

e.  It  was  also  decided  by  a  majority  vote  that  Br.  Steiner  might 
retain  the  single,  unmarried  Negress  which  he  bought  for  service  in  the 
Boarding  School ;  but  it  was  recommended  that  he  should  not  cease 
endeavoring  to  find  a  white  person  to  take  her  place  as  soon  as  possible. 
Then  the  existing  contract  can  be  made  effective,  whereby  Br.  von 
Schweinitz  will  buy  the  Negress  for  the  Unity  Administration,  remove 
her  from  the  town,  and  place  her  elsewhere. 

f.  The  Negro,  John  Emanuel,  many  years  ago  was  bought  for  the 
tanyard  with  the  approval  of  Congregation  Council.  Most  of  the 
Brethren  believed  that  he  could  be  spared  from  there,  and  that  his  con- 
duct made  it  necessary  to  move  him  from  the  town.  Br.  Brietz,  his 
master,  said  he  was  willing  to  sell  him. 

It  was  agreed : 

That  slaves  who  are  here  without  permission,  and  who  are  not 
too  old  to  be  sold  by  their  owners,  shall  be  disposed  of  unless  this 
meeting,  after  due  consideration,  gives  permission  that  they  may 
be  kept. 

In  accordance  with  this  last  resolution  Br.  Winkler  shall  be  notified 
that  he  must  send  away  the  Negro  girl  which  he  owns,  and  which  he 
bought  without  permission. 

It  was  accepted  as  an  understood  rule  that : 

In  each  case  where  an  exception  is  allowed,  or  may  be  allowed 
in  future,  the  owner  of  a  slave  is  obligated  to  remove  him  or  her 
congregation  boards  makes  it  inadvisable  to  keep  him  or  her  here, 
congregation  boards  makes  it  inadvisable  to  keep  him  or  her  here. 
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Specifically  is  this  tlie  case  if  a  Negress  bears  children,  for  the 
breeding  of  Negroes  would  be  very  injurious.    Also  if  the  circum- 
stances change  under  which  the  exception  was  allowed. 
To  reduce  difficulties  as  much  as  possible  it  was  proposed  and  agreed : 
That  it  should  be  an  unvarying  condition,  if  some  one  asks  for 
an  exception,  that  before  he  secures  consent  he  must  show  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  congregation  boards  in  what  way  he  can  remove 
the  slave  from  the  town,  or  sell  him. 
There  was  discussion  concerning  the  renting  of  Negroes  or  Negresses 
for  service  for  a  longer  or  a  shorter  time,  and  it  was  believed  that  while 
there  were  doubtful  aspects  yet  the  difficulties  were  less  than  when  they 
were  owned  by  the  persons  in  town  who  employed  them.    After  con- 
sidering the  various  cases  which  have  developed  the  following  proposal 
was  accepted  unanimously: 

That  each  resident  in  town  is  obligated,  before  he  takes  this  step, 
to  secure  permission  from  the  Aufseher  Collegium;  and  also  to 
guarantee  that  he  will  send  the  slave  away  if  the  congregation 
boards  should  find  themselves  obliged  to  request  it  because  of  the 
slave's  behaviour.  This  stipulation  shall  be  a  part  of  the  rent 
contract. 

The  desire  of  Br.  Schumann  in  regard  to  his  slaves  was  submitted  for 
decision.  Some  time  ago,  when  he  was  requested  to  move  to  Salem  as 
physician,  he  asked  permission  to  bring  his  Negress,  because  of  the 
unusual  circumstances  under  which  his  sick  wife  needed  her,  and  the 
difficulty  of  finding  a  white  person  to  take  her  place.  She  seemed 
indispensible  also  in  his  housekeeping,  which  his  wife  was  physically 
unable  to  attend  to.  In  view  of  the  circumstances  the  congregation 
boards  gave  their  consent ;  but  later  learned  that  the  Negress  had  already 
borne  four  children,  and  might  have  more.  This  forced  the  conclusion 
that  Br.  Schumann  could  not  live  here  unless  he  agreed  not  to  bring  this 
Negress,  who  could  not  be  parted  from  her  children,  but  would  leave 
her  behind  with  her  children.  The  same  applied  to  his  Negro,  whom  he 
wished  to  employ  here.  Concerning  the  latter  Br.  Schumann  was  will- 
ing to  do  anything  that  would  make  it  possible  for  him  to  move  hither, 
but  hoped  that  he  would  be  allowed  to  rent  a  Negro ;  this  the  Aufseher 
Collegium  must  consider  under  the  rule  laid  down  above.  On  the  contrary 
Br.  Schumann  greatly  desires  to  bring  the  aforesaid  Negress,  which  he 
considers  indispensable  for  the  care  of  his  sick  wife  and  the  service  of  his 
household,  and  he  cannot  agree  to  sell  her  and  buy  another  Negress  in 
her  place.  His  latest  proposal,  about  which  the  boards  desire  a  decision, 
is  that  he  will  leave  behind  the  two  children  of  middle  age,  and  bring  the 
eldest,  six  years  old,  and  the  youngest,  which  is  still  at  the  breast;  but

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that  he  will  keep  them  only  until  the  latter  is  three  years  old,  and  then 
send  these  two  away  from  here.  After  full  consideration  of  the  case 
the  meeting  agreed  that  Br.  Schumann  might  bring  a  Negress  to  wait 
on  his  sick  wife,  as  the  boards  had  permitted,  but  did  not  approve  his 
latest  proposal  in  regard  to  the  two  Negro  children;  nor  that  he  might 
bring  the  aforesaid  Negress  who  belongs  to  the  class  mentioned  above, 
who  may  not  live  here,  for  it  might  safely  be  assumed  that  it  would  be 
only  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  she  could  later  be  sent  away.  Br. 
von  Schweinitz  shall  say  this  to  Br.  Schumann. 

The  Brethren  and  Military  Service. 

[The  meeting  of  which  the  minutes  are  translated  was  held  in  the 
morning.  Later  in  the  day  word  reached  Salem  that  the  war  had  ended. 
Eight  days  later  the  President's  proclamation  certified  the  fact.  The 
plan  therefore  was  not  carried  out,  but  the  minutes  are  translated  be- 
cause they  show  the  attitude  of  the  Brethren  at  that  time.] 

Aufseher  Collegium  Minute  Boole,  Tuesday,  the  21st  of  February,  1815. 
Present,  in  addition  to  all  the  Brethren  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  the 
Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

The  subject  for  consideration  was  what  steps  should  be  taken  by  the 
congregation  in  view  of  the  law  which  includes  the  Brethren  among  the 
men  liable  for  draft  if  a  general  draft  is  ordered  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  better  to  enable  Brethren  of  this  congregation  to  hire  substitutes 
if  drafted  for  active  military  duty,  it  was  decided  that  the  most  effective 
method  would  be  to  organize  a  society  of  Brethren  subject  to  draft,  from 
whom  a  definite,  though  freewill,  contribution  would  be  gathered  for 
that  purpose.  Rules  drawn  up  by  Br.  von  Schweinitz,  carefully  consid- 
ered, amended,  and  adopted,  in  regard  to  membership  in  this  society,  and 
all  else  concerning  the  matter,  will  be  presented  next  Sunday  to  a  meet- 
ing of  all  the  Brethren  of  Salem  congregation,  and  an  attempt  will  be 
made  to  secure  them  as  members  of  this  society  to  divide  the  cost  of  sub- 
stitutes. The  younger  Brethren  shall  be  informed  that  no  Brother,  as 
such,  can  take  the  field,  nor  attend  muster.  This  will  not  be  expected  of 
them,  and  can  be  avoided  by  each  Brother  who  joins  this  society  and 
pays  a  suitable  fee.    The  following  are  the  rules  for  such  a  society. 

Proposal  for  a  Society  among  the  Brethren  in  Salem 
for  Carrying  the  Military  Load. 

The  last  session  of  the  Assembly  passed  a  new  law,  revoking  the  free- 
dom from  all  military  duty  hitherto  enjoyed  by  the  Brethren  in  Wa- 
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hovia.  The  act  provided  that  the  Brethren  continue  free  of  ordinary- 
militia  duty,  musters,  and  drills,  but  hereafter  all  Brethren  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  45,  not  exempt  by  physical  infirmity,  or  as  ministers  of 
the  Gospel,  are  liable  to  militia  duty  in  the  state,  if  ordered  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  their  names  must  be  entered,  subject 
to  draft.  It  will  not  only  accord  with  our  pledge  of  brotherly  sympathy, 
but  will  be  of  benefit  in  the  maintaining  of  our  congregation  rules,  if 
under  these  circumstances  the  Brethren  stand  by  each  other,  and  help 
one  another  carry  the  load.  Therefore  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  and  the 
Aufseher  Collegium  offer  the  following  proposals  for  the  organization 
of  a  mutual-aid  society  for  the  acceptance  of  all  the  Brethren. 

1)  The  Brethren  of  Salem  congregation  who  by  law  have  become 
liable  to  draft,  enter  into  a  covenant  with  each  other,  that  by  united 
contributions  the  necessary  money  may  be  secured  to  pay  substitutes  for 
those  whose  names  may  be  taken  in  the  lot,  or  in  some  other  less  costly 
way,  and  to  assume  the  burden  that  may  fall  and  care  for  it. 

2)  A  common  Draft  Fund  shall  be  established  for  this  purpose,  into 
which  each  Brother  subject  to  draft  shall  pay  eight  dollars.  Those 
Brethren  who  are  not  subject  to  draft,  that  is  the  ordained  Brethren  and 
those  who  are  too  old,  may  join  the  society  and  subscribe  what  each 
thinks  is  his  brotherly  share.  The  diaconies  in  the  congregation  which 
are  able  to  subscribe  shall  be  invited  to  do  so,  and  this  will  be  not  only  a 
token  of  brotherly  sympathy  but  will  show  suitable  eagerness  for  the 
welfare  of  the  congregation. 

3)  One  Brother  shall  be  elected  treasurer  of  the  society  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members;  he  shall  have  charge  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures and  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  them. 

4)  Two  or  three  Brethren  shall  be  named  as  a  committee,  which  in 
case  of  a  draft  shall  attend  the  drawing  of  names  and  shall  see  that  the 
members  of  the  society  are  justly  treated.  Following  this  they  shall 
take  care  to  secure  the  necessary  number  of  substitutes  as  cheaply  as 
possible,  and  to  make  safe  and  sure  engagements  with  them  in  place  of 
those  members  whose  names  have  been  drawn  in  the  draft,  one  for  each. 
The  committee  shall  pay  all  expenses  connected  with  the  drawing  of  the 
contracts,  and  the  treasurer  shall  supply  the  money.  Each  member 
drawn  in  the  lot  must  notify  the  committee,  and  he  shall  be  told  the  name 
of  the  substitute  secured  for  him  so  that  he  can  present  him  in  his  place 
legally. 

5)  In  case  the  money  secured  from  members  and  other  subscribers 
should  not  be  sufficient  to  secure  substitutes  for  the  Brethren  who  are 
drafted,  or  to  free  them  from  service,  and  for  the  expenses  of  the  com- 
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mittee,  the  deficit  shall  be  made  up  by  the  Brethren  subject  to  draft,  in 
proportion  to  their  subscription,  and  shall  be  paid  by  each  as  additional 
contribution. 

6)  After  the  first  draft  following  the  organization  of  this  society,  and 
after  its  object  has  been  gained,  that  is  the  members  who  were  drawn 
have  been  released  from  service,  a  meeting  of  all  the  members  shall  be 
held,  and  the  treasurer  shall  give  an  account  of  the  funds,  and  the  com- 
mittee shall  report  on  its  activities. 

7)  The  meeting  shall  then  consider  whether  their  agreement  shall  be 
renewed,  or  whether  circumstances  no  longer  require  it. 

8)  In  case  they  should  decide  to  disband,  each  member  or  subscriber 
living,  and  still  a  member  of  Salem  congregation,  shall  receive  a  share 
of  the  remaining  fund,  in  proportion  to  his  contribution,  and  this  shall 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer.  But  a  member  who  has  left  the  society  of 
his  own  accord  while  it  existed,  or  who  has  left  the  state,  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  claim  any  share,  but  it  shall  accrue  to  the  good  of  the 
members. 

9)  Any  man  who  leaves  the  congregation  shall  at  the  same  time  forfeit 
membership  in  the  society,  and  can  neither  reclaim  his  contribution  nor 
draw  money  to  pay  a  substitute,  nor  receive  other  aid.  But  should  he 
leave  the  congregation  after  a  substitute  has  been  engaged  and  the  con- 
tract drawn  and  signed  then  it  must  remain  valid  and  the  society  must 
bear  the  expense. 

10)  Should  it  be  decided  to  continue  the  society,  either  because  of 
the  continuation  of  the  war  or  for  other  reasons,  the  above-mentioned 
meeting  may  amend  the  rules  by  a  majority  vote. 

11)  ~No  one  joining  the  society  shall  be  entitled  to  membership  or  a 
part  in  it  longer  than  the  attaining  of  its  object  in  the  first  following 
draft,  and  the  meeting  ordered  in  article  6  to  hear  the  financial  report. 

12)  For  such  Brethren  as  are  still  bound  and  receive  no  wages,  but  are 
subject  to  draft,  it  is  expected  that  their  masters  will  pay  for  them. 

13)  Any  Brother,  subject  to  draft,  who  does  not  join  the  society,  can- 
not ask  help  later  if  his  name  should  be  drawn,  nor  count  on  assistance, 
but  must  take  care  of  himself. 

14)  Each  Brother,  subject  to  draft,  who  wishes  to  join  the  society, 
shall  aflix  his  name  to  these  rules,  and  thereby  obligate  himself  to 
follow  them  and  to  pay  his  quota. 

15)  Brethren  in  Salem  who  for  one  or  another  reason  are  exempt, 
shall  be  asked  individually  for  membership  and  a  subscription. 

16)  Each  such  exempt  Brother,  if  he  pays  at  least  half  as  much  as  a 
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Brother  subject  to  draft,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  society,  with  a  right 
to  vote,  when  he  has  signed  the  rules. 

17)  No  Brother  subject  to  draft  who  is  not  a  member  of  Salem 
congregation  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  this  society. 

18)  The  chief  object  of  this  agreement  is  to  put  out  of  the  way  all 
that  might  be  injurious  to  the  welfare  of  the  congregation;  and  we 
recognize  with  thanks  the  freedom  from  muster  which  we  still  enjoy 
under  the  law.  It  is  not  consistent  for  Brethren  to  attend  muster  as 
spectators,  so  it  is  hereby  added  and  agreed  that  any  member  who 
attends  muster  without  cause  or  reason  shall  lose  his  membership;  and 
such  a  member  may  neither  reclaim  his  contribution  nor  ask  help  in 
securing  a  substitute. 

At  this  time  there  are  in  Salem  about  thirty-eight  men  of  draft  age, 
not  excluding  a  few  who  might  be  exempted  for  physical  reasons.  Of 
these  thirteen  are  married  and  twenty-five  are  Single  Brethren.  Living 
outside  Salem  but  belonging  to  this  congregation  are  seven  married  and 
five  Single  Brethren;  a  total  of  fifty.  On  the  other  hand  there  are 
twenty-seven  to  thirty  Brethren  in  Salem,  and  seven  auswartige,  who 
because  of  age  or  office  are  not  subject  to  draft,  but  who  are  in  position  to 
make  some  contribution.  If  each  of  those  subject  to  draft  should  pay 
$6,  and  the  others  on  an  average  each  $3,  the  total  would  be  $408. 

It  would  seldom  happen  that  out  of  fifty  names  four  would  be  drawn 
for  the  draft;  and  it  is  probable  that  if  quick  action  were  taken,  and 
substitutes  were  secured  before  the  order  to  march  was  received,  the  cost 
would  not  be  more  than  $100  each.  In  this  way  the  cost  could  be  cov- 
ered, and  if  the  contributions  made  by  Brethren  not  subject  to  draft 
were  not  sufficient  the  balance  could  be  paid  by  the  diaconies.

Results  (Proceedings)  of  Synod  of  1818. 

[The  manuscript  Results  fill  342  pages,  7%  x  9%  inches  in  size.  A 
few  extracts  are  translated  which  concern  changes  in  procedure  noted  in 
the  records  of  Salem  in  1819,  or  which  explain  Wachovia  customs.] 

Chapter  I. 

Part  1.  §  If.  The  Renewed  Unity  of  Brethren  recognizes  its  descent 
from  the  ancient  Unitas  Fratrum  as  a  gracious  leading  of  God,  through 
which  it  has  received  the  foundation  principles  of  its  constitution  and 
church  discipline  and  the  episcopal  ordination.  The  true  character  of 
the  Unity  of  Brethren,  however,  does  not  rest  upon  them,  nor  do  they 
give  it  an  intrinsic  superiority  over  other  protestant  denominations. 

Part  2.  §  If-.  Wherever  members  of  the  Unity  find  themselves  they  are 
obligated  to  be  subject  whole-heartedly  to  the  rulers  of  the  country  and 
of  the  place. 

Part  3.  §  6.  The  ordination  which  we  have  inherited  from  the  ancient 
Unitas  Fratrum  is  precious  for  us,  and  legitimizes  our  church  acts 
among  Christians  and  heathen. 

Part  3.  Note.  After  the  hitherto  existing  statutes  of  the  Unity  had 
been  carefully  revised  by  this  Synod,  and  had  been  altered  here  and 
there  in  respect  to  their  order,  material,  and  the  manner  of  expression, 
it  was  decided  to  have  them  printed,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  knowledge 
of  them  among  our  members.  They  shall  hd  read  to  the  congregations 
not  less  often  than  once  a  year,  in  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 
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Chapter  II. 

A.  §  1,  The  Holy  Bible  is  the  ground  of  our  doctrine,  and  the  only  rule 
of  our  conduct  and  faith.  Therefore  it  must  constantly  be  recom- 
mended to  all  our  members  that  they  read  it  diligently,  and  especially 
that  they  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  New  Testament. 

§  J/..  We  will  make  our  children  acquainted  with  the  Bible  from  their 
earliest  years.  Parents  must  be  careful  that  the  children  do  not  misuse 
the  Bible,  but  experience  has  proved  that  it  is  of  the  greatest  benefit 
and  blessing  when  the  reading  of  the  Bible  is  given  a  preeminent  place 
in  schools  and  boarding  schools. 

Synod  regrets  that  the  large  number  of  books  for  children  issued  in 
recent  years  has  had  the  result  that  here  and  there  children  of  the  Unity 
know  too  little  of  the  Bible  stories. 

§  5.  The  evangelical  Unity  of  Brethren  subscribes  to  the  twenty-one 
doctrinal  articles  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  they  agree  with  the 
doctrines  in  the  Bible.  We  do  not  wish  to  bind  the  conscience  of  any, 
but  no  one  among  us  may  teach  anything  that  openly  is  at  variance 
with  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

§  6.  The  cardinal  principle,  which  the  Unity  of  Brethren  must  hold  as 
a  most  precious  treasure,  is  the  statement:  Only  in  the  sacrifice  of 
Jesus  can  be  found  grace  and  freedom  from  all  sin. 

§  7.  In  accordance  with  this  we  will  hold  firmly  to  the  following  five 
principles  without  discounting  a  single  one  of  the  remaining  articles  of 
Christian  faith: 

a)  The  doctrine  of  the  universal  lost  condition  of  man. 

b)  The  doctrine  of  the  deity  of  Jesus. 

c)  The  doctrine  of  the  Atonement  and  that  it  is  sufficient  for  us. 

d)  The  doctrine  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  His  works  of  grace. 

e)  The  doctrine  of  the  fruit  of  faith. 

§  27.  Synod  gave  much  attention  to  the  question  of  the  instruction  of 
children  and  youth  in  the  teachings  of  Christianity,  and  it  grieved  Synod 
to  learn  that  sufficient  opportunity  is  not  given  at  all  places.  It  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  doctrinal  instruction  should  be  given  regularly, 
made  important  and  interesting  for  the  young  people,  and  that  they  avail 
themselves  of  it,  so  that  they  are  able  to  give  account  of  their  faith. 

§  29.  Especially  for  the  little  boys  and  little  girls  doctrinal  instruction 
should  be  given  once  a  week.  The  older  boys  and  girls  should  have  this 
instruction  in  separate  classes  not  less  often  than  once  in  fourteen  days. 
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§  31,  b.  The  value  of  doctrinal  instruction  will  be  increased  if  it  is 
taught  through  question  and  answer. 

§  82.  Instruction  for  candidates  for  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  which  they 
are  prepared  for  confirmation,  shall  in  future  last  from  four  to  six 
weeks,  with  meetings  several  times  a  week  for  each  of  the  sexes,  that 
they  may  lay  to  heart  the  entire  body  of  Christian  truth.  Adults  who 
come  to  us  from  other  churches  may  take  part  in  this  instruction.  At 
least  those  who  need  it  shall  be  tested  by  the  pastor  in  their  knowledge 
of  the  truths  of  salvation,  and  shall  receive  such  instruction  as  they 
need,  before  they  go  with  a  congregation  to  the  Communion. 

Chapter  III. 

§  6.  Concerning  the  observance  of  the  festal  occasions  from  Advent  to 
the  Ascension,  which  emphasize  the  redemptive  work  of  Christ,  Synod 
found  little  to  change.  A  new  liturgy  will  be  prepared  for  one  and 
another  festal  day.  .  .  . 

The  29th  September  can  be  observed  as  the  day  on  which  note  is  taken 
of  the  protection  of  the  Church  and  its  members  from  the  power  of  the 
enemy  and  from  the  gates  of  hell,  especially  through  the  service  of  the 
holy  angels. 

The  1st  of  November  is  the  festival  of  the  Church  which  is  one  in 
heaven  and  on  earth,  and  the  communion  of  saints,  whether  they  still 
struggle  here  or  triumph  there,  with  special  reference  to  those  of  our 
own  whose  lives  here  have  already  ended. 

The  second  coming  of  Jesus  Christ  to  complete  His  work  and  to  judge 
the  world  shall  be  a  part  of  the  observance  of  the  second  Sunday  in 
Advent  along  with  thoughts  of  His  first  coming. 

§  7.  Synod  recommends  that  the  martyrdom  of  J ohn  Hus,  witness  to  the 
faith,  the  reformation  of  Dr.  Luther,  and  the  giving  of  the  Augsburg 
Confession,  should  not  pass  unnoticed.  The  sixth  of  July,  the  day  of 
the  martyrdom  of  Hus,  gives  the  best  occasion  for  remembering  those 
who  witnessed  by  their  blood  for  the  church  of  Jesus. 

§  8.    Concerning  the  festal  and  memorial  days  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren, 

Synod  found  it  necessary  to  insist  that  the  historical  basis  for  their 

observance  should  be  repeated  on  or  before  each  festival. 

The  first  of  March,  which  we  observe  as  the  day  of  the  founding  of  the 

ancient  Unitas  Fratrum,  cannot  be  iproven  to  be  the  actual  date,  but  is 

an  appropriate  time  for  remembering  the  important  great  fact  of  the 

founding. 

The  twelfth  of  May  is  to  be  observed  as  the  day  of  the  founding  of  the 
renewed  Unity  of  Brethren;  and  besides  it  is  marked  by  notable  inci-

dents,  especially  the  coincidence  that  exactly  twenty-five  years  after 
the  first  Moravians  from  the  ancient  TJnitas  Fratrum  arrived  for  the 
laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  first  prayer-hall  in  Herrnhut  the  Eng- 
lish parliament  recognized  our  Unity  of  Brethren  as  an  ancient  episcopal 
church  and  admitted  them  as  such  into  all  British  lands  and  colonies.  To 
give  more  general  recognition  of  this  day,  and  to  obviate  various  diffi- 
culties in  the  observance  of  individual  congregation  festivals,  Synod 
agreed  unanimously  to  invite  all  our  congregations,  beginning  with  the 
year  1819,  to  celebrate  their  congregation  festivals  on  the  12th  of  May; 
though  this  is  not  intended  as  an  order  and  each  congregation  may 
decline  to  accept  the  suggestion  and  continue  to  observe  the  former  date 
for  this  festival.  For  those  who  observe  the  12th  of  May  the  sympathetic 
thought  of  each  congregation  for  the  other  in  a  common  congregation 
festival  will  bind  them  together  in  love,  and  renew  the  bond  of  brother- 
hood among  them. 

As  the  founding  of  the  closer  brotherhood  among  us  the  thirteenth  of 
August  is  properly  selected,  and  should  be  observed  solemnly  and  with 
the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  our  members.  » 
The  thirteenth  of  November  we  observe  further  as  an  especial  festal  day 
of  our  Brotherhood,  in  thankful  remembrance  that  the  Lord  our  Saviour 
is  also  the  Head  and  Bishop,  the  Chief  Elder,  of  our  Unity  and  of  all  its 
members;  that  He  has  the  rule  over  us,  calls  the  ministers,  and  directs 
each  individual  soul  among  us,  and  cares  for  all  that  is  needful. 

§  9.  Concerning  the  various  Choir  festivals,  Synod  found  no  new  ruling 
necessary  except  in  regard  to  the  Choir  festival  of  the  children.  It  was 
decided  that  they  should  all  observe  the  17th  of  August,  for  the  children 
of  both  sexes  constitute  one  Choir,  and  are  so  treated  in  the  children's 
Unity  Days  and  Children's  Hours.  Moreover  the  little  boys  had  a  no  less 
important  part  than  the  little  girls  in  the  great  awakening  of  the  17th 
of  August,  1727.  The  24th  of  June  can  be  used  for  a  children's  Unity 
Day  when  that  suits. 

§11.  The  16th  of  September,  as  the  servants  festival  in  the  Unity  of 
Brethren,  on  which  the  ministers  and  their  wives,  called  to  their  tasks 
by  the  Lord  and  Elder  of  our  Church,  annually  declare  their  allegiance 
to  the  chief  of  their  office,  and  pledge  themselves  to  faithfulness  in  their 
service,  will  hereafter  be  observed  only  by  the  Unity  Elders  Con- 
ference, and  the  Aeltesten  Conferenzen  of  the  congregations,  including 
the  country  ministers  in  active  service,  and  the  wives  that  are  not  them- 
selves members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 

§  11+.  U nity  Days  which  are  arranged  for  the  reading  of  mission  reports, 
memoirs  of  members  who  have  gone  home,  and  the  like,  shall  continue. 
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Children's  Unity  Days,  as  hitherto,  shall  be  held  four  times  a  year  if 
possible,  and  shall  be  used  to  attract  our  children  and  to  keep  and 
increase  the  blessing  which  has  rested  upon  them.  That  boarding  pupils 
in  our  schools  should  continue  to  have  a  part  in  this  blessing  is  not 
doubted  by  Synod. 

§  lJf.  [sic]  An  association  for  Hourly  Intercession,  praying  for  the 
congregations  and  mission  posts,  individually  and  collectively  .  .  .  shall 
continue.  As  the  previous  arrangement  for  hourly  prayer  has  had  certain 
difficulties  and  objections,  Synod  has  drawn  up  a  new  plan  for  it,  as 
follows : 

1)  The  association  for  Hourly  Intercession  in  our  congregations  shall 
consist  of  a  definite  number  of  adult  members  drawn  by  lot  from  all  the 
Choirs. 

3)  Only  members  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  shall  be  permanent  mem- 
bers. 

4)  The  number  each  time  shall  be  according  to  the  size  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

5)  The  change  of  those  serving  actively  shall  take  place  four  to  six 
times  a  year. 

6)  That  all  members  of  the  congregation  against  whom  there  is  no  objec- 
tion may  have  part  in  this  association  without  waiting  too  long  a  time, 
about  a  year,  those  who  have  been  drawn  shall  be  omitted  from  further 
drawings  until  all  have  served. 

8)  The  association  shall  have  a  meeting  at  least  every  fourteen  days, 
and  if  possible  the  address  shall  be  special  and  for  a  purpose. 

Chapter  IV. 

§  1.  When  we  speak  of  the  government  of  the  Saviour  in  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  the  distinction  must  always  be  made  between  the  thing  itself, 
and  the  manner  and  the  way  in  which  the  Saviour  rules  us,  as  the 
Synod  of  1764  has  already  declared. 

§  2.  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Lord  and  the  Head  of  the  church  of 
God,  which  He  has  purchased  with  His  own  blood ;  so  He  is  also  the  Lord 
and  Head  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  which  is  a  part  of  that  church  of  God, 
but  only  so  long  as  the  Unity  of  Brethren  preserves  this  character. 

§  J/..  Of  the  fact  itself  nothing  can  be  altered.  The  sovereignty  of  the 
Saviour  among  us  dare  not  be  hindered  and  must  not  be  disturbed  in  any 
way.  He  must  have  the  free  disposition  of  us  in  general  and  in  particu- 
lar, and  without  exception.    That  is  the  foundation  upon  which  our 
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whole  life  rests.  Complete  submission  of  the  heart  to  the  Saviour,  and 
unconditional  resignation  to  His  will,  is  the  substance  of  our  brotherly 
union. 

§  5.  What  we  understand  by  the  Office  of  Chief  Elder  of  the  Saviour  in 
the  Unity  of  Brethren  is  closely  associated  with  this.  His  special  rule 
among  us  did  not  start  with  the  time  when  it  was  especially  revealed  to 
us  that  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  as  part  of  the  church  of  God  on  earth, 
needed  no  general  elder  except  Him,  but  it  has  existed  from  the 
founding  of  the  Unity,  is  now,  and  ever  must  be,  so  long  as  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  lasts. 

§  6.  The  art  and  manner  in  which  the  Saviour  makes  known  His  plans 
for  His  church,  when  He  deals  as  absolute  sovereign  with  our  hearts,  is 
beyond  our  finding  out.  The  most  general  revelations  of  His  holy  will 
we  have  in  common  with  all  believers,  and  these  guide  us  in  part 
1)  through  His  Word,  2)  through  His  Spirit,  and  3)  through  the  circum- 
stances which  are  directed  as  He  will,  by  Him  to  whom  all  power  is 
given  in  heaven  and  on  earth.  In  addition  to  these  we  in  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  have  a  special  method,  namely,  4)  through  the  lot. 

Concerning  the  lot  and  its  use. 

§  7.  The  use  of  the  lot  is  not  founded  upon  any  express  command  in  the 
writings  concerning  the  new  testament. 

§  8.  We  cannot  affirm  that  the  Saviour  must  forever  lead  the  Unity  of 
Brethren  through  the  lot. 

§  9.  On  the  other  hand  the  leading  of  the  Saviour  through  His  Word, 
through  His  Spirit,  and  through  the  dispensation  by  His  might,  can 
never  cease  among  us. 

§  10.  If  the  Saviour  can  no  longer  govern  hearts  through  His  Spirit 
and  His  Word,  then  He  cannot  do  it  through  the  lot  either.  But  then 
also  can  we  no  longer  be  a  church  of  Jesus. 

§  11.  The  lot,  therefore,  can  not  be  used  in  cases  concerning  which 
there  is  a  clear  declaration  in  the  Holy  Bible.  Further,  the  lot  dare  not 
stand  in  the  way  of  convictions  caused  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  heart. 
The  lot  also  is  not  to  be  used  when  circumstances  plainly  make  known 
the  leading  of  the  Saviour. 

§  12.  On  the  other  hand,  when  we  honestly  wish  to  learn  the  will  of 
our  dear  Lord,  and  realize  our  own  short-sightedness,  we  may  use  the  lot 
in  simplicity  and  in  faith,  may  trust  ourselves  to  it.    For  this  we  not 
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only  have  the  example  of  the  apostles,  but  our  experiences  for  many  years 
have  proved  that  in  this  way  He  has  made  known  to  us  His  gracious  will. 

§  13.    Already  in  1769  twenty  principles  were  adopted  concerning  the 
use  of  the  lot,  and  with  some  changes  they  have  been  readopted.  .  .  . 
xii.    The  purpose  of  the  use  of  the  lot  is  to  promote  the  good  of  the 
Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  to  guard  them  against  human  mistakes. 

xiv.  If  the  lot  is  not  used  in  simplicity,  but  artificially,  it  loses  its 
worth  and  its  reliability. 

xv.  The  lot  shall  not  be  used  to  determine  the  inward  condition  of  a 
Brother  or  Sister,  but  the  case  shall  be  treated  sympathetically. 

xvi.  In  a  matter  which  has  been  negatived  by  the  lot  the  question  shall 
not  be  asked  again  unless  it  is  certain  that  conditions  have  been 
changed. 

xviii.  The  lot  binds  only  those  who  use  it,  not  those  about  whom  the 
question  was  asked,  except  in  cases  where  some  one  has  expressly  asked 
that  his  matter  be  referred  to  the  lot. 

xix.  The  lot  can  never  take  precedence  over  the  conviction  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  puts  into  a  heart.  Therefore  if  an  approved  proposition  is 
made  to  a  Brother  or  Sister,  it  must  be  with  entire  liberty  to  accept  or 
reject  it  in  accordance  with  his  or  her  conviction,  with  the  assurance 
that  a  rejection  will  not  be  held  against  a  person  now  or  ever. 

xx.  At  the  same  time  a  Brother  or  Sister  to  whom  a  proposal  is  made 
with  the  approval  of  the  Saviour  through  the  lot  will  do  well  to  con- 
sider that  the  proposal  came  after  direct  approval  by  the  Lord,  and  that 
he  or  she  must  weigh  well  what  the  will  of  God  may  be. 

Concerning  proposed  marriages. 

§  22.  A  matter  which  Synod  has  considered  from  every  angle,  carefully, 
and  repeatedly,  was  the  highly  important  question  of  the  use  of  the  lot 
in  respect  to  marriage.  From  the  beginning  of  the  Renewed  Unity  of 
Brethren  it  has  been  believed  that  the  continuance  of  the  Unity  rested 
upon  the  fact  that  the  house-fathers  and  house-mothers  were  in  the 
truest  sense  real  Brethren  and  Sisters.  This  means  that  the  entrance 
into  the  married  estate  should  not  be  according  to  the  fashion  of  this 
world,  as  the  apostle  called  it,  but  that  this  great  step  in  human  life 
should  be  taken  according  to  the  will  of  our  dear  Lord  and  under  His 
guidance. 

§  2Jh  Synod  agreed  unanimously  that  it  is  and  must  remain  an  unal- 
terable foundation  principle  of  our  Unity  of  Brethren  that  no  marriage 
among  us  should  be  consumated  otherwise  than  according  to  the  will 
and  mind  of  our  Lord  and  Elder,  and  that  choosing  a  helpmeet  on  the

part  of  a  Brother,  and  accepting  a  proposal  on  the  side  of  a  Sister, 
must  never  be  considered  superficially,  still  less  light-mindedly,  but 
calls  for  the  most  well-considered  testing  before  the  eyes  of  the  Saviour, 
with  prayer  and  petitions,  and  the  fullest  conviction  in  the  soul  that  His 
good  and  gracious  purpose  will  be  achieved.  That  such  conviction  may 
be  and  may  continue  to  be  gained  through  the  direction  of  the  lot  cannot 
be  denied,  according  to  our  understanding  of  the  lot  and  of  its  use,  but 
equally  as  little  may  it  be  denied  that  a  clear  conviction  of  the  will  of 
God,  our  dear  Lord,  is  possible  without  the  use  of  the  lot. 

§  26.  It  is  also  as  clear  as  day  that  for  many  years  it  has  no  longer  been 
possible  to  continue  the  use  of  the  lot  in  all  cases  of  marriage  in  our 
city  and  country  congregations,  so  that  previous  Synods  have  been 
obliged  to  agree  to  exceptions  to  the  rules,  and  authorized  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference  to  make  such  exceptions,  with  the  result  that  in  cer- 
tain congregations,  and  in  most  of  the  American  congregations,  the  use 
of  the  lot  in  regard  to  marriages  has  become  less  and  less,  and  finally  has 
ceased  altogether.  It  has  been  possible  to  continue  to  enforce  the 
former  rule  only  in  our  place-congregations. 

§  27.  Further  it  was  recognized  by  Synod  that  some  of  our  congrega- 
tions, for  example  the  American,  had  made  definite  proposals  looking 
toward  the  abrogation  of  this  rule.  Experience  has  shown  that  in  our 
place-congregations  themselves  insistence  on  this  method  as  it  has  been 
stated  has  caused  much  concern  and  many  difficulties.  At  the  same  time 
Synod  cannot  agree  to  stop  completely  all  use  of  the  lot  in  marriages. 
The  question  before  Synod  was  in  how  far  it  might  be  permitted  that 
our  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  wish  to  marry  might  be  made  free  to 
ascertain  the  gracious  will  of  our  Lord  by  prayer,  or  might  be  moved  to 
ask  for  direction  through  the  lot  for  their  full  satisfaction. 

§  31.  In  regard  to  our  city  and  country  congregations  Synod  agreed 
that  each  Brother  and  each  Sister  should  be  free  in  future  to  ask  for  the 
use  of  the  lot  in  respect  to  marriage,  or  not  to  do  it. 

§  32.  The  same  agreement  was  reached  in  regard  to  our  American  place- 
congregations,  in  view  of  their  resemblance  to  city  and  country  congre- 
gations and  of  their  definitely  expressed  wish. 

§  SJf.  It  was  also  resolved  that  in  our  American  place-congregations  it 
should  remain  the  rule  that  no  marriage  should  take  place  without  the 
approval  of  the  Aeltesten  Conf erenz  of  that  place,  and  that  each  marriage 
proposal  should  be  made  to  a  Sister  through  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz. 
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Chapter  V. 

Concerning  the  Congregations. 

§  A,  7.  In  considering  what  could  be  done  to  promote  new  life  in  our 
Unity  of  Brethren  the  Lord  led  Synod  to  make  a  change  in  the  method 
which  has  been  followed  in  allowing  a  person  to  enter  into  full  fellow- 
ship with  the  congregation.  After  full  consideration  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted,  and  received  the  definite  approval  of  the  Lord 
through  the  lot. 

i.  Experience  has  shown  that  our  older  boys  and  girls,  when  they  have 
entered  those  Choirs,  ask  to  be  received  into  the  congregation,  though  they 
are  not  yet  prepared  and  do  not  have  the  necessary  knowledge  to  take 
this  step,  so  in  future  their  reception  into  the  congregation  shall  be  post- 
poned to  more  mature  years.  But  that  they  need  not  do  without  the 
powerful  means  of  grace  which  our  dear  Lord  has  provided  in  the  Holy 
Communion,  they  may  in  future  be  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper 
before  they  are  received  into  the  congregation. 

ii.  To  awaken  an  active  appreciation  of  this  holy  rite  in  their  hearts, 
soon  after  their  reception  into  the  Choir  they  shall  be  allowed  to  attend 
a  Communion  once  as  an  observer.  Then  when  the  pfleger  or  pflegerin 
of  a  boy  or  girl  sees  signs  of  the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  a 
desire  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  same  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  as  a  candidate  for  Communion,  and  direction 
shall  be  asked  through  the  lot.  If  approved  they  shall  observe  for  the 
second  time  at  the  next  Communion ;  then  for  four  or  six  weeks  shall  be 
carefully  instructed  by  the  preacher,  during  which  time  the  pfleger  or 
pflegerin  also  shall  take  special  interest  in  the  candidate.  After  the 
instruction  has  ended  all  the  candidates  shall  be  confirmed  at  the  same 
time. 

Hi.  Confirmation  shall  take  place  only  twice  a  year,  or  once  a  year 
in  a  small  congregation.  Candidates  shall  answer  questions  and  confess 
their  faith  most  solemnly  before  the  entire  congregation.  The  con- 
firmands  shall  then  partake  with  the  congregation  in  the  next  cele- 
bration of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Thereafter,  until  they  are  received  into 
the  congregation,  they  shall  partake  four  times  a  year. 
iv.  In  time  they  shall  be  given  opportunity  to  learn  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  congregation,  the  history  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren,  its  great 
calling,  etc.  "When  their  hearts  desire  to  be  numbered  in  the  Brother- 
hood they  shall  state  their  desire  to  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz  in  writing. 
When  permission  has  been  given  by  our  dear  Lord  through  the  lot  they 
shall  come  to  a  formal  speaking  with  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  and 
then  shall  be  received  into  the  congregation  as  the  seal  of  their  covenant. 
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Such  receptions  shall  be  held  less  often  than  formerly,  twice  or  four 
times  a  year,  perhaps  on  the  first  of  March,  the  twelfth  of  May,  the  thir« 
teenth  of  August,  and  the  thirteenth  of  November,  and  if  possible  should 
be  conducted  ceremonially.  These  days  will  then  become  the  real  Unity 
Days,  days  of  covenant,  whose  celebration  may  be  full  of  spirit,  life, 
and  joy  over  our  beautiful  call  of  grace.  The  received  and  all  adults 
may  attend  the  service  for  the  reception  of  members. 
vi.  After  being  received  our  young  people  will  have  all  the  rights  of 
members.  They  will  share  in  the  monthly  Communion;  in  the  Choir 
festivals  and  Choir  Communions;  in  the  association  for  Hourly  Inter- 
cession; in  the  Anbeten.  After  attaining  their  majority  they  become 
eligible  for  the  congregation  conferences;  can  announce  a  desire  for 
service  of  the  Lord;  can  be  called  to  congregation  offices,  etc. 

Chapter  X. 

C.  §  9.  The  Aeltesten  Conferenz  decides  according  to  circumstances 
how  many  Brethren  from  each  Choir  shall  be  elected  to  the  Aufseher 
Collegium.  Then  the  Brethren  of  the  Congregation  Council,  as  repre- 
sentath^es  of  the  congregation,  shall  vote  for  the  designated  number 
of  members  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium.  Those  Brethren  who  have  the 
most  votes  shall  become  members  of  the  Aufseher  Collegium,  provided 
they  have  received  at  least  a  third  of  the  votes.  If  a  Brother  does  not 
receive  the  necessary  number  of  votes  the  voting  must  be  repeated.  If 
several  Brethren  receive  the  same  number  of  votes  one  of  them  shall  be 
drawn.  Only  a  Brother  who  has  been  received  may  be  elected  to  the 
Aufseher  Collegium.  Every  two,  or  at  least  three,  years  a  new  Aufseh- 
er Collegium  shall  be  elected,  but  former  members  are  eligible  for  re- 
election. 

D.  §  23.  Synod  is  convinced  that  the  purpose  of  the  former  Heifer 
Conferenz  can  be  met  by  the  Congregation  Council,  so  agrees  that  the 
former  Heifer  Conferenz  shall  be  merged  into  Congregation  Council  and 
shall  cease  as  a  separate  board. 

From  the  proposals  of  the  preparatory  provincial  synod  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  the  explanations  of  the  American  delegates  in  general,  Synod 
is  convinced  that  the  organization  of  the  Congregation  Council  cannot 
be  the  same  for  all  parts  of  the  Unity,  and  it  is  left  to  the  American 
place-congregations  and  the  respective  Provincial  Elders  Conferences 
of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Wachovia  congregations  to  determine  what 
form  each  Congregation  Council  shall  take,  according  to  what  will  be 
most  effective. 

§  2k.  The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  of  the  Wachovia  congregations 
has  resolved  that  the  Congregation  Council  of  Salem  shall  consist  of  all 
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Brethren  of  the  place-congregation  who  have  attained  their  majority. 

The  pastor  of  the  Salem  congregation  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Congregation  Council. 

In  future,  Sisters  shall  not  attend  Congregation  Council. 

Short  Account  of  the  Beginning  and  Progress  of  the 
Congregation  in  Friedberg. 

[Written  for  the  Jubilee  of  Friedberg,  March  12,  1819.] 

On  the  south  borders  of  Wachovia,  below  the  South  Fork,  several 
German  families  settled.  They  came  from  Pennsylvania,  and  some  of 
them  had  known  the  Unity  of  Brethren  there.  When  an  Indian  war 
broke  out  they  fled  to  Bethabara,  and  there  heard  the  Gospel,  to  their 
blessing.  When  they  returned  to  their  farms  they  asked  that  a  Brother 
would  come  to  them  from  time  to  time  and  preach  for  them.  This  was 
done,  and  on  November  26,  1758,  Br.  Bachhof  preached  for  the  first  time 
in  Adam  Spach's  house,  to  which  place  eight  families  came. 

During  the  following  years  the  number  of  attentive  listeners  to  the 
sermons  preached  from  time  to  time  was  increased,  partly  through  the 
arrival  of  several  families  who  came  from  the  small  congregation  of 
Heidelberg  in  Pennsylvania. 

Finally  they  agreed  to  undertake  the  building  of  a  school-and-meeting- 
house,  in  which  a  couple  might  live  and  look  after  them  and  their 
children.  After  the  Conferenz  approved  and  the  place  was  selected 
preparations  for  building  were  made  in  the  year  1767 ;  and  in  March, 
1769,  work  had  progressed  so  far  that  on  the  12th  the  house  could  be 
solemnly  dedicated.  The  Brn.  Marshall,  Gran0,  Lorenz  Bagge,  and 
TJtley  attended  the  service  on  March  12,  1769,  and  the  last  named 
preached  the  dedicatory  sermon  and  offered  the  prayer,  under  the  felt 
gracious  presence  of  our  Lord.  A  little  child,  Johannes  Walk,  was 
baptized. 

In  the  following  year,  that  is  on  February  17,  1770,  fourteen  mar- 
ried couples  were  organized  as  a  Society,  of  whom  at  present  six  persons 
are  still  living.    Br.  and  Sr.  Bachhof  were  installed  as  pastor  and  wife. 

During  the  visit  of  the  Brn.  Gregor  and  Lorenz,  in  the  year  1771,  this 
country  congregation  received  the  name  Friedberg.  On  January  17,  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  celebrated  for  the  first  time. 

In  the  year  1774  five  families  from  the  congregation  of  Yorktown 
moved  into  this  neighborhood. 

On  March  12,  1788,  a  new  church  was  consecrated.  It  stood  near  the 
former  house,  and  the  cornerstone  had  been  laid  on  February  19,  1786, 
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during  the  visit  of  Br.  Johannes  von  Watteville,  member  of  the  Unity 
Elders  Conference. 

During  the  past  fifty  years  seven  couples  of  Brethren  and  Sisters  have 
served  this  congregation,  including  the  present  workers,  Br.  and  Sr. 
B>iide. 

During  this  half  century  there  have  been : 

1)  Born  and  baptized  425  children  of  members  of  the  congregation  and 
Society. 

2)  Called  home  185  persons. 

At  present  the  country  congregation  of  Friedberg  consists  of : 
211  members,  of  whom  74  are  communicants; 
127  children. 

338  persons  in  all. 

Reverend  Lewis  David  de  Schweinitz. 
[Editorial  Sketch.] 
Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz  was  born  in  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania, 
on  February  13,  1781,  a  son  of  Reverend  Hans  Christian  Alexander  von 
Schweinitz  and  Anna  Dorothea  Elisabeth,  by  birth  a  Baroness  von 
Watteville. 

At  the  age  of  seven  he  was  sent  to  Nazareth  Hall,  where  he  remained 
for  ten  years,  making  rapid  progress  in  his  studies.  Toward  the  end  of 
his  stay  in  Nazareth  he  frequently  assisted  in  teaching. 

When  his  father  was  recalled  to  Germany  in  1798  he  accompanied 
him  willingly,  glad  of  the  opportunity  for  further  education,  and  when 
the  family  was  settled  in  Herrnhut  he  entered  the  theological  seminary 
at  Niesky.  One  of  his  professors,  Baptiste  von  Albertini,  a  very  learned 
theologian  and  scientist,  exercised  great  influence  over  him  and  shaped 
both  his  theological  and  scientific  tendencies. 

After  graduation  he  became  a  teacher  in  the  boys  boarding  school  at 
Niesky,  where  a  circle  of  fellow  teachers  gathered  around  him.  At 
this  time  he  wrote  a  great  deal,  diaries  which  circulated  among  his 
friends  and  were  profusely  annotated  by  them,  essays,  a  philosophic 
autobiography  of  the  first  nineteen  years  of  his  life,  and  a  religious 
philosophical  novel  which  he  entitled  "Friedheim."  He  also  carried  on 
extensive  studies  of  the  fungi  of  Lusatia,  and  he  and  von  Albertini 
published  the  Conspectus  Fungorum  Lusatiae  in  1805. 

Toward  the  end  of  his  stay  in  Niesky  he  began  to  preach.  His  style 
was  simple,  his  delivery  animated,  his  great  theme  Jesus  Christ. 

In  1807  he  was  appointed  pfleger  of  the  Single  Brethren  at  Gnaden- 
frey,  in  Silesia.    French  troops  were  quartered  there  frequently  and  his 
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conciliatory  and  genial  ways  made  him  popular  with  the  officers  and 
lightened  the  burdens  which  the  town  had  to  bear.  In  1808  he  was 
transferred  to  Gnadau,  another  Moravian  settlement,  near  Magdeburg, 
where  he  filled  the  same  office.  On  May  24,  of  that  year,  he  was  ordained 
a  deacon  by  Bishop  Duvornoy. 

In  March,  1812,  he  received  an  appointment  as  administrator  of  the 
Unity  estates  in  North  Carolina  and  member  of  the  Wachovia  Heifer 
Conferenz  furs  Ganze.  On  May  24,  1812,  he  was  married  to  Louisa 
Amalia,  maiden  name  Le  Doux,  born  May  18,  1791,  in  Stettin,  a  de- 
scendant of  Huguenots  who  had  fled  thither  during  one  of  the  persecu- 
tions in  Trance.  At  that  time  she  was  teaching  in  the  Moravian  school 
of  Kleinwelke,  and  it  is  said  that  she  was  not  only  lovely  in  disposition 
and  in  her  life,  but  beautiful  in  her  appearance  and  queenly  in  her 
walk. 

Their  trip  to  America  just  as  the  War  of  1812  was  breaking  out  was 
full  of  adventure,  and  his  diary  of  their  experiences  has  been  trans- 
lated in  full  for  this  volume.  (See  above,  Part  I.)  His  official  activi- 
ties in  Wachovia  appear  in  the  translations  of  the  diaries  and  minutes  for 
the  years  1812-1821.    (See  above,  Part  II.) 

Apart  from  his  service  of  the  Unity  of  Brethren  his  scientific  work, 
especially  in  botany,  aroused  great  interest  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 
The  following  description  of  the  man,  and  of  his  botanical  work,  is 
taken  from  the  History  of  the  Family  von  Schweinitz,  written  by  Bishop 
Edmund  de  Schweinitz,  of  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  youngest  son  of 
Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz. 

"His  personal  appearance  was  striking;  a  commanding  figure  and  a 
noble  face."  (His  passport  for  the  return  to  America  says  that  he 
was  of  medium  build  and  had  dark  hair.)  "As  a  man  he  was  mag- 
nanimous, disinterested,  open-handed  almost  to  a  fault,  and  literally 
faithful  unto  death.  In  social  life  he  was  the  center  of  every  circle 
which  he  entered.  Humor,  wit.  anecdote  and  repartee  were  always  at 
his  command." 

"He  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  American  botanists  of  his  day. 
Prom  the  early  age  of  seven  years  when  he  was  in  a  room  at  Nazareth 
Hall  and  heard  one  of  the  teachers  make  some  remarks  on  a  specimen 
of  the  Lichen  digitatus  which  was  lying  on  the  table,  he  engaged  in  the 
study  of  this  science  with  unflagging  enthusiasm,  and  devoted  himself  in 
particular  to  the  department  of  the  Fungi,  which  field  had  been  but 
little  cultivated  in  America  before  his  time.  He  made  many  discoveries, 
and  added  nearly  fourteen  hundred  new  species  to  the  amount  of  botani- 
cal science.His  correspondence  with  distinguished  scientists  extended  to 
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all  parts  of  America  and  Europe."  This  correspondence  lie  carried  on 
for  the  most  part  in  Latin,  which  language  he  wrote  fluently.  In  addi- 
tion to  writing  in  Latin  he  read  Hebrew  and  Greek,  and  spoke  English, 
German  and  French. 

On  June  22,  1817,  the  University  of  Kiel,  in  Denmark,  conferred  on 
him  the  honorary  degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy  in  absentia — there  is 
an  official  copy  of  this  diploma  in  the  Salem  Moravian  Archives.  The 
diploma  states  that  the  award  was  based  on  the  work  he  had  done  for 
the  Conspectus  Fungorum  noted  above.  It  has  been  said  that  he  was 
the  first  man,  born  in  America,  to  receive  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
philosophy. 

While  attending  a  general  Synod  of  the  Moravian  Church,  in  Herrm- 
hut,  he  was  ordained  a  presbyter,  September  1,  1818.  While  attending 
another  Synod,  he  was  ordained  a  Senior  Civilis,  Aug.  18,  1825,  at 
Herrnhut,  being  the  last  man  to  hold  this  important  office  in  the  Unity 
of  Brethren. 

"He  wrote  ten  botanical  treatises,  monographs,  and  other  works, 
mostly  too  in  Latin.  His  first  work  was  published  at  Leipzig  in  1805, 
and  the  plates  which  accompanied  it  were  all  drawn  and  painted  by  his 
own  hand.  In  addition  he  filled  several  folio  volumes  with  beautifully 
executed  paintings  of  Fungi,  and  several  more  with  less  ambitious 
sketches.  His  last  work,  upon  which  he  bestowed  great  labor,  was  the 
Synopsis  of  the  American  Fungi,  published  in  1831  in  the  Transactions  of 
the  American  Philosophical  Society.  It  contained  the  names  of  3,098 
species  of  North  American  Fungi,  of  which  more  than  1,200  were  dis- 
covered by  him.  In  honor  of  him  the  celebrated  botanist  Elliot  named 
a  new  genus  of  plants  the  Schiveinitzia" 

Ludwig  David  von  Schweinitz  held  various  positions  of  trust  and 
importance  in  the  Northern  Province  of  the  Moravian  Church  in  Amer- 
ica, to  which  he  was  called  in  1821.  He  died  in  Bethlehem,  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  February  4,  1834.  By  will  he  left  his  Herbarium  to  the 
Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  of  Philadelphia,  of  which  he  was  a 
member,  and  later  his  grandchildren  added  some  of  the  volumes  of 
sketches  which  had  remained  in  the  family,  a  large  number  of  the  let- 
ters already  mentioned  as  received  from  scientists  in  America  and 
Europe,  and  his  certificates  of  membership  in  several  learned  societies, 
including  the  Linneean  Society  of  Paris.  The  Salem  Moravian  Archive 
Collection  has  many  letters  which  he  received  from  leaders  in  the  Unity 
of  Brethren,  the  diary  of  his  stay  at  Niesky,  and  also  an  interesting 
little  manuscript  book,  showing  how  his  botanical  work  was  prized  and 
copied  by  later  Moravians  interested  in  botany.  It  has  ninety  pages, 
six  by  four  inches  in  size,  and  the  title  page  reads :

From  the  above  it  is  evident  that  when  the  Rev.  Ludwig  David  von 
Schweinitz  wrote  in  German  he  signed  his  name  in  the  German  form; 
in  the  Salem  diaries  he  is  sometimes  called  simply  Br.  Schweinitz;  in 
later  records  he  appears  as  Lewis  David  de  Schweinitz,  and  the  third 
form  has  been  retained  by  his  descendants. 

It  may  also  be  noted  that  Dr.  Kemp  P.  Battle,  in  his  History  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  says  that  in  1816,  after  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Chapman,  Dr.  Joseph  Caldwell  tried  to  secure  von  Schweinitz  as 
president  of  the  University,  as  he  himself  preferred  to  retain  his  posi- 
tion as  a  professor.  Bishop  Edmund  de  Schweinitz,  a  son  of  Lewis 
David  de  Schweinitz,  a  Moravian  historian  and  the  family  genealogist, 
says  that  the  presidency  of  the  University  was  offered  to  his  father,  but 
that  he  immediately  declined.  The  minutes  of  the  University  trustees 
mention  only  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Chapman,  and  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  Caldwell  for  a  second  term,  though  there  may  be  significance  in 
the  fact  that  shortly  thereafter  de  Schweinitz  was  elected  a  trustee  of 
the  University. 

Report  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Female  Missionary  Society  in  Salem. 
[Minutes  of  the  first  four  meetings  are  translated.] 

On  Sunday,  January  6,  1822,  a  group  of  Sisters  met  in  the  Boarding 
School  to  consider  the  possibility  of  organizing  a  Bible  Society.  After 
due  consideration  of  the  plan  it  was  found  that  there  were  many  difti- 
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culties,  so  this  plan  was  laid  aside  for  the  time,  and  another  was  proposed, 
namely  to  organize  a  missionary  society.  This  plan  found  approval  with 
all  present,  and  it  was  decided  to  send  a  circular  to  all  the  Sisters  in 
this  town,  inviting  them  to  come  to  the  Gemein  Saal  on  the  20th  of  this 
month  (January,  1822),  to  consider  the  matter  further.  Three  Sisters, 
Rebecca  Holder,  Marie  Steiner,  and  Louisa  C.  Kramsch,  were  appointed 
to  prepare  the  circular,  and  also  to  find  out  exactly  how  such  a  society 
should  he  constituted. 

In  response  to  this  invitation  fifty-six  Sisters  gathered  on  January  20, 
1822.  A  proposed  constitution  was  read,  which  was  accepted  by  the 
society  for  the  present,  and  which  was  signed  by  fifty-four  as  members. 

Then  the  society  was  asked  whether  they  thought  it  was  necessary  to 
elect  a  Brother  as  president,  or  whether  the  duties  could  be  performed  by 
a  Sister,  if  a  Brother  assisted  in  opening  the  annual  meeting  with  prayer. 
After  consideration  it  was  decided  to  elect  a  Sister  by  a  plurality  vote. 

Second.  The  society  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  president,  and  the 
choice  fell  on  Sr.  Lisette  Van  Vleck. 

Third.  The  other  directors,  namely  treasurer  and  secretary,  were 
elected  in  the  same  way,  the  vote  so  turning  out  that  Marie  Steiner 
became  treasurer  and  Louisa  Kramsch  secretary. 

Fourth.  As  the  time  was  short  it  was  decided  not  to  elect  the  collec- 
tors in  the  same  way,  but  to  nominate  certain  persons  and  take  the 
thought  and  wish  of  the  entire  society.  As  all  the  Sisters  seemed  to  be 
satisfied  with  this  the  following  Sisters  were  nominated,  and  were  ac- 
cepted by  a  rising  vote :  Hedwig  E.  Shober,  Susanne  E.  Peter,  Rebecca  E. 
Holder,  and  Sarah  Steiner,  which  selection  pleased  all  the  Sisters. 

Fifth.  The  time  for  the  next  meeting  was  fixed,  and  the  directors 
were  asked  to  draw  up  a  set  of  rules  for  the  society  and  bring  them  to  the 
next  meeting. 

On  Sunday,  February  10,  in  spite  of  the  bad  weather,  thirty-eight 
members  gathered. 

By  request,  Br.  Yan  Vleck  opened  the  meeting  with  a  suitable  and 
impressive  prayer,  and  with  an  encouraging  and  affectionate  address  to 
the  members  of  the  society,  after  which  he  withdrew. 

The  members  present  were  counted  by  two  tellers. 

Sr.  Van  Vleck,  recently  elected  president  of  the  society,  sent  a 
written  resignation  by  Sr.  Polly  Steiner,  who  read  it.  In  many  respects 
the  resignation  was  regretted  by  the  members,  but  the  grounds  which  she 
gave  were  valid.  It  was  therefore  necessary  to  proceed  to  a  new  election, 
for  it  was  evident  that  the  majority  present  still  preferred  to  have  one  of 
their  number  for  president. 
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When  the  votes  were  counted  it  was  found  that  Sr.  Bagge  had  received 
the  most,  but  she  excused  herself,  giving  her  reasons. 

A  third  vote  was  therefore  necessary,  and  Sr.  S.  E.  Kramsch  was 
elected.  She  agreed  to  hold  the  office  for  a  while,  but  was  not  sure  of 
her  health. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  and  the  rules  and  regulations  were 
read  by  the  secretary;  and  the  treasurer  reported  receipts  from  sub- 
scribers and  through  gifts. 

Several  members  asked  whether  girls  under  eighteen  years  of  age 
might  be  members.  After  some  consideration  this  was  permitted.  They 
will  have  no  vote,  but  may  attend  the  meetings  and  may  sign  as 
members. 

Since  a  good  beginning  had  been  made  with  collecting  funds,  it  was 
the  wish  that  the  society  might  become  active  as  soon  as  possible.  It  was 
therefore  proposed  to  send  an  address  to  the  Provincial  Elders  Confer- 
ence, to  encourage  the  Brethren  to  take  into  the  earliest  possible  consid- 
eration the  beginning  of  a  mission  among  the  Negroes  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, in  which  attempt  the  members  of  this  society  feel  moved  to  assist 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability.  The  directors  were  urged  to  prepare  such 
an  address  by  next  Sunday,  the  17th,  and  to  present  it  to  a  meeting  of 
the  members. 

February  17th.  The  president  opened  the  meeting  with  the  singing  of 
a  hymn. 

After  the  members  present  had  been  counted,  and  the  number,  41,  had 
been  written  down,  the  report  of  the  last  general  meeting  was  read  and 
approved. 

Then  the  last  report  of  the  directors  was  read,  together  with  a  draft 
of  an  address  to  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference.  Both  were  ap- 
proved, but  it  was  noted  that  the  education  of  the  Negroes  should  be  con- 
sidered, but  that  it  was  not  feasible  now. 

In  regard  to  the  last  item  in  the  report  of  the  directors  (concerning 
the  circular),  it  was  stated  that  it  had  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
those  who  wanted  to  see  it,  but  so  far  had  not  been  seen  by  every  one. 
Nevertheless,  the  society  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  in  three  new 
members  as  subscribers. 

The  treasurer  asked  that  she  might  read  the  list  of  members,  and  pro- 
posed that  the  money  received  from  them  should  be  placed  on  interest, 
which  was  approved  by  all  present. 

Today's  meeting  was  closed  with  the  singing  of  a  hymn. 
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On  March  17,  1822,  after  singing  the  hymn : 

Herri  Deine  Diener  helfen  alle  gerne, 
and  after  counting  the  thirty-two  members  present,  the  president  ex- 
plained the  purpose  of  this  meeting.  The  society  had  received  an  answer 
to  their  address  to  the  Provincial  Elders  Conference,  which  reached  the 
president  yesterday.  Only  thirty-two  members  were  present,  because  a 
number  were  away  from  home,  including  some  of  the  officers,  and  the 
meeting  would  have  been  postponed  had  it  not  been  necessary  to  read  the 
answer  to  the  society  without  delay,  since  next  Sunday  a  preaching  had 
been  appointed  for  the  Negroes. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  and  the  report  of  the 
directors. 

Then  the  answer  was  read,  for  which  purpose  all  had  really  gathered, 
and  it  was  heard  with  pleasure.    It  said: 
To  the  Female  Missionary  Society  in  Salem. 

The  Provincial  Elders  Conference  has  been  stirred  and  encouraged  by 
your  address  of  February  17,  1822.  The  step  that  you  recommend  has 
often  been  considered  during  the  years,  in  regard  to  the  Negroes  in  this 
neighborhood.  Now  it  has  been  taken  up  anew,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Brethren  of  the  Aeltesten  Conferenz,  and  a  plan  has  been  evolved  by 
which  an  attempt  can  be  made,  which  under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  may 
open  the  way  to  the  desired  end,  and  the  beginning  of  such  an  attempt 
will  be  made.  (Note.  Br.  Steiner  was  asked  to  hold  the  first  preaching 
service  on  Sunday,  the  24th.) 

Unite  with  us  in  commending  this  matter  to  the  Saviour,  asking  that 
He  will  bless  the  attempt  and  give  it  the  desired  result. 

In  the  name  and  by  the  order  of  the 
Provincial  Elders  Conference, 
Salem,  March  14,  1822.  Jacob  Van  Vleck. 

The  day  for  the  next  meeting  was  not  set,  but  this  session  closed  with 
the  singing  of  a  hymn.
